LETTER IL 
From Surat, March 22. Anno 1623. 


N the beginning of this year, at my depaiture 
from Perfia, i writ laft to you from aboard the 
Ship cali’d the Whale, iff which I was newly 
embarqu’d upon the coafts of that Country, 
and had not yet begun my Voyege. Since 
which time having 1ail’'d over a good part of 
the Ocean, arriv’d at the famous Countries o 

India, tfavell’d and view’d no inconfiderable pertion thereof; 

by conveniency of the fame Ship which brought me hither, and.. 

is ready to fet fail fpeedily towards Aéucha inthe Arabian Gulph, 

Cand the rather for that a German Genjlemana friend of mine 

isembargu’d in her, with an intention-to travel from thence, 1n 

cafe he can get paflage.to fee £thiopia y with this Letter (which 

1 recommend to him to get tranfmitted into Italy, if poffible, 

trom thofe Portsof the Red Sea dr by the-way of €asro, yee

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they trade, or by fome other conveyance _) I corne again to give 
you an Account of my Adventures, and the Curiofities which 
nave hitherto afforded delicious repaft to my alwzayes hungry 
Intelle¢t. To begin therefore : Upon Thurfday the 19 of Faxuary, 
having difpatch’d and taken order for what was needful, alittle 
beforé day, after the difcharge 6f fome Guns, as ’tis the cuftome 
at going off from any Coaft, we began leifurely to difplay our 
fails, moving but flowly, becaufe we waited for the fhip- 
boat which was ftill at fhore,,; upom whofe return we unfolded 
all our Canvafe,and though Witha fmall gale,dire&ted our courfe 
between the Iflands of Orwuz and Kefowz, paffing on the outer 
fide of Orwuz next Arabia, in regard the fhallownefs of the 
Channel towards Perfta afforded not water enough fe. fuch great 
Ships as ours. We were in company only two Engli‘h Ships, 
namely, the Whale, which was the Captain-fhip. Cin which & 
was embarqu’d ) commanded by Captain Nicholas Woodcock, 
and another call’d the Dolphiz, wnich had for Captain., Ma- 
{ter Atatthem willis. At noon, bein,;, near Lareck, and no 
wind ftirring , we caft Anchor without falling our fails, and 
our Captain fent his long boat afhcre to Lareck, with two 
Grey-hounds which the Englifh of Comwbrs had giyen him, to 
catch what game they could light upom Towar !s night we 
fet failagain; but though the wind fomewhat  :reas*d, yet 
becaufe the} boat-was not return’d we ftruck 1:..4a little, and 
{ftaid forit diicharging alfo feveral mufket-fburs, tothe end 
thofe that vereinit might hear and fee where we were : And 
bécaul{q@~twas one aclock inthe night, and the Boat wasnot yet 
com=w-«< doubted fome difafter might have béfaln it,in regard of 
the mulzitude of thofe Arabian Thieves call’d Noxteks, which 
xob upon that Sea,and frequently refide in this land of Lareck = 
Yet at length it return’d fafe and found, and brought us abun- 
dance of Goats; whereupon we againipread our fails freely to 
the wind, which was pretty ftiff, although not much favour; 
able to our courfe. However, we went onwards, plying from 
the~coatt of Arabia to that of Perfia; and on Saturday morning, 
as we drew near the Arabian fhore, we faw three fmall Iflands, 
fituate mearone another, and not far froma certain Cape, the 
name of which, and the Iflands, they could not tell me, ra az hac 
I might ferric. downtruly; whereby I perceiv’d how it comes to 
pafs that many names of placesin thefe parts are very -corrupily 
written in Geographical Charts 5 for in the Countries themf{elves, 
where commerce ts had for the moft part with rudeand igr-rant 
people, few of them know how to pronounce the fame aright. 
Gn Sunday we went from our Ship to recreate our felves 
in the %e/,4i2, ouxr’companion, where the Captain entertain’d 
us liberally all day {an the mean time we had a gocd freth 
gale, and failing diré@&ly in the middle of the gulf, we beheld 
both the: coafts of Arabia Felix and Perfia, and in the latter 
difcern’d a famords white Rocks which ftanding in the midit sas a 
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low fandy fhore, looks like a little hill made by hand. -We pafs’d 
the Cape, which they call in Perfian Cow barick, that is,%malbh 
fand, and th? next night we left behind us the point or peak of 
Gizitk On Monday, the Sea beingcalm, the Captain andfI 
were itanding upon the deck of our fhip, difcourfing of fundry 
matters; and he took occafion to fhew me a piece of a Horn 
which he told me himfelf had found in the year'164112. in a 
Northern Country, whither he then fail’'d,which they call Greex- 
luzd, \ying im the latitude of feventy fix degrees. He related 
how he found this horr inthe eatth, being probably the horn 
of fome “Animal dead there; and that when it was intire it 
was between five and fix feet long,-and fewen inches in cir- 
cunnferenés at the root, where it was thickeft. The piece 
which INiiw (for the hora was broken, and fold by pieces .in 
feveral platee) was fomet.sng more then half a fpan long, and 
little lefs then five inches thicks the colour of it was white, 
inclining to yellow, like that of Ivory when it is old 3 it was 
hollow and fmooth witkin, but wreath’d on theoutfide. "The 
Captain faw not the Animal, nor knew whether it were of the 
land or the feas for accirding tothe place where he found it, 
it might be-as well one as the other: but he beliew’d, for certain, 
that it wasc fa Unicorn 5 both becaufe the experience ofits being 
good again: p yion argu’d fo much, and for that the fignes at- 
tributed by “4.uthorsto the Unicorn’s horn agreed alfo to this, 
as he conceiv’d: But hereinI diffent from him, irafmuch as, if 
I remember aright, the horn of the Unicorn, whon;trhe Greeks 
call’d Adgoxoceros,isby Plizy def{crib’d black, and not wimre. ‘The. 
Captain added that 1t wasa report, that Unicorns are. foagd in 
certain Northern parts of 4werica, not far from that Country of 
"Greenland; and fo not unlikely but that there might be fome 
alfo in Greezlaxd, aneighbouring Country, and not yet known 
whether it be Continent or Iflands and that they might fome- 
times come thither from tlie contiguous lands of 4#erzca,in cafe 
it beno Ifland. This Country of Greevzlazd_is of late difco-rery , 
and the firft-Chriftian that difcover d it, or went tnither, was 
this Captain Woodcock, inthe year above-mention’d ; and he 
gave it the name of Greezlawd upon this ac@ount, becaufe where- 
aa ehe other Northern Countries thereabouts ‘ard. deftiture of 
grafs, C whence the white Bears and Wolves which inhabit 
them tive upon dead Whales and other like things) he found this 
green and full of Grafs, a:‘'though it be always cover’d over with 
Snew , fc that when the Animals there mind to fe¢d.,they hollow 
the {now with their feet, and eafily find the grafs =7hich is keps 
continually -frefh under the fame. “The Enghifh now yearly sail 
thicher, where they take abundancd of Wkales 5-and fome fo 
vatt, that when they open the mouth, the wridenefs is above three 
Geometrical paces, or fifteen foot over. Of thefe Whales the 
Englifh make Oyle , drawing it onely out of the faruf their 
paunch; and they make {uch .plenty,. thet out-o one fingle 
B a Whale, 
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‘Whale, they fay they often get 19, 20, and 2 x; ‘Tun of Oyl. 


This Greezlan by what Captain Woodcock, faw, who dif- 
cover'd it, from the end of. feventy fix degrees, to feventy 
eight and a half, (the cold not fuffering him to go further) was 
un-inhabited; he not having found any perfon there but only wild 
beafts of many forts. The Company of the Greezlazd Merchants 
of Exgland had the horn which he found, becaufe Captains of 
fhips are their {tipendiaries, and, befides their falary, muft make 
no other profit of their Voyages ; bu¢ whatever they gain or 
find, in cafe itbeknown, and they concealit not, all accrues 
tothe Company that employes them. When the Ho-n wasin- 
tire, it was fent to Conftanite-opleto be fold, where twothoufand 
pounds Sterling was offer’d for it But the Englif Company 
haping to get a greater rate fold it not at Conftantinopie but fent 
it into A&Mfcovy , where much abour. he fame prices -was bidder 


. for its which being refus’d , it ws carry’d back into Turkey, 


and fell of its values a much lefs fim, being now proffer’d then 
before. Hereupon the Company couceéiv’d, that it would fll 
more eafily in pieces, then intire; becaufle few could be found 
who would purchafe it at fe great arate. Accordingly they 
broke it, and it was fold by pieces in fundry places,» yet for all 
this, the whole proceed amounted onely ta>! aut twelve hun- 
dred pounds Sterling. And ofthefe pieces they ys e oneto the 
Captain who found it, and this was it which he ew d me. 
On the 235. of January, failing in the main Sea with the prow 
of the Ship South Eaft and by Eaft; and, as I conceive, at a 
good_di.rince from the Country of Afacraz;, (whichI conje@ure 
to be pirt either of theancient Caramania, or elfe of Gedrofia, 
and at this day having a Prince of its own, lyes upon the Sea 
Coaft between the States of the Perfiaz and thofe of the ALoghol) 
we difcern’d behind us three or four Ships which feem’d to be 
Frigots or Galliots, but towards Evening we loft fight of them, 
The fame day, andthe other before, beganto be feen in the Sea 
afyyodance of certain things, which I took to be Snakes, or at 
jeaft hihes iti rhe Form of Snakes, being exactly of: the form of 
large Eeles, longand roifind, and according to the motion of the 
water feem’d crookefl as they floated along the Sea. . Neverthe- 
lefs aeinane 4f1ntelligent perfons what they were, I under- 
{tood that t&~ were neither thofeeAnimals , nor yet living 
things, but one1y a kincof excrement of the Sea in thaisnave, 
‘void of all motion, faving what the agitated water gaveit, al- 
though by r¢gafon of the motion ofthe fhip they feem’d to move 
-contrary to ys, whilft we faw them left behind. And they told 
me, thatthe nearer we came to Izdia, we fhould Se more of 
thefe thingy. The next Evening, our Captain, who wasa little 
more merry then oteésnary, Cbecaufe, he Gaptain of the Dolphiz 
dintap soi us that May, he had drank pretty freely in conver- 
fatron) chi{courfing -wigh-me. ag he was wont, after Supper, {poke 
vety frankly to mé-concerning Uicir affairs of Ormwuz . In sont 
10n 
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fion he told me, that their Treaty with the Perfiazs ftood thus 5, 
~Thatif they would deliver to the Englith the Fortrefs of Orv... 
with half the revenues of the Cuftom-houfe and the City, ag 
they defir’d from the beginning 5 then the. Englifh would people 
Ormuz, and reftore the trade as formerly, keeping the fame con- 
tinually open with Perfiz ; and that for this purpofe, and alfo for 
guarding that Sea againft the Portygals and other Enemies, they 
would keep four fhipsinOrwxz#z. That when this were agreed 
upon, the Englifh would tranfport a good number of people 
from Exgland, and whole Families: with Wives and Children, to 
dwell in-Ormuz, as the Pertugals:did before: and them they 
would profecute the War againft the Portugals at Afafchat, and 
every wh eelfe. But if thefe things werenot agreed to, they 
would uy3zke War no longer again{ft the Portugals 3 nor car’d 
tney for toe Traffick of Ps -Jzz2 upon other terms. Now fhould 
thefe Treaties take effect, thtry would inno wife be advantagious 
for the Catholick Religion , and were there no more to be 
fear’d, the Portugals wanuid thereby be for ever excluded from 
recovering Orwuz 5 yea, allthe reft which they poffefs in thofe 
parts would be in great dunger. Isanculi Beig, who was Ge- 
neral of the Perfiazs in the late Wars,and with whom the Englifh 
treated in Camb ancerning this affair, Captain Woodcock {faid, 
anclin’d to «he bargain; but-it was not known what the Chaz 
of Sciraz, and ( whichis moreimportant ) the King would do. 
On one fide, I know, the Perfiazs infifted much upon having 
Ormuz wholly to. themfelves; accounting it a {mall matter to 
have gain’d, withfo much War, andlofs of men,onel she half, 
or rather lefs then half, the Fortrefs being deducted wh cathe . 
Englifh demanded for themfelves; fo that the Perfiaxs would 
dave but the fame intezeft there as the King ot .Orwuz had with 
the Portugals, and no more. They conceive alfo, that they have 
done little, and perhapsill, fhould they make no greater acqui- 
ition, in having onely chung’d the Portugals in Ormuz for the | 
Englifh, and Chriftians for Chriftianss that upon eafier terms 
it might be hop’d, that perhaps the "omxzgah, afterehe is of ° 
Ormuz, woukd agree with the Perfiaws , Row ther€- was nomore © 
to lofe ; and onely -give the Pexfiaxs that which-:ne King of 
Orvusuz, a Mahometan like themfelves, injoy Syvs3r,to the 
Perfian, no doubt, the friendfhip of the Portugal sald be more 
profir ble, in regard of the many States whie. they pofiefs in 
India -f0om whence they ‘may with more facility and certainty 
ma¢ntain the accuftomed Commierce with Perfia. But, on the 
other fide, to fee the Portugals fo worfted, and the }“nglifh more 
fortunate, at leaft, and couragious, ifnot more {tron x, tisa cr:ar 
cafe that Orwuz wil) neve; bg reinhabited, nor Trae. er on foot 
again, unlefs fome Naticna of the Franks, «hich have fhips and 
{trength at fea,refide the'e(things which the Perfiazs wkicl y want, 
there being neither Martners nor Timberéiu cerfia,about aat Sea, 
wherewith to build fhips) andthz!ois sefulting to+"erfia by 2g 
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tinguifhing of this Traffick,the charge of maintaining the Fortrefé 
of Ox#uz without any profit,and the continuai danger of lofing it 
every hour, unlefsthe Englifh guard the Sea wh ‘heir fhips and 
help to defend it ; thefe and other like confideratioas may net im- 
probably induce the King of PerfizCcontented to have demonftra: 
ted his power and valor, and clm{tis’d his Enemies,the Portugalsy 
according to his defire) to grant the Englifh as much as they de- 
mand : For he fhould nog yield it to them upon ferce, butout of 
his liberality 5; and for his own profit-give them that freely, which 
to retain to himfelf, as things now ftand, would not onely be of 
no advantage, but of lofs.  -Peradventure he may alfo rmagine. 
now, in the pride of his ~istory, that as with help of the Englifh 
he has driven the Portugals outof Ormuzs fo cwill be eafie for 
him to expel the Englifh too, eithei by the helpof thers, or_ 
elfe by. his own Forcesalone, fhould +hey not comply with him, 
However, becaufe thefe Treaties wich the Perfiaz are manag’d 
by the Company, of Merchants who alfo made the War, and 
not by the King of Exglazd 3 and hitherfo ’tis not known, whe- 
ther their King approve the fac&t-orno, and will profecute or let 
fall the enterprize s therefore, fora total conclufion, befides the 
confent of the King of Perfia, they alfo wait the determination of 
the King of Exglavd 3 and the greateft hope I have of the defeat- 
ing of thefe projects fo prejudicial to the hicks, is this, 
alone, that the Englifh King willtiot meddle in them, and, per- 
hapsalfo, prohibit his Subje&s fo to do 5 as a perfonwhom we 
know to bea Friend to Peace, moft averfe from all kind of War, 
efpéecially with the King of Spai#z,while the Match ofhis Son with 
the Peaughter of Spzizisinagitation. . | 
In thesmean time we began to findthe Sea fufficiently rough, 
being got wholly-oft of the Perfian Gulph, and efiter’d into the, 
open Sea, (term’d by the Ancients Afare rabrum,and by us at this 
day the Southern Ocean ) and having pafs’d not onely the Cape 
of Giafck,, butalfo that of Arabia, which the Portugals vulgarly 
anit Refalgate,.as it is alfofet down in the Maps 5 but properly 
coOneealld flas &ad, which“in the Arabian Tongue fig- 
nifies Capo dcl%xze, or the Onpe of the Confine, hecaufe ‘tis the 


Jatt of that “cuntry, and is fusther then any other extended in- 


tothe 4c shat of Galicia in our Exrepe, whichfor the 
fame reafon all F#e¢F Terre. _ On Saturday, the 28. of Jarx~. 
ary, having taKeq the meridional altitude ofthe Sun, acs ,sding 
To daily cu ae and made fuch detra¢tion of degrees ‘as Was rre- 
ceflary , w¢tound our felves twenty Three degrees five minutes 
diftant from’the Equino@ial towards the North: whence by 
coinequenc: : we had pafs’'d the Tropick of Caszcer twe-cy fix mi- 
Diites and alf, according to the opinion of the Mfoderns, who 
reckon the Sun’s greateft declination where the Trepicks are, 
twenty: three oparers thirty one mimutes and a half diftanc 
from thnEquinodtrl Didfring the fucteeding dayes we'fail*d, 
with a brifk but favourabJe wifidzand witha Sea not tempeftuous 
but 
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but fomething rough. Every day about the hour of noon the 
Sun’s altitude wasinfallibly obferv’d., not onely by ~he Pilots, 
asthe cuftom sin allfhips, and the Captain, (who wasa yood 
Seaman, and perfoim’d all the exercifesof Art very well) but 
which pleas’d me moft, and which I thought worthy of.great 
praife and imitatioh _) there was <o day, but at that hour twenty 
or thirty mariners, mafters, boys, young men, and of all forts 
came upon thedeck to make the fame obferwation 5s fome with 
Aftrolabes, others, with Crofs-ftaffs , amd others with feveral 
other inftruments, particularly with one which they told me 
was lately invented by one Dawid, and from his name call’d 
David's-ftaff. This Inftrunrent confifts af two Triangles united 
together, -xne longer then the others, both having their bafe 
arch’d, an:) between thenrin the circle of their bafes containin 
an intire quadrant of ninty degrees. But whereas the fhort 
Triangle, whofe Angles afo lefs acute, contains fixty degrees 
divided by tens ( according t cuftom) inthe circle of its bafe, 
which are two thirds of a-quadrant 5 the other longer and of 
acuter Angles, which exrends much backward, and opens ina 
wider circle at the bafe,comprchends no more then thirty, which 
make the remainder of the quadrant ; fo that the longer Triangle 
contains fewer degrees by ‘half then the fhorter 5 and he that 
would have rt | -!zgreeslarger for the better fubdividing them 
anto minutes,- may make the circle or bafe of the leffer Triangle 
take up feventy degrees, and fo there will remain to the longer 
no more the twenty for the complement of the quadrant. c- 
cording to this diftribution, the degrees in the longer, Triangle 
will come to be fo barge, as to be capable of the {malleft divifian 
of minutes; athing very important. Befides, it hath two Fanes 
pr Sights, in tach Triangle one, which areso be moe d back- 
ward and forward; and with thefe, that is, with that of the 
long Triangle the levelof the Horizon is taken3 and with the 
‘bther of the fhort Triangle, that of the Sun;5 with this fur- 
ther conveniency, that the Sights being fufficiently large, .are 
therefore very expedient for performine ‘she opgration unr 
{peed, notwithftanding the dancing o the fhip w he: the S€a‘rs 
rough ; in which café.if the Sights be too fmall,"tis ard to make 
any obfervation. , With this InRrument,- and feve zal others; 
many ofthe Englifh perform’d their operations eviry day’ fuch 
as kney not how todo them well, were inftruc ea, and if any 
one err'd in computation gr otherwife,his error was fhew d him 
and the reafon told him; that fo he might be train dto work — 
exactly The opinion of the fkilful was xeard, and taken notice 
Of 5s and a¢ length all the qbfervations being compas d togethers 
the Pilot and the Captain rpfolv’d, and_with mature counfel de- 
termin’d ofalb; -by which rheans their voyages are very well 
mianag’d, and 4imoat always fucceed profprroufly to them. _An 
the Portugal fhips I h@ar the contrary comes to pafts - b<caufe 


the Pilots being extramely jealous of them affairs (an habitual 
humour 
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humour of that Nation) will be alone to make their obfervati | 
ons and for the moft part perform them infecret, without any 
Aflociate tofee them: Should any other perfon ina the fhip offer 
totake the altitude ofthe Sun, or look upon the Map or Com- 
pafs, or do any thing that relates to the well guiding of the Vef- 
fel, and knowing its courfe , they would quarrel with him, and 
by no means fuffer him to do it3 beingaverfethat any other 
fhould meddle with what they fay istheir office and belongs to 
them alone. From their being fo little communicative, and very 
averfe toteach others, it happens that few amongft them un- 
derftand any thing of the Art of Navigation, there being none 
that will teach it experimentally 5 and they underftand little 
enough, becaufe they hats no conference about tke practical 
part, and learn much lefs of the Fheory. This is the reafon 
that their fhips frequently mifcarry, to the incredible-detrimenit 
both of particular perfons and of tic Kingdom : And which is 
worfe, “cis faid that not onely my4ny of them are loft through 
the ignorance or negligence of thofe that guidethem, but alfo 
fometime by malice : For the Portugal Pilots have got acuftom 
when they are to make a Voyage, to take up great fums of mo- 
ney at Lishoz upon intereft, the moft they can get to trade with- 
all; and they takethe fame by way of Venture upon the fhips 
which they guide: Now when by the way {mall difafter 
befalls them, they not onely avoid it not, asmany times they 
might do, but if they be ofevil intention, they cunningly run 
the fhips aground either in thefe Coafts of 4frica or eliewhere 5 
fothatthough oftentimes the people, and alfo the arms, goods, 
<fpeciatl; of the -greateft valuebe fav’d, yes foit is, that fome- 
times many perifh or fuffer exceffive lofs; and this onely tothe 
end, thatthe fhipwrack may be the occafionof their remaining 
ainers of the monies taken up at intereft upon the hazard afore- 
aid 5 which monies they carry not with them to trade withall,. 
but leave all athomein Portugal : A practice indeed very per 
nicious, and which oughtto be moft rigoroufly punifh’d: but 
the Zortugals have now no King in their Country to mind their 
affairs, and the governmenr depends upon Afadrid, where per- 
thapsthey that adminirterit, being more intent upon their pri- 
Yate antesefts then the publick, thefé and infinite other difor- 
ders pals uaredrefs'd. “The Englifh, onthe contrary, and othe, 
Europeans whch fail upon the Ocean, are moft diligere and. 
frrict obfervers of all exact difcipline, and of what con¢erires 
the good cdnduct of their fhipss and becaufe they well under- 
{tand all the- moft exquifite points of Navigation, and” are ex- 
trémely cu'ious, as wellin the Practice asinthe Theory, they 
fpare no pa‘hs, and.negle& not the doing of any ehing whereby 
they may render their Navigations’ mt all ptaces moreeafie an? 
fecure : {nfomuch that Captain Woodasch., upon occafion of his 
having ftafd a year and pdd.moneths with his fhip in the Perfian: 
Gulph, fhew’d me a Chart or Plat-forn:of the whole Streighe 
of 
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of Urwne, made by himfelf during that time with the higheft 
exactnefs , for he had not onely taken the moft juft meafur?s and 
diftances of a:\ che adjacent places, but alfo founded all the Coaft 
with a plummet, to find all the convenient places where great 
fhips, fuch as theirs, might ride and caft anchor when Occafion 
fhould require. 
On the Third of February, conceiving by our reckoning that 
we were near Izdia, in the Evening wg let downthe ptummet 
into the Sea, as we us’d oftento do, and found it not above fe- 
venteen fathom 5, whereby *twas concluded, that we were little 
more then fix leagues diftant from land, although by reafon of 
the darknefS ofthe Air none could be vet difcern’d 5 becaufe that 
precife depth of water ufesto be-f6und in thofe Seas at that di- 
(tance from land. The Captain, who by well obferving the Sun 
%nd the Winds, had every day diligently noted the fhips way 
inthe Map, as the cuftom is, hop’d that we might be near the 
City of Daman, which lies within the Gulph of Cambaia, on the 
right hand as you enter into it, a good way inwards 5 butf, 
without having fo much minded the Maps, faid, that Iconceiv’d 
we were much lower,and more without the Gulph towards Baf- 
fain 5 becaufe although wevhad always fail’d and kept the fhips 
prow directed tq Dawaz by. the fhorteft line, yet for the two or 
three laft dayes we had hud the Wind for that place contrary 5 
which although it hinder’d us not from holding our courfe, be- 
caufe we help’d our felves with the rudder,and fiding of the fails, 
yet the violence of the Wind mutt needs have continually driven 
the fhip fomething lower then we intended. Two hours after 
midnight , the current of the Gulph of Cambaia being con- 
trary, againft which, by reafonof itsimpetuofnefs, there is no 
failing for a while, bug the fhip muft {tay either for the turning 
of it, (which is known whenit will happen, beeaufe it regularly 
changes according to the hours and days of the Moon) or fora 
trong Wind wherewith te matter the current; for this reafon, 
and alfo that the day-light might refolve usin what place we 
were, we caftanchor, and ftruk fail, towaie foramore = fing 


time. The Sea in this place began ta bevery rough, which_ 


happens by_reafon 5f the ftrong current which «hath. The 
next Morning we difcern’d land afar off, and, sccordize to my 
@onjecture, it appear’d that we were lower, that is,, more to the 
South wf Dawaz about twelve leagues, ina plaee a little diftant 
From Baffaiz, which the Englifh call Terra di Sax Giovanni, bur 
in the Sea-Chart is noted .1 the Portugal Tongue with the name’ 
of Ilbas das vaccas, or the Ifands of Cows. Abvdut one aclock 
in the Aftezgoon, the Tid: being become lefs corft ary, we fer 
fail again by degrees, app caching ftillnearer the fhore of India. 
Buta little befmre Night th.e Current turning again{t us, we were 
conftrain’d to caft anchér once mores neverthelefs after mid- 
night it became favouraple again, and we {aii d onwards by de- 


greestillday. This {low courfe through he Gulph of Cambaia, 
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with the pluoimet alwaysin hand, znd founding every hour, it. 
was requifité for usto held, becaufe the place js dangerous,, in 
regard of the many fhelves or quick-fands which are in ig, and- 
efpecially becaufe the current, which turns every i.- hours; now 
fextina one way, and anon the other, caufes great hindrance: 
By reaion of which fhelves, frone the time of our entmnce into 
the Gulph, we did not guide the fhip. dire&ly towaras Surat, 
which no doubt would, have been the fhorteft way bya ftrait 
line, but keeping lower towards Daman, fetch’d a large compafs 
tothe South, tacking about afterwards to the Noarth when we 
were near land , onely to avoid the many fhelves and fhallows, 
thro which our great fhips couldinot pafs... @n Sunday, the 
the fifth of February, being at anchpr in the Morning , we dif-' 
coverd near theland, which was not very far friend tien ten or 
fiffeen Frigots or Galliots failing Laftwards; which probably 
were either Portugal or Indian Merchants of fome Cafila, (as they 
call a Fleet or Confort of fhips ) coming from Caazbaiaz to go to 
Goa, or fome other place thereabouts. The night following, we 
heard the report of Artillery, which we conceiv’d to come from 
the City of Dewaz, being the placeneareft us. Weduefday night 
after, the Wind blew fomewhat kard againft us, in regard 
whereof, and the f{trength of the current which carry’d usin that 
nartow:channel amongit fhelves and gaick amneis, we fail’d for 
a good while very circum{peQ@ly,and not without fome danger.Or 
Thnx {day we ftood right again{t.. the mouth of the River ae Surat, 
which City is not fituate upon the fhore, ‘but fome leagues 
within land : And becaufe there is rio ftation there for-great 
fhips, we continued failing Northwards to the place where is 
the Pori moft frequented by the thips of Exrepe, which though 
the beft of all that Coaft, yet the Veflels of that Country, not 
knowing fo well-how te fteer, make not much uf¢. of it, becaufe 
the entrance is alittle difficult. On Frydaythe tenth of Febrx-— 
ary, inthe Afternoon, the favour of the current failing-us, we 
rcaft anchor inTight of the Port of S#rdé at alittle diftance; and 
or beat goitga fhore, the Prefident of the Englifh Merchants 
Cwho ufeste refide in S#rit, and is fuperintendent of all their 
‘Frade in Eaft+s+adia,Perfig.witB the other places depending onthe 
ame, is-now GE Mr. Temas Raftel) perceiving our fhips near, 
and being ¥t.that time at the Sea-fide near the landing ‘place, 
came in our boatto the fhips,together with one of their Minifters;. 
fo they.: call thefe who.exercife the ,office: of Pwiefts)} and two 
other Merchants 5 and after a collationand.a fupper. lodg’d with 
Jusall night.. Hie {poke Zsalsaxz very well,, and made! memany. 
civil offers,and complements; fhewing himfelf in_att- vhings a 
a perfon fi ficiently-accomphith d , and of gencrous denartmentr, 
according as his. gentile and graceful afpe@ befpal efhim. Het 
inforso'd me, that Sig 4lberto ds scilling, a German Geatieman, 
‘known ta.me.in Perla, haviag return di from the Court. of the 
@faguel, and other atts of India, which he had trayell'd to 
fee, 
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fee, Was at thar time sn Surat, from whence he was ge#ne to fee the 
ity of Baroce hard by, and would return fpeedily : with which 
Patelligence I ‘was much pljeas’d, becaufe Sig: Alberto was my 
yreat friend, and I extremely defir’d to fee him. On Saturday 
Morniug we convers’d together for fome time,drinking a lirtle of 
hot wine boyl’d with Cloves, Cinnamon, and other fpices, which 
the Englifh call burzt mize, and ufe todrink frequently in the 
Morning to comfort the ftomack,” fipping iteby little and little 
for fear of {calding, as they do Cahzes, ( Coffee) by me elfe- 
where defcrib’d. Andthey ufe it parricularly in the Winter to 
warm themfelves; though in Zvdra ‘tis not necefiary for that 
end, becaufe albeit *twas {till Winter, according to our divifion 
of the feafons, yet;we had more heat there hice cold. After 
this fhort refection,the Prefidént return’d a fhore,and I rémain’d 
in the fhip,not expecting to difimbarque till we were got into the 
Harbour , which wasa little before night, and the anchors were 
caft very near the land: but becaufe “twas now late, and the 
City of Sxrat was a good diftance off, noneof uscar’d to land. 
Wor did I go out of the*fhip on Sezday, both becaufeit was a 
facred day,and becaufe our Captain was pleas’d to give an Enter- 
tainment to us and the Captain of the Dolphiz, our companion.in 
the voyage. A4oxday, the thirteenth of the fame moneth,was the 
gay of my Ague, wher of Lhad had divers fits by the way at feas 
neverthelefs, after a collation I went on fhore, together with the 
Captain of our fhip, where we continu’d under certain. tents 
pitch’d for convenience of the Taxzzellers, (fo the Englifh term 
certain of their Mariners imploy d tofill the Cafks with water ) 
in expectation of Coach’ to carry us to S#rat. there kheing in 
thofe Countries fubject to the Azeghol, abundance of Casaches 
made after thair fafhion, which I formerly d¢fcrib’d when I faw 
fome of them at Cashiz, which the Indian Ambaflador gave, 
-amongft his prefents, to the King of Perfia 5 nor remains any 
Shing more to be faid of them, but that they are at this day 
much like the ancient Indian Chariots, defcrib’d by Strabo, and, 
are generally cover’d with crimfon filk,fring’d with yellow round 
aboutthe roofand the curtains: Andshat the Oxen,-.which alfo 
as anciently draw the fame, are fair, Marge, white, with two 
bunches like thofe of fome Camells ff rue d gallop like 
Horfes; they are likewife cover’d with the fame ftuff,-but befer 
-with many tufts or taflels, 2nd abundance of bells at their necks 5 
fo shat when they run or.gallop through the ftreets they are 
heard at a fufficient diftance, and make a very brave fhow. With | 
thefe kind of Coaches in J dia, they not onely gain Cities, but 
alfo for the moft-part tra vel in the Country. - Tothe Sea fide 
came no Coach, and therefore the Captain, went on foot to a 
, Town a mile @ff, call’d sodas, where he jntended to fpend the 
day in recreating himfelf among{t the Fravks, who have Houfes 
there for repofiting the goods which they continually {fend to 


the Sea fideto be fhip’d : but I could nowaccompany him, be- 
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caufe of my Ague, and therefore {taid in a Tent, well cover’d 
with Clothes upon my bed, which I catss’d to be igid upon the 
rot pd.waiting till the Captain fent me a Coach,and Carts from, 
e¢ City for my goods. Whilft I was sag this place, the 
violence of my fit wasfcarce over, when I beheld a Cavalier ap- 
pear.on the fhore on Horfe-back, cloth’d and arm’d after the 
Indian manner witha Scemiter and Target, who came towards 
our Tent, and ftogd {till to fpeak with Pie perfon, asif he in- 
quir’d for fomething among us : Upon his nearer approach, and 
my better confidering him, I perceiv’d “twas my grear friend 
Sig: Alberto dz Scilling,’ who being return’d from Baroc, whi- 
ther the Prefidenthad told me he was gone, and hearing news of 
us,was come from S#rat to the Sea fide to mcet me. Whereupon, 
raifing my felf fuddenly from the béd, we received one the other 
with fuch kindneffes as are ufual between two good friends, wh 
come from far, and have not feen one another a long times 
after which fitting down together, we recounted our adventures 
one to the other atlength, he much condoling my misfortunes, 
and regretting to find me fufficiently different from what he had 
left me in roe Towards Evening came two Coaches and a 
Carr, with which we went tegether to the Town Sohalz, where 
we found the two Captains of the fhips watting for us with a Col- 
lation ready prepar’d, which immediatelythey vave us, enter- 
taining us in converfation tillnight; and certain Indian Women 
ofthe Town, publick dancers, gave us fome paftime by dancing 
to the found of Drums, Bellg, and other inftruments of their 
fafhion, which were founded by their Hufbands with very great 
noife, and not without difturbance of yhead. A little within 
night the Captains took leave of us, and returned to their fhips, 
and we betook our felves to reft the remainder of the night in this 
“Town, becaufe it was necefiary to ftay rill day before we could 
enter into Sxrdédt, the Gates of the City being fhutin the night 
time, at leaft that of the Dogaza, or Cuftom-houfe, through 
which we were to pafSs. They told “us the way to the City was 
fevtn Cos, or Core, Cfor’tis allone ) and every Cos or Cor# is 
halfa Ferjegva, or leagtie of Perfia 5 fo that it anfwers to little lefs 
then two Engkfh Mile 

The next [lorning: early we put our felves onthe way 
towards Serar, and being I eonceiv d my abode there would be 
but fhort, and that whenI fhould depart thence my way would 

be by Sea ;_ thefefore to avoid greater trouble, both of conuey 
ance and ofthe Dogaza, ‘or Cuftom-houfe, which is ‘known to 
be rigorous in S#rat, Lleft all my Trunks and grofs luggagé in 
the fhip, and carry’d with me onely fuch few things as were re- 
qgumfite for daily ufe. The high-way fromthe Sea fide to the 
City, ( ae’tis alfo generally in this province of Gvzarat, wherein 
we were) isall very ev.ensthe foil oo all the year,and about the 
Town Sohal grow abundance of Trees of Indian Nuts, Tama- 
rinds, and other fruits. Beyond the Fownthe Trees are. not fo 
plentiful, 
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pléntiful,unlefs near cextain houfessbut the (cam are every where 
either ploughed, of fullof living creatures feeding in them. We 
arriv’d at the City in good time, inthe entrance of, Which r“lere is 

_a River call’d 7aps,or Taptt,which was to be pafs’d over by_boat:. 
On the other fide of which River, fomething on the right hand 
as you gointothe City, which hath no walls, ftands a Caftle 
lately built, but very ill defign’d. Moreover, near the place 
where rhe boatsland ftands the Doga#a, or Cuftom-houfe, and 
it took us up fometime to difpatch there, becaufe they obférve 
very narrowly all goods that are brought in, Calthough they 
be but Clothes for chamge) to fee whether there be any thing 
coming to the.Cuftomes; nor will they fuffer ftrangers to enter 
till they be firtr known and have licence, as *ris alfo practis’d in 
Venice. In all things they proceed with fogreat warinefs and 

wood order, that it being .known that I conducted with me 
the Sig™ JAZarinuccia, although a girl very YOung» the Capo, or 
Prefident of the Dogaza, requir’d likewife to be inform’d of 
her quality, and gave order that fhe fhould not be conducted 
with any violence or other diforder : otherwife, in lawful things, 
there is no difficulty, either through diverfity of Religion, 
Or upon any other account. We were no fooner cometo the 
Dogaza, but the neve cf our arrival Was, I think, by Sig: </- 
berto’s means, carried t.» the Houfe of the Dutch, many of which 
shave Wives there whicn tney married in Ivdia, purpofely to go 
with them and people a new colony of theirs in Java AZajor,which 
they call Batavia Nova; where very great priviledges are granted 
to fuch of their Country-men as fhall goto live there with Wives 
and Families : For whichend, many ofthem, for want of Eu- 
ropzan, have taken Indian, Armenian, and Syrian Women, and 
ofany other rice that falls into their hands, fo they be or can be 
tw2de Chriftians. Laft year the Fleet of the Portugals whick 
wentto Ivdia was encountredat Sea, and partly funk, partly 
vaken by the Hollanders; amongft other booty, three Maidens 

-were taken, of thofe poor but well defcended Orphans which 
are wont to be fent from Portxgal every year at the King’s 
charge , with a dowry which the King gives then; “to the end 
they may be married in Ivdia, in, ordertp further the peopling 
of the Portugal Colonies in thofe parts ‘tMefetrhree Virgins fal- 
ling into the hands of the Hollanders, and being carty’4 to Sxrat, 
which is the principal feat-of all their trafiick, the moft eminent 
Marchants arnongft them ftrove who fhould marry them , being 


all pafflably handfome. Two of them’ were gone from S#r4t,. 


whether to the abovefaid Colony, or elfewhere, EF “now not. She 
that remain’d behind was call’d Dozza Lucia, a young Woman, 
fair enough, and Wife to one of the wealthieft and eminenreft 
Hollanders. ‘The Prefident~of the Hollanders call’d by them 
the Cowmendator , who refides in Swrat and has the general 
fuperintendency of their affairs in all theft parts of the Eaft, is at 
this time Sig: Pietro Vandenxbroecke, a Gentleman of good breed- 
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ing, and very courteous; he fpeaks nolItalian, but Spanifh'very 
well, as being born at Avztwerp : He iivest& a goodly Paface, 
which hath Imany diftinét apartments,Wf.h feveral entrances into» 
a Court, like fo many different houfés, oncly included withir , 
tthe fame wall, whichis entred into by One great Gate: Here the 
Comméndator holds the beft and largeft apartmentto himfelf 5 
in the reft lodge fome of their gtaveft Merchants, which are of 
the Council for management af affairs, in order to their better 
conveniency and union, befides many others of inferior con- 
dition, which live out of chis great inclofure,difpers’d elfewhere in 
the City, and when occafion requires, they all repair to the Pa- 
lace of the Commendator. Amongft thofe whofe habitation 
was in the Palace of the Commendator, Dowza Luca's Husband 
has one of the principal, where He lives with his family and 
and Wife, whom,according to the cuftom of Ivdza, he maintains, 
with much f{plendor and gallantry. Now upontheir knowledge 
ot our arrival, Dowza Lucia prefently fent her coach to bring Sig: 
IMarincciato her houfe, for her better accommodation with her, 
till we had fetled out bufinefs, and provided lodgings. I was well 
pleas’d with the motion, becaufe rill [had well accommodated 
my felf with a place of refidence, the Sig: Afaginuccia could noc 
be better difpos’d of than with this Portugal Gentlewoman, who 
is a Chriftian, and withal fecretly a (Cathiolick, with the privity 
and connivance of her Hufband , althcugh in publick fhe makes’ 
a virtue ofneceffity, and inappearance conformes to the unhap- 
Py mode ofthat Nation, into whofe power the fortune of war 
and the difafter ofher Country-men hath broughther. Sig: 4/- 
berto Scilling, had.before we came from the Sea-fide, imporrun’d 
me inthe name of the Commendator to lodge at his houfes 
which faveur I much thank’d him for, and handfomely declin’d, 
not thinking fit to accept it, becaufe I had receiv’dand waw’d 
the like invitatign made tro me before by the Englifh Prefidentr, 
who thought me the more oblig’d to comply with his offer, be-, 
caufe I came jn their Ships : But Iexcus’d my felf both tothe 
Commendator andthe Prefidents; partly, becaufe I was defirous 
to beat liberty-by my felf, and partly,for that it was requifite for 
Sig: Mfarinccia to be amongi{t Women, of which there was none 
inthe Englifh Houfe -BReing got quit of the Cuftom-houfe, 
I wenttofee fora Houfe, a becaufeI was anew comer, and 
and had no fervant that knew the City, I referr’d my felf to the 
direction of Sig: 4lberto,-who took this care upon himfe ard 
foon after told me he hadfent to get o1fe prepar’d and put in good 
order 3 But by whatlI found afterwa‘;ds, hehad contriv’d with 
the Dutch Comui.cndator onely to del ade mes for as he was cay- 
ryirg metothe place where he preterided to have trakena Houfe 
for me, he made me pas by the PajJace of the Hollanders, out 
of the Gate whercof a Gentleman belonging tothe Commen- 
dator ftep‘d forth, andinvited me in his name to alight from’my 
Horfe, and at lea{teftay and dine with him that day, the rather 
becaufe 
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becaufe Sig™ Afarinccia was there;telling me that it-~was ndt coave- 
nient for me wait in the {tregts undecently and tedionfly, whilft a 
Fioufo was preparing for me elfewhere, which could not be done 

peedily. WNotwithftanding which reafons, I endeavourd alj 
that pofiibly Ff could to decline thisinvitation, our of refpec. 
to the Englifh Prefident, and with affectionate thanks defird. 
the Gentleman to excufe me to tlie Sig Commendator, {training. 
my felfto correfpond to his See with the beft Comple- 
ments Fhad*: But this avail’d me little 5, for as I was haftening 
to break off the difcourfe and be gone the Commendator him- 
felf came forth intothe ftreet half undyefs'd as he was in the 
houfe, and taking hold of my Horfe’s bridle, told methat. he 
would by no means fuffer nme to go any where elfe nowit was 
late without. certain quarters; at leaft, I muft needs ftay and 
@ine with him: that day. Beholding him thus on foot before me, 
{ alighted in civility from my Horie > and with the beft words¥ 
could, endeavour’d to get quit from the courteous violence 
which he us’d to me: But there was. no remedy 3; he held me pri« 
foner, asI may fay, andd was fain to ftay dinner with him as he 
defir'd. Moreover , when night came, beingI was refolv’d 
to lodge inanoth  Houfe df mine awn, under pretext that none 
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could be got though fOught forall day, @whereinI know nor 


whether Sigt 4iberto desuded me too ) I wasforc’d to accept of 
-a large Houfe from the Commendator which he had taken for. 
himfelf, before his late removal to that great Palace wherein he 
liv’d with the reft of his Country-mens which former Houfe.re- 
maining empty at his charge and difpofal, Iwas by“his greae 
importunity oblig’d to accept : Wherefore I went to lodge there 
thisnight, and for the conveniency of Sig" A4Zzrzuccza, they fent 
thither one of their Wives, a young Chriftian Woman of-Arme- 
manrace, though bormin Ivdia, with fome other women-fer- 
vants. Now left the Englith Prefident fhould-take this ill, E 
urpos’d to prevent him with terms of courtefie 5 and the. next 
Riainine after a fhort,; and the laft fic of my Tertian, I went to 
give hima vifit, and make my excufes.to him by reprefenting té6. 
Fim the reafons of what had pafs’d with the Hollanders, without 
any voluntary fault of mine: But upofh my enquiry at his Houfe, 
and fending my mefiage to him, :I was anfwer’d that he was nog 
athome , although we perceiv’d' by- certain Gignesthat he was, 
but fairly declin’d to receive my vifit. Wherefore underftand - 
ing afrerwards that he wag much incers dnot onely againft me, 
but alfo againf{t the Holland Commendator , conceiving that. he 
had unhaadfomely ftolne and ufurp’d me'from him, (as he-faid) 
in regard of the intereft he had in us, upon the sccount af our be- 
ing brought thither in their fhips 5 and that he had a more per- 
ticular difpleafure againft Sigs Alberto,)cnoveing him to have heen 
the principal occafion ef aH, Ithought 1 — to appenfe 
him by all means, and upon -what ever .terins.of facisfaction : INe- 
verthelefs I did not judge it meet to Ventureanethberrepulicby 
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going to vifit him, but fent him a Letter in juftification of my 
elf, with all the civil exprefflions1 tould devife. At firft he way. 
fomething backward fo receive it, doubting perchance thar 
had writteh angerlyto him, inwefard of my preceding: viftt 
yet at length,upon the requeft of fome mediatorstwhom I made 
ufe of, he took it, read it, and remain’d very well fatisfied with 
my proceedings, in which there was nothing but gentlenefs. 
The Commendator likewife, being one of an excellent nature, 
us’d all means he could to give the Prefident fatisfaction, and to 
fhew him that-what he had done with us was tonoillends he 
went purpofely to vifishim, carrying i Alberto with him, to 
the endhe might juftifie himfelf too: both of them intreated, 
and both of them tookthe blame pan themfelves 5 in fine, fo 
much was done and faid that the*Prefident was reconcild with 
all. And becaufe it was infifted on my behalf that he would 
ddmit a vifit from me, he confented upon this condition, that 
this firft time fhould not be fimply my vifit bat his invitation , 
which accordingly he made to us to come all together that 
night to fupper with him, where he treated us very {plendidly, 
and every thing ended in jollity and friendfhip as at firft. And 
all the while that I ftay’d at S#rat> he oblig,d me continually 
with fundry demonftrations of his affection 5 particularly, by 
often fending his own Coach to me,with his Interpreter,who is ar 
Armenian Chriftian, and a Catholick, call’d Scawvder,- Brother t6 
FEF. Agoftizo Bagiezzi of Alimgia, a Dominican, my acquaintance 
in Perfia: which Interpreter being {kill’din the Country, and 
converfing with me in the Perfian Tongue, carry’d me frequent- 
ly abroad to fee fundry things. As forthe Hollanders, the ca- 
refies and civilities which they have done, @nd {till continue to 
me, are fonumerous, that I fhall have them in remembrance as 
Jong asI live. But ‘tis time now to {peak a little of this City 
and the curiofities which here and elfewhere Ihavelately feen | 
The City-of sxrat is of a handfome greatnefs, and, for thefe 
Countries, of fufficiently good burlding = *Tis very populous, 


‘Aas all other Cities and places are in Ivzdza, which every where 


abounds with Seople. ‘The Inhabitants are partly Gentiles, and 
partly Mahometanss and, xf lam not deceived.the former are 
rhe greater number However, they live all mixt together and 
peaceably , becaufe thé Gravamog. ol, to whom Guzar4t is now 
fubjec&t, C having fometimes had a dif{tin& King ) although he be 
a Mahomeran Gbut nota pureone, as they reporé ) makes no 
differen>ein his Dominrons between the one fort and the other : 
and both‘1n his Court and Armies, and even amongft men ofthe 
higheft egret, they are of equal account and confideratian. 
Yet ths Mahometans, as the Maftets, efpecially thofe- of the 
Mo olian Race,whicn now is the Imperial in thefe parts, feems 
to have fome little more ofauthority. But foranmnuchas I have 
formerly furvey’d and:obferv’d the manners of the Mahometans 
both in Turkey and Perfiz > IT now turn my mind tothofe of the 

Gentile 


with {ach obfervations in reference to both, as fhallfeem worthy 
ofnouce, I fhall not failtoarquaint you. Inthe _ rft place, I 
fhall give yoythe relation ef a Nuptial Pomp, which If{aw one 
day pafs by nfy houfe in this manner; A long trainof men with 
,Drums and Trumpets before themr march’d in the ‘day time 
firft, carrying cover'’d bafkets full of fundry things, which were 
either a Prefent fent from the Bridegroom to the Bride, or rather 
the attiring of the Bride, which ufes to be publickly fhewn in the 
Eaft. Then follow’d on foot likewife fome black Womten-ilaves, 
well cloth’d, being given to the Bride either by the Father or the 
Hufband. Laftly, to conclude the Pomp, camea Palanchino, 
a kind of Litter, wherein perfons of quality are wont to be 
carry’d in India. It wasnotof the ordinary form, which hang 
-dgwnwards upon one polé between the bearers before and bé- 
hind 5 but it was tobe carry’don high upon poles by four men, 
one at each corner, and it was cover’d all over with filk , yet no 
body was withinit 5 fothat I know not whatit ferv'd for, unlefs 
haply ict was intended to tranfport the Bride to her Hufband 5 
this different tafhion bcing for greater folemnity made ufe of, in 
fachan occafion as Marriage. At night the married couples. 
pafs’d by, and, according to their mode, went round about the. 
Gity with a numerous cerapany. They were four,all very {mall 
Children,two boys and two girls 5 (for in Zzdza moft Marriages 
are made at thatage _.) and becaufe they were not big enough 
to ride on Horfe-back alone, therefore they were held up by fo 
many well-growm men who fat upon the faddle. Before them 
went many Torchegand Muficalinftruments, witlra great troop 
of people on foot accompanying them. But the perfons of qua- 
lirvy follow’d ifi Coaches, of which there was a good number, 
oingone by onethey made.a very long train 5 whereby it 
was known that the married Children were of confiderable- 


quality. 


‘Of remarkable things without the City, there is on one fide— 


a very large Ciftern or Artificial Poof, furrounded with ftone- 


work, and contriv’d with many fidus and angles, af which there , 


are f{tairs leading down tothe furface of the water. Inthe midf{t 
{ftands a little Ifland, which cannot be gone tebut by boat or 
fwimming. The Diametre of this Axial Lakeis two good 
furlongs, which in our parts would {eem a competent largenefs, 
but here ’tis not much; and this Fifh-pond of S#rar is not ac- 
counted among the greateft, but the leaft in Izdia 5 where indeed 
they are numerous, and the moft magnificer and goodly 
{ftructures, or rather, the only ftructures in this Cofintry which 
have any thing of magnificence or handfomenefs. They are made 
in divers places by Princes, Governours of Countries, or other 
wealthy pec ao.e the publick benefit,and as works of Charitys 
becaufe the foil, farable to the Climate, is fufficiently hot , and 


aboundeth not {[m water Rivers are not im all plages 5 and 
Db other 
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other running waters and {prings there are {carce any , efpeciall 
in the morein-land parts remote fsom the Sea; Rain fikewifo 
very feldome through the whole ygar, faving in that feaforncall’d 
by them Paxjécal, which fignifies, T4e time of ratx. being about 
three:mon: ths, beginning about the middle of Jeme 5 and during 
which time, the Rain is continaal and very great: whence fome 
upon this account call thefe thre¢ moneths Winter, although rhe 
weather be then Hotteft , as well in Zvdza as inall the reft of the 
northern Hemifnhere.And this,no doubt,proceeds from the Pro- 
vidence or God 5 fince, were it not for this great rain, Zzdza would 
be in regard of the great heat and drought at this time,unhabita- 
bles as likewife the whole rorrid Zone, in which moft of Ivdia 
lies, was believ’d by the Ancient; who had no knowledge of 
thefe marvellous rains, which render it not onely habitable, burt 
aifo fertile and moft delitious. ‘Now, for that the Country-is 
in fome parts fo {carce of water,many Citiesan inhabited places 
have no other but the rain-water gatherd in thefe great Ci- 
fterns 3 which are focapacious, thatone of them ‘fuffices a City 
fora whole year and more: And it not onely affords drink to 
men andanimals, but alfothey wath clothes ‘and beafts in it 
when occafion requires, and make ufe of it toall purpofes; 
whereby it comes to. pafs that in fome places the water they 
have is not overclear 5 andthe rude Indians care not for fuch 
delicacies, but ’tisenough for them if they have what is barely 
needful. TheCiftern, or Lake of Swrat, hatha great Trench 
adjoyn’d to it onone fide, long, large, and deep, over which 
certain {mall bridges are built 5 and it fallsinto another lefs 
Ciftern a pood way off, which though but émall here compara- 
tively,-would yet bea very large one in our parts 3 ’tis built with 
many fides of {tone like the former, as alfo the banks of the 
I-rench are. Between the great Lake andthe lefs, upon) 

Trench, ftands a {mall Czpola, or arched Structure, made for 
the fepulture of fome principal Mahometans of the Country 5 
and, asthey fay, oftwo brethren who kill*d one the other, and 
oftheir Wives . “Tis no tong time fincethis Ciftern was made, 
according ta the common report, by a private man of this City, 
but fufficienily wealthy s whofe Daughter, they fay, or rather 
one defcended from him, is ftill living, and [know not by what 
finifter hap of fortune, very poor, fothat fhe hath fcarce breaa 
to eat : “Whereis Ilobferv’d a great ingratitude af the Citizens 
of Surax in fuffering his heir to want food, who for their pub- 
lick bene nt had been at fo greatexpence. This Pool of S#raé is 
call’d G4pét Tez thatis, the Pool of Gepi, which was his name 
who. madeit at hisown charge. And although the King, who 
in nofe dayesrul’d quer Gezarat. did what he could to have it 
ca I*d after his own namie 3 yet that of the Builder has been juftly; 
retail by the vulgar, and remains to this day Tis not im- 
probable, that this Gap?, who made this Pifcina of Swrat, isthe

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frequently mentions with the title of Aze/sk , and relates to have 
been in thofe times, alittle above a hundred years ago, a great 
friend to the Portugals; ft ling him oftem Lord of Baroc , and 
ance, in the laft book, Lord of S#rat; but I ratherbelieve that

Mahomertan Kings of Cawbaia, Cas he fpeaks ) thatis, of Geza- 
rat; of.which Province Cambaia is a principal, andina manner 
the Maritine City, more knoWn shen the reft to the Portugals 
by trade 5 whence they have given its name tothe whole King- 
dome, although not Cambaia , but more within 
land, is properly the RoyalSeat. “L1is.theretore pollible that 
Melik Gopt, mention’d by Barros, made this Ciftern when he 
was Governour of Surat,it being the work and expence of fuch a 
perfon. Nor do the vulgar miiftake in faying that he was a private 
man, fince under the Mahometan Princes , who never allow 
any hereditary Lord in their Territories , the Governours of 
their Cities, and’all other Minifters, Cwhom they choofe indif- 
ferently out of all forts of people, and not feldom out of the 
loweft plebeians, and are always removable at pleafure) may 
with reafon be call’d private perfons,although adwanc’d to what- 
ever high dignity. 

On an other fide of the City, but out of the circuit of the 
houfes, in anopen place, isfeena great and fair Tree, of that 
Kind which I rae in the fea coaftsof Perfia near Ormuz , cal- 
led there L#/, buthere Ber. “The Gentiles of the Country hold 
it in great veneration for its greatnefs and age, vifiting and 
honoring it often with their fuper{titious ceremonies,as dear and 
dedicated to a Goddefs of theirs call’d Parweti; whom they 
hold to be the Wite of Afahadex, one of their greatéf{t Deities, 
On the trunk of this Treea little above the ground, they have 
rudely engraven a round circle, which realfy hath not any fea- 
fcre of ahumane countenance, but according to their grofs rmpz 
plication reprefents that of their Idol. This face they keep 
painted with a bright Flefly colour, andthis by a facred rite of 
Religion; as the Romans alfo dy’d the face of Fuepzter with Ver= 
million, as Plizy teftifies : Round about itare faftned Flowers, 
and abundance ofa plant whofe leives refemblea Heart, call’d 
here Paz, bucin other places of Ivdia, Betle. Thefe.leaves thg 
Indians ufe to champ or chaw all day long, efther for health’s 
fake, or forentertainment and delight, (as fome.other Nations 
for. the fame- reafons , or rather through evil cuftome, conti- 
nually take Tobacco: ) And therewith-they mix a litrleafhes of 
fea-fhels, and fome {mall pieces of an Indian Nut {fu ficiently 
common, which here they call Fox#fel, and in other places 4reca 5 
a very dry fruit, feeming within like perfe& wood 5 and ke- 
ing of an aftringent nature they holdit ¢acd toftrengthen rhe 
Teeth: Which mixture, befides its comforting the ftomark, 
hath alfo a certain biting tafte wherewith they are del*phted 5 
and, as they thaw it, it {trangely.dyes their lips and mouths red, 
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which alto they-account gallane , but I do not, becaufe it appears 


. not to be natural: They fwalHow doven onely the juice after lo 


maftication, and fpit Sut the reft In Vifits, tis the firft thing 
offer d to the vifitants 5 nor is there any fociety or paftime with 

outit. He thot iscurious to know more of it, may confult the 
Natural Hiftorians who have written of the exotick Simples of 
India, particularly Garciss ab Horte, Chriftepher Acofta, Nicolaus 
Monardes, tranfilated all together into Latin by Carolus Clafixs. 
I fhall onely add.that the fame I had heard in Perfia of this.Indian 
Mu fticarory from an Italian Fryer who had been in 
India, and told me ‘twas a thing not anely of great nutriment, 
and very good for the {tomack, but moreover ofan exquifite re- 
lifh) made me defiroustotry it. Asfor itsother qualities I can 
fay nothing 5 but thereis no great matter inthe tafte, nor fhould 
I make much difference of chawing thefe leaves of Paz, or thofe 
of our Cedars. But toreturn to my Relarion;, Thofe flowers and 
leaves about the Idol’s face carv’d inthe Tree, are frequently 
chang’d, and frefh conftantly fupply’d 3 and thofe which at times 
aretaken away, are given asa facred, thing tothe people who 
come from all parts to vifit it. In the fame rude fculpture of a 
humane face, they have put certafn eyes of Silver and Gold 
with fome jewels, which were given by fome perfons who fool- 
ifhly believ’d themfelves cur’d of maladies of the eyes, by virtue 
of the Idol : Before whom, uponakttle hillock, ftands. coenti- 
nually one of their Gioghz, who among the Indians area fort of 
Hermits 5 and fometimes I have feen a “Woman too ftanding 
there. On high, there hangs a Bell, which thofe that come to 
make their foolifh devotions, firft of all ring out, as if thereby 
to calltheTdolto hearthem; then they fall-co their adoration, 
which is commonly to extend both hands downwards as much 
as poffible, being jo n’d together in a praying pofture, which 


lifting up agaifi by little and little, they bring to their moutns 


asifto kifsthems5 And laftly, extend them fo joyn’d together, 
as high as they can, over their heads: Which gefticulation isus d 
onely to Idols and facred things 5 for to men, evento Kings them- 
felves , they make the fame Salutation ( which in the Perfian- 
Tongue they call Tef/s,and in their Indian, Sumbaia) only with 
the right hand. This ceremony being perform’d,fome make their 
prayers onely ftanding, others proftrate themfelves with: theif 
whole body groveling upon the easth , and then rife again 
others onely touch the ground with phe head and fere-head, and 
perform ether hke a&s 6f Humility. After which, they go about 
the Tree fomeonce, others oftner, and then {prinkle before the 
Edo} either Rice, or Oyle, or Milk,or other fuch things which are 
their (iferings and Sa rifices without blood ; for to fhed blood,e¢- 
ve for Sacrifice,is mor rheir cuftome ; but to kill any fort of Ani- 
mafis counted agreattin. Such as are of ability, e moreover 
fome mes tothe perfon attending the fervice ofthe Idol ; from’ 
whom in requital y seceive the flowers and leates which are 
aboue 
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about the Idol, and that with great devotion, kiffing them, and 
in token of reverence laying them upon their heads. - A-fidé 
ofthis Tree, ftandsa very mall Cupola, or Chappel with a very 
narraw window for entrance {aw not .what was within ff; bue 
I was inform’d that Womea who have no Children go in there 
fometimes, a after they have been there become fruitful by 
the virtue of the place; but as in falfe Religions every thing: is 
impofture, {@ ‘tisthe opinian here, that the attendants of. ihe 
Idol play fine pranks inthis particular, either beguiling fimple 
young Women, or fatisfying the more sata whom indced 
they fometimes caufe to beeome pregnant, but tis by natural 
means without miracle, the Priefts within the Chappel fupply- 
ing the defe&ts of their Hufeands. Moreover, on another fide 
of this Tree, ftandsa fquare fow Poft , on which certain figures 
of Idols are engraven : and at the foot thereof, there is a little 
kind of trench or hole, where alfo they pour Milk and Oyle, 
and make divers other Oblations. “They are very folicitous in 
keeping the Tree with every bough and leaf of it, not fuffering 
it to be injur’d by animals Gr men, nor in any wife violated and 
profan’d. They tella ftory of an Elephant who oneday by 
chance eat but one fingle leaf of this Tree, for which being pu- 
nifh’d by the Idol, he-<dy’d within three dayes : Which ftory I 


underftood to be thus far true, namely that the event wasin this . 


manner; but ’twas thought that for ther putation of the place, 
the attendants of the Idol either poyfon’d or knock’d the Ele- 
phant on the head 5 in which Arts the Gioghz and Priefts of the 
Gentiles ufe to be very dextrous. 

The Commendator of the Dutch, came one day to give mea 
vifit, and after a eompetent converfation, carried fne in his 
Coach a little out of the City, to fee one of the faireft and famouf- 
e{t gardens of S#rat. The plot was level, well contriv’d and 

tded with handfome ftreight Walks : on either fide wheres§, 
were planted rowes of fundry Trees of this Climate , namely, 
Ambe, or,as others fpeak, Adaxghe, before defcrib’d by mein my 
laf{t Letters from Perfia, inthe maritine parts whereof I faw fome 
Trees of this kind; Foxfel, whofe leaves are like thofe of the 


Palw-tree, buteof a livelierand fairer green; Nargttl, like the . 


Palmin the leaves alfo, and is that which we call Nux Indica; 
and others, different from what are found inour parts. The 


plots between the feveral walks was full of herbs and flowers, » 


partly fuchas;we have, and partly not amongft the reft they 
(thew d me a Flower, for bignefsand form not unlike our Gilly- 
Hower, but ofa whitifh yellow, having avery {weet ard vigor- 
ousfcent, and they call it Czamp4. In aconvonient place there 
is a fquare place, rais’'d fomewhat from the ground, and cever’d 
with large fheds, to fit there in the fhade, frer the manner of the 
Eaft : and here we entertain’d our felves a while, and ha 2 
Collation 5 other thingsin the garden worthy of remarl ifaw 


none. As forthe plants and ftrenge fimrles of I#diq4, and the

whole Torrid Zor2, (in thefe things very different from ours ) 
I fhall fay briefly once for all, that they are fuch and fo many, 
that to write fully of «chem wou!d ’require exprefs vohimes, 
and imake as bigsas thofeof Diofeorr and Pliny, all of things 
unknown to us “Neverthelefs, the cuciofity of thePortzgals, anit 
other “=uropeans who trade inthefe parts, hath hitherto been fo 
{mall that I know not anythat have fpokenm and obferv’d any 
thing in this kind, befides the three Authors above mention’d. 
And they have written of very few things, although of thofe' 
few they have written faithfully and wells; and I, who have 
read them all with diligence, have, made fome not unprofitable 
Notes upon them, whichI keepin Manufcript by me, and you 
may fee one day 5 when it fhall pleafe God to bring us together. 
As forthe Dutch Commendator, andthe Englifh Prefident alfo, 
who came frequently in this manner to carry me abroad 5 I muft 
not forbear to fay, that bothofthem live in fufficient {plendor, 
and after the manner of the greateft perfons of the Country. 
They go abroad witha great train, fometimesalfo of their own 
men on Horfe-back 5 but efpecially with a great number of Indi- 
an fervants on foot, arm’d according to the mode, with Sword, 
Buckler, Bows, and Arrows. For ’tis the cuftome of fervantsin 
India, whether Mahometans or Gentiles to go alwayes arm’d 
not onely upon a journey but alfo in the City, and to ferve in 
the houfe all day withthe fame weaponsby their fides, and never 
to lay them off, faving at night whenthey go to flecp. Moreover, 
thefe Governours of the two Frank or Chriftian Nations which 
refide in Svrat, ufe to have carry’d before their Coach or 
Horfe when they ride, a very high Bannerol or Streamer by a 
man on foot; Cwhich likewife is the cuftom¢ of all men af qua- 
licy here) and likewife to have a fadled Horfelead by hand be- 
fore them: And not onelythey whoare publiek perfons, bue 
any private pesfon whatever, of whatever Country or Religle 
may in thefe parts live with as much grandeur and equipage as 
‘he pleafes = and fuchis the liberty h¢re, that every one may do, 
if he will and be able, as muchas the King himfelf. Hence, gene- 
rally all live much after a genteel way 5 and they do it fecurely, 
as well becaufe the King doth not perfecute his fubjeéts with falfe 
accufations, nor depriyethem of any thing when he fees them 
live fj lendidly, and with the appearances of riches, (as is often 
done in other Mahometan Countries ) as becaufe the Indian 
are inclin’d to thefe vanities, and fervants coft very little, in 
regard of-the multitudeof people, and the {mall charge whére- 
with the Common fort are maintain’ds fora fimple Servant, who 
is not an Officer, commonly in the beft houfes, between wages, 
victus* , and clothing, f{tands not in more then three Aapia a 
m eth, amountin; t »about the value of a Venetian Zecchine, 
o1 ten fhillings fterling. Of Slaves there is a numerous company, 
and whey live with nothing 5 their clothing is onely white linnen, 
which though fine, is bought very cheap ; and their dyet for 
the 
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the moft part is notHing but Rice, (the ancient food of all the 
Indians,according to Stra’) of which they hav:: infinite plenty 5 Lib. rs. 
and a little fifth, which ish s1ndevery where it. abundance: So 
that every body,even of mean fortune, keeps agreat family, and 
is fplendidly attended 5, which is eafie eriough, confidering the 
‘very {mall charge; as I faid, anion the other fide the very ccn- 
fiderable gains of traffick wherein moft men are imploy’d, and 
the incomes of the Land, through itsincredible fruitfulnefs, I 
darefay, unmeafurable. Ulpon this occafion I muft not forget, 
that amongft the Indian Mgn, both Mahometans and Pagans, 
agreably to what Strabo teitifies, they did of old wear onely ,,, ie 
white linnen, more or lefs fine according to the quality of the PEs 
perfons, and the conventencte they have of {pending : which 
linnenis altogether of Bumbaft or Cotton, Cthere being no Flax 
in Izdia) and for the moft part very fine in comparifon of thufe 
ofour Countries. The Garment which they put next to the fkin, 
ferves both for Coatand Shirt from the girdle upwards, being 
adorn’d upon the breaft,and hanging down inmany foldsto the 
middle of the Leg. Ulrider this Cafiack from the girdle down- 
wards, they wear a pair of long Drawers of the fame Cloth, 
which cover not only their Thighs, but legs alfo tothe Feet; and 
tis a piece of gallantry to have it wrinkled in many folds upon 
the Legs. The naked Feet are no otherwife confin’d but toa 
flipper, and that eafie to be pull’d off without the help of the 
Hands this mode being convenient , in regard of the heat of 
the Country, and the frequent ufe of {tanding and walking upon 
Tapiftry intheir Chambers. Laftly, the Head with all the hair, 
which the Gentiles Cas of old they did alfo, by the-report of 
Strabo) keeplong, contrary to the Mahometans who {have it, 3. ee: 
is bound up ina fall and very neat Turbant, of almofta qua- 

sogular form,a lictle long, and flat on the top: They who 26 
moft gallant, ufe to wear their Turbant only ftrip’d with filk ot. 
feveralcolours uponthe white, and fometimes withi Gold 5, and 
likewife their girdles wrought of Silk and Gold ,. inftead orf 
plain white.I was fo taken with this lieiian drefs, in,xregard of its 
cleannefs and eafinefs,and for the goodly fhew me-thought it had 
on horf-back, with the Scemiter girt on, and the buckler hanging 
at a fhoulder belt, befidesa broad and fhort dagger of a very 
ftrange fhape ty’d with taffell’d ftrings to the girdle, thatI 
caus d one to be made for my felf, complete in every point, and 
to carry withme to fhew itn Italy. The Mahometan Women, 
efpecially of the Mogholians, and Souldiers ofother extraneous 
defcents, who yet are here efteem’d,go clad likewife all m white, 
eitner plain, or wrought with Gold-flowers , of which work 
there are fome very goodly and fine piece's. Theiruppere r 
ment is fhort, nwore befeeming a Man then a Woman, and mie 
of the fame fhape with thofe of Men: Sometimes they eara 
Turbant too upon their heads, like Men, colour’d and wrought 
‘with Gold : Sometimes they wear only fillets either white 3 

red, 
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red, or wrought'with Gold and Silver 3 for other colours they 

little ufe. WLik=wife their Clothes are oftentimes red, of the 

fame rich afidi'ne linnen; and their Drawers are alfo ¢ither 

white or red, and oftentimes of funiry forts of filk ftuff, ftrip d 

with all forts Sf coleurs:;: Whenthey go along the City, if it 

be not inclpfe Coaches, but on foot or on horfe-back, they put 

on white veils, wherewith they cover their faces, as’tis-the cu- 

{tome of all Mahometan Women : Yet the Indian Gentile Wo-. 
men commonly ufe noeother colour but red, or certain Hnnen 

ftamp d with works of fundry colours, Cwhich they call C##) 

but all upon red, or whereinred1 more confpicuous then the 

re{t 5 whence their attire feems onely red ata diftance. And for 
the moft part they ufe no garment,hut wear onely a clofe Wafte- 
coat, the fleeves of which reach not beyond the middle of the 
Aexms; the reft whereof to the Hand is cover’d with bracelets of 
Gold, or Silver, or Ivory, orfuch other things according to the 
ability of the perfons. From the wafte downwards they weara 
long Coat down to the Foot, asIThave formerly writ that the 
Women do inthe Province of Atoghoftaw in Perfia, near Ormsez.. 
When they go abroad, they cover themfelves with a Cloak 8f 
the ordinary fhape like a fheet, which is alfo us’d by the Maho- 
metan, and generally by all Women in the Fafts; yetit is of a 
red colour, orelfe of cit upon ared ground, that is, of linnen 
ftamp’d with fimall works of fundry colours upon red. Thofe 
that have them,.adornthemfelves with many gold-works, and 
jewels; efpecially their Ears with pendants fufficiently enor- 
mous , wearing a circle of Gold or Silver at their Ears, the 
diametre whereofis oftentimes above halfafpan 5 and "tis made 
of a plate two fingers broad, and engraven with fundry'works, 
which is a very difproportionatething. “The Pagan Women go 
with their faces unmcover’d, and are frtely. feen by every ane 
both at home and abroad : Neverthelefs they are modeft, and 
thonor’d mutch more then the Mahometans 3; and amongft them 
"eis a certain thing that thereis not any publick Courtifan 5 but 
amongift the Mahometan Women there are infinite,who go every 
day publickly crohoufes, and where they pleafe 5 to play on 
Mufick, fing, dance, and do what elfe bclongs to their profeffion 

But of thefe things, enough for this time. 

I came from Perfta with oD tere defire togoto Cambaia, in 
regard of what Ihad heard of it 5, being told that in that City, 
which is one of the anciehteft of Izdaz, the Pagans are very nu- 
merous, and above meafure obfervers of their Rites; fo that I 
might probably fee more remarkable Curiofities there of thofe 
Idolaters then elfewhere: Sig: Alberto Scilling had the fame de- 
ire othat upon my unparting my mind to him,and his confent- 
ing thereunto, botho us defir’d the Dutch Commendator that 
when any of his Nation went to Cambaia, as they us’'d to do 
fometimes aboutthei affairs, he would do usthe favour to ad- 
vertife us thereof, that we might go thitherin their company: 

he 
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The Commendatoer promis’d todo us this kindnefs as foonas 
poflible, nor was it long b*fcre we were advert s°’d of an oppor- 
tunity : The Commendareé*’*s*Steward, who,-.akes care TF che 
like bufineflcs, Came to tnow of us how marg Coaches we 
fhould need-5 Sig: Alberto fpoke tohim for one co. himfejf, and 
1 for two, intending to carry Siz* AtZarsuccia with me, becaufe I 
thought not fitto leave her in S#rat without me, although fhe 
had the company of good Women. I offer d the Steward money 
for the Coaches, but he refus’d thentottakeit faying that it was 
notthe cuftome, and that a our return, accounts fhould be 
made up; for fothey were wont to deak with thofe Hackney- 
men, with whom the Nation has always long account for fuch 
matterss and!I, who underftood things no otherwife then by 
this information, fuffer’>d my felf tobe perfwaded: Now, on 
Monday the 23% of February,”"being the day for our fetting forch, 
befides the three Coaches for Sig: 4/berto and me, and two others 
fullof Dutch-men who were togo this journey with us, all in 
very good order for habits and arms, and alfo with a Trumpeter 
witha Gilver Trumpet to recreate the Travellers, the Commen- 
dator himfelf came to my-houfe with many others of his follow- 
ers in their City-Cgaches, to Condu& me forth and fet me 


inthe way. Heaccompanydme toa certain place without the — 


City, where, in the fhadow ofa {mall Chappel, we convers’d to- 
gether for a good while, and were entertain’d with. fundry 
fruits, particularly with Grapes, which here in Ssvrat we have 
often eat ripe, fweet, and good in February, yet green of colour, 
like theVwa-Lugliatica,or early July-grape of Italy 5 and I believe 


there is plenty encugh to make Wine. Whilft we werein this , 


place, a Poftcame to the Commendator from 4gra and from 
the Coprt, with newsthat Sciah Selim, King of the Country, 
brad fent one ofhis principal Chans, call’d Asaf Chaz,to Agr to 
remove the Royal Treafure thence before the arrival of Sultan 
Chorrom, one of the fame Kings Sons, lately rebelid againft his 
Father, and then reported tobe upon his march with his Arnyy 
thither : And from 4egra it was fignifi’d,that things were in great 
danger of alterations through this war rais’'d between the Father 
and the Son, with great danger of the whole State of Ivdia. 
This notable Paflage happening in mytime, will give me oc- 
cafion to write many things worthy of memory, ufually attend- 
ing the like Conjunétures 3 and being prefent in the country, 
peradventure I fhall hereafter be an ey¢-witnefs, or at leaft have 
certain intelligence of fundry occurrences. Inthe mean time, - 
to the end what I fhall have occafion to fpeak of thef>.Revolu- 
tions may be better underftood, I fhall here give fuch account of 
the State of the King and his people,as may fuffice to give light to. 
all the reft. 

Sciah Selinz, Cwho,as Ihave formerly writ to you, is King of 
the greater part of Izdia, between Indus and. Ganges, and whofe 


Countries are extended Nortnwards 26 Far asthe cliffs of mount 
3 Tanrus, 
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Tavnres, or fmaus, where it divides India from Tartaria 3) is 
that great Mon: rch, whom in Exrepe you Commonly call rhe 
Great Afogho!l: Which Name is given him, becaufe of his being 
deriv-d from a Race of Tartars call’d Afoghols, who are of the City 
of SamarcanA’, and thé Province of Gzagata, which is the ancient 
Segdiana 3 as’tis manifel{ted by the Perfian Geography, where 
to this day that Territory is denoted and diftinguifh’d by the 
anctent name of Soghol. Teimur Lenk, call’d by us Tamerlane, 
as Altr Akfeir reports, a. famous Author of thofe times, who 
wiit his Hiftory m the Perfiaz-Tongue handfomely and with 
eat exacimefs, defcendeq by a collateral line from the near 
Pindred of Czighiz Chan, the mof. puiffant King of Chataio, 
known alfo in Exrepe to our Hiftorizs, and by S. 4ztoxixo, who 
writes largely concerning him, nam’d with a little corruption 
Csugis Cham. This Czighiz -warring with his neighbours, and 
deftroying many other Principalirfes, became at length Lord of @ 
Vaft Dominion,and in a manner of all Tartari2z, Cwhich compre- 
hends both the oneand the other Scythiz) and at his death di- 
vided the fame betweenhis Sons. To Gzagata, the fecond Son, 
fell the Country of Samarcand, with all Sogdiaza, and fundry 
other adjacent Territories 5 4nd He, from his own Name call’d 
it Giagataso,and al) the Nations who remain’d under his Govern- 
ment Giegetatans: & very ancient~cultome of the Scythiaxzs to 
give the Princes Nameto Counties and their Subjects > as ap- 
pears by Diodoras Sicalus. In procefs of time, a Defcendant of 
Giagat2 reigning {till in thefe parts, Teiwur Lenk , though ex- 
tracted from the nobleft blood of the Kings, yer remote from 
the Roya! Stock bya long feries, liv’d in Sawarcand his own 
Country, 2 man rather of valour thenof greatfortune. Butic 
falling out that the King at that time was {]: infor his evil de- 
partments , by the Grandees of the Country 5 in wHKich con- 
jun@ure TVeimur Lenk was elected and placed tin the Sove- 
reignty : He, not contented with the fole Kingdom of Giagataio, 
being increas*d in f{trength and power, made afterwards thofe 
great Expeditions which -the World beheld : Of which never- 
thelefs, little fincere fame arrives tous 5 there being no Europz- 
an who hath written truly thereof, faving briefly in the ae 
Tongue Rxy Goyzales de Clavijo, who was fent thither Embaffa- 
dor by his bogs Don Hexry the Third of Caffzle. In like manner. 
Teissur at his death left that his great acquired Empire, divided 
amongft many Sonsand Nephews, who falling at werisnce after- 
wards, and their Succeflors continuing the fame, ruin’d one ano- 
ther with fundry warrs5 and God knows whether in Tartary 
t} ere be. left at this day any Prince of chat Race. A Cadet, or 
Younger Brother ofthem, who had no fhare among the Tarétars, 
ca ne over the Mountains to feek his fortune in Isd#2,within the 
Cousr'of a Prince then reigning in one part of it: Where being. 
once introduc’d,* by great alliances and ferviceshe rais*d a great 
Houfe 5 and in time, various Revalutions brought it to pafs thar ' 
one 
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one of his Succeflars came ta be pofiefs’d of thar Kingdom,and tq 
found the Royal Family na‘w regnant 5 of which with very great 
augmentations of Dominion sriah Selimz,now living,is the fourth 
King , as his own Seals teftifie, the imprefflion whereofI keep by 
me, wherein is engraven all his pedigree as far as Tawerlaixz, from 
whom Sci4h Sel## reckons himf 1f the eighth defcendent. When 
Sciah seline was born, hewas at farft call’d Scezcht 5 becaufe the 
King E&éa4r his Father, having Sefore had no childrén, conceiv’d 
he had obtain’*’d him by the prayers of a certain Scezch, Co.they 
call a Religious Man_) to whom he bore great revererice. But. 
after he was cometoripe age, his Father chang’d his Name, “as 
here they fometimes do, int.» Sczah,Selinz, which, in the Arabian 
Diale&t, the learned Languafeto all Mahometans, fignifies Ré 
Pacific, a Peaceable , or Peace-making Kings; conceiving this 
Name to agree to his Nature: TheFather dying, Scidh SelzZxz 
being advanc’dto the Kingdom, chang’d his Name once again 
C as “tis the cuftom of many Oriental Princes on fuch an occafion ) 
with more Magnificent Titles, ( for their proper Names are no- 
thing but Titles and Epithets ) and would be call’d Neer eddizz, 
Muhawmmetd, Gihox ghir ,~which partly in Arabickh , partly in 
Perfick, fignifies, The Lwght of the Law, Atahomet, Take the World s 
‘in regard of the profeffion which:he makes in publick of the Ma- 
hometan Sect 5 though really in fecret, by what they report, he 
little cares for Mahomet and his Law, or arly other Religion; 


accounting, according to the vain opinion of fome in thefe parts, | 


that a man may be fav’d in every Law. Weverthelefs, the 
Name sc74h Selim, tenacioufly inhering in the memory of 
people, remains {til!'to him, and in common difcourfe he is more 
frequently call’d by this then anyother Name. He had two 
Brothers: One, ,.who tgoka part of.the Province Dacaxz , was 
call’d by his proper Name Pehari, and. by firnameSciah Aturad - 
The other, who dy’dinthe City Berhampor, was natn’d Daziel, 
and firnam’d Sowbol Sciahe., but both dyed. without Heirs 5 
whereupon their Dominion returned back to Sc#@h Seliwz. I 
know not whether by one or more Women, this King had four 
Sons; the firfts is call’d S#ltan Chofrox 5 the fecond > Sultan 
Peruizs thethird, sx#ltaz Chorrow, now rebellion, (to whom, 
when he return’d trom a war which he had profperoufly manag’d 
in Dacaz., his Father gave the title of Sciahz Gihox, which is 
‘Interpreted, Kizg of the Worlds) and the fourth Sultax Scehriar, 
is yet a youth of {mallage. °*Tis poffible, others befides thefe 
have.been born tohim; but being dead, either in Child-hcocd 
or long ago, there is no mention made of them at prefent. _H- 
hath one Wife or Queen, whom:he efteems and favours above an 
other Women; and his whole Empire is gowern’d at this day 
by her counfel. She was born in Ivdia, but of Perfian Ra ce, 
that is, the Daughter of 2 Perfian, who coming, asmany do 
into Izdza, to the fervice of the Atoghol, hapned ‘in time to prove 
a very. great manin this Court and, Cif I miftake not’) Chan 
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_ or Vice-roy ofa Province. She was formerly Wifein Ivdza to 


an other Perfiam Captain who ferv’d the Asogholtoo 5 but after 
her Hufbands death, a fair opportunity being offer’d, asit falls 
out many times to fome handfome young Widows, I know 
not how Sczah Selim: had nétice of her, and became in love with 
her. He would have carriedherinto his Haram, or Gyxeceo, 
and kept her there like one of his other Concubines, but the very 
cunning and ambitious Woman, counterfeited great honefty to 
the King, and refus’d to go into his Palace sand, as I believe.alfo 
to comply with his defires, faying, that fhe had been the Wife 
of an Honourable Captain, and Daughter of an Honourable Fa- 
ther, and fhould never wrong her «wn Honour, nor that of her 
Father and Hufband :and that to goto the King’s Haravw,and live 
like one of the other Female-flaves there, was asunfuitable to 
her noble condition. Wherefore, if his Majefty had a fancy 
to her, he might take her for his lawful Wife , whereby his 
Honour would be not onely not injur’d,but highly enlarg’d 5 and 
on this condition fhe was at his fervice. Sc#4h Selim fo difdaign’d 
this haughty motion at firft, that he had almoft refolv’d in de- 
{pight to give herin Marriage tooneef the Race which they call 
Halalchor, as much astofay Eater-at-large, that is, to whom ig 
is lawfulto eat every thing 5 and for this caufe they are account4 
ed the moft defpicable people in Izdza. However, the Woman 
perfifting in her firft refolution, intending rather to dye then al- 
ter its and Love returning to make impetuous affiaults on the 
King’s Heart, with the help too, as fome fay, of Sorceries pra- 
cis’d by her upon him, if there were any other charms ( as I 
believe there were not) befides the conditions of the Woman 
which became lovely to the King by fympathys at length he 
determin’dto receive her for his lawful, Wifemnd Queen above 
alfcthereft.. tnd asfuch fhe commands and governs at'this day, 
‘tn the King’s Haram with fupream authority ; having cunningly 
remov'd out of the Haraw, either by Marriage or other hand- 
fome wayes, all the other Women, who might give her any 
jealoufie ; and having alfoin the Court made many alterations by 
depofing and difplacing almoft all the old Captaans and Officers, 
and by advancing to dignities other new ones of her own 
creatures,. and particularly thofe of her blood and alliance. 
This Queen is call*d at this day Nuermahal, which fignifies, Light 
of the Palaces; AWName, I believe, conferr’d on her by tke King, 
when he made her Queen. She hath aBrother, who is {till 1n 
great favour withthe King, and of ercee power, andisthe 4faf 
Chaz, whom I mention’d above, and one of whofe Daughters is 
Bhe of the Wives of S#itan Chorrovz now in rebellion 5; whencc 
fome, not without ground, fufpegt that the prefent rebellion of 
Sultan Cherrom, is with {ome participation of 4fif Chaz, and of 
Numrabal her felf; perhaps upon dengn that the Kingdom may 
fall to him-after the dwath of the Father. <Sxltaz scebrzar hath 
alfo to Wife a Daughter. of Nerwabal by her frit Hufband, for 
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by the King fhe hath hitherto no Children : Wherin appears the 
prudence of thts Woman who hath fo well eftablifh’d her feff 
with alliances in the Royal Family. But to returnto thé King’s 
Children, S#/tazxz Chofrou the eldeft, who. was a Prince of much 
expectation, well below’d, and, as they fay, a friend in particular 
of the Chriftians; being at the povernment of I know not what 
Country, rebell’d againft his Father, under pretext that the 
Kingdom by right belonged unto him, bccaufe indeed King E&- 
bar his Grand-father, at his death left it to him his Nephew be- 
ing then born, and not to Se/zw the Father who was his Son 5 
being difpleas’d with his Son Sel#m, for that one time in his life 
he attempted to rebel agninft him. So eafie are Infurrections 
amongtift thefe Infidels,and fo little faith can Fathers have in Sons, 
and they in their own Fathers : With this pretence S#ltaxz 
Chofroz, once rais’d a greft Army againft his Father 5 but 
coming to a battel he was routed and forc’d to furrender himfelf 
freely tohis Father : Who chiding him with words rather gentle 
then otherwife, afk’d himto what end he made thefe tumults, 
knowing well that he held and kept the whole Kingdom for him? 
¥et his deeds were fharper then his words; for inthe firft place, 
he caus’d all the chief.Captains who had follow’d him in the war 
to be cruelly flain, and fhewing them fo flain to Chofrex, as in 
his return with Triumph he made pafs along with himfelf in the 
middle of a long row of them barbaroufly mangled in feveral 
manners, and co behold fome of his faithfulleft-Confidents few’d 
up in beafts fkins, and be fo left miferably to rot; he bad him fee 
in what fort of people he had confided. Moreover, he fuffer’d 
him no longer to live freely, but committed him to the fafe but 
Honourable cuftody of certain Grandees of his Court : And, 
which was worfe he caus’d his eyesto be few’d up, as tis fome- 
timés the cuftom here , to the end to deprive hrm of fight with- 
out excecating him, that fo he might be unfit to caufe any mo 

commotions 5; which fewiug, if it continue long, they fay it 
wholly caufes lofs of Sight 5 ie after a while, the Father caus’d 
this Prince’s eyes to be unrip’d again, fo that he was not blinded 
but faw again,and it was only a temporal pennance.Yet he was not 
deliver*d from prifon, in which he lived..fo clofely for two. years, 
that onely one perfon was fuffer’d to be with him in the prifon to 
ferve him. Nurwzahal, who had apprehended that S#/taxz Chofroxu 
would fucce¢d his Father 1n the Kingdom, and defir’d to eftablif_h 
her felf well , had frequently offer’d her Daughter to Sultan 
Chofrou before fhe married her to S#/tax Scebriar 5 but he, either 
fog that he had another Wife he lov’d fuffioiently, and wonld 
rpot wrong her, or becaufe he fcorn’d Nurwahal’s Daughter, 
would never confent: Infomuch that whii{ft he was in prifon, 
and was told by reiterated moflages that if he would marry Na#r- 
mabhal’s Daughter, he fhould be immediately fet frees mever- 
thelefs he would not be brought to doit.. Hie Wife, on the con- 


trary, who lov’d him as well. ‘as he low dher; obtain’d to be the 
perfor 
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perfon allotted to ferve him in the prifon, and_accordingly went 
thither and liv’d with him fo long as he was there, never ceafing 
to perfwade him to marry Nurzaahal’s Daughter;that fo he might 
be deliver’d fromrhefetroubles , that for her part, fhe was cofi= 
tent ‘to ive with him asa flave, provided fhe faw hini free and in 
a good condition 5 but hé could never be prevail’d with. ©Thus 
he liv’d in prifon with his faithful and dear. Wife, till, the malice 
of his perfecutors and his Father’s anger being wearied, about 
two years after he was taken out of prifon, but ftill heldin a 
more honourable cuftody. For thefe things, S#ltax Chofrox re- 
main’d always much irithe hatred of Nxrwahals who defpairing 
to marry her Daughter to him, gav¢ her to S#ltax Scehriar, as 
is abovefaid. ‘Sxltanz Peruiz, the fecond Son, is now Governour 
of the Kingdom of Besgalaz at the mouth of Gazges, and lives 
peacéably, norisany news heard of him. sSu/ltax Chorrow, the 
third Son, had and hath under his-Government that part of 
Dacan, which is fubje& to the Avoghol, but now is about to ufurp 
the Kingdom of Guzarat , where I-.writ thefe things: sS#/taz 
Scehrzar hath noGovernment yet, but “cis faid that heis latel 
sade Captain of eight thoufand Horfe e Now touching the rebef- 
lion and the beginning of it, s#/tavz Chorrewm, after the alliance 
that he made with Afaf Chaz, fo wrought by the, means of his 
Father inlaw, and Nemerhal his Aunt, thatthe King granted 
him the prifoner S#/taz Chofrox into his own power, taktng him 
outof thehands‘of himthat kept him , and committing him to 
him to keep, yet with order to ufe him very well and have great 
care ofhim. Andthis, becaufe Chorrom.refus’d to go to his go- 
vernment, andtothe war whereunto they fent him, unlefs he 
carried S#ltaxz Chofroz withhim, alledging that it was not con- 
venient that he fhould be abfent from the Court whilft seltan 
Chofrox his competitor and back- friend ftai’d there ; when he had 
he him into hishands, he went to his goyerment, and there 
ept and treated him honourably a year or two: but afterwards, 
out of the intention which he always had to remove him out of 
his way to the fucceffion ofthe Kingdom, he being abfene (as 
fome fay) fent him poyfon’d meats , appointing eertain of his 


‘Captains who kept him, to make himeat thofe meats by any 
‘means, cither fafror foul. The Captains pundtually executed” 


this order 5 but becaufe Sxltax Chofrox. becomming fufpicians by- 
their importunity to have him eat, would by no means tafte of 
thofe'meats, faying plainty, that they intended to poyfon kim 5 
the Captains, fince there was no other remedy , arid perhaps 
oaks order, %eap’d all upon: him, and. he defended’ himfelé 
bravely, till at Iength having fell’d him to the ground, they 
{trangled him with a Bow-ftring. Prthersfay, that s#/ax2 Chor- 
vers hirmfelf flew him with his own hand publickly. Be it as it 
will, sultax Chofrox dy’d of a violent drath 5 and S#ltan Chorrowe 
was erther by himftlf, or ‘by mediation of others the Mutherer: 
Sciah Selzme upon hearing ihis news; being Highly difpleas’d with 
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Sultaxz Chorrom, calls him to Court to giwe account of the fa&. 
Sultaz Chorrone would not obcy the Syrinmons, but gathering‘ 
‘together his Forces, which néverthelefs are not great to-with- 
ftang hiskather3 and raifing not onely thofe of his own-jurif- 
diction, but allo divers other neighbouring Cities <pot cgmpre- 
hended therein, (as Cambaid and other fuch, fromi which he 
hath remov’d the Governoursplac’d there by his Father, and 
appoinred others at hisown devotion ) with the affiftance and 
counfel of fome pety Gentile Princes, he remov’d his Camp tro- 
wards 4gra, asisabove intimated. In whith commotions, and 
the death of S#ltaxz Chéfrox, ‘tis not onely fufpeéted that there 
is fome confpiracy of Afaf Ghanx and Nurwabhal, his ancient ene- 
miesin fecret, but alfothat the King of Pervfiz is af intelligence 
with them, who about the fametime,”°or alittle fare, onhis 
fide made the warr of Cazdahkar : in which the coldhefs whieh 
the Atoghol fhew’d, proceeded, no doubr, either from his not 
being well inform’d, becaufe perhaps Nurwahal, and Afaf,Chaz, 
who were his chief Countellors, fuffering not true intelligence 
to be fignifi’d to hims or pérhaps, becaufe the evil carriage of 
Sultaz Chorrow hath: hitherto neceffitated him to ftand: in fu- 
{pence. *Tistrue, the laft Advertifements from Agra, that the 
King , as I faid, fent Af/2af Chaz to remove the treafure from 
thence, arguetrhat the King ftill entrufts him 5 and confequent- 
ly , either that he is not in fault, or that his fault is not yet 
known. The dowbt will be beft clear’'d by.Time. Szxiltaz 
Chofrowu\eft a little Son behind him,whofe name is S#/taz Bulachi=: 
But my journey now calls me elfewhere. 

The Commendator having read the Letters from “gra, and. 
communicated to me all the News, it being now Evening, I 
took leaveof him  andafter fundry-volleys of mufkets he re- 
turn Gtothe City; and-I with my company of five Coacnes, 
‘took the way of Cawbata. Havingtravell'd two Ces, we ferri’d 
over the fame River of Surat; and then proceeded four other 
Cos, which inall were fix, and at Night took up our lodging ae 
a Town call’d Periab: But we refted Ktrrle, becaufe foon after 
mid-night we put our felves upon the way again. Our journey 
from S#ratto Cawtbaia,. was always with our faces towards the 
North. Thenext Morning early, we made a Collation by the 
fide of a Pifcina, or Lake, which we found by the beet ofa long 
and narrow form, of whick kind there are many in thefe parts. 
Having travell’d fixteen CosSwhich was ffom Surat in all two and 
twenty, before Evening we arriv'd at the City of Baroccz, or 
Bebrug, asthey call it in Perfian 5 under the walls whereof, on 
the South Gde runs a River call’d Nerbeda, which we4ferri’d oveu. 
The City is encompafs’d with a wallof moderate bignefs, buile 
high upon a rifing hill. For the circuit "tis populous enough, as 
generally are all the parts of Izdia. Tis confiderable for a very 
pee Trade of fine Cotton Cloth, or Callico, made more plenti- 


Fully there thenin other places, and difpers’d not onely through 
Afta,

Afia,bue alfo into our Frrope;fo thar the Enghfh and DutchC which 
cwo Narions have Houtes of conftant refidente here ) freight 
five or fix grear fhipstherewith every year + and for the better 
imbanking it, make ite up in very preat balls, each as big as Ra- 
inan Goach,, and every piece of Cloth, little oe oe qne of 
our Towels, being carri’d ‘to -tleppo, will not be fold for lefs 
then three or four Péiaftre, and in Italy at leaf for x Crowns. 
Whence you may*infer, what wealth comes out of this fmall 
City alone, which for cémpafs and buildings, is not greater then 
Siena in Txufcany , although “tis above three times as populous 5 
and you may alfo cosfider to what fumm the Prince's Cuftontes 
_artfe. A few'Cos from the City, * aMine of Calcidonies-and’ 
Agates, wh and green; but thefe ftones are carry’d lefs into 
Baraccz th Cambaia, although it be further fromthe Mine, 
bécaufe there isa Sea-port , and a greater concourfe of forreign 
Merchants 5: and in Ca#baza they are wrought into little Globes, 
etthetround or oval, to make Coronets or Neck-laces, and alfo 
Hiretlé Cups, and divers other curious vefiels for ornament. The 
Scea-comes not ‘up to Baréccz éven at the higheft tides,but is about 
asmany miles diftant as tis from Surat. When we pafs'd over 
@he River, our Dutch Trumpeter founding his Inftrument., 
gave notice of our coming to his Country men ghee ray She Baroccs3| 
ard they, arthe Summons, came immediatly. to the bank-fide to 
meerus 5 from whence we went with'them to ‘lodge,in the 
Hutch Houfe there. Late inthe Evening they carry’d -us to fee 
a-Patache, or fmtall Indian fhip which they were bui#ding, and 
was not yet finifh’d, in which they treated usrill nighe, drinking: 
wf Terz, Which is a liqhor drawn from’ the Nut-trees of India, 
whitifh and a littletroubled 5, of cafte, fomewhat fowrith and 
{weer too, rot unpledfing tothe palate, almof likeour Poignant' 
or Brikk-winé; yet it inebtiates as Wine doth, if drunk immo-' 
derately. | Tyre next day J ‘which was Wedunefday Feb.22. we 
departed frota Baroccz late inthe Eorenoon.  Stx Cos off, we 
made a Collation near a-water without lighting out of the 
Cozch, having: brought provifion with us: for this purpofe from: 
Bepocc?:. Afterwards upd the way we met the Wife and Fami-: 
Iybrehe Governour of Caywbaia, remrov’d ‘from that charge; by’ 
thé’ Rebel sxitax Chorrom, who had-pixe'd another there at his 
devotion 3 and: this,’ being driven oes ‘thence ,: retren’d ‘ca 
g#r2t, wheidé his houfe: and ‘ufual nabitation was. His Wife 
was carry’d dpon‘an Elephame, in a coveld and very convenient 
ittter:' ‘Three, other Elephants follow’d tinladen , faving with 
thé men upon their necks who guided thei 5 then abundarnceof 
Goaches, oy cover’d ‘and full of women, partly uncover-d 
wrth ‘men ‘ie thems then a great number of Souldiury, Horle 
ark’ Foot 5 and; in brief,’ ‘a greatrtam fuitable ro the quality of 
the perfor andthe cuftani of Imdas2/which is to havea very nu~ 
Péurd arténidanes whoeveritbe. + A ftet cht welfoarded a fimalt 
Raver; WHICH Tbelteves_was of Blt water which, they fay. is 
call’d 
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call’'d D¥lavel ,; and before night having. travell’d eighteen Cos, 
we ftaid to lodg® ina great Town call’d Giambufer. On Thurf- 
day, two hours before day, we arofe to goalong witha great 
Cafifz, or Caravaz, which was there united 5 neverthe efs we 
departed nor fo foon, but. were fain ro wait in the Coach till al- 
moft day 5 becaufethe City wawlock’d up, and none was fuffer’d 
to go forth without paying a Toll, as likewife was paid in man 
other places the fame day, thoug%h of {malt walue. The Caf 
was fo great, and the Coaches fo many, that in certain narrow 
places we were fain to {tay a good while before we could go for- 
wards; juftas ic happens inthe {treets of:Naples and Rowe at fo- 
Jlemn pomps. Having travell’d about five Cos, an.hour afrer 
Sun-rife, we came to anarm of the Sea, or, to {peak better, to 
the inmoft part of the Gulph of Cambaia, dire&ly where the Ri- 
ver Webi falls into the Sea * In which place, the flux and reftux 
of the Sea is more impetuous and violent, and with a more rapid 
current, then perhaps in any other part of the world, at leaft any 
whereof I have"knowledge. But before I proceed further , 
"tis needful here to correct an enormous error of many of our 
Geographers, even Moderns, which hath: likewife given oceafi- 
on of miftake to fundry Hiftorians. In almoft all the-Mapps 
which hitherto I have feen, the River Izdw is always defcrib’d 
falling into the Sea at the inmoft recefs of the Gulph of Cawbaias, 
which is a grievous error, and as wide from truthasthe whole 
Country of Gxzarat is broad, (and ‘tis no narrow one):for Indus, 
which is difcharg’d into the Sea withtwo very large mouths, 
fufficiently diftant, runs not on the Eaft of Gwzarat, as.it fhould 
do if it enrer’d inta the Sea at the Gulph of Cambaza sbutyzgather 
on the Weft, and fo far from the Gulph of Cawvbaia, that all 
Guzarat, and perhaps fome other Countries ly¢ between. 
Wherefore the River which difembogues in the inmoft part of 
this Gulph,is not Izd#s, but this A7ehz which I fpeak of, a River 
ofhandfome but ordinary greatnefs, and hath not the leaft corre- 
f{pondence with Izdw. Now, being come to tht fide of it, we 
were fain to foard over this Water, and not without danger :. 
For there is a plain of about five Cos, which is all over-flow’d at- 
high Tide 5; and when the water is lowe¢ft,in three or four places 
there are waters {unfficiently broad and deep tabe foarded 5, and 
fhould the Sea happen to come in whilft a man isin that paf- 
fage, he would infallibly-be drown'’d. And befides , even in 
thofe places which are always foardahle, when the Wateris a 
lietle higher, orthe current more furious then ordinary (for ‘tis 
not alwaysequal, but more or lefs, according to the times of the 
Moon ) it a a carries away people, and tometrmes with fuch 
violence, that an Elephant cannot bear up againft it, but is {wept 
away bythe Water. Therefore they wait certain fit hoursto 
pafs this foard, namely, when the Seais atthe loweft Ebb 5 
which, if I miftake ndt in all other places of the World. is 
wont to be whén the Moon is cither rifing es fetting in the Hori- 
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rons as, on the contrary, when the Moon is in the nnddle of. 
4Jeaven, the Tide ufesto beat the higheft. But,in the Gulph of 
cambaza, {1 know not upon wha reafon, perhaps becaufe ‘tis+ 
nuch, within the J.and, and far from the great mafs co’ the» 
Ocean’ ithaPpens at anortier different hour, yet vell known to 
‘he Countty-people. The more cautious, wait alfo the moft fit- 
ting days in the moneth; becaufe at the New Moon and Full 
Moon the Waters are always*greater and higher’; and, without 
comparifon, higheft and moft impetuous ofall, about the Aqui- 
noxes and Solftices “In the quarters of the Moon the Tides are. 
moderate, and in other intermediate days, lower then the reft. 
Sothat we, being come to this place a few days before the New 
Moon, were comein a good time , and likewife ina feafonablie 
hour, the Carla, or Caravan, having fet forth from the City 
in fuch a moment as was exactly convenient for ordering matters 
right ; for the owners ofthe Coaches, and the others 1mploy"d 
in this journey, are well inftru&ted of every thing, and know 
what they have to do. .So berng united ina preat troop, the’ 
better to break the ftream, we pafs d ower all that fpace of five 
Cos, which was moift yet firm gronnd 3; faving that in four 
places where we foarded the 1unning- water ofthe River, which . 
meverthelefs is falt there, the great ftrength of the Sea over-. 
coming that ofthe River.. Of the four ftreams which we waded, 
the firft was inconfiderable, the other three came higher thea 
the belly of the 9xen which drew the Coaches, into which ne 
verthelefs the Water enter d not, becaufe their floar, and efpe- 
cially the wheels are very highs and you fit, according tothe 
manner ofthe Eaft, as upon plain ground, without hanging the 
Legs downwards, but keeping them bow’d under you. For 
greater fecurity, they hir’d fundry menon fi ot., who hild the 
Coaciies on either fide ftedfaft with their hands, that fo in regard 
ef their lightgefs, they might not float and be carry d away 5 
and alfo to olny our bundles high on their heads, that fo the 
fame might not be wetted if the Water fhould come into the 
body of the Coaches. ‘The men who go on foot in this-paflage, 
either {trip themfelves naked , covering onely their privities 
with a little cloth, or pulling up their coat, which, as I faid,is of 
plain white linngn, and ferves both for garment aiid fhirt; and 
alfo tucking up their breeches made of the fame, they care not 
for wetting themfelves. Tis certamly an odd thing to behold- 
in this paflage, which is very much frequented, abundance of 
people go every day inthismanner, fomein Coaches and Char- 
rics, others on Horfeback and a foot,:men and alfo women 
n:.ked, witheut being fhie who fees them 3 a {pectacle, no doubt, 
fufficiently extravagant. This -wet pafiage being over, there 
remain two other Cos, but of frmand higher grgund, ( whichis 
not overflow’d, although it be plain and the Sea-fhore) to arrive 
at the City of Cawbaia, whither we came before dinner-time, 
having travell’dthatday, inall,twelvecos. And here likewife 
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we went to Todge inthe Houfe which belongs to the Dutch 
Merchants, by whom we were-receiv’d with great kindnefs, an 
treated continually with ex uifite chear 5; for fuch was the 
arder of the Commendator eoncerning u in all places. 

Cambaia is a City indifferently large; though mofit of ite. great- 


nefs confifts in Suburbs without the walls, which are fufhciently © 


{fpacious. *Tis feated onthe Sea-fhore, ina plain, almoftin the 


utmoft recefs of that great Gulph, wheretinto it gives name. . 
The City, that is the inner part, withéut the Suburbs is incom- 


pafs’d with walls, built, with plain cortines and round battle- 
ments. The Houfes within, are brickt with coverings of Tiles 
and Cifterns , which is the cuftom in Z#dia for provifion of 
Water, which falls in fuch plenty during thofe three moneths 
ofthe great Summer rains. In our Countries they would be or- 
dinary Houfes,but in thefe parts they are counted good, and per- 
haps, the beft of the whole Province 3 and they are made fhady 
and cool, asthe heat of the place requires. “The City hath no 
form’d Port, becaufe ic ftands ina low Piain but ’tis call’d a 
Port, by reafon of the great cOncourfe of Veffels thither from 
feveral parts 5 which neverthelefs for the moft part are Frigots, 
‘Galeots, and other fenall ones of that make, which go either 
by oar or fails becaufe great ones cannot come near the Land by 
agreat way. The people of Cavzba72 are moft part Gentiles; 
and here, more then elfewhere, their vain fuperf{titions are ob- 
ferved with rigor. Wherefore we; who came particularly to 
fee thefe things, the fame day of -ourarrival, after we had din’d 
and refted a while, caus’d our felvesto be condutted to fee a 
famous Hofpital of Birds of all forts, which, for being fick, lame, 
depriv’d of their mates, or otherwife needing food and cure, 
gre kept and tenced there with diligence 5 as alfo the men who 
take care ofthem, are maintain’d by the publick alms 5 the In- 
dian Gentiles, (who,with Pythagoras and the ancient A-gyptians, 
Cthe firft Authors of thisopinion , according to Heredotns) be- 
liéve the Tranfinigration of Souls, not onely from Man to Man, 
but alfo from Man to brute beaft) conceiving it no lefs a work 
of Charity to do good to beaftsthento Men. The Houfe of this 
Hofpital is fmall, a little room fufficing for many Birds: Yet I 
faw it full of Birds of all forts which need tentlance, as Cocks, 
Hens, Pigeons, Peacocks, Ducks, and {mall Birds, which during 
their being lame, or fick, or matelefS, are kept here 5 but being 
recover’d and in good plight, if they be wild, they are let goat 
liberty 5 if -domeftick, they are given to fome pious perfon 
whp keeps them in his Houfe. The moft cufious thing I faw,in 
this place, were certain little Mice, who being found Orphans 
without Sireor Damto tendthem, were put into this Hofpi- 
tal 5 and a vemerable Old Man with a’ white Beard keeping 
them in a box amongft Corton , very diligently tended them 
,with his fpe&acles on his ao-¢, giving them milk toeat with a 
Bird’s feather , becaufez were fo Frt’e that astwet they could 
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eat nothing elfe ; and, ag he told us, he inrended whgn they 
Were grown up, to letthem go free whither they pleas°d. From 
this pleace’-we went out of the City to the Sea-fide, to-fee a Gar- 
den fo netimes belanging tothe Kings of Gxzarat. °Tisfrmall 

adorn i with the fame -Trées as that which I faw in surat, with 
{ome aifo of ours, as the Figtrees and Coleworts of Exxope, which 
in Izdza are-accounted rare things. There is a running-water 
which at the entranee falls from a great Kiofck , or cover'd plage 
to keep cool, ftanding wpon agreat Pifcina, or Lake, contigu- 
Ous to the Garden onr’the putde 5 and ferving like that of Swrat, 
tothe common ufes of:the City. Befides which, in this Garden 
there is nothing worth notice : Going from hence we went to 
fee upon the fame Lake a A#efchita, or Temple of the Mahome-. 
tans, whereuntothereis continually a great concourfe of people 
wrth ridiculousand foolifh devotions, not onely Mahomertrans, 
but likewife Gentiles. In the ftreet before the Gate, many per- 
fons fittingon the ground afked Alms, to whom the pafflers-by 
caft fome .Rices others, certain other Corn, but no Money = 
Within the 4¢efe4ita, in a narrow dark place by a walls fide, isa 
kind of little Pyramid of Marble, and this they call Pir, that is, 
Old, which they fay is equPvalent to Holy: I imagine it the 
Sepulchre of fome one of their Se& accounted fuch. The people: 
enter in with great crowds, efpecfally Women, who ufe to be 
more forward in thefe things then others: All who go in, ftrew 
Flowers or Rice there 5 to which. end ftand divers near the 
Gate that fell Flowersto whofo pleafes for fuch Offerings: . But 
this is rather a Cuftom of the Gentiles then Mahometans 3 and 
the Gentiles being more numerous and ancient in Camwbaia, ‘tis 
no wonder that fome Rite of theirs hath adHer’d to the Maho- 
metans. A little diftant from this place, we faw..anéther Se1 uchre 


adoi d too of fome Mahometan (for the Gentiles, who burh 


their dead, haye no Seputchres) buile with a greatroof four 


‘f{quare, fupported by divers pillars, and under ita place open 


on all fides like a Porch; this alfo many perfons came tokifS and 
venerate. Beyond the abovemention’d Garden upon the Sea- 
fide, we faw another Sepulchre of a Mahometan of quality, 
having a high round Cupola, like a Tower, which is afcended by 


a litele ladder, and there you havea moft goodly profpec& upon 


the Sea and Land, toa greacdiftance. Thefe things cing feen,we 
return’d home the fame way we came: The next Morning. going 
about the City, we faw another Hofpital of Goats, Kids, Sheep, 
and. Weathers, either fick or lame, and there were alfo fome 


‘Gc cks, Peacocks and other Animals needing the fame help, and 
kept altogeeher quietly enough in agreat & 


ourt5 nor wanted 
there Men and VWiomen lodg’d in little rooms of the fame Ho- 


{pital, who had careofthem. Ip’anorher place, far from hence 
we faw another Hofpitalof Caws and Calves, fome whereof 
had broken Legs, others more inf'rn > very old, or lean, and. 


thetefore were kept heretg beciur’d. MAmong-the beafts there 


was 


a ood 
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was alfa a Mahometan Thief, who having been taken in Theft 
-had both his Hunds cut off : But the ¢€ompaffionate Gentiles, 
that he might nor perifh mifcrably, now he wasno longer able 
to get bis living, took him invothis place, and kept him among 
the poor bearts, not fufferihg him to wanwarry thing. Mo eover, 
without one of the Gates of the City, we faw ancther great 
troop of Cows, Calves, and Goats, which being Cur’d, and 
broughr into better plight; or gather’d together from being 
difpers’d and without Mafters, or being redeem’d with Money 
from the Mahometans who would have: kill’d them to eat, 
(namely, the Goats and other Animals, .but not the Cows and 
Calves) were fent into the field to feed by. Neat-herds, purpofe- 
ly maintain’d at the publick charge 5 and thus they are kept till 
being reduc’dto perfec health, ‘tis found fitting to give them 
to fome Citizens, or others who may charitably keep them... I 
excepted Cows and Calves from the Animals redeem’d from 
flaughter 5 becaufein Cawbaia, Cows, Calves, and Oxen, are 
‘not killed by any: And there’s a great prohibition againft it, by 
the inftance of the Gen iles; who upon this account pay a great 
fumm-of Money tothe Prince 5 and fhould any, either Maho- 
metanor other be found 'to kill them , he would be punifh’d fe- 
-verely, even with death. At Night we had Mufick at home, 
made by fome Mahometan Women Singers and Dancers, ¢€ for 
among:-the Gentiles none pratife fuch Arts) who with their In- 
dian Inftruments, which are Drums, Bells ty’ dto the Arms, 
and the like, allof great noife, gave us divertifement, playing, 
dancing, and finging whilft we were at Supper 35 but their 
Mufick being too full of noife, was to me rather diftafteful then- 
pleafing. . The next Morning we faw in the City a Temple of 
Idgls, one ofthe seft which the Gentiles haye in Cawubaia. The 
fotnrof itis perfect fquare, with walls round about, fuppe: ting 
a flat roof, which is alfo upheld in the middle by four pillars 
difpos’d in a fquare too5 within -which, upon the little {pace re- 
maining, is advane’d fomewhat higher then the roof, and yet of 
a fquare form, a kind of Cupoletta, er little Chappel. In the 
principal part of this Temple {tand in three great Nzeches fo many | 
great Idols, made of white Marble, and naked, Casthe Indians 
paint all their Idols : ) They are in a ficting pofture, yet after the 
manner of the Eaft, as they ufetafit upon the gtound with 
the Legs gather’d under 5 but they it ina place fomewhat higher 
then he floare., as it were upon a large Pedeftal. Thefe Nieches 
are inclos’d. with doors made with lattices, that fo the Idols may . 
be (en without opening them 5 but they are ppen’d upon occa- 
fiph for any that are minded togoin: They were & for us,- but 
we entred not,becaufe the Nieches are fo {mall that we faw every - 
thing well enough from the doors. The principal Idol in this 
Temple, is that which f'ands in the middle Nieche , call d 
Mahavir, from whom the Temple is denominated : Who this 


Mabavir is, and whether he be all one with Mabadex 22° I 
ave 
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bave fome futpicion , I donor yet know 5 becaufe tha indians 
who talke with us, cither in the Portugal or Perfian-Tongue, be- 
ing aH Factors or Merchants, and canfequently unlearned, could 
net g e'us any account of thefe hings; hefides, they {peak 
thofe anguzges m, and are not intelligible faving in buying 
and feliing Wich other learned Gentiles, to whoimalone their 
Indian Speech is familiar , we could not difcourfe for want of 
Language 5 wherefase of all thefe pig 3 and. all the particulari- 
ties of their Religion, I seferve my felf to be further inform’d at 
Goa , if it fhall* pleaf€ Ged s where I fhall have better conveni- 
erice and more time, and meet with fome learned, Brachman, 
perhaps turn’d Chriftian, and able to give mea more certain Re- 
Jation hereof either in Portxgex#ez or Latine 5 and if he be a 
Chriftian, he will, no doubr,: give it me more truly then the 
Gentiles, who I believe, talk ‘with us concerning their own 
matters neither willingly nor fincerely. Wherefore referring 
my felf ta the berter intelligence which I hope to have there, I 
fhall here only relate what I faw with mine own eyes, and fome- 
thing more which I attrain’d to underftansl, without fufpicion of 
error. Before the Idol without the Niéeche. hung. a Bell, € gs. 
"tis the ouftom in all their Tenrples) whick, asI faid before, all 
thofe who come to make their prayers ring at their firft entrance... 
Within this and the other Neches orf the ides. were one or two. 
lighted Candles. In the other fides of the Femple,. fomething 
higher then the pavement, were in the wall certain little Néeches,, 
ineach of which ftood an Idoler, or little Idol, fome in the 
fhape of Men, others of Women. One there was which had 
many Arms ona fide, and many Faces and this they faid was 
call'd Brachma, one of their chief falfe Deities’ Another had the 
head of an Elephant, and was cal’d Gamefcio They fay, he is 
the Sonof A4ahadex;, who finding him ore day with Parveé his. 
Wife, but hisown Mother, and not knowing who he was, kill’d. 
him out of jealgufie, cutting’ off his Head 5 but afterwards un- 
‘derftanding thathe was his own Sdn, he repented him of his 
error, and refolw’d to bring him to life again Wherefore. 
aneeting with an Elephant, (as he had purpos’d to do-with what. 
he firft happen’d u ) he cut off his Head -and plac’d it on his. 
dead- Son’s Shoulders : Whereupon Gavzefeso revivid , and. 
thenceforward liv’d immortal with an Elephants Head. But. 
behold another delufion. Onetherés with the Head, i know: 
not, whether of -a Tyger Sr1 yon, prébably *tis that-Nerofnzba,. 
which I formerly writ that I faw in Cosbrz,:in the maritine parta 
of terfiaz. Someo thefe Idolets fate upon fundry Animals as 
Tygers and the like, and-even upon Kats 5 of which chines the 
foolifh and ignorant.Indians relate ridiculous ftories. . But .f, 
doube net, that:under rhe veil of thefe Fables aheir ancienc. 
Sages Cmoft parfimonious ofthe Sciences, as all Banbarians-ever 
were ) have hid fram wulgar many ecrets, cither of Natural 
or Moral Phiiofaphy, -and perhaps alfo of: Hiftory: AndI ee 
Or 
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for certain, that all thefe fo menftrous figures have fecretly fome 
more rational fisnifications , th ough ‘€»p,cfsd in this uncouth 
-mapner: As we kndw in ancient time among the Gentiles of our 
‘Coustries there was,in the fi‘ ares of quadrifre hted Fasus- of Fu- 
ptter Animon, vith the Head of a Ram 5 of anuzbis,withth Head 
ofa Dog, anu many other extravagances not onely Uf ch Grec#- 
a#zs and #gyptians, but alfoof the Romans. ‘The Sieling, Pillars, 
and Walls of this Temple were adorn’d wigh Painting, efpeci- 
ally red, which how dear ‘tis to the Zvdiaus, I formerly intima- 
tred.The doors of their Houfes,namely,the Pofts,Architraves,and 
Barrs that faftenit, are 411 colour’d fo 5 adding fome mixture of 
white limes tothe reds for of white too they are fo enamour’d, 
that all Men are generally cloth’d with it. A cuftom peradven- 
ture deriv dtothem from <gypt where it wasin ufe,as Herodotus 
Writessand whence perhaps Pythagoras himfelf learnt it,who went 
cloth’d in white, as we find noted by £laz,and others. And I 4. Hift.\.1%: 
obferve, that in many particulars the manners of the prefent Zz- “37° 

adians much refemble thofe of the ancient “gptiaexs ; but fince 

the Zeyptiazs who defcundéed from Cham the Son of Noah, were 

avery ancient people , [rather believe that the Ivzdzass learnt 

from the £gyptiazs, then the .%g3pitans from the Ivzdiax and. 
‘'tisknown, that from @gypt there. was always Navigationand 
Commerce into Izdia by the Southern Ocean, The red colour, 

amongft thefe Izdiazs is, befides by the Women, worn alfo by 

the Samwz, who are a kind of religious perfons; with red, the 

Gioghi who live like Hermits and go about begging , fometimes 

paint their bodies in many parts; and alfo with red blended 

with yellow, that is, with fome parcel of Sanders or Saffron, 

alot all the Ind an Gentiles dye their fore-heads, and fome- 

times i heir garments 5 gree ord: as Strabo reports from the 
teftimbny of Oxeficrituss they did likewifein the time of 4x Lib. 15. 
ander the Great... Laftly, they wear red Turbants upon their 

Heads, and their Girdles are oftner wrought wit) rzd then any 
ethercolour. After having feen the Temple of Afzhavir , we 
went to vifit an old Brachman, accounted very learned amongft 
them, with whom we difcours’d as well as we could by an inter- 
preter, becaufe he underftood no other Language but the Izdzaz. 
We found hiin amongft many Scholar ,to whom he was giving a 
Lecture:He fhew’d us his Books writs -n in an antique Chara¢ter, 
wuten is the learned amongft them, not common to the vulgar, 
but known onely to the learned, aid usd by the Brachmans 5 
who, indiftin@ion from other vulgar Characters, usd varioufly 
in fundry Provinces of India, call it Nagheri.’ I have, and fk jh 
carry with metwo {mail Books of it, which I fomettmes bought 
in Lar. ‘This Brachman iscali’d Beca Azarg., of which words, 
Beca is his proper Name, and Az4rg his Title of Honour. 
Amongft other Books, he frew d us that of their fe4&s in which, 
-hough it was bound long ways, as ‘tis the fafhican of their Books, 
get the lines were written crofe the paper ,. after she manner of 
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fome of our Mufick-Books : He affirm’d ro us forcertsain, that 
it wasa work of Pythaegras, which well agreeth with whar, Pdz- 
loftrates faith, farchas told Apolloniws, namely, that they Indians 
belie 'd the fame concerning the Soul which Pythagoras had 
taug: tthem, andthey the <gyptiazs ; which is'quite Cont.ary 
toWl it, I faid before, was my opinion, which of ‘thefe two Na- 
tions firit taught the other. But Déagexes Laertiws, who writes 
Pythagoras’s Life cepioufly erough, making mention of his going 
into £gypt, andhow he convers’d likewife with the Chaldeans 
and A4agz, yet {peaks nota word that ever he went into Ivdza, 
or had communication with the Brathmans. Wherefore, if 
Pythagoras taught any thingto the I#diauws , as Farchas {aid, he 
did it not in perfon but by his books , which poffibly were 
carry’d into Izmdia. Moreover Beca Azarg added, that their 
Brachmwa,.efteemed one of the chief amongft their falfe Gods, 
C from whom they are denominated Brachmans) isallone wrth 
Pythagoras: A curious notion indeed, and which, perhaps, 
would be newsto hear in Exrope, that Pythagoras is foolifhl¢ 
ador’d in Ivdia for a God. But ‘thisg with Beca Azarg*s good 
leave, Ido not believe : Either he did not exprefly {peak thus, 
and by the fault of the Interpreters we did not underftand him 
aright 5; or, if he did affirmit, perhaps he came to be miftaken 
by having heard Pythagoras namd by fome Europzans for the 
Author of that foolifh opinion of the Tranfmigration of Souls. 
Be it as it will, Icannot believe that Pythagoras and Brachwa 
are allone; becaufe though Pythagoras bevery ancient, forhe 
flourifh’d in the Confulfhip of Brutus, who expell’d the Kings 
out af Rowe, yet I hold the Rites and opinions of the Brach- 
mans much more ancient. For when D/odorus relates the con- 
teft of the two Wives of Cetews, an Indian Captain in the Army 
of Exmenes , each of whom would be burnt with her Hulband 


‘Ylain in battel, fpeaking of the Laws, Cuftoms, and Rites 


of the Ivdianws he callsthem, evenat that time, Ancient things. 
And though Pythagoras and the Confulfhip of Brxztus may pre- 
cede not onely Exweness; who was one of Alexander the Great's 
fucceffors, but Alexander himfelf by about two ages, according 
to the Chronology of BeZarmine, which to me feems good e- 
noughs yet thefpace of two hundred years or fontewhat more, 
is not fuch asthat thofe things may be call’d Ancient, which had 
their beginning within fo fhort a term 5 as it fhould beinfithb y; 
if Pythagoras, whom they rake to be their Brachma, were the 
firft Author to the.Indiansof their Learning, and confequently 
of their Rites, C utoms, and Laws. But finceI have already 
made frequent met tion of the Brachmans, and perhaps fhall faye 
occafion todo the ame hereafter; to the end it may be under- 
{tood what they are,] frall here f{ubioyn fo muchas I have hither- 
to attain’d to know concerning them, and all rhe other Indians. 
The whole Centile people.of -izdia is divided into many 
fects or pfarfirs of men, known and diftinguifhe by defcent or 
i: pedigree, 
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pedigree , as the Tribesof the Jews fometimes were; yet they 
inhabit the Contry promifcuoufly mirgled together, in every 
City and Land {feveral Races one with another. ~°Tis reckon*d 
ha they are inall eighty four 5 fome {&;,svvore, making more 
‘exact and fu otle divifion. Every of tnefe hath a pa icular 
name, and alfo a {pecial oficé aad imployment in the © Jmmon- 
wealth, from which none of the defcendents of that Race ever 
fwerve ; they never rife nor fall, nor change condition: 
Whence fome are Hufbandmen, others, Mechanick, as Tay- 
lers, Shoemakers, and the likes others, Factors or Merchants, 
fachasthey whom we call Baxzzaxs , but they in their Language 
more correctly Vazia - Others, Souldiers, as the Ragza-pxtz 5 
Aod thus every one atcends,and is employ’d in the proper Trade 
of his Family , without any mutation ever hapning amongft 
them , or Alliance of one Race contracted with another. 
' Diodorws and Strabo , Calmoft with tho fame words , as if the 
one had transfcrib’d the other) ‘affirm, that anciently the 
Races of the Indians were feven, each addjéted to their proper 
proreflion;s and for the firft ofall, they place that of the Philofo- 
phets, who, no doubt, are the Brachmans. Into feven kinds 
of men with their particular , and by Generation perpé. -ate=" 
‘Offices, Herodotus in like manner writes , Cand Diedorws ¢con- 
firms it, though he difagrees in the number ) the people of 
egypt was divided inthofe dayss whereby ‘tis manifeft what 
corref{pondence there was between £gypt and Ivdza in all things. 
Wor do I wonder at the divifion into feven Races onely, becaufe 
what is obferv’d at this day, muft then alfo have hapned, namely, 
that the fo many Races which they reckon, are reduc’d to four 
princioal, which. if 1 miftake not, are the Brachmans, the Soul- 
diers, the Merchants, and the Artificers 5 from whom by more 
minute fubdivifion all the reft are deriv’d, in fuch number asin 
the whole people there are various profeffionsof mer In the 
fubftantial points of Religiqn all agree together, a1 believe the 
Tranfinigration of Souls, which according to their merits and 
demerits ( they think ) are fent by God into other bodies, either 
of Animals mere orlefsclean, and of moreorlefs painful life 5 
or elfe of men more or lefs noble and handfome, and more or lefs 
pure of Race, wherein they place not . little of their yain fuper- 
fttion , accounting all other Naticas and Religions, befides 
themielves, «unclean; and fome me re then others, according as 
they more qx lefs differ from their Cu’toms. All equally believe 
that ghere ic a Paradice in Heaven with God , <’eut that thereinto 
go onely the Souls of their own Nation, more, pure and withoat 
any fin, who have liy’d pioufly in this wor'd: Orin cafe they 
have fin’d, that after divers Tranfmigrations into various bodies 
of Animals and Men, having by often refurning into the world 
undergone many pains, they zre at length purg d, and at laft dye 
in the body of fome man of’ Indian and ‘noblé Race, as the 
Brachmans, who amongft them are held the nobis arfd pureft 5 
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becaufe their employment is nothing elfe but the Divine Wor- 
fhip, the fervice of Temples and Learning, and they obferve 
their own Religion with more rigor then any others. “Tis true, 
the Bfachmans, who amongft the Indians, in my opinian 

muchi refemble the Lévites of the Jews, are div ded too into 
feveral foris one morenoble then another, and, according to 
nobility, more rigorous alfo in matter of eating , and in their 
other fuperftitious Ceremonies 5 for fome of them are Aftrolo- 
gers, fome Phyfitians, fome Secretarics of Princes; andfo of 
other forts of Scholars which I know not well: butthe moft 
efteem’d and moft fublime amongft the Brachmans, and confe- 
quently, the moft rigorous of allin point of eating and other ob- 
iervances, are thofe who perform the Office of Priefts, whom 
they call Bot#. Ordinarily they never admit into their Se& any 
mdn of another Religion 5 nor do they think that they do ill 
herein, or contrary to the zealof faving Souls; fince believing 
the Tranfmigration, they conceive it not necefiary to falvati- 
onto change Religion, although one be of a falfé Sect 5 but judg 
that if this Soul fhall be worthy tohave pardon from God, it 
fhall after death, and after being purg’d fundry ways, pafs into, 
and be born in the body of fome Indian amongft them, and live 
excellently 5 and fo by this way at laft arrive at Paradice and 
live with God, although in the beginning it wasin the world 
in the body of the worft finnerand mifcreant whatever. With 
people of other Religion they never eat, nor will have any com- 
munication of food, and, as much as poffible, they avoid even 
totouch them 5 conceiving themfelves polluted by communi- 
cating with others. “And herein they are {6 fcrupulous, that 
¢evenamongft the Indians themfelves, one of' nore noble Race, 
not only neither eats,nor makes ufe of the fame clothes,or v 2fléls, 
nor conrmunicates in any thing with one lef{s noble , but alfo en- 
dures not to be touch’d by him 5 whichif it fall out by chance 
that he be, he muft purifie himfelf from the defilement by wath- 
ings, and other arrogant Ceremonies. “And hence ’tis a prety 
fight to behold the great refpe& which upon this account the 
ignoble bear to the more noble then themfelves, and how upon 
meeting in the {treet, the ignoble nét onely give place, but dance 
wildly up and down for fear of rufhing againft the noble, and 
polluting them in_ any meafrre 5 which, if they fhould not dc 

the Noble, and efpecially the. Souldiers, would mal-c thém do 
it to the Mufick of blows. From this averfenefs to,communi- 
cate one with ane her, particularly , in the ufeo eating and 
drt..xing-vefiels, ce 1cerning which they are moft {trict, is {pryng 
a {trange Cuftom, which I was delighted not onely to fee, bat 
alfo fometimes out >of gallantry to imitate in converfation. Tt 
happens very often uu.ing hot weather, both in -Travelling and 
in ‘Fowns, that people have need cf refrefhing themfelves, and 
drinking of a little waters but becavfe every. one hath not a 
drinking-vefic) pf his own ready, co avoid defiling or being de- 
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fil’d by his companion’s cup 5 ‘shere’s 2 wav found out whereby, 
any perfon may drink inthat, ‘orany crher whatever, withour 
{cruple or danger of any either active or pafflive contamiration: 
F's isdone, by drinking ir fuch manner that ‘the veflel touches 
not the lips ¢r mouth of him who drinks; for it is belé ap on 

igh with the hand over the mouth,and he that lifts it » > Uuigheft, 
_, and holds it fartheft from his mouth, fhews himfelf moft man- 
nerly 5 and thus powring the liquor out of the cup into. the 
mouth, they drink round while there is any left, or fo longas 
they pleafe. So accuftom’d are the Indiagsto drink in this man- 
mer, that they practife it almoft continually with their own vef- 
{els for delight , without theneceffity of fhunning communica- 


tion with otherss and they are fo dextrous at it, that Iremem-. 


ber to have feen one of them take with both hands a veffelas 


-big as a bafin, and lifting ic up above a fpan higher then his’ 


mouth, powre a great torrent of water into his throat and drink 
tt all off. Having been frequently prefent at fuch occafions, 
that where ever I came the Indians might not be fhie of reaching 
meacup of water, I purpofely fet my felf to learn this manner 
of drinking , which I cal! drisking in the Air, and at length 
‘iave learn‘d it 5 not with cupsas big as bafins, like his abov. == 


but with a handfome cruze, like thofe we ufe, or witha little 


bottle or drinking glafs made on purpofe, I doit very well: 
Sometimes in ¢onverf{ation we drink healths a//* Indiana , after 
this fafhion, with confent that all do reafon in the fame manner 5 
and he that cannot do it right, either wets himfelf well, or falls 
a coughing and yexing, which gives occafion of laughter. But 
to return to the opinions of the Indians3 As for good warks 
and firs, they all- ugree with the DodGrine of Morality, and 
the unixerfal coénfent of Mankind, that thereare differences of 
Virtue and Vice in all the world: They hold not oncly Adul- 
tery, but even fimple Fornication a great fin; nordo they ac- 
count it lawful, as the Mahometans do, to hawe commerce 
with femal flaves, or with others befides their own Wives. Yea, 
flaves of either Sex they no-wife-admit,but hold it a fin; making 
ufe of free perfans for theirfervice, and paying them wages, as 
we doin Exrope : Which likewife was their ancient cuftom, as 
appears by Strabo, who cites Afegaft/encs and other Authors 
-o& thofe times for it.. They detef{t S ,domy above meafure, and 
abnor the M..>bometans wham they . »bferve addicted to it. They 
take but one. Wife, and never divoice her till death, unlefs for 
the c2zufe of Adultery. Indeed fome, either by reafon of the 
remoetenefs of their Wives, or out of a defire -o have Children, 
im-cafe the firft Wife be barren; or becauf: they are rich and 
potent, and are minded to do what nonecan orbid them, fome- 
times take more Wivess but eis not counted well done, unlefs 
they be Princes, who always im all Nations are priviledged in 
asnany things. When the Wife dyes, they marry another if they 
pleafe; bur if the-Hufbard.dve, the Woman htver marries 
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wnore; were fhe fq minded, nor could fhe findany of her owr 
Race who would takeher, becatife. fhe would be accounted . a: 
bad as infamous in defiring’-a fecond Marriage. Avery hard 
Law irdeed, and-from which infinite inconveniences arife 5 for 
nota1r w yeung Widows; who in regard of thefr Repurarinn 
cannot m again, and have not patience to live chaftly, 
commit diforders in private, ef{pecially with men of other Na- 
tions and Religions, and with any they find, previded it be 
fecret. Some Widows are burnt alive ogether with the bodies 
of their dead Hufbands 5 a thing which anciently not onely the 
Indian Women did, according to what Strabo writes from the 
Relation of Oxzeficritws ; but alfo the chafte Wives of the Z4ra- 
ciams, as appears by Felius Solizus. Butthis burning of Women 
upon the death of their Hufbands, is at their own choice to do 
it or not, and indeed, few praGife it; but fhe who dorhir, ac- 
quires in ‘the Nation a glorious name of Honour and Holinefs. 
*Tis moft ufual among great perfons, who prize Reputation at 
a higher rate then others do; and in thedeath of Perfonages of 
great quality, to whom their Wives dtfire to do Honour by 
burning themfelves quick. -Iheard related at my firft coming, 
that a Aagia, thatis, an [Indian Prince, Coneof the many which 
are fubject tothe Adoghol ) being flain in a battel, feventeen of 
his Wives were burnt alive , together with his body 5 whi¢h in 
India was held for great Honour and Magnificence. [have heard 
fay, ( for I havé notfeen any Women burnralive ) that when 
this is to bedone, the Wife or Wives whoare to be burnt, in- 
clofe themfelves ina pile of wood, which'is lay’d hollow like 
the rafters of ahoufe , and the entrance ftop’d with great logs, . 
that they may not get out in cafe they fhould repent them when 
the kindled fire begins to offend them: Yea, divers mer, f{tand’ 
about ths pile with ftavesintheir handsto ftir thefire, and to 
powre liquors upor it to make it burn fafters and thatif they: 
fhould fee the Woman offer to come Out,or avoid the Hames,they 
would knock her on the -head with their ftaves and-kill her, 
or elf beat herback into the fares becaufe’twould be a great 
fhame to the Womanand all her kindred, if-flhe fhould goto be 
burnt, and thenthrough fear of the fire and death, repent and 
come out of it. Thave lif ewife heard it faid, that fome Women 
are burnt againft their own Will, their Relations refolving to 
have it fo for Honour of the tlufband 3 and cthatthey have olen 
brought to the fire in a manner by force,and made befides them- 
felyes with things yiven them to eat and drink for this purpofe, 
that they might more eafily fuffer themfelves to be caft into the 
fires but this the Indians dire&tly deny, faying, thar force Vis 
not us’d toanys ar‘]it may betrue, at leaft in Countries where 
Mahometans com nand;s for thers.no Woman is fuffer’d to be 
burnt without leave of. thé Governour of the place, to whom 
belongs firft to examine, whether the Women be willing; be- 
fides, and fora Licence, there is sJf.o vaid a good fum of ada 
e! -er- 
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Nevertheefs, “tis poflible too,that many Widows being in the 
height oftheir pafiion taken at their wo. DF ¢heir kindred who 
defire ic, go to it ufterwards with an ill will, mot daring to deny 
chofe.that exhort them thereunto, efpecially if oblig’d by. their 
wora 3 nor to difcover their own mind.frerly to the Gover your. 
Things, which amengft Women, through their nate tei f irful- 
nefs and modefty,eafily happen. -\nd I would to Goi ine: in our 
Countries, in fundry cafes, as of nzarrying oynot, and the like 
matters, we had not frequ ot examples which Women_ not fel- 
dom give of great refolutions,not fore’d ine pearance,but indeed. 
too much fore’d in reality, for avoiding difpleafure and other 
inconveniencies. Inthe Territories of Chriftians, where the Por- 
tugals are Mafters, Women are not fuffer’d to be burnt, nor is 
any other exercife of their Religion permitted them. Moreover, 
the Indian-Gentiles believe that there isa Devilin the world, 
almoft ofthe fame conditions wherewith we conceive him 5 bur. 
they think too, that many wretched Souls unworthy ever to 
have pardon from God, as the laft of the great punifhments 
which they deferve, becume Devilsalfo 5 than which they judge 
there cannot bea greater mifery.. The greateft finin the world 
they account fhedding of bloed, efpecially that of mens; and 
then, above all, the eating of humane flefh, as fome barba:uus 
Nations do, who are therefotc detefted by them more then all 
ethers. Hence the ftridteft amongf{t them, as the Brachmans, 
and particularly the Betz, notonely kitl nor, but eat nor, any li- 
wing thing; and even from herbs tinGur’d with any reddifh co- 
Jour reprefenting blood, they wholly abftain. Orhers, of a 
larger confcience eat onely fifh. - Orhers, the moft ignoble and 
largeft of all, though they kill not, neverthelefs they eat ‘all 
fort cf Animals good for food, except Cows; to kill and eat 
which, all in géneral abhor, faying, that {he Cow is their Mo- 
ther, for the Milke fhe gives, and the Ox:n fhe breé 48, whicl. 
plough the Earth, anddoathoufand othe ferxjees, efpecially 


in India, where through the paucity of-other Animals, they - 


make ufe of thefe more then any for ali occafions. So that they 
think they have reafon to fay, ‘That Gows are the propof the 
world, which perhaps would fignifie by that Fable, common 
alfo to the Mahometans, and by me fSrmerly mention’d;, That 
zhe world is f{upported upon the Porns of the Cow. More- 
SVen, ‘thd x_have thefe creatures injgreat Veneration; for Cows 
being kept wellin Izdia, and liviog with little pains and much 
eafe, therefore they believe that the beft Sotils, to whom God is 
pleafed to give lirtle pain in this world, pafsintothem. Al] the 
Zndians ufe many wafhings, and fome never eat without firft 
wafhing the whole body- Others willnot) be feen to ear by any 
one; and the place where they eat, they f.tit {weep, wafb, and 
fcoure with waterand Cow-diyng. Which, befides .cleanlinefs, 
is to them a Ceremonial Right, which they shink hath the virtue 
topurifie: But having Obse~y’d ittoo in the houfes of Chrifti- 
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ans, I find that indeed it cleanfes exquifitly , ayd makes the 
floores and pavements of houfes handfome, fmooth, and bright. 
And if the Cows and Bulls whofe dung theyjufe, eat grafs, it 
gives a prety green to the pavement 5 if {traw, a yellowifh- Bur 
for tte moff part the floores are red, as thofe of lenice are , and 
{kno nt with what they give them that colour. But thefe and 
other Ceremonies which I have aot feen my felf, and know onely 
by Relation, I willingly pafgover. I fhall conclude therefore 
with faying that by the things hithorto mention’d, it appears 
that in the fubftance’of Religion, and what is moft important, 
allthe Races of the Indians agree together, and differ onely, per- 
haps, through the necefflity, which is caus*d by the diverfity of 
humane conditions in certain Kites and Ceremonies, particularly, 
of eating more or lefs indiftin&aly. Wherein the Ragiaputi , 
Seuldiers, with the wonted military licentioufnefs, take moft 
liberty, without thinking themfelves prejudic’d as to the degrec 
of Nobility. Next tothem,the meaneft and moft laborious pra- 
feffions are more licentious in eating then others, becaufe they 
need more fuftenance 5 fome of which drink Wine too, from 
which the others more ftrict, abf{taingo avoid ebriety; and fo 
from all other beverage that~inebriates.. But thofe of other, 
Races whofe employments admit more reft and a better life, 
are alfo more {paring and rigorous in the ufe of meats, efpecially 


_the Brachmans, asI faid, dedicated wholly.to Learning and the 


Service of Temples, as" the moft noble of all. In teftimony 
whereof they alone have the pfiviledge to Wear a certain Enfign 
of Nobility in their Se&t, whereby they are diftinguifht from 
ethers; “eis a fillet of three braids, which they put next the flefh 
like a Neck-chain , paffing from the left fhtyulder under the 
right arm, and fo round. This fillet hath a myftery, and is i> 
ven to all perfons of that Race, and tba few of one other for 
a great fay our, with many fuperftitious Ceremonies, ‘of which I 
forbear to fpeak, becaufe I have not yet any good information 


-thereof. There wasa long difpute in Izdia, betweenthe Je- 


fuits and other Fathers, whether this fillet, which the Portugals 
call Lixha , was a badge of Religion,or onely an Enfign of piety ; 
and whether it was to be permitted, or not, to Indian Con- 
verts, who were yery loth to lay it afide. Much hath been faid, 
and with great conteft by bath parties , and at length the caufe 
is carried to Rome, and I was inform’ of it two orthree years 
ago in Perfi2z. For I remember Sig: Atatteo Galuano Gndigno, 


-a Canon and Kinfimin to the then Arc bifhop of Goa, pafs’d by 


Sphahan, and continu’d there many days; being fent by the 
fame Archbifhop, who favour’d the fide contrary to the Jefuits, 
purpofely to Rome with many writings touching this affair, 
which he out of cow céfie communicated to me _—_—sI know not 
whether the final: Getermination of it be yet come from Rome 5 
fome fay it is, and in favour of the Jefuits: But at Goz we fhall 
know thet things better. The ruch is. the Jefuits prove,

( on one Gide) thac the honour of wearing this Ribban is fre- 
auently granced not onely tothe Indians,’ but alfo to ftrangers 
of different Nation‘and Sect; asco Mahometans, who ( by con- 
cef{-eafian of that King, who among the Indians hath authority 
t6 doit, as Head of their Se¢t in {pirituals)-have in recompence 
of.great and honourable fervices enjoy’d this priviledg? .wiriout 
trecoming Gentiles, or changing their Religion, Fut itil] per- 
fitting to live Mahometans 5 which indeed is a étrony Argument. 
On the other fide, they prove that many ‘Brachmans and others 
of the Race priviledg’d to wear it, intending to leada ftriGer 
life , and abandon the world by living afmoft like Hermits 5 
among{t other things, in humility lay afide this Ribban, beinga 
token of Nobility 5 which ‘tis not likely they would do,ifit were 
a Cognizance ot Religions; yea, they would wear it the more. 
But this fecond Argument feems not tome fo cogent, becaufe, 
among {t us Chriftians, if a Knight ofthe order of Calatrava, or 
sre like, which are Enfignes of Nobility, in order to'a more 
holy lifeenter into fome Religion, eitherof Fryers, Monks, or 
other Regulars; ‘tis clear that taking the Religious Habit, he 
layes afide the body of his Knight-hood, although it be that 
«-rofs, than which there cannot’be a greater Cognizat.-e of 
Chriftian Religion; albeit ’tis worn by thofe Knights as a token 
of Nobility too. °*Tis enough, that the Jefuits think their opi- 
rrren abundantly confirm’d by the two abovefaid Reafons, name- 
jy, that itisrather a fign of Nobility then a Cognizance of Re- 
ligion. And although the fame is conferr’d with many fuper- 
{titious Ceremonies, yet they will not have ittakenaway, al- 
ledging forexample, that the Crofflesof our Knights, howeves 
Enfignes of Nobility, are given with many Ceremonies and Rites 
ofourfacred Religion, the more to authorize them. Whence 
it appears that the ufe of this Ribban may be without &ruple 
permitted to the Indians, provided thefe fupe. {tittous Ce remonies 
belay’d afide, andefpecially the End, in ‘vhicir atuwe confifts 
the fins changing it in that manner as the ancient Chriftians 
chang’d many Feftivals and fuperftitions of the Gentiles into 
Feftivals of Martyrs, and other pious Commemorations. And 
this may be done by applying (e.g.) the fignification of the three 
Braids tothe moft Holy Trinity, or iniiome fuch manner, turn- 
ing i£t+o a piousand lawfulufe. WNeverthelefs thofe of the con- 
trary party zmpugn this apinion with no bad Reafons; they 
fay, “tisa thing in it felf, of itsown nature, wholly unlawful to 
Chrutians, as being perfectly a Gentile-fupe flition 5- which is 
proyd by the Ceremonies and words us’d in conferring it 5 and 
tHat forthe three Braids, “tis well known, they holdand wear 
themin honour of three of their chief falfe Gods 3 and that al- 
though they be Enfigns of oy es! in thu wearer , yet they

but alfo firmly profefs the Chriftian Faith. That tae Gentile-: 


Kings having honour’d with this Enfign fome Mahometan, their 
Vaflal, and remaining a Mahometan, is no more then asif in 
our Countries we fhould grant to fome Jew the priviledge of 
wearing a black Hatwithout becoyning a Chriftian 5 whicn ma 
be dome by way of difpenfation,, and yetit cannot be deny’d 
but that the wearing a blacktone, ora P basis Is, befidestre 
matter of credit. a Cogntzance alfo of the Religion or Sect 
which a man prozéffes. Many other Reafons they alledge, 
which I do not well. remember, and which, no doubt, willbe 
narrowly examin’d:ut Rowe. What the determination will be, 
I fhall know more certainly at Goa; and for the prefent thus 
much may {fiuffice concerning the Opinions and Rites-of the 
Indian-Gentiles. . 

Now in purfuance of the Narration of my Travells, I_am 
to tell you, that after the feeing of the Temple, and vifiting, 
the Brachman abovefaid, the fame day, which was Saturday 
the 25 of February, upon occafion of a Cafila, or Caravan, 
which was fetting forth from Cambaia to dhmedabad, which is 
the Royal Seat and Head of the whole Kingdom of Guzarat, we, 
namely, Sig: Alberto Scilling,-and my felf, with our attendants}, 


were defirous to fee that City’s and fince the infecurity of the 


wayes allow’d us not togo atone, we refolv’d to go with the 
Cafila. And becaufe at the fame time another Cafila was fetting. 
forth for Surat, in which fome ofthe Hollanders, vefiding at Cam- 
baia, went withtheir goods which they carry’d thither in order 
to be fhipt; we all went out of the Town together, and in a 
place without the Gate and the Suburbs, were the wayes di- 
viued under the fhade of certain great Trees of Tamarinds, 
which the Indians call Hambel@, ( where alfo are certain Sepyl-- 
chres, anda Maho-:netan Mefchita or Temple, unroof'd and 
‘without valls abou , faving a little wall atthe front, anda place 
markt where prayers areto be made 5 of which fort of Mef~ _ 
chita’s many-are {een in India, efpecially in the Country ) we 

entertain’d our felves azood while withthe Dutch , being di- 
verted with Mufick, finging and dancing by the fame Women, 


Which we had the night before at our houfe. At length taking 


Jeave, they took their w2y towards Surat, and Sig: Albertoand I 


Fabrick is {mall and inconfiderable ; within there is noother 
Idol but that of . Uahadexw , which is no other but alittle co- © 
lumn or pillar of {tone, thicker below thenat top, and which. 
diminifhing by degrees, ends at the topin around. Whatever 
‘tis that would fignifie thereby, the name of Atchadex they 
In their language, is properly interpreted Gre-t Ged. But we 
had enough to Jaugh at , whet we heard that this Idol was 
held by the Country peaple fer a worker of miracles; and a- 
morng{t other of his miracles’, they relate that he grows every 
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day, and becomes bigger hourly; affirming, that many years 
fince he was no higher then a {pan, or little more, and now he 
is above two, and perhaps three 5 and thus he continues increa- 
fing every.day : a folly not to be believ'd but by fuch fools as 
themfelves. Having feen this Temple ,° we overtook aur Cafila 
at a Towncall’d Saima, théee wiles diftant from Ca'vba%z,where 
we all lodg’d that night. Fne next Morning. veing Sxzday, 
the Cafila, which confifted of above a hundreu Coaches, be- 
fides toot-men and horfe-men, and great loaden Wagons, fee 
forth three hours beforé day 3 and ftayigg not to reft any where, 
according to the cuftom of the Eaft, ( which is to make but one 
bout of a days journey) having travell’d fifteen Cos by noon, or 
little later, we lodg’d at a Towncall’d Azater, where we faw an 
infinite number of Squirrels leaping amongft the trees every 
where; they were fimall, whire, and with a tail lefs, and noe-fo- 
fair as thofe of our Countries. On Afoxday, about two hours 
before day, werefum’d our Voyage. When it was day, we faw 
upon the way every where abundance of wild Monkies, of which 
almoft all the Trees Were full. . They put me in mind of that 
Army of Monkies, which the Souldiers of 4lexander the Great, 
. beholding upon certain Hills a’ far off, and taking to ke Mew 
intended to have charg’d, had not Taxzlus cifcrard them wkat - 
they were, as Straborelates. We found abundance of people 
too upon the way begging alms wich the found of a Trumpet, 
which almoft every one had and founded, and moft of them 
were arin’d with Bows and Arrows; two.things fufficiently un- 
couth for beggars, and indeed, not be fuffer’d by Governours. 
fince thefe Ruffians under pretext of begging, rob frequentiy. 
upon the way when they meet perfons alone and unarm’d 5 
which having weapons themfelves, they may eafily do. This 
County wasalmoft all woody, the grounc: unnreafurabiy dufty; 
to the great trouble of Travellers 5 the High-ways were all 
enclos’d on the fides with hjgh hedges ofa »ylant always green and 
unfruitful, not known in Exrope; and having no‘leaves, but in« 
{tead thereof cover’d with certain long and {lender branches, al- 
moft like our Sparagus but bigger, harder and thicker, of a 
very lively green; being broken, they fend forth Milk like 
that of immature Figgs, which is very pernicious to the flefh 
wherever it touches. The Fields were full of Olive-trees, Ta- 
marind-trees, and other faich which in Ivdia are familiar. About. 
noon, hawing travell’d twelve, or, as others faid, fourteenCos, 
wearriv’dat dhbwedabad, and ourjourney 1zom Cawbaia hither 
was always with our Faces towards the North Eaft.- Being 
‘entred into the City, which is competently large , with great 
Suburbs, we went dire@tly to alight atthe houfe of the Englifh 
Merchants, til! other lodging were prepai’d for us, where aHo 
we din’d with them. After which we retird to one of the 
houfes which ftand in the ftreet, which they eail Terzs Carvanfe- 


rai, thatis, the Taylers Inv. For youmuft know that the Car- 
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vanferai, or Inns in Ahmedabad, and other great Cities of India, 
are not, as in Perfia andeTurkey, one fingle habitation made in 
form of a great Cloyfter,-with abundance of Lodgings round 
about, feparate one from another, for quartering of ftrangers- 
but they are whole great itreets or the City deftinated for 
ftrangersta dwellin, and whofoever is minded to hire’a houfes 
and becaufe thefe ftreets are locks up inthe night-time for fecu- 
rity of the perfons and goods which are there, ‘therefere they 
call the Cavaxferai. Notwithftanding the wearifomnefs of 
eur journey, becaufe we :were.to fta¥ but a little while ae 
Ahmedabad, therefore after a little reft we went the fame Even- 
ing to-view the market-place, buying fundry things. It difpleas’d 
me fufficiently that the ftreets not being well pav’d, although 
they are large, fair, and ftrait, yet through the great drynefs of 
‘the-Earth they are fo dufty, that there’s: almoft no going a foot, 
becaufe the foot finks very deep in the ground with great defile- 
ment 5 and the going on Horfe-back, or in a Coach, is likewife 
very troublef9me in regard of the duft 5 a thing, indeed, of great 
difparagement to fo goodly and great'a City as this is. I 
faw in Chautdabiel Rofes, Flowers of. Fafmix, and other forts, 
and divers fuch. fruits as wehavein our Countries in the Sum-+ 
mers whence I imagin’d,that probably,we had repafs’d the Tro- 
pick of Cancer, and re-enter'd a little into the temperate Zone 5 
which doubt I could not clear for want of my Aftrolabe, -whick- 
I had left with mr¥y“other goods at Surat. On Tuefday follawing, 
which tous was theday of Carzaval, or Shrove-Tuefday, walking. 
in the Morning about the Town, Ifaw a handfome ftreet, ftrait, 
long, ahd very’broad, full of fhops of various Trades ; they call 
it Bezari Kelan, that is, the Great Alerkat, ir diftinc&tion from 
others, than which thisis bigger. In the middlg ifa ftrudture of 
ftone athwart tht ftre:t, like a bridge with three Arches, almoft 
refembling the Triusaphal Arches of Rowe. A good way be- 
yond this bridge 5 in the middle of the fame ftreet is.a. great 
Well , round about which’ is built a fquare Piazzetta, a little 
higher then the ground. ‘Thé Waterof the Well is of great fer- 
vice to all the City, and there is alwaysa great «oncourfe of 
people who come to fetch it.. Going forwards to, theend of 
the Market, .we cwmeto the great Gate which ftands confront- 
ing the ftreet, and beautifi'id with many Ornaments betweey 
two goodly Towers; ‘tis the Gate of a fmall Caftle , Shick 

they call by the Rerfiaz word Cut. Nor let it feem {trange, 
that in ##diainthe Countries ofthe Moghol,the Perfiax Tongue is 
us’'d more, perhaps, then the Z#diam it elf, fince the Mogholian 

Princes being originally Tartars and of Samarcand.,. where the 
Perfian Tongue is: the ‘natural of the Country, have therefore 
béen willing to retair, their native Speech in Izdz , in-brief, the 
Perftaw is the Language of the Moghols Court. moft fpoken and 
us’d-in all publick writings” Wear this Caft¥e. Gate, ina void 
place of the ftréet are two pulpits handfomely built of ftone, 
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fSmewhat rais’d from thé ground , wherein tis the cuftome co 
read the King’s Commandments publickly,. when they are be 
proclaim’d, Thence turning to the right hand, and paffing 
a rher great Gate, and through a fair Street- we came to the 
Royal Palaces for 4hmedabid is one of the four Cities, amongft 
al’rne others of his Dominions, where the Grazd Moghalby par- 
ctcular priviledge hatha Palaceanda Court and accordingly 
he comes fometimesto refide there: This ‘Palace hath a great 
fquar¢ Court, furrounded with white dnd well polifh’d walls, 
In the midft ftands a high Poft to fhoot at with arrows, as is alfo 
ufual in the Piazzaes of Perfiaz. Ontheleft fide of the Court as 
you go in, ‘are the King’s Lodgings, a {mall and low building. 
What ’tis within fide, I know not, forlenter’d not into it; but 
without, “tis as follows : Under the King’s Windows is a fqQuare 
place inclos’d with arail of colour’d wood; and the pavement 
fomewhat rais’d 5 withia which, when the King is there; are 
wont to ftand certain Officers of the Militia, whom they call 
Manfubdar, and they are almoft the fame with our ‘Colonels : 
their Command extends not to above a Thoufand Horfe 3. NOT. 
are they allequal, but froma thoufand downwards, fome have 
thore, fome lefs, under them. | Within this inclofure of <*:e 
iManfubdary, under the King’sBalconies, ftand twocarv’d Ele- 
phants of embofs’d work, but not large, painted wich their natu- 
rai colours 3 and in the front of the Royal Lodgings, are other 
fuch Ornaments after their mode, of little confideration. Some 
faid, that a while ago in oneof the Balconies ftood expos’d to 
publick view an Image of the Virgin Azary,plac’d there by Sciah 
_Seliwz , Cwho , they fay, was devoted to her.) andto whom, 
perhaps, it was given by one of our Priefts, who frequent his 
Court out of a defireto.draw him tothe Chriftian Faich ; but 
the Image was not there now, and potfibly, was takenaway b 
Sultan Chorrom hisSon, (reported an Enemy of the ¢Jhriftians 
and their affairs) fince his coming to the Government of thofe 
partsof Guzarat. The ftation of the greater Captains, and o£ 
higher dignity thenthe Alanfzbdary, as the Chans and others of 
that rank, isin the King’s Balconies; or near hand above there ~ 
within the Rooms: The inferior Souldiers, that is, fuch as 
have onely two or three Horfes, ftand upon the ground in the 
Court without the above mention’d inclofure. In the front of 
the Court is another building, with aninclofure alfo before it, 
but lefs addrned; ’tis the place where the K ing’s Guard ftands 
witlrall its Captains : And the fame order, I believe, is always 
obfery’d in the Afoghol’s Court, in whatfoever place or Cit 
he happens to be. Within this Court is another on the left Nites 
furrounded with cther buildings for neceflary Offices, but not 
fo well built nor polifh’d. Having feen what we could of the 
Royal Palace, we return’d bythe fame way we came to: the 
{treet of the great Marker From whence we went to fee a 
famous Temple of Atahadeu, to whick there is hourly a great 
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concourfe.of people, andthe ftreet which .leads to it is always 
full, not onely of’ goets and-commerstothe Temple, but alfa 
of beggars who ftand here and there afking Alms of thofe that 
pafs by. The pleut this Temple is {mall_.the entrance 
narrow and very low , almoftunder grounds for you defcend 
by many fteps, and you would think you’ were rather gaging 
into a Grotto thenjintoa Femple 5 and hence there is always ~ 

great crowd there. On high hung a great number of Bells, 
which are rung every moment with great noife by all. thofe 
who come toworfhip. Within the Pemple continually ftand 
many naked Gogh, naving onely their privities (not very well) 
cover’d with acloths they wear long Hair diflievel’d , dying 
their Fore-heads with fpots of Sanders, Saffron, and otherco- 
loursfuitable to their fuperftitious Ceremonies. The reft of their 
vtodies is clean and fmooth, without any tincture or impurity ; 

which I niention asa difference from fome other Gioghz, ° cwhiater 
Bodie. are all fmear’d with colours and afhes, as I fhall rela-e 
hereafter." There is, no doubt , but thefe are the ancient. 
Gymnofophifts fo famous in the worlds and, in fhort, thofe 
very Sophifts whothen went naked,and exercis’d great patience 
in fafferings, to whom 4Alexazder the Greatfent Ovxeficritus to 
confult with them, as Strabo reports fromthe teftimonyof the 
fame Oxeficritus. Many of.them {tood inthe Temple near the 
Idols, which were plac’d in the innermoft Penetral or Chan. ct 
of it, with many ‘Candles and lamps burning before them. 
The Idols were two ftones, fomewhat long, like two {mall Jer- 
wini, or Lafd-marks,; painted with their wonted colours; on 
the right Gde whereof was a ftone cut into a figure,and on the left 
another of that ordinary form ofa {mall pillar , according to 
which, as I faid before, that they ufe to fhape AtahadeX > And 
before a’l thefe, ¢nother like figure of Atahadex , made of. 
Cryftal, upon which the Offerings were lay’d, as Milk, Oyle, 
Rice, and divers fuch things. The affiftent Gioghi give every 
one that comes to warfhip fome-‘of the Flowers, which are 
{trew’d upon , and round about the Idols 5 receiving in. lieu 
thereof ‘good fumms of Alms. Coming out of this ‘Femple, 
and ‘aftending up the wall of the City, whichishard by, we 
beheld from that height the little River call’d sabermeti, which 
runs on that fide under the walls without the City.- Upon the 
bank thereof, ftood expos’d tothe Suan many Gioghi of more. au- 


‘f{tere:livesnamely fuch, as not onely are naked, likethofe-above 


defcrib’d, but go' all fprinkled with dafhes, and paint their bo- 


‘dies and faces with a whitifh colour upon black , which they 


do ‘with’ a certain {tone that is reduc’d into powder like Limt : 
Their Beards and Hair they wear long, ‘untrim’d, rudely 
involv’dj and fometimes erected likehorns Painted they are 
oftenjor rather dawb’d with fandry colours-and hideous figures 5 
{6 that they feem fo many Devils, ke thofe reprefented in our 
Comedies. ‘The :afhes wherewith they fprinkle their bodies 

are 
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are the’afhes of burnt Carkafles; and this, tothe end they ma 
be continually mindful of death. A ae crew of thefe wit 
their Chief or Leader, ( who conducts them withan extrava- 
ant banner-in his Hand, made of many threds of feveral co- 
ours, and to whom they 2ll religiouily ober) fat by the Rivers 
fide im a round form,. as iheir cuftom is; and inthe field there 
were many people, who came, fome toavalk, and others, to 
wath themfelves 5 the Pagan. Indians holding their Rivers in 
reat Veneration, and. being not a little fuperftitious in bathing 
thenfelwés. therein. rom the fame place , I beheld a little 
Chappel built upon two {mall figures of @tahade#, not upright, 
but lying along upon the ground,and carv’d in baffle relief,where 
alfo were Lamps burning, and people making their Offerings. 
One of the Gioghi, laying afide all other care, remain‘’d conti- 


nually ia this Chappel with great retirednefs and abftraction of | 


mind, fcarce ever coming forth; althoughit was very trouble- 
fome abiding there, in regard of the heat of the lights 5 and 


inconvenient too, by reafon the Chappel was fo little that ie ° 


could fcarce contain Rim alone as he fat upoenthe pavement, 
C which was fomewhat rais’'d’ from the Earth) with his Leggs 
doubled under him, and almoftcrooked. Returning hom=-Fy 
the fame way of the great Bazar, or Market, I faw Carvanferai, 
or Inns made with Cloyfters like thofe of Perfia 5 one greater 
sand {quare of the ordinary form, and another lefs, narrow and 
Jong. Of divers other ftreets, in which I faw nodthing obfervable, 
I forbear to fpeak. . 

The fame day after dinner, having taken leave of certain 
Armeniazand Syrian Chriftians,who live in 4hvedabad with sheir 
Wives and Famities, we put our felvesuponthe way to returr 
to Cambaia,with the fame Cafila,with which, we came 3and which 
every week departs thence at a fer day.. At our fersimg forth 
we met witha little obf{tacle, for by reafol: of the neyy Commo- 
tions between the A@oghol, and his Son S#liax Chorrom, who was 
become Matter of thefe partsof Guzvzet, there was a freth pro 
hibition in Ahmedabad , that no Souldiers Wives, nor other 
perfon of quality fhould go out of the City by Land 5 and this, 
as I concewe, .left the rumors of the troubles fhould caufe the 
people of the City to remove into other Terstories, and aban- 
don the faction of the Rebel Sultan Chorrom 3. which they 
could not de if their Wives-were reftrain’d, becaufe Hufbands 
are. im a: manner necefflitated to abple where their Wives and 
Houfes are. So that by reafon of this plohibition , I could” 
net have got away, having my Sig™ 4ariuccia with me; un- 
kefs I had obtain’d exprefs leave in writing from the Go- 
vernour ; in order to which it was needful for me to makeit 
appear that we were ftrangers and not people of the coum 
and to pay fome fmall fumm of Money - bcfides going batk- 
ward and for waril, whereby we foft mutch time. . Haring 


at length obtain’d permiffion, afd being got out of the City, 
; we’ 
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we went a lirtle without the walls to feea great Artifictal Lake 
which is there, made of ftone with ftairs at feveral angles about 
it; its Diameter wassby my conjecture,above half a mile. It hath 
about the middlean Ifland, with alittle Garden, to_which they 
po by a handfome Bridge of many Arches very well built; upon 
which, I believe, two Indian Coaches may goabreaft. Indeed 
thefe Indian | akes*>are goodly things, and may be reckon’d 
amongft the moft rerharkable ftractures of the world. . Having 
feen this, we went to Gyertake our Cafila, which was arriv’d at 
2a Town feven Cos diftant from Ahemdabad, call’d Barigia, or 
Bariza, ( for the Indiafs very much confound thefe two Letters 
g and z in their fpeaking.})) Wecame late to the faid Town, b 
reafon of our hindrances at our departure from hwedabads 
but certain Horfe-men appointed, as I conceive, to guard the 
way, having met us in thé night , would needs accompany 
us thither that fo we might go fafely; for which fervice they 
vor contented with a very fmall gratuity which we gave 
them. . 

The firft of asarch, being Afb-Wednedjday, we fet forth by 
break of days and having travell’d fifeeen Cos, anhour or little 
more before night, we came to lodge inf a competently os 
Town call’d sozz#itra, where I faw Batts as bigas Crows. The 
next day, Azarch the fecond, beginning our journey early, we 
travell’d twelve Gos, anda little after noon arriv’d at Cambaisz 
The Dutch Merchants there underftanding by others that we 
were coming with this Cafila, came to meet us a litrle without the 
Gate , and with their accuftomed courtefies conducted us to 
lodge in their Houfe. Jfarch the third, we went out of the 
walls to the top of the Tower of that Sepulchre, which I faid 
we faw near the Garden of the King of Guzarat, to behold from 
thence, Chbeing a greit profpect upon the Sea) the coming in of 
the Tide, which indeed wasa pleafantf{pectacle. “Iwas New- 
Moon this day; and fo agreater Tide then ufual, and we went 
to obferve it at the punctual time of its being at the height, 
which thofe people know very well; becaufe at that time it in- 
creafes in lefsthen aquarter of an hour, to almott the greateft 
height it is to have, and flows with greateft fury 5 contrary to 
what happens in other Seas. Now at the duc time we faw 
the Sea come roaring a far off, like a moft rapid River, and ina 
moment overflow a great fpace of Land, rufhing with fuch fury 
that nothing could have with-ftood its forces and {think it 
would have overtaken the {fwifteft Race-horfein the world.. A 
thing verily ftrange, fince in other places both the rifing and the 
falling of the Sea in the flux and reflux is done gently in full fix 
heurs, and with fo little motion that 'tis fcarce perceiv’'d. After 
this we went to fee another goodly Ciftern, o~- Lake, without 
the City, formerly nat feen, .of 4 fquare forr., and ofa fumptu- 
ous marble ftructure, with ftairs about it }.ke the others which 
{had feen elfewhere. Afterwards we faw-in one of the Suburbs 

or 
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eee eee Rehr me ees Sa ee 
Gr Hamlets.near the City, call’d Cazfari?, a Temple of the Gez: 
tiles, peradventure the goodlieft that Ihave feen, with certain 
Cupola’s , and high Balconies of tolerable ArchireGture, but ho 
great model. This Temple belongs te that Race of Indzans 
who fthave theimheads (a thing unyfual-to all others who wear 
long hair, like Women ) and fuch are call’d Vertia. The Idol 
in .t fate on high over an Altar attbe upper engi, ina placefome- 
vvhat dark, afcended by ftairs, with lamps always bu‘ ning before 
it. When I went. in, there was a Man at his Devotions, and 
burning Perfumes before the Idol. At fame diftance from this, 
{tands another Temple of Fike ftructure, but more plain and of 
a {quare form 5 within it were {een abundance of Idols of feveral 
fhapes,. whofe Names and Hiftories , the fhortnefs of time, and 
my unfki/fulnefs in their Language allow’d me not to learn. 
Without the Gate of thefe Temples , I beheld fitting upon the 
ground iaa circle, another Troop of thofe naked Gioghz, having, 
ther bdédies fmear’d with Afhes, Earth, and Colours, like thofe 
I fiad feen upon the River of dhmedabid , they made a ring 
about their: Archimaudrita, or Leader, who was held in fuch 
Veneration not onely by the Religious.of their Sect, but alfo by 
the other fecular Indians, for Reputation of Holinefs, that Ifaw 
many grave perfons go and make low Reverences to him,kifs his~ 
Hands, and ftand in an humble pofture before him to hear fome 
fentence; and He with great gravity, or rather with a ftrange 
1corn of all worldly things, hypocritically made asif he fcarce 
deign’d to {peak and anfwer_ thofe that came to honour him. : 
Thefe Gioghz,are not fach by Defcent but by Choice,as our Reli- 
gious Orders are. They go naked,moft of them with their bodies_ 
painted and fmear’d, as is above mention’d 5 yet fome of them. 
are orfely naked, with the reft of their bodies {mooth, and onely 
their Fore-heads dy’d with Sanders and fonse, red, yellow, or 
white colour 3 which is alfo imitated by meny fecular*perfons, 
out of fuperftition and gallantry. They live upon Altes, de- 
{pifing clothes and allother worldly things. They marry not, but” 
make fevere profeflion of Chaftiry at leaft in appearance 5 for 
in fecret “tis known many of them comimit as many debauche-- 
ries asthey can. They live in fociety under the obedience of 
their Superiofs, and wander about the world without having 
any fetled abode. Their Habitations are the Ficlds, the Streets, 
the Porches, the Courts of ‘Temples, and Trees, efpecially un- 
Jer thofe where any Idol is Worfhipt Dy thems and they undergo 
with incredible patience day and nigh¢ no lejé the rigor of the 
Air then the exceflive heat of the ‘Sun, which in thefe fultry 
Cauitries is a thing fufficiently to beadmir’d. They have {fpi- 
ritual exercifes after their way,and alfo fome exercife ofLearning, 
but (by what I gather from a Book of theirs tranflated into 
Perfian, and intitl a, Damerdbigiaska,and, as the Tranflator faith, 
a rare piece ) both th ir exercifes of wit and sheir Learning, con-

agjto they are much addicted, and boaft af ee wonders. 
(4unclude their {piritual exercifes herein, becaute according *o' 
the aforefaid Botk, they think that by the means of thofe exer. _ 
cifes, Prayers, Faftings and thedike fuperftitfous things, ticy 
come to Revelations; which,indeed are nothing elfe but corre- 
(pondences with rhe Devil, who appears to, an deludes them 

infundry th as, forewarning them fometimes of things to come 
Yea fometimes they have carnal commerce with him, not be- 
lieving, or, at leaft, not profeffing thar ‘tis the Devil; butthat 
there are certain Insmortal, Spiritual, “Invifible Women, to the 
number of forty, known to them and diftinguifht by various 
forms, names, and operations, whom they reverence as Deities, 
and adore in many places with ftrange worfhip 3. fothat fome 
Moorifco Princes in Ivdia, as one of thefe three pety Kings who 
‘reign*d in Decan, Telengane, and Meflepaton, C Cuthf{ezach,as © 
remember) thougha Moor 5 yet retaining fome reliques of a aci- 
ent Gentilifm , makes great Feafts ‘and Sacrifices to one of thefe' 
Women incertain Grottoes undex high Mounrains which are in 
his Country ; where "tis reported, that this Woman hath a par- 

ticular and beloved habitatian;and He of the Giogh?z,that by lon 
f{piritual exercifes can come to havean apparition ofany of thef= 
Women, who foretells him future things, and favours him with 
the power of doing other wonders, is accounted in the degree 
of perfe€tion ;and far moreif he happen tobe adopted by cne 
Immortal Woman for her Son, Brother,or other Kinfmans; but a- 
bove all,ifhe be receiv’d fora Hufband,and the Woman have car= 
nal commerce with him; the G#oegko thenceforward remaining 
excluded from the commerce of allother Women inthe world, 
which is the higheft degree that can be attain’d.to 5 and then he 
is call'd a {piritual'Man, and accounted of “a nature abeve Bue, 
mane, with promife of a thoufand ftrange things , which for 
brevities fake I pafs over... Thus doth the Devil abufe this mife- 
rable people. -As far any thing more concerning thefe Giegbz, 
'Trefer you to what I have formerly written of them, and the 
‘Sami. who are another fort of Religious Izd#azs who wear 
Clothes, asf faw themin Bezder ofCombrn. And of the Scien- 
ces of the Gioghi, and their fpiritual exercifes, efpecially of a 
curious Way, rather fuperftitious: then natural, of Divining by 
the breathing of aMan, wherein tlfey have indeed many curi- 
ous and fubtle. obfervations , which IT upon tryal have found 
true. If any would know more, I refer himtothe book above 
mention’d, which I intend to carry with me fora Rarity into 
Italy 5 and if I fhall find convenience, I fhall one day gratifie the

On ‘the fourthpf Azarch, I went out of Cawbaia toa Town 
two miles off, call’d Hagra , to fee afamcus Temple, built of 
ald by the Race of the Bavions, and belo gs to thems but yee 
the Brachmans pofle& ic, and have caré of ir, asifit were defcen- 
ded

ded to them: - This Temple is dedicated to Brahma, who, asI 
faid before, they hold to be the fame with Pythagoras, although 
of the origine of Bram4, and how he was pfoduc’d of the firft 
Caufe, or elfe of the firft Matter, and hov»-~they take this for 
one of the Elements, and a thoufand other extravagances 5 they 
tell long Fables, which do not gree to Pythagoras a meter man 3 
out for all this they confound the two Names, .and ’tis no great 
matter to reconcile them herein ,- after theefa maniier that 
our ancient Gentiles agreed in their Jupiter, taken fometimes 
for one of the Hlemengs * and fometimes hiftorically for an anci-, 
ent King one of Sat#*n’sSons 3 and in divers other like names, 
in reference to Hiftory and Philfophy they had double, allegori- 
cal and myftericus fignifications. Concerning the Genealogy 
of Brawa, and the other fabulous Indian Gods, and what be- 
longs to their vain Theology, I refer the Reader to the Boak 
‘oF Father Framncefco Negrove , or Negraore, asthe Portugals cxil 
im,who writes fully thereofin his Chronicles of the things done 
y thofe of his Order in Indza,written in the Portugal Language 5 
and I think he is the fir@, and perhaps, the onely Modern Wri- 
ter who hath given account of this matter in. Europe. ‘The faid 
Father having been affifted the-ein, for information by moft 
fit and fufficient Interpreters, namely, the Fathers of his own 
Religion, good Divines, fkill’d in the Ivdian Tongue, and per- 
fectly intelligent of thefe matters; who,alfo read and interpre- 
ted the very Books of the Indians to him, and«vere likewife his 
interpreters in the difcourfes which he had often with the learned 
Indians concerning their Religion, as himfelf frequently told 
me. Befides which, he wanted not other helps, becaufe being 
appointed Hiftoriographer to his Order > he was abundantly 
fupply’d with what was needful to that Office 3 he convers'd long 
in the Kingdom’ of BYxzaga, where the R&ligion and Sciences 
of the Indians have their Principal Seat 5 asalfo in the [fland of 
Zetlanx, which many take to be the ancient Tabrobana,* and in 
other Countries for this very purpofe. H2 made Many peregri- 
nations exprefly to fee places and things conducing thereunto, 
and was affifted bythe Vice-Roys themfelves and Governours 
of Provinces , fubje@ to the Portugals, who fent him into 
all places accompany’d oftentimes with whole bands of Soul- 
diers, where the wayes were not fecure 3 in brief, Without fpa- 
ring coft, pains, or diligence, he profefiedly intended this bi- 
finefs for many years together, with al} kind of convenience and 
authority. Laftly; he was fome years finct fent-by his Order 
intg E”rope, in Order to print hfs Works; andin the year 1619, 
as I came through Perfia, tw him at Sphahan 5 and during his 
fhort abode there by means of a Friend got a fight of his Papers, 
but had not time to read them, asI defir’d. _He went thence 
directly to Rome; whither I give him fome Letters to certain 
Friends and Kelatiot s of mine tci be civil to him there,asI kno: 
they were» and aftr fome years foiourning at Rome, wh uit! 
P I was 
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vas at Beader of Combrz, 1 heard that he was comiug from Rome 
owards Turkie, in order toretyrn to India, where I hope to {ee 
im again; and if hebring his Books printed with him, I fhall 
ead them, and what I find remarkable therein which may be 
erviceable to thefe writings of mine, Ifhall make mention of 
he fame in its og place, Father Foam de ‘Lucema a Jer ir, 
mr his Hiftory of the Life of Sus Francefco Xavier, written in 
he Portugal Tongue, makes mention likewife of the Religion 
ind Cuftoms of the Indtan-Gentiles, and feems to {peak thereof 
with good grounds, although in fome few: particulars, if I mi- 
take not, he is capable of a little correction. Yet that which 
‘roubles me moft, is, that it clearly appears by his Book that he 
knew much mote of the Cuftoms of the Izdiazs then he hath 
written : which perhaps he would not write, either becaufe they 
tere ob{cené and impious, or pertain’d not tohis purpofe. I 
faw Father Negrone fince at Goa, but he brought not his Book 
printed either becaufe his Fathers, as fome fay, would n+ 
have it printed’ or ---.Yet he faith, he hath fent it to be printed 
in Portugal in that Language, and expects it by the hext Ships 
if it comes, I fhallfee it. But havingén Goa difcours’d with him 
more largely then I did in Perfiz, Ifind him very little vers’d in 
matters of ancient Hiftory and Geography, as generally the 
Fryars of Spain, and efpecially Portugal are not, addictin 
themfelve littleto other Studies, befides what ferves to Preat*> 
ings wherefore, without good fkillin ancient Hiftory, Geogra- 
phy, and other Humane Learning, I know not how ‘tis poffible 
to write Hiftories well, particularly, concerning the Culomé of 
the I#dians ; of which alfo he hath had no other information but 
by interpreters 5 in which way I have by experience found that 
many errors are frequently committed. WNevegrthelefs we thall 
fee what light may be had from F. Lucena’s Book, although it be 
fhort, concerning the Religion of the Izdians. 
In the meantime returning to my purpofe, ‘I fhall tell you, 
hat in the Temple dedicated to Brahma in the Town of Naghra, 
which is little confiderable for building but 1n great Veneration 
for ancient Religion, there are many Idols of white Marble. The 
biggeft is the Chief, and hath the worthieft place : [n the middle 
is the Statue of Brahwa, or Pythagoras, with many Arms and 
Faces, as they ordinarily pourtray fim, namely, three Faces, 
for I could not fee whether there were'a fourth oramore behind 5 
*tis naked with aJong picked Beard, but ill cut.aswell-s the 
reft of the figure, which faritsbignefs hath a very great Belly, 
I know not whether through the Artificers fault, who feemsto 
ehave been little fkilful 5 or ee becaufe the Ivdians, as I have 
alfo heard of the people of Sewatra, account it a great Beauty 
und perfection to have agreat Belly. This figure of Brahma 
ftands upright,and ar his Feet two other lefs_ arv’d figures,which,’ 
as they fay, are his two Sons, Summet and. S¥znatan. On each 
fide of Brakwa ftand lileewife two Statues. of Women, fome- 
what

what lefS then Brahma himfelf, and they call them his Wives,, S24. 
vetri, and Gavetri.On the left fide of this narrow Temple, ftand 
two other figures of the fame bignefS,beirig two naked Men with 
long Beards, whom they pretend to have beer two religious per- 
tons, I know not whether Doctors or Difcigles of Brahma or 
Pythugoras 3 one iscall’d Chefcxer, the other Ciavan de Chefcuer, 
€n the fame fide downwards are many other Idolets, as one 
with an Elephants Head , and divers others formerly by me 
mention’d. All which Idols are ferv’d, ador.d, perfum’d, offer’ 
to, and wafh’d every day as for delight, (for the Ivdians -ac- 
count it delight to wafli often ) by the Brachmwazs, who aflift at 
their fervice with much diligence. I mutt not forget, that the 
Banians {ay,this Town Naghera was the King’s Seat and principal 
City, anciently the Head of the whole Kingdom of Cambaia, and 
that the City now properly call’d Cambasa, and rais’d to great- 
nefs by the ruine of this old, is a modern thing 5 whence I have 
fa netimes fufpected that the Idian Character call’d Naghra,us'd 
by thelearned, was denominated from this City wherein it was 
anciently us’d3 but ’tis qnely a Conjecture 5 and Ihave learnt by 
long and much experience, that inthe derivation and interpre- 
tation of Names, efpecially of Places, there is no trifting to the 
refemblance of Words; becaufe by reafon of the diverfity of 
Languages, and the cafual Conformity of Words which fignifie 
things fufficiently different, according to the variety of Places, 
grofs errors are eafily admitted. Nagher in the Izdiaz Language 
fignifiesaGreat City. Coming from Nagh.'a, Ifaw fome naked 
and befineared Men, of deportment almoft like the incinerated 
Gioghi, who were of a Race of Indians accounted: by themfelves 
the moft fordid and vile Race of allin India; becaufe they ean 
every thing,even the uncleanneft Animals; as Rats and.the like ; 
whence they are éall’d in Perfian, Hhalal-cher, which fignifiesa 
Man that accounts it lawful to eat any thing 5 the Indians call 
them Der, and all people in general abhor not onely to converfe 
with, but even to touch tltem. Concerning Religion, Ihave 
heard nothing particular ofthem, but believe them Geztiles as 
the reft, or perhaps, Atheifts, who may pofiibly hold every. 
thing for lawful, as well in nelieving 23 ineating. They areall 
fufficiently pdor, and live for the moft part by begging, or exer- 
cifing the moft fordid Trades in the Common-weaith , which 
others difdain to meddle with 5 butthey, either becaufe their. 
Rite teaches them fo, or neceflity. inforces them, arenot at all 
‘dileofk. Aarch the fifth, We vifited the Kitg’s Garden again, 
and many other Gardens, where wetatfted divers fruits, and be- 
held feveral Flowers of Zzdia unknown in Europe ; -amongft the 
reft, one very odoriferous which I kept in a:Paper, which they: 
call Ciompa. Without the Cry we faw the Salepits, and alfo the 
Field by the Sea-fide, where the Indians are wont to burn the 
bodies of their dead which may be known by the reliques of 
many fires and pieces sf bones not wholly burnt, which are f en 
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featter’d about the fame. The next Mornin,; early, we re-. 
turn’d to this Field, and faw feveral Bodies burnt ,' and parti- 
cularly obferv’d the Fiigeral of one Woman from the-beginning 
to theend. They carry the Corps wrapt in aclothof €7t, of 
a red colour for tiie moft‘part, and much inufe among the Ivdz- 
ans foy other purpofes. They carry it not upona Bicre, as we 
do, but ty’dtoand hanging down like a fack, from a ftafflay’d 
crofs two Men’ fhoulders. They Thake the funeral pile of wood, 
lay’d together in formof abed, of equal length and breadth, | 
and fufficient to receive the Body 3 ten which, beginning then 
to lament with a loud voice, they lay the carkafs naked and fu- 
pine, with the Face and Feet towards theSeas whichl believe, 
is likewife obferv’d (where the Sea is not) towards Rivers, uakes, 
and Cifterns, the Ivdiavs having a particular devotion to the 
Water , nor doIknow,, that herein they have refpect to any 
Region of Heaven. They cover the privities with a piece’o 
wood, anoint the Hands and Feet, put a coal of fire in the 
Mouth; and then alithings being prepar’d, they fet fire firff at 
the Throat, and afterwards to the whale pile round abour, be-’ 
ginning firft at the Head, but with their Faces turn’d another 
way, as Virgil {faith our Ancefforsdid 5 Then {prinkle Water on 
the ground round about the pire, which they continually ftir up 
with ftaves in their Hands, and blow with the motion ofa cloth, 
to the end the flame may not fpread, but burn more fpeedily. 
The body being corifum’d by degrees , they reduce the fire tic 
a round form, and when all is burnt, they leave the afhes, and 
fometimes a piece of a bone not wholly confum’d there inthe 
fame place: The cloth whereinthe body was wrapt before ie 
4vas committed to the pile, they give in Charity to fome poor 
perfon prefent. Such as have where withall , are burnt with 
odoriferous and previous wood, in which thesrich {pend much; 
but they that cannot reach fo high, ufe ordinary wood. 
Children under two years of age are not burnt but buried, as we 
faw fome in the fame Field. Norket the Reader wonder, that 
in the fame day and hour we hapned to fee fo many dead per- 


-fons 5 for, befides that Cambaia is a large City and very po- 


pulous, as allthe Citiesand Lands of Inzdia ares the Gentiles 
are wont to perform this Ceremony of the deaconely in the 
Morning, uta fet hour, andin that place ; fo that all that dve 
in the whole City, during the twenty four hours of the day, -are 
brought to that place at the fame hotr. The fante day we had 
News ofa Jefuit’s :oming to Cambaia from Goa, witha Sajits ut 
Portugal Frigats, which was going for era - Whereupon in the 
Evening, Sig: Alberto Scilling and I, in company of a Venetian 
Merchant, went to vifit him at the houfe where he lodged 5; and 
having told him that we werete gothenext day for Surat, I 
defir'd him to give a letter tothe Jefuits of ~ «az and Baffaine 

where I hop’d to. touch, upon the way to +023 which he very 
courteoufly condefcending to do, we wént again the next Morn- 
ine te fee him before we departed. Barch 
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Marchhe reventh, In the Morning we vifited the ¥ ather. Je- 
fuit, whp was not a Prieft, but one of thofe whom they’ call 
‘Frateli, Brothers, or young Fryars. - He gave me Letters to 
= Antonio Albertine, an Italian, and Recto® ef their,Colledge 
an Dyman, and to the Father Rector of ther Colledge of Baffaim, 
d¢ ring them that: fince I could not imbarque at Cambata inthe 
Cafila of the Portugals, becap(e Twas to return to Surat, whered 
had left my goods in the Ships, they would fayqyir me and affift 
me to get convenient paftage for Goin theTaid Cafila, eithér at 
Daman or Baffaim, where I intended-to meet it as it return’d: 
I ontheother fide gavé this Father a Letter to their Fathers Re- 
fident at Agra, to whom I had »svritten formerly from. Perfia, 
defiring them to fend me fome corre& Copy of the Perfiaz 
Books, written by their Fathers in that Court, in orderto get 
the fame printed at Rome 5 and by Sig: Alberto Scilling, I hac 
underftood that my firft Letter was receiv d there, and that the 
(sid Fathers of 4gr4 knew me by report, and the relation of 
divers who had feen me in Perfiz, particularly of this Sig: /berto. 
In this other Letter frorn Cambaia, I acquainted them with my 
Voyage to Goa; and defiring them to write tomethere, and 
remember to favour me with th-fe Books. . Having difpatch’d,, 
the Father Jefuit, we return’d to:the Dutch Houfe to have a 
Collation ; and here we were entertain’d a good while with 
god Mufick by an Indian, who fung tolerably well, and play’d 
upon acertain odd inftrument us’d in Izdizu 5 which pleas’d me 
well enough,becaufe it was not fo obf{treperous Mufick as the or- 
dinary of the vulgar Ivedians, butrather low and very {weet,and 
the Mufician was {kilful according to the mode of the-Cauntry, 
having liv’d at tke Court of Tifapor,: in the fervice of Adilfiad. 
His Inftrument was made of two round Gourds dy’d black and 
Wernifh’'d , witha hole bor’d in one of them, to ereverberate the 
found. Between the one Gourd and the other,about the diftance 
of three fpans,was faftned a piece of wocd,upon which they both 
hung, and the ftrings which were many, partly ofbrafs,and part © 
ly of {teel, were extended, pafling over many little pieces of wood 
like fo many bridges 3 and thefe were the frets, which he touch’d 
with the left Hand to diverfify the founds, and the ftrings with 
theright, not with his Fingers or Nails, but with certain iron 
wires faftned to his Fingers,by certain rings like thimbles, where- 
with he did. not ftrike the ftrings ftrongly, but lightly touch’d 
ther frqm the top downwards, fo t}jat they render’da found 
fufficiently pleafant. When he playa, he held: the Inftrument at* 
his. breaft by a ftring that went rpund his neck, and one of the 
Gourds hung over his left fhoulder, andthe other under his 
right arm, fo that it was a prety fight. Collation and Mufick 
ended, we were conducted about two Cos out of the City by 
the Dutch Merchants, and tecok the fame,way by which we 
came. We pafs‘d or er rhe five Cos of wet ground, withthe fyur 


Currents of Water, €which the fecond was the deepeft (havin 
waite 
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waited a. while for afithour) in company of a numerous Cafila 
of Cbaches_,, Carts, Horfe-men and Foot-men, in the fame 
manner ind circumftances as I writ before; onely th: Water: 
was now,much higher then we had found it at our coming _ i 
that it came intoall the Coaches , and we wefée fain tc ftand 
upright and hold faft by the roaf of the Coaches, bare leg’d :90, 
becaufe the Water came abovet e ottom ofthe Coaches to the. 
middle of the ‘The Oxen an ‘fes could {carce keep their 
Heads above Wat , the Coach “being light, if Men hir’d 
purpofely had not gone along inthe Wa er to hold them fteady, 
and break the courfe thereof by holding g.:eat ftumps of wood on 
that fide the Tide came furioufly in, without doubt, the Water 
would have {wept themaway. Inthis place on the left hand to- 
wards the land in the moift ground,we beheld at a diftance many 
Fowls, as big or bigger then Turkies, go up and down, rather- 
running then flying. They told us, they were the fame which 
the Portugals call Paxaros Flamences, fromtheir bright colow 3 
and Ithink, they are thofeof whofe beaks A4@ér Atahhamued in 
Spahaz, makes bow-rings for the Kinz; although he-errone- 
oufly takes it for the beak of the Coc#zos, or Phoenix, which 
good Authors defcribe,not a we ter Fow!],but rather an inhabitant 
of high Mountains. Having at Iength pafs*d this dangerous 
foard, and following our way wecame at night to lodge at Gi 
ambufer, thefame Town where we had lodg’d formerly. Azarch 
the eighth, We put cur felves uponthe way again, and foardéd 
the little falt-water D#lavel, and at night arriv’d at Baroccz, and 
were as formerly entertain’d inthe Houfe of the Dutch. But 
upon theway, before weenter’d the City, we faw a handfome 
itructure ftanding upon a famous Sepulchre of Iknow not well 
who, but feems to be fome great perfon’s, and is worfhip’d by the 
Moors as afacred thing. This Fabrick is pleafantly feated a 
mongift Trees, fomething elevated upon the fide ofa little Lake, 
or Great Ciftern. In _ thechief part of it, befides the principal 
Sepulchre,whfch ftands apart in the moft worthy place,are many 
other Sepulchres of white Marble, of an oblong form, with 
many carvings and works tolerable enough s tis likely they are 
the ‘Tombs, either of the Wives and Children, or of the other 
kindred of the Principal, becaufe they feem all of the fame work 
and. ttme. ‘Kound this greater ftructure ftand other lefs, with 
Sepulchres of Agoors in them, who caufe themfelves to be bu- 
ried there out of gevotion to the places whence I gather that 
the principal Sepulchre is ae onely of fome great perfon or 
Prince as it intimates, but alfw of one that dy’d with fome opini- 
on among the AZsoors of Sanctity. I know not who told me 
that it wasthe Sepulchre of a famous Tartarian King, who came 
to have dominion in thofe parts 5 but I credit not the Relation, 
becaufe I had it not from agonod hand. Auerchthe ninth, We 
degarted from Baroce? , ferryittz over the Aiver, and at night 
jlodg'd at Periab, where we had qyarter before as we went. 
March 
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Adarch th tenth, Having gone the fhort way which rémain‘d, . 
gnd pafs d the River of Surat by boat, we cameto thar Gity 


about Ncon, wherel repair’d to the Houfe before affign’d me 
‘yy the Durcch Gommendator, and there found the Daughter of 
une .the 4rwexian or Syrian Merchants, feen by usat Ahbmeda- 
b* +, who was come thither with a Brother of hers, in o‘der-to 
be marry’d fhortly to one Sig Guilielmo, a Hollander, towhom 
fhe had been promis’d in Matriage at Abmedabad, and who alfo 
was inthe fame Houfe, wktth wascapable ot himand more. .I 
underftood at Sx#rat, that Sxltan Chorrom had taken and fackt 
the City of Agra, except the Caftle, and that his Army and him- 
felf had committed very great Cruelties there in {poiling and dif- 
covering the Goods and Mony of the Citizens 5 particularly, that. 
he had tortur’d,and undecently mangled many Women of quali- 
ty;;, and done other like barbarities, whereby-he render’d himfelt 
ve fy odious to the people. Concerning 4faf Chan, it was faid,that 
hé’was held in cuftody by the King, as fufpected of Rebellion, 
although his affairs were {poken of with much uncertainty 5 and 
that the King was haftnifig to come againft his Son, but wasnot 
yet far off, and mov’d flowly. ig 
Marcht  oneand twentieth Conceiving the returnof the 
PortugalC afrom Cambdia to Geato be near hand, and defiring 
to maké a Voyage with the fame 3 _fincé in regard of the great- 
néfs of my luggage , and the length of theway Icould not go 
by Land, and ‘twas not fafe goifig by Sea, by reafon of the con- 
tinual incurfions of the Afahabar Pirates 5 I difpatch’d 3 Mefien~ 
gerto Daman, a City of the Portugals, a little way from S#rat, 
to F. Antonio Albertino, Rector of the Colledge of Jefirits, with 
the Letter which their above-mention’d Father had given me in 
CGyumbaias, and giving him account of my felf and my intention, 
Idefar'd himro fend me from Dawaz one of thofe Light Veffels 
which'they call 4lzadie, and are of that {wiftnefs that they are. 
not atall afraid of Pirates ,.to carry me from S#ratto Damar, 
where I defir’dto meet the Cafila : For I could not go by a Boat 
of surat, fince the Mariners of S#rat would not have taken my 
Goods aboard “which were in the Englifh Ships,without firft car- 
rying them into the City to make them pay Cuftom; whereby 
Imight have been put toa great deal of trouble of going back- 
ward and forward, as alfo upon the account of the Moorifh 
Books avhich I had with me, -and reliques of Sig: Afzanz. 
= - € to prevent thefe intricacies, I psay"d the Father to 
fend me a Boat from Dayan to takemme in not at the City,, but at 
the Port where the Ships ride , an where I intended to be with 
any Goods ready upon the fhore of sohalz, And co the end this 
Portugal Boat might come fegurely and not fear, I fent him two 
fafe Conduas, from the Englifh, and the other from the

which they celebrate, very. folemnly at the entrance of the 
Spring.,, with dancings through the {treet, and cafting Orange 
Water and red Gotaurs jn jeft one upon another, with the =- 
{tivities of Songs and Mummeries,as Ihave forméNy feent fame 
in Sphabax 5 where alfo refidesconftantly a great number a- 
‘wians and Indian-Gentiles. Yet e folemnity and concourfe of 
people was nea thenin Perfiaz, —- cing in their own Country, 
and aCity inha ina great p by Geztiles and wealthier 
perfons.. Otherwife, I-faw nothing xrat during thefe three 
Feftival Days; but what [had feen alrea y at sphabax, and have 
mention’d in my Writings from that place: Jézarch the 
eighteenth, Being invited to the Dutch Houfe, we there faw 
‘the Contract of Sig™ &fariam, the Daughter of the abovefaid 
Armenian or Syrian Merchant, Refident Ahmedabad with Sigt 
Guiglelmo a Dxtch-man, which was follow’d by a fumptu>us 
Dinner, at which were all the Chriftian Dames of Exrope t!.at 
liv’d at Sxrat toattend upon the Brides namely, one Portxgal 
Woman taken in the Jaft Ships , which were furpriz’d by the 
Dutch, and married likewife toa Dutch-man, Mary Bagdadina, 
Wife to another Ho/azder, and with them alfo my young AZariamz 
‘Iinzatizs and another born in Izdia, and contrac&t toa Dutch- 
waz, of which Nation, many upon the encouragement of 
certain priviledges ted them by the State, marry Wives.in 
India of any ki , ither white Women or black, and go to 
people New Batavia, which they have built in Fava Afajor, 
near a place which they call Géacatora ; and they that cannot 
light ppon Free-women for Marriage, buy flaves and make them 
ttheir lawful Wives totranfport thither. At this entertainment 
were prefent alfo the Prefident of the Evglijf, with all thofe of 
his Nation, alk the Dutch Merchants, the Brides Brother, Sig> 
Alberto Scilling, my felf, and in fhort, all the Europzan Chriftians 
that were in Sarat. 
A4arch the-one and twentieth , A Poft came to the Dutch 
erchants from 4gra, with frefh News, that S#ltaz Chorrom, 
had befides the former, given anew Jack to the faid City, and 
the Souldiers committing the like and greater Cruelties, exafpe- 
rated perhaps,at sheir being valoroufly repuls’d, in affaulting the 
Caftte witH lofs of many of their Companions. Jdé¢arch thetwo 
and twentieth, This Morning the Meflenger whom Ihad fent 
to Daman, returnd to Serat withthe anfwer which Lexpected 
F. Axtoniowrit me word that there was but one of thofe “Light 
Vefiels belonging to Dawaz, and it was now at S#rat, being late- 
ly come. thither, the Mafter of which was one Sebaftian Luis; 
‘wherefore he advis’'d me to agree with him for my tranfpor- 
tation, and in cafehe were already gone, then [I fhould advertife 
him thereof at Damzam, and they would fpee ily fend him back ; 
fer which purpefe they kept the fafe Condu/ts, which I had fent 
for fecurity of the Vefiel. But having pretend y found the pao 
r( 
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faid Seba ; nis, Thave agreed with him to bring hy Boat oué 
of the K ver toche Sea-flide, and rake mein at the Port which is- 
fome dad’ cance from the mouthof the-River, where fihave ap- 
Point to meet him to morrow mornin~ It remains oncly 
that - take Iétve of the Du#ztch Commendator and the .Ezglzf/h 
P ident, from whom T have receiv’d infinite Obliga onsdu- . 
ring all my refidence here, particularly to the Sig Commendator 
the remembrance whereof*fhall centinue with me during Life. 
I hope,God willing,to wrf eto you fpee — - om Goa,and in the 
mean time humbly kifs,y#ur Hands. 


LETTER It. 
From:Goa, April 27- 1623- 


Now falute you ( my dear Sig: Afario) from Gea 5 in India 
indeed Iam, but ~o0 Ivdiaz. Having pafs’d through the 
Syrian, and afterwards the Perfiaz Garb, lam again tranf 
wefted imto our Exropeaz.. In Turkze and Perfia you would not 
have knownme, but could not: miftake me in Ivdia , where I 
have almoft refuum’d my firft fhape. Thisis the third transforma- 
tion which my Beard hath undergone. having here met with an 
odd Barber, who hath advan d my muftacnios according to 
the Pertzgal Mode, and in the middle of my chin fhaven after 
the Perfax Mode, he hath left the Exropeax tuft. But to con- 
tinue my Diary , where I left off in my.ja{t Letter, which was 
about my departure from S#rat.  Afarch the three and 
twentieth, Having taken leave of all Friends ; a little after 
Efinner I fet forth to depart, but met with-fo many obftacles in 
the Degaza, or Cuftom-houfe, that they detain’d me till almoft 
night before Ecould getaway. The occafion wasthiss In the 
Pats given me, (without which none can depart) the Governour 
three times «xprefly proh*bited my Perftaz Servant Cacciatur to 
go with me 5 and this fot no other caufebut_ for that himfelf, 
Cfoohifhly, or rather cunninglyj as appear’d afterwards) out of 
a pretended vain fear, as he faid, when wecame firft to Surat, 
Icft he fhould be knéwn what he was by fome of the Perfiazsswho 
are there inthe fervice of the Great Moghol, and not knowing 
that in isda there is Liberty of Confcience, and thata Man may 
hold or change what Faith he pleafes, not the leaft trouble being 
given toany perfon touching Relig on in the Dominions of the 
Agogbels not knowing thefe things, I fay, and fearing to con- 
feis himfelf a Chriftian before any that might know him in Perfi@ 
for a Afoor, had declar’d in the Dogava, whenhe was examin’d 

thereupon, thathe vasa Atsfliman, which they interpret a Asoor, - 
although the wo-d pi operly Gontles fafe or faved, that is, of the 
right Faith; and thi-cfore by Chriftians C underftanding 1t in

their own (enfe) when confiderable re{peéts oblige taem tocon- 
ceal themfelves, perhaps isnot unlawful to be.aflum’ Now. 


Cacctatér being hereupon taken for a Afeor, and not d. ring to’ 


deny it or difcover “imfelf more clearly,but, as I believe,” tend-.. 


ing to be a Afoor really and to do what afterwardshe did they 
would not fuffer that he fhould go along with me into, thez ‘f+ 
diction of Chriftians,where they conceiv’d he would be in danger 
ofbeing perverted.. And although ii uumerable Agors go daily 
into the neighbouring Territories of e Portugals, nor are they 
wont to be forbidden ;*yet, my Caccivt#r, I know not upon 
what account, they prohibited very ftritly, I believe by his 


Own procurement. When I had read this prohibition in my Pafs, - 


Ifent him out of the City before-hand, with order to crof$ the 
River at another place a good way off , and meet meat the 
Sea-fide, where being among the Exglifh, he would be out of all 
alldangers but through the negligence of a ‘Manof the Cov n- 
try whom he took to direé& him, either by his own will, as’t‘s 
moft likely, becaufe he knew not the ways orelfe, not having 
found Boats to pafs the River elfewhere. ashe faid, he was di- 
rected to crofs it at the fame place near the Cuftom-houfle, where 
we did3 whereupon being feen by the Officers, he was feiz’d 
upon, and they would not fufter him to come by anymeans. I 
us'd much inftance, and try’d divers wayes, alledging by a 
writing that he was d toferve me longer, and was to 
go to Goato be is wa,jes shere, according to agreement = 
But all to no purpofe, they {till anfwering, ( though with great 
courtefie indeed_) that the accord was good, and that Cucecéatar 
did nat break it, being forhis part rendy to go, but thatthey 
made him ftay by force , asin zeal for Religon "twas reafonable 
for them todos; that, had I been going into fome Territory of 
Afoors as I was of Chriftiams, they fhould not have kept ‘him 
from mes and therefore, in fhort, I .muft be contented to leave 
him behind, and pay him for his fervice done in S#rat. other- 
wife they conld not give aPafstomy felf. Perceiving there 
was no remedy, Ireturn’d to the Dsxtch-Houfe, and having con- 
fultéd with the Commendator what to de, I agreed with 
Cacciatér, (who was willing not to be left at Sxrat, afterI had 
threatned to caufé him to be {lain there, in cafehe ftay’d to cura 
Moor ) that he fhould thew himfelf defirous to ftay at suenit, and 
in the Governour’s own Houfe tqo if he pleas’d, affuring him 
under his Hand, that I had fully fatisfi'd him, that fo my journey 
might not be ftopts and after I was gone without him , the 
Dutch Commendator, who took this care upon him, fhould 
rocure his efcape, and fend Him by another way to the Sea-fide 
here I took Boats or if he could not be fent timely enoughto 
find me there, then he fhould come to Dawan by Land, where 
he fhould certainly fradme. Upon this «greement we went 
before the Governour , eith the difchirges af his Arrears in 
writing, and the Governour was content-d ¢ let me go, —

he had no «- wily examin’d; whether it was true that he was 
pay’d by me, and that his agreeing to {tay in Swras was not a 
fidtion.. But we had laid all things fo. together , that he did not 


ditcov ‘r the truth, or perhaps did not care: much to ind it out. 
Whe-efore lowving Cacciatur in the Goy’ernours Houfe, where’ 


h -aus’d him to ftay with fundry promifes 5 about night I de- 
. parted the City ; and crofs’d the River with Sebaftsex Luis in my 
company, who having frnt his Vefiel down the River , went 
along with me by Land, On the other deof the River, we 
waited fome hours for £4aches to carty us to the Sea-fide, which 
we were fain to hire, at a Town fome, diftance off, and were 
flow in coming. But as foon as they came we got into them, 
and travell’d the reft of the night to the Sea-fide. 5 H 
arch the four and twentiéth; At Day-break we got to the 
hore fide, where we found the Exglifh Prefident attended wjth 
a4 the Merchants of his Nations, who were giving order for di- 
arching their Ships which were ready to fer fail to Afuchay o> 
duchar, in the Red Sea; narnely, thetwo Ships, the Whale and, 
Dolphiz, wherewith T same Gnto India; for of the other three 
which I left in Bezder of Komwbr#, they had fold the little Fri- 
gat which was ih ill pjghbr, tothe, Perfiazs, who defign’d to make 
ufe of her inthe enterprize ofzrabia, whither they had deter- 
min’d to pafs alone, now the Exglif(h plainly refus’d tojoyn with 
theim in the:War; and the other two-creat Ships- having. put -in 
likewife at Surat, were'foc  aft-r fenttat again with Mafter 
Zhompfoz, who came with them from Perfia, it not being known 
<n Surat whither. I was receivd by the Prefident in his Tenr, 
together withmy Azary Tinatim 3 and foon after came, Cacciatur 
my Servant, and two 4Zoors of surat, by the favour of the Com- 
mendator of the Dutch, but I know not whether it were with 
his own good liking , ¢hough to us he pretended that it was. 
After my departure the Commendator wentcro vifit the Govern- 
our, and fince I was gone, and, as he faid, could not carry Cae- 
ciatkr out of Surat, he defird that he would give him to him, to

dily granting, the fame night, by the help of 
certain perfons purpofe 


ly difguis’d in Izdiaz Habit, he fent-him 
by a fecure way tothe Sea-fide, where he foand me in the Tent 
of the Exglifh Prefident. . The fame Morning 1 went aboard the 
Ship call the Whale, Cwherein I came) to vifit the Captain and 
take leave of my Friends, with whom alfo IE din’d; afterwards 
I went aboard the Dolphiz, to vifit fot onely the Captain who 
was my Friend, but efpecially my 400d Companion Sig: Alberto 
Schilling,who was aboard there inorder to go to the Red Sea, in- 
tending to pafs from thence into Ethiopia to the Court of the 
Abiffins, in cafe he could Set Tranfportation , and were not 
hindred in the Turkifh Ports where he was tapafs, upon account 
of being a Chriftiazs whe Turks not willingly graeting paflage to 
Chriftians Cefpeciat Exnropeans) towards Hhabefe, in regard of. 
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lixe it his Houfe withother Friends 3 which’ 
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the fufpitions they have of the intelligences and converfe with 
our Compé#triots may ‘have to their prejudice with that Prince. 
Wherefore taking leave of Sig: Alberto with many ei braces, 
of Matter Rofél, C m Ihad known in Perfie, andwh being 
come from thence aft e, washere fhipt for a’Fradin Voy- 
age ) and of all my ot er Friends in the two Ships, I came 
back,to fup and lye on Land in the Tent of the Prefident. 
Jdarch the twenty fifth, Early in theMorningI put my Goods 
into. the Shallop ot5sebaftien Luis, 24d alfo going aboard my 
felf, whilft the Prefident went to his owa Ships to difpatch them, 
fet fail for Daman 3 at night we caft Anchor in anarrow arm of 
the Sea, which enters far into the Land, of which fort of inlets 
there are many all along the coaft of Izdia, which encompafiin 
good portions of Land make many little Iflands; and becaufe 
the faid arms of theSea are long and narrow like Rivers; and 
fome’ of them have little Rivers falling into them from the 
continent, ( although the water isfalr, and they have no current 
but the ebbing and flowing of the Sea) the Portxgals term: 
them in their Language Rios, Rivers 5 — I take notice of, 
that it may be underftood that all t Rios, or Rivers, 
which I fhall name in the coaft of Ivd¥2 , and not fpecifie that 
they are {treams of frefh water, e fuch arms of the Seaas this, 
improperly call’d Rivers. This, here we ftaid this night, is 
call’d Rio di Colek, or Co ue. I have better underftood that 
all the aforefaid inlet r fthe Sea, but really Rivers 


‘of frefh water 3 and the’Tide the Seaat ebbing and flowing 


being here very {trong and overcoming that of the Rivers ; hence 
it. comes to pafs that’tis hardly perceiv’d whether they have any 
{tream or no; and the water going far into the Land comes like- 
wife to be falt 5 but indeed they are Rivers, ang form Iflands 
by their entring into the Sea with many mouths. They are 
almoft innumerable upon all the coaft of Izdia, and the Portugals 
very truly call them Azos, Rivers. |Wonder notat thefe doubts 
and various informations, for I cowld not underftand things 
thoroughly at firft,for want of converfe with intelligent perfons s 
nor was it eafie for me to judge right injthe beginning, the firft 
appearance of things oftentimes deceiving even’the wifeft, as 
the falenefs of the water did me,in my judgement of thefe Riverss 
making me take them for arms of the Sea 5 which miftake, was 
further’d by the affirmation of moft of the ignorant Portugals, 
who not knowing more of this coaft*then the fhofte where the 
water is falt, think that the.Rivers are falt water; but Time andw 
better informations affift my diligence in difcovering the truth 
of things. Ad¢grch the twenty fixth, About noon wearriv’d’ at 
Duman, but unfeafonably , the Cafilz and Fleet of the Portugals 
being gone in the Morning, and we difcern’d them failing afar 
off, but it was not o ble to overtake them » I advertis’d 
F. Antonio Albertin , e of the Jefuits Colledge, of my com- 
ing, and he very courteoufly came forthwi to the Sea-fide to 


receive

receive m carry’d me tolodge in the Colledge, which in’ 
reference to at {mall City is large enoughand welldsuilt. He 
fent Adar’ 1 Texatim,in a Palanchino, or Indiaz Litter, Cwherein 
people . ce carry’d lying along as *twere in a Couch, and thofe 
of W en are cover d) to the Houfe of a Pertxgal Gentlewoman, 
and advis*d-me that fince the Cafila was departed , I, fhould 
go in the fame Veffel to meetit at Baffainz, where itt was tor 
gees and for that day reft a little in Dawzax as accordingly 
1d. . 

The City of Davaz is finall , but of:good building and hath Tit 
long, large,and ftrait {treéts. It hath no Bifhop, as neither have 
the other Cities of the Portxgals upon this coaf{t, being fubjec& 
in fpirituals to the Arch-Bifhop of Goas but in every one of 
them refides a Vicar, whom they call da Vara , that is, of the 
Wierge or Mace, ( which isthe badgof Authority ) with fu- 

réam power. Befides the Jefuits and the Church of the See, 
C48 they callthe Dxzomo, or Cathedral) here are Dominicans, 
Fraxcifcanms, and,-as I remember, 4uguftizes too; all, who have 
good Churches anal Covents. “Fhe City is environ’d with ftrong 
walls of good fortification, and hath a large Territory and man 
Towns underit; and beczufe they are frequently at war sore A 
Nizanf[ciah,whofe State( being gg ern’dat this day by his famous 
Abiffine-Slave azelik Ambar ) borders uponit by Lands there- 
fore the Portugals here are all Horfe-men., and keep many goo 
_ Arabiaw Worles, as they are blig’d ro do, going frequently 
out to war in defence of their Te rffory when occafion requires, 
though during my time here they wereat peace. In Dawanz B 
firft tafted at the Father Rector’s Table many ftrange Indizaz 
Fruits, fome of which are defcrib’d by Carolws Clufixzs, and Gthers 
not, which, as I wastold, were after the writing of his Books 
breught into Eg bzdia from Brafil, or New Spaiz 5 namely, Pa- 
aia, Cafe or Cagiu 5 Giambo, Manga or Amba, and Avanzas 5 
all which feem’d to me paflibly good, and, though of different 
tafts, not inferior toours of&#rope, efpecially Papaza, which is 
little efteem’d in Ivdia 5 and, if I miftake. not, is not mention’d 
by the abovefaid Writer 5"' in fhape and tafte, it much refembles 
our Melons, buf is fweeter, and confequently to me feem'd bet- 
ter. Avxavnas ésjultly efteem’d, being ofa laudable tafte, though 
fornething uncouth, inclining more to fharpnefs$ which, with 2 
mixture of fweetnefS ren. ers it pleafant. And becaufe the 
{aid Books mention it not, I fhall briefly adds that to the out- 
‘ard view it feems, whenit is whole; to réfemble our Pine- 
Apple, both in the divifions andthe colour; faving thatat the 
top ithath akind of tuft of long ftr: it leaves between green and 
white, which the Pine-Apple hath nor, and which render it prety 
to look upon; ’tis alfo different from the Pine-Apple, in that 
‘the hufks are not hard, but tender like rhe common fkin of 
Fruits; nor is it needful to take them aft one by ope, neither is 


any feed eaten, as © Pine-Nuts, which are within the ais

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but the whole Fruit is’ all pulp, whichis cut ‘ith he knife 5 
and within” ’tis of fomewhatc 4a. greenifh caknour. Of gtempera- 
ment, "cis eld to be hot, and good to promegse digeftia 1,havings 
in my opinion, fomewhat of'a winifh tafte and ftrength which 
virtue of helping dige’ ‘ion, is likewife afcrib’d in_a higher degree 
> Cajxu- whence it always ufes to be eaten with fifhs butof this 
and the reft, becaufe .I fuppofé others have written df them, E 
fhall forbear farther to Bek. In Dgvean, I had from the Jefuits 
two confiderable pieces of News. , firft, that.the two Ezxzgi/s 
Ships, which, asIfaid, were fent frum Surat before my depar- 
ture thence, upon fome unknown defign, went.to Dabzl, under 
pretext of Peace and Friendthip, asif to traffick iri that Port 5 
and that the Azoors of ‘Dabuk had {pread:Garpets, and prepar’& 
ahiandfome entertainment for -the principals upon fhore: but 
the Exglifh having fairly landed, fuddenly got to certain pi¢ces 
of Gidckoce which were there,and nail’d them up ;then puttlus 
their handsto their Arms.,began to fail upon the people of the 1- 
*#y 35 who upon this fudden unexpected onfet, betook themfelves 
to flight, and were likely to receive great Gammage 35 but at 
length a‘ Portugal Fa&tor, and fome few others making head 
againft the Ezxglifh, and animating the Citizens to dothe like, 
turn’d the fcale of the vidto and in a fhort time beat outalk 
the Ezglifh, killing many ofthem, nd conftraining the reft to fly. 
away withtheirShips- ho neverthelefsin their flight took twa 
Vefiels of Dabsel, whic e i hePort richly laden, but yn- 
provided, as ina fecure pla +; which wasno {mall dammage 
to the City, and afforded a rich booty to the Exgli/h. ‘This 
attiop, I conceive, was done by the Exzglifhout of fome old, 
prudge againft the City of Dabuzl, or perhaps, onely to force 
it to permit them free Trade 5 and they ufe deal ro thus with fuch 
ports as will-not admit them thereunto. The other News, was 
that Prete Fazuzi , King of &thiopiz and the Abiffins , was. by 
means of the Jefuits reconcil’d to the Roman Church, and be- 
tome a good Catholick, intending that his whole Country 
fhould do the fame; which if true; is indeed a thing of great con- 

fequence. - 
idarch the feven and twentieth, About no6n we departed, 
from Dawanztowards Baffaim, ‘in the, fame Barque or Alwadia, 
ané& fail’d- all the day; -at night, in regard ofthe contrary cur- 
rent and danger of Pirats, who canwot eafily be feen and avoid- 
ed in the dark, Swe eaft Amchor .whder a place call’d DazZe. 
Warchthe eight andtwtntieth, Continuing our courfe, in th 
Morning we efpy’d fome Ships, which we fufpeCted to be Pirarts 
of Atalabar, and therefore fesching a compafs we made but uitrle 
way forwards. Atnight, we caft Anchor ina-Bay call’d Kielze, 
Mahi, fromtwo Towns fituate wponit, one. call’d Kzelwe, the 
other 2/2hz. Onthe.wnine.and twentieth of the fame moneth, we 
fail’d forward again 5 gut the Tide copning contrary, we caft 
Anchor about noon, and ftay’da while in Mttle Ilaad near the

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-Continents The fails being mended, and thecurrent become 
favourabl>; we fet forward again; and having pafstd by fome 
Veflels, v hich we doubted to be Pirats of Azz/abar,- about night 
we arriy dat Bafaivz. But,left the people of the Fleet ; which 
we found there with the Cafila, fhould mol fr our Boat, as fome- 
times ‘tis ufual, and take away the Sea-men for the fervice of the 
Navy, we ftay’d a while without the City, cafting Afchor a 

_jittle wide of the fhores and in the mean timelIfent notice to 
F. Diego Rodriguez, Rector ofthe Colledge of: Jefuits at Baffaive, 
for whom [| had Letters trom the Father Rector of their Col- 
ledge at Daman, and fome alfo forothers from the Brother of 
theirs, whom Ifaw in Cambaia. ‘The F.ReGor fent prefently to 
the Sea-fide where I Was, F.Gafpar di Govea their Procurator,who 
becaufe *twas faid the Fleet would depart that very night with 
the Cafila for God, immediately without entring into the.City, 
pracur’d me pafilage in a Merchants Frigat, as more Commodi- 
ous for paflengers;in regard ’twas free from the trouble of Soul- 
diers which went in the Men of War, appointed to convoy the 
Merchants Ships. The Captain of the Veilel wherein I embark’d, 
was call’d Diego Carvaglio, with whom having agreed formy 
paffage, I prefently put nity Goods aboard his Ship, together 
with Asarianz Tivatiz, in the mcf*t convenient Cabin, and Caccéi- 
atwr to take care of them. it being now night, I went alone 
with F. Govea to their Colledye, to vifit ahd thank the F.Rector 
and the other Fathers , who very. courteoufly retain’d me at 
Supper 5, which ended, to avoid tne danger of being left behind, 
Pforthwith return dtorepofeinthe Ship.

and here we f{tay’d all day, becaufe the wind was focontrary that 

we could not get off that point of Land; and for that divers of 

the Galeots and new Frigdts built to be fent“*and arm’d in Goa, 
were not in order to depart, and we were fore’d to ftay their 
preparation.

nighe , which in this place is no feafonable time. the Fleet 
blsp ee nos enter, but we rode at the Fivers mouth till break 
of day. 

ape the firft, Entring into the Fortin the Morning, we caft 
Anchor under the City upon the fhore-, where neverrhelefs the 
water is fo deep, and.our Galeots came fo near the bank, that 
we went afhore by a bridge. Intheentrance of the City and 
Haven, on the right hand, almoft Southwards, we faw that 
famous Hill which the Portugals call Atorro.dz Cza#zl, command- 
ing the Harbour and all the adjacent City 3; onthe top of it ftands 
a itrong Caftle,) which was fomietimes poffefs'd _ by the Azonr of 
Dacazs.namely, by Nizam-Schiah, to whom alfo the whole 
‘Territory about it belongs 5 and when the faid King made war 
with the Portugals, the Azoors did great mifchief to them from 
the top of.this Mountain, and another which ftands near the : 
Harbour, but fomething more inwatdly, difchargin great Ar- 
tillery from thence upon th ity and the areas pee the Porte 
fothat no Ship could enter. Bu at laft a fmall number of Por,

foun Sig: 2éamnel d’ Oliveira,one of our GQmpanions embark’d in 
the fame Galeot,and underftanding that the fleet did not depart. 
’ thar day neither,¥ went with him to hear a Sermon in the Cathe- 
dral Church ; after which, we went to dine intte Houfe of F. 
Francefco Fernandéex,Prieft and Vicar,who liv’d fometimes at or- 
muz,and after the lofs of that IMland was retir’d hither. The Por- 
tugals callSecular Priefts, Fathers, -as we do the Religious or 
Monafticks. In the fame Houfe dwelt Signor------------a worthy 
and grave Souldier, who being a Friend to my faid Companion, . 
we convers’d together till it was late, and then our Galeot bein, | 
come back we went toembark; but neither did the fleet depart 
this night,as we fuppos’d it would.4prz/ the third,A rumor of de- 
parting being {pread abroad about noon, we put out to Sea, and 
caft Anchor at the mouth of the Harbour, where many othe 
leots were gather’d,expecting the fetting forth of the whole fleets 
but neither did we depart this day nor the night enfuing. . 
_ sdpril the fourth, Th¢g fi€et bein at length in readinefs,and the 
Sun a good height,we fet fail _ departed from the Port ofCia#/. 
In the Afternoon we fail’d b a Fort, which is the onely one pof- 
fefs’d near the Sea by the 470q 5 of D4mar, that is, by Nixa Sci- 
ah, which Fortis call’d Dana a zaport 5 and at night we caft 
Anchor under a fteep fhore call’ elf. We did not fail in the night 
time, becaufe the Cafila was numerous, confifting, by my conje- 
ture, of above 200. Veffels, and in the dark fome unwary Ship 
might eafily have been taken by the Rovers of Afalabar.The next 
day we faii’d gently along,onely with the fail call’d the Trinket, 
making but littli€ way, that fo we might _go alto ether and not 
leave many Ships behind, which being ill provi ed of Tackle 
could not fail faft. We caft Anchor again early in-the Evening, to 


avoid the confufion which might arife by fo many-Ships cafting™ 


Anchor together 5 befides2 he danger of falling foul one upon ano- 
ther in the dark-Our cuur ¢ was always Southerly,and the Coaft 
along which we pafs’d on the left hand was all mountainous 5 till 
having got Cut of the dea minion of Nixam-Sciah, we beganto 
coaft along that of 4dzl-Sea zh.

whothefe Princes are, Ifhell tell youthat on the South of the

Amongft thefe, the n¢freft to the Moghbholare three Reguii, or 
pety Ki s, all which yet have lee dormsinion and {trength,,. 
and areat .. day of the Se& of the Avoors 5 for the Afoors having © 
at firft been b ughs into Zvdizto ferve as flaves, are by degrees 
become Mafters, and by,opprefling the Gev#zles in many. places 
have much propagated tleir Religion. Ofthefe three Princes, 
the neareft to the Avoghob, whofe Territory lyes toward the Sea 
on the Weft, and Confines with the Portzgals at Gia#l and other 
places, and who is properly ftyl’d King of Dacaz, from the 
reateft Province) is call’d by the name, or rather firname, 
hereditary to all that reign in this State, Nizam Sezah, which 
many interpret R@ dela Lancia , King of the Lance, alluding <9 
the Perfiax word Nizé, which. fignifies a Lance; butI conceive 
they are miftaken, becaufe his name is Nizam Sciah, and noe 
Wize Sciah, as according to this interpretation it fhould be =: 
Wherefore I have heard others, perhaps, better interpret it, AF 
de’ Falconi, King of Falcons, or Hawkes, from the word Nisam, 
which in the Izdiaz Tongue, th.~ fay, fignifiesa Hawk or other. 
Bird of Prey. And whofoever rc'gns here, always retains this 
firname ;-becaufe whileft he was. jot anabfolute Prince, bura 
Minifter ofthat other great Kine ¢t Izdéaz, this. was his Title and 
Office under that King. The N7z24avz Sctahnow reigning, is a 
Boy of twelve years old, who therefore doth not govern it, but. 
an Abyffine Slave of the Agors Religion, call’d Aseltk amber; 
adminifters the State in his ftead, and that with fuch authority, 
that at this day this Territory is more generally knownand call’a 
by the name of Azelick's Country, then tthe Kingdom. of Nizam- 
Ssciah. WNevertHelefs this A%elk Amber governs not fraudulently, 
and with defign to ufurp, by keeping the King fhut up, asI have 
fometimes héard; but according as I have better underftood 
fince from. perfons inform’d nearer hiind, he adminifters with 
great fidelity and fubmiffion towards ht young King 5 to whom | 
neverthelefs, they fay, he hath proviled, or already given to 
Wife a Daughter of hisown , upon ecurity thac~himfelf fhalf 
be Governour of the whole State as lo ag as he lives. .: This agelzk 
Amberis aManof great parts, andfic for government, but, as 
they fay, very irmpious, addicted to Sorcery 5; whereby ‘tis 
thought that he keeps himfelf. in favour with his King, and that 
for works of Inchantments, ( as tomake prodigious buildings, 
and with geod luck, that the fame may laft perpetually and 
fucceed well ) he hath with certain Superftitions us’d in thofe 
Countries committed moft horrid impieties and cruelties, killing’ 
hundreds of his Slave’s Children , and orhers 5 and offering.

{tories which I have‘heard related ,. buth =ufe not feen by or

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in Perfiz; is that Hhabefe Chaz, an Abyfi-ne alfo, © mIfaw at 
my Geing there. Of {trange things, they relate th izam-Sciah, 
hath , know not where in his Country,a piece of Ordnance fo 


vatt,chat they lay it requires 153000. pum.d of Powder to charge 
it 5 thatthe ‘Ball ict carries, alnzof{t equals the height f a Man, 
that the metalof the pieceisabout twofpans thic ., and thatie 
requires I know not how many thoufand Oxen,b des Elephants 
to moveit 5s which therefore is ufelefs for war, and ferves onely 
for vain pomp. WNeverthelefs this King fo efteemsit, that he 
keeps it Sunny cover’d with rich cloth of Gold, and 
year comesin perfonto doit reverence, almoft adoring it; and 
indeed, although thefe Kings are AZoers , yet they {till retaip 
much of the ancient Idolatry of the Countries, wherein Ma 
hometifm is little , or not yet univerfally ferled. The fecond*of 
the three pety Kings, whofe Country joyns to that of the Azoghos, 
but borders upon the Sea Eaftward in the Gulph of Bezxgalaz,is he 
who Cfor the fame reafons mention’d concerning Niz%avz-SciaB ) is 
call’d by the hereditary firname of Cuth-Scz4b,which fome errone-., 
oufly expound Polo d’z Ré, the Pole of Kings, being deceiv’d by 
the Arabick word Cz#ts, which fignifies the Pole, and is us’d by 
the Arabians and Perfiaxs, tc denote fupream excellency 5 un- 
derftanding Ce.g.) by Polod: 4 Savii, 0 di Sapienza, The Pole of 
Wife-men, or of Wifdom, the wifeft Man in the world;3 by Polo 
di Santita o della Legge , The Pale of, sanity and the Law, the 
greateft pitch, and the higheft obferver of the divine Law35 and 
{o in all other like Cafes; but, Ifay,I believethey are miftaken 5 
and there feems to me more truth in the expofition of others, 
who interpret Ré dez Cani, King of Dogs, from Cxtbh, which in 
the Language of Ivdia fignifies a Dog, becaufe he was Mafter 
of the Dogs to that flipream King. Under hi8 jurifdiction is 
Gulcondalar, where, I think, he hath his Royal Sear, and 44/iz- 
ataz, a famous Port in the Gulph of Begala.

mention’d. Some willk ave Vif/apor and Goa belong to the Pro- 
vince of Dacaw, andthat Ttelemga much more remote_toward the 
South. The truth is, In.déz2 and the Provinces thereof is very 
confus’d 5 forafmuch as the Indsazs themfe'ves being illiterate 
cannot diftinguifh it aright, and the Portals have all their 
knowledge thereof from the vulgar of the ignorant Indians, 
whole Language they underftand not well, and extreamly cor- 
rupt in pronuntiations 5 therefore I cannot {peak Any thing cers 
tain concerning the fame , as neither have the Portugal Writers 
been able todo, though perfons very exact and fufficient. But

Sciah, and Adil-sciah , whicharethe three Princes of whom I 
undertook to give an account, as perfons whom I fhall have fre- 
quent occafion to mention in thefe Wrifings. And to leave no- 
thing unfaid, I fhall add, that Njzam-Sciah, or rather his’ 
Governour Atekk-Ambar , m kes war ~frequently and brave- 
ly againft the Great Atogho!, >on whom he borders: €xtb- 
Sciah, 1 know not whether he actually makes Jee war 
again{t him,but at leaft he fails nog <o affift his Neighbour Nizax~ 
Sci4h with money. The fame doth alfo 4di/-sciah, but fecretly 
and by under-hand 5 not daring through I know not what mean 


fear declare himfelf an enemy tothe Azoghol;, I fay, mean fear, 


becaute not bordering upon him, ( for the two other Princes 
lye between them) and being able, as they fay, upon occafion 
to bring intothe field a hundred thoufand men, he feems juftly 
chargeable with timeroufnefs and cowa dices fince, me-thinks, 
he that hatha hundred thoufand men at his command ought 
not to fear the whole world 5 or, if he doth,he is a very Poltron 
But indeed, Adil Sciah fears the Atogho., yea, hefears and ob- 
ferves him fo much that he payes hir1anannual Tribute ; and 
when the Agoghel fends any Letter ‘o him, which is always 
brought by fome very ordinary comn on Souldier, or Slave, he 
goeth forth with his whole Army t¢ meet the Letter and him 
that brings it, who being conduéted to the Palace fits down there, 
whilft Adzl-Sciab (ands all the time, and the Letter being lay’d~ 
upon a Carpet on che pavement, before he offers to put forth his 
hand to take it up, he bows himfelf three times to the earth, do- 
ing reverence to it after their manner. Moreover, [have heard‘ 
that this Ibrabiw Adil-sciab who now reigns, fome years ago 
poyfon'd his own eldeft Son, as fufpected: of being likely to be- 
come one day a difturber of the Common-wealth and t pubs 
lick quiet, being difpleas’d with him onely becaufe he once with 
too much. freedom perfwaded him tod he . Afoghal the ac- 
cuftom‘d Tribute ; faying, that with the Tb ~— alone which he 
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pay’d voluntarily he durft undertake to make a mig] y war up-. 
on him and never pay him Tribute more’; which/ift. ne,was cer- 
tainly iA this Prince a {trange effect of fear. This 4dzl-Sciah hath 
marry d one of.his Daughters to Cuth-Sciah, and with Nizam- 
Sciah he conffantly maintains, and fréquently renews alliance 5 
fo that they are all three faft friends, and firmly unite gether. 
I have alfo heard that 4dil-Sciah ules to weat his B very long, 
contrary’ to the other two, who are fhaven after the mode of 
Perfia and: Imdia. ‘They fay the prefent thrabim Adil-Sciahis in- 
firm, by reafon ofa great hurt receiv’d by a Wolfin his hips, fo 
that he cannotride on Horfe-back 5 and hence perhaps it © 

he is fo peaceable and timerous, infirmities undoubtedly much 
dejeCting the’ fpirits of Men. All thefe three Princes are Azors. 
as I faid before, although their Countries abound with innume- 
rable Gentiles. Cutb-Sciah alone, asi have heard, is Sciazz, of 
the Se& of the Perfiazs ; but the other two, I conceive, are Sonn7, 
as the T#rks and the AYoghol; which'yet laffirm not, beca 
have not perfect  tainsy thereof. The King of Perfta cheriflies. 
all rhefe three Princes fufficiently,and-they have great correfpon- 
dence by interchangeable Ambafites' and Prefents; all which is 
onely in reference to make  atér Oppofition to the Aoghal 
upon whom they border, an whofe greatnefs is. equally pre- 
cca to them all. And fo much may {fuffice concerning 
them. 

April the fifth, We fet fail again, and in the Afternoon pafs'd VII 
by the City Dab#él, which belongs. to the Dominions of Adil- 
Sciah, and f{tands hid amongft Hills in a low Plain; fo that "tis 
fcarcely feen. After which, we pafs’d within two Leagues of a 
Pomt or Promantory which the Portugals call Dabul faljo,becaufe 
ie deceives fuch as come from far by: Sea, making them take it for 
the Point of Dabsl, to which it refembles.. :At Night we caft 
Anchor near another fkore which. they call the Gulph or Bay, 
or, as the Portugals fpeak., A Enceada dos Bramanes, becaufe the 
Country thereabouts is ithabited by many Brachwans. April 
the fixth, We fet fail, anc’ firft pa‘s’d by Ragiapur, then by Cara- 
petax. About*two hous before snght, we caft Anchor in an 
Enceada,or Bay, which they call €alos3, or Calofc+, not far from 
the Point of Carapetax. April the feventh, In*the Morning we 
pafs'd by Tambona, which iwasthe Country of the Mariners of 
our Ship, and toward Evening by che Rocks; vhich the Portugals 
call Los eos quemados, that is, The burnt Rocks, becaufe they 
appear fuch by their colour and inequality 3 and we continu’d fail- 
ing all Night, every Ship going as they pleas’d, without caring 
for the company of the Fleet 3 now that by reafon of the great 
nearnefs of Gea, we were infafety. April the eighth, Arriving 
before Day at the fhore of Goa, we began to enter into the falt 
River, or Rio, asthey eak, of fale water which the Portugals 
call Barra di Goa: — nthe mouthof which River, which is fuf- 
ficiently broad ftanit ‘wo Forts, one.on each fide, with good

°Tis to be known that the City of Gea’, at this day the Head 
of all the Dominion of the Portugals in India, ig fituate here in 
one of thefe Ilands, o ich, asI faid before, there e innume- 
rable u all the Coaft of Ivdia, madeby the e er RKivers 
which divi hem from the main-land.

‘fide , adorn’d with Buildings and Houfes, furrounded 
with Groves of Palm-Trees, and delightful Gardens. The 
greateft part of the Ifland is inclos’d with a Wall, with Gates at 
the places for paflage, continually guarded for fecurity againft 
the ‘attempts of Neighbours, and alfo to prevent the flight.of © 
Slaves and Thefts 5 Race onely that River being crofs’d , you 
enter prefently intothe Territory of Adézl-Scéah and the Agoorss » 
but ‘cis otherwife toward the Sea-fide, forall he Coaft which is

. befer with other finall If@ands and Pen-iniula’s, for a good {pace, 


belongs: to the Portugals, being inhabited with Townsand di- 
vers Churches. . The City which lyes onthe right hand of the 
River, as you'enter intothe mr_oft recefs is fufficiently large, 
built, partly, on’ a Plain, and,. pirtly, upon certain pleafant 
Hills , fromthe tops whereof th¢ whole Hland and the Sea are 
difcover’d with a very delightful profpe&. The buildings of 
the City are good, large and convenient, contriv’d for the moft 
part for the benefit of the wind and frefh Air, which is very ne- 
ceflary in regard. of the greattheats,, and alfo for reception of 
the great Rains of the three Moneths of Paxfécal, which are Jaze, 
Fely,and Axgxft 3 which not upon account ofthe heat although 
it be very great atthattime, but greatelt of all in A4zy, when the 
Sunisinthe Zenith ) but of the great'Kain, the Portugals call 
the Winter af the Earth. WNeverthel<{s the buildings have 
not much ornament or exquifitenef pf Art, but are rather 
plain, and almoft all without. beauti‘yings. The beft are the 
Churches, of which many are held het ¢ by fever4l Religions, as 
Auguftines, Dominicans , Francifcans dif{calceated Carmelites 
and Jefuits, with double, and very sumerous Covents 5 and 
indeed, half of the Religious that arg here, would fuffice for a, 
City bigger then Goa: But befides thefe, there are: alfo many: 
of Secular Priefts,’ and Parifhes, and Chappelss and laftly, the 
See or Cathedral, which neverthelefs is neither the faireft,’ nor 
the greateft Church of that City, there being many others that 
exceed it. The Seeof Goaat the timeof my beingthere was 
not finifh’d, but fcarce above hak built, and thence feem’d to 
me {mall and lefs ftately 5 but having fince feen the intire defign 
of the ftructure, I conceive,that when ’tis nnifh’d *cwill bea very 
goodly Church. "The peopleisnumerous aut the greateft pare 
are flaves, a black and tewd generatic9, goin naked for or 
mo 
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~. Off part, or elfe very ill clad,feeming to me rather a difparage- 
ment then ,an ornament tothe City. Portugals there.-are not 
many, they us’d to befufficiently rich 5 but of lare,>‘hy reafon 
of many loties, by the incurfions of the Dutch ana Exglifh in 
thefe Seas, they have not much wealth, but are rather poor. 
Neverthelefs they live in outward app-arsence with {plendor 
enough, wuich they may eafily dc, bothin regard of the lenti- 
fulnefs ofthe Country, and becaufe they make a thew «x: all that 
they have : however, in fecret they indure many hardfhips 5 
and fome there are, who, to avoid fubmgtting to fuch Employ- 
nientsas they judge unbecomming their vravity, being all defi- 
rous tobe accounted Gentlemen here, 1tcad very wretched lives, 
undergoing much diftrefs, and being put to beg every Dayin the 
Evening 3 a thing which in other Countries would be accounted 
unhappy and more indecent, not to fay fhameful, then to under- 
take-any laudable profeffion of a Mechanick Azt. They all pro- 
fefs Arms, andare Souldiers although marry’d 3 and few, except 
Priefts and Doctors of Law and Phyfick, are feen without a 
Swords; even fo the Artificers and meaneft Plebeians : as ano 
Stk clothes, are the general wear almoft of every body. Which 
Itake nctice of, becaufe to-fee a Merchant and a Mechanick in 
a drefs fit for an Amorato, is a very extravagant thing 5 yet 
amongft them, very ordinary: the fole dignity of being Portz- 
gals fafficing them (as they fay } tovalue themfelves as muchas 
Kings and more. 78 

But returning to my purpofe, whilft we were coming to the 
City by the River betimes in the Morning, we met the Vice-Roy 
who was going tothe mouth of the Barra, to difpatchaway Ruy 
Freirade Andrada, whom with five or fix Ships (a {malt prepa- 


ration indeed) he fent to the relief of AZafeat, and to make war’ 


againtt the Perfiam 5 having likewife appointed divers other Ships 
to be fent after him from 77a#l, Dio, and other Pofts of the Por- 
tugals 5 whichif they go,'may be fufficient for fome confiderable 
exploit: but the Orders/of tthe Vice-Roy in other places, God 
knows how they will be pyecuted in his abfence. he fudden 
departure of Ruy Freira, ynade me forry that I had not the op- 
portunity to feé him and f »eak with him, as I extreamly defir’d, 
and perhaps,*it would not have been unacceptable tohim. Ar- 
riving at *the City, we caft Anchor under the, Dogaza , or 
‘Cuftom-houte, where all Ships commonly ride, to wit, fuch as 
are notwery great 5 for théfe {tay either at the barr inthe mouth 
of the River, orinfome other place thereof: where they have 
the deepeft water. Being come thither, I prefently gave notice 
of my arrival to F. Fra: Leazdro of the Anuntiation, whom I 
had knownin Perfia, and who was here Provinciat Vicar of the 
difcalceated Carmelites of India and Perfia.. LaMoadvertis'd the, 
Fathers Jefuits thereo{for whom [-brought fundry of theirGene- 
rals Letters from - .- written affectionately to recommend me 


tothem. F. ¥ra-” ro came forth-with to vifit me ae 
ips 
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Ship, where after fome difcourfe for a whiletogether, he ur 


dertook o, procure usa Houfe and fo departed 5 having alfo- 
offer'd me’ his own Coyent with that fame courtefie and conhi- 
denceas wa formerly between us. -Alittle after, it .was-very 
great contentment to me to fee and know F. Antonio Schipane, 
your Kinfman, now = very old man, who was faluted by me 
upon ur accounts; and fo for this time I gave him a fuccinct 


,Relatio ~ you, puting him in mind of your Child-hood. He 


came to vi mewith F. Vincexzzo Sorrentino of Ifchia, whomt. 
had formerly feenin Ferfia; and who not living then with the 
jJefuits, came with the Spanifh Ambaffador as his Chaplain in 
~ Voyage. ‘Thefe'two Fathers being Italians, were fent by 
F. Andrea Palmeiro, Vifitor of the Jefuits, and then their Supe- 
rior in Goa, both tocomplement mein his Name, and to ah 
him more exa& information of me, whom he had never feen, 
nor fo much as known by Fame, faving what his General’s Let- 
ters fignifi'd to him. Wherefore after they had vifited me, 
and underftood what was my intention to do , they went to 
give account thereof to the Father Vifitor, faying, that they 
would return again, as accordingly they did a good while after- 
offering me in the Name of the F. Vifitor their Covent of 
Profefs'd Houfe, where they pray’d me € go and lodge, at leaft 
till I were provided of aHoufe, adding, that they would alfo 
provide a convenient refidence Jr Atlariam Tinatiz., who was 
withme. I thank’d them, and, accepted the favour as to my 
f{elf, and this with the approbation alfo of F. Fra: Leaxdro, whom 
{acquainted therewith. But becaufe it waslate thatday, and 
there was not time to difpatch my Goodsat the Doganza, I did 
not land, bat remain’d in the Ship with intention to do fo the 
next day. April the ninth, Early in the Morning F. Fra: Leaz- 
dro fent a Palanchino, or Sedan, to fetch Afar‘am Tinatin, that 
fhe might goto Mafs athis Church, aid afterwards repair to 
the Houfe of a Portugal Gentlewoman, wall’d Sig™ Lexa da Cugna, 
living near the difcalceated Carmejite... and much devoted to 
them, whofe Houfe alfo ftood right gyier againft that which he 
intended to take for me. And this was done,becaufe the Portzgals 
who in matter of Govertmxm: look \ith great“diligence upon 
the leaft motes, without making muc | reckoning ifterwards of ° 
great beams,, hed it inconvenient fos the faid Alariam Tinatin 
to live with me in the fame Houf;’5 although fhe had been 
brought up always in our Houfe front a very little*Child and as 
ourown Daughters For being themfelvesin thefe matters very 
unreftrain’d, (not {paring their neareft Kindred , nor, asI have 
heard their own Sifters, much lefs Fofter-children in their 
Houfes they conceive that all other Nations are like themfelvess 
wherefore in conformity to the ufe of the Country, and norto 
give offence, it was neceffary for us to be occa 3 therather 
too, becaufe ftrangers who amongft the °oyxgals are not very 
well look’d upon, and throughtheir iguua zee held worfethen 
in 
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sn Our Countries Hereticks are, may eafily expec that all evil is 
thought of them, and that all evil may eafily befall them in thefe 
parts; fo that ’tis requifite to live with ,circumfpe¢¢ion. And~ 
this may ferve for advice to whoever fhall travel into thefe 
Regions. F. Fra- Leaxdro fent alfo to invite, me to MafS at his 
Chureh;: and Iseing ic was a Holy Day, ana the Jefuits were not 
yet come co vetch me, as they faid they would , I deterrAin’d to 
go thither , leaving Cacciatur inthe Ship to look t ~ che goods. 
Twas nofooner landed, but I met F. Sorreatizo: who in the 
Name of his Jefuits was coming tof ch me, andalfowith a 
Palanchino to carry A4ariam Tixatiz know not whither. Shé 
was gone already, and {0 °I made an excufe forher, and '__-- 


wife for my. felf to the Jefuits, onely for that day, being I was 
upon the way withthe Carmelites ; and although it fomewhat | 
troubled them, yet I went to F. Leaxzdro, having agreed to re: 
turn to the Ship; and the next day after my Goods were di- 
{patch’d at the Dogaza, which could not be done now becaufe 
it was Suzday, I fhould then go to receive the favour of the Te- 
fuirs as they commanded me, Wherefore proceeding tothe 
Church of the Carmelites, which .ftands at the edge of the City 
upon a pleafant Hill, with a very delightful profpe@, I heard 
Mafsthere, and ftay’d both to dine, fup, and lodg with them. 
April the tenth, Early in theMorning I went to the Ship, landed 
my Goods, difpatch’d then atthe Cuftom-houfe; and having 
carry’d them to the Houfe of Sig™ Lena da Cugna, where Alariawe 
Tinatin.was, I went toquarter (till the Houfe raken for me were 
-emptied, clean’d, and prepar’d ) in the Covent of the Profefs’'d 
Houfe of the Jefuits, where I was receiv’d by the Vifitor, the 
Provincial, the Provoft, and the reft, with much courtefie, and 
with their accuftomed Charity and Civility. I found there many 
{calian Fathers, of which Nation the Society makes frequent 
ufe, efpecially in the Miffions of Chiza, Japan, India, and many 
other places of the Eaft's befides the two above-nam’d, I found 
of Italians F.Chriftoforb Baro, a Milanefé, call’d Brenoin India, 
(not to offend the Porf\4al’s ears with the word Bore, which in 
their Language do’s noe founé, well) a great Mathematician 5 
and another young Fatner why),was afterwards my Confeflor 5 
F. GiulianeBaldinotti o\: Piftoia, defign’d fer Fapaz, whither he 
went afterwards. Mor tover, in the Colledge which is another 
Church, and a diftin&. Covent, F.Aleffandro Lexi, an ancient 
Roman, arid Friend ofniy Uncles, with whom, efpecially with 
Sig: Aleffaxdro, he had ftudied in eur Caja Inftituta, or Aca- 
dang 3; F. Giacinto Francef{chi a F loreztine ; ali who,with infinite 
others of feveral Nations, Portugals , Caftilians , and others, 
were all my Friends 5 and particularly, F.Paztdleon Vinciflaga 
German, well fkill’d in Mathematicks, and a great wit, Procu- 
rator of Chiza; F.P-r Jtoryad, the Vice-Roy’s Confefior, an 
F.Francefco Verguya both Caftilians 5 F. Chriftofore di Giavanni. 
a Portugal, \earsea tn Greek and Afabicks F. Flamizio Carlo of 
M Otranto, 
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Otranto, Mafterin Divinity. Of FryersI alfo found many Ita- 
lians, namely, in the Colledge Fryer fofeph Aafagua, a famous 
Spicerer, 2*da Man of much bufinefs in the Profefs’d Houfe, ‘a. 
Neapolitan, x Venetian, and a Thufcax, call’d Fryer Bartolomeo 
Pontebuoni,.a good Painter, and alfo a Man of, muchemploy- . 
ment, who were alliny great Friends. April the elevengh , my . 
Birth-dag, The Jefuits fhew’d meall their Covent, wnich is in- 
deed a Jargoand goodly Building, and though not much adorn’d 
according to our cuftem, yet perhaps, is the beft thing that is in 
Goa as alfo the front.of their Church. <4pril the fourteenth, 
which was Holy Fryday, Being prefent at Holy Service in the 
“~ *-- of the Jefuits, ( becaufeI was ftill in my Perfian Habic,- 
the Portugal Clothes which I had befpoken being not yet made, 
and therefore I appear’d notin publick) Sig: Coxftaxtino da S4, 
*a Portugal Cavalier, or Hidalgo, defign’d General for th¢ Ifland | 
of Zeilax , whither he was preparing to go {peedily with his 
Fleet) coming alfo to hear the Office in the Quire, faw me 
there, and underftanding whoI was, was pleas’d to take notice 


‘ofme, and afterthe Office was ended, came together with the 


Fathers very courteoufly to complement me, offering himfelf to 
ferve me, Cas he faid) in the Ifland of Zezlaxd , if I pleas’d to go 
thither : Whereunto I alfo anfwer’d with the beft and moft cour- 
teous words I could. This Sig: Co#ftaztino had been fent with an 
Armado of many Ships to relieve O ‘wuz when it was befiedg’d 5 
but not arriving there till after the -place was taken, he return’d 
back with his Fleet to Goa. : . ts 

April the fixteenth, being Eafter-Day, I firft refum’d an Eue. 
ropzan, to, wit, a Portugal Habit, as ‘tis the fafhion at Goa, 
amongft ‘the graver fort, after I hac worn‘ftrange garbs for 
many years together, and ever fince the death of my Sig™ sit#tz 
Maani, cloath’d my felfand my fervant inmouining. April the 
feventeenth, F. Vinciflao Pantaleon, my Friend above-nam’d, 
C who was fkill’d in the Chiza Language,t aving been many years 
in thefe parts,apd intended to return thither )fhew’d me the Geo- 
graphical Defcription of all Chiza, writtyin very fmall, or rather 
printedina Chixa Charaéter. after their way very handfomely.On 
which oceafion, I muft not omit'to noté that the ¢ bizefes, as the 
faid Father fhew*d me in their Books; are wont iri writing to 
draw the line or verfe of their writing not as we and the He- 
brews docrofsthe paper, but ( contrayy toboth) from the top 
to the bottom , beginning to write at the right fidé of the pa- 
per, and ending at the lefts; which to all other Nations feems a 
very ftrange way. Moreover, their Letters are not properly 
Letters, but great Characters, each of which denotes’ an intire 
word ; whence the Characters are as mariy as there are wordsin 
the Language, and they reckon tothe number of eighty thou- 
fand ; a thing indeed not onely caste and.fuperfluous, but alfo, 
in my opinion, ynprofitable; yea, difadva tageous, and onely 
for vain pomp’; for in learning thefe Characre? they {pend many 

years 
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years unprofitably , which might be imploy’d in the acquifition ; 
of other better Sciences, without being always: Children, (as : 
Hermes Trifmegifius {aid of the Greeks) yea, in eir whole 
life they cannot learn them all; fo that thereare aone among 
themfelves,or, ifany,they are very rare and miraculous,who can 
write and reac’ all the words,and kno > the Characters of their 
own Tougue, which is certainly a great imperfection; Ithough 
they fay, that he who knows four thoufand Ch "_ ers; may 
{peak and write well enough; and he that knows fix or eight 
thowfand,-may pafs for eloquent. The Faponefes feem tome 
more judicious inthis point, having for ordinary, and more 
facile ufe, invented an Alphabet of ‘few Letters, writte - 
wife from the top downwards, wherewith they write a. words, 
and all their own Language, and alfo that of Chiza: But in the 
Sciences and more weighty matters, the learned aimongft the 
moft. commonly make ufe of the Chiza-Charaters, which,-as 
myfterious and facred, are venerable to all thefe Nations 5; and 
although they haveall feveral Languages, yet they do dnd can 
make ufe ofthe fame writing;. becaufe being the faid Characters 
are not Letters, but fignificativé of words 5 and the words -al- 
though different in found yet inall thefe Languages are of the 
fame fignification and number 3 it comes to pafs that divers Na- 
tions adjacent to China, asthefe of Jepaz, Cauchix-China, and 
other, (although different in Language ) yet in writing, making 
ufe of thechiza-Charaters,at leaft in matters of greate{t moment, 
underftand one another when they read thefe Charathers each in 
their own Tongue , with the different words of their proper 
Language; which indeed, in reference to the commerce and 
communication of Nations, isa great convenience. wtprzi the, 
fevenand twentieth, This Morning, being the firft Taxrfday af- 
ger the Dominicain Albis, there was afolemn Proceffion at Goa 
of the moft Holy Sactament, for the, Annual Feaft_of Corpus 
chrifti, as the cuftomes. But in Goa it is kept out of the right 
time, upon fuch aday, wecaufe'the right day of the Featt falis.in 
the Moneths of great Rain ' fothat at that time the Pra reflion 
¢annot be perform’d, and tksefore they anticipate it in this 
manner. ‘Tht Proceffidn was njac«e by the whole Clergy, with 
lagreater few of green boughs then clothes, and with many 
reprefentations of myfteries by perfons difguas’d, fictitious ani- 
mals, dances and mafkevades; things which in our Cofintrieg 
would more fute with ViHages then great Cities. “Two Ships are 

now. departing by the “ of Perfias, and therefore I have made 
uf@ofthis opportunity; fgvour me to kifs the hands of all my 
Fiiends in my. Name, amongft which Ireckon inthe firft place 
with the Sigzorz me deer se Andrea,Sig: Dottore,armtd Sig: Coletta 3.

HYyss« a fit opportunity , according to my defire to 


make an excurfion from Goa farther into Z#dia more 

Southwards to Cazara, upon occafion of this Vice- 
Roy’s difparching Sig: Gio Fernzandez Leiton > Ambaffador to 
Vanktapa Nicka, a Gentt] Prince of that Provinces and concei- 
ving that my journey will begin within three or four days, Ihave 
therefore determin’d to write this Letter to you , that it may be 
tonvey’d by the firft occafion of the Ships which are now pres 
paring for a Voyage from Indiainto Exrope 5 for I know not cer- 
tainly, how far 1 {hall rarvel, nor how long I fhall {ta out before 
my returnto Goa, whether moneths or years. As little do Iknow 
Wisat other opportunity, Or convenient place I fhall meet with- 
all to write to yous; neverthelefs I fhall omit none that offers ir 
felf, and in the mean time prefent you with the continuation of 
my Diary.Having been here in Goa too much fhut up in the Houfe 
of the Jefuits, On the firft of Azzy, I parted from them after many 
civil treatments and favours receiv’d of them, according to their 
mott affectionate hofpitality 3 and went to the Houfe prepar’d 
for me right over againft that of Sig™* Leva da Cugvza,which ftands 
between the Covents of the Bare-footed Carmwelites, and the 
Converted Nuzxs of S. Mary Mfagdalere, ina remote but not in- 
convenient place, nor far from the commerce of the City, and 
the more acceptable to me, becaufe near the refidence of Atari ve 
Tinatin. Mdfay the third, The City of Goa, lying, as they fay, 
in the Altitude of fifteen degrees and forty minutes,agreeably t6 
the good Rule of Aftrondmy and the Tzbles cf Tycho, accord- 
ing to which, F. Chriftoforo Brezotold me, this City is ina Meri- 
dian different from that of Frazcfx~t, about four hours more 
Eaftward 5 yet the Sun came to be in. the Zenith of Goa, thar is, 
in the declination of the Zefarh at eleven a clock of the night fol- 
lowing the faid day,, (fpeaking futably:to the Spazi/h and Por- 
4ugal Clocks.) Yet at this time it was the height of Summer, 
and the gredteft heat of the year, as ve found by experience. 
£or there may be faid to be two Sum mers and Winters every 
year in Goa, and the € adjacent Regions , becaufe the Sun’pafies 
over their heads, and departs from them twice a year, once to- 
ward the North, and once towards the South. A“Zzy the eleventh, 
A Portugal Gentleman coming from the Court of Spa#z by Land, 
to wit, by the way of Turkie, and, as they faid, in avery fhort 
time, and with Letters from the Court dated in the end of the 
laf Odober, brought news amongft other things of the Canoni- 
zation of five Saints made together in one day,namely,of S. Ig7z2- 
tio, the Founder of the Aetnies 35 S.francefco Maverio, a Seda 
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and the Apoftle of the Eaft-India 5 S.Philippo Ner?, Founder of 
the Congregation dela Vallicela, whom I remember ta have feen 
and fpoken'to in my Child-hood ; and whofe Image i: ftill fo im- 
prefs'd in my memory, that I thould know him if I faw hims 
S. Terefia- Foundref3 of the Bare-footed Ca~~se/.tes 5 and S. Lidoro 
a Country tan Cf Adadrid. We had alfonews of the death 
of the Duke of Parmea, Ranuccie Farnefeé, and how-tkhe Car- 
dinal his Brother was gone to the Government cf that State. 
during the minority of the facceeding Duke. _ The Currier who 
went into Spa#z with the tidings of thelofs of Ormazx, this Por- 
tugal Gentleman faid-he met him at AéarfezHes 5 and concerning 
the Marrtage between Spaiv and Engla#zd, he brought no inteili- 
.gence of any conclufion; fo that I belive, the news of Or netez,, 
Toft chiefly by the fault of the Exgiz/h, will occafion much difficul-, 
‘ty in the Treaty ofthat Marriage. Jéay the feventeenth, F our 
Italian Bare-footed Carmelites arriv’d in Goa, being fent by their 
Fathers at Rowe into Perfia 5; but having heard at Aleppe how the 
Fathers of Perfi2a were troubled by the fate of thofe new Chri~ 
ftians who were difcover d and flain the year before, and efpeci- 
aily thar they had nothing to live upon; they not knowing what 
to do, and being terrifi' 4 with the Kelations of divers Merchants 
who aggravated things fufficiently,and being fo advis’d by fome, 
who, perhaps, like not the coming of fuch Fathers into Perfia, 
refolv’d to come into Ivzd#, and to Geato the Vicar Provincial, 
whither they brought no frefh News from Remwe, having depart- 
ed from thence Eleven Moneths before. They came almoft alk 
fick, having fuffer’d much in the Defarts of Arzbia, and other 
laces of the journey, where they had felt great fcareiry + and 
tox allthis they would needs obferve their Lent and Fafts by the 
way, fuftaining themfelves almoft folely with Dates, which is a 
very kot food 3and withallthealte ‘“onofthe Aix,very hot too, 
and unufualto them in the hight o mmer, was the occafion of 
their being all fick. “Fwo of them arriv’d this day, and the. 
two others the day after;5 caufe they came from AZafcat in te- 
veral Ships, Of thefe fou. Pare-footed Carmelites, within a 
few days three<diyed, and one alone after a long and dangerous 
ficknefs efcap’d. <Aday the eighteenth, The Bells of all the 
Churches of Goa rung out with a great noifeés; and they faid, 
it was for the News of the King’s Health then btoughe from 
Spazz 3,but I.faid, I wifh’d they had firft recover’d Ormsz, andi 
then rung the Bells with joy for both. _ A vain people ! 

Aday the twentieth, The Bare-footed Carmelites would needs 
make particular rejoycing for the Canonization of their S.Terefia, 
and not confound ae {ame in one day with that of the Jefuits 5 
they fent two Portugal Children on Horfe-back richly clad 
in riding habit, as Curriers, to declare with certain Verfes to the 
Vice-Roy of Gea the Canonization of the She-Saint 5 after which 
the fame Boys. wenr up and down the-City with a Trumpet be- 
fore them, {coi tering other Verfes ta the people with the fame 
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tidings, the Bells of theirs, and all other Churches of the City 
ringing in she mean time for joy, being injoyn’d thereunto by the 
Bifhop’s @rder. Atc-night themfelves, and divers of their 
Friends, made Fire-works throughout the City. And in favou: 
of them the chief 7 ¢ als, went the fame night upand down 
the {tr etsin a great Troop, glad in feveral di4mi -__—ster the 
manner,of a Adafcherade. 1 alfo borea part inthe folemnity, 
out of my devotion’to the new Saints and according to the 
liberty which every one took of habiting himfelf as he pleas*d, 
I put my felfinto the garb of an Arabian Gentleman of the De- 
fart, which was accoufited very brave and gallant; I accom- 
pan with Sig: dztoxixo, Son of Sig: dztonio Paraccio, my 
friend , a youth of about twelve years old, who was one of 
thofe who went in thedaytime to the Vice-Roy, and Icloth’d 
him in a Perfian Habit of mine which I had prevent from Perfiz, 
or rather like a noble Chizilbafe Souldier, very odd and brave 5 
fo that we two were a fufficiently delightful fpeétacle tothe 
whole City. day the one and sence. In the Morning the 
Bare-footed Fathers fung in their Church a folemn Mafs 27 gra#ti- 
arum adionemfor the above-faid Canonization of Sazta Terefiz, 
upon whofe praifesan Axuguftine Fathex made an eloquent Ser- 
mon; the Vice-Roy anda multitude of people being prefent 
thereat. 
May the three and twentieth, The Sun entring into Gemzzz, 
I obferv’d that the Rain begunin Goa , and it happensnot alike 
in all the Coaft of Izdza 3 forit begins firft in the more Souther- 
ly parts of Capo Comorni, and follows afterwards by degrees, ac- 
cording.as places extend more to the North; fo that in Cawbaza, 
and other more northern parts, it begins laterthenin Goa 3 and 
the further any place lyes North , the later ie begins there. 
Whence it comes to pafst inthe Perfi2az EpHemerides, or AI- 
manacks, they ufe to fet wn the beginning of Parfcecal, or 
the time of Rainin Zvdia, at the fifteenth of their third moneth, 
call'd Cordad,which falls upon the third of our Fuxe; becaufe they 
have obferv’d it in the more Nortbh<¢ yn parts of Izdia, as in Cam- 
baia, Surat, and the like, wHere the Perfiazs have more com- 
merce thenin other more Southern places. In Goa likewife, for 
the moft part the beginning of’ the Rain is inthe firft days of 
Junex, yet fometimes it anticipates , and fometimes falls fome- 
thing later with little difference, ~Tis obferv’d by long expe- 
riénce that this Rai in Izdia> after having lafted fome days at 
firft, ceafes, and there rérurn I know not how many days of fair 
weather 5 but thofe being pafs’d, it begins again more violent 
then evet, and continues for a long time together. By thi: 
Rain, asl obferv’d, the heat diminifbeth, and the Earth which 
before was very dry and all naked , becomes cloth’d with 
nm2w verdure, and various colours of pleafant flowers, and efpe- 
cially the Air becomes more healthful, fweet, and more benigne 
Soth to found and infirm. The armof the Sea or River, which 
. encompafies 
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_ acompafies the Ifland of Goa, and is ordinarily falt, notwith- 
{tanding the falling of the other little frefh Rivers into it, with 
the inundation of great f{treams which throughthe great Rain 
ow from. the circumjacent Land, is made likewife wholly 
frefh s whence the Country-people who wait for this time, 
deriveawvater ovt of it for their Fields oF -Rice in the Ifland of 
Goa and ‘the neighbouring parts’, which being temper-d with 
this fweet moifture, on a fuddain become all green.-' Fuze the 
firft , I fpoke firft to the Vice-Roy of Gow, Don Francefco da 
Gama, Count of Bidigucira , Admiral of the Indian Sea, and 
Grand-fon of that D. VaftodeGamawh difcover’d Eaft-India,; 
in which this Dow Francefco was fometimes Vice-Roy, and was 
once taken captivein Afrzca with King Sebaftiax: Idelayd fee- 
‘ing himfolong, becaufe Iwas buf d for a Meneth after my ar- 
‘rival in changing my Habit and providing a Houfe, fo that I 
went not abroad 3 befides , that the Vice-Roy was likewife 
employ*d many daysafter in difpatching the Fleets which went 
to Chiza and Zeilax 5 and after they were gone, he retir’d toa 
place out of Goa, to recreate himfelf for many days; fo that I 
ae no opportunity fooner.. I prefentedto him two Letters 
rom Rome, which I bronght dire&ed- to his Predeceffor in my 
recommendation, one from Sig:Cardinal Crefcentio,and the other 
from the Duke of 4lbaguerque then Ambaflador at Rome for the 
Catholick King 5 and he, without reading them, in my prefence 
{aid, that without that recommendation he fhould have ex- 
prefs’d all fiting Civilities to me, ‘and that he was glad to fee arid 
know me, with many-other Complements and courteous offers. 
He had nolong difcourfe with me, becaufe many other Portugal 
Gentlemen of the Council, and other perfons of the Govern- 
ment expected to have Audience; but when I went away, he 
told F. Azorigad the Jefuie his Confeflor wha introduc’d me, 


that at a more convenient opportunity he defir'd to talk with me . 


more at length of the things of Perfia, and that he would 
fend for me 3 andinthe mean time defir’d a writing in difcourfe 
which I had made a few«davys before concerning-the Warrs of 
Perfia., of which his faid Con{- for who had feen it, had prves 
him notice 5 wherefore I gave it to him with my own hand, asI 
had written it in my Native T#/caz Tongue, and F. Azorigad gave 
him the Tranflation of it, made by himfelf Mto the Porfzgal 
Tongue, being the Vice-Roy did not underftand the Italian, 
Fuse the ninth, In the Colledge of the Jefuits was pronounc’d, 
as ‘tis the cuftom every year, a Latin Ogation, for the Inchoati- 
on of the Readings 5 which, the vacations being end¢d ‘with 
the hot weather, begin again with the Rain and ‘cool weather. 
Letters from fome Bazians were brought to Goa, fignifying that 
the Asoghol had enounter’d with his Rebel S#ltan Chorram, and 
routed him; and that S#itaxz Chorrém after his defeat was retir'd 
to a {trong hold inthe top of a Mountain,which they call Ataxd#, 


and that his Father had befiez’d themthere. Juvethe four and. 
twentieth, | 
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twentieth, being the Feaft of Saint Johx Baptift, The Vice-1.6, 
wich many, other Portugal perfons of quality, as’tis the yearly 
cultom in Goa, rode thrgugh the Ciry in Habits of Mafquert, bur 
without Vizards, two and two alike, or three and three; and 
having heard Mafsin the Church of Saint Johz , he came into 
the {treet of Saint Pa#], whichthey are wont to call LaCurriera 
de’ Cavalli, and is the beft place in Goa. Here, after many 
‘Companies of Cazarize Chriftians of the Country had march’d 
by with their Enflgnes, Drums and Arms, leaping and playing 
along the ftreets, with their naked Swords intheir Hands, for 
they are all Foot’s at length allthe Cavaliers run, two carriers 
on Herfe-back, one downwards from the Church of Saint Pazl 
towards the City, and the other upwards, running matches of 
two totwo, orthree tothre according as their attire agreed,,. 
with their Morifco Cymiters, and at laft they cameall down 
marching together in order, and fo went to the Piazza of the 
Vice-Roys Palace, and fo the folemnity ended. I f{tood to fee 
this fhew inthe fame ftreet of Saint Pazl, in the Houfe of one 
whom they call King of the Iflands of Maldiva, or Maladiva, 
which are an innumerable company of fmaltIflands, almoft all. 
united together, lyingin along fquare form towards the Werit, 
not far from the Coaft of Izdza3 of which Iflands one of this 
Man’s Anceftors was really King, but being driven out of his 
Dominion by his own people, fled to the Portugals and turn’d 
Chriftian, with hopes of recovering his Kingdom by their 
help. Yetthe Portugals never attempted any thing in his behalf, 
and fo he and his defcendents remain depriv’d of the Kingdom 
enjcying onely-the naked Title whichthe Portugals being now 
ally’d to him {till givehim 5 and becaufe many Merchants Ships 
come from thofe [lands to tradein the Ports of the Portugals, 
they force the faid Ships to pay a {mall matter ef Tribute to him. 
as their lawful Sovereign: of which, though the Governours. 
of Ports, to whom upon neceflity he muft entruft, purloin 
above halffrem him; neverthelefs he gets at this day by it about 
three thoufand Crowns yearly, ant: therewith fupports himfelfi 
The like Fates have befallen ntary other Princesin Izdiz, who 
hoping in the Portugals, have found _ themfelves deluded. 
Wherein Reafon of State is but ill obferv’d by che Portxzgals,. 
becaufe by this proceeding , they have difcourag’d all others 
from having confidence in thems whereas had they affifted and 
proteéted them, acthey ought and might eafily, and with finall 
charge have done upon fundry fair occafions, they would by this 
time have got the love of all Izdia 5 andthemfelves would by 
the ftrength and help of their Friends, undoubtedly, have be-. 
come more potent, as alfo, without comparifon, more fear’d by 
their Enemies. ‘exe the nine and twentieth, This year the 
Moors began their Ramadhan, according to the Rules of my 
Calculation. Jelythe fYveand twentieth, being the Feaft of 
Saint James, the Protector of Spaz, was folernnis’d with the 
fame 
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fame gallantry of Cariers and Dreffes, as are above defcrib’d, 
faving that the Vice-Roy heard Mats in the Church. of St. James. . 
. In the Evening, I went with Sig: Ruy,@omez Roraccio, a Prieft Vv. 
and Brother of Sig: Aztoxio0 Baroccio to the Chtrch of Saint 
James, which ftands fomewhat diftant without the City, upon 
the edge af the Ifland. towards the main’ Land of 4dzl-Sciah, 
which is on the other fide of a little River,.or Arm of ‘the Sea. 
For which reafon, the Ifland is in this as well as many other dan- 
gerous places fortifi’d with ftrong walls 5 and here there is a Gate 
upon the pafs, whichis almoft full of people; going and coming 
from the main Land, and is call’d by the Indians Bezaftarni, by 
which name fome of our Hiftorians mention it in their wri- 
tings concerning thefe parts; as Oforiws , Maffews, &c. which 
‘Gate, as likewife many others, which are upon divers places of 
pafilage about the Ifland, is guarded continually: with Souldiers, 
commanded by a Captain who haththe care thereof, and for 
whom there is built a. fine Houfe upon the walls of the Hfland , 
which in this place arevery high, forming a kind.of Baftion,. or 
rathera Cavaliero, or mount for Ordnance 3 fot. very well.de- 
fign’d, but fufficiently ftrong, wherein are kept pieces of Artillery 
for defence of the place.. We went to vifit the faid Captain, who 
was then Sig: A/azoel Pereira de la Gerda; and from the high Bal- 
conies of his Houfe and the Baftion, we enjoy’d the goodly pro- 
fpekt of the Fields round about, both ofthe If{land and the Con- 
tinent, being difcernable toa great diftance. The Captain en- 
tertain’d us with the Mufick of histhree Daughters,.who fung 
and play*d very well after the Portugal manner: upon the Lute, 
after which we return’d home. About the Church of Saint 
ames are fome few habitations in form of a little Town, which is 
allo call’d Savtiggo; and the way from thence to the City is a ve~ 
ry fine walk,the Country being all green, and the way-fides befet 
with Indian Nut-trees, (which the Portugals call Palws, and their 
fruit Cocco) the Gardens and Houfes of Pleafure on either fide 
contributing to the delightfylnefs thereof, being full of fundry 
fruit-trees unknown to us; 2s alfo becaufe in Winter-time the 
very walls of the Gardens are all green with mofs, and other 
herbs growing there; which indeed is one of the pleafanteft 
fights that I have feenin my days, and the rather becaufe ’tis 
natural and withoutartifice. The fame happehs, I believe, not 
in this Mland onely, but inallthe Region round about. In the 
field adjoyning tothe City, near the ruines ef a deferted build- 
ing, once. intended for a Church, bug-never finifh’d, is a work , 
of the Gestiles, fometimes Lords of this Country; namely one 
of the greateft Wells that ever I beheld, round,and about twenty 
of my Paces in Diametre, and very deep; it hath Parapets, 
or Walls breaft-high round about with two Gates, at one.of 
which is a double pair of ftairs leading two ways to the bottom, 
to fetch water whenitis very low.’ Fly the Gxand twentieth, 
I went out of the City toa place of area in the Ifland, where. 
. was 
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wasa Church of Saint 47a, to which there was a great con- 
.courfe of people, becaufe it was her Feftival. This Church 
{tands very low, built zmongft many Country dwellings, partly, 

of the Mlandéers who live there, and partly, of the Portugals who 

have Houfesof Pleafure there to {pend a moneth for recreation. 

The place is very delightful amongft Palmetoes.and Greves of 


ether Trees, and the way leading toit is éxtreamly pleafanr, 


all cover’d*with green. 3 I had heard Mafs here, Sig: Gizo- 
vanni da Cofta de Menecas, 4 riend of mine whom I found there, 


carry'd me to dine with him at the Houfe of a Vicar or Parifh- 
Prieft of another Church not far diftant, and of fmall Building, 
which they call Santa Afaria di Loreto, where we {pent the whole 
day in converfation with the faid Vicar and other Friends. At 
night becaufe it rain’d, I caus’d my felf to be carry’d home in 
one of thofe Carriages which the Portxgals call Rete, being no- 
thing elf but a net ofcords ty’d at the head and feet, and hang- 
ing down from a great Indian Cane 5 in which Net Cwhich is of 
the length of a Man, and fo wide that opening in the middle, 
(for the twoends are ty’d faft to the Cane ) ‘tis capable of one 
perfon_) a Man lyes along very ipeseaaoaens | with a cufhion un-. 
ver his head, although fomewhat craoked , to wit, with the 
feet and head advanc’d towards the Ligatutes , and the middle 
part of the body more pendulous under the Cane, which is car- 
ry'd upon the {fhoulders of two menbefore, andtwo behind 5 if 
the perfon be light, or the way fhort, two Men onely bear it, 
one before, and the other behind. Thefe Nets are different 
from the Palanchini and the Avdor for in thefe from the Cane 
hanj; not nets, but litters like little beds, upon which a Man fits 
with his legs ftrétch’d forth, or half lying along upon cufhions, — 
and fo is carry’d very conveniently. Moreover, the Palaxchinzg 
and the Andor, differ from one another 5 for that in the latter, 
fhe Cane upon which they carry is ftrait, as it is likewife in the 
Nets; but in the Palaxchini, for greater eafe of the perfon carry’d 
that he may heave more room to cary his head upright, the id 
Cane is crooked upwardin thisform , and they bend Canes for 
this purpofe when they are finalland'tender , and thefe are the 
oft convenient and honourable carriages; and becaufe there are 
ot found many ¢6od Canes and fit to bear fucha weight, there- 
fore they are fold dear, ata hundred or fix fcore Pardini a piece 
which amount to about fixty of our Crowns. Befides, as well. 
the Paianchinias the Andor, artd the Nets,.are covef’d for avoid- 
ing the Rain with dry Cayerlets made of Palmleaves, to wit 
thofe ufete Indian Nut, and other fuch Tiees, fufficiently hand- 
fome,: which being caft over the Cane, hang down on each fide, 
having two windows with little fhutters 5. They keep out the 
water very well, and the Coverlets may be taken off when one 
is.. minde | to go uncover'd, and carry'd by a férvant. Yet [I 
meee faw any go uncover'd in Goa, either in Ander or Nets; 
t out of the City in the Country, many. 1 have fpoken more

Arms‘and Baggage’; after which he raz'd the Fortifications, and

Which cruel manner of proceeding I cannot 
approve; becaufe onthe one fide, it will alienaré the minds of 
the people of thar Country 5 and on the other, it will incite Ene- 
mies to fight again{t more obftimatety ind waleroufly, as know- 
ing they are to expe& no quarter... This isas much as hath been 
done hitherto in thofe parts about Orws#z, the doing of greater 
matters requiring new: and gredter fupplies from the Vice-Roy 5 
but they fay likewife, that Ormaa#a and, Kefciomwe are extreamly

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[ found him at Goa, «where we became acqudirited together ; 
and coming to vifit me one day, amongft other things whereof 
we difcours’d, he told me that he had heard a while fince that 
the Prior of Savey, to wit, the Duke of Savoy's Son whoisa 
Prior, was made Vice-Roy of Sicily, and Geveraliffimo of that 
Sea for bis Catholick Majefty : Which was News to me, and, as 
a rare and unaccultom’d thing for the Spaniards to place Italians 
in governments of States in Italy, I was not unwilling to take 
notice ofi Septeweber the thirtieth, “At evening the Dominicans 
with the Fryers of the Society ded Rofario, invade a goodly Pro-. 
ceflion in Gea, with abundance of Coaches, and Images cloth’d 
atter their manner, and richly adorn’d with many Jewels; all the 
{treets where it pafs’d' being {trew’d with green herbs and flow- 
ers, andthe windows hung with Fapiftry and ri¢h Carpets, to 
which fhew, which is yearly made for the Feaft of the Rofary, 
which is upon the firft Su#day of Ou'ober, the whole City was ga- 
ther’d together. This great Procefiion they make the Eve before 
the Feaft after Vefpers,and in the morning of the Feaft they make 
another lefs one, onely about the Gate of the Church, but.with 
the fame pomp, and befides with the moft Holy Sacrament: 
Ocfober the tenth, The Vice-Roy of Goa difpatch’d Sig: Gio: 
Fernandez Leiton my Friend,Ambaflfador to the Gentile-Prince, 
whote Dominion in the Kingdom of Province of Camara, more 
Southernly then Goa, borders upon Ozor, and the other Territo- 
ries of the Portugals in thofe maritime parts. This Prince Venks 
tapa Naieka, was fometimes Vaffal, and one of the Minifters of 
the great King of Vidia-Nagar, which the Portzgals corruptly 
call Bifzag4 , but after the down-fall of the King of ¥zdza-Nae ar, | 
who « few years ago by the Warrs rais’d againf¥ him by his 
Neighbours, loft together with his life a great part or his Domi-+ 
nion, and became ina manner extinét 5 Vexk-tapa Naieka, as 
alfo many other Naieki, who where formerly his Vaflals and 
Minifters,. remain’d abfolute Prince that part of the State where- 
of he was Governours; which alfo, being a good Souldier, “hc 
hath much enlarg’d, having f¢iz'd by force mary ‘Ferritories of 
divers other Naieki, and pety Princes. his Neighbours s and in 
brief, is grownto that reputation, that having had Warr with 
the Portugals¢oo0, and: given them a notable defeat, he is nqw 
held for their Friend, and for the eftablifhment of this Friendthip 
they fend this Embaflage to him in the Name of the King of Por- 
tugal,the Ambaflador being ftyl’¢d,Ambaffladpr of 
dia:;and though he is fent by the Vice-Roy, neverthe e ,as their 
cuftom is, he carries Letters written in the name of the ~* p 
felf, to do the more honour to Vevk-tapa Nicka to whom he is 
fent.This.is the firft Ambaffador fent to this Prince in the King of 
Pertueal’s Name , for before in Occurrences which fell out , an 
Ambatiador was fent only im the name of fome one of thofe Cz 
tains, and Governours of! the Portxgal Territories, which had bu- 
fanefs.with him 3 and this was fent iw anfwer to an Ambaffador of 
. hi: 
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his who hath been long at Goa, negotiating with the Vice-Roy, 
the eltabiifhment of the faid Friendfhip. - The-Ambaflador of 
besk-tapa Nazeka isa Brachman, call’d Vitula Sinai, and having 
tulken hus lea ve ofthe Vice-Roy, the two Ambaffadors departed 
together atthistime. I having bcen fome dayes before inform’d 
of this intended Eimbaffie, and being defirous to fee fome Coun- 
try of the Gentiles, where themfelves bore {way, and obferv’d 
their Rices without any fubjeGion to Chriftians or Moors, or 
Princes of different Religion, as in thofe Lands which I had hi- 
therto feens I offer’d my felf to accompany my Friend Sig: Gio: 

ernmaniuex Leitox. in this Embafiie, and he hath been pleas’d to 
teltihe very great liking of my company. So thatI amto take 
Ship with him within three days, which will be the thirteenth or 
fourteenth of this prefent moneth of OGober. I hope I thall find: 
‘smatrer wherewith ro feed our Curiofity , and to give you an en- 
tertainiment. Inthe mean time [heartily faluteall our Friends 
at Napées, and moft affectionately kifs your Hands. From ‘Goa, 
October 10.

LETTER IV. 


From Ozor, O&ob. 30. 1623. 


I fhall give you fome account.of what hath hapned in m 
obftrvation during the few days fince the laft that I writ 
to you, O@ober the tenth 5 which becaufe I underftood lay {till ae 
Goa, with the two Ships which were to go thence for Perfia.,s I 
have thought fit to fend this to accompany it, and, Ihope, you 
will receive both of them together 5 and that not without fome 
fiall delectation with my News, inafmuch as I am pleas’d in 
weciting to you frcm feveral places, and ( when I can get 
opportunity _) from thofe.very places which afford the novelties 
and matters whereof I write, which therefore may poffibly be 
more gratefulin the reception, as being native of-the Country. 
‘T took Ship with our Portugal Ambaflador, and Sig: Gio: Fer- 
wandez Leiton, about Evening Ofober the fourteenth; and de- 
_ fren Gea, we remaw’d to a Towncall’d Pamwg? in the 
fame Ifland, but lower near the place where the River enters in- 
the Sea, and whither the Vice-Roys ufe to retire themf€élves 
frequently to a Houfe of Pleafure which they have there,’ be- 
fides many other like Houfes of private perfons upon the River 
likewife 5 and where alfo at the mouth of the Sea, or Bar, as they 
ffweak, which isa little lower, almoftall Fleets that depart from 
Goa are wonttotetfail, Wemight have perform’d this journey 
by Land along the Sea-caft, paffing along the‘other Lands of 
| : Adil- 


Bre departed from Goa, and arriv’d at this Port of Oxor, 
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‘Adil-sciah, vill we came to thofe of Venk-tapa Naiekha: Bue-to 
avoid expences, and occafions of difguftwith many Governours 
of thofe Territories fubjedt to ddil-sciab, who fometimes are 
little courteous, and impertinent, the Vice-Roy would have us 
go by Seas and for ‘more fecurity, fent five of thofe light Frigats 
or Galeots, which the Portugals call sangeffis, to accompany us" 
as far as Oxor,, where wewereto land. So thar we were inall 
ten Ships or Galeots, to wit, one which carry’d the Portugal 
Ambafiador and us; another in which the Vexk-tapa Naicka’s 
Ambatfadorthe Brachman went 5 three others laden with the 
baggage of the two Ambafiadors 5 (and particularly, with Horfes 
and peher things which the Vice-Roy fent for a Prefent te Venk- 
tap& Naieka, and other Horfes which I know. not who carry’d 
thither tofell 3) and the five Ships of War; whereof Sig: Hettor 
Fernandez was Chief Captain or General. Neverthelefs we de- 
parted from Goa the aforefaid Evening onely withour own Ship, 
the reft being already fallen down lower toward the Sea, and 
the Ambaflador Vitxla was above a day at Paxgi expecting us,

_ O¢ober the fourteenth, We went a fhore in the Morning at 
Paxgi, andthe two ‘Ambafiladors faw one another upon the Sea- 
fide, where I being prefent with them , Sig: Gio: Fernandex 
told the Brachman Ambafilador who I was,and that I went with 
them out of curiofity to fee his King: wherewith he teftified 
great contentment,but was much more pleas’d with thé Pendant 


which I wore at my left ear, as I have us’d to do for man years” 


paft for remedy of my weak fight; becaufe wearipfPenh 


the ears is a particular cuftom of the Indians, efpéciall of the 


Gentiles, who 4ll wear them in bothears: And becauf€ this is 
among the Portxgals athing not onely unufual, but ignorantly 
by fome of the ruder fort of them held for unlawful, onely be- 
caufe’tis us'd by Geztiles, therefore the Ambaflador marvelled 
that I being of the Portugals Religion neverthelefs us’dit 5 but 
being told thatit wasnot forbiddén us by our Law, but onel 
cuftomarily difas"d , and that in E#rope it was us'd by many, 
he commendgd the cuftom, and bid the Portxgals fee how well 
I fhew’d with thac- Pendant, and better then they who wore 
none; fo powerful is ufe toendear things to the eye, and make 
that fancy’d and efteem’d by fome, which other th--ugh w 
of cuftom, diflike, or value not. This day we  parcea of, 
becaufe one of the Frigats of the Armadbd which was to accom 
ny us, was unprovided with Sea-men, forwhich we rin 
to ftay ull the day -following , and then were not very well 
provided. Thecaufe whereof was, for that there was at this 
time a great fcarcity of Maxiners in Goa, becaufe the Govern- 
ours of the maritime parts Uf the Continent fubje& to Idal-sciah, 
would not permit their Ships to ®ome, as they were wont,to fup- 
ply Mariners for thePortegal Armado; which feenfd-an argu- 
ment 
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men of fpaie ill will of rhac King againft the Portuxgals,of which, : 


were there nothing, elfe,theirs.being weaker, and more confus‘d in 


their Government'then ever, ..and all things in. bad order, was a 


. fafiicjent g: oundsfor remedy of which,they took no other courfe, 


but daily loaded ‘themfetves with new, unufual, and moft heavy 
Inpofitions , ta the manifeft ruine of the State, taking no care 
to prevent the hourly exorbitant defraudations of the publick 
Incomes,:-which otherwife would be fufficient to maintain the 
charge without -new Gabels.; but if fuch theftscontinue, both 
the publick Incomes and the néw Gabels,and as many asthey can 
invent ,, will be all fwallow’d up. WNeverthelefs, the Portugals 
are.heedlefs according to their cuftom, .and out of a fata) blind- 
nefs. making no.reckoning of thefe figns , which fhew the evil 
mind:.of their Neighbowr ddil-sciah , think he knows nothing: 
of thefe diforders,. and that this with-holding of his Subjects is 
onely.an.impertinence of his Officers. What the event wil) be,

-:But.to returnto my purpofe, Not being to depart this day, 
we .went to dine-and-pafs thetime, with intention alfo to lod 
the following night in the houfe,of Sig: Baldaffar d’ Azeveea, 
who liv’d conftantly in a fair Houfe these by, the Sea-fide, a little 
diftant:from the 442, or Fort, where the Vice-Roys lodg in 
Pangi.-. NW hilft we were recreating our felves, Sig: Ferzanxdez be- 
thinking -himfelf of what, perhaps, he had mot thought of before, 
afk’d me whetherI had the Vice-Roy’s Licence to go with him 
‘this Voyages and {i'telling him that I had nof, becaufe I did not 


‘think it: needful, he reply’d, that it was needful to be had by 


‘any means s€ T intended to go3- otherwife, he could not venture 
00 cafry me, ror fear af giving malevolous perfons oceafion to 
cfiminate him, by-faying,that he had carry’d mea ftranger, and 
without the Vice-Roy’s Licence, into fufpe&éd places, where 
‘matters of State were to be handled 5; in brief, knowing the 
matter blameable;:and the wonted Cavils of many of his own 
Neion,: and being!admonifh’d by many and great troubles be- 
tallen: others,. arid particularly; a Kinfman of his very innocent- 

¥ for.very flight caufes, and much inferior to this 5 he told me 


refohately , that. without the Vice-Roy’s Licence it was no-wife 


gaod; cither for him or me, thatIfhouldg9. Wherefore being 
we .were not to depart that day, he advis’d'me to return to the 


'Citu .and procured the faid Licence, if I intended togo, and 


newuurd iiay for «fe till the next Morning; but. without the 
Vicence I muft not return to rake Ship, nor would he by any: 
Meaus: venture to;carry me. -I, who well underftood the pro-. 
cedures of the Portugals, and what rigor they ufe in their Go- 
vernment, and:to what fufpitions and malevolences they are 
prone, which :caufe'a thoufand ill ufages and injuftices, was 
fenfible' that Sig; Fernandez had -reafor,, and that the not having 
ptten-this Licence. was an inaéverrency, becaufe I accounte 
‘ Mot:-necsHary 5 ‘but to ebtain it of the Vice-Roy, who knew. 
me 
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me well,,and had fhewn himfelf courteous to me, [look’d upon 
as not difficult. Wherefore being loath to lofe my intended 
Moyage, as foon asIhad din’d with thefe Gentlemen, I went 
by boat tothe City, and having firft given account of my bufi- 
nef{s to Sig: Avtoxio, anti big: Ruy Gomez his Brother, (to whofe 
Houfe I repair’d, having left that which IT had hir’d, and remov’d 
my goods tothat of the faid Sig™Barocc7) I went with thefame 
Sig: Ruy Gowez to {peak to F.Asarejao a Jefuit, and the Vice- 
Roy’s Confeflor and my Friend, vvhom I defir’d ( asthe fitteft 
perfon to doit, in the fhort time keft me) to get mea Licence 
from the Vice-Roy. He went immediately to {peak to the 
Vice-Roy about it, and had thefortune tofind him before he 
enterd into a Congregation or Council which wastdo fit rill 
night 5 and the Vice-Roy prefently writ a Licence for him with 
his own hand, directed to the Ambafflador Gio: Fernandez, 
wherein he told him, that whereas I defir’dto goalong with 
him, he might carry me, and fhew me all kind of Civility and 
Honour as a deferving perfon, with other like courteous and 
high expreffions. Having gotten my Licence , I went with 
F. Ruy Gomez Baraccio, to vifit the Bifhop of Coczz, whoin the 
vacancy ofthe See adminiftred the Arch-bifhoprick of Goa, and 
whom [had not yet vifited 5 and underftanding that he was de- 
firousto know me, and was a Prelate of great merit, not onely 
as to Ecciefiaftick matters, but alfoin point of Government and 
Warr, (for he took divers {trong places, and perform’d other 
exploits in Izdza forthe fervice of his King , with great valour) 
Iwould not depart without firft vifiting him, and making my, 
felfknownto him. This Prelate is call’d Fra Dox Se : ftiazo. dz 
Sanz Pietro, and is an Auguf{tize Fryer. We difce b - 
hour together concerning things of Ivdza, Perfia, an other 
mratrers , and I recommended to him with the F’. Confeffor the, 
Auguftzme Fathers of his Religion in Perfia, giving Him an accounsg 
of their neceffities, and how he might help them. 
Night being come, I went to make a Collation in the Houfe 
of Sig" Baroccz, and when it was grown dark, I return’d.to 
imbark inthe Ship which expected me, and went to the Town 
of Pazgz to find” Sig: Gio: Ferzandez and my other Companions, 
who were very giad at my return with the Vice-Roy’s Licence,, 
fo favourable and courteous to me, becaufe shey .were loath: 
to have gone without me; and fo I flept with them thartnight. 
inthe fame Hiufe. My charge, Maritm Tizatin ent not ~ 
me this journey becaufe it was“not expedient, being  wasto 
retutn to Goa, but ftay’d {till in the Houfe of Sig™ Lexa da Cur 
onely Cacciatér went with me to ferveme. Odfoberthe teenth, 
A little beture night we wére ready to fet fail, had not we been 
nceceflitated to {tay for certain Mariners till the next Morning, 
when we wenttohearM. ~ a Churchof Saint Agzes belonging. 
to the 4uguftize Fryers, a ffanding in the Ifland of Goa 5 aftrr 


which, beingimbark’d, w = ay da while longer waiting for the.

Brachman Ambaflador, for what reafon I know not, unlefs, per- 


haps, he was minded to make us {tay for him, as we had made 
him ftay for us. At length being got out of the mouth of the 
River, we continu’d failing all nigha: but with a fmall wind. 
Our courfe was always Southward aimoft directly , and we 
‘coafted along the land at a little diftance. Offaber the fixteenth, 
Ia the Morning we difcern’d four Ships of AZalabar Rovers, near 
thefhore (they call them Pgrees, and they go with Oars, ltke 
Galeots or Foifts} we gavé them chafe for above an hour, in- 
tending to fight them, but wecould not overtake them 5 onely 
we loft much time and much of our way. Night came upon us 
near certain Rocks, or uninhabited little Iflands, which they call 
Angediva, which fignifies, in the Language of the Country, Five 
Iflands, they being fo many innumber. We found frefh water 
in one of them, hey are all green and have fome Trees. We 
fet fail from thence the fame night, but had little or no wind 
and violent rain. Odober the feventeenth , Continuing’ our 
courfe the next day with a very fimall gale, we faw the bound 
of the States of Adil-Sciah and Verk-tapa Nateka, which is onely 
a brackifh River, fuch as are frequent upon the Coaft of Z#dia. 
The wind was but fmall ftill, fo that alk this day we could not 
arrive,at Oxbr 5; but when it was night, becaufe *tis no good 
entring into the Port of Ozdr in the dark and with ebbing water, 
as it was now, we caft Anchor, and remain’d all night under 
an uninhabited fmall Rock, which they call the Rock of Ozor. 
After mii-midnight the Tide began to flow, but yet we ftirr’d 
not. Oéfober the eighteenth, About break ofday we mov’d 
atueg , aad be the help of Oars finifh’d the remainder of the 
Nay, airivin,, 4t Ovdringood time. This whole Voyage from 
Goato Ondr,is not above cighteen Leagues, but it took us up fo 
much time, becaufe we had onely a very fmall wind. 

Ozor is a {mall place by the Sea-fide , but a good Port of in- 
difierent capacity, which is form’d by two arms of Rivers, which 
C I know not whether both from one or feveral heads) running 


’ one Southward, and the other Northward, meet at the Fortrefs, 


-.ad are difcharg*d with one mouth into the Sea. The habitati- 
ons are rather Cottages then Houfes , built under a thick Grove 
of Palms, to wit, thofe which produce the IndiarrNuts, call’d 
by the Portugals, Coco 5 andby the Arabians, Narghil. Butthe 
Fortrefs is ofa competent circuit, though the walls are not very 
Venx | veing waft asthe Partxgals found them made by the 
neople of the Country. At ftands upona high Hill of free ftone, 
ana l.iu.z very capacious, not onely the Captain lives there, 
but moft of the marriéd and principal Portagals have Houfes in 
it, very well accommodated with Wells, Gardens, and other 
conveniencies. The {treets withing the Fortrefs are largeand 
fasr, befides a great Piazza fufficignt to contain all the people 
pr the place intime of afiege. There are likewife two Churches, 
dedicarrd to Saint Catberive,ancd the other to Saint Anthony ¢

‘but ordinarily there is but one Prieft in Ozor, whois the Vicar 
of the Arch-Bifhop of Goz; and _ therefore in Levt other religi- 
ous perfons always go thither. Our of tht Fore, in the Country; 
is the Bazar or Market, but a {mall one and of little confiderari- 
on 3 nothing beihg found therein but w iiat is barely necefiary for 

‘fattenance of the inhabitants. ur Ambaflador Sig: Gio: Fer- 
nandez \odg’d with us, not inthe Fort, but without in the Houfe 
ofa private man 5 and, I believe, it was becaufe he had rigor- 
ous Orders from the Vice-Roy agai sft the Captain 5 and Com- 
miflion to redrefs many Diforders which he had committed in 
his Government, efpecially to compofé matters between him 
and the: people of the Country; as alfo between him and the 
Vicar,: betwixt whom there were great Diforders, the fault of 
which wascharg’d uponthe Captain. When we were fetled in 
our Houte, firft the Vicar call’d EF’. Hezrico Rabele,and afterwards 
the Gaptain call’d Sigt Don Chriftoforo Fernandez Francifco, with 
almoft all che principal perfons of the place,vifited Sig: Gzo: Fer- 
zandez, who prefently beginning to treat of bufinefs , and pre- 
fenting to the Captain ehe Vice-Roy’s Letters and Orders, the 
Captain being terrifiid therewith on the one fide, andon the 
other, oblig’d bythe civtl terms of Sig: Ferxandez, forthwith 
offer’d himfelf ready to give the Vice-Roy fatisfaction in what- 
ever he commaded,and began immediately to put the fame offer 
in effect 5 releafing one whom he held Prifoner, and performing 
other things which Sig: Ferzamdez appointed him. Ooberthe 
nineteenth, The Captain inviting the Ambaffador and all the’ 
company to dine in the Fort,we went firft to vifit him, a‘ad after- 
wards to hear Mafs in Saint Catharize’s Church, «wkichis th_ 
Vicar’s See 3 which being over, the Ambaflador vifiied a Gentle- 
woman who was a Kinfwoman of the Vicar’s, and then retir’d 
in private with the Captain, not without manifeft fignies that his 
re-pacification was rather upon neceffity then out o good-will. 
Caufa mali tanti, femina fola fuit. _'The original of moft of the, 
Diforders betweenthe Captain and the Vicar, they fay, was 
occafion’d by the Captain’s Wife, who had banifh’d out of Ozer 
a fervant of his whom he had employ’d as his Inftrument to other 
Women,and who had been formerly punifh’d for the fame faule. 
In the mean time we walk’d up and down, but faw nothing 
worth mentioning 5 and at at dinner-time we went to the Cap- 
tain’s Houfe where we alldin’d, namely, Sig: Gio: Fernayd- 


the Ambafiador., the Chief Cemmander Of the = Gah 
Hettor Fernandez, F. Bartolozzeo Barrofothe Ambafiadors Cha - 
lain, Sig: Cozfalvo Carvaglio andi, who came in the aus 


dor’s Company. The Entertainment was fumptueus and very 
well ferv’d; dinner ended, 'we return’d to our Houfe. 
Odober the twentieth, Ip the Evening the Chaplain and I Vi. 
went ina Palanckino amilé ontof Ovor to feea fine running wa 
ter, which ifluing out of t c th ina low, or father hollow 
place, asit were the bottom of a Gulph, fallsintoa 7 ke or 
O 2 , Ciftern 
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Ciffern buile round with {tone ; and this being fill’d, it runs out 
with a f{tream wareriug the neigbouring-fields. © The water is 
Kot, to wit, not cold , and therefore the Country-people comé 
frequently to bathe themfelves in it for pleafure. The Ciftern is 
quare, every fide being five or fix yards; and'the water would 
reach to a man’s neck 5 but byreafon of the ruinoufnefs of the 
tvalls infome places, it isnot very clean. Withinit are {mall 
fifhes, which ufé to bite fucl| as come tofwimthere, yet with- 
out doitig hurt, becaufe they aze {mall 5 and the eeu being low, 
is conféquently; fhady, and fo affords a pleafant ftation at all 
times. he Gentiles have this Ciftern in Devotion, and callit 
Ram-tirt, thatis, Hoty Water, Water of Expiation, &c.::: The 
Portugals callit O Tanqpe da Pedre, thatis, the Ciftern of the Fa- 
ther, or Religious perfén, from the Gentile-Monaftick who ufes 
td remairi there. We ftript our felves, and fpent a BoC while in 
fwimming here. The fields about O7#0r through which weais’d 
were very pleafant Hills and Valleyes, all green, partly with 
very high herbage, partly -with''wood, .and partly with Corn. 
O&ober the one and ‘twentieth, ‘I took the Altitude of the Sun, 
and found it diftant from the Zenith 24. degrees 20. minutes; 
upon which day, the Sum, according t6’my manufCcripts, was in 
the'2'7"* degree of Libra, and declin’d from the Aquino@ial to 
the South 10. degrees 24’, 56” ,which deduéted from 24. degrees 
20’, in. which I found: the Sun, there remain 13, degrees 55%, 
47 3 and precifely fo much is Ov6r, diftant from the AquinoGial 
towards che North. In the Evening the Ambafiador V#tulz 
S yey, VWtho was Idd¢g’d beyond the River more South of Ozor, 
et ty to vificthe Captain inthe Fort. The Captain 
with allthe Citizens, and Sig: Gio: Fernandez, with us of his 
Company, went to meet and receive him’ at thé place where he 
landed 5 three pieces of Ordnance being difcharg’d when_he en- 
tredintothe Fort. Ofober the fout and twentieth, was the Da- 
wali, or. Feaft of the Indian-Gentiles, and, I believe, was the 
{faine that I had feen the laft year celebrated in Bexder di Combra 
in Perfia's “Fhe fame day, if I miftake notin my reckoning, the 
‘Moers began theit tiew year 1033. In the Evening, I went to {ce 
dnother great Town of Gextsles, {eparate from that ftands upom 
the Seainéar Over, and they callit the Via de’ Brahizani, bes

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Naiehka loft his chief Wife, an aged Woman, and well belov’d. 
dy him 5 her name was Badra-Ama , Daughter of a noble-man 
of the fame Race of Lixgavant, which vexk-tapa bimfelf is of: 
Badra washer proper name, Awa, her Title, denoting Princefs 
or Queen. We ftay'’d all this while at Oxor, becaufe as foon ag 
we arriv’d there ,° Vitula Sivay writ to Verk-tapa Naieka his 
Mafter, giving him an account of our arrival; and fo it was 
neceflary to {tay for his Anfwer and Orders ftom the Court : we 
alfo waited for mento carry usupten the way, (the whole jour- 
ney being to be made in Litters or Palanchinoes) together with 
our Goods and Baggage, which were likewife to be carry’d by 
men upon their fhoulders, And the Dav4alz, or Feaft of the 
Gentiles, falling out inthe meantime, we were fainto ftay tillit 
spafs'd 5 andl know not whether the Queens Death and Fu- 
nerals miay not caufe us to {tay fome time longer. I will not fup- 
preis one {tory whichis reported ofthis Lady. They fay; thar 
twelve or thirteen years fince, when fhe was about five and 
thirty yearsold; it came to her ears that Vewk-tapa Naieks her 
Huiband, being become fond of a Moorifh Woman, kept her fe-. 
cretly in a Fort not farr fgom the Court, where he frequently fo- 
lac’d himfelf with her for two or three dayes together; where- 
upon Badra-Ama, (firft complaining to him not onely of the 
wrong which he did thereby to her, but alfo more of that which 
he did tohimfelf, defiling himfelf with a ftrange Woman of im- 
pure Race, (according to their fuperftition) and of a Nation 
which drank Wine, and eat Flefh, and all fort of uncveannefles , 
in their account ) told him that if-he had a mind_to ther’ 
men, he need not have wanted Gentile-Women _of their clean _ 
Race, without contaminating himfelf with this Moor, and fhe 
fhould have fuffer’d it with patience; but fince h¢ had thus de- 
fil’'d himfelf with her, fhe for the future would have no more to’ 
do withhim; andthereupon fhe took an Oath that fhe would: 
be tohim as his Daughter, and he fhould be toheras her Fa- 
ther: After which fhe fhew’d no further refentment, but liv’d 
with him as formerly, keeping him company in the Palace, tené - 
ing upon him in his ficknefs, and other things with the fame love 
asatfirft, helping and advifing him in matters of Government, 
wherein fhe had alwayes great authority with lim and,in fhort; 
excepting the Matrimonial Ac, perfectly fulfilling all other OF. 
fices of a good Wife. Vexk-tapa Naieka, who had much _ ection 
for her, notwithftanding th¢g wrong he did her with his Moors, 
endtavor'd by all means poftble to divert her from this’ r- 
pofe, andto perfwadeher tp livea Matrimonial Life till with 
him, offering many times ,to compound for that Oath by. the. 
alms of above 20000. P1gods, € Pagod is a gold coin, neaf 
equivalent to a Venetian! e, or Englifh Angel) buta ir 
vain , and fhe perfever’d at in this Refolutéon till deat 
whieh being undoubtedly an a& of much Conftancy apd Virt 
was the caufe that Véwk-tapa Naieka lov'd her always “much the 
more. Octobe: 
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Ofober the cight and twentieth , Vitsla Sivayfentto tell our 
Aimbatlador , thac hauing fene word of our arrival to the Courr,, 
the grear Minifters had acquainted Vexk-tapa Naieka therewith, 
who being ftillfo affi@ | orthe death ofhis Wife, that he went 
noc forthin publick, nor uffer’d himfelf to be feen 5 when they. 
t. ld him of this marrer,he ftciod a while without anfwering, and ~ 
at length faid onely, that they might come when they pleafe: 
Whereupon his Ceurtiers f-eing him in this mood, would not 
reply further to him concern: zg provifions of the journey to be 
{ent tothe Ambafiador, perfons to convey his Goods, and other 
fuch things 5 wherefore Vztula Sizay faid,that my Gio: Fernandez 
might confider what to do, wherher to put himfelf upon the 
way towardsthe Court without further waiting, or to have him 
write again, and ftay for an Anfwer 3 for he would do wkich P= 
pleas’d. Sig: Gio: Ferwandez , as well for the credit ‘of his 
Embaffie as to avoid charges, was defirousto have provitions 
for the journey, Men to carry his Goods, and other greater 
conveniences, althoughin publick, and with us of his company, 
he did not teftifie fo much, being willing to have it thought 
that Vitula Sivay did this Office for him atthe Court upon his 
Own motion, and not at his requeft 5 yet, I know, that in fecret 
he -us’d great inftance with Vit#la Sizay, both by Writing and 
by Speech by the mediation of an Interpreter, that he would 
Write againtothe Court, and fet forth to Vewk-tapa how that 
he was the Ambaffador of fo great a King , the firft Monarch 
,of Chriftians, (for fo I heard him tell the Interpreter, though 
he {poke with alow voice.) and that it was not feemly for him 
togo inthatminner, but that people fhould be fent to him for 
his journey, and perfons to receive him, and commands given 
to Vexk-tapa’s Minifters that he might pafs threugh his Territe- 
dies with that conveniency and decency which was requifite 5; that 
{ince he was now within two or three days journey of the Court, 
he would f{tay,another week at Ovor, and longer if need were, 
till abetrer Anfwer came ; and that,if he thought it expedient, 
Vitula Sizaz him({celf might go before to dothis Office, as he that 
might doit beft, and who ought to arrive atthe Court before 
him the Ambafiador, who afterwards might come thither alone 
by eafie journeys after he had fent himan Anfwer. The fame 
night the Interpreter return’d with this meflage to Vitela Sinay, 
wa =~ = odg’a on the other fide of the River in his own King’s 
jurifdiction.

“from the mouth of the River Southward, went to land upon the 
continent, where Vitula Sivay having been advertis’d of our 
coming, expected us under the fhade of Vertain little Hills and 
Trees, of which all this Country isfull. This was the firft time 
that I fet foot inafy place of the Gewti = where they bear fway 
-hemfelves. Sig:Gio-Fernaxdez {pcke'a long whileand alone with 
Vitula Sinmay, both of them fitting ug on a Carpet fpread upon the 
grafs 5 andat length, the difcourfe being ended, the Ambafiador 
took boat again and return’d to Ozdr. Uponthe way he told 
us, that ¥7tela Sivay {aid , that in either cafe, of his writing 
again, or going in perfon tothe Court, and waiting for anew 
Anfwer, many dayes would be lofts therefore it feem’d beft to 
him that we fhould al! put our felves upon the way without fur- 
ther waiting 5 and that tocarry his (the Aimbaflador’s ) Goods, 
they hacl appointed ten Men according to his King’s Orders 
wke ‘e Sig: Ferxanrdex told us; he was refolvd to go by all 
means, and feeing the ten menallow’d him to carry his Goods 
were not fufficient, they alone requiring twenty five, befides 
thofe of the reft of his vompany., he would hire the reft at his 
own charge, and rid himfelf of this perplexity. . By this change 
of opinion after this interview, I underftod that Vitula Sinay had 
fpoken in fuch fort that Sig: Ferwaxdez perceiv’d that this cold- 
nefs of fending him greater accommodations for his journey,was 
not fo much through the King’s melancholy for his Wife’s death, 
and the prefent confufion of the Court, as for fome other caufe 5, 
and the alledging lofs of time in waiting for anew Anfwer, was 
but anexcufe of Vzt#la 5 but, in fine, the truth could be :o oth 
then that they would not give him any greater ifions, 
becaufe Vexk-tapa was not well pleas’d with this e&mbaffie, 
Ayd to confirmthis, Eknow that before Sig: Fernandez depart- 
ed from Goa, Venk-tapa Naieka writthither toht Ambaflador. 
Vitula Sinay,that if they fent this Embaffie to urge the reftitution 
ofthe State and Fortrefs of Bayghel, which hehad lately taken 
from a certain fmall Indian-Prince, neighbour to AZaxgalor, who 
liv’d under the Portugal's protection, ( for whofe defence, two or 
three years before, the Portugals had made warr with Vewk-tapa 
WNaieka, and receiv’da notable defeat by him) it was in vain, 
and that Sig: Gio: Ferrzandez, (now firft knowa to him) might 
forbear to undertake this journey, for that he was fully refolw’d 
not to reftoreit, nor yet to give feven thoufand.Pagods v 
to that Prince, as he had prorm..’d upon agreement, if he wene 
not to live out of thofe Terr¥ ories takert from him either in#o« 
or iu Magalor,or elfewhere,he ,»retending at leaft a purpofe to re- 
turn to live with that annuity fn the lands,once his Gwn, private’ 
ly, in hopes,perhaps, to raife :pme new commotion oneday. So 


that Vexk-tap4 Naieka, knc'wit at one of the principal bufinef. 


fes of this Embaffie was that of the Prince of Bazghel, which littie 
pleas’d hin 5 and feeing alfO. nat this year the Ships from Portx- 
gal were not yet arrivd, Which every year fetch Pepper out 
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of his Dominions, and bring him ina great fum of mony, by. 


‘agreement made bythe Portugals, who every year were either 


totake it or pay forit and neither the Ships nor the money com< 
ing this year, they could not eafily pay him for the Pepper this 
year, nor yetforagr.  artof that of the laft; for which, b 
'y-afon of the lofs of their S ‘ps they ftill ow’d him: And laftly;, 
obferving the Portugals weikned and low, fo that they not 
onely ftood in need of him but now, in fome fort, began to fub- 
mit themfelves to him with this Embaffie which they fent to 
him, and the dilgrace of their pafs’d defeat 5 “twas no ftrange 
thing, that being become infolent thereupon, as’tis the manner, 
of the Barbariams,and defigning to carry it high over them,he not 
only fhew’d no great liking of the Embaffie, but made little ac- 
count of it; ane > ina manner, defpis’d it; that fo he might keep 
himfelf and his affairs in greater reputation. i 
odober the thirtieth, Sig: Gio: Fernandez being refolvig to de- 
part the next day, fent fome Horfes before, upon this, with fome 
of his Family. The fame Evening,one from Goa brought News of 
the arrival there of fome Portugals of the Fleet which canie this 
year from Portugal, confifting of four great trading Ships , two 
Shallops, and four Galeons of Warr 5 which laft come in order-to 
be confign’d to Ry Freira for the War of Orm#z ; the lof of 
which place, and the deliverance of Ruy Freira out of prifon 
being already known at the Court of spaiz, but not the lofs of 
the Ships of the Fleet the laft year. The Portugals arriv’d in 
Goa , agcording to the abovefaid. intelligence, came in one 
of: the Gileons of the Fleet which is coming , which being fepa- 
zated fro \e reft, toucht at Alozambigue , and there being 
sid and fhattet’d was loft, onely all the People and Goods were 
fav’d, and came inother Shipsto Goa 5 and beiag the reft of the 
Fleet delayesfo long, ’tis conceiv’d to have held a courfe with- 
out the Ifland of Saint Lorexzo, which ufes to take up more time. 
They relate alfo , that the Marriage between Spaiz and England 
is concluded; and that the Prince of Exglazd is now: in Spain, 
being come thither szcogwito before the conclufion of the Marri- 
age which was fhortly expected.It being already,very late, I fhall 
not longer deferr concluding this Letter , becaufe it is requifite 
for me to goand take a little reft, that I be may fit for my jour- 
ney to motrow Morning, ifit pleafe God; towhomI heartily

Write to you from Ikkeri, the }Loyal City and Seat of Verk- 
tupa NaieXa, whither I am com:,and whereI amat prefent; 
Tiball «ive you an account of tlie Audience which our Am- 

baflador hath had of this King, who, inmy judgment, fhould 

rather be call’d a Regulws or Royolet, although the Portugals and 

Indians give him the honor of a Royal Title; being he hath in 

etfect neither State, Court, nor appearance befitting a true King. 

‘I thall defcribe to you every particular that is not unworthy 
S<var Curiofity, and adjoyn fome oth of my Relations and 
Defcrivrionsof the Idolatrous Gestiles , their vain Superftitions 
and Ceremonies about their [dols, Temples, Pagods. What I 
‘ fhall now fet down, mine own Eyes have witnef3'd to 3 and FE fhall 
not fear being too tedious in defcribing things, perhaps, over 
minutely in thefe Letters ; fince I know youare delighted there- 
with, and out of your great erudition can make refleGtions upon 
the Rites us’d in thefe parts of the world, whichin many things 
are not unlikethe ancient A.gyptian Idolatry: For I am per- 
{waded to believe, not without the authority of ancient Authors, 
that the worfhip of vi and Ofirs wascommon to &gypt and this 
Region, as in Philoftratus I find Apollonius affirming, that in Iz- 
dia he faw the Statues not onely of the Agyptians, bjitalfo of 
the Grecian gods , asof Apollo, Bacchus, and Afizerva. But'w 
return to the particulars of my journeys Ocfolr the one and: 
thirtieth, Aftes onea clock in the Afternoon, we departed from 
Oxor with Sig: Gio: Ferzaxdez ina Adancion or Barge, and the 
re{tof the Familyina lefs Boat. Vitxla sinay whowas to go 
withus, we left ind readinefs to fet forth after us; I know not, 
whether by water or by Land. We row’dup the River which 
runs Southward to Ozor, again{t theftream, makingufe both 
of Sailand Oars; and a little before night having gone abous. 
three Leagues , we came to Garfopa and there lodg’d. This 
place was fometimes a famous City, Metropolis of the Province 
and Seat of a Queen: in which State, as likewife in many others: 
upon the Coait of Izdia, tothisday, a Woman frequently hath 
the fovereignty; Daughters or cther neareft Kinfwomen be- 
gotten by what ever Father f icceeding:the Mothers; thefe Gex 
¢zles having an opinion, (a: ’tis indeed ) that the Iffue by the 
Woman-fide is much more, fjire of the blood and lineage of the 
Anceftors, then that by the JMan-fide. The laft Queen of Garfop« 
fell in Love witha mean Man and a ftranger, into whofe power 
fhe refign’d her lf, together with her whole Kingdom. In 
which act, Cfetting afide her. choofing a Lover vf bafe blood, 
uporm which account fhe was blam’d. and hated by the ares 
) P whe 
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who are moft rigorous obfervers of Nobility, and maintainers of 
the dignity of their anceftors in all points) as to giving her felf up 
asa prey to her lovery fhe committed no fault again{it her honors 
for in thefe Countries “tis lawful for fuch Queens to choofe to 
themfelves Lovers or Hufbands, one or mere, according as 
they pleafe. But this Man\who was fo favour’d by the Queen o. e 
Garjopa, having thoughts as ignoble as his blood , in ftead of 
corretponding with gratitule to the Queens courtefie, defign’d 
to rebell againft her, and tike the Kingdom fromher ; which 
for a while he executed, having in procefs of time gain*d the 
affection of moft of her moft eminent Vaflals. The Queen feeing, 
her felfopprefs’d by the Fraytor, had recourfe to the Portueals, 
offering them her whole Strate , on condition they would free 
her from imminent ruine.But the Portugals,according as thex had 
alwayes in Izdia done@y their friends, (whereby they hiwebe ‘or 
many times the ruineof others and themfelves too) did port fuc- 
cour her till it was too late, and then very coldly. ~“ Omthe other 
fide the Traytor, (as his ill Fate, orrather God’s juft anger, 
would haveit) call’d to his affifttance again{t the Queen and the 
Portugals, his Neighbour Vexzk-tapa Naiekha, now Matter of thofe 
Countries. Verk-tapa Naicka takingadvantage of the occafion, 
enter’d fuddenly into the Kingdom of Garfopa with great dili- 
gence and force, fo that fhortly becoming Mafter of the whole 
Country and the City Royal, having driven out the Portugals who 
came to defend it, he took the Queen Prifoner, and ca rry’d her 
to hisown Courts where being kept, although honourably, fhe 
snded hir dayes afterwards in an honourable prifon. But the 
‘“Eraytor under-went the punifhment of his crime, for Verk-tapa 
Wazekha caus‘d him to-be flain;s and for more fecure keeping 
that State in his power, caus’d the City and Royal Palace of Gar- 
JSop4 to be deftroy’d, fo that at thisday, that jately flourithinig 
City is become nothing but a Woods; Trees being already grown 
above the ruines of the Houfes, and the plate {carcely inhabited 
by four Cottages of Peafants. 

But returning to my Travel, I muft not omit, that the three 
“seagues of this journey was one of the moft delighrful paflages 
that ever J made in my life 4 for the Country on either fide is 
very beautiful, not confifting of Plains that afford ovely an ordi- 
nary pro{pe&,nor oftowring mountains,but ofan unequal furface, 
Hills and Valleys, all green and delightful to the eyes, cloth’d. 
with thick and high-Groves, and many times with fruit Trees, 
as Indian Nuts, Fosfel, -Ambe, ari fuch like, all water’d with 
innumerable Rivolets and Springs Of frefh water 5s the fides of 
tae River all, fhady, befet with ilowers, Herbs, and fundry 
"ants, which like Ivy creeping abou : the Trees and Indian reeds 
»€exceffive height, ( call’d by the Country-people Bambs, and 
very thick along the banks ) ‘wane the wood more verdant 5 
through the nfiddle whereof the River {trayes with fundry wind- 
ings. In fhort, the Rivex of Garfopa, for a_natural thing, with- 
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oucany artificial ornament of buildings or the like, isthe good- 
heft River that ever Pbeheld: Our boats being large, could nor 


-go to the ordinary landing place at Garfapa , becaufe the River, - 
which is difcharg’d into the Sea with one {tream, is there divided ‘ 


anto many , which fall from feveral Springs upon fome neigh- 
bouring Hills, fo that the water 3. but little. Wherefore we 
Janded ar fome diftance from Garfojia,which ftands on the South- 
bank of the River, and walkt the eft of the way on foot, and 
our goods were carry’d upon the Men’s fhoulders, whom we had 
hir’'dfor that purpofe. Before we got toour lodging, it was 
night, and we were fain to wade over one of the arms of the 
River which took me upto the middle of the thigh 5 the bottom 
was {tony, and not fo dangeroustous, ( who were free) in re- 
ference to falling, as to the poor men who carry’d burthens 
meir heads; fo that I wonder’d not he who carry’d the 
hamper.of my clothes fell down withit, and wetted itin the 
water. “At length we lodg’d not within the compafs of Garfopa, 
which was fomewhat within land, but near it upon -the River, 
in a place cover’d with 2, roofamongft certain Trees,where many 
are wont to Jodge , and where the Pepper is weigh’d and con- 
tracted for, when the Porivgals come to fetchit: for this is the 
Country wherein greateft plenty of Pepper grows; for which 
reafon the Queen of Garfop4 was wont to be call’d by the Por- 
tugals, Reynada Pimenta, that is, Queex of Pepper. The River 
is call’'d by the Portugals the River ot Garfopa, but by the Indians 
in their own Language, one branch is term’d, Amba xjdi, and 
the other, Sara midi. From the River's mouth, why re it fall 
into the Sea, to Garfopa, the way, if Imiftake not, is directly | 
Eaft. — 
November the firft, After dinner we departed from our ftation, 
ahd paffing by the Cottages , and the places where the City of 
Garfopa fometimes ftood, we walk’d a good way Southwards, 
or rather South South-weft, always through an uneven, woody 
Country, irrigated with water and delightful, like the banks of 
the River which I defcrib’d. Then we began to climb up a 
Mountain, which the Country-people call Gat, and divides the: 
whole length of this part of India, being wafh’d on the Eaft 
with the Gufph of Bezgala, and on the Weft, with the Ocean or 
Sea of Goa. The afcent of this Mountain is not very rough, but 
rather eafie and pleafant like the other foil, being thick fet with 
Groves of Trees of exceffive grestnefs 5 fome of them fo ftrair, 
that one alone might ferve for the Matt of a Ship. With all, the! 
Mountain is fo water’d wit, Rivulets and Fountains, and fo 
cloth’d with Grafs and Flovwu:rs, that, me-thoughe, I faw tha. 
moft delightful place of the:-dppexzzve in Italy. If there beany 
difference, the Gat of Izdia kath the advantage in this place, be- 
caufe the height is much lefs then that of our Appennine, the 
afcent moreeafie, the wood more beautiful and thick, the wa- 


ters not lefs plentiful and clear 5 ae Gat yields to it in any ee 
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‘tisin the frequency of inhabited places, the fumptuoufnefs of 
buildings 5, and laftly, inthe beauty which the induftrious art of 
the inhabitanrs adds to the Appexnine 5 the Indian Gat having 
no other, befides what liberal, yet unpolifh’d, Nature gives ir. 


About three hours after nogn we came tothe top of Gat, where a 


little beneath the higheft cliff ¢s found a kind of barr’d Gate, 
with a wallin a narrow pafs,- which renders the place fufficiently 
{trongs; a little further thai which, in the topofall, are found 
earthen Bulwarks, and lines, which guard the paflage 3 and in 
this place is a fufficient Fortrefs, being a mile and half in circuit. 
It was fometimes call’d Garicota, but now Gavarada Naghar 3, 
‘we lodg’d about a Mufket-fhot without the Fort, in a plane 
and fomewhat low place, where are fome Houfes like a Village, 
and amongft them a Temple of Hawant, who is one of * af 
two Scimions who were imploy’d by Ramo for recovefing r.'¢ 
Wife Sitd@,as their Fables relate 3 for which good work,dnd their 
other miracles, the Izdiaws adorethem. Here Ifaw his Statue 
inthe Temple with burning lights beforeit, and a confecrated 
Silver Hand hung-up by fome devout perfon, perhaps, cur’d of 
fome evil of his Hands. Below this place where we lodg*d, 
amongft the little Valleys of the Hill,‘ is a fair and large Ciftern, 
or Receptacle of water, which falls thereinto from a River de- 
{cending from the Mountain, and the over-plus running into the 
lower Valleys. At night we heard Mufick atthe Gate of the 
above-mention’d ‘Temple, divers barbarous Inftruments found- 
ing, and amongtt the reft certain great Horns of metal, fathion’d 
almoft into a Cmictrele s I afk’d the reafon of this Feftival, and 
they told me, The Idol was to go prefently, accompany’d witha 
“gceat number of Men and Women, in pilgrimage toa place of 
their devotion near Sav Tomé, a moneths journey and mor 5 
and that it was tobe carry’din a Palanchino, as the cuftom 1s, 
andin proceffion with fundry foundsand fongs, almoft in the 
fame manner, as amongft us Chriftians, the Bodies or Images 
of Saints are carry’d in proceffion when any Community or Fra- 
ternity goin pilgrimage to’Loreto, or Reme, in the Holy year. 
At this time affifted at the fervice of the Idol, amongft others, a 
Woman, who , they faid, was fo abftinent that fhe did 
not fo much aseat Rice 5 they held her for a kind of Saint, upon 
a farme that the Idol delighted to fleep with her, which thefe 
{f.° fouls accounted a great {piritual favour ; and.haply, it may 
betrue, that fome Incubus- * ha’s to do with her, and de- 
cei.es her with falfe illufions, telliigg her that he is her God: of 
which kind of Women, there are many amongthe Afoors. Di- 
_ ers come tu afk her about futux? things, and fhe confulting, 
the Idol gives them their anfwer: one of thefe interrogations 
was made toher whilft we we tefent. Others came'to offer 
Fruits and ather edibles to t e Idol, which 6ne of the Priefts. 
prefented toit, murmufing bts Orjfons 5 and takin half of the 
things offer’d, Cwhich after prefentation-to theIdol, rémains 
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‘to the fervants of the Temple), he reftores the other half to him 
that offer’d thems; and were it but one Indian Nut, he fplits it 
In two b.fore the-Idol, and gives half to him that brought 
its; who takes the fame withreverence, and is afterwards to 
‘ ES it with devotion as facred foadé, and tafted of by the 
adol. ; ° | 
' In the Evening, by the Captain of the Fort (who wasa Moor 
of Dacaz, and fometimes an Officer,under one A#ze#k_ a Captain 
of Adil-Sciah, inthe Frontiers of-Gua, but being taken Prifon- 
er ira War between ddil-Sciah and Verxk-tapa Nazeka, and after- 
wards fet at liberty, remain’d in the fervice of Vexk-tapa; and 
hath been about five andtwenty years Governour of this For- 
trefs, and is call’d AGr-Bat) was fent a Prefent of Sugar Canes 
“o -errefrefhments to eat, to Sig: Gos Ferzandez 5 whom al- 
fo tthe faine night V#tzla Sizay, who travell’d with us, but apart 
by hintfel& came to vifit, and entertain’d with the fight of two 
vyoung men, who fenc’d very well a good while together,- onely 
with Swords made of Indian Canes. On which occafion, I fhall 
‘not omit that amongft the Ivdians, *tis the cuftom for every one 
to manage and make ufe onzly of one fort of Arms, whereunto 
he accuftoms himfelf, and, never ufes any other, evenin time 
of War. So that fome Souldiers fight onely with Swords, others 
with Swerdand Buckler, others with Lances, others with Bows 
and Arrows, and others with Mufkets; and fo every one with 
his own Arms, never changing the fame, but thereby, becom- 
ing very expert and well pradtis’d in that which he takes,to. The 
way from Garfopa to Govarada Naghar was about five or fix miles, 
and no more. , 
November the fecond, Early in the Morning Vitula Sixay fartt 
vifited Sig: Gio: Fernandez, and afterwards the Captainof the 
Fort, accompanied with a great number of his Souldiers with 
feveral Arms, but moft had Pikes, Lancesin the form of half 
Pikes, and Swords; onely twohad Swordsand Bucklers: one of 
them had a fhort and very broad Sword like a Cortelax, but the 
edge-part bowed inwardsafter a {ftrange fafhion. Thofe two 
with Swords and Bucklers came before the Captain, dancing and 
fkirmifhing after their manner, as if they fought together. The 
vifit was receiv’d in the Porch of the little Temple above men- 
tion’d , and lafted a good while. Vitula Sinay , who fpoke 
“the Portxgal-Yongue well, ferv’d for interpreter _between our 
Ambaflador and the Captain and handfomely intimated te the 
Ambaflador, that when he return’d back it was fit to give a 
Pretent tothis Captain, and v fit him in the Forts; that the cu- 
ftom was fos; and he had aljeady done the like to the Ambafia. 
dor; that fince he did it not'nmow, he had already made anex- 
cufe for it, by telling him tha* aggage was gone before, and 
that he did not goto vifit him, becaufe he had np Prefent to 
carryehim, but he would dyitathisreturn. Inthe end of this 
vifit, Vitula Sizay cans da little Silver bafket to be brought _ 
oO 
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of the leaves of Betle, Canherb which the Indians are always 
eating, and tothe fight not unlike the leaves of our Cedars) aid 
giving it to the Ambafladox, hetold him that he fhould prefent 
it to the Captain, the cuftom being fo in Ivdia, for the perfon 
vifited to give Betle-leavasto the vifitant, where-with the vift 
ends.- The Ambaflador did fe, and the Captain without taking 
any of thefe leaves, whether it were the cuftom, or that being a 
Moor. he did not, ufe it, { which yet Ibelieve not) gaveit to 
certain perfons of qualitie; who ftood befide him, and had ac- 
‘company‘d him; neither did any of them touch the leaves, but . 
the bafket went from hand to hand till it was carry’d away ag 
full as it was prefented 5 which being done, the Captain firft, and 
then Vitula Sizay, took leave and departed. - 

Vv. __ After we had din’d, about noon or foon after, our Arzs fa-' 

dlor went away alone with his Chaplain, out of impatience. o 

{tay longer in that pace s the reft of us remain’d, expeting the 

removing ofall our baggage, which was very flow in departing, 

becaufe. the Men who carry’d the fame upon their heads, were 

not fufficient, and the burthens weretvo heavy ; fo that it was 

needful to hire more, and increafe the number of Porters to 

thirty fix, befides mine , which I hir’d for my felfapart ; and 

becaufe neither were thefe enough; it was needful to lade two 

©xen, who carry’d Goods for four other Men; and this took 

up much time, becaufe neither the Men nor the beafts which 

were hir’d were ready, but were to be fought for here and there. 
Inthe nieantime, while the burthens were getting in order, I 
entertaiii'd my felf in the Porch ofthe Temple, beholding little 

boys learning Arithmetick after a {trange manner, which I will ° 
here relate. “Lhey were four, and having all taken the fame 
leffon from the Mafter , to get that fame by heart, and repeat 
likewife their former leflons and not forget them 5 one of them 
finging mufically witha certain continu’d tone, (which hath the 
force of making deep impreffion in the memory) recited part of 
the leffon 5 a3, for example,One by it felf makes one 5.and whilft 
he was thus fpeaking, he writ down the fame number, not with 
any kind of Pen, norin Paper, but (not to {pend Paper in vain) 

_ with his finger on the ground , the pavement being for that pur- 
pofe ftrew’d all gver with very fine fand 5 after the firft had writ | 
whas he fung, all thereft fung and writ down the fame thing 
-> ther. Then the firft boy fung and writ down another part 
of the leffon 5 as, forexample, “Ewoby it felf two make two; 
~witich all the re{t repeated in the fame manner, and fo forward 
inorder. Whenthe pavement wa, full of figures, they put them 
jut with the hand, and if need were, ftrew’d it with new fand 
from a little heap which they had. before them where-with to 

write farther: And thus they didas long as the exercifé conti- 
nu’d 3 in which manner, likewife they told me, they learnt to 

read and write withour {poiling Baper, Pens, or Ink, which 
certainly isa prety way. Iafk’d them, if hey happen’d fo for- 
get 
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‘get or be miftaken in any part of the leffon, who corrected and 
taughtthem, they being all Scholars without the affiftance of 
any Mafter 5 they anfwerd me, and faid'true, thatit was not 
poffible for all four of them to forget or ppiftake in the fame part, 
-ad that they thus exercis’d togethert, to the end, that if one 
nappen’d to be out, the others might corre&thim. Indeed a 
prety, eafie, and fecure way of learnipg: Bax 
Having feen this Curiofity, and our baggage being laden, we Vi 
all fer forth after the Ambafflados, and V#t#la Sizay fet out to- 
pether with us. Wetravell’d firft Eaft-ward, then South-ward, 
put many times I could not obferve which way our courfe tend- 
ed; we went upon the ridge of a Hill, and through tneven 
wayes, fometimes afcending, and fometimes defcending; but 
“n the middle of great thick Groves full of Grafs and 
rufining water, no lefs delightful then the former Fields. A litclé 
more then halfa League fromthe Fort, wefound a Aefcbita of 
the Moors, built upon the way with a Lake or Receptacle of 
water, but not very well contriv’d by the Captain of the-faid 
'Fort, which his King had '‘allow’d him to make as a great favour 3 
fer the Gertiles are not wont to fuffer in their Countries Femples 
of other Religions. Here we found our Ambaffador ; who 
ftay’d for us; and we tarry’d likewife here above an hour in 
expectation of our baggage, much of which'was ftill behind. At 
‘length continuing our journey, and ‘having refted a good while 
in another place, night came upon usin the midft of a Wood, fo 
fhady, that although we had very clear Moon-light, yet we 
were fainto light Torches, otherwif@we could not fee our way. 
‘The Torches us’d in Zzdza are not like ours , but made of metal 
in form of thofe wherewith the Infernal Furies are painted; the 
fire of which is féd with Bitumen, and other dry materials which 
are put into the mouth or hollow at the top, into which alfo 
they frequently powre a combuftible liquor, which the Man 
that holds the Torch carries in his other hand in a metalline 
bottle, with a long flender neck very fit for that purpofe; for 
when he is minded to recruit the flame, he diftills a lictle liquor 
intoit, the length ofthe neck fecuring his hand from hurt. By 
the light of thefe Torches we travell’d a great part of the night. 
At length being unable to overtake the Horfeswhich were led 
before, and the baggage being behind, for fear of lofing our way, 
weftay’d under a‘great Tree, where fomein Palanchinoes, and 
others upon the ground, fp. is night inconveniently and 
fupper-lefS, having nothing cife to eat but a little Bread, which" 
we toafted at the fire, that w¢ might eatit hot 5 and withthe: 
fame fire which we kindled, eallay’d the coldnefs 6f the nighr, 
’ which in the top of thefe In ian Mountains is very coldi re-, 
ard of their ne, a 53 yetitw  etftharperto usthisnig t, then 
it ufes to be at Rome in the beginning of Septemeber, even in tem- 
perate.years. : 
November the third, As foon as it was day we follow’d our 
way 
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way, and in a.'‘fhort time:came toa Village of four Cottages, 
Call’d Tembre, where the Horles were lodg’d, and we alfo ftay’d 
till the baggage came*up, which was much. later then we ; and 
we ftay’d thé longer to reft the people that-travell’d on foot : for 
all the fervants, and I‘Kitow nothow many Mufketiers, which 
our Ambaflador carried withdhim, were on. foot. Vitula Sina, 
lay there likewife this night , but was gone before we came 
thither. From Garicota to Tumbré, isabout a League and half; 
forin this Country they meafiyre the way by.Ga#’s, and every 
Gawisabout two Leagues, and they faid that from Gariceta to 
Iumbré, was not one Gaw. ee ; 
‘When we arriv’d at this Town, we found the pavements ot 
the: Cottages. were vernifh’d over with Cow-dung mix’d with 
water. . A cuftom of the Ges#zles in the places where the are 
wont to eat, as I have formerly obferv’'d. I took it fora rape r-. 
ftitious Rite of Religion; bug I fince better underftand that it is 
us’d onely for elegancy and ornantent, becaufe not ufing, or, 
not knowing how to make fuch {trong and lafting pavementsas 
ours, theirs being made fleightly of Barth and fo eafily {poy!'d,. 
therefore when they are minded to have them plain, fmooth, 
and firm, they fmear the fame over with Cow-dung temper’d 
with water, in cafe itbe nor liquid, (for if it be, there needs 
no water) and plaining it.either with their hands or fome other 
inftrument , and fo makeit fmooth, bright, ftrong, and of a 
fine green colour, the Cows whofe dung they ufc, never eating 
any thing but Grafs; and it hath one convenience, that this 


‘ polifhing is prefently made, .foon dry, endures walking, or any 


thing elfe to be done upon it 5 and the Houfes wherein we 
lodg’d, we found were preparing thusat our coming, and were 
prefently. dry enough for our ufe. Indeed it isz prety Curiofiry, 
and I intend to caufe tryal to be made of it in &#aly,and the rather 
becaufe they fay for certain, that the’ Houfes whofe pavements 
are thus {tercorated , are’ good againft the Plague; which is no 
defpicable advantage. Onely it hath this evil, that its handfom- 
ne{s and politenefs Jafteth not, but requires frequent renovation, 
and hethat would have it handfome, muft renew it every eight 
ortendays; yet being a thing {fo eafie to be done, and of {6 little 
charge, it matters not for a little trouble which every poor per- 
fon knowshows to.difpatch. Fhe Portugals ufe it in their Houfes 
Goa,.and_ other places of India; and, in brief, “tis certaig 
that it is no fuperftitious cuf but onely for neatnefs and or- 
‘nament; and therefore. *tis no wender that the Gertiles ‘ufe it 
-often, and perhaps, every day inyplaces where they eat, which 
rabove alithe reft are to be very nieat. “Tis true, they make a Re- 
ligious Rite of not eating in any place where people of another. 
3e@. uT Race, Cin their opinion; unclean) hath eaten, unlels 
they firft repolifh.the fame with Cow-ding, which is.a kind of 
Purification 5 as we do by wathing,it with wates, and whitening 
the wall,-( not asa Religious Rite, but-through Cuftém) in ‘ 
8 Chambers 
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Chambers where any one ha’s dy’d. Ifaid, where people not — 


onely >f different Religion,but alfo of impure Race have eaten 3 
becaufe the Gevtiles are very rigorous and fuperftitious among 
themfelves , for a noble Race not te hold '‘Commerge of eating 
with others more bafe; yea, inone andshe fame Race, (as in 

‘yat of the Brachwzans which is the nobleft) fome Brachwans; 
C asthe Pasditi, or Boti, who aré held in great efteem amongft 
them) will not eatin the Company, orfo much as in the Houfe 
of a Brachwans, Sinay, ‘or Naieke, and other ANobles, who eat 
Fifth, and are call’d by the general name Afazarz, and much lefs 
efteem’d then thofe who eat none s yet the Brachwans, Sinay, 
or Naieke,* or other fpecies of AZazarz, who are inferior , eat in. 
the Houfe'of a Paxdito,or Boto,without being contaminatéd, but 
rather account it an honor.- -: - 

tef dinner, wedeparted from T##bre, travelling through 

unequal wayes and lands like the former, but rather deiendiis 
then otherwife 5 we refted once, a while under a Tree,to ftay for 
the baggage, and then proceeding again at almoft fix a clock 
after noon,we came to the fide ofa River called: Barexghi,which 
in that place runs from Weft to Eaft; and isnot fordable, al- 
though narrow, but requixsesa boat’ro pafs it. On the Southern 
bank, on which we came, were four Cottages, where we took 
up our ftation that Night, enjoyingthe cool, the fhadow, .and 
the fight of a very goodly Wood which cloaths the River fides 
with greens; but aboveall where we lodg’d, oneither fide the 
way, were fuchlarge and goodly. Trees, fuch f{pacious places 
underneath for fhade, and the place fo opacous by the thicknefe 
of the boughs on high; that indeed; I never faw in ape eine: Ai a 
fairer natural Grove 3 amongft other Trees there was abundancé 
of Bawbs,: or very large Indian Canes, twin’d about to the top 
with prety Herbs? The journey of this day was three Cos, ora 
League and half. This River, they fay, isone of thofowhich 
goes to Garfopa. Vitula Sinay we found not here, becaufe he 
was gone before. 

November the fourth, We began. in the Morning to pafs our 
Goods over the, River; but becaufe there was but one, and that 
a {mall boat, it was ten hoursaftér noon before we had got all 
of them over’; then following our journey through fomewhat 
oblique and uneven wayes like the former,we found.many Trees 
of A4yrobaluxes, fach as are brought into Italy preferv'd in Sugar. 
It hath leaves much like that which produces Gum Arabick’, by 
me formerly defcrib’d 5, different onely in this, thact in that of 

sm Arabick, the branch confifting of many leaves, is much 
lefs, round or oval, and feemsone leaf made upof many other 
Jong and narrow ones: But in this Ayrobalane Tree, the branch 
is fufficiently long, and the {mall leaves compofing it in tworows 
on either fide, are fomewhat larger; noris the Atyrobalane Free 
prickly like that ofGum Arabick - The fruit is round, hard, of 
a yellowifh green, {mooth, fhining, -.>f little pulp, but a shots 
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ftone, almoft round and furrow’d with fix circular lines.. Being 
raw ict hath an acid and aftringent , but , in my judgment , na 
pleafane tafte; but preferv'd, becomes good. They fay ft js 
refrigerative and purges Choler, = — eee: 

- Having refted many times upon the way, and in all travell’d. 
two Leagues, we ended this day’s journey inthe onely confidci ' 
rable and populous Town wet i 


ad hithesto met, which is calla 
Abineli. We lodg*d in. the Porches of 4 Temple of Idals, 
which had two.Rorches, one within, the other without, bor 
low after thei¢ manner, with very large Pent _bowles frrengthens 
ed with great, Pofts; the Pavement rais’d high and dung’d, bar 
not lately 3 rhe walls white, fpxinkled in the corners and ends, 
with a fort of Rofe-Oyle, ill colour’d 3 for fo is their cuftom 
always in their Religious StruG@tures. The Idol was call’d Virenag 
Deurn, the latter oF which words fignifies God, or. rather | - 
being attributed alfo to Menof quality 5 he ftood atthe upper 
ead in a dark place with Candles before him; of what figure he 
was I.could not {€e well, by reafon of the darknefs, but they told 
me ‘twas a Man: In the body of the Temple, were many other 
wooden Statues of Jefs Edols,, plac’d about in feveral places, as 
*twere for ornament; fome ef which were figures of their Gods, 
others not of Gods, but for ornament, of feveral fhapes. Many 
ef thefe figures’ reprefented difhoneft aGions. One was ofa 
Woman, lifting up her cloths,before, and fhewing that which 
Modefty oblig’d her to cover - Another was of a Man anda 
Woman kiffing, the Man holding his Hand on the Womans 
Breafts :. Another had 3 Mananda Woman naked, with. their 
‘lands at one anorher’s fhameful parts, thofe of the Man being 
ofexceffive greatnefS, and fundry fuch, reprefentations fit indeed 
for:fuch a Temple.- But thefe,were not figures of Gods. OF 
Gods there was a. Brahwa with five Heads, and three Armson 
a fide. fitting aftride a,Peacack , which in their Language they 
call Naw Brahwa, that is,. the Peacock of Brabma; another God 
was call’d Neraiza, with four Arms ona fide: Another withar 
Elephant’s Head,: and two Handsto an Arm, whom they call 
Ganesé, andothers Bacra-tumdo, that.is, Round-mouth 5 for one 
and, the fame, God; hath divgers. names-: Another call’d Fuena, 
had. the fhape. of:a Man, holding. a naked Sword in his right 
Hand, and a Buekler in his lefe: Another: had a Man. under his 
Feet,*upon whofe Head hetrampled 5 and fo, many, qathers of 
vatidus forts, : Lobferv’d that all thefe Idols had the fame.cover 
of the Head, high, with many: picks or peaks,. all ending..in one 
feng, peak, 3 ftrange and majeftical Diadem, not. ysid now 4 
iedia 3 -it might have been of wreath’d Linnen, or Gold, gy,other 
felid miatter,5. whexefore. I.imagine that -it-isa very. ancient co- 
vering at this:day diCusds unlefs haply it be fome-.enfign 
of, Divanity.; which J rather -think,~ Ramee I remember tq have 
fecn at. Rome almoftt: the fame Diadems ypon the . Heads of fome 
4igyptian Statues, and, if I fofget. mot, they were call’d Zutuii, 
and 
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anc the Idols of Txt#lat?,as amongft us the Diadems of the Saints; 
er, 3s fome make ir, threé Crowns one upon another, like the 
Rego, or Pontifical Crown ofour Pope; Inthe middle of the 
Temple wasanother darker-inclofure, wherein feood faftned in 
the ground certain flender ftaves, wiaiothers crofs them in two 
rows, making little Steccato or Palifado of along forms; and 
thefe were to hang Lamps and Tapers upon, at more folemn 
dayesand hours. A Barber whom we had withus, an Indian- 
Gentile, but a Native of the Country of 4u7z/:sciah, who was 
nam’d Dexgi, and underftood fomething of the Portzgal-Tongue; 
could not well tell me the names of thofe figures and Idols of the 
Temple, when I afk’d him; becaufe, he faid, they wete not 
things of his Country, where they had other things and Gods, 
and rhat every Country had particular ones of their own. With- 
ehé circuit of this Temple, but on one fide ofthe Court as you 
goin, were three other little Cells feparate from the body of 
the great Temple, two.of which were empty, perhaps not yet 
well accommodated, but in the other wasan Idol of an Ox; 
which cur Barber knew, and faid was alfo of his Country, and 
that they call it Bafxava 4 it was half lying, or rather fitting upon 
the floorf with the Head erect 5; like which Ox, or Bafzana; 
ftood another inthe upper part of the Temple before the Tri- 
bunal of the Idol Véreva, as if it ftood there for his guard. In 
the Evening the Minifters of the Temple ringa kind of Bell or 
Shell which was within the Temple, ftriking it witha ftaff3 and 
it made a tolerable found, as if it had been a good Bell ¢. at 
which found, fome from without affembling together, they Be- 
gin to found within the Temple very loud two Drums, andtwo. 
Pipes or Flutesofmetal 5 after which many Tapers being light-' 
ed, particulasly, at the Steccato above-mention’d, and ‘put in 
order a little quit, with a Canopy of rich Stuff,which is alwayes | 
ready in the Temple for carrying the Idol, they put thé princi- 
pal Idol Vireza intoit, not that of ordinary wood in the middle 
of the Temple, but the other at the upper end, which was of 
the fame bignefs,- about two {pans round between the figure and 
ornaments abqut it, butall painted with various colours, gilded 
and deck’d with white Flowers. ‘Then one of the Minifters 
march’d firft founding a Bell continually as he went, and after 
him others, and at length two with lighted Tapers; after which 
followed the Idol in his Canopy , witha Minifter before him 
carrying a Veffel of Perfumes, which he burnt; and thus’ — 
carry'd him in Proceffion: Firft, ingjo the Court withoug the 
a cmple, going out of it on the left Hand,: as yOu enter, which 
to them. as they came forth was the right, and returning by the 
other oppofite. - After which going out of the Gate of the Court 
into the ftreet, they went inthe fa e manner in- 
Cftill founding their Bells) I>knaw,.not whither, but ’tis likely | 
they went to fome other Temp]e to ptrform fofne kind of Ce- 
remony 3 for in the Townthere wai morethenone. Beingat 
Qa length 
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\ength return’d, and the Proceffion re-entring the Court vith 
a great train of Men and Women of the Town, they went th -ice 
about the infide of the Court, as they had done once before ichey 
went out: Byt in theft three Circumgyrations they obferv’d 
thisOrder, that the fir% ~“me they walk’d as they had done in 
theftreet; the fecond, more leifurely, and thofe that founded 
the Flutes,. left off; and founded another kind of fhriller and 
{weeter Pipes the third time, they walk’d more flowly then be- 
fore, and leaving of the fecond Pipes, founded others of a far 
lowernote. Which being done, thofe that carry’d and accom- 
pany d the Canopy ofthe Idol, ftood ftillin the entrance of the 
‘Temple right againft the Upper End, and one of the Priefts or 
Minifters ftanding at the Upper End dire@ly oppofite to the 
Idol, Cwho washeld‘ftanding on his Feet by help. of one of the 
Minifter’s Hands, who for that purpofe went alwayes on one tet 
near him 5) beganto falute the Idol a far off with a dim Taper 
inhis Hand, making a great circle with the fame from on high 
downwards, and from below upwards, dire&tly over againft the 
Idol, which he repeated feveral .times ; and inthe end of the 
circles, which were always terminated in‘the lower part, he de- 
{crib’d a {trait line from one fide to thegppofite, and that where 
the circle began; nordid he feem to me always to begin the cir- 
cles on the fame part, but fometimes on the right, and fome- 
times on the left, with what Order I know not. This being done 
within, the fame Prieft came to the Entrance where the Idol 
ftood , pafling dire&tly through the midft of the Palifado of 
Lights, (through which, I believe, that for others, and another

unaally ftands, In the mean time one of the Minifters diftri- 
buted to all-the by-ftanders a little quantity of certain Fitches 
mingled with fmall flices of Indian Nut. which, I conceive, had 
been offer’d tothe Idols and they took and eat' the fame wth 
fignes of Devotion and Reverence. He offer’d fome likewife 
to our people, and there wanséed not fuch as took them ; the 
Drums and Fifes fqunding in the mean time : which at length 
ceafing, and the Candles being put out, the Ceremonies ended, 
and the people return’ to their Houfes. Such Menas were not 
Officers ofthe Temple, affifted at thefe Ceremonies in the firft 
entrance, where we alfo ftood : but the Women ftood more 
within in the body of the Temple,where the rows of lights were. 
for the better underftanding of all which defcription, I fhall 
here delineate the Plat-form of the Temple with its inclofure

The fame Evening was brought to our Ambaffador a Letter X 
feos Vitula Sivzay, who writ, that arriving at the Cour on Fryday 
before, he had tooken with his King, who being well pleas’d 
with the Ambuatlador’s coming, had prepar’d the fame houfe for 
him, whercin the King of Belzghét was wont to lodge when he was 
at his Court; and that-h= would make him a very honorable Re= 
ception; that taerefore as foon as we arriv’d at the Town 442- 
wala. ( where we now were ) the Ambafiador fhould fend him 
notice +» which was accordingly done, .by difpatching the 
Meflenger prefently back again 5 and we waited for his 
return. ‘ mt . 

November the fifth, At day-break the Minifters of the Temple 
where we lodg’d, founded Pipesand Drums for a good whil€ ia 
the Temple, without other Ceremony: The like they did 
again about Noon, and at Evening 5 but at night*they made the 
fame Procefflion with the Idol, and the fame Cerenrtsaies which | 
are above def(crib*d. This day came to the Town a Uiptain 
from the King with many attendants, and having vifit :d the 
Ambafiador, took divers of thofe Idols which ftood in tue firft 
Entrance, and carry’d them away with him .to benew madey 
becaufe fome were old and broken. Late in thenight came 
another Letter from Vit#la Sizxay, which fignifi’d to us that we 
fhould move forwardsto a Town very near the Court call’d Ba- 
drapor, where fome perfons from the King wereto meet us, and 
accompany us to the Court 5 althougi the Ambgafiador had writ 
to him before, that he car’d not for being accompany*d a¢ his 
Entrance, but onely when he fhould go to fee the King. I ttwle 
him King, becaufe the Portsgals themfelvés and the Indians 
do fo 5 although in truth Venk-tapa Naicka, not. onely becaufe 
his x -edeceflors were a few years ago Vaff"ls ana fimple Naieka‘s 
(that is, feudatory Princes, or rather Provincial Governours) 
sander the King of Vidianugher, and yam ~iabieggectio he reign 
he abfolurtly by Ufurparion, is in effe& r #oPher thera ncvcis 
and God knows how longhis Houfe wil): bide in gregtnefs 5, but 
alfo much more by reafon of the fmalneff Fifi. Territory,(though 
it be gréat,in re{pec of other Indian Genftile-Princes)deferves not 
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the Appellation of Kings and-the lefs, becaufe he pays Trik ute 
to Idal-sciah, who although: a greater Prince., is but fmall oeir 
ther for a King, and ayes Tribute to the Moghol.. In faort,. 
Venk-tapa Naiéka,althou h ow abfolute, fhould, in my opinion, 
be called a Royolet r er thena King : But the Portugals, 
to magnifie their affairs in Ivdia, or elfe to -honor the perfons:

‘November the’ fixth, Two- hours before noon we went from 
Abinala,and having travell’d through a Country like the forme¥, 
but plain, about noon we came to the Town Badra 5 where, ac- 
cording as Vit#la Sinay had writ tous, we thought to lodge that 
night, and accordingly had lay’d down our baggage, and with- 
drawn-to a place to reft 5 but aftertwo hours being there, we 
found our felves furrounded by abundance of people, ( for ’tis 2 
large Town 4ndthey go almoft all arm’d) who out of curiofi- 
ty came to fee uss whereupon. the Ambafiador , cither. having 
rece*w’d «<n Anfwer from Vit#la Sixay, or not caring for a pom- 
pous entrance; ‘rais'd us all again 5 and aftera {mall journey 
furtht r we arriv’d at Fkkeri, which is the Royal City of Vexk-fapa 
Natekn where he holds his Court; having travell’d fince morn- 
ing from Abizalé to Ikkert but two Leagues.” This City is feat- 
ed ina goodly Plain, and, as we enter’d, we pafs’d through three 
Gates with Forts and. Ditches, but fmall, and confequently, 
three Inclofures;-the two firft of which were not Walls, but 
made of very high Indian Canes, very thick and clofe planted in 
ftead of a Wall, and are ftrong ‘again{t Foot. and Horfe ‘in any, 
hard to cut, and not in danger‘of fire 5 befides, that the Herbs 

tich creep upon them, together with themifelyes, make a fair. 
and great verdure, and much fhadow. The other Inclofureisa 
Wall, but weak. and. “nconfiderable : But. having pafs’d. rhefé 
three; we pafs'd afl. “Some fay, there.are others within, bedouy- 
ing to’ the Citadel or Fort where the Palace 1s 5 for tkkers is of 

bod. largenefs,: ‘put the Houfes ftand thin.and are ill built, efpe 


‘Clally without the chi. id Inclofure 5 and moft of the fituation is 


taken up in great and) “g ftreets, fome of them fhadow’d with 
high and very: goodly)Irees growin ‘in Lakes of Water., -of 


which; there aremany large ones; befides.Fields fet full of ‘Trees, 


z like 
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like @ roves, fo rhat it feems to confift of a City, Lakes, Fields; 
and Woods mingled together, and ma‘es a very delightful fighr. 
We were lode’d in the Houfe, as they faid, wherein the King of 
'Beligh3 \odg’d , 1 know not whether Kinfinan, Frierfd, or Vafial 
eesVenk-tapa Naieka, but probably one of"the above-mention’d 
‘KKoyolets 5 and to go to this Houfe we went out of the third In- 
clofure, :paffing through the inmoft part of the City by another 
Gate oppofite to that by which we enter’d. he Houfe indeed 
was fuch as in our Countries an ordina: ttifan would {carce 
have dweltin, having very few, and thofe {mall and dark Rooms; 
which fcarce afforded light enoughto read a Letter 5 they build 
them fodark, as a remedy for the great heat of Summer: How- 
ever, this muft needs have been one of the beft;: fince it was af- 
fign’d to the {aid King firft, and now to our Ambafiador 5 al- 
though as we pafs’d through the midft of the CityIlobferv’d 
fome that made a much better fhew. . 

At night they brought the Ambaffador a couple of bed-fteadg 
tofleep upon, and fome {tocls for our ufe , fome of them made 
of Canes intervoven, tnft: ad of coverings of-Leather or Cloth; 
being much us’din Goa and. other placesof Ivdia; but fome 
others were cover’d with Leather. 

November the feventh, V#txla Sizay came in the morning to 
wifit our Ambaflador,; and in his King’s Name broughthim a 
Prefent of Sugar-Canes,; Fruits, Sugar, and other things to eat; 
but not any Animal 5 and, if I wasnot mifinform’d, ( for I was 
not prefent) he excus’d his Kings not fending him Sheep or other 
Animals to eat, by faying, that he wasof a Lizgavant or Noble 
Frace, who neither‘eat nor kill any Creatures; as if he fhould 
have fin’d and defil’d himnfelf, by fending any tothe Atmbaflador 
who would have*’egten them. With this Prefent he fenta biece 
of Tapiftry, not asa Gift, but onely for the Ambaffadorto nake 
ufe of in his Houfe, and it was us’d infuch forte that at length 
it had a hole in it: The Ambafiador, as not prizing it, havin 
given it to his Interpreter to fleep upon; asindeed, he feem’ 
not very well pleas'd with it or his Donatives; for, {peaking of 
the Reception which Ve#k-tapa Nateka made him, he would of- 
ten fay, Caccording to the natural and general cuftom of his 
Nation > 5 Let him do me lefs honour, andegive me fome- 
thing more, and itwill be better. However, [believe Venk- apa 
Naieka, who isnot liberal, willabound more in Courtefie toxvbh= 
Ambaffador thenin Gifts. Vt#ela Sivay faid, that the next aay 
the Aembaflador fhould be call’d to Audience three hours aftér 
noon; wherefore Himfelfand all his Attenaants continued un-. 
drefs’d till dinner-time. I knowing the cuftom of Courts, and 
that Princes will not wait but be waited f t the hous: 
of Audience depend upon their pleafure no_ p n his whoists 
have it, drefs'd my €lf in the morning.icifirely, that I_might 
not afterwards confound my felf wich hzite s and though in fuch 
folemmities others ctloth’d themfelves in colours, and with orna= 
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iments of G.jld, yet I put ononely plain black Silk as mou} ning 


for my Wife, Before we had din’d, and whilft we were at Fable: 
they came to call us #rhaftg ro Audience, faying, that itula 
Sinzay and other great -Perflons were come to condué us to, the 
King. The Ambafladdr finding himfelf unready and furprts’a, 
was fore’d to defire them not ¢o come yet; making an excufe’ 
that we were ftill-at dinner 3 and,the Table being taken away,he 
and all the reft retir’d to drefs themfelves in great confufion s. 
and greater there wa  ‘zetting the Horfes fadled, preparing the 
Prefents which wereto be carry’d, and providing other necef- 
fary things in hafte, for nothing was ready 5 but the Ambaflador 
and alt “his Servants were in a great hurry and confufion, calling 
for this and the other thing, which feem’d to me not to have. 
too much of the Courtier. _The perfons who came to fetch us, 
ftay’d 2 good while without, butatlength were brought-into 
the Porch of the Houfe, that is, into the firft Entrance within 
the Court, where Vifits are receiv'd 5 without feeing the Am- 
baffador or any of his Attendants, who weréall employ’d in 
the above-{aid confufion, at a good prrt of which thefe perfons 
were prefent. —, - 
At length the Ambaffador being drefs"d came forth with the 
reft, and receiv’d the Vifit of Vitula Sinay , and another great 
Perfon fent by the King to accompany hims he was a Aéoorby 
Seé&t, but of Indian .Race, very black, and Captain General in 
thefe parts of Bamghel, from which charge he was lately return’d, 
and his Name was Aézs? Bat. With thefe camealfo a Son of_his, 
a Youth ofthe fame colour, but of a handfome Face, and cloth’d 
odly after the Indian Fafhion, that is 5 naked from the 
girdle upwards, having onely a very thin and varioufly painted 
cloth gaft crofs one Shoulder, and another of the fame fort girt 
about him ,.and hanging down loofe; he had a little Bonnet 
upon his Head, like thofe of our Gally-flaves, but wrought with 
Givers colours; his Hands, Arms, Neck, and Nofe , were: 
adorn’d with many ornaments of Gold , and he had a guilt Po- 
nyard at his girdle, which fhew’d very, well. His Father was 
cloth’d all in white,- after the. manner of Ivdza, to wit, of fuch 


‘as wear Clothes, and go notnaked fromthe Wafte sy la ao 


n his white..veftment he had a fhorter fur-coat of Velver, 
guarded with Gold at the bottom , loofe and open before, 
“whi th is the cuftom onely in folemnities. -He had no Sword, 
pyt onely a Ponyard onthe right fide, the hilt and cheap guild- 
ed,.and, asI believe. of Silvers upon his Head he had a, little 
Cap of the fame -+orm, made of Cloth of Golds for in mefe 
Countries “tis the fafhion for Men to cover their Heads cither 
with fuch Cans. or with white Turbants, little and almoft 
{Gulare. Vztula sz#ay avd fome other perfonages who came with 
‘them to accempany the Ambaflador, were «ll cloth'd with white 
garments-of very fine Silf,, and other rich Silken fur-coats upon 
the fame, to honor the folemanity 3 azide upon thefe ory ped 
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ch ‘colour’d clothes asin Perfia they call Sczal, and, jfe for gir- 
l¢s, Kat the Indians wear them crofs the fhoulders ccover’d with 
apiece wf very fine white Silk, fo that the*xolour undtrneath ap- 
pears.s or elfe wear white Silk alone. Asfion as we came forth 
of doors’, Atusé Bat prefented to the anrsaflador one of thefe 
colour’d Skarfs inclos’d in white Silk to wear about his Neck 5 
and the Ambaflador gave him a piece of I know not what Clorh, 
and in the mean time a publick Dancing-Woman whom the 
had hir*’d, danc’d in the prefence of u - Then we alltook 
Horfe, the Ambafflador riding upon a good Horfe of his own 
which he had brought from Goa, with a faddle embroider’d 
and adorn’d with Silver Fringe 3 and another Horfe with trap- 
pings being lead before him, both which he had brought from 
home, with intention, perhaps, to fell them here at his depar- 
ture ; for Horfes here yield a good price, and he had been for- 
merly at Ikkert purpofely to fell Horfes, and {0 became known 
to Verk-tapa Naieka. ‘There was alfo another. good led-Horfe, 
which the Vice-Roy fent as a Prefent to Vexk-tapa Naiekas that 
which they had given to Vitula Sinay, he had carry’d to his 
Houfe, and it appear’d not here. All the reft of us rode upon 
Horfes ofthe place, which are of a very {mall fize, and were fent 
to us for that purpofe, accoutr’d after their manner, with faddles 
pretty enough to look upon, but tome very inconvenient ; for 
they have bows and cruppers very high, and are all of hard 
wood, without any ftuffing, but with fharp wreath’d edges, 
cover'd with black or red Cloth, lay’d with lifts of Gold or 
yellow, or other colours inthecruppers are many carv’d orna=> 
ments almoft of this figure (= peehides certain extravagant 
taffels hanging downto the ftirrops 5 and, were they neg fo hard, 
they would be neither wahanidiome, nor unfafe to rid¢-upen. 
The Pomp proceeded inthismanner; Many Horfemen went 


formoft, who were follow’d by divers Foot arm’d with Pikes | 


and other weapons, fome of them brandifhing the fame as they 
went along 5; then march’d certain Mufketiers with Drums, 
‘Trumpets, Pikes, and Cornets founding ; thefe cloth’d all in 
one colour aftet the Portzgal manner, but with coarfe ftuff of 
{mall value 5 and amongft them rode a fervant of the Ambafila- 
dor’s, better clad after their fafhion, as Captain of the Guard. 
Then follow’d the Ambaflador in the middle between Vits/2 
Sinay and Amsé Baz; and after hitn we of his retinue, ta wirk. 
the Chaplain, Sig: Coxfalvo Carvaglio, Sig: Francefco Monregros 
weg liv’d at Barcelor, and whom we feund at rkker? about fome 
affairs of hisown; but becaufe he wanteta~horfe, he a pear’d 


not in the Cavalcade. After us came fome Gther Horfe-men 5° 


but, in fumm, there was but few people: avfmall fhew, and little 
gallantry 3; demonftrative fignes of the imaiintis of thisCouxe 
and the Prince. In this manner we rodé&tothe Palace which 
ftands in a Fort or Citadel of good largenefS, iincompafs’'d with 
a great Ditch, aad Certain ill buile baftions. At the entrance 
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.we found t; to.very long bur narrow Bulwarks. Withinttte Ci- 


tadel are many Houfes, and fhops alfo in feveral ftreets 5 Mor we: 
pafi'd. throvigh two Gates, atboth which there ftood Guards, 
and all the diftance betwe ..{ them was an inhabited ftreet.. We. 
wentthroug --hefet = ates on Horfe-back, «which, J belte 
was a priviledge, for few did fe befides our felves,- naraely, fuch 
onely as entred where the King was; the reft either remainin 
on Horfe-back.at the firft Gate, or alighting at the Entranceof 
the fecond. Ath: . sate alfo weenter’d, but on Foot, and 
came intoa kind of Court, about which were fitting in Porches 
many prime Courtiers, and other perfons.of quality: Then we 
came toa fourth Gate guarded with Souldiers, into which one- 
ly we Franchi or Chriftians, and fome few others of the Country 
were fuffer’'d toenters; and we prefently found the King, who 
was {eated in a kind: of Porch onthe oppofite fide of a fmall 
Cours, upon a Pavement fomewhat rais’d from the Earth, 
cover'd witha Canopy like a fquare Tent, but made of boords. 
and gilded. Fhe Floor was cover’d with a piece of Tapift 
fomething old, and the King fat after the manner of the Eait up-' 
on a little Quile on the out-fideof the Tent, leaning upon oge 
of the pitiars which up-held. it onthe right-hand, having at his 
back two great Cufhions of firie white Silk. Before him lay hig 
Sword,:adorn’d with Silver, and a little onone fide almoft in 
the middle of the Tent, was a fmall eight-corner’d Stand, painted 
and gilded, either to writeupon, or elfeto hold fome thing or. 
other of ‘his. On the right hand, and behind the King, ftood. 
divers Courtiers, one ef. which ‘continually wav’d a white fan 
made of fine linnen, as if to drive away thé flies from. thé King: 
Befidec *he King, there was but one perfon fitting , and hethe 
principa: Favorite of the Court, call’d Putapaiay and he fat aga 
good ¢c*f{tance from him onthe right hand near the wall. 

Asi .on as we faw the King afar off , the Ambaffador and we 
pall’d off our Hats, and faluted him after our manner 5; he feem’d. 
not te ftir at dll;but when we approach’d nearer,the Amba flador 
was made to fit down withinthe Tent ata good diftance from 
the King near the wall, as Putapaza {ate, but on che left fide, at 
which we enter’d. ‘The reft of us ftood a good while before the 
Tent, onthe left fidealfo. Vitela Sinay approach’dtoa Pillar 
oppof te to that on which the King lean’d, and there ferv’d as 
Ante reter, fometimes {peaking with the King, and fometimes 

' tffhe Ambaflador. Aesé Bai ftood alfo on our fide, but di- 
ftant from the Kin ad nearoneof the Pillars of the Perch. 

The King’s firft _ -ke concerning the Health of the Kin 

‘of Spaiz and the Vice-Roy 5 and then the Ambafiador fabjoyn’ 
thecaufesofhis¢co i , namely, to vifithim, and continue the 
Aitmity” w 1 sheld with that Srate of the Portsgals, 
@who ufe that ftyle to thefe Indian Kings, as they did alfo to 
their King of Portugal when they had one , whence; this cuftom 
fir@ arofe. and is fill continu’d 5 although mow when they rules 
thes

the r King of Spa7z,fo much a greater Lord thes King of Por 
tear {,tney ufe not the term Highzefs,bu Adajefty,atrer the mannet 
of FE ope.) The Ambafladoraddedth’ intoken of this Amity. 
th ice-Roy fent him that Pret, ot as any great matte, 
a {mali acknowledgment 5; Thatttheir King had fent him 
aconi1 rabte Prefent from spaiz, which his Highnefs knew 
wasloft at Seas ‘Fhat yet by the Ships which were. coming this 
year he fhould receive another, as. he might fee in the Vice- 
Roy’s Letter which he prefented t ~ ~. And hereupon the 
Ambaflador arifing from his Seat,went to prefent the fame to him 
almoft kneeling upon one knees and he without moving a whit, 
rook it and gave it to Vitu#la Sinay, who gave it toanother, 
probably, the principal Secretary , without reading or opening 
it. Lhe Ambaffador had brought a Letter to him likewife 
written in the King of Spaiz’s Name, but did not prefent it now 5 
becaufe the Portugals fay,that the firft time of going to Audience, 
they are oncly to make a Vifit, and not to treat of bufinefs. 
Then they drew forth the Prefent before the King, which was 
fome pieces of cloth, within one af thofe wooden gilt boxes which 
are us'd in Izdia, a Lance of the Moorifh fhape, to wit, long 
and {mooth like a Pike, the point of Iron gilt, and the foot em- 
bellifh’d with Silver, a gallant’Target, andthe Horfe above- 
mention’d cover’d with a filken Horfe-cloths which Horfe was 
brought intothe Court where the King fate... After he had re- 
ceiv’'d and view’d the Prefent, and taken the Iron of the Lance 
in his hand, which the Ambaflador faid was of Portugal 5 the 
caus’d the reft of usto fit down near the outer wall of the Porc 
on the left fide, upon a rough Carpet ftrip’d with white and 
blew, ( of that fort which the Turks and Perfiams call Kieliz Jj. 
{pread upon the pavement ofthe Porch. The Ambaftador, al-. 
though he fate, yet never put on his Hat before the King,*Cfor fo 
the Portugal Nobles are wont to do before the Vice-Roy, namely 
to fit, but not to be cover’d) nor did the King fpeak to himtd 
cover himfelf, but let him continue uncover’d 5 wherein, to 
my thinking, he committed an error 5 for going as he did 
in the name ofthe State, which amongft them is as much as to go 
in the King of Spaiz’s Names why fhould he not be cover’d be- 
fore fo {malla Prince ? And the error feem’d the greater, becaufé 
he was the firft that went Ambafiador to Vernk-bapa. Naieka in the 
name ofthe State 5 and confequently, hath male an 11] prefidenr- 
to fuch as fhall come after him. And in introducing fuch preyuen= 
cial caftoms, a publick Minifter fhould Lave his eyes well open 2 
but thetruthis, the Portuzgals of India Gnderitand little, are lit~ 
tle .Courtiers, and lefs Polititians, how exquifite foever they. be 
accounted here, as this Sig: Gio: Fernandee. s€ . em’d one of 
the moft accomplith’d , and, I believe, ho! ‘ani € Er edly. Ax 
night, I could not forbear to advertife fome pf his Country-men. 
hereof, in a handfome way, it not-feeniing fit forme, a {tranger 


and the younger mansto offer to givehim a Lefion, sae is 
. ¢ 
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Renever put’ “hisHat, and Civility oblig’d us to the fame por- 
bearance ; biitindeed, it wastoo much obfequioufnefs for zuch 
a Prince; as’alfo for whe Ambafiador to tell him of the #ther - 
times that he. had beé&§ pe*wately at that Court, and kifs‘d his 
Highnefle’s Feet 5 with orher like words little “becommang 
Ambaflador. WNeverthelefs he {poke thent,-psofefing himfelf 
much the fervant of Vez-tapa Naieka, out of hope that he, as 
Vitula Sinay had promis’d- him at Goa, would write to the 
King of Spa#z in his .by which means he fhould have fome 
remuneration. Indeed, the Portugals have nothing elfe in their 
Heads but Intereft, and therefore their Government goes as 
it does.” : 

As we fate down, ( being four of us that did fo, befides the 
Ambaffador, to wit, the Chaplain, Caravaglio, Adontegro, and 
my felf) I handfomely took the laft place 5 becaufe knowing the 
nature of the Portzgals, I would not havethem think that Ia 


- ftranger went about to take place and preheminence of themin> 


their folemnities ; and they conformably to their own humor,not 
onely us’d no Courtefie tome, as well-bred Italians would have 
done, by faying to me, Amice, afcende fuperins 5 but I faw they 
were aeeatly plcae’ d with my putting my felf in the laft place, 
Caravaglio taking the firft, the Chaplain the fecond,and AZonztegro 
thethird. I, little caring forthis, or for fhewing and making 
my felfknown in the Court of Vexk-tapa Naieka, laugh’d within 
my felf at their manners, and with the obfervation recreated 
my Curiofity , which alone had brought me into thefe parts. 
The King’s difcourfe to the Ambaffador was diftended to divers 
things, and,.as he was fpeaking, he frequently chaw’d leavs of 
Betle when a Courtier reach’d to him now and then, and, when 
he wasminded out a lump of the mafticated leaves, another held 
a kindof great Cup to his Mouth, for him to {pit into. The 
King afk’d concerning the flownefs of the Ships this year, as that 
which difgufted him, in regard of the Money they were to brin 
him for Pepper. He inquir’d of feveral things of Ivdia, an 
defir'd to know fome kind of News. The Ambaffador told him 
all the News we had at Ovdr, which were uncertain, being one- 
ly the Relations of fome vulgar perfons , and therefore, inmy 
judgement, too. immaturely utter’d 5 affirming, for certain, 
the coming of the Fleet with a great Army, the Alliance be- 
ne Spaix and Exgland, the patiage of the Prince of Evgland 
into spaiz 5 and moreover, (Good God ! ) the reduction of all 
Exzgland to the Catholick Faith by the publick command of that 
King, with other={fuch Jevities ufual .to rhe Portugals, who are 
Very ignorant “fhe affairs of the worldand of State.. The Kjng 
farther fpoke concerning things tranfa&ed with him inthe 
Mar of Banghel; pian & of the Peace that concluded it 3: 
‘for which, probably, being difadvimtageous tothe Portxgals, he 
faid,; he heard that many blam’d him the Ambaffador, who ne- 
gotiated it with lis Minifters 5 and thatthey not onely blam’d 
him 
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him'for it, but faid, he would be punifh’d by the K nz of Spaiz - 


wholwas offended withit ,; whereat being forry, al his Friend, 
ite hid fent feveral times to Geato inquire tiding; concerning 
him. The Ambaffador anfwer’d, thar *twius true, there had been 
fackh a” ufations againft him and greatersaiome allédging that his 
Highne bac ~~ * ‘ns but that they were the words of male- 
volent perfons, whic he had always laugh’d at, knowing he had 
done his duity, and onely what the Vice-Roy had appointed 
him; and that in Spaiz they give credit te the informations of 
the Vice-Roy, and nettothe talk of others, as well appear’d by 
theevent.  Venk-tapa proceeded to fay; that that Peace was ve- 
ry well inade for the Pertugals,and that much good had follow’d 
uponit 5 intimating that they would have made it with difad- 
vantage, if it had not been concludéd in that manner as he con- 
cluded it: As if he would have faid, It had been ill for the 
Portugals, with manifeft fignes of a mind infulting over them, 
and that the bufinefs of Baxwghel was no more to be treated of: 
“Then he afk’d the Ambaflador, How old he was ? How many 
Children he had ? Putting him in mind of his.ufing to come, 
whena very Youth, to Iker? with his Father to bring Horfes, 
and ihewing himfelf very ffiendly tohim: Nordid the Ambaf- 
f2dar lofe the occafion of defiring him that he would favor him 
with his Letters to rhe King of Spazz,pretending to hope for much 
upon account of thems a thing which I fhould not commend 
inan Ambaffador, becaufe he may thereby come to be thoughe 
by his natural Princetoo partialto, and too intimate with, the 
Prince with whombhetreatss and alfo by this means difparages 
himfelf, as if he need to beg the mediation of foreign Princes 
to his natural Lord, and of fuch Princes too with whom he 


negotiates in behalf of his own 3 which by no means*ieems_ 


handfome. Theh Vexk-tapa Naieka inquir’d concerning the reft 
of us, and Vitula Sizay anfwer’d his Queftions; telling-him of 
me, that I was a Roman, and that I travell’d over fo great a part 
of the World out of Curiofiry, and that I writdown what I 
faw 3 with other things of the fame nature. Vewk-tapa Naieka 
afk’d me, WhétherI underftood the Language of the Afoors ¢ I 
an{wer’d that Idid, together with the Tzrz/h and Perftaz 5, but 
Imention’d not the 4rabick,, becaufe I have it not fo ready as 
the other two, to be able tomake ufe of it before every body. 
He {cem'd fufficiently pleas’d in feeing me , and underftahding 
that I was born at Rowe, and came thither fo greata Travellé 

highly efteeming the ancient fame of Kém#e and the Empire, and 
its*new Grandeur and Pontificate of the Ciriftians. Thefe and 
other Difcourfes, which I omit for brevity; lafting for fonie 
time, he caus’d to be brought to him a piece of Silk embroider’d 
with Gold, fuch as the Izdians wear crofs her noulders, bit 
with us may ferveto covera Table orfuch tkeufe 5 and calling 
the Ambafladar before him, whither we accompany’d him, 
gave it to him, and caus’d¢ it to be put upon his fhoulders 5 


where-: 
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whereupon were difmifs’d, and fo going out to Horfe a; ain; 
ve were r-condudcted home with the fame folemnitry and. om: 
any. 

After this as we ere . Iking through the City latein tuc 
Evening withanutthe _~-_ ador, we faw going along th “ft 
feveral companies of young girJs well clot | hei = anner, 
namely, with fome of the above-mention’. wrought and figur’d 
Silk from the girdle downwards 5; and from-thence upward either 
naked, or elfe wit verw-pure linnen, either of one colour > OF 
{trip’d and wrought wi veral, befides a fcarf of the fame work 
calt over the fhoulder. - Their heads were deck’d with yellow 
and white. flowers form’d intoa high and large Diadem ; with 
fome {ticking out like Sun-beams, and others twifted together 
and hangingd own in feveral fafhionss; which made a prety fight: 
All of them carry “d ineach hand a little round painted Stick, 
about a {pan long or little more, which ftriking together after a 
mufical meafure, befides the founds of Drums and other inftru- 
ments, one of the fkilfulleft of the company {ung one verfe of 
a fong at once,at the end of which they all reply’d feven or eight 
times in number of their meter this word, Co/2, Cole, Colé, which 
I know not what it fignifies, but, I believe, ’tis a word of joy: 
Singing in this manner, they went along the {treet eight or ten 
together, being either friends or neighbours, follow’d by many 
other women,not drefs"d in the fame fafhion,but who were either 
their Mothers or their Kinf-women. I imagin’d it was for fome 
extraordinary Feftival, and I was willing to have follow’d them 
to fee whither they went, and what they did; but poise 2 in the 
company of others, Icould not handfomely doit, nor had my 
Companiogs the fame Curiofity, as indeed the ‘Portugals are not 
at all turious.

flourifhing their Sword and Buckler in the Air, and finging verfes. 
in Honor of their? Guds © Moreover, in aclofe place oppoéfite 
‘to the Temple, I faw one of thofe very great Carrs, or Charri- 
ots, wherein upon certain Feafts they carry their Idols in Pro- 
ceflion, withiuany gfeople befides,, and Dancing-women, who 
piay on mufical inftru nents, fing, and dance. The four wheels of 
this Carr were fourtéen af my fpans in-diameter, and the wood 
fof the fides was one {pan thick. At the end of it were girch cia 
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wooden Statues, painted with natural colourss | e of a Mai 
the other of a Woman naked, indifh eft poftu.s; and upow 
the . rr,which was very high,was om» or abun ce of people 
to a ds and, in brief; it was{ axe, atfe _ce-any but the 
ideft reetsi 0 ,.as Strada, Giulia, or Ba ino, would be 
capable - 1:  faw alfo certain Indian Fryers, whom 
‘io their. Language: they call Giaygama, and perhaps, are the 
fame .with the Sages feen by me e whe -5 but they have 
Wives, and’ go with their faces f 4° with afhes; yet not 
naked ; but. clad in-certain extravagant habits, and a kind of 
picked’ :hood or cowl:apon their heads of dy’d linnen,: of that 
colour-which is génetally us’'d amongft them, namely; a‘teddifh 
brick-colour, with many bracelets upon their arms and legs; 
fill’d with fomething within, that makesa jangling as they walk. 
But the pretieft and oddeft thing was , ‘to fee:certain Souldiers 
on Horfe-back, and’ confiderable Captains too, as I was inform’d, 
who for ornament of their Horfes wore: hanging behind the 
{faddle-bow two very large taffels of certain white,long, and fine 
fkins, (they told me they were the tails of certain wild Oxen 
found in Ivzdia, and highly. efteem’d) which-taflels were about 
two yards in compafs , and fo long as to-reach from the faddle- 
bow to the ground; two, I fay, hung behind the faddle-bow,, 
and two before of equal height,and two others higher at the head 
{tall ; fo that there were fix in all : between which the Horfe-man 
was feen upon the faddle half naked, .and riding upon a Horfe 
which leap’d and curvetted all the way 5 by which motion thofe 
fix great taffels of fkin, being very light and not at all .trouble- 


fome,: but flying up and down, feem’d fo -many: great. wings; | 


which indeed was a prety odd fpeétacle; and made me think Ef 
faw fo many Belerophoxs upon feverall Pegaf#s’s. ' The fame 
Evening I faw the companies of girls-again , and following them 
I found that they did. not go into’ the Piazzaof the Temple; 
as they had done the two nights before,but into‘one of the King’s 
Gardens, which for:this purpofe {tood open for every body, and. 
is nothing but a great field planted confufedly with fhady and 
fruit-Trees, Sfgar Canes, and other Garden plants. Hither al- 
moft the wHole City flock’d, Men and Women, and all the 
companies of the flower’d Virgins, who putting themfeélves into 
circles; here and there danc’d and fung 5 yet their dancing was 
nothing elfe But an eafie walking round, their fnappers alwayes 
founding 5 onely fometimes they would {tretch forth their légs, 
and how and then cowre down asif they were going to fit, “one 
conftantly finging , and the reft repeating the word Colé, Cole. 
There wanted not other Dexze ballatricz, Dancing-women, who 
exceeded -the former in {kill and dexterity Biie.fh conclufion- 
they gather’d intg feveral companies to fug per, with the other 
Women that.accompany’d them; fo did'the Menalfo, fome 

ith «heir Wives, and fome alone, of whichthere wanted not 
who invited us, aot to eat withthem (for they communicate 
a , 3 not 
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wot with ftrongers at the Table) but to take fome of their. 
fare 3 which ve thank’¢. them for, but accepted not, b:ing 
delighted or gly to phe feaft. fo together, difpers’d tn fe- 
veral places uo; the Gsrdeh 5 this being the night tha¢ che 
Faft ended. eo 

The fame night a+Poft from Goa brougntthe Anmwaflador a 
Letter from the Vice-Roy.. with another for Vit#l4 Sizay, anda 
third from the Caprain er Ozer. The Ambafiador imparted. 
his intelligence tonone, put forbad the Poft to let it be known 
that he had brought Letrers 5 whence I conceiv’d,that. the News 
was not good,otherwife it would havebeen prefently publith’d ; 
onely I heard fome obfcure talk ofthe Atelskarians, Eee I would 
not inquire further into the matter, as that which did not belong‘ 
to me; efpecially amongft the Portugals who are very clofe and 
referv’d rowards {trangers. 

Nevember the tenth, I (aw pafling along the ftreet a Nephew 
of Kexk>tapa Naiehka, his Sifters Son, a hamdf{ome youth, and fair 
for thatCountry ; he was one of thofe that afpire to the fucceffion 
of this Stare,and was now returning froni the fields without rhe 
Town, whither he ufes togo every Morning. Heis call’d Sedac 
Siva Naieke, and was attended with a great number of Souldiers 
both Horfe and Foot marching before him, and behind with 
many Cavaliers and Captains of quality , himfelf riding alone 
with great gravity ; He had before him Drums, Cornets, and 
every fore of their barbarous inftraments: Moreover ,° both in 
the Front and in the Rear of the Cavalcade, were, (I know 
not whether for magnificence or for guard) feveral Elephants 
carrying their guides upon their backs; and amongft them was 
alfo @arried his Palanchino or Litter. es 

November the eleventh, The Ambafiador went again to Au- 
dience, to prefent to Vewk-tap4 Nateha the Letter writ to him 
in the King of Spaix’s Namie, and declare what that King re- 
guir’d of him. He went alone without any ofus, or ofthe Por- 
tugals his Companions, either not willing that we fhould be 
prefent atthe debating of bufinefs, or becaufe he went ina Pa- 
lanchino, anid had his two Horfes led before him, but there were 
neither Palamchine’s nor Horfes enow in the Hove for the reft 
of us. Wieh chdfe that came to fetch him, came aBfo a publick 
Dancing-woman, who perform’d a prety piece of Agility in his 
prefence; for ftanding upon one foot, when the Drums and 
other initruments founded, with the other fhe {wiftly turn’d 
round inthe Air # large*Iron Ring, about a fpan in Diametre, 
without letting it fall off her great Toe, and at the fame time 
with one hand rofs’d_ tw6 Cymbals or brafs balls, catching one 
in her Hand whiift the other was aloft, and fo alternately, ana 
¥ery nimbly withour ever letting them fall; which indeed was 

reat dexterity, to De imploy’d at the fame time with the foot 

and the hand, ftanding firm all chewhile on che other footewith- 

eut fupport. and yet attending to the Mufick, and this for : 
goo 
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good fpace together: during which anold Man with a winte 
peard and bald*head, who brought her, f{tood behi d her, cry- 
ing al he while Abid, Ahéd, Abid, which in the. Language 
fignifi .as much as Goed, Good, Goo& Tk Ambaff or return’d 
- 1 fom Audience, but made noti.wordofa_ thing: The 
Kingfre en | *  chin's t@eats particula y, fruits out 
of {cafon, to wit, roughtt ~ im from far diftant places,amongft 
which we had Zzacche, ( which Itake the fame with Zétte, 
which isa kind of Gourd) a fruit very ea thistimes and alfo 
Indian Melons, which how good foe _ r,; are worth nothing at 
any time, the Climate not being for futh fruits. ; 

November the twelfth, L took the height of the Sun at rkkers, 
and found the Meridian Altitude 31: degrees. He was now in 
the 19% degree of Scorpio, and confequently, declin’d from the 
ZEquino€tial towards the South 17. gr- 29%. 23. which fubftra- 
éed from the 31. degrees in which I found the Sun, there remain 
13- gr. 30°. 37”. and fuch is the Elevation of the Pole at Zkkers 5 
Which muft be alfoas many degrees, towit, 13. gr- 30’. 37%, di- 
ftant from the A.quinoctial towards the North. Atdinnef the 
Ambaflador told us,that the King of Spazz’s Letter. which he had. 
prefented the day before to Vexk-tapa Nateka concern’d not any 
bufinefs, but was onely of complement, and particularly , to 
give him much thanks for having of late years refus’d to fell 
Pepperto the Englifh and Dutch, who had been at his Court to 
buy its; and alfo for the good Amity he held with the Portugals, 
which he defir’'d might encreafe every day: That of the affairs 
of Barxghel, or any others, he faid nothing, referring all tothe 
Vice-Roy , and the Embaffador whom .the Vice-Roy had 
{ent to: him : Wherewith Vexktapa Naieka was wery well 
pleas’d, and he‘had reafon 5 for during the«prefent State of 
the Portugals affairs, I certainly think they will not {peak a 
word tohimof Bazghel, nor of any thing elfethat may be dif- 
guftful to him. re : 
”- The fame day the Ambaffador had been at Court 5 being in- 
vited to fee folemn Wraftling at.the Palace.; Wedid not ac~ 
company him, far want of Horfes and Palanchinoes 5 but at night 
he told us, Vitula sizay afk’d much for me, wifhing I had been 
prefent at this Wraftling, which was exercis'd by Perfons very 
ftout and experttherein 3 becaufe he had heard that F writ down 
what I: faw remarkable. However, Caravaglio, Montegre; and 
y elf nor going thither,went out of zkkers half'a League North« 
wards, to fee another new City which Vexk-tapa hath begun to 
build there.: *Tis call’d Saghér, and i already prety well in- 
habited. ,with Houfes all made of Earth after their manner. The 
lace.is hnifh’d, and Vexk-tapa frequently, goes to it 5. as. alfoa 
Temple built upon.a great Artificial Lake , a Houfe for his Ne- 
phews and other Grandees, with all conveniencies thereunto, 
particularly, great Stalls for Elephants, of which he keeps here 
above cighty 3 we faw many of them here, -fome for War, large 
Sa - and 
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and handfa ae, A Market was kept this day in Saghér, as’tis 
the cuftom every Suxday, and at Ikkeri every Fryday. These 
wasa great woncourfe of people, but nothing to fell befi -sne- 
ceflaries for’ food and lothing, after their manner. T © way 
between rhkkext and sagher is very handfome, plain, br ad hee 
moft totally dire@, here and there befe wi reat ad thick. 
Trees which makea Shadow anda te ight u ver ure. As we 
return’d home at night, we met a Woman in the City of tkkers, 
who, her Hufband in ead,was refolv’d to burn her felf, as "tis 
the euftom with many no ‘an Women. She rod on Horfe-back 
about the City with open face, holding a Looking-glafie 
in.one hand, and a Eemon inthe other, I know not for what. 
purpofes and beholding her felf in the Glafs, witha lamentable 
tone fufficiently pittiful to hear, went along I know not whither 
{peaking or finging certain words, which I undérftood not 5 but 
they told me , they werea kind of Farewell tothe World and | 
herfelf; and indeed , being utter’d with that paffionatenefs 
whichthe Cafe requir’d and might produce, they mov d pity in 
all that heard them, even in us who underftood not the. 
Language. She was follow’d by many otner Women and Men on’ 
foot, who, perhaps, were her Relations;. they carry d a great 
Umbrella over her, as all Perfons of qualiry in Izdza are wont 
to have, thereby to keep off the Sun, whofe heat is hurtful and 
troublefome. Before her, certain Drums were founded, whofe 
noife fhe never ceas’'d to accompany with her fad Ditties or 
Songs 3 yet with a calm and conftant Countenance | without 
tears, evidencing more grief for her Hufband’s death then her 
own, and more defire to go tohim in the other world than re- 
gret for her own departure out of this: A Cuftom, indeed, 
cruéiand barbarous, but withall, of great generofity and virtue 
in fach Women, and therefore worthy ofno frhall praife. They 
faid, fhe wasto pafsin this manner about the City, I know not 
how many dayes, at the end of which fhe wasto go out of the 
City and be burnt, with more company and folemnity. If I can 
know. when it will be, I will not fail to goto fee her, and by my 
prefence honor her Funeral, with that compaffionate aftecti- 
on which fo: grear Conjugal Fidelity and Love feems to me to 
deferve. 
November the thirteenth, I took the Alticude of the Sun at 
tkkeri, and found it 31. gr.40’. The Sun was now in the 20% 
degree cf Scorpio,and declin’d Southwards 17.gr.45’, 40”. which 
taken from 31. gr. 40 . leave 13. gr-54’,20%. The former time, 
I found zhkeri to be in 13-g1r.30 3175 but now I found it to be in 
13. ¢r--5.4/,20”%. between which there is onely the difference of 
23/, 43”,- whichis a fmall matter: And therefore I account. my 
abfervation rights for the-fmali variation between the two times 
rs no great matter; La regard the declination’of the Sun not be- 
ing punétually known,may caufe'the difference. At night, walk- 
ing in the City, I-faw.inthe Piazza‘of the great. Temple Cwhich 
I under- 
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I uniderftood was dedicated to an Idol call’d Agore Scuara, who, 


they fay, is the fame with Atahader, although repreient 
him not in the fame fhape with that I faw of Aehadek i, 
Cawbxa, but in the fhapeof a Man, vithbuto Head and 
Face, ndfixteen Armson each fide (ina#i\thirty . 0) 5 which 
wnot ange ce our Antients calfd many © their Idols by 
names ~ , and pourtray’d them in feveral 
flhhapes 3 and wherein alfo I underftood there was anIdol of Par- 
wets, who is the Wife of Atahadet, ough the Temple be not 
dedicated toher): Ifaw,ifay,int za one of their Fryers 
or Giangami, clad allin white, fitting in 4n handfome Palanchi- 
wo, with two great white Umbrellaes, held over him, one on 
each fide,Ccwhich two were for the mare gravity) and a Horfe led 
behind, being follow’d by a great train of qrher Giangami, clad 
intheir ordinary habits. Before the Palanchino, march’d anu- 
mérous company of Souldiers, and other people , many Drums 
and Fifes, two {trait long Trumpets, and fuch brafs Timbrels as 
re us’d in Perfia,Bells and divers other Inftruments,which found- 
ed as loud as poffible,and amongft them was a troop of Dancing- 
women adorn’d with Girdles,Rings upon their Legs,Neck-laces, 
md other ornaments of Gold; and with certain Pectorals or 
Breaft-plates, almoft round, in the fafhion of a Shield, and but- 
ting out with a fharp ridg before, embroyder’d with Gold, and 
ftuck either with Jewels or fome fuch things which reflected the 
Sun-beams with marvellous fplendor 5 as to the reft of their 
bodies, they were uncover’d , without any Veil or Head-tire. 
When they came to the Piazza, the Palanchino ftood ftill,and the 
multitude having made a ring; the Dancing-women fell to dance 
after their manner, which was much likethe Morif-dance of 
Italy, onely the Dancers fung as they danc’d, which f€em’d much 
better : One ot them, who, perhaps, was the Miftrefsof the 
reft, danc’d alone by her felf, with extravagant and high jump- 
ings, but alwayes looking towards the Palanchino : Sometimes 
‘fhe cowr’d down with her hanches almoft to the ground, fome- 
times leaping up fhe ftruck them with her Feet backwards, 
€ as Celivs Rhodiginws relates of the ancient dance call’d Biba 
tinually finging and making feveral geftures with her Hands 5 
ut after at aivasieciannes: and fuch as amongft us would not 
be thought handfome. .The Dance being ended, the Palanchizo 
with. all the train went forward, the Inftruments continually 


Playing beforéthem. Ifollow’d to fee the end, and found that ' 


they went into the chief ftreet, and {0 oug of the Ciry-by rhe 
Gatt which leads to Saghér, ftopping imdivers-places of the Greece 
to ac& the fame, or the like dances over again 5 and particular- 
5 inthe Entrance of the faid Gate, where,amangft many Trees 
and Indian Canes which make the City-Wall, there isa fmall 
Piazza, very eeven, and fhaded about, like~a Paftoral Scene, 
and very handfome. At laft the Giangameé with his Palanchixe 
and train, enter’d into certain Gardens without the Gate, where

Och fifeeenthofthe faine moneth,came firftin ie day-time 
and afceré.:  ~ 7 - Rieke to our Houfe twelve or fifteen publick 
Dancing-women, who by confequence, are alfo publick Strum- 
pets, alrhough very young; being condwired by certain of their 
mien. Inthe daytime they did nothin but talkta little 5 and 
fome of rhem made themfelves drunk _.1th a certain Wine made 
of dry’d Raifins, or a fort of Aqua Vite and other mixtures, call*d, 
in Inmdiz, Nippa; fay fomeofthem, becaufe certain othets of 
kefS ignoble Race, as they are more abftinent in eating, fo they 
drink not any thing that inebriates. At night; they entertain’d 
usa good while with Balls, or Dancing, after their mode, accom-< 
pany d with Gnging, not unpleafant to behold 3 for they confift 
ofa numerous company of Women, alt well cloth’d and adorn’d 
with Gold, Jewels, and Trefies of feveral fafhions, who fing and 
fnap their wooden inftruments. They begin all their Balls flow- 
ty and by degrees growing to a heat,at end with furious and 
quick motions, which appear Well enough : Amongft their other 
Dances two pleas’d me well, onein which they continually re- 
peated thefe words—--------~and another wherein they repre- 
fented a Bartel, and the aGionsof flaughter 5 in the conclufion, 
the Mafter of the Ball, who dire&s all; and wasone ofthofe that 
brought them, dancing in the midft of them with a naked Pony- 
ard, wherewith he reprefented the actions of flaughter as the 
Women did with their fhorte fticks. But the end of this fhew 
was more ridiculous : For when they were difmifsd, they not 
onely were not contented with the largefs of the Ambaflador, 
although I added as much of my own toit, but went away ill 
fatish’d, teftifying the fame by cholerick yellings, whichto me 
was anew Comedy. 
November the fixteenth, Iwas told that the above-mention’d 
Woman who had refolv’d to burn her felf for her Hufband’s 
was to dyethis Evening. Butupon further enquiry ar 
th omans Houfe, I underftood that it would not be cill after 
a few dayes more, and thereI faw her fitting in a Court or Yard,,. 
and other perfons beating Drums abouther. Sle wascloth’d all 
in white, and, deck’d with many Neck-laces, Bracelets, and 
other ornaments of Gold 3 on her Head fhe hada Garland of 
Slowers fpreading forth like the rayes of théSun3 in brief, the 
was wholly in a Nuptial Drefs, mae § held a Lemon in her Hand, 
which isthe ufual Ceremony. She feem"d to bE pleafant enough, 
_ king and laughing in converfation, asa Bridewould do in our 
Countries. She and thofe with her, teok notice of my ftandi 
there to behold her, and conje&turing by my ftrange Habit, wha 
the meaning of it was, fome of them came toward: me. Itold 
them by an Interpreser, that I was 2 Perfonof a very remote 
_ Country, 
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Country, ‘where we had heard by Fame, that fome Women ip 
India \ove théir Hufbands fo vehemently, as when they dyets 
refolve to dye with them 5 and that now: having int¢ligen< = 
that this Woman wasifuch a one, I was come to fee her that fo 
I might rerate in wiy gwn Country thatI had feen fu haehing 
with my ownEyes.: Thefe people wer w “-xleas’ with my 
coming, and fhe he’ felf, having h w at ai , rofeup from 
herteat, and came. to fyeak to me. We difcours’d together 
{tanding, for a'good wile... She told me thather Name was 
Giaccama, of the Race --rlevga, that her Hufband was a Drum- 
mer; whence I wonder the:more ; feeing Heroical Actions, 
as this undoubtedly ought to be judg’d, are very rare in people 
of low quality.. That it was about nineteen dayes fince her 
Fiufband’s death, that he had'‘left twoother Wives elder then 
fhe; and whom:‘he:had married before her, Cboth which were 
préfent at this difcourfe) yet neither of them was willing to dye 
but ‘alledg’d for:excufe that they had many Children. This. 
argument gave me occafion to afk Giaccama, (who fhew’d mea, 
little Son of her-own, about. fix or feven years old, befides an 
other Daughter fhe had how fhe could"perfwade her felf to leavé 
her own little Children? And told her, that fhe oughtlikewife 
tolive rather then toabandonthem at that Age. Sheanfwer’d 
me, that fhe left them well recommended tc the care ofan Uncle 
of hers there prefent, who alfo talk’d with us very cheerfully, as 
if rejoycing that his Kinf-woman would do fuch an action; 
and that her Hufbands other two remaining Wives would alfo 
take careofthem. I infifted much upon the tender Age of her 
Children, to avert her from her purpofe, by moving her to com- 
paffion for.them, well knowing that no argument is more pre- 
valent with Mothers then their Love and Affection towards their 
~Children. But all my {peaking was in vain,and fhe ftill anfwerd 
me to all my Reafons, with a Countenance not onely undifmay’d 
and conftant, but even cheerful, and {poke in a fuch manner as 
fhew’d that fhe had not the leaft fear of death. She told me alfo, 
upon my afking her, that fhe did this of her own accord, was at 
her ownliberty, not forc’d nor perfwaded by any one. W - 
upon I inquirine, Whether force were atany time usd i is 
matter, they told me, that ordinarily it was not, but onely 
fometimes amon¢{t Perfons of quality when fome Widow was 
lete young , handfome, and fo in danger of marrying again 
(which amongft theur is very ignominious ), or committing a 
worfe fault 5 1n fuc’a Cafes the Friends of the deceas’'d Hufband 
were very ftrict, and would conftrain her to burn her felf even 
again{t her own will, for preventing the diforders poflible to 
happen in cafe fMould live; ( a barbarous, indeed, andtsa 
cruel Law.) However, that neither force nor perfwafion was 
us'd to Giaccamay;.that fhe did it of her own free wills in which, 


as of a magnanimous action, (as indeed it was) and amongft 


them of great honor, both her Relations and her felf much 
glory’d 
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tiie Mdafi *s joy (they callthe Woman, whointends : urn her 
felf for he death of her Hufband, @ zff#) © that fh wasvery 
fhoftiy te go to him, and therefore h _— eafon rejoyce 5 
whereas fue as willrot dye, ema in continual fad- 
nefs and lamentations, fhavetheir Heads, _ live in perpetual 
mourning for the death of their Hufk  s: Atlaft Giaccama 
caus’d one to tell me, that fhe accounte ‘my,coming to fee hera 
great good fortune, and held her felf uch honour’d, as well 
by my vifir and _prefence, as the Fame which I fhould carry of 
her to my own Countrys and that before fhe dy’d fhe would 
corhe to vifit. meat my Houfe, and alfoto afk me, as theirca- 
ftom is, that -I would favour her with fome thing by way of 
Almis towards the buying of fewel,for the fire wherewith fhe was 
Eo beburnt. I anfwer’d her, that I fhould much efteem her vifit; 

d very willingly give herfome thing 5 not for wood and fire 
ft to burn her felf, (for her death much difpleas’d me, and 
‘J would gladly have difiwaded her from it, if I could) but to 
de@fomething elfe therewith, what her felf moft lik’ds and that 
I promis’d het, that fo far as my weak pen could contribute, her 
Wame fhould remain immortal inthe World. Thus I took leave 
of her, more fad for her death then her felf, curfing the cuftom 
ot India, which isfounmercifulto Women. Giaccama was a 
Woman of about thirty ae of age, of a Complexion very 
brown for an Indian, and almoft black, but of a good afpe@, 
tall of ftature, well fhap’d and proportion’d. My Mufe could 
not forbear from chanting herin a Sonnet, which I made upor 
her death, and referve among my Poetical Papers. 

The fame Evening Lights being fet up in all the Temples, and 
_the ufual Mufick of Drumsand Pipes founding; I faw in one* 
Temple, which wasnoneof the greateft, a Minifter or Prieft 
dance before the Idol all naked, faving that he had a fmall piece 
of Linnen over his Privities, as many of them continually go 5 
he had a drawn Sword in his Hand; which he flouriflf"d as if he 
had been fencing 5 but his motions were nothing but lafcivious 
geftures. And indeed, the greateft part of their Worthip of 
their Gods, confifts in nothing but Mufick, Songs, Dances, not 


not onely pleafant but lafcivious, and in ferving- their Idols - 


as if they were living Perfons; namely, in prefenting to them 
things to eat, wafhing them, perfuming them, giving them zet22- 
“Jeavs, dyingthem with Sanders, carrying’ hem abroad in Pro- 
ceffion, and fuch other things as the Counsry-people accaunt 
dtlights and obfervances. In rehearfing Prayers, I think they 
are little employ’d, and as little in Learning. fonce afk’d an 
old Prieft, who was held more knowing them others, . grey, and 
clad all in white, carrying a ftaff like a Shep: hefds crook in his 
Hang, What Books he had read, and what he had ftudied ?* 
Adding that my felfdelighted in reading, and that if he would

pjory’d. I afk’d concerning the Ornaments and Flowers fre. 
wore, and they toldme, that fuch wasthe Cuftom, iatoken of : 
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{ieak to me whout any thing, I would anfwerhim. He told me. 
that all Books were made,onely that Men might by means ther¢- 
of know 470d, and God being known, to what purpave were 
Books ? a if, he knew God very well. I reply’d, ¢« t all 
thought the’ knew Gd, but yet few knew him ari sht; nd 
therefore he fhould :>eware that h” were ~ 2 of thofe. 

November thefev. _centh, By Letters brought from Barcelor, 
‘with News from Goa, «= heard that the Prince of Exgland was 
gone imcoguito inte Spa*s to accomplifh his Marriage with the 
Infanta ; and that his arfival being known, and the King having 
feen him, preparations were making for his publick Reception. 
That the Fleet was not yet arriv'd at Goa, except one Galeon ; 
and thatthe News from Orm##zz was, that Ruy Freyra waslanded 
inthat {fland, and having entrench’d himfelf under the Fort, 
held the fame befteg’d with that {mall Armado he had with him : 
Whence ’twas hop’d, that great fupplies being to be fent to hint 
from Goa, and the enmity of the Englifh ceafing in confiderat}- 
on of the Marriage between the two Crowns, and confequently, 
their affiftance of the Perfiexs,Orma#z weuld fhortly be recover’d; 
and indeed, inrefpe& ofthe above-faid circumftances, I account 
it no hard matter. 

November the twentieth, In the Evening, either becaufe it 
was the next night after Afonxday, or that twas their weekly cu- 
ftom, or perhaps , for fome extraordinary folemnity , Tapers 
were lighted upin all the Temples of Eker’ 5 a great noife was 
made with Drums and Pipes, together with the Dancings of 
the Minifters of fome Temples before the Gates, as is above 
defcribed. 

Wherefore I went to the great Temple, where, being the 


principal , I thought to fee the greatreft and moft folemn Cere- 


monies. Afterthe people were call’d together by the founding 
of feveral Trumpets a good while without the Temple, they be- 
gan tomake the ufual Proceflion within the Yard or Enclofure, 
with many noifes of their barbarous inftruments, as they are 
wont to do here every Evening > Which after they had done as 
often as they pleas’d, they went forth into the ftreet, where 
much people expeéted them, carrying two Idols in Procefiion, 
both in one Palagchivo, one at-each end, {mall, andifo deck’d 
with Flowets and other Ornaments , that I could fcarce know 
what they were. Yer, I think, that in the back-end was 

cuéer, to whom the~Temnle js dedicated ; and the other 
Parvetz, or fome otaéer Wife ot his. Firft march’d the Trumpets; 
and other inftrumehts of divers‘forts, continually founding ; then 
follow'd am eo ‘many Torches a long train of Dancing- 
women, two an _ ¢tévo, bare-headed, in their dancing drefS, ana 
deck’d with mar Ornaments of Gold and Jewels. After them, 
came the Palanchino of the Idols, behind which were carryed 
anany Lances, Spears with‘filken Streamers;and many Umbrella’s 


‘garnifh’d with filken tufts and fringes round*about, more ftately 
then 
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tren thofe us’d by cthers, even the King himfelf 5 for thefe ar¢é 
‘sommanly the Enfignes of Grandeur. On each fide the Palan- 
chizo vient many rows of Women..ecither publick ancers or 
Weiires but becaufethefe were nottgd ice; the went bare- 


fac’d indeed. (gethe Pagan Womenh: 1 lecarétor covering 
their Faces ) but with a ctoth bound ab. 't theirHeads, an 
hanging down both behind upon thei ulders , and before 


upon their Breafts. Someof them nex} the Palanchine, carryed 
in their Hands certainlittle Staves, ei rr oF Silver, or Silver’d 
over; atthe end of which hungthick long, and white tufts of 
the hair of Horfes tails, with which (€as’tis the cuftom of great 
Perfons in Izdia to ufethem) they went fanning the Air, and 
eich: r drove away the Flies from the Idols in the Palamchivo, or 
at leait performing this Office asa piece of Grandeur, as with us 
the fame is done to the Pope, with fans made of the tails of white 
Peacocks, “when he goes abroad in Postificalibus. _Neither 
were there wanting about the Idols many of their Priefts or Mi- 
nifters Gf the Temple who accompany’d them 3; particularly,one 
‘who feem’d the chief and Archimandrita of the refts befides, 
abundance of Torches whofe light difpell’d the darknefs of the 
Moon-lefs night. In this order they came intothe Piazza, and 
there after they had made a large ring, the dancing began 5 
firft, two Ballatricz, or Dancing-women, one from one fide o 
the circles and another from another , yet-both with their Faces 
always turn’d towards the Idols, walk’d three fteps forward, 
and then three backward 3; and this they did isnumerable times. 
I fuppofe, it was a way of falutingtheIdols. After the faid two 
Dancers alone had donethus, two others from the feveral fides 
joyn’d with them, and they did the fame again > three ~ 
three. ‘This Safutation, or Preamble of the Ball, being m y 
times repeated, they begantodance, namely, twothat danc’d 
better then the reft, one on the right fide of the circle,. and 
the other on the left, both with their Faces, never with theft 
back towards the Palazchino of the Idols, though oftenin the 
Dancethey retjr’d backwards as well as wentforwards. Their 
dancing was high, with frequent leapings and odd motions, fome- 
times inclining their pofteriors as if they meant to fit down,fome~ 
times rifing very high, and difplaying the Coat wherewith they 
are cover'd from the girdle downwards, and almoft holding 
one Arm ftretch’d out befaqre them, wherewith they now and 
then made as if they were thraiting or facing; befides Gther 
mad geftures which were all accompany a:with words which 
they f{ung, and fometimes with cries mor , apt to give horror 
Zhen delight. Hence, while all the ot _ancing-women, 
(that is, thofe who were uncovered an_ \lqofe for dancing ) 
danced all in acompany together further diftant-from the Idols, 
{napping their.little {ticks and finging,, ae iaed by aMan 
who danced with them and was their Mafter. But cheothes 
Dancers who were clothed, ftood = the Idols. but da 
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not, nor evgr moved from their places onely they accompanyed? 


the Shew, cry fine with Ornamentsof Gold and Jewels, and 
fome of the~ having Flowers, others, leavs of Betle, go, other 
Odoriferous derbs if{_their Hands. This Dance being endad, 
the Proceffion went tofwardsg withthe fame Romp. anda nu- 
merous Train of Men and Women’ot all forts. They went 
round about the outermeft wallsof the Temple, which i¢ fur- 
rounded with very Jarge ftreets, inhabited for the moft part 
by the faid Dancers , or phblick Strumpets. Thecircuit ofthe 
Proceffion began from th® right Hand as you come forth of the 
Temple, which comestobe the left as you enter ins andin the 
fame manner I faw the Procefiton begin at the Temple of the 
Town Abixela, which I have defcribed above 5 fo that it muft 
needs be one of their ufual Ceremonies. This ftop’d at the {e- 
véral places of the ftreets through which it paft; andat every 
fuch ftopping, the above-mention’d Dancings, Preambles, and 
other Circumftances were again repeated 5; whence the Shew laft- 
ed a good while, and concluded at length with the laft Dancein 
the Piazza before the Temple-Gate;° which ended , the Pro“ 
ceffion with the Idols re-entered the Temple, where being re- 
placed according to their accuftomed Ceremonies,the folemnity 
ended, and all the people departed. 

I was told by one of the fpectators, that this Ceremony was 
practifed every Atonzday at night, and every New Moon, and 
every Full, as alfoupon certain other extraordinary folemnities 
with more or lefs Pomp proportionably to the Feftivals: And 
he added, that the night following there would be a greater 
Saglemnity .then this, becaufe the New Moon, and another of 
thet Feafts were then co-incident, and that the King himfelf 
‘would be there 3 Wherefore I refolved with my felf ‘to 
fee it. 
~ November the one andtwentieth, This night were an infinite 
company of Torches and Candles lighted, not onely in all the 
Temple, but alfoinall the Streets, Houfes, and Shops of Zkher#, 
which made akind of day-light overall the City. In each of 
the Temples was its Idol, which in fome wasa Serpents and 
they had adorned the outward Porches not onely with lights, 
but alfo with certain comtrivances of papers, on which were 
painted Men on Horfe-back, Elephants, peoplea fighting, and 
other odd figures, behind which -papers, lights were placed in 
cettain little Archegglike thofe wnich we make in our Sepulcbress 
thefe,with other ggy Ornaments of Silk hung round about, made 
a fufficiently prety;Shew. In the great Temple , not onely the 
infide, in the m1 whereof is a very high and {lender CupoM& 
( which appears warnout two) but alfo all the outer walls, and 
all thofe roupd about the Piazza which lies before it, as alfo the 
Houfesof the adjacent fades were all full of lights. The con- 
courfé of people of all forts and degiees, beth Men and Women 
‘was very great 5 and they appeared to go about vifiting all the 

, Temples. 
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Femsics. “Vhen it wasvery late, the King came to the great 
-Te.:sle  sccompanied onely with his two Nephéws, to wit; 
Seis? >». Nazeka, Cwhom I had formerly feen) So; of one of his 
Josvuteces, and -Vira-badra Naié&ka, a ywung boy his Son’s Son, 


ands he whom he defigns for his Suc#€ficr, if hts other kindred 
eider *senhe, to wit, the tbove-faid Sed. -Siva, andtwo other 
of %+8-tapa’s Nephews by another offmis’ Brothers whom he 
keo: prifoner, do not difturb him... The King came ina Pa- 
lutchinoa great pace, his two Nepk#ws 6n Horfe-back, and fo 
did Vitula Sixay who rodeby the King’s fide, .with appearance 
of a great Favourite. Likewife Putapaia came ina Palanchino, 
and other ef his Grandees, fome in Palanchino’s, and fome on 
Horfe-back, following him at a great diftance, with fome num- 
ber of Souldiers and Servants on Foot; bur, in fumm, the 
‘whole train was not very confiderable. The King ftay’d inthe 
Temple about an hour, being entertain’d with Mufick,Dancing, 
and other things which I could not fee, becaufe I was without. 
At length he came forth, and with the fame company, and run- 
- ning in as much hafte as he came, return’d home; the like did 
all the other people of whom the Piazza was full, fome on one 
fide, fome on the other. . 

After the King was come out ofthe Temple, they carry’dthe x x y1¥, 
Idols a while in Procefiion about the Piazza, but with {mall 
pomp and company 3; fo that I car’d nor for ftaying to feethem, 
but went to another Temple ftanding at the end of the Bazar, or 
Market, in the view of a large and goodly ftreet, where, be- 
fides the fhew of lights which was gallant, I {tay’d a good while 
with my Companions, (¢ for all the Ambaffador’s Family wa 
come abroad this night to fee the folemnitiessthe PadreGa oo 
not excepted, but difguis’d ) to fee two great companies o 
Dancing-women dance, they all being fent for thither by a great 
Captain, (who, perhaps, had the care of the folemnities of thi 
Temple ) after the King was gone from the great-[emple , th 
danc’d here a good while, in numerous companies 5 after which, 
we return’d home, it being after mid-night. 

November the two and twentieth, Vez-tapa Nazeka had already 
given our Ambaffiador an anfwer concerning the affairs which hé 
negotiated, and the Ambaffador had prepaid a difpatch to be: 
fent to the Kjng of Bazghelsalfo another for the Vice-Roy of Goa, 
giving himanaccount ofhi egotiatian: whena Currier arriv'd 
from Baxghel withnew Lett s, oth for: Vexk-tapa Naiéka and 
the Ambaffador : Whereupon confultatiQn was held . what 
Anfwer to return him, which was foon concfuded on the part of 
Penk-tapa Naieka to this effe&, (b<:ing no otner then what he had 
before refolv’d upon.) namely, thas he would pay the King of 
Banghel 7000 Paygods io according to the Treaty.of the 
Peace, provided the faid King would come and live in his Court 
or irf fome other place of hi Country, (excepting fuch Lands ag. 
were formerly his, for fear he might make new infyrrections ) ob 
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fe in Goa, or any of the adjacent places, namely, in the Hland ° 
bf Salfette, « fome place there without the City 5 but however, ,; 
fich where1 | 1e may be fubjeét to the Vice-Roy of Goa 5 that 
Venk-tapa might be  cuge that the faid Bazghel would liye 
peaceably without m1  newcommotions. But in cafe (as he 
feem’d tointend) he ould live neither in Verk-tapas Country, 
nor inthat of Goa, bu ould continue in Cagzoroto where he 
Was at prefent, C which is“a place beyond Asangalor Eaftwards, 
and belopgs to another frrall but free Prince, alli’d to Bangbel, 
whither, being near to His quondam-Territories, he had be- 
taken himfelf ) or elfe would remove here and there like a Fu- 
gitive and Invader, difquieting thefe Countries 5 then Vezk-tapa 
was refolv’'d not to give him any thing at all. Therefore 
let him either accept the above-faid Offer, or never {peak more. 
to him, for he would not hear him. That he hath been mov’d 
to make this offer of paying him the faid famm, by the inftance 
of the Portugals , who had interpos’d in his behalf by this Em- 
baffie: And that for Bawghel’s aflurance that he would perform 
this, he ‘gave the Ambafiador (Cand accordingly he did fo) a, 
Copy of the Letter containing thefe promifes, which he Writ t& 
the faid King of Bamghel, to the end the Ambaflador mi he 
fend it tothe Vice-Roy,and be a witnefs of what he promis’d and 
was to obferve. He ha’s further told the Ambafiador, that this 
King had formerly writ to him that he would come and live in 
his Dominion, and repented of what he had done heretofore. 
through evil counfels that yet, for the future, he would be 
at hisdevotion, receiving that Penfion which he had promis’d 
my; and the like: WNeverthelefs he had now chang’d his mind 

fus’d both to come into his Dominion, and to go into thac 
of oa - That therefore feeing him fo uncenftant > -he had 
much reafon not to truft him, and, in fhort, would neither truft 
him, nor give him any thing faving upon the above-faid termss 
and that not for his own fake , but in regard of the inftance 
which the Portugals made for him : That this was his laft 
Anfwer, and that nothing more was to be expeéted or hoped 
from him. From Spain, they fay, Orders are fént to the Vice- 
Roy to re-eftablifh Bamzghel by all means in his State, and to 
thake war upon Vexk-tapa, unlefs hereftore the fame intirely. 
However, being that Country isremote, and in the time that Is 
fpent in the going asd coming of ifpatches, many things may 
happen which may © ndee it ary for the Vice-Roy inthe 
or sen conjunétur ‘to proceed in fundry particulars di erefttly” 
from what Orders _ receives from Spaiz, and to have authorit 
in this bufinefs of kuaghel to deliberate of Peace or War, as fhatl 
to him feem moft- expedient, endeavouring to comply no lefs 
with the time and the State of things, than the advertifements 
rom Spaiz : “Therefore the King of Spaiz, in the Letter which 
he writ to Venk-tapa Naieka, making onely general complements 
to him, refegrs allmatter of bufinefs to the Vice-Roy, to os 
: ; Mme 
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bimfelfthcrein as he fhall think moft fic. Accordingly the Vice-: 
Roy , though he knows the King of Spaiz’s intention and order 
to make war upon Verk-tapa; yet it not feeming to hima fit 


time, »whilft the Portugals are engag’d inthe war Of Orm#z, and 


alfo in Atalacca , ( which is reported befieg’d‘ either by the 
King of ace, ( which is Su#4tra), or by him and the Dutch 
together) and much perplex’d ina thopfand other intricacies in 
india; hath therefore given Order ‘to the Ambaflador to feem 
fatisfi’d with what-ever Anfwer Venk-tapa Naieka gives, andto 
return without making further inftznces it fufficing the Vice- 
Roy to have madethis complement for the fervice of the King of 
Banghel, and fhown that he hath done therein what was in his 
ali as well-knowing that Vezk-tapa would not be moved 
by the Embaffie alone, and that the conditions he requires of 
thé King of Bazghel, upon which to give him what he had pro- 
mis’d, are but excufes; being certain this King will:not venture 
himfelf in.his Dominions, (as neither is it reafonable ) much le& 
zo and fubje& himfelf in the Territories of Goa, and fo will not 
admit of the Propofalg. Wherefore fceing ‘tis not time now to 
oenf{train Vexk-tapa Naieka to greater things by war, he dif- 
fembles till a better occafion, for fear of drawing this.new Ene- 
my upon him atan unfeafonable conjunéture ; and orders the 
Ambafflador to depart with fhew of good Friendfhip. The 
Ambafiador hath accordingly done-fo, and feeming fatishi’d with 
Venk-tapa’s Anfwer, hath added other Letters to thofe formerly 
written to the King of Banghel, certifying him.of Vextapa’s Re-= 
folute Mind 5 that he muft either accept of the Agreement, or 
muft {peak no more of any 5 and:that he onely expects at Zhker?. 
this his laft Refolution before hisrétuirn to Goa. Hehath — 
ten the fame tothe Vice-Roy of Goa; and the difpatches beenp, 
feal’d , he hath order’d both Curriers to depart, and alfo a 
Brachwan call'd Afangafa, together with the Currier, to the Kin 
of Bazghel, {ending likewife with thenaa Chriftiqn of Barfelar_ 
nam’d Lorezzo Peffea , who was at-tkker3 with Afeutegro, that 
he might either in Azazgalor, Banghel,or other:places thereabouts 
procure Marinefs for a Ship remaining.at Barfeldr unprovided of 
Men 5 giving»the faid Peffoa.a Licerfce to hire fome, which:he ha 
obtain’d of the Minifters of Venk-tapa Naiekae to levy them in 
his Territories ifneed were. Being ‘by this time fufficiently in- 
form’d.of rerfarkable things in zkhers. Iam-defirous of divers 
others, efpecially, to fee the pesfor- of the Wueen of Olaza, whole 
Hiftory and many valiant exploits'I read,' when I was in Perfia = 
for which I have a fair opportunity by acconipanying there vier 
fent from the Ambaflador, of whom-when Ihayetaken leave, I 
fhall (God willing ) depart to morrow,

I, Aving already fegn in Zkkert as much as was there remark- 
able and being very defirous of feeing Barfelor, Azangalor, 
and alfo principally the Q. of Olaza,whofe Dominion and 

Refidence is contiguous ta A¢azgalor 5 as well for that fhe is So- 
vereign of thofe parts, (a matter in other Countries not ordina- 

ry _.) anda Princefs famous in our dayes, even in the Indian Hi- 
{tories of the Portugals, as becaufe fhe is a Gestile in Religion, 

as likewife all her Subje@s are 5 (whence, Iconceiv’d, I mighe 
peffibly fee fome confiderable curiofity there) Tlay’d hold of 

the occafion of going thither in company of thefe Men who are 
fent by the Ambaffador, by whofe favour, being provided of a’ 
good Horfe, (in regard there were no, Palanchino's to be hir'd iv. 
ikkeri_) and a Manto carry my baggage upon his Head, I pre- 
par’d to fet forth the next Morning.. — 
November the three and twentieth, Before my departure from 
ikkeri, was prefented from Vitula. Sixay, (of whom I had before 
taken leave _) witha little Book written in the Cavara-Language, 
which is the vulgar in 7k&ert and allthat State. It is made after 
the cuftom of the Country, not of paper, ( whichthey feldom 
ufe.) but of Palm-leays, to wit, of that Palm whichthe Portsz- 
gals call Palmun brama, i.e. Wild-palw, and is of that fort which 
roduces the Indian Nut; for fo do thofe commonly jn Ivdia, 
* e Palins that: produce~Dates are very rare. In the leavs 

oo - efe Palms they write, or rather, ingrave the Letters with 

an Iron {tyle made for the purpofe ofan uncouth form 3 and,that 

the writing may be more apparent , they ftreak it over witha 
toal, and tye,the leavs together, tomake a Book of them after 

a manner fufficiently ftrange. I being defirous to have one of 

thefe Books to carry, as acuriofity, tomy own Country for or- 

nament of my Library,and not finding any to be fold in the City, 
had entreated ¥itula Sixayto help meto one; buthe, not find- 
ing any vendible therein, caus’d a {mall one to be purpofely 
tranfcrib’d for me, (there being not time enough for a greater ) 
and fent it to me as a gift juft as I was ready to take Horfe, 

What the Book contains, fT kpow not, but I imagine ’tis 

Verfes in their Language, and I carry it with me, asI doalfo (to 

inew~co the curious) divers leavs not written, and a ftyle or Iron 

Pen, fuch as they ufe, together with one leaf containing a Letter 

Mifflive after thefr manner, which was written by I know nodt 

who to our At affadot s of whom taking leave with many 

“complements , asalfo of Sig: Carvaglio, the Chaplin, Montegro, 

and all the company, I départed from Iker a little before noon, 

going out at the fame Gate whereat I had enmter’d 5 and having no 
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other company but a Vetuxrizo , or Hackney-man, and a Pulia 
wwho-carry’d my luggage, without any other fervant 5 for as for 
Galal the Perfian, al7as Cacciat#r, I was conftrain‘d to difmifs 
him for fome uncommendable acbrons. and fend him back. from 
Ikkert to Goa. 1 will notomit to tell you, that this my brave 
God-fon, ( whom I had brought focarefully out of Perfia, and 
trufted fo much, and who alone of all my ancient fervants re- 
smain’d with me ) one day cunningly open’d a light box or 
bafket, ( Caveftr? the Portugals callthem ) wherein I kept my 
Clothes, and which, after the fafhion of the Country, was not 
of wood, but of hoopslin’d with leather ; and clos’d with little 
Pad-locks, like thofe which are us’dat Rowe for Plate; and 
they are thus conttiv’d that they may be of little weight ,becaufe 
in thefe parts, carriages and baggages for travel are more fre- 
quently tranfporred upon Mens fhoulders then upon beafts 
backs; and one of thefe bafkets or Caxeftrz is juft a Man’s load: 
Wow the good Cacciatsr having open’d mine, without hurting 
whelock, or medling with the linnen which he found therein, 
_took out onely all the lietle mony which I then had, and had put 
into it, to avoid carrying #ts weight about me; it wasinone 
of thofe long leathern purfes, which are made to wear round 
the wafte like a girdle, and was full of Spanifh Rialls, a Goyn 
in thefe parts, and almoft in all the world current enough. His 
intention, Iconceive, was to leave me (as they fay) naked in 
the Mountains in the center of Izdia, and peradventure, togo 
into fome Territory of the Gestiles or Mahometans, thereto pafs 
a jovial life upon my expence. But it pleas’d God, the theft 
being done in my Chamber, where none but he reforted, we 
had vehement fufpition of him; and thereforethe Ambafl’ x 
nraking ufe ofhiseAuthority,. caus’d him to be laid hold on, and. 
we found thetheft in his breeches ty’d to his naked fleth 3 and 
thus I recover’'d my money. I was unwilling any hurt fhould be. 
done to him, and withall, to keep him longer 5 neverthelef# 
that he might not go. into the Infidel-Countries, left thereby-he 
fhould lofe his Religion and turnto his nativeerrors,; I fent him 
away with font trufty perfons to Goa, giving him Lettersalfg 
to Signora Afmria, but fuch as whereby they might know that P 
had difmis’d him, and that he wasnot to beentertain’d there; 
though otherwife indempnifi'd. By this Story you may fee how 
much a Man may bedeceiv’din histru ~ + owlittle benefits 
prevail upon an unworthy nature; and withall, you may con- 
fidet to what misfortunes a Stranger isfubjec in {trange C - 
‘tries 5 fo that if I had had _ nothing elfc, ‘being thus dépriv’ 
of all, I thould have been left to perifth miferablyamongft Bar- 
barians. ; : 

But leaving him to his Voyage, I departed from Zkkeri, and 
having pafs*d the Town Badrapor, f left the road of *4hivxel3, and“ 
by another way more towards the left hand, went to dine under 
certain Trees near a fmall Village of four Houfes, aaa oer 
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call Bamanencoppa. After dinner we continu’d our way, and 
foarded a River call’d Irihalé, not without being wet, by reafon 
of the fmallnefs of my Horfe ;, and having travell’d near two Gan’s 
Cone Gaz confifts of twn Cos, and is equivalent to two Portugal 
Leagues) welodg’d at ‘night in a competent Town, the name 
whereof is Dermapora. Inthef€ Towns I endeavor’d to procure 
me a fervanr, as well becaufe I underftood not the Language of 
the Country, (far though he that carry’d my Goods could {peak 
Portugal, yet he could not well ferve me for an Interpreter, be- 
caufe being by Racea Pul , which amongft them is accounted 
vile and unclean, they would not fuffer him to come into their 
Houfes, nor touch their things; though they were not thie of 
me, albeit of a different Religion, becaufe they look’d upon me 
as a Man of noble Race); as for that I found much trouble in 
reference to my dyet : For thefe Indians are extreamly faftidious 
in edibles, there is neither fleth nor fith to be had amongft them 5 
one muft:be contented onely with Rice, Butter, or Milk, and 
other fyich inanimate things, wherewith neverthelefs they makd¢ 
no ill-tafted difhes; but, which is worfe, they will cook eve 
thing themfelves, and will not let others either eat or drink i4 
their vefiels; wherefore inftead of difhes they gave us our victu- 
alsin great Palm leavs, which yet are {mooth enough,: and the 
Indians themfelves eat more frequently in them then-in any other 
vefiels: Befides, one muft entreat them three hours for this, and 
account it a great favor; fo that, in brief, to travel in thefe 
Countries requires a very large {tock of patience. The truth is, 
‘tis a moft crafty invention of the Devil againft the Charity fo 
much preach’d by our Lord Jefus Chrift, to put it fo in the 
seis of thefe people, that they are polluted and become un- 
clean, even by touching others of a different R eltgions of which 
fuperftition, they are fo rigorous obfervers, that they will foon- 
er {ee a perion whom they account vile and unclean, ( though a 
Gertile) dye, then gonear him to relieve him. 
—-Navember the four and twentieth, Inthe Morning before day, 
the Brachman Nazgasa, and the Ambaflador’s other Men, being 
in hafte, advanc’d before; but I, defirous to go moreat my 
own cafe,remain’d alone with my P#ii4 and the Haekney-matfters 
as I might_well-enough do, fince the High-ways of Verk-tapa 
Waezeke’s Country are very fecure. The road lay over pleafant 
clifts of Hills, and through Woods. many great ftreams likewife 
occurring. Ideicended ‘the Mountain Gat by a long precipice, 
C £ which I was fairfto walk a foot, my Horfe having fallen 
twice without any difafter, and by athird fall almoft broke my 
Knec. to pieces, I din’d, after I had travelled one Gas and a 
half, in a good Town galled Col#r, whcre there is a great 
Temple, the Idol whereof, if I mif-underftood not, is the Image 
of a Womah 3 the place is much venerated, and many refort to 
it from feveral parts in Pilgrimage.. After dinntr, my Horfe be- 
ing tired, I travelled not above half andther Ga#s and having 
gone 
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gone in all this day but two Ga#'s, went to lodg ata certain little 
village , which they faid was called Nelcal. Certain Women 
who dwelt there alone in abfence of their Hufbands, ‘conrteoufly 
gave us lodging in the uncovered, Porches of theit Houfes, and 
prepared fuppef for us: This Country is inhabited not onely 
with great Towns,but, like the Mazandran in Perfia, with abun- 
dance of .Houfes fcattered here and there in feveral places 
amongit the woods. The people live for the moft part by 
fowing of Rice; their way of Hufbandry isto overflow the foil 


with water, which abounds in all plates 3 butthey pay, as they 
told me, very large. ‘Tributes to the King, fo that they have 
nothing but the labour for themfelves, and live in great 
Poverty. : —_— . 
Novewber the twenty fifth, I-travelled over great Mountains 
atid Woods like theformer, and foarded .many deep Rivers. 
Having gone threeCos, we din’d in two Houfes of thofe people 
who fow Rice, whereof the whole Country is full, at a place 
rall’d Kelid3. Inthe Evening, my Px#lia being very weary,. and 
unable tocarry the heavy load of my baggage further, we ftay’d. 
at fome of the like Houfes. which they call’d Kebzar, about a 
mile forwards 5 fo that the journey of this whole day amounted 
‘mnottoa full Geax. .! 
November the twenty fixth, I pafs’d over clifts of Hills and un- 
eeven and woody places. At noon I came toa great River, onthe 
Northern bank whereof ftands a little village nam’d Gulvars near 
which, the River makes a little Ifland. We went to this Ifland by 
boat and foarded over the other ftream tothe far fide. Thence we 
came by a fhort cut to Barfélor,call’d the Higher, z.e.within Land,, 
belonging to the Indians, and fubje& to Venk-taps Naiekay to. 
difference it frou the Lower Barfélor, at the Sea-coaft belonging. 
to the Portsgals. For in almoft all Territories of Izdza_ near 
the Sea-coaft, there happens to be two places of the fame Name 
one call’d the Higher, or In-land, belonging tg the Natives 
the other, the Lower near the Sea, to the Portugals 
ever they have footing. Entring the Higher Barfelor on this. 
fide, I came into a fair, long, broad, and ftrait Street, havin 
-abundance of Palmeto’s and Gardens on either hand. Thef ~~ 
is fruitful and well peopled, encompaf3’d wath weak walls and 
ditches, which are pafsd over by bridgesof one or two very 
great ftones, which fhew that thereis ood d fair Marble here, 
whether they were dig’dthusouto ,t e - uarry, or arethere- 
mains of ancient Fabricks. It ftands on the South fide of the 
River; which from the Town Gulwa4n fetches a. grea recut, 
feeming to return backwards 5 and many Travellers, without 
touching at the Upper Barfelor, are wont to go to the Lower 
Barfelor by boat, which is foon done; but I was defirous.to fee 
both places, and therefore came hither. ee Ao ee 
Having din*d and refted a good while in Higher Barfelor, I 
took boat and rovw’d down the more Southern ftream 5_ fox 2 
U 2  hitde 
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little below the faid Town, it is divided into many branches, and 
forms divers little fruitful Ilands. About an hour and half before 
night, I arriv’d at the Lower Barféler of the Portugals, which alfo 
ftands on the Southern bank ofehe River,diftant two good Can- 
non-fhot from the mouth of the Sea ;_ having travell’d this day in 
all, one Gaxand ahalf. The Fort of the Portugals is very fmall, 
built.almoft in formofa Star, having no bad walls, but wanting 
ditches, in a Plain, and much expos’d to all fort of: affaults. 
Such Portugals as are married, have Houfes without the Fort in 
the Town, which is prety large, and hath good buildings. I went 
direGtly to the Houfe of Sig: Aztoxio Borges, a former acquaint- 
ance, who came from Geato Ozor, together with us, and to 
whom the Ambafflador at Zkfers had recommended me.I found 
fitting before his Houfe in the ftreets the Captain of Barfelor, 
calld Sig: Luis Afendes Vas Conti. Wedifcours’d together for 
a good while, and hefeem'da gallant man, though but young. 
Here was an Armado, and aCafila of Ships, which came from 
Goa, and went to Aéengaler and Cocéz, or further 5 they were to 
depart the next day, and thereforeI pregar’d my felf to go with 
them to 4éazgaleor, This night I fupp’d at the Houfe of Sig: 4s 
toxzo Borges, with fome other Portugals who came in the Fleet 5 
and went to lodg by his directionin another good Houfe, toge- 
ther with fome Souldiers of the fame. 

November the feven and twentieth, That I might not go alone, 
without any.body to ferve me inthe Ship, I took into my fervice 
a Chriftian of Barfelor, recommended to me by Sig: Amtonio, 
and nam’d AZanoel de Matos, with whom alonelI went aboard 

out noon, having firft din’d with many Portxzgals of the Fleet 
in Houfe of Sig: Rocco Gomes, the chief Portugalin Barfelor, 
who entertain’d us at his Gate in the ftreet very Well. Among 
others that din’d with us, there was one Sig: Nesttor Fernandez, 
‘bv me elfewhere mention’d, who came from Gea to Ozor with 
us; the Captain Major of the whole Armado, Sig: Francefco de 

‘4, who commanded a Galley and fix other Ships, be- 

fides the Cafila of Merchants. I imbarqu’d inthe Ship of Sig: . 
Neittor Fernandez, whointhe ftreet exprefs’d much courtefie to 
mac. Being gone a good way upon the Sea, and 4t being now 
hight, the Capta™m Major of the Galleys fent our Ship back tro 
fetch certain of his Men, and the other Ships which were not’ 
yet got out of the Barfelor; whereinto we defigning to 
enter in the dark, and got hitting the narrow channel which 
ekept, {truck upon land, and, the wind growing prety 

fti , werein great danger of being over-fet and loft 5 and the 
more, forthat when we perceiv'd it, and went to ftrike fail, we 
could not fora good while, becaufe the ropes, either through 
moiftnefs, or fome other fault, would not flips; .fo that the Ship 
being driven forceably againft the ground, not onely, became 
very leaky, but gave two or three fuch violent khiocks, that had 
fhe not beennew.without doubt fhe had been fplit. The Sea-men 
were

were not onely confounded butallamaz’d, nothing was heard 
but diforderly cryes; the voice of him that commanded could 
mot be heard., every one was more intent upon his owg then the 
common fafety 5 many of rhe Souldiers had already frip’d them- 
felves-to leap intothe Sea; fome ty d their Money at their backs, 
to endeavour to fave the fame together with their: lives, making 
little account of their other goodss divers made vows and pro- 
mifes, ‘of Alms, all heartily recommended themfelvesto God 5 
ene. émbrac’d the Image of our Lady, and plac’d his hope in that 
‘alone. *. I. could not induce my felf to kelieve, that God had re- 
ferv’d me after fo many dangers to fuch a wretched and_ignoble 
end, fo that I -had I know not what fecure confidence in m 
hearts neverthelefs feeing the danger extream great, I fail’d’not 
tocommend my felf to God, his moft Holy Mother, and all the 
Saints. By whofe favour at length, .the fail being let down b 
the cutting of the rope, and the Sea not rough, ( for, if it had, 
it would have done us greater mifchief }) the Mariners freed the 
Ship, having caft themfelves into the Sea, and drawn her off 
from the ground bv-ftrength of Arm 5 the remainder of the night 
we f{pentinthe nyouthor the Haven , foliciting the ather Ships 
out, and mending our own. . | 
. The whole Fleet being fet forth before day, we return’d, =; y: 
where the Captain General with the Galley and the reft of sit 
the Ships ftay’d at Anchor for us; and thence we fet fail all 
together. 
November the eight and twentieth, We fail’d conftantly 
Southwards, coafting along the Land which lay on the left 
hand of us. Half way to Afazxgalor, to wit, fix Leagues from 
Barfelor, we found certain Rocks or little defart Iflands, which. 
the Portugals call scogli di Santa Maria 3 one of which we dp- 
proach’d with our Ship, and many of our Men landed upon it to 
take wild Pigeons, (of whofe nefts. there is great abundance) 
wherewith we made a good fupper. © Afterwards continuing our. 
courfe,we pafs’d by Carzate 5 and at night fafely enrer*d the Port 
of Mangalor. This Port is inthe mouth of two Rivers, one nrore 
Northern runs from the Lands of Bawzghel, the other more 
Southern thofe of Olaza, which ftands beyond the River 
Southwards, or rather beyond the bay of falt:waters whiclris: 
form’d round and large likea great Haven, by thetwo Rivers 
before their entrance into the Sea, whofe flowing fills the fame 
with fale water. Aésangalor itands béewevirGlaza and Banxghel, 
and in the middle of the bay right againft the Mouth of the 
Harbor, into which the Fort extends it felf, being almo#%. 
compaf{s’d with wateronthree fides. “Tis but fmall, the worft 
built of any Ihave feenin Ivzdia, and, asthe Gaptain told me 
one day when I vifited him,- may rather beterm’d the Houfe of 
a Gentleman thana Fort. The City is but little neither, conti 
guous to the Fort, and encompafs’d with weak walls 5 within 
which; the Houfes of the inhabitantsare inclos'd. aia are 
three 
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three -Churthes 5 namely, the See or Cathedral within the 
Fort -our Lady Del Rofario, La Mifericordia, and San Fraxcéfce 
without. erin A¢azgalor there are but three Ecclefiaftical Pes- 
fons in all; two Francifcan Fryers; and-one Vicar Prieft, to 
whofe ‘charge, with-very {mall revenews belong all the other 
Churches. Y went not afhorebecaufe it was night, but flepr in 
the Ship. ; 
noceunber the nine and twentieth,Farly in the Morning I and- 
ed at AZaxgalor, and went together with Sigs Nezttor Fernandez, 
and others of our Ship to dine in the Houfe of Sig: afcentio 
Veira, a Notary of the City. . After which, I was provided. of 
an empty Houfe belonging to a Kinf-man of his, by Sig: Pzalo 
Sodri#0, who was married in A@fanmgalor , and came for God, 
in our Ship. The next night the Fleet departed from Cociz,; 
but’ F’rematn’d in AZazgalor with intentton to go and fee. the 
Queen of Olaza. rae a re 
November the thirtieth, After hearing of Mafs in the Church 
Del Rofario, Y vifitedthe Captain of At¢azgalor, not in the Fors, 
but in a cover’d place without the Gate, which is built to re- 
ceive the cool Air of the Sea, and whtre he-was then in con- 
verfation. He wasan old Man all gray, by Name Sig: Pero Ge- 
mes Pafagua. - . ae 
The firft of Décember,in the Morning I.went to fee Baxghel,by 
the Indians more corre@ly call’d Bazgher, or Baxghervari 5 ’tisa 
mile or little more diftant from A/angalor, towards the Southand 
upon the Sea 5 and the King that rul'd there, and inthe circum- 
jacent lands being at this day driven out, ‘tis fubject to-Vesk- 
tapa Nazeka. A Mufket-fhot without Adazgalor,on that fide,is z 
(mall River which is pafs’d over by a ruinous {tone bridg,and ma 
tikewife be forded; “tis the boundary of the Pertzgals jurifdiai- 
on. The above-faid mile isthrough cultivated fields, and then 
you come to Banghel, which is arich foil, and fometimes better 
peopled then at prefent 5 whence the Houfes are poor Cottages 
of earthand ftraw. It hath been but one {trait ftreet, of good 
féngth, with Houfes and Shops continu’d on both fides, and 
many other fheds difpers’d among the Palme-top’s. The King’s 
Houfe {tood upon a rais’d ground, almoft like a Fo! but is now 
‘wholly deftroy’d,, fo that there is nothing left ftanding but the 
pofts of the’Gate; for when Venk-tapa Naieka took this Territo- 
try , he demolifh’d what-ever was ftzong init. The Basar, or 
Market-place remains, although fot fo ftor’d with goodsas it 
was in the time ofitsown King 5 yet it affords what is neceflary, 
and inuch Areca or Fofel, whereof they make Merchandize,fend-~ 
ing the fame into divers parts,that of this place being better then 
others; here artalfoin the Bazar, fome Gold-{miths who make 
knives and cizzers adorn’d with Silver very cheap,and other like 
roys, of which I bought fome, and having feen all that was 
tobefeen return’d on foot, as I came, though fomewhat late, 
to Mangalor. 
: ; December 
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December the fecond , This Morning I went to fee Olaza, 
ich is about the fame diftance from AZazgaléras Banghel 1s, . 
‘but the contrary way towards the South , and ftagdson the 
other fide of a great River, which was to be pafs'd over by 
boat. The Queen was nothere, Gnd feldom is, but keeps her 
Court commonly in another placeanore within land ; yet f-would 
not omit to fee Olzza, the rather becaufe inthe Portxgal Hiftories 
it gives name tothat Queen, as being that Land of hers which is 
neareft.and beft known to the Portxgals, and perhaps, the richeft 
and fruitfulleft which fhe now enjoyes. I found itto bea fat 
foil, the City lying between two Seas, towit, the Main-fea and 
the Bay, Upon anarm of Land which the Portinclofes; fothat 
the fituation js not onely pleafant, ,but might alfo be made very 
{trong if it. were in the hands of people-that knew how to do it. 
Itisallapen, faving on one fide towards the mouth ofthe Haven 
-between: the one Sea.and the other,where there is drawn 4 weak 
wall with a ditchand two incoenfiderable baftions. The Bazar 
is, indifferent, and befides. neceffaries for provifjons, affords 
abundance of white and ftrip’d linnen cloth, which is tadde in 
Olzza, but courfe, fuch%s the people. of that Country ufe. Ar 
the Towns end isa very pleafanti Grove,. and at the end thereof 
agreat Temple, handfomely built. for this Country, and much 
efteem’d. Olaza isinhabited confufedly, bath.by Gentiles who 
burnthemfelves, and alfo by Asalabar-Atoors. About a mile off 
Southwards, ftands the Royal Houfe or Palace amongft the 
above-faid Groves, where the Queen refides.when fhe comes 
hither fomtetimes. “Tis large, encles:d with 4 wall and trench, 
but of little moment. In the firft entranceit hath a Gate with 
an open Porch, where the Guard is to ftand ; and within thata 
great void placeslike a very large Court, onthe far fide whefe- 
of ftands the Houfe, whofe infide I faw not , becaufe the Court: 
wasnottheres; yet for this place,-it feem’d to have fomething of 
‘wild Majefty 5 behind,it joyns to a very thick wood,ferving both’ 
for delight and fecurity in time of neceflity. The way from thé 
Palaceto the City is almoft wholly befet with Houfes. -Bhivi 
feen as much as,i defir’d, I ftay’d not todine, but return’d to 
iMangalors there being always a paflage-boat ready to carrv 
people backwardgandforwards.  - |. 
December the third, Arriving not timely endBugh tohear Mafs VE 
in the Church,Del Rofario, ' went to San, Francefco,where 1 heard 
Ma{s,and a tolerably good Sérmon,made-by asold Father call’d 
Fraycefco dos Neves. Inathe Evening, I prepar’dto goto fee the 
Queen of O/aza at her Court, which was the defign of this litle 
peregrination. And not finding Sig: Paole Sedrino my friend at 
Mangalor, i washelp’d toa boat by Sig: Luis Gomes a Native of 
ananor,but who had liv’d long at A¢exgalar.I went up the River 
hich comes from ‘the Territories of Olaza, but another more. 
Northern, different from the above-mention’d little one, Over 
which pafs'd by abridg to Banghel, and falling into the Port 
of 
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of Afangalor. Y took with me alfo a Brachman call’d Narf#, a- 
Native. of Atangalor, to ferve me for an Interpreter with the . 
Queen, ¢alchough my Chriftian Servant {poke the Language 
well) partly, that I might have more perfons with me to fetve 
me, and partly, becaufe the Bachman being. a Gentile, knowh 
and vers’d in this Court, méght be more ferviceableto mein 
many things: than ‘my own Servant; fo having provided what 
was needful, and prepar’d victuals to dine with upon the River 
by the way, which: is femewhat long, Idetermin’d to fet forth 
the next Morning. - _—_ . 
December the fourth,Before day-light F took boat at Afangalor, 
in which theré ‘were three Water-men, twoof which row’d at 
the Prow, and one at the Poop with a broad Oar, which ferv’d 
both for an Oareand a2Helm. . Having pafs'd by Broaghel, we 
enter’d into the great Northern River, in whi¢h on the left band 
isa‘phkice where paflage-boats laden with Merchandize pay 
“Tole to the Minifters of Verk-#apa Nateka, to whom the circum- 
jacent Region is’ fubje@. ‘Rowing a great way againft the 
-ftream, the water whereof for a goo Space is falt, atlength we 
ftay’d to dine at a Town call'd Sale, irthabited for the moft part 
by'A4oors, and fituate on the-right bank as you go upthe River. 
This Town with others round it, is fubje& to an Indian-Gentile 
Lord, call'd Ramo Ran, who inallhath not above 2000 Pay- 
gods of yearly Revenew, of which he payes about 800. to Verk- 
tapa Naieka, to whom:he is Tributary. Neverthelefs he wéars 
the Fitle of King, -and they call him Omgi# Ar/#, thatis, King 
of Owgin, whichis his chief place. Having din’dand reftéda 
while, we continu’d our Voyage, and after a good {pace enter’d 
into the State of the Queenof Oleza, to whom the Country on 
either fide’ the River belongs. The River is here very fhallow, 
fo that though our boat was but{mall, yet in many places we 
ftruck againft the ground 5 at- length about Evening we arriw’d 
at Afaneél, fo they call the place where the Queen of Olaze 
now refides,” which is onely a. Street of a few Cottages or Sheds 
ratner then Houfes ; but the Country is open, fair and fruitful, 
inhabited by abundance of little Houfes and Cottages here and 
there of Hufband-men, befides thofe united to the great Street 
-cail’d the Bazar, or Market ; all which are comprehended under 
the name Of Afaxél, which lies on the left fide of the River as you 
‘go againft the ftream. a? es . A 
Having landed, anc going towards the Bazar to get a Lodg- 
ing in fome Houfe, we:beheld the Queen coming alone in the 
{fame way without any other Woman,on foot,accompany’d onely 
with four or fix foot-Souldiers before her, all which were quite 
naked after their manner, faving that they had a cloth over their 
fhame, and another likea fheet worncrofs the fhoulders like a 
‘belt :;: each .of'them had a Sword in his hand, or at moft a Sword 
and Bucklersthere werealfo as many behind het of the fame fore, 
one of which carry’d over her avery ordinary Umbrella: made 
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of Palm-leavs. Her Complexion was as black as that of | 
natural 2Zthiopiax; fhe wascorpulent and grofs, but not heavy; 
for fhe f€em’d to walk nimbly enoughs her Age .may be about 
forty years, although the Portmals hhad defcrib’d her to me 
much elder. She was cloth’d, og rather girded at the wafte with 
a plain piece of thick white Cotton, and bare-foot, which is the 
cuftom ofthe Indian-Gentile Women, both high and low,in the 
houfe and abroad ; and of Men too, the moftand the moft ordi- 
nary go unfhod;sfome of the more graye wear Sandals or Slippers, 
very few ufe whole Shoos covering all the Foot. From the wafte 
upwards the Queen was.naked, faving that fhe had acloth ty’d 
round about: her Head , and hanging a little down upon her 
Breaft and Shoulders. Inbrief, her afpe& and habit reprefented 
rathera dirty Kigchin-wench or Laundrefs, then a delicate and 
noble Queen 53 Whereupon, I faid within my felf, Behold by 
whom are routed in Ivdza the Armies of the King 0 f Spaiz,which 
in Exrope is{o great amatter ! Yer the Queen fhew ’d her quality 
smuch more in {peaking then by her prefence; for her voice-was 
very gracefulin refpe& fher Perfon,and fhe {poke like a prudent 
afd judicious Woman. They had told methat fhe had no teeth, 
and therefore was wont to go with half her Face cover’d 5 yer I 
could not difcover any fuch defec& in her, either by my Eye or 
by my Ear; and,I rather believe, that thiscovering the Mouth, 
or half the Face, as ihe fometimes doth, is agreeable tothe mo- 
deft cuftom which I know tobe common to almoft all Women 
inthe Eaft. Iwill not omit, that though fhe were fo corpulent 
as Ihave mention’d, yet fhe feems not deform’d, but I imagine 
fhe was hand{ome inher Youth 5 and indeed, the report is, tha€ 
fhe hath been a brave Lady, though rather of a rough then a 
délicate handfomenefs. As foon as we faw her coming, we {tood. 
ftill, lay’d down our baggage upon the ground, and wenton 
one fide to teave her the way to pafs. Which fhe taking no 
tice of, and of my ftrange habit, prefently afk’d,Whether there 
was any among usthat could fpeak the Language ? Wherewpar- 
my Brachman Nars# ftep’d forth and anfwer’d, Yess and Y, 
after I had faluted her according to our manner, went near to 
fpeaktoher, fhe ftanding {till in the way with all her people. 
ive us Audience. She afk’d who I was, @being already in- 
focai'd, as one of her Souldiers told me, by a Portugal who was 
come about his bufinefles before me from Agengalor to Atanel, 
that I was come thither to fee her_) I caus’d my Interpreter to 
tell fer, that I was Ux Cavaliero Ponentino, A Gentleman of the 
Weft, who came from very farr Countriess and becaufe other 
Exropeans than Portugals were vot ufually feen in her Domini- 
ons, Icaus’d her to betold, that I wasnot a Portugal but a Ro- 
wean, {pecifying too that I was not of the Turks of Conftantinople 
who in all she Eaft are fty’dand knownby the Name of Rumi 5 
butra Chriftian of Rome,where is the See of the Pqgpe who isthe 
Head of the Chriftians. That it was almoft ten eass eS 
x fit 
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firft coming from home and wandring about the world, having 
féen divers Countries and Courts of great Princes 3 and that be- 
ing mov'd by the fame of her worth, which had long ago arriv’d 
at my Ears, I was come imto this place purpofely to fee her, and. 
offer her my fervice. She afk’dy What Countries and Courts of 
Princes I havi feen ? I gaveherabrief account ofall s and fhe 
hearing the Great Turk, the Perfian, the Moghol, and Yexk-tapa 
Nafeka nam’d, afk’d, What then I came te fee in thefe Woods 
of hers ? Intimating that her State was not worth: feeing, 
after fo many other great things as I faid Ihadfeen. Ereply’d 
to her, that it was enough for me to fee her Perfon, which EF 
knew to be of great worth; for which purpofe alone I had taken 
the pains to come thither, and accounted the fame very well 
imploy’d. After fome courteous words of thanks, fhe afk’d me, 
If any ficknefs or other difafter had hapned to me in foremote 
and ftrange Countries, How I could have done being alone, 
without any to take careof,me? (a tender Affection, and inci- 
dent tothe compaffionate nature of Women). I anfwer'd, that 
in every place I went into, I had God with me, and that I trufted 
inhim, She afk’d me, Whether I left my Country upon any 
difguft; the death of any kindred or beloved perfon, and there- 
fore wander’d fo about the world, (for in Zzdzzand all the Eaft 
fome are wont to do fo upon difcontents either of Love, or for 
the death of fome dear perfons , or for other unfortunate acci- 
dents 5 and if Gemtiles, they become Gioghies 5 if Méahometans, 
Dervifes and Abdales; all’ whicharea fort of vagabonds, or de= 
{pifers of the world, going almoft naked, onely witha fkin upon 
their Shoulders , wea a ftaff in their Hands , through divers 
Countries, ike our Pilgrims; living upon Alms, little caring 


‘what befallsthem, and leading a Life fuitable to the bad difpo- 


fition of their hearts). I conceal’d my firft mifadventures, and _ 
told the Queen that I left not my Country upon any fiuch caufej 
but onely ovft of adefire to fee divers Countries and ¢cuftoms,, 


.amd to learn many things , which are learnt by travelling the: 


World s; men who had feenand convers’d with many feyeral Na 
tions, being much efteem’d in our parts : That indeed for fome 
‘time fince , upon the deathof my Wife, whom ‘f lov’d much, 
though I were not in habit, yet in mind I was more then 3 Gioghz, 
and little car’d what could betide me in the World. he afk’d 
me, What my defign was now, and whither I directed my way > 
I anfwer’d, that I thought of returning to my Country, if ic 
fhould pleafe God tb give me lifeto arrive there. Many other 
queftions fhe afk’d, which I do not now remember, talking with 
me ftanding a good while; to all which, I anfwer’d the beft { 
could : At length fhe bid me goand lodg in fome houfe, and . 
pfterwardsfhe would talk with me again at more conveniences 
Whereupon ft took’my leave,and fhe proceeded_on her way,and, 
as I was afterwardstold, fhe went’about a mile off to fee a work 


“which fhe h d in hand of certain Trenches to convey water 
to 
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to certain places, whereby: to improve them. I {poke to the 
Queen with my head uncover'’d all the while; which courfefie, 
it being mycuftom to ufe to all Ladies my equals, onely upon 
the account of being fuch, I thought ought much rather to be 
usd t® this who was'a Queen,and in her own Dominions, where 
I was come to vifit and to do her Honour: : 

After fhe was gone her way, I with my people enter’d into a 
little village, and there took a pode ae in an empty houfe belong- 
ing to a Agoor of the Country, and near the Palace 5 but I 
caus'd my diet tobe prepar’d in an other houfe of a neighbour 
Jtoor, that fo I ‘might have. the convenience of eating flefh, or 
what I pleas’d 5 which in the houfes of Gezt#kes would not be fuf- 
fer'cd. The inhabitants of Aéanékare partly Gevtiles, and partly 
iMéalabar-Moors, who have alfo their A4efehita’s there; which was 
of much convenience to-me. -: The Name ofthe Queen of Olaza is 
Abag-deuit-Ciantr# , of which words, Abag is her proper Name 5 
Dent fignifies as much as Lady, and with this word they are alfo 
wont tofignifie all their gods 5: nor have they any other intheir 
Language to denote God but De#, or Dexur#, which are both 
one, and equally attributed to Princes 5.:.whereby it appears that 
the gods of the Gewtiles are for the moft part: nothing elfe but 
fuch Princes as: have been famous in the wo > and deferv’d 
that Honour after their deaths; as likewife (Cw ich is my ancient 
‘opinion ) thatthe word [God where-with we by an introduc’d 
cuftom denote the Supream Creator, doth not properly fignifie 
that Firft Caufe, who alone ought to be ador’d by the World, 
but fignifi’d at firft, either Great Lord, or the likes whence it 
was attributed to Heroes and fignal perfons in the world,fuitable 
te that of the Hely Scripture, Filiz Deoruna, Filii Hominums, and 
confequently, that the gods of the Gevtiles, though adoi’d and’ 
,worfhip’d both inancient and modern times, werenever held. 
by us in that degree whercin we hold Godthe Creator of the 
Univerfe, and wherein almoft all Nations of the world always 
held and dohold him 5; (fome calling him, Caxufa Prima; others, 
Anima Mundi: others, Perabrahmi, as the Gentiles at this day 
in India: But that the other gods are and were always rather but 
as Saints are amongft us 5; of the truth whereof J have great Arpu- 
ments, at leaft amongft the Indian-Geztiles 5 or 1f more then 
Saints, yet at deaft Deifi’d &y favour, and made afterwards Divi, 
as Hercules, Romulus, Auguftws, &c. were Amongft -the Ko- 
mans. But to returnto our purpofey they.cold methe word 
Ciautrz , (the laft in the Queen 0 Olaza’s Name_) wasa ‘Title 
of Honour peculiarto all the Kings and Queens of Olaza3 .and 
therefore poffibly’ fignifies either Prince, or King, and Queer 
or the like. As for this Ceuntries Being fubje& toa Woman 
I underftood from intelligent perfons of the Coyatry,; that: 
Olaza Men were and arealways wont to reign, nd that"tis a 
cuftom receiv’d im ##dia amongft the greateft part of the.Gen- 
tiJes, the Sorts do not fucceed the Fathers, but the Sons of thear 
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Sifters 5 they accounting the Female-line more certain, as indeed 
it‘ts, thar the Male. Yet that the laft King of Olaza, having. 
neither Nephews nor other Legitimate Heirs, his Wife fucceeded 
him 3 and fhe alfo dying without other Heirs lef this Abag-Dex3, 
who washer Sifter to fucceed her. To whom, Becaufe fheisa 
Woman and the defcent is certain, is to fucceed a Son of hers, 
of whom I fhall hereafter make mentien; but to him, being a 
Man, not his own Sons, but the Son of one of his Sifters, here 
after likewife mention’d, is to fucceed. . 
Not to conceal whatI know of the Hiftory of this Queen, I 
fhall add, that after her Affumption to the Throne upon the 
death of her Sifter, fhe was married for many years to the King 
of Baxgtel, who now is a fugitive, depriv’d of his Dominions, 
but then reign’din his own Country which barders upon hers. 
Yet, though they were Hufband and Wife, (more for Honors 
fake then any thing ee ) they liv’d not together, but apart each 
in their own Lands : in the Confines whereof,cither upon Rivers, 
where they caus’d Tents to be erected over. boats, or in other ' 
places of delight,they came to fee and cofiverfe with one another 3 
Banghel wanting not other Wives and Women, who accompa- 
ny’d him where-ever he went. ‘Tis reported, that this Queen 
had the Chiidr which fhe hath, by this Baxghel, if they were 
not by fome other fecret and more intimate Lover 5 for, they 
fay, fhe wants not fuch. The Matrimony and good Friend- 
fhip having lafted many years between Bawzghel and the Queen, 
I know not upon what occafion difcord arofe between them, and 
fuch difcord that the Queen divore’d Barzghel, fending back to 
him, (asthe cuftom is in fuch cafe) allthe Jewels which he had 


given her as his Wife. For this, and perhapsfor other caufes, 


Banghel became much offended with the Queen, and the rupture 
proceeded to a War: during which, it fo fortun’d that one- 
day as fhe was going in a boat upon one of thofe Rivers, not very 
well guarded, he fending his people’ with other boats in better 
order, took her and had her inhis power: Yet, with fair carri- 
age and good words, fhe prevail’d fo far that he Jet her go free and 
return toher Country. In revengeofthisinjury fhe forth-with 
raisd War againft Bamghel, who relying upon the aid of the 
neighbouring Portugals, becaufe he was confederate with them, 
ee (as they fay of many Royoletsof Z#dia) Brother in Arms 
to the King of Portugal, the Queén to counterpoize that forage’ 
call’d to her affiftance againft Baxghel, and the Portugals who fa-. 
vourd him, the neighbouring King Vewk-tapa Naiekha, who 
was already become very potent, and fear’d by al) the Neigh- 
-bours, and under his protection and obedience fhe put her felf- 
Venk-tapa Naiekafent a powerful Army in favour of the Queen, ' 
260k all Bancbel’s Territories and smade them his own,deftroying 
the Fort whieh was there 5 he alfo made prey «of divers otber | 
ety Lords thereabouts, demolifhing their-{trength, and réendring 
gee his Tributaries 5 one.of which was the Queen of Cees 
who 
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Who was alfo confedrate with the Portugals, and no friend to 
her of Olaza : he came againft Afangalor, where ina battel, | 
undertaken by the Portugals, he defeated a great gumber 5 and, 
(in fhort_) the flower and ftrength af Izdia, carrying the En- 
figns, Arms, and Headsof thedlain to 7kert intriumph. He 
did not take Adangalor, becaufe he would not, anfwering the 
Queen of O/aza, whourg’d him to its That they coulddo rhat 
at anytime with much facility, and that ‘twas beft to let thofe 
four Portugals remain in that finall place, Gwhich was rather 
a Houfe then a Fortrefs) in refpe& of the Traffick and Wares 
which they brought to the benefit of their Countries: After 
which he cameto a Treaty with the Portugals, by which he re- 
ftor’d the Colours he had taken from them, and by their means 
Banghel furrendred the Fort, which Vexk-tapa, as I {aid before, 
demolifh’d § bendes other conditions which are now under con- 
fideration, according as is abovée-mention’d in my Relation of 
the Ambaffieto zkker?, This wasthe War of Banzghel, in which 
the Queen got the better of him and the Portugals, of which fhe 
wasvery proud; yet with-all, her Protector Verkstapa Naicka 
who is very rapacious and ‘little faithful , fuffiiciently humbled 
her, and fhe got not much benefit by him, faving quiet living 5 
for befides his fubje&ting herto his obedience in a manner, fhe 
was neceffitated, whether by agreement or violence I know not,to 
refign to him Berdrete, which is the beft and richeft City fhe had, 
together with much Land in thofe Confines of Vew#k-tapa, and of 
the inner part of her Country, which amounted to a good part 
of her Dominions ; however, at prefent fhe lives and governs 
her Country in Peace, being refpected by all her Neighbours. 
This Queen hgd an elder Son then him that now lives 5 he was 
cAall’d Cic-Raw Cianert, and dy’d awhile fince. The Pertugals 
fay, that fhe her felf caus’d poyfon so be given him, becaufe the 
young man being grownup, 4and of much ee afpir'd to &c- 
prive her of the Government, and make him elf Meafter : Which 
is poflible’ enough : for divers other Princes in the world have 
procur’d the death of their own Children upon jealoufie of States, 
fo prevalent is that curfed enormédus Ambition of ruling. Yer 
fach an impiéty not being evident to me concerning the Queen,~ 
Z will not wrongfully defame her, but rathei? believe, that the 
young man dy’d a natural death, and with regret toher. So-~ 
neither do I believe what the Portugals incens-d againft her fur- 
ther report, namely, that fhe hath attempted to poyfon this 
fecond Son ; but it fucceeded not, .he being advertis’d thereof 
by his Nurfe. who was to give him the poyfon; finceI fee that 
this Son lives with her inthe fame place and houfe peaceably, 
which would not be, if there were any fuch matter: Norcan - 
conceive, why fhe fhould go about to extinguifh, all her 
{ffue in this manner , having now no ether Hex born of her 
felf. - oe = ‘ .

‘Garters and ordinary Breeches, without.a Cloak, (though ust 
‘by the Portzgal-Souldiers in dia, evenof greateft quality) but 
‘with a large Cont or Cafflock, openat the fides; after the Coun- 
try fafhion. The Palace, (which may rather be calli’d Capanza 


_Reale,a Royal Lodge) is entréd into by a Gate like the grate or lat- 


‘tice of our Vine-yards at Rome, Ordinary enough, feated inthe 
‘anmidit of a field,-which like them ts ‘divided by a{fmall hedge 
from the neighbouring’ fields. Within the Gate is a broad 
‘Walk or Alley; on the right fide whereof isa fpacious plot fown,, 
at the end of which, the Wa)dk turns to the sight hand, and 
‘there upon the fame plot ftandsthe Royal Manfion,; having: a 
profpect over all the faid great green field. Inthe. middle of 
thisfecond Walk, ‘you enterinto the Houfe,-. afcending feven or( 
eight wooden ftairs,- which Idad into a large Porch, thelength 
oF which is equal to the whole fore-patt of the Houfe. - This 
Porch was pav’d with Cow-dung after their manner,. the walls 
about fhining, atid painted with ai bad red colour much us’'d by 
them. ‘The fore-part of it,.which is all: open, is up-held by 
great fquare poits;.of no great height; (for’tis their. cuftom* 
to make all: buildings, efpecially Porches, but low in refpect 
‘of the breadth and length, with'very broad Pent-houfes 5 which 
is, '‘Ibelieve, by reafon of the great heat of the Country,. where 
they have more need of fhadow and ccolnefS,: thay of air or light. 
Dire€tly oppofite tothe ftairs in the- middie of the Porch, was 
another fmall Porch, which:was all the entrance jnto the inner 
part Of the building. Watchin the little Porch was a fimall room 
and narrow; -wheye the King fate: near the wall on che left 
fide ¥* and he fare “upon the ground after. the. Eaftern manner 
_upon one of tofe coarfe clothes, which ig Perfia and Terie are 
ciil'd ‘Kielzm™ and ferve for poor peoples gor wag it tas eae 
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caely fo much as tocontain the Perfon of the King,the re{t of . 
room being bare, faving that it was pollifh’d wich Cow-d 
Befide the King, but a little farther on his left hand, { eu 
little matt, fufficient onely to cgntain him, a Youth of about 
fifteen or eighteen years of ages; gall’d Balé Rairk, who was his 
Nephew, and is tofucceed him, veing the Son of. his deceafed 
Sifter, who was Daughter to the prefent Queen. The Father 
of this Youth was a neighbour Gentile Prince, whom they call 
the King of Cuba, ( or perhaps more correctly, Kuzble ) call’d 
by his proper name Ram0-Nato Ari 5 of which words, Ramo-NAto 
isthe proper name, and 4ri the titles Phey faid hewas {till 
living, though others at Goa told me afterwards that he was 
dead. But being this young Bal@ Rair# was not to fucceed his 
Father, but had Right of Inheritance in O/aza, therefore he 
liv’d not in his Father’s Country, -but here at Mazél with his 
Grand-mother and his Uncle. None other fate with the King, 


but three or four of his more confiderable fervants ftood inthe - 


room talking with him; and in thegreat Porch, without the 
little one-{tood in files on either Gide other fervants of inferior de- 
< two of which neareft the entrance ventilated the Air with 
ans of green Taffeta in-their Hands, asif to drive away the flyes 
from the King or the entrance 5 a Ceremony us’d. , as [have faid 
elfewhere by Indian Princes for Grandeur sand they told me, the 
green colour was a Cetemony too, -and the ae sie badg of the 
King of. Olaza, for the King of Baxghel ufes 3rimfon 5 other 
Princes, white, as I faw us'd by Vewk-tapa Naieka3 and others, 
perhaps other colours: A fmall company indeed, and a poor ap- 
pearance for a King 5 which call’d to my. remembrence thofe 
ancient Kings, Latizus, Tursus, and Evaxder, who, “tis likely, 


were Princes ofthe famefort. Such ascameto fpeak with the | 


King, ftood without in the Porch, either on one fide, or in the 


middle of the little Porch; either. becaufe the room was very. 


{mal}, and not fufficient for many people 5.or rather,as [ believe, 
for more State. The King was young, not above feventeen 
years of age, as they told me, yet his afpec& fpoke him elder 5 
for he was very fat and lufty, as I could conjecture of him fitting, 
and befides, ke had long hairs of a beard upon his cheeks, whi 
he fuffer’d to grow without cutting, though shey appeared to 
be but the firft down. Of Complexion he was dufky, not black, 
as his Mother #s , but rather of an earthy colour, as almoft 
alithe Asalabars ufe tobe. Hehada lowder 4nd bigger voice 
then Youths of his age ufe to have, andtin his {peaking, geftures, 
and all other things he fhew’d Judgment and manly gravity. 
From the girdle upwards he was all naked , faving that he 
hada thin Hoth painted with feveral colours caft crofs his fhoul- 
ders. The hair of his hea waslong after their manner, anc 
ty'd in one great knot,which ngonone fide wrapr pinal 

Jain Jinnen, which looks li e a night-cap fallery on one fide. 

yom the girdle dowrfwards Ifaw not what he woe, becaufe he 
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nev er rofe from his feat, and the Chamber was fomething dark,; 
at, the painted cloth on his fhoulders hung down very 
low: HisINephew who fate befide him was not naked, but clad 
in a whole white garments, and. his Head was wrapt up ina 
greater volume, white, like a wittle Turbant. 

When I came before the King, his Men made me come near to 
the little Porch in the midft of them, where ftanding by my felf, 
after the firft falutations,theKing prefently bid me cover my heads 
which I forth-with did without further intréaty 5 though with 
the Mother, becaufea Lady, I was willing to fuper-abound in 
Courtefie, fpeaking to her all the time uncoverd: But with 
the Son who was a Man, I was minded to enjoy the priviledg 
ofmy defcent, and receive the favour which he did me, as due 
tomy quality. To fit upon at firft they offer’d me nothing, nor 
was it fitting to firdownupom the bare ground: Yetto fhew 
fome difference bétween my felf and the by-ftanders, after I had 
put on my Hat, I lean’d upon my Sword, and fo talk’d as lon 
asi wasftanding, which was not long 5 the King, whe at firft , 
fat fide-wife, turning himfelf dire&tly towards me, afthough 
by fo dding he turn’d his back to his Nephew. He afk’d me 
almoft all the fame queftions.as his Mother had done; Whence 
I ae >? What Countries [had travell’d through? What Princes 
i had feen ? Whether I had :left- my own Country upon any 
misfortune ? Or why? How I would hawe done A ie alone in 
di ee Countries, in café of ficknefs or other accidents > Toall 
which I anfwer'd, as I had’done to his Mother 5 and upon my 
faying , that I wander’d thus alone up and down trufting in the 
help of God; He afk’t me, Who was my God ? I anfwer’d him, 
Cpointing upwards) the God of Heaven, the Creator of the Uni- 
vetfe ; whereupon certain Souldiers there prefertt, (in all likeJy- 
hood Afoors) as ifapplauding me,{aid,4h Chodia,Chodia, which in 

Tongue fignifies Lord,and is meant of God 5 inferring, 
that TE wor ip‘d the true God, whom they Jgoors pretended to 
know, in oppofition to the Idols of the Gewtiles of the Countrys 
And they usd the Perfian word Chodia, becaufe that probabl 
the Sect of Mahomet came into thefe parts from.Perfiz, (which is 
_not very remote from Ivdia 5 asalfo from Arabia; or perhaps 
becaufe the Indeéans of the Territory of Fdalesciah and Dacia, 
being in great part Afoors, ufe much the Perfian Tongue which 
is fpoken inthe Courts of thofe Princes no lefs then their-natural 
Language 3 whence thefe other Indians more inwards to the 
Sauth have , by reafon fF neighbourhood, communicatiotboth 
in Religion and Speech. The King told me feveral times that 
he had very great contentment faiecing me, and thatno Euro-

Travels fofar, I had nothing teft as'I defir’d 5; yet, asa memo- 
rialof my fervice , Ifhould venture to give him a fimall trifle of 
iny Country: Whereupon I caus*d my Interpreter, (who car- 
ried ir) to offer hima little Mlap of the World, which I had 
brought with me out of Italy; telling him what it was, and how 
all the Countries,Lands,Seas,and I{lands ofthe world were exa&t- 


ly delineated init, with their Names fet to each place in our 
Tongue, and all that was necefflary to make him underftand | 


whatitwas. The King was hugely pleas’d with ie, and defir’d 
to fee feveral Countries, where they lay, and how great they 
were, afking me fundry queftions about them; but being he 
under ood not our Letters written therein, he {fatisfi’d him- 
felfwi, the fight onely,and with fhewing it to all the by-ftanders 
asac 1ousand ingenious piece of Art. Then he afk’d me, whe- 
ther ould eat in their Houfes, or oftheir meats; for he defir’d 
to giv me fomething to eat :-ITanfwer’d thatI could, and that 
the purity ofour Religion confifted not in the eating or touch- 
ing of things, but in doing good works. He earneftly defir’d 
me, that I would ftay a whiletill fome meat were prepar’d for 
mes for by all means he would have me eat fomething in his 
Houfe, and himfelf fee me eating. [told him, that ifhisinten- 
tion were onely to give me meat, the time was already ‘paft, 
nor was I difpos’d toeats but if it were to*fee. me eat, I could 
not eat in that place after the fafhion of my Country, not having 
there the preparations necefiar y thereunto, fo that his Highnefs 
fkould nor fee what,perhaps,he defir’d 5 and therefore I befeech’d 
him toexcufe me: Neverthelefs he was fo urgent forit, thar, 
notto appear difcourteous, I confented to obey him. . — © 
the meat came, the King commanded fome of his Servants to 
condu& meto fit down by them inthe Porch, where I might fic 
after our manner, but-not inthe King’s fight. . 

Hereupon I with-drew with fome of his Men to entertain me 
and in the mean timethe King remain’d talking with the Feft. 
of them concerning me, commending me much for {feveral 
things, but above all, for agood prefence, for {peaking truly 
and difcreetly; like a Gentleman, ‘and for my civil deportment. 
But before I proceed further, I will here prefent you with a 
rough and unmeafur’d draught of the King’s Houfe, and_the 
place wherein he was; fo faras may fet ice for the better under- 
{tanding of what is already {poken, and isto follow after.

ther all cheroomsare cover’d with Carpets, but there was not 
fn thefe of the King, onely the pavement. wasglofs’d with 
Wherefore ‘as to have put off my fhoes, (befides 
that they are not fo eafily flip’d off as Pantofles, nor does it fhew 
well.) would have been arexos ditant and unnecefflary humility ; 
fo toenter with them on, was to" me convenient aad decorous, 
without any lyablenefs to be accus’d of uncleanlinefs, being the 
floore was not coverd, if it had been fo with Carpets or the 
like, as cis ufualin T#rkze and Perfia, then, (to avoid feeming 
flovenly by foiling the place with my dirty fhoes, and my felf 
by fitting phon them, which indeed is not handfome_) I fhould 
have caus’d my thoes to be pull'd offs for which purpofe, I had. 
accordingly caus’d a pair of flippers of our fafhion to be brought 
along with n-e, incafe there fhould have been need of them5 
out kind of fhoes being nor {0 eafte to be put off by fhaking the 
foot alone without the help of the hand, as thofe which for this 
end areus’d by all the Eaftern people. Entring in this; :anner, 
and faluting the King as I pafsU, I went to fit down at tk upper 
end of the Chamber, (as tis above defcrib’d) wheret sy had 
prepar’d a Httle fquare board of the big#tefs of an ordin ‘-y ftool, 
which might ferve for afingle perfon,but rais’d no more then fouir 
fingers abovethe ground 5 upon this I fat down,croffling my Legs, 
one over the other 5 and.that little elevation help’d meto keep 
them out from under me, with fuch decency as I defir’d. Right be- 
fore the feat upon the bare floor , (the-Indians not ufing any Ta- 
bles, they had {pread inftead of a difh, (as their cuftom is, efpecis 
ally to us Chriftians , with whom they will not defile their own 
veilels 5 it not being lawful for t} em ever to eat again in thofe 
wherein we have eaten.) a great Leaf of that Tree, which the 
Arabians and Perfians ca\\ Afouz 3 the Portugals ig India, Fichi d’ 
India, Indian Fig-trees ; and upon the faid leaf they had lay*da 
uantity ot Rice boyl’d aftertheir manner , onely with 
wateran v3; but for fauce to it, there ftood on one fide a little 
vefiel made of Palm-leavs,full of very good butter melted. There 
lay alfo upon another Leaf one of thofe Indian Figgs, clean and 
par’d. and hard by it a quantity ofa certain red herb,commonly 
ea _ tin Iedia,, and call’d by the Portugals Bréde, ( which yet is 
the general appellation of all fort of herbs ). In another place lay 
feveral fruits us’'d by them, and, amongft the reft, feven of the 
Bambu, ov great Indian Cane 5 all obitem preferv’d inno bad 
manner , whichtThey call 4cciad 5 befides one fort pickled with 
Wine ar, as our Olives-are. Bread there was none, bsecaufe 
they enone, but the Rice is inftead of its which was no great 
defe& to me, becaufe Vin now accuftom’d to wantit, and eat 
very little... The King very earneftly pray’d me to eat, excufing 
umfelf ofte4i that he gave me fo {mall an entertainment on the 
en; forifhe had known my coming before-hand, he would 
have prepar’d many Car?/, and divezs ather more pleafing meats. 
Garét3s a name which in Jszdia they give to-certain sige i 
w 
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with Buteer, the Pulp of Indian Nuts, (inftead of which,i our 
Countries Almond Milk may be.us’d, being equallygood, and 
of the fame virtue) and allforts of Spices, particul da- 
thoms and Ginger, € which we ufe but little). befides herbs, 
fruits , and a thoufand other coudiments: The Chriftians who 
eat every thay, add Flefh or bith of all forts, fometimes Eggs, 
which, without doubt, make it more favory, efpecially; Hens 
wr Chickens cut in {mall pieces : With all which things, is madea 
kind of Broth, like our Guazzetti, or Pettages, and may be made 
many feveral ways 5 this Broth with all the abovefaid ingredi- 
ents, is afterwards poured in good quantity upon the boyled 
Rice, whereby is made awell-tafted mixture, of much fub- 
ftance and light dipeftion, asalfo of very little pains, for itis 
fently boyled, and ferves both for meat and bread together. 
i koma i very good for me, and ufed it often; as alfo the Pjlaa 
elfe-where fpoken of, and made of Rice boyled with butter and 
fiefh ed therein, befides a thoufand cher preparations of 
fevera’ rts which are fo common to every body in Affa5s and I 
acc _it one of the beft and wholfomeft meatsthatcan be 
eateht he world, without fo many Artificial Inventions as our 
Gutlings © Exrope Cwithall, procuring to themfelves a thoufand 
infirmities. of Gouts, Catarrhs, and other Maladies, little known 
tothe Orientals) daily devife tothe publick damage. But tore- 
turn to my Relation, the King told me, he would have given me 
a better entertainment , but yet defired me to receive this {mall 
extemporary one, and eat without any refpe& ar fhinefs of thofe 
that were prefents for thereby he fhould underftand that I liked 
$t. Lanfwer'd,. that the Favour and Courtefie which his High- 
nefs fhew*d me, was fufficient : But as for eating, the time being 
now paft, I did it onely toobey him; andfo, tocomply wit 
him, although If had little willto eat, Itafted lightly here and 
there of thofe fruits and herbs, where-with my Hand was ut 
dittle foiled, which upon occafion I wiped with my ke. = ere ef; 
being they ufe no other Table-linnen, nor had laid any for me. 
The King feeing that I touched not the Rice;{fpoke to me feveral 
times to eat of it, and to powre uponitfome ofthatbutter hich 
food by it prepared. I didnot, becaufe I would 5 ; y 
felf, there being no {poon; for the Zvdéans eag every t ing wit 
the Hand alone, and {odo the Portugals 5 I know not, whether 
as having leargt foto do in India of the Indians 5 or, whether it 
be their own natural cuftom; but they too, forthe moft part eat 
with ghe Hand alone, ufing nofpoon; and that very ill-favoured 
ly 3 for with the fame Hand, if need ks, they mingle togerner 
the Rice, the Butter, the Car3#/, and aH echer things how greafie 
foever, daubing themfelves up to the wrift, or rather wafhin 
their Hands in their meat: kefore they eat it 5 (a fa non inde 
fufficiently coarfe for people af Europe): and thought at- 
Tables, which are handfome enough ,; there want not knives, 


fpeons, and filver forks , and fome few fometii hes make ufe 
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her £3 yet the aniverfal cuftom is fuch, that few ufe them, , 
even shen chey he before them. The truth is, they wafh their 
ra 3 y times during one dinner, to wit, as often as they 
vreaic them, burrhey wipe them not firft 5 for neither do they 
make ufe ot napkins, whethe{they have any hefore them (as 
for the moft part they have) or nots but b.fides *ehe trouble of 
wafhing fo often, in my judgment, there 1s but lircle  neat- 
nelle 19 wafhing their anointed Hand after that manner; 
and, YF know not, -wherther the wafhing cleanfes or de- 
files rnore: J} being ihur’d to the neatnefs of Italy, could not 
conform ro flovenlinefs : and, let them cover this barbarous 
cuftom with what pretence they pleafe, either of military man+ 
ners, or what elfe they think fit 5 “tis little trouble for a civil 
M. ntocarry,even inthe Warr and Travels, amongft other ne- 
ecGary things, a fpoon, knife, and fork, whtre-with toeat hand+ 
fomely : The Turks themfelves, as barbarous asthey are, yet 
are {6 much obfervers of this, that among{ft them there mot the 
meaneft Souldier, but who, if he hath not other betressconve- 
nience, at leaft carries his fpoon ty’d tothe ‘belt of his {vyerd. In 
fhort, the King frequently urg’d me to @at of the Rice, and Ias 
often deny’d with feveral‘excufes 5 at laft he was fo importunSre, 
that I was fain totell him’, Icould not eat that meat in. that 
manner, becaufel had not my Inftruments. The King told me, 
I might eat after my own way, and take what Inftruments 
KE would, which fhould be fetch’d from my Houfe. I reply’d 
divers times, that there was no need, and that my tafting of it 
was enough ro teftifie my Obedience : However,by all.means he 
would have what was neceflary fetch’d from my. Houfe. Sol fent 
my Brachman and my Chriftian Servant with my key, and they, 
the King fo enjoyning, went; and return’d ina momenr, for my 
Heu'e was dircétly over againft the Palace. _. They brought-‘me 
a foA0n 3 filver-fork, and a cleanand fine napkin,very handfome- 
ly tolded in finall plaits; this I fpread upon my knees whichit 
cover'd downtomy feet, and fo I began to eat Rice, powri 
the butter upon it with a fpoons; and the other things with the 
ork after a very cleanly manner, without greafing my felf, or 
t ae ‘thi: with my. Hands, as ‘tis my.cuftom. The King 
‘and all the reft admir’d thefe exquifite, and,to them -unufual, 
modes 5 crying out with wonder Dexrz, Deurx, that I:wasa 
Deurvz, that is, a great Man, a God, -as they fpegk. Itold the 
King, that to “ating according to my cuftom, there needed 
seanch preparation of a table, linnen, plates, difhes, cups, and 
other things ; but I s now travelling through. {trange 
Countries, andtreated -_ felf, 2a Soldatefca , after the Soul- 
diers fafhi . leadingt ife ofa Groghz, and confequently, bad 
not with m fuchthings #s were necefiary. The King anfwer'd, 
tnat it fu’ “*d-him to fee thus,;mntch., fince thereby he. cafik 
imagin’d how all my other things would be; @nd thar, in briet, 
he hal never f en any European like me 5nd that it wasa great 
con- 
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contentment to him to feeme. He defir’d mg feveral timertoa 
Gat more, perceiving that I rather tafted of things to pleafe him, 
than to fatiate my felf. He caus’ddivers other Fru’ - wi 
with Vinegar and Salt to be bréught me, by a Woman who 
came from the inner rooms through the little Courts as alfo for 
my drink, (iw acup made like wife of Palm-leavs) a kind of 
warm Milk, to which they are accuftom’d, and which feem’d to 
me very good. — 

Both before and after, and whilft I was eating, I had much~ xiIt 
difcourfe with the King, who entertain’d me fitcing there-above , 
two long hours; but not remembring it all, I fhall onely fet 
down fome of the moft remarkable particulars. He afk’d me 
concerning our Countries, all the Chriftian Princes, with the 
other Moors and Pagan-Princes whom Ihad {feen5; concerning 
the power and Armies of each, and their Grandeur in compari- 
fon of o hers. On. which occafion I told him, that amongtft 
us Chri - ans the prime Prince was the Pope my Lord, the Head 
of the = urch, and the High-Prieft, to whom all others gave 
Qbedi_ ce; the next, was the Emperour, in dignity the firft 
of Sould rs or fecular frinces 3 that the firft Nation was Frances; 
and that for Territory and Riches, Spai#z had moft of alls with 
many other circumftances too long to be rehearfed. Which 
difcourfe led me to tellhim, asI did, thatthe King of Portxgal, 
as they fpeak, that is, the King of Spaiz, fo much efteem’d in 
India, pay’d Tribute to our’ Lord the Pope for the Kingdom of 
Waples, which heheld of his Holinefsin homage 5 for which he 
had a great conceit of the Pope. Amongft the Moorifh Princes, 
Ifaid concerning the AtZoghdl, whom he much cryed up to me, 
that we held him indeed for the richeft in treafure, but other- 
‘wife had greater ¢fte-m of the Turk and the Perfian; becaufe 
though the 2vog/a! hath not an infimite numberof people, and, 
without doubr, more then others, yet they were not people fit 
for war; and that sc#ah, amongit the reft, did not va m ac 
all, as manifeftly appear’d in the late war. Of Sciah Abbas, the 
King profefs’'d to account him a great Prince, a great Souldier,- 
and a great Captain 3 and Irelated to him, how I had bee Kr 
a great while together very familiar with him, and t 
done me many favours, having me with him in diver nota e¢ 
occafions : whereto he anfwer'd, that he did not doubt ie, and 
thar, being fuch a perfon as 4 was, there wasno Prince but would 
highly favour me. He afk’d mealfo concerning the commodi- 
tics of:our Countries, and of thofe which are brought from 
thence into thefe Oriental parts; and (being that in India they 

re accuftom’d to rhe Portugals, who, ttaw great Perfonages {o~ 
ever they be, are all Merchants, nor_is ‘it any difparagement 
amongft them ) he afk’d mg, whethes Ihad brou’ t from my 
Gountry any thing to bargain with all, either Pearjwor jew ~- 
for Eknew very good one from thence? I anfwerd him, 


that ine my Country the Nobles of my rank pever praGied 
Merchandize¢ , 


or Sifters, Wife or Children, remaining by that Wife, who’, I 
faid, was pafs’d to a better life? I anfwer’d, that Ihad not; 
whereupon he faid.it was no wonder then that I pleas’d my felfin 
wandring thus about the World, being fo alone and deftitute 
ofall Kinred. And indeed, the King did not illinferr;s for had 

- any of my deareft Relations been living, asthey are not, per- 
haps, I fhould not have gone from home, nor eyer feen.AZaxél or 
Olaza; but fince *tis God's Will to have it fo, I muft have pati- 
ence: The Kingtold me, thatif I could procure a gogd Horfe 
out of my Country, he would ‘pay very well for 1 for the 
Indians have none good of their own breed 5 and the gg¢ed they 
have, are brought to them either from 4rabia or Perfig, and the 
Portugals make a Trade of carrying them thither to tell, even the 
greate{t Perfons, as Governours of places, and Captains Gene- 

ral, not difdaining todo thefame. I f{tanding upon the point 
of my Italian Nobility, which allows not fuchthings , anfwer’d 
the King, that to fell Horfes was the Office of Merchants, not 
my profeffion 5 that I might'prefent fome good one to his. High- 
nefs, there being in my Country very good ones, and would 
gladly do it, if it were poflible. . The King was much pleas‘d 
with this Anfwer of mine, and faid to his Men, that I fpoke like 
a right Gentleman, plainly and truly 5 and did not, like many, 

‘who promife and fay they will do many thing which afterwards 
t erform not, nor are abletodo. Heafk’dme concerning 
Saffron , which is much efteemed among them; they ufe-is 
mix'd with Sandersto paint their fore-heads withall, as alfo for 
Perfumes; for Meats, and for a thoufand other ufes. I an{wer'd, 
t  mightbeabletoferve his Highnefs, that it was a thing 
t e tranfported$ and that in my Country, there -was 
enough, an_ that, if it pleas'd God I arrived there alive, 4 
would fend him a Prefent of it,with other fine things of my Coun- 
try, which perhaps, would be acceptable to him,” And indeed, 

if I arrive in Zéaly, I intend to make many Complements, with 

tbisand divers other Princes, whom I know in thefe pari . Yor 
by what I have feen, y get my felf a great deal of Honou? 
among{t them with no great charge. Ever now and then, the 

King wou talk with isServants, and all'w4s in commendation 

ofmeand  y difcreet {fpeaking, and efpecially of my white com- 

prexion,: ich they much adm’ ed, although in Jtaly 1 was oa” 
ver counted one:of the fair, an ,. nfo. many Travels, andfo 
many fufferin both of Body and Mind,.4d am {o changed that} 

. Can 
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ean fearce acknowledge my felf an Italian any lon er. He - 


prayed me once with much earneftnefle and courtefie, out 
of a juvenile curiofity ) to unbrace one of my fleeves-awitdle 
and my breaft, that he might fee whether my body were 
‘correfpondent re my face. I Isughed ,-and , to pleafe him, 
did fo : When they faw that I waswhiter under my clothes 
( where the Air and Sun had not fo much injured me) than in 
the face, they all remained aftonifhed, and began to cry out 
again thatIl wasa Deur#z,that I was a Heroe,a god, and that blef- 
fed was the hour when Ientered intro their Houfe, CItook my 
{elf to be Hercules, lodged in the Country of Evazder ) and 
the King being much fatisfied with my courtefie, faid, that he 
knew me to be a Noble Man by my civil compliance wirh his de- 
mands; that if I had been fome coarfer perfon, I would not have 
done fo, but perhaps, have taken ill, and been offended with 
thofe their curious Queftions. ad 
As fi x the Ceremonies of eating, I muft not omit, that after 
he faw' ‘hat [had done eating, notwithftanding his many inftan- 
ces tome to eat more, he wascontented that I fhould make an 
ends amd becaufe moft of the meat remained untouch’d, and it 
was not lawful for them to touch it orkeep it in the Houfe, 
»they.caufed my Chriftian Servant to come in and carry it all a- 
way (thar hemight eat it); which hedid inthe napkin which I 
had ufed before : for to fling itaway, in regard of the difcourte- 
fie it would be tome, they judged not convenient. At length 
whenI rofe up from my feat andtook leaveof the King, they 
_caufed my faid Servant to ftrew a little Cow-dung, ( which they 
had got ready for the purpofe ) upon the place where I had-fat, 
which, according to their Religion, was to be purified. In thé 
mocan time as I was taking leave ofehe King, he caufed to be pre- 
fented ro me, (for they were ready prepared in the Chamber } 
and delivered to my Servants to carry home four Lagze, (fo 
they call in India, efpecially the Portugals , the Indian Nuts be- 
fore they be ripe, when inftead of Pulp they contain a {weet re- 
frefhing water, which is drunk for delight 5; and if the Pulp, (for 
of this water it js made)be begun to be congealed, yer that ~ "s 
-wery tender, and is eaten with much ane t, amc 
cooling 3 whereas when it is hard and fully congeae , te ut 
remaining without water within, -and in the inner part fome- 
what empty. that matter of the Nut which is ufed more for 
fauce then to eat alone, is, in my opinion 5 hot, and not of fo good 
tafte, as before whenit was more tender.) Of thefe Lagz 
caus’d four to be given me , befides I know not how many g 
bunches of 2##/, or Indian Figs, which, though a fmall matter, 
are neverthelefs the delights of this Country; wherefore as fuch 
I received them, and thanking the King fo: then (who alfo 
thank’d me much for my vit, teftifying fevera] times that he 
had had very great consentment in feeing ine) at length taking 
my Teave, I departed about an hour or little mere before night.

I. went, and, drawing near her faw her, {tanding in the field, with 
a few Servants about her, clad asthe other time, and talking 
to the Labourers that were digging the Trenches. When fhe 
{aw us, fhe fent to know wherefore I came, whether it were 
about any bufinefs? And the Meffenger being anfwer'd that it 
was onely ta vifit her, brought me word again that it was late 
and time ta go home 5 and therefore I fhould dofo, and when 
fhe came home fhe would fend forme. I did as fhe commanded, 
and return’d ta my houfe, expecting to be call*’d when fhe 
thought fig; byt fhe call’d nat for me this sight, the caufe 
whereaf-I attributed to her returning very late home, as Iun+

December the fixth, I yunderftaod the Queen was gone abroad 
very early to her Works before I was up, without fending for 
me.

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M1 thisday for the Queens fending, but in vain. Inthe mean 
while , notto lofe time, ITwent to fee a Temple at the end of 
the Town, ftanding on a high place, and afcended toby fome 
few ill-favourd ftairs 5 they told me it was dedicated to Naraizxa, 
yet very ill builsfike the reft of th?; Edifices, being covered with 
Palm-leavs for the roof; and, in fhort , fuch as fuired with 
fuch a Town. Then defcending down the ftreet, which leads to 
the netghbouring River, I faw likewife upon another Hilla little 
{quare Chappel, which inftead of walls was inclofed with pales 
of wood, and cover’d with a roof. My Interpreter told me, 
it was built by this Queen, and that there was in it an Idol 
dedicated to the Devil, to whom out of their fear of him, that 
he may do them no evil, thefe wretched people do reverence. 
I hearing ofa thing fo ftrange, though not new to my ears, faid, 
I would go €e ite, that I might affirm witch truth [had with my 
own eyes fcen the Devil worfhip’d. The Brachman, my Inter- 

prerer, dittwaded me as much as he could, alledging that man 
Devils’.dwele in that place, and might dome fome mifchief. 
I tolu him, that I was not afraid of the Devil, whohad no 
power over me, that Mimfe]f needed to fear him as little as I 5 
and therefore I defired him to go along with me cheerfully. 
When he faw me refolute, he accompanyed meto the foot of the 
Hill, and fhew’d me the way 3s hut it was not poffible for me to 
et him further : he remained at a diftance, and faid he would 
y no means approach near that place, forhe was afraid of the 
Devil. Wherefore I went forward alone, and faid , If that 
Caitif the Devil could do anything, Jlethim hurt me: for I was 
his Enemy, and did not valuehims and tharif he did moe, it 
was a fign he had no power. Speaking thus, and invoking 
the Name of Jetus, Cat which Heaven, Earth, and Hell ought 
to bow the knee f mounted up the Hil), and being come to the 
Chappel, and finding no body there, I opened the door and wene 
in. I faw the Idol {tanding in the middle uponthe plain ground, 
miade of white unpolifh’d ftone, exceeding a humane ftature, 
and not of that fhape as we paint the Devil, but like a hand- 
fome Young Man, witha high round Diadem upon his Heate£& 
ter their fafhion. From each Arm iffu’d two Hand or 
which was ftretch’d out, the other bended to rhe body. In the an- 
terior right Hand,he had a kindof weapon, which, 1 believe, was 
one of thofe Indian Ponyatrds of this form (sj ———<———-) of which 
IF keep oneby me: In the Interior left Hand he had a round 
thirg, which I know not what it was, and inthe other twa 
Hands, Icannottell what. Between the Legs wasanottc: Sta- 
fue of a naked Man witha long beard, and his Hands upon the 
grounas=as if he had bcen going uponthem like Animals 5 and 
apon this [mage the Devil feem’d torde. On the wright Hand of 
the Ido] was a great trunk ofa Tree, dead but adKering to the 
root, low, and feeming:-to be the remains of a great Tree that 
had grown there. Limagine that this Tree waste habitation of

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the Devils, whoare wont'tobe in this place, and to do much mif: 
chitf, to. remedy.which the Queen founded this Chappel here, 
and dedicated this Idol to Briw or, (which they fay is the name 
of a great Devil, King of many thoufands of Devils) who dwelt 
here » The fame was afterwands confirm’d to. me by others of 
the Country , all confeffing that it was Buto,z.e. the Devil; for 
fo they tearm him in their. Language. WhenI had feen all, 
and: {pit feveral times in the Idol’s face, I came away and re- 
turn: a home, upbraiding the Brachman with his Cowardize, and 
telling him that he might fee whether my Religion were good or 
no 3 fince fo powerful and fear’d a Devil could not hurt me when 
I went to hi§ very houfe, and did him fuch injuries : Whereunto 
the Brachman knew not what toanfwer. Concerning Idols, they 
told me, at AZan2l,..that the Queen of Olazaand all her Family, 
as *twere upon an Hereditary Account, ador’d.and held for her 
principal God , anIdol call’d Patia Somnata, which they faid 
was the fame with -A4shadex, and which they delineated*‘alfo of a 
round figure. , like. the little pillar of a Land-mark, circular at

. The fame day, December the feventh, Being return’d home 
before noon, I took the Altitude of the Sur at A4avé/ with an 
Aftrolabe. I found him todecline from the Zenith 35 degrees 5 
he was this day in the fourteenth degree of Sagittary. His 
Southern Declination was 22 degrees 30’. 34’. which fubftra&ted 
from 35 degrees, (the Altitude which I took, leave 12 degrees 
29’. 36”. which is the Declination of the Zquinodial, South- 
‘wards from the Zenith of Asanél, and alfo whe height of the 
Northern Polein that place. So that Adazel, where the Queen 
of Olaza now xefides, Iyes 12 degrees 29’.

“Iwas more probable, that fhe intended to avoid gi- 
ving people occafion to talk of her, for converfing privately with 
a {tranger that wasof {uch Reputation amongft them.

“therefore caus’'d a Boatto be provided, which (rhere being no 
other.) was not row’d with Oars, but guided by two Men with 
Pales of Indian Cane or Basrebu,which ferv’d well enough for that 
fhallow River. .

degrees and 20 minutes. ..He was now in the 18 degtee of Sagit- 
tary, and declin'd towards the South 22 degrees 55428/”.. which, 
detracted from the 35 degrees 20’. wherein I found him, there 
remain 12 degrees 24’. 33°. and fo faris.Azergelor. diftant from 
the Aquinoétial towards the North, and-hath the Northern Pole 
fo;much elevated. Act this: time the heat at A4Zangealor is:fuch as 
it-isat Rome.in the moneth: of Fuse, orthe end of Auguft, 
*:: December the eleventh, : I went in: the:Morning about half a 
Eieague from. Azangalor to: fee the Hermitage, whete.lives and. 
réigns the Archimandrita ofthe Indian Gioghz, whom the Por- 
tugals Cufually liberal of the’ Royal Title.) {tyle King of the 
.Gioghi, perhaps becaufé the. Indians:tearm him fo in their Lan- 
guage 5 and in effe& he is:Lédrd ofa little circuit of Land, where- 
in, befides the Hermitage: and the habitations,of -the Gioghi are 
{6me few Houfes of the Country people, and afew very fmall 
Villages fubject to his Government. The Hermitage ftands.on the 
fide of a Hill,' in this manner: 

' Onthe ddge of the Plain, where the afcent of the Hull, be- 
gins, isa great Ciftern dr Lake, frome which afcending “a pair 
of ftairs, with:the face turn’d towards the Nerth;.you enter 
into a Gate, which hath’a. cover’d Porch,. and is the Bett of the 
whole inclofure, which. is firrounded. witha wall and a ditch 
likeaFort.. Being enter’d the faid Gate, and going {trait for- 
ward through a handfome broad Walk, befit on either frde with 

fundry fruit-trees, youcome to another Gate, where there are 

{tairsand a Porch higher then the former. . This opens into; a 

{quare Piazza or great Court,, in the middle whereof {tands a 
Temple of indifferent greatnefs, and for Architecture. like the 
other Temples of the Indian-Gentiles 5 onely the Front looks to- 
wards the Eaft, where the Hill rifeth higher,and the South fide 
of the Temple ftandstowards that Gate which leads inro the 
Court. Behind the Temple, on the fide of the Court, ‘is a kind. 
of Shed or Pent-houfe with a Charriot in it, which ferves to 
carry the Idol in Procefflion upon certain Feftivals. Alfo intwo 

hree other places of the fide of the Court, there are little 
~ ha pels for other Idols.: On the: North. fide‘ of: the. 

Gourt1 another Gate oppofiteto the former, . by which going 
out and ‘afeending fome few fteps, you fee a: great Ciftern‘or 
Lake ofa long form, built about with black ftone, and ftairs 
leadin / own to the furface of the water 5 in one place next the 

>. s divided into many little Cifterns, and it.ferves for tte 
rt of the Temple to wath themfelves in, and to a 
their Ceremonies. The Gate.of the-Temple, :as Ifaid) tooks! 

Eaftward; where the Hill begins to rife ‘very high and fteep. 
From the. font of the EKemple tothe. top of the: Hill, areiong 
and br@qa ~~ irs of the fame black ftone:which lead uptoit, and 
there th . lace is aftenwards plain.' ‘Where the ftairs begin, 
ftands. abigh: “trait, and-round brazen Pillar, saa ei 
: 3 ver 
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weral places with little fillets; *tisabout 60 Palms high, and gne 
and a half thick from the bottom to thetop, with little dimi- 
nution. Onthis Pillar are plac’d about feventeen round brazen 

‘wheels , made with many {pokes round about like ftars : they 
are to fupport theJights in great Feftivals, and are diftant about 
three Palms one from another. The top terminatés in a great 
brazen Candileftick of five branches; of which the middlemoft 
is higheft, the other four of equalheight. The foot of the Pil- 
jar is{quare, and hath an Idol engraven oneach fides the whole 
Engine is, or at leaft feems, allof apiece. The Temple, to 
wit, theinmer part where the Idol ftands, is likewife all cover’d 
with brafs:. They told me, the walls of the whole Inclofure, 
which are now coverd with leavs, were fometimes cover'’d with 
large plates of brafs , but that Vexk-tapa Naieka carry’d the fame 
away, when in the war of Afangalér his Army pillag’d all thefe 
Countriéss which whether it be trueor no; [know not: THe 
walls ofalefs Inclofure (wherein according to their cuftom the 
Temple-ftands ) are alfo furrounded on the outfide with eleven 
wooden rails up tothe top, diftant one above another little more 
then an Architectical Palm; thefe alfo ferve to bear Lights in 
Feltival occafions; which muft needs make a brave Shew, the 
Temple thereby appearing as if.it were all on fire. This 
‘Temple is dedicated to an Idol call’d Afogixato; of what form 
it is 1 know not, becaufe they would not fuffer us to Enter into 
fee it. 

- Having view’d the Temple , I afcended the Hill by the ftairs, 
and pafling a good way forward on the top thereof, came to the 
habitations of the Gzoghz and their King ; the place is a Plain,and 
planted with many Trees, under which are rais’d many very 
preat {tone-paverments a little height above the ground,for them 
to fit upon in the fadow. There are an infinite number of little 
fquare Chappels with feveral Idols in them, and fome places 
cover’d over head, but open round about, for the Gioghz to en- 
tertain themfelves in. And laftly, there is the King’s Houfe, 
which is very low built; I faw nothing of it, €and believe there 
is nothing ‘more) but a fmall Porch, with walls round ab 
colour’d with red, and painted with Elephants and ot ~ ni- 
mals: Befides, in one place a wooden thing like a quare 
bed, fomewhat rais’d from the ground, and cover’d witha Cloth 
like a Tents they told me-it was the place wherethe ‘ng usd 
to .refide, and perhaps alfo to fleep. The King was there

I thought te find abundance of Gioghi' 
here, as in our Covente, but I {aw not above one or two, and 
they told me, they refore ndédt together, but “temain ‘difpers’d 
here and there, as they lift, abide in feveral places in Temples 
where they pleafe, nor are fubje& to their King in point of Obe- 
‘dience, asours are totheir Superior, but onely do him Reve- 
rence and Honour 5 and at certain folemn times great:ntumbers 
of them affemble here,-to whom during their ftay,.the King 
fupplies Vidtuals. Inthe Hermitage live many Servants ofthis.and 
Labourers ‘of the Earth, who tillthefe Lands, whereby he gets 
Provifion. They told me, that what he pofiefies withinand 
without the Hermitage, yields him about fjve or fix thoufand 
Pagods yearly, the greateft part whereof he expends in Feafts, 
and the reft in diet,and mwhat is needful for the ordinary fervice 
of the Temple, and his Idols's andthat Vexk-tap4 Naieka had not 
yet taken Tribute of him, «but ‘twas feared he would hereafer, 
Atlength I went to fee the King of the Gioehi, and fouid-him 
employed in his bufinefs after a nin fort, like a Peafant or Vil-. 
lager.He was an old man with a long white beard,but ftrong and 
lafty 5 in ejther ear hung two little beads, which feemed to be of 
Gold, I Know not whether empty or full, about the. bignefs ofa 
Moufket-bullet 5 the holesof his ears were large, and the ‘tips 
much ftretched by the weights on his head:he hada little red 
bonnet, fuch as our Galley-flaves wear,. which caps are brought 
out of Exrope tobe fold in Ivdia with good profit. From the 
girdle upwards he was naked, onely he had a piece of Cotton 
‘wrought with Lozenges of feveral colours crofghis fhoulders;:he 
was not very low, and, for an Indian, of colour rather white then 
otherwife. Hefeemed amanof judgement, but upon'tryalan 
fandry things, I found him not learned. He told me, . that fore: 
merly he had Horfes, Elephants , Palanchinoes, and a great. 
equipage and power before,Vek-tapa Naieka took away>all from

= Having ended my difcourfe with the King, [came away, and, 
at the foot of the Hill, wichout the firft gate of the Hermitage, 
refted to dine, till the heat were over , in the Houfe or Cottage 
ofone of the Peafants, (there being a {mall Village there _) whofe 
Wife fet before us Rice, Caril, and Fifh, which themfelvesalfo 
eat, being ofa Race allow’d fo to do. When the heat was paft, 
I return’d fair and foftly, as I went, to AfZaxzgalor 5 and arriv’d at 
home a good while before night. 

Decewber the eighteenth, I prepar’d my felf togo to Carzate 
to fee that Queen 35 whofe Territory and City is, as I have faid 
elfe-where, two or three Leagues diftant from Azexgalor, upon 
the Sea-coaft towards the North. The City ftands upona River 
which encompafies it,and over-flowes the Country round about, 
it was wont to be very ftrong both by Art and fituation; but 
‘during.the war of Afangalor , Venrk-tapa Naieka coming with a 
great Army to fubdde aad pillage all thefe Countries, fent for 
this Queen to coméand yiel@ Obedience to him. The Queen, 
who, as I havehedard, is a Lady of much Virtue and Prudence 5 
being unwilling to render her felf to Ve#xk-tapa, fummoned her 
Captainstogether, told them, that fhe was ready to {pend and 
give them all the Money and Jewels fhe had, and not to be 
wanting on her part to her utmo{t power, ifthey would prepare 
themf{-lves to defend the State: But thefe Minifters, either 
through Cowardize or Treachery, would not attempt a defence 
Whereupon the poor Queen,who as a Woman could do little by 
her felf, Cher Sonalfo being very young) feeing her people dif- 
heArtned,refolv’d by their advice to furrender her felf to Verk-ta- 
pa Naiekas and accordingly prepar’dto go to hint with a good 
Guard of Souldiers. Which he hearing, fent to her to come alone 
without other company then her Attendants 5 whtch fhe did, not 
voluntarily, but conftrain’d thereto by her hard Fortune, and 
the little Faith ofothers. Vewk-tapa receiv’d her honourably, and 
took her into hfs Friendfhip and Protection 5 but withaaaice 
caus’d the Cfty to be difmantled of the ftrong walk .— fire, to 
prevent her rebelling againft him afterwards, and left her, as be- 
fore , the Government of the State , tying her onely to Obe- 
dience, the payment ofa Tribute, and the profeffing ofa noble 
Vailallagetohim. Whenthey difmantled the City, thevQueen

went formoft of all, becaufe our Ship was Captain of the Van-. 


guard. This day, we pafs’d by a high Hill difcover’d within 
Land, call’d Afonte Deli’; and the next day, ( December the 
twentieth) by another ; call’d Asomte Fermofo. At night, we 
anchor’d under Cazanor, but enter’d not the Port, having fail’d 
from Azazgalor hither always Southwards eighteen Leagues. | 
December the one and twentieth, Oncein the Morning, and 
once in the Evening, we met with Parges, which are very light 
Ships of the Afalabar Rovers, of whom this Coaft was fills for 
at Mangalor ends the Province of Cazaraé , and that of - Adalabar 
begins : We made ready our Arms both times to fight them, but 
they fled from ys, and recover’d the mouths of the Rivers, 
whereof that Coaft is full, where by reafon it wastheir own 
Territory, and well guarded in thofe narrow and difficult places, 
‘we could not purfue them to take them; onely we difcharg’d 


fome Guns againft them atdiftance tono purpofe, which were- 


anfwer’d from that Land with thelike; we might eafily have 


atrempted, if not to take that which we fawin the Evening, 


yet at leaft to fhatter it a far off with our Cannon, if the Gena- 
ral had not had regardto the Land they recover’d, which be- 
long’d to the Samort, to whom upon account of the Peace in agi- 
tation, ‘he was willing to have refpe&. At night wecame to

December the two and twentieth, Early: in the Morning the 
Samori’s twoMen landed at Calecut, and withthem a Portugal 
common Souldier, but well clad and attended, ‘whom the Ge- 
neral fent to the King with the Vice-Roy’s Anfwer, which was 5 
‘That the Vice-Koy was contented to treat of a Peace, and 
would gladly conclude it; but'on condition that the Samort 
made Peace too with the King of Cociz, the Portagals Confede-

the yufinefs was ; shar the. Peace fhould.be firft made berween 
himf¢lf-and the Rortugals,: and afterwards the Interefts of the 
King of Cocix fhould be raken into confideration , withall,:de- 
fixipg the Genera} thar. he wauld venchfafe. to {tay a while till 
he haq better advyis'’d.with hisMiniftera, agd deliberated about 
fending Ambaffadors to Goa in the fame Fleet 5 with other Rea- 
fons, which werejudg’d rather excufes,te put off the time, and 
hold :the Portugals ina Treaty of Peace, aa fome. very rich Ships.

expence: And. ‘becaufe he thew'd not much, jnclination theres 
unto, it was not.witheout cawle judg’d that his Treaties wee 
Artifices, to hold-thé Pertugals in fufpences;. wherefore the Ge+ 
neral fent him word, Thathe had exprefs.Order from the Vice-= 
Roy not to ftay longer at Calecut then twenty four hours,. and fo 
long he would ftay : If within that time the Sawori tooka Re-= 
folution fytable to the Vice-Roy’s Propofitions, he would carry 
his Ambaffador witha good will; otherwife, he intended to 
depart the next night, all the intermediate day being allow’d his 
Highnefs to determine. With this Mey he re-manded the 
young Child Cicce, honor’d with fome {mall Prefents, and the 
other Men that came with him, without feiding any of hig 
Portugals on purpofe, or going afhore to refrefh himfelf and vite 
the. Sawori, ashe. was by him invited; the Vice-Roy having, 
given hiasfecret inftruction notto truft him toa far,becaufe thee 
Kings Samer had never been very faithful towards the Porty- 
als. INeverthele{s the General forbad not any Souldiers to land 
Daur fo mmded, fothat manyofthem went athore, fome tq 
walk wn, fome to buy things, and,fome ta do ether 
bulinels.5, as allo many people cameto the Fi¢et in little boats, 
partly, tq —Icthings,and partly, out of;curiofity to fee, the Portus

34 degrees 50 minutes in which I 
found the Sun, you fubftra& the 23 dgrees 28’. which I prefup- . 
pofe. him to decline from the AquinoGial towards the ee fi 
the remainder is 1,1 degrees 22’. and fo much is the Elevation of 
the North Pole in this place; and image eS the City of 
Calecnt lyes 11 degrees 22’. diftant from the A‘quinoctial to- 
wards the North.;. -After dinner, I Linded alfo with the Captain 
of my Ship,and fome other Souldiers ; we went to fee the Bazar, 
which is near the: fhore , the Houfes, or rather Cottages are 
built of:-Earth and Palm-leav’s, kheing very lows the Streets alfo 
are very narrow, but indifferently long; the Market was full 
of all forts of provifion, and other things neceffary. to the liveli- 
hood. of that people, conformable to their Cuftom s for as for 
Clothing, they need, little, borh,Men and Women going quite 
nakea, faving that they have apicce either.of Cotton or Silk 
hanging down from the girdle ta the knees, and covering their 
fhame 3 the better. fort are wont to wear it either all blew, or 
white ftrip’d,with Azure; or Azure and fome other colour; a 
dark blew being moft efteem’d amongft them... Moreover, both 
Men and Women wear their hair long, and ty. d about the head 5 
the Wonien, with a lock hanging on one fide under the ear be- 
conimingly ehough, as almoft all Indian-Women do; the dref= 
fing of.whofe head, is, in my opinion, the gallanteft that I have 
feen in any other Nation : The. Men have alock hanging down 
from thecrown of the head , fometimes a little inclin’d on one 
fide 3 fome of them ufe a {mall colour’d head-band, but the Wo-: 
men ufenone atall: Both fexes have their arms full of bracelets, 
their ears of pendants, and their necks of jewels; the Men com- 
monly go with their naked Swords and Bucklerg, or other Arms 
in their hands, as I faid of thofe of Balagate. . 

The Inhabitants of the Kingdom of Calecxt, and the In-land IX 
parts; efpecially the better fort, are all Gentiles, of the Race. 
Nair¢for the moft part , by profeffion Souldiers , fafitrently 
{wafhing and brave: But the Sea-coafts are fal of Qéelabari, an 
adventitious people; thoygh of long ftandings for azarco Polo 
who writ four hundred years fince, makes mention of them ; 
they live confufedly with the Pagans, and fpeakt« - fa ec 
wanguage, but yet are Mahometans in Keligion. From me 
all that'Country for a long traét_ together is call’d Adzlabar, fa- 
FNQu>s in_Isdza for the continual Robberies committed at Sea 
by the Meatabar Thievess whence in the Bazar ofCalecut, be- 
fides the things above-mention’d, we faw fold good of the 
Pertugals commedities , as Swords, Arms, Books, hes of 
Gea, and the like Merthandizes taken from Pert Veflels 


at 
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at Seas which things, becaufe ftollen,- and in regard of the Ex- 
. Communication which lyes upon usin that cafe , are not bought 


py our Chriftians. -Having.feen the Bazar, and ftay’d there rill 
it was late, we wer minded to'fee the more inward and noble 
parts of the City, and the out-fide of the King’s Palaces for to. 
{ee the King at that hour we had no intention, nor did we come 
prepar’d for it, but were inthe fame garb which we wore inthe 
Ship. Accordingly we walk’d a good way towards the Palace, 


- for the City isgreat, and we foundit to confift of plots befet 


with abundance of high Trees, amongft the boughs whereof, 


"a great many of wild Monkies; and withinthefe clofe Groves, 


{tand the Houfes, for the moft part at a diftance from the com- 
mon Wayes or Streets 5 they appear but little, few of their out- 
fides being feen, befides the l6w walls made of a black ftone far- 
rounding thefe plots, and dividing them from the Streets, which 
aré much better than thofe of ‘the Bazar, but without any orna- 
ment of Windows; fothat he that walks through the City, may 
think that he is rather in the midft of uninhabited Gardens, than 
ofan inhabited City : Neverthelefs it is well peopled,.and hath 
many Inhabitants,whofe being contented with narrow buildings, 
is the caufeé that it appears but fmialkAs we walked in this manner, 
we met one of thofe Men who had betnat Goa withthe Vice- 
Roy 5 and becaufe he faw us many together, and imagin’d there 
was fome perfon of quality amongft us, or becaure he knew our 
General, he invited us to go with him to his King’s Palaces and 
going before usas our guide, conducted us thither, He alfo fent 
one before to advertife the King of our coming, and told us, 
we muft by all means goto feehim, becaufe his Highnefs was de 
firous to fee us and talk with us: Wherefore, not to appear dif- 
courteous, we were conftrein’d to cconfent to his Requeft, 
notwithftanding the unexpectednefs of, and oir unpreparedniefs 
for, the vifir. ” | : 

_ The firft and principal Gate ofthe Palace opens upona little 
Piazza, whith™is befer with certain very great Trees, affording 
a delightful fhadow. Ifaw no Guard before it, it was great sud 

3 but before it, wasa rowof Balifters, about four or five 
foot from the ground, which ferv’d to keep out not oncly 
Horfes and other Animals, but alfoMen upon occafion;:: Inthe 
middle was-a lictie pair of Stairs. without the Gate leading into 
it, and gnother within onthe other fide. Yer, I believe, both 
the Staizs and the Balifters are moveable, becaufe ’tis likely that 

* «ne King comes forth, the Gate is clearly open 5 otherwife 
it mat be handfome, but this is onely m conjecture.‘ We 
enter’d this Gate, afcending the Stairs upon the Rails; where we 
were met by the Meflenger whom the above-faid perfon had fept 
to the pase who agaiy invited us into the Palace By the Kings 
Order. Wathin the Gate we found a -great Court, ofa long 
form, ishout any sjuft and proportionate figure of Archice- 
cure the fides, were many lodgings in feveral places, and . 
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inthe middle,were planted divers great Trees for fhadow : The 
King's chief apartment, arid (as I believe, by what I fhall men= 
tion hereafter) where his Women were, was at the end of the’ 
Court, oppofite to thé left fide of the Entrance. The Edifice, 
mn comparifon of ours, wasof little confideration; but, accord- 
aingto their mode, both for greatnefs and gi ar ot capable 
of a Royal Family.It had a cover’d porch in that form,asall their 
ftructures have, and within that was a door of no great largenefs. 
leading into the. Houfe. Here we found Cicco the Porttigal youth, 
become af Indian in Habit and Language, but, as himifelf told us, 
and’as his Portugal Name,which he ftill retain’d among the Gen- . 
tiles, demont{trared, ‘no Renegado but a Chriftian § which I ra-: 
ther believe, ‘becaufe indeed the Indian-Gentiles admit not, nor — 
care to admit other ftrangers to their Religion, as Ihave elfe- 
where noted, for conjoyning fo infepurately,- as they do, their 
Religion to the Defcents or Racesof Men, a3 a'Man can never 
be of other Race then what he was born ofs fo they alfo think’ 
that he neither can nor ought to bé of any other Religion, 
alchorfeh in Habit, Language, and::Cultomes, he accommodate 
himnfelt to the people with whom he lives. With the faid Cicco 
we found many other of the King’s Courtiers who waited for us; 
and here we convers’d with theni a good while before the Gate, 
expeding a new Meflage from the King, who, they told us, was’ 
now bathing himfelf, according totheir cuftom, -after {upper. 
Nor was it long before Order came ftom the King for us to enter; 
and accordingly we were introduc’d into that fecond Gate ; and 
pafiing by a clofe room: like a chamber;(in which f faw the Image 
Of Brabma upon his Peacock, and other Idolets ) we enter’d into 
‘a lietle open Court, furrounded with two rows of narrow and 
low Cloyfters, vo wit, one level with the ground, and the other ; 
fomewhat higher. The paverhent 6f the porch was alfo fomething 
rais'd above the plane of the Court, fo much as might ferve for a 
Mian to fit after our manner. The King was not in this-{mal 
Court, but they told us we muft attend him here, and he woul 
come prefently : Whereupon we “betook our felves to fit down 
upon that rais’d.pavement of the porch, the Courtiers ftanding 
tound aboutus 5 amongft which, ‘the Portugal Ciaco, and ano- 
ther Indian Man, (who, as they faid, was a Chriftian, and being 
formetimes a flave to the Portugals, had fled hither for Liberty, 
and was entertain’d in the King’s Guard) ferv’'dusf nterpre- 
ters; but not well, bécaufe the Man fpoke not the ortugal 
Tongue fo much as tolerably , and Cxcco having bee , algerm 
when.he was very young, remembred but little .of—hi Swn. 
WLariguage. : : 

gr a were we feated in this place, but two. Girls about ° XI 
twelve years old enter’d at the fame Gate whereat” we came ins 
they were all naked, (as, 1 {aid above, the Women gent - lly go) 
favifig that they had a very {mall blew-eloth” wrap'd a ut hes 
immodefties, and their Arms, Ears, and Necks, we of or- 
oO . ‘aments 
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nanicurcs Of Gold and very rich Jewels. “Their colour was fome- 
whacfwarthy, as all chefe Nations are, but in refpe& of othéts - 
ofthe fame Country, clear enoughs and their fhape no lefs pro- 
porcionable andjcoimely,than their afpec& was handfome and wel- 
favour'd. They were both the Daughters, ae they told us, of 
the Queen, that is, not of the King but of his Sifter,who is fty!'d, ; 
and inefiect is, Queens for thefe Gestiles ufing to derive the 
defcent and inheritance by the line of the Women, though the 
Government is allow"*dtoMen, as more fit for it , andhe that 
governes iscall’d Kings; yet the King’s Sifter, and,amongft them, 
Cif there be more then one_.) fhe to whom, by reafon of Age, or 
for other refpects ic belongs, is call’d, and properly is Queen, and 
not any Wife or Concubine of the King, who ha’s many. So 
alfowhenthe King, (who governes upon the account of being 
Son of the Queen-Mother_) happens to dye, -his-own Sons fic- 
ceed him-not, (becaufe they are not the Sons of the Queen) but 
the Sons of. his Sifter 5; or in defe& of fuch, thofe of the neareft 
Kinf-women by the fame Female line: So that thefe two Girls, 
whom I callthe Niecesof the Ssemwort, were right Princedes or 
Infantaes.of the Kingdom of Calecut. Upon their entrance where 
we were, all the Courtiers prefent fhew’d great Reverence to 
them; and we, underftanding whothey were, arofe from our 
feat, and having faluted them, ftocd all the time afterwards be- 
fore them bare-headed. For want of Language we fpoke not 
to them, becaufe the above-faid Indian-flave was retir’d ata 
diftance upon their coming, giving place to other more noble 
Courtiers: And Cic¢o ftood fo demurely by us, that he durft not 
lift up his eyes to behold them, much lefs fpeak 5 having already 
learnt the Court-fafhions and good mannersof the place. MNe- 
verthelefs they talk’d.much together concerning us, as they 
ftood, and we alfo of them, and atl fmil’d without underftand- 
ing one another. One of them being more forward could not 
contain; but approaching gently towards me, almoft touch’d the. 
Sleeve of my Coat withher hand, making a fign of wonder to 
her Sifter,how we could go fo wrap’d up and intangled in clothes 
asweieein’d to her to be: Suchis the power of Cuftom, that 
their going paked feem’d no more {trange tous, than our being 
cloth’d appear’d extravagant to them. After a fhort fpace 
the King came inat the fame door, accompany’d with many 
others. be wasa young Manof thirty or five and thirty years 
of Age,to my thinking; of a large bulk of body, fufficiently 
Jaix foman Indian, and of.a bandfome prefence. He is call’d -Cag 
a poracieal \Courtier > whom I afterwards afk’d, told me) by 
the proper name.of /7kira. His Beard was fomewhat long, wend. 
equally round about his Faces he was-naked, having Qgnelya 
picce of tine Chanycable corren cloth , blew and white, hangin 
troin the girdle co che middlc of the Leg. He had divers braceléts 
on his Axms, pendants ac his Ears, and other ornaments with 
many J“wels and rubies of value. Inhis Hand he carry’d a ieee 
; : aff, 
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{taff, Cif it were not an Indian Cane) like a Shep-herd’s {taff, 
upon which fix’d in the earth, juft as Shep-herds are reprefented 
‘in our Comedies, he ftood leaning for a while. When he was” 
faluted by us, he receiv’d us fmiling, and with much courtefie 5 
sand whilft his two Neeces ftood by him leaning againft a high 
banck to fir upon, we {tocd orderly in the Court juft before 
the King 3 and the whole Court and the Porches being full of 
other Courtiers who camein, partly, with the King, and partly, 
by fome “other little entrances. I will not omit the manner 
how thofe that entred faluted the King 5 for I faw more then 
one doit, and particularly, a Youth who enter’d a good while 
after the King by one of thofe little Gates 3; to whom in parti- 
cular the King fpake much, ‘and of whom he feemed to make 
great account. In his falutation he advanced his joymed Hands 
over his Head, then parting them alittle, fo extended and ex-+ 
alted , he {mote them lightly together twice or thrice, to wit, 
the palm of one Hand with the four longeft Fingers of the other 
joyned together 5 which whole aétion he repeated twice or 
thrice. Such as had weapons , lifted up their joyned Hands 
above their-Heads, with their Swords, Ponyards, Bucklers, or 
other Arms in thems and inftead of ftriking with their Fingers, 
as by reafon oftheir Arms they could not,they bowed down their 
Hands fo conjoyned, and made the points oftheir Swords touch 
the ground.No lefs full were the higher Cloyfters round about of 
Women, who ftood there to behold us; amongft whom ftood 
apart inthe moft eminent place the Queen, Sifter to the King, 
a Woman of ripe Age, cloth’d in blew Cotton as toher lower 
parts, and abundantly adorned with Jewels. 
_. The King defiring to talk with us, caufed the youth Cicco to 
dxgaw near.and afterwards called for the Indian Slave abovye-men- 
tioned 3 becaufe €zcco,either out of exceffive Reverence, or for 
t hat he had forgotten the Portugal-Tongue, durft not undertake 
to Thterpret. He aiked our Caprain who he was,and how called ? 
The Captain would not confefs himfelf Captain: ofa Ship, and fo 
become known , butcounterfeiting another Name, faid, -he was 
2 private Souldier, and Companion to the reft of us 5 which rhe 
King feemed not to believe. He enquired likewife concerning 
the other Souldiegs prefent 5 and above all,very particularly con- 
cerning me, pointing at the pendant which I worein my Ear, 
almoft like their Cuftom-of Izdia, and looking upo me for it 
with fome wonder, as a thing which he knew not-ufugl amon 
the Pertugals 3 whereupon I told him, who I was, to «vit, of 
what Country, and fomething I°faid briefly concerning: the 
cyrfofity of my Travells 5 that I had run through fo many oun- 
tfies anely to fee the world, and was at length come to his 
Court, being no Portugal, butof Rowe, a differerit and remote 
Nation from Portugal; with all whicli he feem’d -wel] pleas’d. 
He bid us feveral times put oF =e ving ih: but rare eee lip 
"twas fit for us to follow; ing refolv’d ngt »o make 
a a se : himfelé 
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himfelf known, not onely would not do it, but. sets ic 
bosh nf pie ye and words, which I liked nog. we] 5 fer tha 

his Head and fmiling, he anfwer'd that he would not, that the 
fhould not caufe him t@ commit that falfe Latine, whatever elie 
he did 5 that indeed it was not a thing ta be a in, with- 
other: fuch gallantries ; heconceiving, as I believe, that herein: 
confifted all the punctuality of this Audience on his part: So’ 
that none of the reft of us cover’d-himfelf; but it would nae 
have been iJ] done, ifthe favour had been with better Anfwens 
then by faying, as the Captain did twice or thrice, (with greater 
Courtfhip, as he thought) that it was hat, and therefore he 
would not put on his Hat , which his fmiling betray’d tobe but 
an excufe; though he conceiv’d he thereby Rew himfelf an ex- 
cellent Courtier, Then the King begantofpeakto aur Cap- 
tain, (whom he well perceiv’d to be the Chief ofthe company ) 
concerning the Peace; yet faying no more then what he Had fig- 
nifi'd to our General, and defiring him to. perf{wade the General 
mot to depart {0 foon from Calecut, but to ftay till he had ¢con- 
falted better with his Minifters, and had time to give abetter ' 
and more determinate Refolution.T he Captain anfwer'd cifning- 
ly, that thefe matters did not belotig to him, who was a private 
Souldier, and was -come thither onely to fee the City and the 
Palace, whither he had been unexpectedly invited by his High- 
nefs 5 thatas tothe Peace,it was to be treated of with the Gene- 
ral, who had already anfwered his HighnefS as. fay.as he could, 
according to the Orders given him by the Vice-Roy 5, neverthe-- 
lefs that in Obedience to his Highnefs, he would deliver 
this Mefiage to himin the Evening. The King faw thata Soul- 
dier of ours had one of thofe Harquebuzes, which the Portugals 
call Baccamarti, which are very fhort, ofa large bore, and with 
a Fire-lock after the Englifh-fafhion. He afked to have “it 
brought to him to look upon 5 whereupon a Courtier taking it 
out of the Souldier’s Hand reach’d it tothe King, notgivir ic. 
into his Hand, {for “tis not lawful for them to touch a thing ar 
the fame time with the King) but (becaufe it would neither have 
been handfome to have lay’d it down on the ground for the Kin 
to take it up.) therefore he took this courfe; Hefet the but-en 
of the Harquebuz upon the ground at a little diftance from the 
King, and then giving the bore-end a gentle caft from himfelf, 
made it fad into the Hands of the King,. who held them ready for 
that pugpofe. The King taking the Harquebuz in his Hand, pre- 
fently fhaked the powder outof the panupon the ground, 1éf 
any difafter fhould, befall hina, (for he perceived it was charg ed) 
then lifeing it up to his Eye, he looked through the fighr, ' 
ing: thereby that he wasa good markef-man, as they. told us. af& 
terwardshe was. He. loped much upon.the.Fire-lock as thing 
unknoyin.ta.them, for theix Guns have onely, match >. and ben 
he feemed much, taken ,with this. piece, Itold. the Captain. ir 
wouldive.bandfome to prefent-i¢ to“him;, and indeed had is been

mine, Ifhould willingly have given it him. The Captain 
fpdke to the Souldier, who , uncapable of {uch noble ashy a 
anfwered that he would give it to the King ifhe-might have forty 
Piafters for it, which was above twice the value. - So that the 
King not offering+to buy it, nor the Captain to lay out fo. much 
Money in order to. prefent it to him, the pleafuring him there-. 
with was waved 5 nor was it otherwife offered to him, as in 
my opinion Civility required. Neverthelefs the King never let 
it ic go out cf his Hand fo long as we were withhim. .. After- 
wards he fhewed.us a little Parrot f{tanding in an open Cage 
under the Gloyfter, he endeavoured tocaute it to fpeak.in our. 
prafence 5 and becaufe our Interpreters were not very. goad, he 
fent to call am eminent Servant of his, who {poke ‘the Por- 
tugal-Tongue better, to come and interpret in this: Gonver- 
fation. oe ee gf eae 
The Signzorz Portoghefi my Companions, little accuftomed? ta ~ XIIL 
Princes Courts, though otherwife well bred, gave me occafion 
‘to laugh within my felfattwothings: The firft was , chat it ap-. 
ring to them unhandfome, that the King ftood all the while 
ee courfed with us, as he did; or at moft , leaned onel 
on the wall or - his ftaff; they took upon them to {peak to his 
Highnefs to fit down, and not put himfelf to fuch trouble. 
I diffwaded the Captain from it by all means, becaufe Kings are 
Kings, and fit or ftand when they pleafe, and do what they lift; 
"cis their part toconimand 3: nor are we to ufe thofe Comple- 
ments with them which we doto our equals, but always leave 
them to their own will and pleafute, for this is the breeding of 
the Court : But my countel prevailed little, for the Captain was 
refolved to fpeak and defire him to fit down, as he did, net once, 
kut twice or thrjces; of which, neverthelefs the King made little 
account, and artiweredonely with a fimile: The fecorid thin 
that made me laugh, was, that when the. King enter’d intothe 
litrle Court , the door whereat he and we had enter.d. before, 
was immediately made faft wich-an Iron barr, Weeple alfo ftand= 
ing continually toguard it 3 and fo likewife when any one came: 
in, or ‘was fent out by the King, it was prefently fhut with dili- 
ence. The Captain and the other Portuzgals did not like this" 
utting of the.door, and began prefently:to mutter amongtt 
themfelves, and to fufpe@ that the King intertded to detain them 
prifoners there, or to Ba fome trick -upon them 5 and. what 
would the General and others fay in Goa, for their..doming to 
put, themfelves ina Cage thus, without: the order andleave of 
‘their General, onely upon meer-curiofiry ?T-advis’d them. to be 
quiet, telling them that it wasihot befitting a King to-do fich an 
2%, por was there any occafion why the King fhould:,be. fo 
treacherous; that we were not fo many , nor fo: -copfiderable 
that the doing thereof would be of any. profit to him, ek damage 
tothe Portugal Nation. That it:was fit the doors fhauld be fhut 
whilt the King was ‘there ita a giving Audience to fa

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‘d by our contact. The King did the like , when at our 
departure he reftor’d the Harquebuz to its owne, _ ‘for he caft it 
atter the fame manner into the Hands of one of, his Courtiers as 
it was cafttohim, but gently, and with much care left it fhould 
fall, bowing himfelf almoft to the ground for that purpofe, as 
it was neceflary to do by reafon of the Aoeneiot the piece. 
Thefe Ceremonies, of not being touch’d, and the like, of which 
in publick demonftration they are fo rigorous, yet in ¥fecret 
and when they pleafe, they do not fo exactly obferve. *And *qwas 
told us of this King, that he isa great drinker of Wine, though 
rigoroufly prohibited by his Réligion, and that he hath fome- 
timey eaten and drunk at the fame Table _with Portugals very 
familiarly 5 and that he is a Manof very affable humour, anda 
great friend to a jovial life, as alfo his carriage: towards us de- 
monrftrated. Befides the Lagwe and Figs which he appointed 
fome of his Servants tocarry for useven to the Boats, he gave 
our Captaina wild Pig alive, which he caus’d to be brought 
4Fom fome inner rooms ofthe Court, and being ty’d witha rope 
tobe aarry’d likewife to the Sea-fide, whither aKo he fent many, 
ameaiome of the principa1 of his Courtiers, to accompany us. 
little after us he fent again to the General , one of thofe two 
Men which had been at Goaz, (to wit, he who conducted us to 
the Palace, and was prefent at the'whole Audience) to vifit the 
General in his Name, carry him new refrefhments of Fruits, and. 
defire him not to depart fo foon. But before I proceed further,for 
the better underftanding of whatI have already written, I will 
here prefént to your view a rough and unmeafur’d Plat-form of 
the Sawori’s Palace, and the place wherehe gaveus Audience.

Being difmifs’d. by the Szmwori, as is above-faid, we return’d 
o the Sea-fide to go aboard, it being now night; but becaufe 
here were but two or three very {mall boats, in each of which 
-Ot above two or three could go at atime, inregard the Sea 
was fome-what rough, and we were many, it came tobe above 

a clock in the hight before we all gotaboard. Our Captain 
was one of the-firft, and he went prefently to give an account 
of what had pafs’d this day between us and the Samors to the 
General, who was minded to depart forth-with 5 but under- 
(tanding that the Souldiers were ‘not yetall embarqued, and 
particularly, the Captain telling him that I was {till on fhore, 
he gaveorderto move but ilowly in expeGationofme. In the 
mean time the Samwors’s Meflenger went tohimto defire him to 
{tay a littlelonger 5; whereupon the General, though he knew. 
ic would be of little importance in reference to the Treatv o£ 
Peace, yer not +o appear difcourteous, and perhaps alfo, apon. 
account of fome expediency in order to our Navigation, he 
determined to ftay all this night inthe Port of Calecut. ‘Fhe 
Mefienger returning afhoar withthis anfwer, found me. alone 
of all the Fleer, ftillthere, where fome of the4 principal Netre 
kept me company allthe while, and left me not ill they faws me 
in the Boat, ufing much diligence, to difpatch 4d others as foon 
as poffible 5 gnd in the mean time that we waited, which was 
above an hour, holding me bythe hand, and expreffing many 
other careffes and demontftrations of kindnefs fo.me-- 

Before I leave Galecut, 4 fhall here obferve one ftran © cuftom 
of.the people of thefe parts. The Gentil Nairs have no pe- 
culiar Wives; but all Womenare common amongft them; and 
when any man repairs to vifit one of them, he leaves:his weapons 
at ehe door, which fign fufficiently debars all others from ens 
tring in to difturb hims nor does this courfe beget any difguft 
or jealoufie. The Women are mainsained by thofe men that 
have to do with them. The children neitherfeel nor many 
times know, who their Eather is, but that decent by the: Mo- 
ther’s fide is atone confidered, and according. 1#p that gli- st 
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tances ar’ transferred. Thefame is obferved among:Princes an# 
their Wives: the Queens, who are the Kin "3 Sitters. ufé to. 
marry other ncighbouring Kings,and go into their States ta have 
children, whoare to fucceed in the Kingdoms of:their’ Uncles, 
and by this means are of ‘Royal blood both by Father and. Mo- 
ther. Thefe Princeffes are held in great efteem by the Kings 
their Husbands; yet if they are minded totry other men, : the 
are not prohibited, but may and oftentimes do fo, making ufe 
of whom they fancy for their -pleafure, but efpecially of fome 
Brachmans or other of their Husband's principal Courtiers, who 
with their privity and confent are wont to converfe and practife 
with them moft intrinfecally inthe Palace. The King, asd all 
others, as I have faid, commonly go naked 5 only sa la ve a 
cloth wherewith they are girded,. reaching tothe mid-leg. Yer 
when upon any occafion the King is minded to appear much in 
Majefty, he puts on only a white Veftment of very fine Cotton, 
never ufing cither Cloth of Gold or Silk.: Others alfo when. 
they pleafe may wear the like garment but not in the King’s pre-,. 
fence, in which ‘tis: not lawful for any to appear otherw#e then 
maked, faving the Cloth aboye-mentiened. ~The Arms wich 
every one wears, muft not be laid afideat any time, e{pecially 
not before the King; and, as:I haveelfewhere noted, every one 
keeps toone forrof Arms, which he firft takes to, without ever 
changing. When two Kings happen to war together, each Ar- 
my takes great heed not to kill the contrary King; nor fo much. 
as to {trike his Umbrella wherever it goes, which is amongtt 
them the Enfign of Royalty 3 becaufe, befides that it would be 
a great lin to -have ahand in Royal blood, the party: or fide 
‘which fhould kill or wound him 5 would expofe themfelves to 
, great and irreparable mifchiefs, in regard of the Obligation the 
whole Kingdom of the wounded or ilain King hath to revenge 
him with the greateft deftfuction of their enemies s©Vven with the 
certain lofs of theirown_lives if it be needful. _ By how much 
fach Kings aremf greater dignity among them, fo much longer. 
th obligation-of furious revenge endureth. So that if the Sa- 
wor+thould b kilted or wounded by the Army of the King of 
Cociz, whois his enemy, but of greater dignity 5 the people of 
the Samors ftand obliged to one day of revenge, (others fay 
three days). durihg which, every one is obliged toa& their ut- 
moft tothe utter deftruG@iion of thof of Cociz, even with the 
manifeft hazard of theixown. But if the King of Cociz, Who 
hath a greater repute, for honour at leaft, if not foy’ power, 
fhould happen to be flain‘or wounded, by the people of the 
Samori ; the fury of sey isto laft in thofe oF Cocizall, — 
time of their lives, (others fay oncea year) which would caufe 
a great deftruCtion of both fides. They call’ this t€rm of time, 
ox mafiner, of revenge, -Amocds fo that they. fay, the Amoco 
of the Samers latte one day 5 the: Awocd of the King of Cociz 
AJafts allthe life, And foof others. Of the Asalabars ‘wko live 
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m: t with the NaZrz in the Maritime Parts, and are rsin Re- - 
ligion and all other Cuftoms; Iheard onelyt _ ‘markable; 


That by a receiv’d and univerfal practife amongft the Women, 
they will never lie under the Menin the AG@ of Coaition 5 which, 
becaufe a thing extraordinary, I would not omit to mention. 
December the twenty third, A good while after Sun-rife we xvr 
departed From Calecut, but had the wind all day againit us, and he 
made.but little way. At night wecaft Anchor, becanfe there is 
feldom wind enough for failing in the night time ; and being we 
coafted along the fhore, we might caft Anchor at any time we 
Tew d. 
- _Décember the twenty fourth,We had the wind conttary again, 
making very little way; fo that-we caft Anchor many times,and 
in the Evening ; becaufe it was Chriftmafs-Eve, the Litanies 
were fung inall the Ships ; and afterwards we had Collations d£ 
Sweet-meats, and celebrated the Feaft as wellas the place afford- 
In our Ship,fome Souldiers, who were employ’d tomake a 
fort of {weet fritters of Sugar, for {port put into many of them 
c im powders which caufed giddinefs; fo that almoft all the 
Souldiers that ate of them, dfter the Collation feem’d drunk, 
and were conftrain’d to betake themfelves to fleep, which th 
did all night much more then that time and place requir’d ; fat, 
had Enemies come , the greateft part of the Souldiers being in 
this manner, I know not how we fhould have done. ee 
December the twenty fifth,. By break of day we arriv’d at €2- 
zanor,.where we prefently landed to hear the divine Offices. 
Cazanor isa little place upon the fhore, but neara Promontory, 
which makes a kind of Haven. ‘The cig aes furrounded wirh 
walls, not very {trong and well made, but in -fome places 
know not by what negligence decay’d. It hath four Churc es,to 
wit, La Sede, or the Cathedral 5 Le Asifericordia,which is a Con- 
fraternity, and much like our toute della Pieta, Santo pirito, 
and other fuch's it hath correfpondence with amother Th - 
are of them inall the Plantations of the Portuga , | the doi 
many good works; for almoft all the pious works vhicha onegtt 
us are done by divers Houfes and Societies, . this Gne place of La 
Adifericordia do's amongft the Pertugals , as,keeping of things De- 
pofited 5; tranf{mitting Bilsof Exchan e fafe; rye the poor, 
the fick, and imprifoned 3; maintauini expos’d Children ; mar- 
Fyipg young Maidss keeping Womeyg of ill Liyes when.con+ 
verted; redeeming Slaves 5 and, infhort, all works of Mercy, 
whereof. a City or Country can have need. A pious thing in-= 
ad ed, and of infinite benefit to the Publick; the rather becaufe.. 
in all Territories of the Portxgals, and hold correfpon- 
dence together, even tholeof Izdia with thofe of Portugal; fo 
that they all feem but one body extending its members and in- 
fluences incredibly profitable to feverql Co tries. This pious— 
Place és govern’d by Sectilar Confreress to w ‘ch Confraternity 
none are admitted but woethy Perfons, upo certain decerge 
Cec Conditions, 
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Condition andtoa fetnumber. So that the good Works which 
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hey do,ard the great fums expended therein every year, accrew 
othe benefit not only of the Confreres, but of the Publick in ge- 
veral, with much Charity 5 fo that f do nct account my time loft 
n making this little Digreffion. The third Church of Cananér 
3 Sax Francefco,, where the Fryers of that Order refide ; and the 
fourth, if I remember right, is Savta MariadellaVitto . With- 
put Cavanar is an entrench’d Fort, contiguous to the walls of the 
City, and under the Portugals jurifdiction :: But about a mufket- 
(hot diftant, or more, is agreat Village, which they call the 
Bazar, where all forts of Provifions and other Merchan izes 
are fold; the Building is like that of Calecut, and perhaps better; 
yet this is under the jurifdiction of the Geztiles, (though the 
[Inhabitants are in great part Afalabar-Atoors ) and by derivative 
Authority from a King of this Country whom they call the King 
of Cazanoy, and who refides-far from the’Sea5 ‘tis govern’d by 
a famous AZalabar-Moor, nam’d. Aga Begel, whofe Houfe I faw, 
but not himfelf, having fpent:-this whole day in walking up an 
down Cazanor, andthe Bazar of the Gevtiless for I dined ansith 
our Captain on fhore in the Howlt of a Portugal married there : 
At: night having viewed alk , and bought abundance of dried 
Indian-Figgs,and many Vefiels of Conferves of the Pulp of young 
Indian Cane or Bambe, ( which is very good to eat after this 
manner) of greer Pepper, ‘Cittrons, and other Fruits wont to 
be pickled by themyin Vineger,. and vendible here ,-very good, 
and in great plenty, ‘atlength we returned a Ship board. : 
December the twenty fixth,; We fet fail from Cazazxor; but for 
three dayes together failed but little by reafon of the accuftom’d 
econtisry wind, and our cafting Anchor frequently as well in the 
day time as the night. 7 
December the twenty ninth, We pafied: before Cagzarotto, 
whence: fome Men came ina Boat from theKing of Banghel, 
she lr*es there in. Sanctuary with the King of that place his 
Friud-and Kigfmai) to vifit and prefent our General in the 
Mame of their ord. . 
' December the thirtieth, About noon we entred the Port of 
Mangalor. Thad a defire to go to Carzate tofee that Queen, and 
had already-given Money for a Boat tocarry me thither,. being I 
might fooner and bettergo fo then with a Palanxchizo 5 but this 
journey was difappointed as well as my former, I know not by 
what unhappy deftiny 5, far. I underftood that the Fleet was by 
all means to depart from Wangalor the next day, fo that Fcould 
not have time to goand return 5’ and if [loft the opporte ~ 
of. this Fleet, God knows whenI fhould have another of vafiinge” 
to Goa’ whither other cqnfiderations of my bufinefs required me 
to repair as foon asmight be. Sol deferr’d nay going to Carzate, 
but with nofmall, egret 5 for being deprived of the knowledge 
of that Queen, who was reported to me for a Lady of great 
Worth and Val ur. Whileft we flayed afhore, I went to the

December the one and thirtieth , I heard Mafsin the fore-noon 
and dined a fhore with rhe Brother of Signor Tove de Barrios, 
my Friend in Goa, at the Houfe of the Padre Vicario of Atangaldr, 
named-------- -, and knownto me likewife at Goa. _In the Even- 
mp went aboard, and whenit-was.dark we went out of the 
mouth of the Port to put our felves before the whole Cafilaz,which 
here began to joyn with our Fleet,very numerous indeed, confift- 
ing of abovea hundred and fifty Ships, laden with Rice, which 
were going to Goa, from whence all that Provifion is difperfed 
abroad;of-which Cafila,our Ship being Captain of theVant-guard, 

behooved us to gofirft 5 but beingthe Cafila wasfo great, we 
caft Aychor juft withoyt the mouth of the Port, there expecting 
tha gay, and a fignto be given us by the General with his Canon: 
F or it was cemuitte for all to keep as clofe together as .poffible, 
to the. end that fo many-Ships of Merchandize’', (difarmed and 
without Souldiers, faving the Convoy of the few Ships of our 
Fleet, fame of which went.before, fome in the middle, and fome 
alwayes behind ) -might go fecure from the affaults.and furprizes 
of Pirates ; and indeed, to guard fomany difarmed and laden 
Ships, that took up fo much room at. Sea, with fo few arined 
Neffels, was no eafie matter. Butfoit was, that we aboveall 
the reft were to take particular care that no Ship got before ua, 
or feparated fromthe Company, left fome difafter might 
thém. : , ‘ 

On the firft of Faxuary, 1624. We fet fail from Aszaxgdlér to- 
wards Goa, with the whole Cafila , which encreafed _urly 5 
other Merchant Ships joyning with us at allthe Parts b ~ hic” 
we pafied, we giving them a fign with our Ca ; ur iy 
times waiting for themtillthey cameout.

January the fifth , Whilft we ftay’d at Camboli expedting the 

‘oming forth of all the Cafila of Barfejer, inthe Morning we dif- 
covera twelve Ships coming towards us from the South; and 
snowing that they werenot Merchants but Menof War, and 
laving no News of any Armado that was to come from Goa at this 
ime, we jadg’d them to be Paroes of Atalabar-Pirats, as indeed 
hey appear’d ; for the faid Paroes are almoft like the Ships of the 
sc tf , but fomewhat lighter. And becaufe we faw them 
nake directly upto us, we prepar’d for fight, and failed forwaras 
to meet them; afluring our felves, that if they were Paroes, 
-hey came to affault us 5 fince they could not but know that the 
Ships ofour Armado, which alone were fit for fight, were fewer . 
‘then theirs, and that the other Merchants Ships of the Cafils, 
whom weconvoy’d, could ferve for nothing elfe but either to 
Aly away, if they were able, or to increafe their booty in café 
pur few arm’d Veffels fhould be beaten. The Ship wherein [ 
was, being the Captain of the Vant-guard, was far befér e 
re{t, and alone towards that part whence the abovefaid Ships 
were coming. Having betaken our felvesto our Arms, Cwhich 
yet was not done without fome confufion, becaufe the things in 
the Ship were out of order, and the Souldiers unprovided of 
Powder, which was to be fetch’d out of the place where it was 
kept and diftributed thus haftily in fmall quantities, being our 
{tore was but fmall_). we confulted a while what todo, whether 
to wait for our other Ships which were behind, and fo joyn all to- 
gether in encountring the Enemy 5 or elfe to begin the fight,as'we 
were,. alone, tillthe reftcameuptous. The firft courfe feem’d 
fafeft and moft confiderate 5 the latter wasmdre magnanimous, 
but with-all temerarious , becaufe we were fo diftant from our 
compa;}\y,that before they could come to fuccor us,ourShip might 
am, Bs vy deftrpy’d5 as being but oneit might very eafily be by 
fo weary; er cially in that extreme furious way of fighting 
prattis’'d here, wherein there is great ufe of fire-works. Yet our 
Captain and the reft of us thought it was tto time to demurr 
longer and confults becaufe the Enemy wasfo near, thatto wait 
for our Company-would have little advantag’d, but might much 
have prejudic’d us, givjitg them thereby prefumptions of our 
weaknefS and fear:Whenefore we all cry’d out to go ons that finer 
we werecometothis pinch etwas better to incurr our lofs alone 
with a valorous temerity by doing our duty, then to hazatd the 
Jofs of the whole Armado and its Reputation, ifthe Enemy: 
ceiving us timorous and weak fhould cake heart againft us from- 
our imprudent fear : That as it was our duty to go forwaras, 10 
it wasthe duty of our Companions to follow\jus and fuccor us 
and not let us perjfh alone 5 that this care belodg’d to them s that 
af they did other, ¢ife, the fault would lte upon them,not upon us; 
ahat din fine) le {us give theonfet. and leave Heaven to take

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can of thereft. ‘Thus refolv’'d, we defperatel forward 
Our Companions that were neareft would ha de e the likes 
but the General, who was far behind in another place of the 
Cafila, {hot off a Piece to command all to ftay for him, reafona- 
bly conceiving it the beft way to attaque the enemy altogether 5 
wheretrpon allthe other Ships of the Fleet which were behind 
us, ftood itillawhile; but we alone.feeing our Ives fo far en- 
gag’d and fo near the Enemy, whatever the others did, would b 
no means {tay but continu’d our courfe. Which Sig. Fraxcefco 
Pefciotto Captain of one of the neareft Ships, beholding, and 
mutiking that we fhould charge thus alone , and he quietly 
look omat a little diftance , he loft all patience , and began 

_intomake up afterus, thougha far off; the fame did a]l the 
ref foon after, conceiving it the beft way. We were now with-

It being now broad day, we fet, fail with the whole Cafila, but 
by reafon of contrary wand, fail’d more then three leagues, 
and latein the evening came to anchor, in the place where we

january the fixth, We had the wind ftill contrary, and having_ 
aiid shree other leagues, at the ufual hour we caft anchor near 
' the Rocks of Baticala. . : 

On the feventh,.the faid wind blowing fomewhat favourably, . 
¢rbout noon wepats'd by Over, and withour ftaying difcharg-d 
«only one Gun to givehotice for the Shipstd come Erchi of fe 
port if any were there th2t would accompa sy us; for Seat 
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diligence wasnor needful, becaufe few. come ‘from thence. -In 
the Evening tne ufual contrary North-weft wind arifing, we 
came to.ananchor, a little diftant from AGrizea.. At the fecond 
watch.of the night, a good ftiff South-wind. arofe 5 and in the 
forenoon next day we pafs’d by.the Rocks call’d Augediva, and 
at night. came to an anchor. fomewhat Southwards..of Capa 
fale. _ 

January the ninth, the wind was contrary,our way fhort 5 and 
becaufe we could not proceed forwards, we caft anchor neer Rio 
del Sale; alfo the next day, for the famereafon wecould get 
no further thep an Exieda (as they f{peak) or. Bay, call'd Agor 
mogox, in the I{land of: Sal/ette contiguous to that of Goz.on: the 
South, but greater and divided from the fame only by a River 
This Ifland of Salfétte.is full of very. fair Towns, and abundayice 
of’Houfes. Above all, the Jofuits have the goodlieft plax 
and ‘tis counted that perhaps a third, part of the Ifland is theirs 5 
for befiles three good Towns which belong wholly to them, they 
have alfo dominion and government in all the other Towns too 
which are not ‘theirs.; they havé>Churches everywhere, Lads 
and ftore'‘of Goods.; ‘and f belieye‘all the Parifhes are governd 
by thém in Spirituals with fupreme Authority; whence this 
peopie-acknowledg more Vafiallage Cupon the matter) to the 
Jefuits then tothe King himfelf. ‘The cafe is the fame in another: 
Ifland call'’d' Bardeos;j adjacent .alfo to that, ef Goa, but more

Having anchor’d in the Bay. of Aéormogon. in‘ good time, and 
knowing that we werenot to depart the night following,. our 
Captain,with fome others of -us ‘went afhore to feea Place and, 

 rck tof the Jefuits calld Si:4zdrea, which they told-us was 

ar found it not-fo-near, but that we walk’t about 
aguetoget it, becaufe we knewnort the right way, but 
niftook ir, and* were: fain to leap over very broad and deep 
ditches of water, intoone whereof one oar Company hapned to 
fall, to the great laughter ofthe reft, befides many other .incon- 
veniences. We found the Church large, meat and well built, 
with a fair fqugre Court or Yard before it, furrounded: with 
hand{fom Stone-walls, and. within with fome great Trees, under 
which were Banks rais'dto' upon in the fhadow. Oni one 
fade of the Church was a very fair and well-buile Houfe for the 
Padre.

I believe thereis no City in the world, where there 
sre more Proceffions made thenin GoaAll che year long; and 
the réafon is, becaufethe Religious are niimerous , and much 
more then the City needs; they are alfo 6f ae authority and 
very rich, and the People being naturally idle, and additted to 
Shews, neglecting “other Caresof more weight , and perhaps 
more profitable to thePublick,readily impley themfelves in thefe 
matters; which, however good,as facred and parts of divine wor- 
fhip, yetinfucha City asthis which borders upon Enemies, and 
is the Mejropolis of a Kingdom lying in the midft of Barbarians, 
and fo alwayes at Warr, and where nothing elf fhould be mind- 
ed but Armsand Fieets, feem according to worldly Policy un- 
profitable and too frequent, as alfo fo great anumber of Religi- 
ous and Ecclefiaftical perfons is burdenfometo the State, and 
prejudicial to the Militia.

As 
for thofe that were flain, fome fay it was bythe A4ogho?Ps Order 
in way of punifhment, andthat they were hang‘d and otherwifé 
executed; Othersfay, it was by chance, asthey endeavour’d to 
defend themfelves by Arms, when he fent onely to arreft them 
prifoners, as hedid thofe of Surat; and this feems moft‘Tikely. 
Beit as it will,this Accident may eafily difturb their Commere 
fomething inthag Country. The occafion is reported thus: A

And upon rifing of thelike 
differe I fhould account it the beft courfe to accord them 
with goo ords, and amicably with the faid King , by cam- 
plaining o _ ifters, and procuring him to provide in fuch 


cafes as well as may. be;-and thiscourfe may fucceed happily: 
Otherwife, if redrefs can be obtain’d, then, before a manifeft 
feud, ‘twere beft to get out of his power,. and warr upon him 
fecurely,not in his own Country where there are fo many people, 
and the King, undoubtedly hath more power then any other.

Aving determin’d to return tomy Country, not by way of 
. Portugal but by that of Baffora,and from thence by land to.4+ 
leppo,which feem’d to me the beft and fhorteft;and having accord- 
ingly obtain’d licence of the Viceroy,Cwho in this and other mat- 
ters hath always gone me many fav.ours)which licence was nécef> 
fary,becaufe in Gea ’tis rigorofly prohibited to all td.go into Exrop 
by‘this way of Ter&y; and being prepared with every thing necef- 
fary by the opportunity of the Cafla and Armada -which went 
from Goa for Caxbaia, in which there Was one Ship which wastu 
gofrom Ciaulto Baffora, 1. refotv'd to embarque ina Shipof the 
Armada that was togo to Cézul, intending ‘there to go aboard 
that which was to go to Baffora. In Order whereunto having 
takén leave of all my friends,and at laft got the Viceroy’s licence, 
who vwxas then at Pazgi, and gave me certain Letters of impor- 
tance. © temohisKing, whichI wasto confign tothe Portugak 
Agentat . that he might tran{mit the fame to His Mafters 
one teenth of November about eveving, I.went down the

In this Voyage there came with me darian Tinatin , Eugenia

tonto. Baracho, to accompany me to Rome, a trufty perfon, 
to whom he had therefore given liberty 3 and another fer- 
vant of hiss nam’d Gzovax Boracho, who was to accompany me 
onely to C#axl, whither alfo his Mafter 4#tonzo intended fhortly 
to follow him. 

Noueweber the fixteenth, Before day we fet fail, and met the.

<> twelve leagues of Ormuz ) leaving Ormwuz and Be «r di 
KX  . ontheright hand, (becaufe we prefum’d the Dutch and 
Engli ipsto.be there) we dired&ted our courfe towards Larek, 
hoping to nd Ray Fre#ra there, as we bad underftood . by the 
ways bu _lietle after, we defcry’d two Ships of Ruy Fretra’s Ar- 
mada (as ye fuppos’d) in two feveral places towards the Land ; 
each of which gave us a Gun;. whereby we apprehended that, 
they’ intended either to receive or give us fome neceffary Ad- 
vertifement. Wherefore quitting our courfe to Zarek, we turn’ 
the Stern to the coaft of Arabia, towards which one ofthe d 
Ships about Sun-fet feem to be retir’d. We approach’t near’ 
the Land about Evening, and paffing amidft cert © Rocks,wenr 
‘to caft anchor within 5 eke bay which wast -re3 _ t ifi the 
narrow ftreight between a Rock and the Continert, a, moft im- 
petiious current of the Sea hurri’d us away fo {yriop =, that 
without giving us time tod let down the fail, it ha 3 dath’t 
us againft the foot of certain high Rocks, whe »,.if we had 
touch’t, without doubt ‘our Ship had been fpli_ n a thoifand 
pieces, nor had any one of us‘efcap’s with life pulefs by miracle : 
neverthelefS by plying our Oars ftoutly, and x ‘Tength letting 
down the fail, by Goris mercy we were delivered from this im- 
minent and manifeft danger... _ Yet not fo fully, but that we had 
like to have been caft upon another Rock, not fo much through 
the-violence of the Current, as the neglizence of the Sea-men 
who did not govern the Sails and Helm well. But at length, be- 
ing by the Divine Affiftance freed from both dangers, we gotto 
.the place we defign’d, and there found one of Kay Freira’s Ships 
which had given us a Warning-piece inthe preceding day; and 
alfo an armed Bark of. that fort which.they call Terrankiwe, and 
are almoft fuch as our Cajchi or Shallops ; which Bark Ruy 
Freira {ent to the Rock Baba Selamw there to wait forthe Armada 
of Goa, and advertife him when itarriv’d. In the Ship was Sig. 
Sancho di Toar, who the laft year had been fent from Goz Gene- 
of certain Ships to affift Ray Freira, and being weary of the 
war, now w jth his licence Cobiaind. as may. be thought, by:

caft anchor, athou « ‘t wa very.dark, yet fome of the faid

p>, the abovefaid dz Toar, next mornjng. Don Francefco dif- 
aded the foldiers from deferting the War in a time of fo great

t at at Gea it would beheld an adcticn little honourable , and 
that the Viee-Roy would feverely \gunith whoever return’d 
thither abandoning Rxy Freira -: 1a. (tort, he faid fo much ¢m@ 
them, that being affur’d oj the coming of the Fleet of Goa, 
) Cwhich 
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which before they disbeliev’d and accounted onlya report c: 
ik foldiers in fufpence) almoft all of them chang’d ct ~ 
purpofe, and refolv’d to continue at the war, after theyhad- on 
at Afufcat only to provide themfelves fome necefiaries. Gr fuch 
moment to the publick good is the authority and. prudent’ dif- 
courfe of a worthy perfon amongft people. Wehad 'iews from 
them, that Ray, Freira had quitted Larek, becaufe tae Englifh 
at the inftance of the Perfianshad gone thither with their Ships 
to drive him thence 5 whereupon having firft deftroy’d certain 
hops of Provifion, which he had made there for convenience of 
t. oldiers, and a weak Trench, he removw’d with his Ar- 
anada of Oars to a defart ftation of Arabsaa little beyond the 
place-where we were, and there we fhould find him; that if we 
fiad gene t | we fhould haveincurr’d the danger of fal- 
ling intra the en¢mies hands 5 and thgrefore, as foon as they faw 
us, they fhot off a Warning-piece to recall us from that bad Way. 
They told us r-oreover, that before the Portugals were driven 
from Larek R ty Fre#ra going one day with the greateft part of 
this Ships to m..! can appearance about Ormxz, a great Tempeft 
arofe, by which fOur Ships which Le left at Larek, were driven 
upon the Roi. / the Ifland, and loft, withthe death of many 
people 5 and that it was:a great mercy of God that Ruy Frezra 
was not there with his other Ships, becaufe they would have been 
all loft, although they wanted not a fhare of trouble too by the 
tempeft in the place where they were. Hence { concluded that 
roishareanes every day increas’d upon'the Portugals in India, fo 
that I know not what good judgment can be made of their affairs 
for the future. : 
February the eighth, in the morning, We departed from the 
place where we were, and coafting along in lef{s then an hour, we 
arriv’d ata little Mland which they call dee Capre or delle Ga- 
zelle, nearthe Continent of Arabia, almoft within a Bay which 
affords an ample and fecure Port for {mall Vefiels.

- Armada oh 
Goa,-fome to A4afcat for Proyifion w he ad but fmal] 
ftore) and fometothe Fort¢t Graaec icout, and fome about 
other fervices. Affoon as we had caft anchor, Rey Frez came 
in perfon to our Ship acompanid by fome of his Captains, a ud 
{tay’d there between two-ynd three hours receiving and diftribu. 
ting amongit them certait®  fmall provifions of Vidtual and Arms 
which were brought himsn ‘ading the Viceroy ’sLetters and manv 
other which cametohim f/om Goa, and difcourfing with Dow 
Francefco Contigno Cavaciq,and others,giving them account of all 
his faccefies, artd inquiring concerning the Armada and other 
things which weknew. And becauf, we aflur’d him;che Armada 
3 could 
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could not belong before it arriv’d, fince we came all together- 
‘com Czaxl at the fame time; he fent forth another Ship*s uieet 
ig, with order to inform them where he was, and prefently to re- 
turn 2nd advertife him of his arrival, that he might go out and 
joyh withit. I could not be prefent at all the Converfation, be- 
caufc I hed m Agueand was in bed. Yet upon his coming, I 
arofe and‘{rets’d my felf to wait uponhim; asI did fo long as I 
was alples but at length I was fore’d toretire, and only retern*d 
to take leave of him whenhe departed. He made many com- 
piements to me, - telling me that he had long fince. had knowledg 
of my perfon by fame, and fhould always be ready to ferve me 
upon any occafion $ with other like Civilities. I offer’d him to 
fhew-him the Pafs [had from the Viceroy, becaufe I had ~ifeard 
him fay in difcourfe how ftriétly the Viceroy had charg’d btm no 
to let any one pafs into the,Territories of the T rks without his 
licence 5 but he would notlook upon it, and toJd me it needed 
not for me, re-iterating that he was ready to ferve..me , to which 
civillanguage I anfwer’d inthe befttermsI coyid fignifying fo:

that is,the Ball 5 and laftly that whiclk they call Ca#s,once famous 
for its competition with Orwxz, boih in War, and the Traffick 
of India,but now altogether defolared by war,we wereby a con- 
trary wind foic’e to return fomwhat backwards, and caft anchor

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under the faid Ifland Cazs, which is forty Leagues from Ormwaz 
Some orour people went afhore to refrefh themfelves, but found 
nothing except a few Herbs, and a fruit like Goof-berriess ich 
et to us that were ill furnifh’d with Provifion were not unwel- 
Sme. I muft notomit here, that when we pafs'd hy the Ba 
of Lemons, we left the Coaft of Arabia , and croft o'/er to fail 
along the oppofite Coaft of Perfia, which isthe better way from 
Som thence forward. . 

February the fixteenth, Wedeparted from Cais, and at night 

eeitain Armenians who were in our Ship, were fet a fhore on the 
Perfiaw fide, in order to go to Nachz/u, which was not far from 
thence,to meet certain companions of theirs who had gone before 
féfafcat in another Ship with much common Merchandize. 
_ February the feventeenth,A contrary wind repell’d our courfe 
backwards, fo 'that we anchor’d undey an uninhabited Ifland 
call’d Andreve where we ftay’d tillthe twentieth of the fame 
Moneth, wher the above-faid Armexians, not finding their com- 
Panions at Nabilz , return’d tothe Ship, and brought two Let- 
ters from the Governour of that place 3 one to the Captain and 
all the reft in eeneral, offering the Ship a free Port, and defiring 
us to fell our Merchandize there, becaufe they had fuffer’d much 
by war 5 that they would fhew all good ufage tothe Portugals 
as Merchants 5 andin cafe we trufted him notfo much as togo 
a fhore , we might ride at Anchor in the open Sea, and they 
would fend people and money to buy many things. ‘The other 
Letter was directed to the Religious that.were inthe Ship, fome 
of whom he had underftood were mindedto goto Ssphahan; and 
therefore he promis’d them good and fecure paflage with all cour- 
tefie. But neither.did the mee {tay tofell any thing, nor the 
Religious think good fto land in that place, for all thofe 
promifes. \ 

February the two and twentieth, Being at Anchor in a certain 
place, at night we defcry’d fome Veffels afar off, which we knew 
not whatthey were; and therefore weighing Anchor, and pue | 
ting our felves in a pofture for fight, we row’d vp ‘to them: 
When we came“near, we found themtobeof thofé ” -fia2x Vet 
fels, which they call Terrats, (a kind of great bark’ -equenti 
thefe Seas) laden with Dates an Lecaufe they 
neither ftay’d for us nor of ey'd, icharg’d fome Falcons” 
and many Mufkets at them,’without doing any hurt; becaufe 
of thofe that fhot none knew howtodo itastheYoughtr, b 
was done with great confi .fion and diforder, as is ufual amongft, 
the Portugals, e{pecially in sur Ship, which was a Merchant and

Befides 
thefeof Baffora; there are other at Hhaveiza, Which is meer Baf- 
Jorg,.at Durec,: Scinfcter, and many other places of Perfia 5 a- 
Moynmiing, as they fay, to many thoufand Families: yet in Hha- 
weigeg there are more chen in any place celle, where they have a 
piace inhabited only by themfelves, call’'d Kixwalava, or, as 
themfelves pronounce it,Chixwalava,reading the Letter K with 
thefound of Ch. Here live certain of their chief Priefts, Monks, 
and Bifhops, whom they ail Chazzaba, and by whom they are 
govern’din Religion. I believe they have rhere fome kind .af 
Church, Sacrifice, and all other things better then at Baffora 
yet, becaufe I cannot fpeak either upon my own knowledgvorany 
fufficient & credible information,I fhall not relate any thing mere 
ofthem 3 although I had once a fervant of the fame Nation,born 
in Kiawalava near Hbaveiza, who amongit them was call*d Ro- 
he&, but being afterwards re-baptiz’d by our Religious, was 
nam’d Gisvaxnu2 Roheb. I fhall only add concerning Bafsora, that 
oflate dayes the City hath been moge frequented witn the trade 
of the Portugals of India, (to wit, fince thelof& i Orwzuzy) five 
of whofe Ships at my being there continuallywode in- the River 
to defend the place fromthe attempts of the-common enem 
the Perfizz. Upon the conflux of many Exropeanz Chriftians 
hither, the bare-footed Carmelite-Fathers of Perfia firft, and af- 
rerwards the Portugal Auguftines of Goa have built two Churches, 
either Order one, wherein the Catholickand Roman Rite is pub- 
jlickly obferv’d. "Thar of the Carmelites, the Seat whereof was 
partly given them by the Ba/ba, and part}; bought by themfelves, 
I found already finifh’t witha {mall Cloifter, and fome Cells for 
the Fathers that live there : of its Dedication which hapned in 
my time, I fhall. {peak below. The Church of the Auguftimes 
had not its foundation yer fully laid, and they were in fufpenfe 
whether to.go gn with the building or no, for fear left the Perfi- 
azs {ould one day take Bafsorain thefe wars which were on foor. 
So, that inmy cime the faid Fathers lived in an hired houfe, which 
the Bafha paid fo1syetthey hada Cbhurch,or rather an Oratory 
there, wherein Mats, and all Divine Offices were publickly cele- 
brated: OE aAueuftines, there were two at Baffora 3 one with 
the Titld of Prior, was alfo Vicar to the Archbifhop of Goa g 
likewifean Axguftses Fryer, who, forthe fake of the Portugals 
hat reforr to the Cry. Vf Arabia, pretends to a Jurifdiction, 
which he ufurps not without fome intrufion upon the Bare-footed 
Carmelites, notwithftanding the Briefs of moft ample Authcrity 
which they have obtain’d of the Pope for that pur poles info- 
inuch that in my time the faid dugu'tine-Vicar publith’c an Ex- 
communication. againft all fuch as fhould not confefs at Eafter in 
their Church, although they did it in that of the Carmelites ; 
and publiffed his Church to be the ‘Parifh-Church, and not tre 
other, befides other like contentiong Sctween them 5- not with- 
out fome prejudice to the Affairs of Religion, The Batha, 
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who for the affiftance which he had of the Portugals in the war,, 
ugid noreniy them, but all Exropeans that came thither, ve 
wells gave a}Penfion-or Alms to either Church every ‘Mone 
f{ufficient for Provifion 3 and he alfo well paid the five fertugal

Abbas to Hbaveiz.a as Prince thereof, after he was well poffefs’d 
of the State, becaine not well affected to the Kingewf Perfia, 
though his Benefactor, (and inde¢d the Arabiaws cannot indure 
to be febjeé&t, but defire liberty above all things.) Now in order 
to recovering his. Liberty, he held much correfpondence with 
the neighboring Bafha of Baffora, the Turk’s Vafial, and ofa 
contrary faction to the Perfiaz , who was then Efrafiah.Bafha, 
who from 4ga of Segmeni, as he wasat firft in the fame Crty his, 
native plaee, had made himfelf Bafha by force, and endeavour’d 
to eftablifh the dominion of that State in his own Houfe, bei 

tolerated, and indeed favour’d by the Turk, although half a. 
Rebel ; both becaufe he carry’d himfelf well in the Government; 
and becaufe he might not proceed todeny him that littler abex 
dience which he gave him in words: Nor was it eafie to chaftife. 
him in thefe Confines of the Enemies at fuch a diftance from Coz- 
ftantinople, or to make any other change in the City of Baffora, 
where-hé was fo powerful. The Perfiaz,underftanding the friend- 
fhip which#4Zaxzfxr held with him,contrary to the cuftom of the. o-: 
ther Princes of Haveiza,who us’d to make war apain{tBafora,and 
that Cin fhort) Manfer was net obfequious and'devoted to him as 
he defir’'d ; whenhe went upon the Expedition of Baghdad, he 
fent for him to come with his people to the Perfiaz-Camp to that 
war , and appointed Zmamculi Chax Sciraz to march to Baghdad 
by Hhaveiza, and by all means to bring A4anfur with him. The 
Chan perform’d the command of the Sciah, and coming near 
Hbhaveiza, ftay"d many dayes for Adanler, importuning him fre 
quently to come forth and go alon with him. Afaxfur put him 
off fo long with words and promifes, that at length the Chan 
thought good to go away without him; yet arriv’d at Baghdad 
fo late, that the Sczah he 8 taken the City before:;.. but, in conctu- 
fion, AtZanfur ftirr’A not. Thereupon the Stab, after his re- 
turn from the enterprize’ of Baghdad to Sphahaz, tent feveral 
Meffengers to Atanfur to come to his Court 5 to all which A¢zanfir' 
anfwer'd that he would go {peedily, but never wert: Where-

-forethe Sciah being incensd againft him, fent him word tocome 


{peedily by all means, otherwife he would fend totake off his 
Head. Fo which Aéaxfar anfwer’d , that if the Scziah were

created (whofé Predecefior was faid to have’ beely put to death 
by the Great Turk for having us‘d litrle-diligen¢e WH rhe affairs of 
Baghdad.) The faid €apigz brought the Bafha« Robe or: Vet 
ment (as their cuftom is) asa Prefent fom the vei; and news 
that the Turkifh Army was already moving towards Baghdad, 
and was very nearit, having re-taken Mfosfelartd Krerkur, Which 
are open places, and expos’d to the force of any Attempter. Bat

but notaFryer of his Order) Marc’ Antonio._Lanza a Ven€tian 
Cwho came with me from Guato.Baffora) and I kmow not how 
many other Europzans,went along with the CafiJa - Ialone would 
not, but {taid with my Servantstogo by my felf, and to travel 
awnore hazardoufly indeed,but yet with more {peed, and undoubt- 

edly with more convenience then they. 
4A4ay the thirteenth, Another Capzgrfent from the Serdar to 
the Bafha arriv’d at Baffora, bringing a Robe and a Scimiter as 
Prefents, and the confirmation of the Government of 2a/fora in.

Cameliers to conduct us forwards, and I would go without 
him; if ngt, I wouldreturn to Bafora. ‘Twodayes after, my 
Servant rekarn’d from Baffora with this account , That the Capigi 
would come away the next day without fail 5 and that .

You muft know that in the whole way of this Defart, we were 
to pay four Tolls or Cuftoms , ( if hethat conducted us did not 
deceive us) namely, to Sceich Abdullah, Lord of Cavebeda, for 
every Camel’s load of fine Merchandize, vAlu’d at the rate of 
Indian Cloth, five Piaftres; for every like load of any other 
Goods whatfoever, valu’d at the rate of Tobacco, a much lefler 
fumm, but Lknow not how much... Another Gabel was tobe 
paid to a Chieftain of the Arabsaxs. of the Defarr, whom 
they call Bex Chaled , he takes for every load, be it what it 
will, five Lar#, which amount to one Piaftre and a Sciahi be~ 
fides, of which eight anda third part go fora Piaftreat Baffora; 
but at Aleppo onely eight. The third Gabel was tobe paid to 
another Head of the Arabians, firnamed i! Cicée, who take for 
every load whar foever, fix Sczabi 5 and laftly, fix other Sc*abz,- 
werc in lilee manner to be paid for every load to Another Caprain 
of Arabians, Coulin tothe fore-faid Cieco. Stich Abdullah, Loved 
of Cuvebeaay faid, he would take noxhing of “-, in regard of

At a diftant view-of them. we betook ‘our 
felves to our Arms, againft what-ever faould happen 5~but upon 
wearer approach,we perceivsd them to be poor peaceable people 5 
whereupon we lodg’d all together in that place. Yet here wé 
had News. that 'a band of 4rabiam Thieves had way-lay’d us at 
_another Pafsa little further off, with intent to affaultus. For 
‘difcovering the truth whereof, our chief Camelier went to Cuve- 
beda, where'the Spies of chefe Thieves ufe to refide 5 and at night 
he: brought ‘us word'that*it wastrue, and that therefore it be- 
hov'd us to go back agajn..

‘June the thirteenth, Afreralong enteft with our chief Came- 
ier, about hiring certath 4rabiaz Guides, which he pretended 
neveflary, (to get, money Of us) and I refus’d as fuperfluous 5 
fince. we knewthe way without them, and they could do us 
no ood againft the Thieves: At length, the bufinefs refting half 
u “ded, being, I faid, if he would not go without thof 
sGuides, I wo eturn back to Baffora, (which he was Joth‘to, 
h sof, becav e of reftoring my money) without fpeaking «a 
Word more a t’ , he determin’dto proceed front Cavebeda 5 
and travelling; night we pafs‘d by the Pits of Ganeniat. 

jane the ‘reenth, Threé hours before noon, ( pee 

Lis travell” 
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a 
aravell’d rillthen) we refted a while near certain Pits5 and fer- 
ting forwards again inthe Evening, travell’d till mid-night, and 
then werefted. The next day rifing early, we travell’d tll about 
noon 3 all coming to a little bitter warcts we {tay*d there ta 
repofe. Here the great wind, which blows continually in the 
Defart allaying the great heat of the Seafon , having before 
much fharterd our little P. vilions, now broke them all in pieces, 
fo that we could no more make ufe of them: Which indeed, 
Was agreat nconvenience; but for the future, we had ne other 
remedy but when we refted , toward off the Sun-beams witn 
little fheds made of our Cloths,faftned upon three Chairs where- 
in the Womenand I were carry’d, though they {carce fuffic’d to 
cover three or four perfons: Yet in the night, when there was 
no need of fhadow, we flept more pleafantly and coolely under 
the fair apy cfthe Sctarry Heaven. After noon, we proceed- 
ed further till an hour before night,and then took up our lodging

June the tixteenth, Having travqll’d from breakeof day til} 
noon, and then refted two hours, we proceeded again till night, 
lodging in a place where. the, multitude of Grats fuffer’d us to 
fleep bur little. The next Morningearly; we pafsed by a great 
dry Lake, (which yet feem’d to have water init at fome time of 
the year) and an hour before noon refted ina place full of Horn- 
ets, very troublefome-. both to Menand beafts.

_. June the eighteenth, Rifing before day-break, we pafs’d by, at 
a diftance ( leaving itonthe right hand), a place inhabited by 
Arabians, which they call .drgza, govern’d by one Hhafan Aga. 
Curdo, a Fugitive from his own Country, and, by Alliance with 
the 4rabiexs, becomegreat amongftthem. The Capigi Ibrahipe 
Aga, had a Robetoprefentto him from the Serdar; but being 
wecould not go to Argia, by reafonall the Paflages were then 
overHown with water, and the Cameliers had no mind to it in 
regard of a Gabel which would be requir’d thereof us, we ce- 
pos’d our felves about noon in the place where we were. Having 
pafls'd Argza a good way, the Capigi got one to fwim over the 
waters, and to advertife Hhafaz Aga of the “Serdar’s Prefent 
which he had for him, and would have deliver’d himfelf, had the 
way been paflable ; he alfo defir'd fome Arquebufiers to accompa- 
ny us over the Defart. In expecation ofan Anfwer, we ftay’d ir. 
this place all day , where Ifaw upon the ground abundancee of 
Sea-fhels, fhining within,like Mother-of-Pearl, fome whole, and 
fome broken; I wonder'd how they came there fo far from Sea.

What it had been I could not underftand 5. but I 
found it to have been built wieh very good Bricks, moft of which 
were ftampt in the midft with certain unknown letters which 
appéar’d very ancient. I obferv’d that they had been cemented 
together in the Fabrick, not with lime, but with bitumen or 
pitch, which, -asI fakis generated in thefe Defarts : whence the 
Hill,upon which thefe ruins are, is call’'d by the Arabians, Afe-

day : fortheir Seals are only letters or written words containing 
the name of hifn whofe al it i. ether with-fome Epithet 
6f humility aaddev n, __1t es of Honour, or other words 
according as every one pleafes 5 not being perpetual to the Fami- 
ly, asours are.

Chatder. could not conjecture whether it had been a Pal- 
Jace. or Temple, or Caftle; but I ‘incline to believe it a Palace 
rather then any thing elfe. In this place we had within half a 
dayesjourney onthe Right Hand Ase/ched-huffein, which figni- 
fiesthe place of the Martyrdom of Hhuffezz,and where. x#ffax the 
Son of 4/2 and Fatimea, Muhhammed’s Daughter, w_ ifain, and 
buried by his Emulators ; which place, in the Country call*d 
Kierbtla, beitig inhabited and adorn’d with the faid Sepulchre, 
which th€ Moors vifit as Holy (a very fumptuous Fabrick after 
their-mode) wasnow in the Haads of the Qizélbafes , into which 
it fell ‘with the other Territories of Baghdad, whichis but a little 
diftant from thence. Here we ftay’d to pay a Gabel to Ear Nafr- 
ben- Mabhanna, Lord of thefe Defarts,or rather, to Scetch Abitaleb- 
his Son ; for Sceich Nafir being now old,and devoted toa Spiritual= 
Life, (ashe that had been in pjlgrimage at 4éeka) had refign’d the 
Government to his Son ; and both of them were ndw remaining 
In Tents about a League from the place, where we refted to~ 
wards the North-Eaft. , a 
‘Jeee the thirtieth, In the Morning.the two Capigi’s that were 
in our company, went feparately to carry their Letters and Pre- 
fents from the Serdar to the Sceich, namely , Ibrahim Aga to 
the prefenr, Mahbmud Agato the preceding Serdar 3. who, 
as they faid, was poyfon’d either by others, or by himfeif for 
fear of worfe, becaufe he had not been diligent’ enough in the 
war of Baghdads yet this hisCapigz, having been fent to fevéral 
other places, canid: not come hither fooner to the Sceich. After 
dimner, inthe abfencejof the Capigz, the Scezch’s Men came to 
demand aGabel; and -~ nein assmuch as they 
reguir’d, to Wit, twe ve Piaftres, for onely two Chefts, and 
two or three more Piaftres of free-gift 5 neverthelefs they open’d. 
all mry Trunks, breaking fome for hafte, turning all things topfie~

Fely the feventh, Wetravell’d from day-break till noon, paf- 
ing over aclayie and flippery ground, where the Camels. went 
with much difficulty. We refted at a place full of prickly. fhrubs, 
the leavs whereof are lefS then:a Man’snaile, and of the fhape _ 
‘of aheart; the fruit was round and red, like fma}l coral-beads, 
of tafte {weet, mixt with a littte fharpnefs, having little ftones 
inthems5 it wasvery pleafant tothe tafte, and,afforded no {mall 
refrefhment to us in thefe Defarrs. The Mahometans celebrate 
their Bazrame, the Fatt of Ramadhan being now ended. : 
July the eighth, Wecame to feveral places of nt waters, 
and baited atone, two or three hours before noon ; but the 
water was fulphureous and ill-tafted , as moft of the reft were 
alfo, in regard of the many Minerals where-with the Earth of 
the Defart abounds. We departed not from this place at nighr, 
becaufe we wereto ay a Gabelto Emir MudleZ Abnrifc, whofe 
Territory hert-a outs egins. wi ‘ce & the greateft 
Prince of the Arabians in 4rabia Deferta 3 and this Prince, (whore 
proper name ts Adudleg ) fucceeded his deceafed Uncle Feiad, 
who was living and reign’d when I went from Meppo to Baghdad 
nine years before, having ufurp’d theGovernmaentfro 47 leg, 
who’ was very young atthetime of his Fathers decea e: t 
night we were vifitced by fome pilfring Arabiahs- who ff d° 
us prepard with our Arms, betook t emfelves co their i 
and efcap’d unburt from us, thoug we purfu’d thema w 
july the ninth, The Morning was fpent in paying Gabels 
pay ‘d for my part for aJload-and half of portage, as \hey reckon'd

Afaani was, and underftanding what ft was (for 
1 was glad to tell them, left they fhould have broken it open ) 
they no only gavemeno troubleabout it, as I thought they 
woul .. (being a thing contrary to cuftom and their Laws) but 
rather accounted it a picce of piety that I carri’d her with meto 
bury her in my own Country, both pitying and commending mé 
for it: which hapning beyond all expeGation I attributed to

This being over, about three hours before night, We fet forth 
and travell’d till night. Someof the above-mention’d Soldiers 
return’d to Azza, but others, who were carrying I know not 
what moneys to their Emir Atudleg, accompanid withus. In 
the Evening the Leader or Chieftain of thefe Soldiers made me 
open my nks once again, (namely the twolittle ones which 
they had _ ittedinthe day.) and putting all my Goods in dif- 
order, took away many things, as a Mantle of Sitti Alaani of 
deep azure filk, according to the mode of ¢fjria, a ball of 
Amber, an Alabafter Vefiel curianfly wrought, and confign’d 
to me in Imdia by Sig. Antonio Baracho,to prefent inhis nameto. 
Sig. Francefco deb Drago at Rome; many exquifite Porcellane 
Difhes miniated with Gold ; an Arabick Book, though of litrle 
importance; a great watchet Cloke or Mantle to keep off rain 
after the Perfian mode 3 much paper befides other fuch things. 
At night we ftaid to reft, but the Soldiers went onwards; before 
their going, Iredeem'’d from them the Mantle of Sitti Afaani 
and Sig. Francefco del Drago’s Alabafter Vefiel, giving them in 
exchange two Ale’s, or Arabian Surcoats ‘which I bought of.one 
of our company for feven Piaftres; the Amber and other things 
Icould not recover, but they carri’d them away 3 for they would 
neither reftore them freely, nor take money for them,. and our 


- Cafila was fo {mall that I could find nothing to give etem inftead | 


thereof which pleas’d them. It was no {mall good luck that I fav’d 
the Sword and Ponyard of Szt#té A/aani, with many of her jewels, 
bracelets,& other ornaments of Gold from sheirrapacious hands; 
hiding them under a trunk:for,if they had feen them,’tis ten to one 
but they would have takenthem from me. Irelate thefe things 
that ic may be nown w at Tyranny th arharians exercife | 
in their own Countries towards us, who ino rs very often, 
ill-employ’d courtefie, are wont to be undefervedly carefs’d and 
honour’d when they come thither. 

Fely the fifteenth, We travell’d from Day-wréak t'U on 
and three hours after till nighr, when we took up our Starion t 
far fromthe River, amongft many fhrubs which’to me feemtd-to 
be Juniper , or elfe that plant whichi , Perfia they call G.. 
The next two days we travelldandre edatour ufual hours, and 
on the latter, we Tited neara Pit or-Well of bitter and f{tipkintg.

Hhezr, which I had formerly feen only by night whenI went from 
Aleppoto Baghdad. {I tooka better view of it now, and: found it 
to be a great Building, 11] of good and large white Marble’Stones 5 
the form ofit is a long Square, with walls round about,here and 
there. diftinguifh’d with {mall round Turrets 5 within are many 
contrivances of Rooms, alllikewife of white ftone, ut fo rui- 
nous that it cannot be known what they were. From hence we 
travell’d about three hours further, and at night arriv’d at Ta- 
zha, a Town which Ihad formerly feen, and lodg’d in a by-place 
amongft the walls of the Houfes near the Gate. | 
Faly the twenty fecond, This day was {pent in paying the ufu- 
al Gabels, which every day are enhaunc’d, in thefe Countries, 
and are now become infupportable. ‘Though I had nothing of 
Merchandife, butonly goods for my own ufe 5 yee could not 
.epme off under twenty Piaftres between Gabels and Donatives 
to the Officers, which they demanded as equally due. Here I 
found an Arabfan mpies Berekiet, .who {poke a little Italian, 
and pafs’d fer Factor or Proturator of the Frazks, faying, he 
had authority fo to be from the Confuls of Aleppo. He prefent- 
ly offer’d himfelf to fpeak tothe Officers in our behalf, gave us 
an Entertainment, and invited us to lodg in his Houfe, and, if we 
had beenfo minded, would have conduGed us thithers but his 
fervices tended only to get fome money of us, and by his fpeak- 
ing with the Officers to make us pay more then perhaps we fhould 
otherwife have done. 
Fely the twenty third, Two hours after Sun-rife, we departed 
from Tatha, whence the faid Officer fent an Arabiaz with us, to 
conduét us firft toeEwir Atudleg (who they faid was at Hhamah, 
between 4leppo and Dawmafcus) and afterwards to Aleppo; they 
-having done the fameto thegreat Cafila of Baffoera which had 
pats’d by Tazbaalitrle beforeus. Thisgoing tothe Emir, wasa 
troublefom thing, both inregard of the great diverfion out of 
the way, and the inconveniences we imagin’d the Evir himfelf 
would put us to, after all the Tyrannies we had hitherto met 
with in the Defart. Wetravell’d rill paft Noon, and after a

ulythe twerty fourth, We travell’d again from day-light 
‘till paft Noon, “nd two hours morein the Evening, taking up 
our Quarters an pour before Sun-fet.

vel . rill Noon, when the Arabian, aflign’d to us by the Offi- 
‘cers’ Taba th conduct ustothe Exwir, being fo perfwaded, as 
¥ Iabieve, by the Came - ho alledg’d that the Camels were 


very weary ( indeedthey were, and ovet-jaden, in regard 
Shir weany of em dy’d “by the way, fo thac they” could travel 
b+ cently) 2 blv’d to go alone bclfore us bya neerer way ee 
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the mountains, and leave us to follow him leifurely, as the Came- 
fiers faid they would.!I was glad of his going,and intended to rake 
a ditfer@ne courle from what the Cameliers imagin’d ; but becaufe

it wasnmet yet feafonable, Iheld my peace. After two hours reft, 


we travell’d till an hour before night, when we took u pour Sta- 
tion neer certain Pits, a little diftant from the reliques of certain, 
ancient Fabrickscall’d Szrza by me formerly feen and defcrib’d in 
my journey to Baghdad. | , 
July the twenty fixth, Setting forth by day-light, wecame t§ 
reft after INNoon near a water which fprings up in a place full of 
fmall Canes,- whence we remov’d not this night, partly, that 
ourt ir’d and over-laden Camels might recover themfelvesa little, 
and partly, becaufe the Cameliers were minded to eat a Gamel 
there conveniently, which falling lame of one leg they knockt 
onthe headin the morning 5 and indeed they had eaten ali the 
others whic fail’d by the way, either through Difeafe or other- 
wife. Of this, which was not infirm, I was willimy to take a 
trial, and lik*d the roafted flefh wellenough, only it was ferne- 

thing hard. . 
Felythetwenty feventh, Setting forth early, we wav'd the 
dire&te(t way to dleppo, (which was by the Town of 4chila Dand 
took another more Southwards,- and to the left hands, which led 
to the place where the Evw?r refided 5 intending to leave the Ca- 
melier at a certain own upon the way, from whence he was to 
go alone tothe Ewir, tocarry hima Prefent, and excufe our go- 
ing to him by alledging the death and wearinefs of our Camels. 
Hereby we endeavour’d to avoid ( if poffible) the troubles 
and difguifts which we were likely to meet with from the Ear and 
his Arabians, in cafe we fhould have gone tohim our felves. At 
oon, we came tothe defign’d Village, calkd Haila , they ac- 
countita JAzezar, that is, a placetobe vifited, and of devotion, 
in regard of fome perfons buried there whomthe Mahometans 
hold for Saints =yet it confifted only of four poorCGrtrages, and 
thofe un-inhabited and abandoned, as is credible, by reafon of 
the Tyrannies which the Arabians of the Decfart, efpecially the 
Soldiers, exercis’d in thefe troublefom times uponthe poor Pea- 
fants. “The Camelier, becaufe he could not leave us here, by 
reafon the Village was without people, purpofecl to carry us to 
the Evwzr 5 doubting, Jeftifhe did orherwHe, »w might curs to. 
his prejudice. Whereupon, confidering what 4Aifguits and per- 
haps dangerstoo Imight meet with there, bor by reafon of the 
women whom I carri’d with me, and of whom: the Mahometang 
ufe to be very greedy 5 andalfo by reafon of the Lody of sett 
Afaazz, and upon other accounts, I fee my foor againit thessal}, 
and refolutely cold the Camelier, thac I would by ne mcans go 
to Emzr Adudleg, with whom I had norheng to do,now I had pad 
ai] his Gabelss Iwouldgo dire&tly to Aleppo :. whither if he 
would noe carry me withhis Camels, I would ga. on foar with 
my-people, leaving all my*Goods there on thea .eiound to his 
eae sy 
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care 3 of which, if any were loft; héfhould be refponftble to me 
forthe fame at Aleppo: And, indeed; had the Camelier been 
obftinate. 2 was oly'd ta.do as ¥ faid, having little hgart to 
Yruft to t.e mifchievonfhefs of the Exir, (which was very im 
famous)s or to expofe to fo great danger,not onely the fewgoods 
¥ had, burcalfo the body of S### Maas, our lives,: and the Wo-

Kier tuy’d a.good while to prevail with nic to go with him to: the. 
Emir; but at length fecing me obftingaee, and fome ‘other Came- 
fiers of his companions of the fame mind, ht refolv’d at laf fo 
Yeave the Camels with me to carry titty Geods directly to akeppo; 
her with fome few other companions of the jouracy, and 
tego him(eif alone with alf his loads to the Emr, purpofin alfo 
to tell him, that weby force, and againft his will, had-freed our 
felves froin poing ta him, with which I was very well con- 
foute 4+.

Letters arriv’d at 4leppo, the Conful fent feveral perfo.._.._"f &ch 
me, who the Eveniug before had fought mea good while, Sttt ifi 
vain, and went to look for me at the Town of Ladeh7s, whincel 
fent the firft advice. There camearuus the Conful’s Houfe Six: 
Andrea Buonganinei hisFactor,fome Janizaries,ana over aS 
with whom camealfo fome Officers of the Degagéer, or*Chief- 
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Cuftomer Abedik , an Armenian Chriftian ; the Conful intend+ 
ing by th r means to render my entrance more facile, and lefs fu- 
fpe&ed. ll ofthemconducted usto the Conful’s Houfe. wheré 
by all means he would have me lodg, having invited me oto do 
y a moft courteous Letter,which he had written the day, efore, 
and. his Factor prefented to me before my entrance, . with 
anahy good Reafons now urging the fame 5 whereunt I knew 
not in civility howto gain-fay. The Cuftomers camé to fearch 
‘my Goods, and to fee whether we had any jewels  nceal’d 5 
which they did civilly enough: Asforthe Cheft wherein the 
Body of Sitti Adaané was, and the Books; partly, by the autho- 
rity of the Conful , and the good management of my Friend 
Sig: Gitevan Alaria de Bona his Interpreter; and, partly, bya 
Prefent to the Doganier Abedick of fifty Piafters, and a veftment 
of Damafk, worth thirty Piafters more to the Sedrcher, (who 
onely open’d the outward Cheft, wherein the Coffin lay under 
many Indian medicinal Herbs, and faw*nothing elfe but them.) 
' ahd above thirty Piafters to feveral other Officers, it was brought 
about that the JFurksknew not whatit was, and nothing was 
{fpoken of r The Conful .at firft intended to receive my 
Women into his Houfe 5 but afterwards being told thatit was 
not convenient by reafon ofthe churlifhnefS of. the Turks, who 
were now become more exorbitant'than ever, he thought to lodg 
them in another decent place 3 but Sig: Gzovan Afaria de Bona, 
‘was pleas’d to take them‘to his Houfe, -where-with I was very 
well contented , becaufe they could not go to a better place 
whilft feparated from me: They were receiv'd there,and treated. 
by the Women of Sig: Gzovanz Maria, with very great kindnefs.. 
F. Orfizo and I remain’d in the Conful’s Houfe, being entertain’d 
with the greateft Love and Courtefie imaginable: And indg¢ed 
he hath ee extreamly obliging tome, not onely inthis par- 
ticular, but inall other matters occurring about my departure 
from Aleppo , which we have determin’d to be, fhoxtly, in fome of

Auguft the twelfth, The great Caravan of Baffora arriv’d‘at 4- 
leppo, %t fet forth a confiderable time before us, but lrrd encoun- 
ter'd fo.-many difficulties in the Defart, that our fufferings were 
pleafuites in re{pect of theirs. . ; _ eat 
Auguft the fixteenth, I was inform’d by Sig. Gio. Maria de Bo- 
#za,of many paflages of the Turkifh affairs,which as wf Sarg ames 3 
to things before, or hereafter to be mention’d in thefe Letters, 
and to thé full knowledg of the hiftory of things in my time, 1 
will not omit to relate inthis place. He gave me certain intel- 
ligence how S#ltaz Atuftafa, Brother of the deceafed Sultan. Ah- 
wed, whoreign’d in Cenftanmtinopie at my being there, reign’d, 
and was depos’d foran Ideot (as really he is) twijces namely 
once before, andonce after Sultan Othman. How. Othman, 
who was a Prince fufficiently odd humor’d, being ill-bent againft 
the Chriftians, and very defirousto make an Expedition againft 
Rome afterfthe bad fuccefs befallen him in Polazd, was flain b 
his own Grandees, who would not fuffer his government, whic 
was fomewhat rigorous and violent : and that, asa fign.of his be- 
tng flain, he that flew him, carsi’done of his eay’s to Muft a~ 
fzs Mother, who was yet living, and was likely to be well=- 
pleas’'d therewith.

Fofeph Elbani, a Maronite, (who read Arabick tome when I was 
before at'Atleppo) he ead heer giving me many benediCions 
after their manner , and leaving a great Frienthip cftablifh’d 
with me. : a a 
Auguft the third, In the Morning I went te fee the Synagogue 
of the Jews at dleppo, fam"d for fairnefS and antiquity. Their 
Street is enter’d into by a narrow Gate, *and lyes fo much lower 
then the reft, that it is defcended to bya confiderable number of 
fteps.- After I had gone through many of their narrow Lanes, 
which they-contrive fo, purpoprely to hide the goodnefs of she 
Building from the Turks, I came at fengthto the Synagogue 5 
which is a Jarge {quare uncover’d Court, with cover'd- 
Watks or Cloyfters round about, upheld by double Pillars di-! 
{pos'd according to good Architeéture. -On the right hand of 
the entrance, is a kindof great Hall, which they make ufe of 
for their Service in the Winter, when itis cold or rains; as they 
‘do of thé Court in Summer and fair weather. inthe middle of 
the Court four Pillafters fupport a Cupoletta, under which ina 
high and decent place, like our Altar, lyes the volume of the 
Law, and there alfo their Doctor and principal Rabbi {tands 
reading in a kind of mufical tone , to whom all the people alter- 
natively anfwer. They ftand in very great number difpers’d in 
the Court s Cloyfters, and Hall, with their bonnets on their 
‘Heads, and promifcuoufly likeeus inour Churches, Men and 
Women together.(though I have fometimes feen it orherwife 
in Italy) 3 .yet they are mixt in fuch order that thofe of one fa- 
mily Men and Women ftand all together; and, I believe coo, 
th *' etheirpeculiar placesand benches tofitupon. More- 
ver, therigh fide of the Synagogue was fill’d 'with Jews origi- 
peg of thé Country from ancient time; but the left with 
European Jéws,who although inhabitants,and marry‘d at Aleppo. 
yet are originally adventitious 5 and thefé are all Spaniards, and 
k Sp- J’ fdr their natural Language; yea, many of them 
v rekérnand bred up if not Spaiz or Portugal, at leaftin Italy 
Germany, or other Countries of Chriftendome. I wag carry'd 
to fee this Synagogue by a Jew nam’d Baruch, or in our Lan- 
gesge Bleffed, whom I had ‘«nown at my laft being at Aleppo : 
e was born’ and bred in A¢@amtua, amanwell qualifi'd, da ~ : 
play’d, and fung competently well; and upor thefe accou 
cams 
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ame to my familiarity. _We, fat together a good while inthe 
Synagogue amongft his fellow- Jews, beholding theis Ceremo- 
wiies 5 wand, after I had feen enough, I went away and left Berucb 
at bis devotions. As I went home! pafs'd by the Carwanferai, 
cor Mafker) of Silk, as they..callit, becaufe in times paft, Sil 
and other Perfian Commodities were brought thither more fs: 
to other places, bur now it is little frequented. -Here buying 
fome fet things of certain Uzbeghz Tartars, newly come to 
po with a, Caravan 5 Ienquir’d concerning their Countsies, and 
they told me, that no Tartars are call’d Uzbeghz,-but. thofe of 
the Countries of Balch, Buchara, and Sarmacand, who, at this 
day , are divided under two Princes, Brethren; one whereof 
hath his Seat at Balch, and iscall’d Nedhir Atubhammed Chan, on 
whorn depends an inferior Prince, nam’d Bahadar, ( which fig- 
nifies Gallant or Stqnt ) and firnam’d, Felaxz Tufc, from his fpoy}- 
ing and killing his Enemiesin war; forin their Language Felan 
fignifies. to Spoil, and .z#fé to Kill. The other Brother nam’d 
tmanculi Chaz, hath under him Bsochera, Sarmacand, Tofe-Kiens, 
Endigiar or Endigaz, with other Territories, and both of them 
berder upon thofe of the Perfian Empire, and. réign in the Coun- 
triés, anciently call’d Sogdiana, Bacfriama, and perhaps alfo 
Hircamias but by the Moderns, Giagata, Afaurenucher, and Tr- 
fiftaz. The fame day after dinner I took leave of the Conful, 
-wish all my other Friends, and was by his Servants, and many 
others of the Italian Nation,:accompany’d out of the City. |; 
*” Before we mounted our Camels , I was defirousto fee, in. the 
Suburbs of 4leppe, the Churches of the Oriental €hriftians,which 
{tand ina Street call’d Gindeida, hot from the Jews, as {ome who 
{kill not of Languages erroneoufly imagine, but fromthe Ara- 
bick word Gedida, which fignifies Nens, perRaps,: becaufe. this 
place of the Suburbs was built more Jately then others. .Here, a 
Jittle out ofthe Street on the right hand... I found four, Churches 
all together, led unto, by one Gate onely from the,Street, but 
(the place being {pacious enoygh within). conveniently divided 
and feparated about the Court or Yard : Two of them belong’d 
tothe Armenians, the greater ( a fair one indeed) call’d sani 
Quaranta, or the forty Saints 3 and the le{s, Dela Atadonna, ox 
our Lady. One of the other two call’d SamWNicolobelona’d 
tothe Greeks; and the other; which is'the leaft of all, to tas 
“Maronite Catholicks , call’d Sat” Elia. Inanether-place 2a aseot 
‘diftant from this, I faw alone by it felf afiothgr Church, Kan- 
fome andlarge for the Country, buile after our. manner, .with 
three Naves or Ifles upon-Pillars; it belong’d to the Svrian Jaco- 
bites, and was call'd Sitaa Affedi, ox Sauta,Maria.. ‘TRisChuiten 
hath adjoyning to it a good. Houfe, with a litele Garden=and 
other Conveniences according to the ufe pf the Country,wherejn 
lives. the Patriarch -of the Jacobits, cajll-Heda, for . whom I had 
drought from Baffora a Letter of F. Bafilio di san Francefco,-a dé 
wetciated Capmelite, whtrein he invited him to a mutual friend- 
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fhip and correfpondence, from which he might draw fome bene 
fit to the fervice of God, by reafon of his fkill in the Arabick, 
and his refidence here in behalf of the Chriftians of the € peony. 
‘This Letter I had gotten prefented tothe Patriarch , and tranf- 
_Teted his anfwer to F. Bafilio, but had never vifited him asthe 
er defir'd me in order to fecond his Letter, and fettle a 
frigndfhip between them 5. becaufe-heliv’d far from the Vefietian 
onfal’s Houfe where I refidedsand all thé whileI retmain’d in - 
leppo,twas lame of one foot by a hurt caus’d by walking im ill fhoos 
that day when we were ‘in danget-vf being affaulted by threvs; 
fSthat Icould not walk,and was not wholly cur’d when I depatt- 
ed. Neévertheléfs hapning to.be fo near his Church now, I-would 
fot emit to vit him.I found him a very compleat,civil,and court- 
iy man according to the mode of the Country: he had not the 
atne of being learned, but yet was accounfed. wife and gene- 
xous: He told me, he was glad of F.Bafilio’s Letter,and relidin 
at’ Baffora, and building a Church there fo peaceably, and wit 
‘fo much favour of the Srurks, as he advertisd him’; and that 
Ke would-continue correfpondence withhim. He alfo fhew’d’me 
Wo fair Books oF the Gotpels written'in large Parchment-fheets, 
with excellent Syrian Chataéters, oneof them; Cas I remember’) 
written four huiidred years ago; thé Letters whereof were all’ 
either of Gold ‘or Silver : and this Book, they fay, was found by 
the ‘Turks in Cyprzs when they took the Hland, and carri’d to Con-' 
Jtantinople, ‘from whence tt was afterwards redeem’d with ‘mio- 
ney, and brought hither.. Indeed no Manufcript could be more 
goodly or rich with gold and miniature 5 it had alfo a velvet Co- 
ver adorn’d with Silver gilt, but made by themfelves 5 the anci- 
ent Cover, which they Gid was fet with jewels-of great value, be+ 
ing taken away bythe Turks. “Tisthe cuftom of the Orientals 
to make great account of Books fo fairly written and richly ador- 
néd, aslikewife S.Jerom reports they usd to do in his time $ 
though himfelf; being a Scholar, was better contetited, as he 
faich, with, his {chedules of a lefs fair Character, but correct. The 
other Gofpel which the Patriarchdhew’d me, was ‘hore ancient, 
namely, four hundred and fifty years old, but written with ordi- 
nary ink 2 d few miniated Figures 5 this,he told me,they bought 
lat ots yprus f fe twohundred Piaftres. He added, that the 
urch of 4/epjp was not his. Patriatchal See,although under his 
‘jut: Wiction 5; bucit was near the City of Adoufal, whichisin the 
place of the dncient Niziveb.After much more difcourfé,he caus’d 
very good Sherbets of Sugar with fnow, to be given us to drink 
uft’ . s3and_ offer’d us a Collation of fruits, which we 
rectiv’d fot becaufe it was already late and timeto be gone. At 
Jalt, at my taking leave, Qe pray’d me to do reverence to his Ho- - 
livefs in his name; and fo\when he had given me many beneditti+ 
as their manner is, I left him and departed, - 
Sscing come tothe place where the Camels withthe.Wo 
‘waited for me, I took leave of all thofe friendstk. mm u-accom .- 
ee : ; panid 
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‘pani'd me thither, .and, chofe not the dire& way to Alexandretta, 
which the Caravans commonly ufe, but one fomewhat longer 
hard by Antioch, out of-a defire to fee the remains of that ancient 
City, Which [had not yet feen. After 4 fhorttravel, we refted. 
till the Moon arofe, and then proceeded all the remainder of the 
night if bad and uneven ways. ‘ tae ha 
Auguft the twenty fourth, We pafs’d by fome Villages and_ 
places cultivated with Olive-trees, which I was joyful to fee, na. 
having }eheld any for many years. About Noon, We refted 
amongft certain ruins of Sqpne-buildings which had once been 
very magnificent, and feem'd to hethe remains of fome noble 
City in ancient times. Here the Archbifhop If¢iva-jahab’s me 
the one nam’d 4bdifciva, and the other Hexdi, overtook me wit 
his Letter: Ireceiv'd them, and carri’d them with me as I had 
promis’d. The faid-place is call’d Hhalga, which fignifies.a Circle, 
bécaife ’tisa great Plain almoft furrounded with Hills. Three 
hours after Noon we fet forth again; we pafs’d by another Vil- 
lage belonging to the Territory of “Hhalga, and at night took ap 
our Quarters near a running Water under another Village. call’d 
Harta. At midnight the Moon rifing, we fet forth again, and 
travell’d all the remainder ofthe night. ; 
Auguft the twenty fifth, Continuing our journey -we came in- 
toa great Plain, and travelling along the River Oromztes accord- 
ing to theftream (which we had found at day-break ) we crofs’d 
over the fame upon a good Stone-bridge. Here the Plain is con- 
tracted, being {treightned on the right hand with-high, and’on 
the left with lower mountains; trave)ling in which Valley about 
Noon, we arriv’d at Astioch, which is fronted withhigh moun- 
tains almoft on the North beyond the River Oroztes, and batk"d 
with lower toward the South, thé walls of the City being ex- 
tended over the fame. Weenter’d at the Eaft-gate, and took 
up our Quarters near a great Ciftern which is on the left hand of 
the Gate,divided only by a wall fron’ the Street,and pay'd_roynd 
with white Marble : it is fill’d by a running-water,- and ftands i 
a fhady retir’d place, very delightful and convenient for travel- 
lers toreftin. On the right fie of the faid Gate, in oneof the 
Towers of the wall,was a large and fair room, as high as the wall 
with few windows befides low and half-fill’d lopp-hole far de. 
fence 5 fo that it was very cool,and would not beainconvenient 
hot hours, were it in good repair 3 but *tis now gill ruinous- 
out a pavement, being made only a Stall for. Cattle. The Walls: 
of the City were {till {tanding, all of Stone, magnificent, and 
built with Turrets after the ancient mode. At the. Gate where: 
we enter'd, began aStreetnot very broad but of grekt lengyn, 
extended within the City, and pav'dall with white Marble. Mo. 
tioch is now inhabited by few pedple, whio live in little cottages 
patcht out of the ruins amongft Gardens, of which the City is all 
3. for of the ancient houfes and {tructures, faving ‘the waks 
theC © ere is none ftanding. Near the place where we 


lodg'd, 
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lodg’d, The Turks fhew’d us I know not what, which the 
call’d Paulos de’ Chriftiani, which perhaps had been fome church 
of Saint Paxl; bur every thing was fo deftroy’d, that Tt beither 
faw nor underftood it well. There being nothing elfe remarkable 
to be feen, we went away three hours before night, by the fame 
_CGSate we had enter’d at (perhaps becaufe the way was better 
wit outthen within) going about. the City on the outiide to- 
Waidsthe plainon the North. But ré-entring afterwazds at a 
breach of the Wall, we walkt a good way within the City, 
which I found full of Gardens and (Orchar s, with few dwel- 
lings, faving attheend. At length we.went out at a Gate which 
{tands in the more Weftern part of the City,though not full Weft, 
where we pafs'd over'a fair Stone-bridg which lies upon the River 
Orontes,taking our way to Alexandretta on the Northern banck 5 
for, they that go directly thither from Aleppo, never fee this Ri- 
ver, but leave it much South. . Wé¢rave ret along its banks till 
night, contrary toits {tream, andtook up our lodging by the 
Ruver-fide, -almoft direQly againft ‘the Eaftern Gate,’ at’ which 
weenterd, and which we beheld, afar off on the other -bank : 
Antibch is almoft fquare, about’ Mile long, and hath many 
Gates; on the South, it is terminated with Mountaius, which, 
‘they faid, were feven, like the feven Hills of Rowe, but Icould 
diftinguifh no more then five, that is, not five Mountains, (for 
the Mountain appears but one continu’d ridg) but’ five tops ‘af 
it. _ Thefe Mountains are very fteep, and therefore I think could 
not be built upon 3, but only, that part of them was included 
within the wall for {ftrength, and that the fame might not be pre- 
‘judicial to the City by being left without, in cafe of War. That 
which temains of thé oy at the foot of the faid Mountains, is 
of fmal] circumference 5; fothat the City appear’d to.me much 
lefs then I imagin’d it. Within, asI faid,there is not any Fabrick 
{tanding, but infinite rums, and the-earth is everywhere ftrow’d 
with greatiand goodly ‘ftones.° Only the Walls are almoft all 
. d ibtiré, with little decay. After midnight the Moon 
arifing,we alfo got up; and leaving this Station,proceeded on our

It lyes.twe 
jaandred miles from Alexandretta, and is the Port where the 
‘Furkith Army landed when they took the Ifland.: As foonas 
we had~enter'd, we were vilitcd in the Ship by Sig: Dimitris 
odorini, x prime Greek Merchant, but not a Cypriot, whe. 
jofter’d ine his Houfe’s and Sig: Giovan Francefce Parente..a Vie 
fietifa, my ancient Friend andcorrefpondent in ~ 
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“whence, upon certain difcontents befallen him there , he had be- 
“tuken himteclf hicher » who vifited me not onely up#n hisown 
accounc, bue alfo tin the Name of Sig: Aleffandro Goneme, the 
Veneciin Conful in that land, who excus’d his not coming in 
Perfon, for that he was juft chen call’d away by the Cadhz, upon 2. 
‘certain’ bufinefs. 

' Septeveber che tifth, The faid Venetian Conful with Sig: Parente, 
and font: others of his Houfe vificed mein the Ship: And thougt: 
{ intended not togo afhore notwithf{tanding all his intreaties 
and invitations, yet he refolutely refus’d to depart till I wenr 
withhim. Wherefore I obey d him, and went onely with one 
fervant, leaving F. Orfizo, and the Women inthe Ship. On the 
featide I found fome few dwellings,and magazines or ftorehoufes, 
which are thofe that they properly call deHe Saline, from the Sale- 
pits hard by 5; where the Turks havea {mall fquare Caftle,wich a 
Plat-form, and Artillery co guard the Sea , but of lirtle imporr- 
unce. -Here raking Horfe, we rode alittle mile within Land,to 
another Village call’d Larzaca,where the Frazks live for the mo& 
part, and there we alighted at the Conful’s Houfe: And becaufe 
it was yetcarly, aftera little repofe, we went to the Fraxcifean's 
Church, calld Sawta Maria , andthere ‘heard Ma&S, which was 
fung with the Office pro msortxis, for the Soul of Sig: Giovan Afa- 
7a Parente, Brother to Sig: Framcefco, who the day before pafs’d 
So abetterLife. Inthe Evening, I vifited Sig: Dizitrio Todoriné 
in his own Houfe, and lodg’d in that of the Conful. I will noe 
omit that the Venetians have alwayes a Conful at Cypr#s, who is 
not of the Nobility, but of the Order of Eminent Citizens, 
whereof many Secretarics of the Republick ufe to be, fo thac 
though the Conful of Cyprzs be not dependent upon him of Asep- 
pe, as Vice-Confuls are, yetheof dl/eppo, as noble, anda more 
principal Minifterin thefe parts, hath fomething of fuperioriry 
over this of Cyprus. 

September the fixth, This Morning I am return’d a Ship-board— 
where I conclade this Letter, and commit it-to F. Fra: Giovazn2 
dz Segovia,a Spanifh reform’d Framwcifeaz, whocame hither inthe 
famine Ship with us from Alexandretta,and isthe fame Perfon who, 
difguis’d ina fecular and Souldier-lke garb, for fear of being 
hindicd in his paflage by the Portzxgal Miniiters, came (in com-

From Malta, November 4. 1625. 


Hen I was thinking of finifhing the fmall remajnder of 
_ my Travels, with the fame Pyofperity Say God 
ooeae * had hitherto afforded me; and {peedily arriving at 
thofe defired fhores, I have been here arrefted at A¢alta by a little 
kind ofmifadventure, fafficient to temper the, courfe of fo many 
good Fortunes. In regard of the formidable Reftilessce-{till con- 
tinuing in Conftaxtixeple, and other places of Terkie, we have 
not Been able roget admittance toanchor, and Jand inthis IMand 
‘without undergoing a Quarantine. Wherefore finding my felf 
at leifure enough here in a Houfe aflign’d me, as a fayour, by the 
Lords of the Council, and Gouraned fromthe; little and whi- 
ther all thé reft arefent, Ihave thought fitto pafs my timein 
writing to you what Adventures have befallen me fince my laft, 
which was dated*from a Ship-board at Cyprus,Septewber the fixth. 
Be pleas'd therefore to know; that‘on September the feventh, i 
went afhore again to hear Mafs; after which, I return’da vi- 
fit to Sig:Keeco Andreaxi, a Venctian Merchant, in whofe Houfe 
Lfaw alive Camelion, which a Boy of the family, kept very came, 
ty'd with a little {tring for his Recreation. They.are frequent in 
india, and are feen leaping amongft the Trees 5 butI neyer faw 
any but at diftance, and fodid not-well obferve them. Here 
‘therefore holding it in sny hand, (for ’tis a gentle and pleafing 
Animal) I obferv’d it to be as big ae a Lizard, and almoft of the 
fame fhape, but more unhandfom to behold, having an ill fhaper 
head, divided feet, and two paws , in the middle whereof the 
leg arifeth 5 each of which paws, is divided into two toes or 
mais yet {gas the fiflure is very {mall. Its colour was grey, but 
‘ae evarietys like adapple. They told:me; that ic fome- 
times chang'd colour, (not, as 1s vulgarly reported, accarding to 
that which is lay’d before it, but) according asat hath moresheat 
or cold , takes pains or repofes , with other like Accidents: 
Which event Ifaw not, though I try’d feveral wayes to pro 
wees if. : ; 

" September the eighth, The Conful carry’d.meto another Vil- 
lage about:two leagues, or fix miles diftant from Larnaca, and 
call’ to this.day,Kzt2 and C#tinw,anciently a‘City andBifhoprick, 
‘ u ‘sno al deftroy’d faving a few Cottages. Wewent, par- 
ti¢ arly, to vifica Greek Doctor, nam'd Sig: dluife Cucci, who 
liv:d there , and had the fame of much knowledg, and ipoke 
I ‘ells as alfo ro fee his Garden , which, though half 
xuin’d, (a_i things are inthe Ifland,fince it fell into the Turk’s 
sands ) is ye one of the goodlieft places:iin thofe parts. Here 
@y'dcimon th ft valorous and vertuous Athena | 
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_Emilius Probus inthe Life of the faid Cimon, where he faith," Ix 
-Oppic Citio eft mortuus, after he had conquer’d moft part of the 
Iiland Cyprus. Twoor threehours before noon , we pafs'd by 
the place where the Salt-work is, which, though through the 
negligence of the Turks, who donot cleanfe and empty it weh, 
it decayes and fills up evéry days yet in my time‘it beens 
yearly About 10000 Piafters, and almoft all Ships make athaty 
of Salt 5 particularly, thofe of Vexice are all oblig’d to take as 
much as will ferve for that purpofe ; and many times they take 
moré, which at Venice is a good commodity, and a Trade referv'd 
tothe Prince. -: Then we pafs’'d through a Village call'd Bromo- 
laxaia, and at length arriving at K###, which lyes alittle diftant 
from the Sea, (the Coaft of the Ifland running Weft-ward from 
the Saline) we vifited Sig: Aluife Cucctz, whom (indeed. likea 
Philofopher, as he profefies to be) we found living ina Houfe, 
which+had fometimes been great and fair, but was now half ru- 
in'd; the Garden had a fmall Brook, with ftructures of Four- 
tains and {uch like things; ‘but all out of-order, and:refervin 
no other beauty befidés a great number of Orarige-Trees,plante 
regularly, and:of equal height, ahd making a goedly and de- 
licious Grove. .I difcours’d* with the faid Sig: ‘Alwife, -and -he 
feem’d an intelligent Perfon'; but' becaufe he was fick, or at 
Jeaft recovering, and fo weak that he could {carce fpeak, I could 
not benefit by him as Idefir’'d.. I afk’d him concerning Cadmia 
and its {pecies, and other Minerals, which you writ: me-word 
that you defir’d from Cyprxs, and I accordingly fent to Nicofta, 
(the chief City of the Ifland, and the placeof the Bafha’s re- 
fidence) 5 as alfo concerning the Book of Galez. Hetold me, 
there was fome at this day, but *twas hard to meet with any 
that knew it,or could tell where to find it, the people being very 
Ideots , and the Mines intermitted heretofore by the Chrifj- 
ans, for fear of alluring the Turks thereby to invade theIfla dy, 
as alfo fince by the Turks through ignorance. “ After t 1san- 
fuch other DifCourfe, we return’d to Larzaca by a different road, 
about the midft whereof we found another Village, call'd Afexe= 
gos butallthefe Villages in former times well peopled, are now 
almoft wholly deftroy’d and uninhabited. : 
September the ninth, Being return’d to the Ship, the next try. 
I took the height of the Sun with my Aftrolabe im the Port de/a 
‘Saline of Cyprus, and found him decline Southward from the 
‘Lenith 29 degrees, 29 minutes, 50 feconds. On which day ht

September the thirteenth, I went afhore in the Morning’to 
Larnaca again, from whence, upon the Confuls inftance, I: 
accompany ‘d by Sig: Gio Francefco Parente, two other | famgy 
a Greek nam’d Adefer Manoli, my fervant Afichel, ane a Janizar 
or our guard, to a delicious place of Devotions call’d by the 
iw Nappa, that is, Holy, about eletst leaoues- from 
| _-4YNaCA, 
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Larnaca, upon the Eaftern Sea-coaft near Capo della Greca, where 


thereis a Church built in a Grotto, wherein a miraculous Image 
of our Lady was found. Having rid allday almoft contidtally 
by the Sea-fide, we lodg’d at the Village Ormidia, andthe next 
zy early, pafling through the Village Xylofago, and the Cape 
% San Georgio, where many Ships, efpecially Pyrats , ufg to put 
a fo arerat a River which falls intothe Sea on the Eat of the 
ape, we arriv'datthe Village Agia Nappa. We found it 
‘like all the reft that I faw inCyprzs, almoft wholly deftroy’d 5 
partly, by ‘the ordinary tyrannies of the Turks, partly, by the 
Peftilence which a few years before had fwept away moft of the 
veople. The Church being built almoft like a little fquare Cattle, 
Cperpaps for fear of the Pyrats ) is ftill {tanding 3 and being un- 
der ground, is defcended into by many ftairs. A Papas, or 
Greek Prieft, who officiates there, hath charge of it, together 
with certain Calogrie, or Nunns, who having renounced the 
world, haye addicted themfelves to God’s Service, and are 
‘maodeftly cloth’din black, though they benot Reclufes. In the 
middke of a great Court or Yard, ' ftands a marble Fountain not 
ill built, over which they have lately built a great Cupola, upon 
four Hilafters with feats round about, where we not onely 
entertain’d our felvesall day, but fleptat night 5: the murmur 
of the water rendring the’place fufficiently pleafant. Thenext 
Morning, Ma{s was fung im the Church after the Greek Rite, and 
I was prefent atit tillthe end of the Gofpel. Onone fide ofthe 
Church in a place apart, is an Altar, where our Latine Priefts 
fay Mafs when any comes thither. -In:fumm, the Churchisan 
indifferent large Grotto,the Image ancient, andthe Altar adorn’d 
after the Greek manner, without any thing ‘elfé remarkable. 
Here we eat a great quantity of Becca-fich?, or Fig-{nappers, 
(a fort of Birds tall’d by the Greeks sicalidia)}) which are fo 
plentiful in Cyprus, that abundance of them are fent fows’d in 
"aa £0Venice and elfe-where 5 but thofe.at Agia Nappa fome- 
times are not good, by reafon of their having eaten Scammony 
which is not known to be found there-abouts, . but probably, 
pon it in feme other place. — =e 
Septemper che fixtecnth, We departed from Agia Nappa to re- 
turn to Larzaca, and pafling through the Village Xylofago, we 
afighted there tq fee the Church of Saz Giorgzo,wherein amongft 
other Saints, I faw one painted whom they call. Agéos Adapeas 
that is, Saz Mama, much venerated by the Greeks . wha.’ 
Tay,*He was a Martyr , and bury’d in Cypras ; but Iknow not

Septeneper 17 Returning a Ship-board, by the way I vifiteda 
he Grecks, (but heretofore of the Armenians) call’d,- 
S.Lazaro, me of the ftones whereof I obferv'd engraven with 
rmenian“Le rs: *Tis avery ancient ftone-{tructure of 
travap nt form ‘ough ugd by the Greeks in L¥ndvy -piases, 
Pp rami sly;

which Cloth they burnt dead bodies, and fo ‘preferv’d the afhes 
thereof from being mingled with thofe of the wood. Acthis 
day none knows how to make the Cloth, ortofpin the mat -. 
although a whitifh. matter like Cotton is clearly {een to iflue ou 
of the ftone, not uncapable of being fpun. The colour of the 
Stone, when intire, is greenith, inclining-to black, bf or 
enough, almoft like Talk 5 yet when -tis broken or, pun, ‘the 
matter that iffues out of itis white.

Jasl., Sori, AY (t.Melanteria, and Cadmia,tobe hadin fome places 
of Cyprus, andthat he would have procur’d me fome, had he 
known my dcfire intimes; but now he could not by reafon of biz 
prefene departure, and the place where to have them was very 
remote.He gave me certain little pieces of Silver and Gold found 
in Cyprexs, and promis’d me to ufe exquifite diligence for the

(including thofe which had pafs"d by the way from Cyprus hither, 
departed, and I repair’d tothe houfe,which the owner of it, and 
the Captain ofthe Port, Defiderio, cameto aflign tome; where 
all our Goods were fpread abroad to be air’d ina large open room 
belonging tothe faid houfe ; which indeed I found very handfom, 
and well provided with convenience of water, and other things, 
having-a Acticats profpe& upon the Port, the Sea, the Country, 
the Town, the new City; and, in fhort, being the beft, meft- 
convenient and delightful that we could have had for that pur- 
pofe. . By the Council’sordera man was Se sake to guard the 
Houfe, and a Boat both to guard us, and to fupply us with pro- 
vifions; both at our charge, as the cuftomis. Nor doth the 
Captain of the. Port omit to vifit us frequently, and to difcourfe 
with us at a diftance. God be thanked, we are all well, and free 
from all contagious fufpition 3 fo that_I hope to furmount. this 
difficulty happily, ‘whichI acknowledg to proceed from the Di- 
vine Providence, to which I heartily commend you.

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And I truly anfwer'd,, that | had one Ball, five Trunks, and fome 
other buadles of goods for my ufe; and being not more particu- 
laily queition’d, [did not fpecifie what was within ‘the Truaks 
and the Ball, conceiving it noe neceffary 5 and the rather, becaufe 
i being yetuncercain, whether I fhould ftay at Afalta, or de- 
part in the fame Ship, I did not think fit to fpeak of the faid Bod 
in thetprefence of the Mariners, left I fhould be troubled witt 
the vaih Auguries they are wont to conceive about carryiee fue 
things, in cafe I had been to go withthem: That 4fter i Was 
landed , upon the firft more precife demand _ soriterning my, 
goods, I forth-with declar’d it plainly, and afterwards us‘d ail 
diligence in opening the Cotton to the Wind and Sun, as thoff 
that had frequently vifited me could ceftifie.

dry Inftruments. If aman ftrikea thick extended cloth with a.. 
wand, it renders a found like the fhot of seoewa : which to be 
done foewell in a Grotto form’d not by Nature, but by. Art, } 
indeed ftrangething, andfhewsa prodigious witint ort 
triver. [I muft notomit, that the roof of this grottol, 10lio 
in the form of a man’s ear, from which probably the Artificer' 
borrow’d the Invention; fince juft as the voice ftrikin the ears 
which are fo fhap’d renders the found audible fo tis. en by'ex-.

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Giefz a little without theCity,we went to the Church of the Sains

The 
Pope was mightily well pleas’d with it, and upon this.occafion 
[ fpoke to him, and inform’d him of many other bufinefles. 

April neétwentieth, Card. di fant’ Onofriosthe Pope’s Brother, 
fent:formeto the Palace, and there told me that his Hotiuefs 
had made me his Chamberlain of honour 3 which was a: thing $ 
never fought, nor thought of. I thank’d him, and profefs’dafy 
felt ready toferve his Holinefsin this and every thing Gfe he 
fhould command. me. : . ; 

_ May the fourth, The Pope having upon my. informations

Sea, differing in this one particular, from all othe. fifhes I ev. ., 
obferved, inthat he hath many little teeth upan the top of his 
tongue 3 Heis very pleafing to the eye, fmell} andtaftes cf a 
changeable colour,finn’d likea Roach, coveredvjth many -{malf’ 
{cales, having a frefh delightfom fcent above otfier fifhes,: and in. 
tafte as good asany 5 thefe Dolphins are wont pften to faiow 
our fhips, not fo much I think for the love they bear unto man, 
(as fome write,) as to feed themfelves with what they find caft. 
over-buard : whence it comes to pafs, that many time:;'thev feed 
us ; for whén they {wim clofe,to our fhips, we often, {trike ritem 
wivh a broxd inftrument, ull of barbs, called an liarping-dron,,. 
faftned to a rope, by which we hale them in; This Be car 
| ; ‘7 ; e 
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be a fit Emblem of an illrace of people, who under fweet coun- 
tewances,‘carry fharptongues. ; i 

Bonitoes and Albicores, are incdiour, fhape, ‘atid tafte, much 
like unto Mackrels, and as good’fith as they, but they grow to be 
very: exceeding large. : - = | 

The Porpifces or Hogfifh, are liké thé former;: very lafge and 
great but better to look upon.than to ‘tafte; they wfually ap- 
pcar at Sea in very great fholes or companies, and re (as it ‘they 
came of the race ‘of the Gadarez Swine, thatran’ violently into 
the Sea’) very (wift i@ their motion, and like a company march- 
ang in ankand files:"Fhey leapor mount very himbly over the 
waves, and fo dawnand up again, making a melancholy noife, 
when they are above the water. : ‘Fhefe are ufually, when they 
thaus.appear, certain prefagers of very foul weather. fg? 

The Fling fifobcs have skinny wings like unto Bats, but larger; 
they are {tiffned and ftrengthned with many little bones, {uch as 
are in the Back-fins of Pearchés, ‘by which they fly bur a little 
Way ata-time 5 ghey -have' fmaH bodies like into Pilchers; and 
appearwhen they fly; in marvellous great companies, and fome 
qt them often fly into'our fhips, by which we have tafted’ that 
they are excellent. good  fith. Oftall other, thefe flying Fiffies live 
the moft .miferable lives:for beingin’the water; the Dolphins,Bo- 
mitoes, Albicores,andPorpifces;chafélperfecute,and take them,and 
witer they would efcape by their flight,‘ ate’ oftentimes caught 
by. ravenous Fowls, fomewhat Hke'our Kites; which hovercover 
the water:Thefe flying Fifhes are ike men profeffing two“T rades, 
and thrive at neither. — . 

(he twelfth of Fuze early in the morning, We efpied-our long 
wifhéd:for Harbour the Bay of Souidania, about twelve- leagues 
frort of the Cape of good Hope, where we came happily to ‘an 
Anchor that fore=-noon. In which Bay we found a Dstch-fhip 
‘bound for Baztam, which had taken in her courfe, and broughe 
thither, a (mall Portygal bound to dvzgola, a Colony bclonging to 
rhe Portugals, lying in the skirts of Africa, about ten degrees 
Routh of the Line.5 in which {mall Ship among tt many rich Com- 
moditics-€ax heard) to the value ot Ve or fix thoufland 
wo lnds{terlir there were ten Portugal Virgins (asthey cali’d 
tivail:ives) ffnr to that Colony, I f{uppofe for Husbands. The 
‘young women were well-favoured, and wéll cladin filkss but 
Juch were th. urtefies of thefe Dutch men towards them, as 
a cat they fook © t only away allthe goods,Artillery, and good 
“9 iG0ns of their Ship, but they reb’d-thefe poor captive Mai-~- 
G. sof abi theisapparel, Cwhich they moft fadly complained of ) 
fo .ne poor fuit (and I tuppofe of their honour too, if they 
Licupyhe wewith them) then giving them water foxy, ther wine, 
ane s.veey icant proportion of all other provifions, urn’d them, 
with thir uaarm’d, leakie, and ill-man’d fhip, to. the mercy of the 
Seus,tnce-twentieth day tollowing:

foyl produceth of its felf _) pleafing tothe fenfe, where our fhips 
tompanies, when they have often-times there arrived with 
very weak and feeble bodies, ufually by thae Sea-difeafe the 
Scurvy 5 in which difeafe (¢ I fhall obferve by the way ) if any 
hat hage Mm be not taga much over-gone with it, afleon as he 
comes to entay the freth ayr.onany fhore, with frefh water. aad 
trefh food, he will prefently recover; but if this difieve have 
ovcer-wmuch prevared on him, immediately after he fets his .00t 
on fhore he ufually dyes. I fay our people when they aiave 
come hither with very crazie bodies,have often found here much 
good refrefhing; for befides a moft dele€&table brook of pure 
good water, arilfing hard by out of a mighty Hill, (call’d, for its 
form, The Table, clofe by which there is another Hill, which 
arilech exceeding highlikea Pyramis, and called by Paffengers 
the Sugar-loaf_) there are good {tore of Cattell, as little Beeves, 
called by the barbarous.Inhabitants, Boos; and Sheep which 
they call Baas, whaqbear a fhart coarfe hairy waol, and, I con- 
ccive, are never fhorn. Thele Boos and Baas; (as they «call 
them _)'. were formerly bought in great plenty, for {mall quanti- 
ties of Kettle-brafs, and Iron-Hoops,taken aa our Edipry Colle > 
C which are all for this long Voyage hoop’d with Iron.) Thefe 
Salvages had their Cattell which we bought of them, ata very 
great Command: for with a call they would prefently run-to 
them, and when they had fold any oge of their Bullocks tous, 
for a little inconfiderate piece of brafs, if we did not prefently 
knock him down, they would by the fame call, make the pwor 
creature break from us, and run unto them again 5 and then 
there was no getting them out of their hands but by giving 
them more bra{s: and by this trick, now andthen, they fold the 
fame beaft unto us, two orthree times; and if they had thus 
fold him more often, he had been a good penny-worth 3 how 
ever in this we might obferve, the covetoufnefs and deceit of this 
brutifh people. “Here ye muft know,that this people of all metals 
fecm to love Brafs, I think Cas you may ghefs afterward) for 
the ranknefs of itsttmefl 5 with which they mere great Rings 
to wear about their Wrifts; yea, fo taken are they ¥ith this bare 
metal, that if a man lay down before them a piece of Goa 
worth two pounds fterling , and a piece of bras worth*twq 
pence, they will leave the Gold andtake the krafs. On this 
fhore there likewife are found excellent good,thw1¥h fmall Roots 
for Salads, which the foy] brings forth without htbanding. And 
in the head of the Bay, may be taken with nety great ftore-of 
fair fat Mullets, of which we took abundance. 

This remoteft part of dfrzca is yry Mountainous, -over-rug 
with wild bzea{ts, as Lions, Tygers, Wolves, and maiiv other 
bea{ts of préy, which in the fjlenct night difcover themielves b» 
their hoyfe and roaring. T@the Yeeth and Jaws of which cruel 
Beafts, the Natives here expofe their old people; if Ueath 
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prevent it nor, when‘once they grow very old and troublefom, 
laying them forth in fome open place inthe dark night, Whesmthe 
wild beafts (as David obfervs, Pfal.: r0o4:. 20, 2 I.) do creep forth, 
and the. young lions roar after theirprey. Onemiferable poor old 
wretch was thusexpofed when we there,, who by his pitiful cries, 
was difcovered'by our ‘Court of Guard, thereon fhore, and not 
far off from him and by them relieved and delivered fazthat pre- 
‘fent tinte, outof the jawsof Deaths And weasking Codree one 
of the Natives ( whofe’ Story you fhall have by and by) why 
they did fo, he told uss: It was their cuftom, when their _ people 
had lived fo long, that they knew not what todo with them, 
thus to be rid of them; - ee ee: Ras 
_ “We faw in this Bay of:: Soxldanta many Whales, and about the 
fhore divers party-coloured Fowls 5; And here .are. Oftriches to 
be feen. Forthe foilabout the Bay ; it feemsto bevery good, 
but the Sun fhines not upona people in the whole world, more 
barbarous than thofe. which peflefs it 3 Béafts in the skins ofmen; 
rather than men jn the skins of beafts; as may appear by their 
ignorance, habit, language.diet, with othet things, which make 


them moft brutrifh. oe . 
. Firft for God, the great God of Heaven and Earth, whom 
geprally al} abe peoplein: the World, Heathen as well as Chri- 
ians.do confefS, they::(as this Cooreetold us) acknowledg none. 
Bor their {peech,it feemed to us.an inarticulate noife rather thart 
Language, like the clucking of Hens, or gabling’ of Turkies 5 
andr s making avery ftrange confufed noife, when they walk 
her _ rthere: it there be two, or three, or ‘five; ‘or ten,or twen= 
Wy, PE very many more in company, itis. their inanner to walk 
‘in.rank one after the otheér,in {mall paths they have made by their 
thus walking;as Kine in Summer many £itnes'do,when they come 
home to the Pail 5' or as Wild-geefe who fly in ranks, and as they 
y make a noife; fothefe walking together thus gabble from 
the firft. to. the laft.in company, :as ‘if all fpake, but none an- 
{wered Their Habits are their fheeps-fkins undreft, thotiged 
together, which agver their bodies to the midvile, with a little flap 
of the famest ied before’them, being naked downward 3 and 
— *tisco! “xeep the woolly, when hotter weather, the flefhy 
‘fide of thofe sFins next to their bodies. Their Ornaments and Jew-= 
els, ullocks, © Sheeps-guts full of excrement, about their 
necks 5 and thex¢fore when we bought their Cattel, they would 
take (and we wnt¢ content they fhould) their skins,guts,and gar- 
bag which plentifully furnifhed them with that rich attire, and 
ga. oinaments »and when they were hungry, they would fit 
down upon fome hillock, firft fhaking out fome of that filehy pud- 
ding out of the guts they wore about their necks, then bowing 
and bringing their mouths totheir hands, almoft'as low as their 
knees, like hungry dogs would gnaw, and eat the’ raw guts; 
when you inay conceive their:mouths full of fweer gréet 
fauce. The women asthe men are thus adorned, thus habited, 
Uu 2 and 
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andthus dieted, only they wear more abouttheirlower parts 
thanthemen. And .(bythe way) thefe carry their fucking In- 
fants under their.skins upon their backs, and their breafts hang- 
ing down like Bag-pipes, they put up with their hands to their 
children, that'they may fuck them over their fhoulders. Borh 
Sexes“niake coverings for their heads like to fkull-caps, with 
Cow-dupg and. fach-like filth, mingled. with a little ftinking 
greafe,with which they likewife befinear their faces,which makes 
their company unfufferable,if they get the wind of you.I obferv'd, 
that fome of the reft of their dyet was agreeable to the forfner;toy : 
they would eat any reffufe thing, as rotten and mouldy Bifkets, 
which we have given them, fit indeed for nothing but to: be caft 
away.5 yea;-they will eat that. which.a ravenous Dog in Eegland 
will refute. : TI once took notice of a Couple of them, who had 
found on the neighbouring fhore a large piece of a: dead -fith the 
Sea had caft up,. which did moft fufficiently ftink 3 they prefently 
madezn lictle.fre with dry Cowdung, and waithsthisthey warm’d, 
it, and then they eat it, with asmuch feeming apperite, as an 
hungry man with us would feed upona very choice and favoury 
difh, which makes me almoft to believe,that thofe wretched crea« 
tures have bug three fenfes,; wanting the benefit both: of Smellin 
and Tafting. They lodge updn the earthin Hovels, fo Hiceovercd 
that they keep inet out the weather, made. like to thoft we call 
Summer-houfes, with boughs and {ticks.. | 
‘Thefe Brutes, dévote themfelves tottdlenefs; for they neieher- 
dig nor fpin. . For their ftature and: making, they ate very 
{treight, and well, limb’d, though not very tall, but in their-Faces' 
very ill-favoured,.for the nofesof moftof them are flat. -The, 
have little or no beard ;_ the hairon their heads fhort, black,and 
curled, their skins very tawny s {wift they are of foot, and will 
throw Darts, and fhoot Arrows, which are their weapons, ver"- 
dangeroufly.. . : 
_,Buc I ihall here‘infert a fhort Story : About three’ years before 
I went to India, it happened, that one of the Company-fhips. 
returning thence, and arriving at this Harbou _ fter a little ftay,, 
when fhe was ready to tet failfor Ezgland, and ba... g then two of 
thefe Salvages aboard, her Commander refolv'd .o bring them 
both home with him, thinking that whenthey had!zot fome Evg-. 
i#h Here, they. might difcover fomething of thet: Country which: 
wecould ‘not know before. Thefe poor wre.ches being thus 
broughtaway, very much againft both their x ds, oneofthem 
(meerly out of extream fullennefs, though he was very’ well 
ufed) died fhortly after they put to Sea, the mher, who call’d 
himfelf Coonee (whom I mentioned before) lived, and was 
brought,ta London, and there kept for the fpace of ff months, 
in Sir Thomas. Smith's houfe (th€n Governour of the. Eaft- India 
Company) where he had good diet, good clothes, good lody- 
ing: , eh 5 all other fitting accommodations; now _one wold 
think that this wretch might have cenceived his prefent, cpap 
re 
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red with his former condition, an Heaven upon earths but he did 


notio, though he had co bis good entertainment made for him 4 
Chain of bright Brafs, an Armour,.. Breaft, Back, and Head- 
piece, witha Buckler all of Brafs,. his beloved Metal 5 yet all this 
contented him not 3 for never any feemedto be more weary GF 
ill ufage, than he was of Courtefies5; none ever more defirousto 
return aime co his Countrey thanhe : For when he had learned 
a litle of our Language, he would: daily lie upon the ground, 
and agy very often thus in broken Enghifh, Cooree home go, Soul- 
danxiégo, home go, Aod not long after, when he had his defire, 
amd was returned home, hehad nofooneér fet footing on his. own 
fhare, bur prefently he threw away his Clothes, his Liznen, with 
all other Covering, and got his. fheeps skins upon his back, guts 
about his neck, and fuch a perfurm’d Cap (asbefore we named) 
upon ‘hishead; by whomthat Proverb mentioned, 2 Pet 2. 22. 
was literally fulfill’d, Canis gd vomitunmns, T. he dog is retwr2'd to 
bis vomit, andthefwine to his walloming in the wire. 

After this feilow was returned, it made the Natives moft fhie 
_of us when we arrived there 5 for though they would come abour 
usin great “Companies when we were new come thither, yer 
three or four days before they conceiv’d we :would depart 
tifence, there was not one of them tobe feen, fearing belike we 
would have:dealt with fome more of them, as formerly we had 
done withCooree. Butithad been well if he had nor feen Fxg- 
leagd; for as he difcovered nothing. to us, fo certainly when he 
cayge home, he told his Country-men (hawing doubticfs obférved 
£6 much here) that Brafs was but a bafeand cheapcommodity in 
Ertgland, and happily we had fo well ftored them with that met- 
tal before, that we had never after fuch afree Exchange of our 
Brafs and Iron fortheir Cattel. Tt was here that I asked Coovee 
who wastheir God ? he lifting up his hands anfwered thus, in his 
bad Englifth, Exglawd God, great God; Souldania mo God. 

Inthe year 1614. Ten Englifh men having received the: fen- 
tence of death for their feveral crimes at the Seffions houfe in the 
Old-Baily at.:.o.dox, had their Executioii¥-refpited by the in- 

weaty of th. '&ast-India Merchants, upon condition that they 
fhould be all Sanifhed to this place, to the end Cifthey could find 
anmeeacdibteabode there) they might difcover fomething ad- 
vantagious totieir Trade 5 And this wasaccordingly done. But 
two of chem: y“aeri they came thicher were taken thence, and 
carried onthnS%yape. One whofe firname was Duffeld, by Sir 
Lhemas Ror, thac year fent Embafladour to the Great Adogol = 
chat tellow thus redeemed from amott fad Banifhmentr, was af 
terward brought back again into Exglawd by that noble Gentle- 
man, and here being intrufted by fim, {tole fome of his Plare 
and ran away: Another was carried onthe Voyage lkewife bose 
“vhat became of himafrerward; I ktownot. Sochac rhere ~— 
mained eight which were there Jefe with fume Ammunition, aud 
Victual, witha fmall Beat to carry them to and from a very 
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littlé uninhabited: Iland lying in the very mouthof that Bay, a 
* place: for their retreat and fafety from the Natives on the Main. 
-Thelfland called Pes-guin.Ifjand, probably fo named at firft by 
fome. Welfh-man, in whofe Language Pex-guix- fignifies a white 
Fiead. ;'and there are miany. great lazy fowls upon, and about, this 
-If{land,> wigh great cole-black bodies, and very white.heads, cal - 
led Pemguins. » The chief man of theeightthereleft, w  firnam- 
ed Crof, who took the Name upon him of Caprain Crofr 5 
He was formerly Yeoman ‘of the Guard unto King Femmes, 
but having had ‘his Hand in Blood twice or thrice, by. mea fain 
by him in feveral Duels, and now being condemned to, diqwith 
the. reft, upon very great fute made forhim, he was hither ban- 
ifhed with them : whircher the Faféice of Almighty God was di- 
{patched after him, as it were ina Whirlwind, and followed him 
clofe at the very heels, and overtook him, and left him not till 
‘he had pay’d dear for.that blood he had formerly fpile. |. This 
Crofs was a very ftout, and a very refolute.man ,. who. quarrelling 
with, and abufing the Natives, and engaging himfelf far amongit 
them, immediately after himfelf with the reft were left. in that 
place, many of thefe Salvages being got together, fe!l.upon him; 
and with their darts thrown, and arrows fhot at him,ftuck.his bo- 
dy fo full of them, asif he had been larded with darts. anid arrows, 
making him look like the figure of the man in the 4/zanack,, that 
{eems to be wounded in every part 5 oy like that man defcribed 
by Lucan, Totum pro vulnere corpus, oe was Alk wound, where 
blood. touched blood. The retaliations of the Lord arefure trid 
juft ; He that, is Mercy it felf, abhorrs Cruelry above:all other 
fins; He cannot endure that one man fhould devour another, .as 
the Beasts of the Field, Birds of the Air, Fifbes of the Sea do 5 and 
therefore ufually fhews, exemplary, fignal revenges for th4t fin 
of Blood, felling it at a dear rate unto them that fhead it. Every 
finhath atongue, but that of Blood, out-cryes and .drowas the 
reft ; Blood being a clamorous and a reftlefs {uter, whofe mouth 
will not be ftopttillit recgive an Anfwer, asic didhere.. The 
other feven, the reft of thefe miferable Baxd¥t, 10 werethere 
with Crof, recoveredtheir Boat, and gotroffthe, xe, without 
any great hurt3 and fo rowing to their Ifland, the waves run- 
ning high, they fplic their boat at their landing, wnithn eng: ged. 
them to keep in that place, they having now’no-poffible means 
left to ftir thence. And, which made their cohd idn whilt they 
were in jt moft extremely miferable, it is a place wherein grows 
hever a Tree,, neither for fuftenance or fhelter, or fhade; sor 
any thing befide ( I ever heard of ) tohelp fuftein Nature 3 a 
place that hath never a drop of frefh water in-it, but what the 
{howrs leave in the holes of the rocks. And befideéall this, 
there are very great number of Snakes in that [Mand Gs Ihave 
been ‘told by. many that have been upon it) fo many of thafe 
venemous worms,that a man cannot tread fafely in the long.grais 
which grows in it, for fear of them; “And all thefe put together 
mult 
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miuft nceds make that place beyond’ meafure uncomfortable ta 
thefe moft wretched men. ‘Tothis may be added cheir want of 
provifion, having nothing but dry Bifket, and no great quantity 
of -ghat ; fo that they lived with: hungry bellies, without any 
place fir for repofe, without any quiet reft, for they could nat 
choofe bur fleep in fear contmuatlty ;.And. what outwara conaa- 
tion could make men more miferable than. this ¢. Yetznorwith- 
Aanding #4 they fuffered, thete fewen-vite wretches all hv’dta 
he made examples afterward of Divine Juftice. For.after they 
had coAtinued in,and endured this fad place, for the {pace of five 
or fm moneths, and they were grown altleven almoft mad, by 
reafon of theirfeveral preffing wants and extremitiess it pleafed 
God by providence, td. bring an Enghfh Ship toto that road, 
returning for Ezglazds; four of théefe feven men being impati- 
ent of any more hours ftay there, immediately after that Ship 
was come in, made a Flat with the ruins of their '{plit boar, 
which they had faved together, and with ot wood which 
they had gorten thither, and with ravel’d and untwifted boar 
ropes, faftned as well asthey could:all'together (for there'are 
no fach fadden Teachers :and Inftructers as Extremities are.} 
Thefe four git upon the Fist, which they had thus prepared, 
and poizing it as well they could by theirifeveral weight, hoped 
by the benefit of their Oars, and ftrength of the Tyde (that then 
ran quick toward the Ship newly arrived) they might recover it 3 
put shis their: expectation failed them : for it being Jate in the 
day when they made this attempt, and they not difcavered by 
the; $hip, which then road a good way up in the Bay, before 
they-could come upnear unto her, the Tyde return’d, and fa 

carry<d them back into the main Sea, where they alk-peri 
miferibly. ‘Fhe day following, the Ship fent a boat to the 
Wand, which took*thofe three yet furviving into her,as the other 
four ig st have been, if they could ‘but have exercifed their pa- 
tience for ene night longer. Thefe furvivers came: aboard ‘the 
Ship, related aH that had befallen to their fellows; bur chcfe 
three, notwit = anding all cheirformer miferies, when they were 
taken intothe 1p, behaved ehemfelves fo lewdly as they're- 
turhped home .vards, that they were very often put into the 
Bilbowes, o ,ohip-ftocks, in the way returning; and ocherwife 
in Upifhed for their great and feveral mifdemeanors: 
Ac taft_ rhe Ship being fafely returned into the Dewzxs, fhe had not 
been there at an &nchorabove 3.hours, but thefe three +zHains 
goto fhore, "ahd they had not been afhore above three- hours, 
bu hey took aguarfe, and a very few hours after were appre- 
hended and all taken for that Fact, and fuddenly after thar, rheir 
very foul ftory being related ro the Lord Chief Justice, end they 
looked upon as men altogether incorrigible, and uncapable of 
amendment by leffer corrections, ay his {pecial Watrant were 
executed upon their former Condemnation (for which they were 
anifhed not to return hither again, but never pardoned) near 
Sandwich 
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sandwich in Kent, where they committed the Robbery. Fronts 
whole example we may learn, that it isnot in the power of any 
affliction, how heavy foever it light, and how long foever it lie, . 
if it be not fanétified, to dcany mangood. That when the rod 
is woon a-man, if he be not taught as wellas chaftved, all the: 
ftripes peftowed on himare caftaway. A man might have hoped. 
that thefe wretched feltows had been long enough in the fire to: 
have purged away their drof. But afflictions, like fme, hardem 
as well as foften; and Experience teaches us, that the winds and 
waves though they beat: with their greateft violence upon the. 
Rocks, yet leave them as they found themunmoveable 5 {t be- 
ing a moft tryed Truth recorded by Solomon, Prov.27.22. that, 
Bray or beat a foolin amorter, he will not leave his foolifknefsy 
But as he was put in, fo will he come outa fool.- . 
-: The year following we carried three more condemned per- 
fors to be left in this place, but they hearing of theill fuccefsof 
their°Predecefiors , and that it was very unlikely for them to 
find any fafe footing here, when we were ready to depart thence,’ 
and to leave them onthe fhore, they all came and prefenred 
themfelves on their knees, with many tears in théjr Eyes unto 
our chief Commander Captain Fofeph, moft humbty befeeching 
him, that.he would give. Orderthat they might be banged be- 
fore he .departed, inthat place, which they much rather chofe, 
than tobe there. lefts we thought it was a very fad fight to be- 
hold three men in fuch a condition,that made them efteem bang~ 
ing to be mercy. COur.Commander told'them, that he.had-no 
Comniiffion to execute them, but to leave them there, and {a he: 
muft.do. And fo he believed he had done; but our fifth Ship the 
Swan ftaying in this Fae after us a day or two; took *hefé 
poor men into her, and then took her courfe for Bamtam whiter 
fhe was bound. And the Aofé our laft Ship, whofe fight and 
company we loft in that moft violent ftorm (before mention’d) 
at the beginning of our Voyage, was fafely,preferved, and hap- 
pily afterward found her way to Bantam likewile. 
We made our abode in ehis Harbour till the tvenry eighth fol- 
lowing, on whichday we being well wateredarm sefrefhed, de- 
parted. And the twenty ninth we doubled Cape of gsod 
Hope, whofe Latitude is thirty five degrees Soutn-: ,Otf this Capé 
there fetreth continually a moft violent Current . 
whence it comes to pafs,that when a {trong contrary wind meets 
it (as often-times it doth) their impetuous gppofition makes 
the Seafoto rage, as that fome Ships have betn twallowed but 
“many more very much endangered amongft thofe huge Moun- 
tains of water, and very few Ships pe«{s that way withour a 
frorm.,, We kept on in acirculag ourfe, to gain a South-weif 
wind, for ye muft know, thaz the wind inthofe parts, and fo 
in Eaft-India, blows Cand but with a very little variation) .hal€ 
the year South-weft, andthe other half Norcth-eaft 5*we fa ¢ 
here Southerly, till we had raifed ghe Sosth-Pote almofP fore: 
degre: 
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degrees abovethe Horizon. This Pole is a Conftellation of four 
ftarrs, the Mariners call the Crofiers; thefe {tars appear near one 
another like a Crof, ‘and almoft equidiftant: And while we*had 
the view of this Pole, the Sun ( as it muft needsbe) was North 
ar Noon unto us. _ 


The two and twentieth of July we difcover’d the great {fmod | 


MNadagafcar, commonly called Saint Lawreuzce, we being then! be- 
twixt it and the .4fricaz fhore,which Ifland lies almoft every'part 
‘of it under, or within the Southern Tropsck: We touehed not at 
it, but this I darefay from the Credit of others who have been 
‘pon ,, that as it isan exceeding great Ifland (if not the great- 
eft in the known world) fo it isftored with abundance of very 
excellent good Provifions, though inhabited by a barbarous and 
heathenith people, but {tout and war-like, and very numerous. 

Over sgninlt this Ifland , on the main Cantinent of Africa, 


are Zefalaand Mozambique, whereon the Portugals have got fome » 


footing ; the places (as may be ftrongly fuppofed) whithef so- 
lomon fenthis Navy ot Ships, built at Exéongebar , which ftood 
on the banksof the Red-Sea in Arabia the Happy; the Country 
of that famous Qxeex of the Soxth, who hearing of his wifdom 
and renown took her journey thence to vifit the Court of King 
Solomon, who had underftanding like a flood. From that place fore» 
named, Solomon fent his Ships for Gold and Silver and Ivory, oc. 
1 Kings 10.22. they coafting all along the fhore of 4frica 5 for in. 
- the dayes of Solomonthe Ait of Navigation was not known, and 
-Seatmen then fteering without Cart or CompafS were neceflitated 
to k 2p the neighbouring Land alwayes in their fights, as without 
uieition thofe Ships did, and to thofe fore-meéhtion’d places, . 
ftozed (as is related) above other parts of Africa, with thofe 
rjche ft Commodities. | ; 
_ Tinight have taken notice before ( but yet it will not be un- 
feafonable ) of many fudden, ftrong, and violent Gxfis of wind, 
frequently tobe obferved in thofe South-weft Seas, which fur- 
prize a Ship fo fuddenly, that if fhe have many fails abroad,. and 
the Mariners be not very watchful and nimble to {trike them, 
their ftcength ~ueh that: they wilf endanger her overturning. 
Andto thef~ tiére are many. ftrange watery Clouds they call 
Spouts, whi appear like a Fuxvnel or water-tankard, very large 
and ~ one’ end, but fmall on the other which hangs loweft 
an of avery great length ;-They contain a great Quantity of 
wwatese wrapt together by a wh#rl-wind, that falls within a very 
narrow Compafss, the-abundance whereof by its ‘great weight, 
if uy falk directly (as fometimes it doth ) upon the body of 
a {mall Ship, ie will much endanger it 5; and would do much 
ore harm, but that thefe-spouts when they arefeeh may bee¢a- 
fily avoided. 
From the Ifland of Atadagufcar we proceeded on in our 
ourfe; and the fifth of Auguft following, approached near the 
“Mitele Jilands of Atobilia, Gaxadia, St. John de Caftro, with fome 
ax ’ 
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others, whofe Name I know not, called in generaisthe Iflands 
of Comora, \ying about twelve Degrees South of the Egyaten 

The day following being the fixth of 4uguft,Early in the Morn- 
ing our Men looking out for Land efpied a Sail which ftoad di- 
rectly in our Courfe but far beforeus; at firft Gght fhe appeared 
‘as1® tyere had been fome great Hill interpofed betwixt us: Fer 
fir{t, wehad fight only*of her Colours in herhigh Aéaintop 3 after 
this, of her AZaS#s and Saz/s, and thenof her Hv/s afer vwelwich 
manner, Ships at Sea do every whereappear at great diftance 
one to another , which proves that that mighty Collection ef 
waters called Seas, have a Coxwex, or Globousand round body, 
placed by Almighty God,as it were in Hi#/s,or Heaps 5 and being 
being above the earth, and higher thanir, they have fet Lisgits, 
and commanded they areto their Boxrxds, contrary to theif Na- 
ture, vshich theyenay not pafs, for fofaith the Pfalmift, Pfales 

404, 9. Thou haft fet a bound which they may rot pafs over, that 
they returz not again tocever the earth. Bat this is knownto all 
that have been at Sea, therefore we proceed. Ulpon the firi 
fight‘of that Ship, we were all glad of the object, improving all 
endeavours we could to overtake her, ‘with-all preparing oug 
great Ordnance, that if fhe werea Friewd we might falute her, 
if an Excmy be inreadinefs for her. So eagerly purfuing this yun+ 
looked for Ship with the wings of the wind , after that we had 
given her Chafe about five hours, her Colours and bulk difcoyver— 
ed her tobea very great Portugal Cargque bound for Goa, lying: 
in the skirts of Eaft-I#dza, and principally inhabited by Pertuzgals, 

the City of Refidence for the ¥7ce-Roy to the King of Spaz#,, her 

Commandcr called Dow Emanuel de Adeneces, a brave Retfohite 
Man, as the fequent will demonftrate. About noon, the Glebe 
our leaft Ship (C by reafon of her'nimblenefs failing better ,then 

her fellows_) came up-with her on her broad &deto wind-ward, 

and according’ to the Cuftom of the Sea, hayl’d her, afking 

whence fhe wasi fhe anfwer’d indire@ly, Ofthe Sea, galling our 

Men Rogizes, thieves, Hereticks, Devzls 3 atid the Conclufion of 
her rude Complement wasg in loud Caywow Language, dilfcharg- 

ing feven great Picces of Artillery at our Globe; Joughfhe had 

very little reafon fo to do, we having four Ships n Company, 

and fhe alone) whereof fix picrced her through the: wZ/,maiming 

fomc ofher Men, but killing none 5 our Glebe crepryed the 

fame voice, and afterthat fell off _ 

About three of the Clockin the Afternoon,,the Charies our 
Admiral came up with her fonear, that we were within piftol 
thor: our Commander Captain Jofeph proceeded religioulls ,in 
offering them a Treaty , before he proceéded'to Revenge 5, 
we fajuced her with our Trumpets, Mae us with her wind-ISfre- 
wecnts , then we fhewed our Mey on both fides aloft 5 this done, 
our Comibander called to «nem requiring Theirs to come 
aboard, to give an ascountiur the injury they: had Jately-berare 
oflered us 3 theyanfwered, They had nevera Boat; ourCoss- 
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mandéx rdplyed, that he would fend them one, and immediately 
caufed:his Barge to be man’d,and fent off to them,which brought 
back one of their Officers, and two others of inferior rank, with 
this metfage from their Captain, how that he had. proimifed the 
King of Spaiz his Mafter not to leave his Ship, and therefore 
fore’d he mightbe, but never would be Commanded outoffher. | 
Captain ‘fofeph received the Mefitage, and ufed thofe that branght 
at Civilly, and then ordered, that they fhould be fhewed (ina 
bread. fide of great Guns, that lay allready prim’d to be fir'd 
2tgaini} them )how we were prepar’d to vindicate our felves,which 
put the poor Portugals into a fit of trembling, and upon it defir’d 
our Commander to write a few words totheirs, that happily with 
their perfwafion might make him come. Captaiz Fofeph,willing to 
preferve his Honour,& to prevent blood,confented,and forthwith 
caufed a fewlines inSpavi{h to this effect to be wrote unto him. That 
Whereas ,he the Commander of the Carraq#e had offeredwio- 
lenceto our Ship thatfail’d peaceably by him, he’ will’d ‘him to 
eome prefently and give areafon for that wrong, or elfe at his 


rill. - 

' So he difcharged thof@ Portegals, fending one of our Mafters 
Mates back with them with thofe few words, and this further 
meffage, that if he refufed to come,. he would fink by his fide, 
but that he would force him before he left him; Aflorientinum 
werba fant prophetica, his words came ta pafs s for he himfelf fud- 
denly after fellby a great‘ghot that came fromthe Caragnes fide. 
The Caz mander of the Caraque, notwithftanding the Mefiage and 
Menace fent to him, was ftill peremptory in his firft anfwer. So 
our, Men returning, Captaiz Fofeph himfelf, made the three firft 
Sbet.at them, all which, the mark being fo fair and near,hit them; 
this done, the Bullets began to flieon b fides, our Captainz 
cheering his Company, immediately a nded the half-Deck, 
the place where Commanders ule to Leas in thofe Encounters, 
to fhew their own Gallantry, and to encourage the Company un-= 
der their Command, where hehad not been the Eighth part of 

,an hour crea great Shot from the Caraqnes-quarter, deprived 

him of Life in he twinklingofanEye. For this Captain FJofeph ; 

he. was certa ly one who had very much of a Manin him, for. 

*years ancie , who had commanded before in Sea-fights, which 

all within the Strezgéts in the Midland seas and 

near death many times in them, which took others round about 
him, while himfelf went off untouched. a ee 

_ ter Captain Fefeph was flain, the Matter of our Ship continu- 

e he figttt about half an hour, then (knowing there was 
attother to be admitted into that prime place of Cowmand) the 
night approaching, for tha ime gave over; putting out a flag 
of Counfel to call the Captai of the Vice Admiral ( Captain 
Henry Pepwer ) who was to fucce and theother Covmanders

he Morning comn,we found the Carague fo clofe to the Shore, 
and the neareft of our Ships at leaft a League off,that we held oug 
Hanis foe that day, expecting when fhe would weigh her 
Anchors, and ftand off to Sea, a fitter place to deale with hers 
And that after-noon, we chefted our late flain Cozemander, ah 
ting fome great fhot with him into it that he might prefently fink, 
and without any Ceremony of Gxxs,@c. ufual upon fuch dccafi- 
ons,becaufé our Enemy fhould take no notice,put him overboard. 
againft the Ifland of Asohbilza, where he made his own Grave, as 
all dead Bodies :do, buried not in duft but water, which fhall 
one day as well aStheearth give up its dead, Rev. 20.13. when 
all the Bodies of Men fince the world began, that have tafted 
Dgathin their feveral Generations, however after Death they 
have been beftowed, wherefoever laid up, fhall be raifed agains 
And though all would not , yet all muft. . 

A little before night that prefent day, the Caraque departed 
again to Sea; we all loofed our Axchors, opened our Satles, and 
followed. The day now left us, and our proud Adverfary un- 
willing as it fhould feem to efcape, put forth a light (as betore) 
for us to follow him; (as afterward we did to purpofe). The night 
well-nigh fpent, we commended again our felves and caufe to 
God, when I obferved more feeming devotion in our Se4-ser 
that Morning, than at any time before, or after while I kept, 
them company; who, for the generality are fuch a kind of People 
that nothing will bow them or bring them on their knees, ~but 
extream Hazards.Wen is exercife was ended,the day began to 
appear ina red mantl , hich prov’d bloody unto many that be= 
held it. And now we entred upon a fecond encounter, our four 
Ships refolving to take theirturns one aftey-the other, that we. 
might compel this proud Portugal either tobend or break. _ 

And now Reader thou muayeft fuppofe us {peaking ayain to our 
Adverfary, andhe tous, in the harfheft ana lowdeft of all Dia- 
le@s 3 no Arguments being fo ftrong as thofe that ;"roceed frqm 
the mouths of Guzs, and points a Swords. Ou -Charies the 
Admiral played her part firft, and ere fhe had been 
withher Enemy half an hower, there came another great fkot 
from him, which hitting againft one of our Iron Pieces, mount~ 
ed on our half Deck, brake into many little parts, which oft 
dangeroufly wounded our New Commander, and the Mafte £ 
our Ship, with three others befide, who received feveral hu 
by it. Captain Pepwells left Eye, bY a glance of a Piece of that 
broken Bullet, was fo Torz that % lay like Raggs upon his Checks 
another hurt by a piece of the fame Bullet he reeeived an his 
Jaw-bone 3 and by another, on Mis Heads and afourthhurt, e 
received in his Leg, 2 ragged piece of,that broken fhot ftitking, 
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faft betwixt the two bones théreof, grating there uponan Arte- 
ry, which feemed by his complayning to afflict him fo much, 
that ic made him take very little notice of all the reft of his< 
Harts, it being moft true of bodily pains, that the extremity of 
a greater pain will not fuffer a Man much to feel and complain of. 
that which is lefs; as that tormenting pain of the Tooth tach, 
‘makes a man infenfible of the aking of his Head 5 and whenthe 
Gout and Stoze furprize the Body at once together, .the tor+ 
ture. by the Go#t is as it were loft in the extremity of the 
otone. 

_ And thus was our New Covszmzander welcomed to his Autho- 
rity 5; we all thought that his wounds would very fuddenly have 
made an endof him, but he lived till about fourteen moneths 
after, and then dyed as he was returning for England. I told you 
before, that this man fuffered not alone by the fcattered pieces 
of that broken fhort; for the 442S¥er of the Shep had a great piece 
of the Brawn of his Azz ftrook off by it, which made him like: 
wife unferviceable for atime, and three other of the common 
failers received feveral and dangerous hurts by it likewife. 

. The Captain and Mafter beth thus difabled, deputed their 
Authority fo the chief Mafter’s mate, who behaved himfelf re- 
folutely and wifely 5 fo we continued Aferzss vicibus one after 
the other, fhooting at our ddverfary as at a But, and by three of 
the Clock in the Afternoon had fhot down her A4asn-maft by the 
board, htr Aéizen- AZaft, her Fore-top-Maft: And moreover, had 
made fuch breaches in her thick fides, that her cafe feemed fo de- 
{perate that fhe muft either yzeld or perifo. Her Captain thus di+ 
ftreHed f{tood in forthe fhore, being not far from the Ifland of 
Gaxzaias we purfued as far as we durft witheut hazard of Ship- 
wrack, then we fent off a Boat withaflago Truce to fpeak with 
him. ~ He waved us with another, ~ * hich Mt Coxze#zck our 
chief Merchant imployed inthat fervice came upto them, and 
betng invited, entred their Ship, where h- was civilly ufed 5 and 
there he delivered this Meffage tothe chief Commander, and his 
Compan at he had brought them Life and Peace, if they 
‘Would acceptit; withall telling them, that they had deferved 
fo we}l by th irundaunted valour, that they would put them- 
felvesintoov hands, they fhould be entertain’d with all Honour 
an , How the ordinary fort in the Carague were taken 
wit this proffer, I know not 3 yet all this would not work upon 

h-refolv’d Commander, who like Fabricins in Tul could 
not be turn’d, in the leaft meafure, from his former and firs# Re- 
folxion. 

So he contemning the AG@fery he could not prevemt 5 or like a 
_run’d sedge which grows’ ronger by cutting; anfwered our 
Mefiengcr thus; That noin ‘city fhould make altesr his firft 
Refolution, and therefore muft not be talk’t out of the Ship 5 
TT. tne would ftand off to Sea, if ibly he could, and fight us 

_ aing and thenif fre or fword forc’'d him, he might unhappily 
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~ be taken, but he would never yield 5 and if we tookehim alive, 


he hoped to find the refpe& of aGentleman, and till then we 
‘had ouranfwer. Soour Meflenger was difcharged 5 and fhore- 
ly after, this diftrefled Ship wanting her wizgs was forc’d by the 
.wind and waves upon the adjacent Iland of Gazidia, where {be 
fae k falt between two Rocks; thofe that were alive in her, b 
theig soats got upon the fhore, which when they had all reco-. 
vered, willing (as it fhould feem). to deftroy what they.could not 
keep, they fet her on fire.to make her a Coa/, rather than we 
fhould make hera Prize. She wasaShipof an Exceeding great 
valuein Coyz and: Bulion, befides meg d other rich commoaities, 
Cit report afterward abufed us not) but we got nothing frem 
-her but 5/ows, for which fhe was repayed by us with Rusv. ‘The 
poor diftrefled Portugals after rhey had left their Ship, were moft 
inhumanly ufed by the barbarous Iflanders, who fpoyled them of 
all they brought on fhore for their fuccour,: fome of them find- 
ing Death in the place they chofe to efcape it; and doubrlef&s 
they had made havock of them all, had they net prefently beer. 
relieved by two Arabian Funks Cfor fo their fmall ill-buile Ships 
are called) there in Trade; which, in hopelI fuppofe of fome 
great reward, took them in, and conveyed them {afely to their 
own City Goa. . gone 
In this Sea-fight we loft, out of our four Ships,but five méns 
three out of our Admiral, andtwo out of the James, befides we 
had about twenty in our whole Fleet hurt. But of feven hun- 
dred which failed inthe Carraque,. (for fhe was a Ship of an ex- 
ceeding great bulk and burthen 5; our Charles, though a Ship of 
a thoufand Tuns, looking but like a Pizace when fhe was befide 
her) there came nar near half her Company to Gog, as afterward 
we were informed. = 
Our Charlesinthi .. ofition made at her adverfary, for her 
part, three hundred feventy and five great Shot (as our Gun 
ners reported) to thefe we had one Hunzdred Muf{quetiess that 
plyed them with final] fhot all that whz/e; rieither was our Ene 
my Idle, for our Ship received from him.at leafi sn2 hundred 
great fhot, and many ofthem dangerousones through the Hii. 
Our fore-maft was pierced through the middle, gar AZ in-mgaft 
hurt, our 4dazn fiay almott fpoyled, and many ° 2f our Maén~ 
Jhrouds cut afunder. . . Pie 
. And now, Keader, if thou fhalt be pleafed to Accompany.eme 
further, I fhall carry thee from ,this fad difcourfe, w ° 
may be both refrefhed upon a near, 1ich, aad pleafant and 
-And to make way for our entertainment there, take further po-. 
tice, that after wefawthe Carraqgue ina flame Cwhich was abwut 
midnight) we ftood off'and oz till_norning, to fee if any thitiz, 
might be found in her Afhes; of which when we def{paired, we. 
{Gught about to faccour and corfort our wounded and fick rex on 
thefhore. The band these was very high, againft which rhe 
Sea is always deep 3, fothat it was the tenth day of that mont 
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ere we cottld be poficfled of a good Harbour ; 5 which enjoyed, 
we found the iland called Avohbziia, very pleafant, full of Frees, 
and exceeding fruitful, abounding in Beeves, Kids, Poultrey of 
divers kinds, " Rice, Sugar- Canes, Plantews Cok which Fruit more 
fHall be fpoken hereafter) Oranges, Coquer-vuts, as with many 
other wholiom thingss of all winich we had fufficient to relieve 
our whole Company, for little quantities of White Paper, G! Lafs- 
beads, low-prized Looking-Glaffes, and cheap Kzives. For in- 
ftance, we bought as many good Orazges as would fill an Hat 
for one quarter of a fheet of white Writing r-Paper, and fo in pro- 
portion all other Provifions. 

Here we hadthebett Oravzgesthat ever I tafted, which were 
little round ones, excceding {weet and juicy, having but a little 
fpongie fkin within them, and therind onthem almoftas ec in 
as the paring of an Apple : We ear all together, Rind and Juice, 
and found them a Fruit that was extraordinary well-pleafirg to 
the Faft. 

Much of their Fruits the landers brought untousin their 
littlesCavzoos Cwhich are long narrow boats, but like troughs out 
ef firmtrees) but their Cattel we bought onthe fhore 5 Where 
I obferved the people to be ftreight, ‘well limb’d, ftout, able 
men, their colour very tammy 5 mo{t of the men, but all the wo- 
men I faw uncloathed, having nothing about them buta Co- 
vering for their fhawze. Suchas were cloathed had long Garments 
like unto the Arabians, whofe Language they {fpeak, and of whofe 
Religion they are, Mabhumetans, very ftriét Casit fhould feem) 
for Bey would net endure us to come ncar their Charches. They 
have good convenient Howfés for their Living, and fair Sepulchres 
for their Dead. 

“They feemed to live ftrictly under the. OM@dience of a Kreg, 
whofe place of ref¥dence -was fome milcsup in the Countrey 5 
His leave by Metiengers they firft crav’d, betore they would felt 
unto us‘any- of their better Provifions. * Their King jhearmy of 
our arrival, bad us welcome by a FPrefent of Beeves, and Goats, 

and Ponltrey, wad the chief and choice*Fre#/ts of his Counter ey,and 
was highly recompenecd as shethought again, bya Guzre cr rwo 
of white Pape. , a pair of low- prized Looking- Glaffes, ipmeh ngs 
of Glals-Beaas, fome cheap Knives, and with fome other Englith 
toy. 

We faw fome Spanifh Money amongft them, of which thay 
recmed to make fo lictle reckoning, that fome of our men had 
from them many Reyals of Eight, in exchange fora litrle of, 
these cere low and very cheap Commodities which before 1 
ned. ‘ 

The Cogsuer-zut-tree Caf wich this Wand hath abundance) of 
¢dl other Frees may challenge tye preheminence : for, meerly 
withtbefe Trees, without the leafiwaclp of: any other T ‘ails ws, ar 
ony other thing Cunlefs a little Iron-work) a man may éxild, 


enpd furnifb, and fit, and vidfual a fmall Shiptto Sea. For the: 
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Heart of this Tree (being very tough, firm and fat wood > 


growing up ftreight and high, will make Témwber, and Planks. 
and Pixs, and Mafts, and Yards; aftrong Gem that iflues out 
ofit, with the Rind that grows about it, will ferve to calk, the 
‘Ship; andthat fpo6ngy KRé#vd (that looks like our Hemp whenit 
is alicele bruifed) will make Cordage and Sails, and the very 
large Nuts chat grow uponi¢ Cof which are made many excellent 
drinking Cups) when it is newly gathered, hath = aslky, wits 
sebftance thatistender (tafting like an Almond) round abéie-of 
a good fubftance within it 3 and withinthata very. pleafant Lé- 
qguor, that is wholfom, as wellasfavoury, which may fora. need 
ferve thofe which fail in this Ship for weat;and dri#zk, es 

Now well ftored with thefe Nxts and other good Provifions, 
after fix days abode there, the breaches our Ship had lately. ze 
ceived in fight being repaired, and our men well-refrefhed, we 
put gain te Sea the fixteenth day, anda profperous gale foliow- 
ing us,Were carried haprily a fecond time«under the &quinodial, 
without the leaft heat to offend us, the twenty day fourth.of che 
fame Month. Our Courfe was for the Iland of Zocotora near the 
mouth of. the Red Sea, from whence comes our. dloes Zocotrima>. 
but an adverfe gale from the Arabiax fhore kept ws fo. off .thae 
we could by no means recoverit. We pafied a it the firlt.. of 
September, a . vi =e 

Mifling that Fort, we proceeded on our Voyage, and zhe 
fourth of September made a folemn Funeral in. memory of aur 
late flain Commander, when after Sermon the fmall Shor: and 
great Ordnance madea large Peal to his Remembrance, 

On the fixth of September at night, toour admiration and -feag 
tthe Water of the Seafeemed to us as white as milk, which dic 
not appear only foi - the body of the Sea, but it. looked fo :Jike-

And now, Reader, I would have thee to fuppofe me fet- 
ting my foot upon the Eaft-Indian fhore,at Swally before-named. 
On the banks whereofamongft many more Englifh that lie there 
interred, is laid up ‘thé body of M* Thomas Coryat , a man in 
his rime Notxs zineis omnibus, very fufficiently known. Helived 
ther#,and there died, while I was in thofe parts; and was for fome 
Months then with my Lord Embaffadour, during which time, he 
waseither my Chamber-fellow or Tent-mates; which gave me 
a full acquaintance ofhim. That Greek-travelling-Themas (they 
which know his ftory know why I call him fo) formerly wrote 
«« Book entituled Coryats Cradities, Printed in the beginning of 
the year t614- andthen ufhered intothe World by very many 
Copies of excellent Verfes made ‘by.the Witsof thofe Times, 
which did vety muchadvantage and improve, if not enforce the 
fale thereof doing themfelves ‘much more honour than him 
whom they undertook to comimend in their feveral Excom:- 
afticks..) And ifhe had lived,he would have written his laft Tra- 
vels.#o; and in, and out of, Eaft-India 5 fot he refolved (if God 
had fpared him life) to have rambled up and down the world 
world (as fometimes Ulyfés did) and though not fo long as he, 
ig ten full yearsat leaft before his return- home, in which time 

In fed to fee Tartarza in the vatt parts thereof, with as 
imfluch as he’ could of Chiza, and thofe othsr large Places and 
Provinces interpofed betwixt Eaft-Indza and China, whofe true 
Names we might have had fromhim, but yet have not. He had 
a purpofe after this tp have vifited: the Court of Presfer Fohx in 
thiopia, who isthere called by his own people, Ho Biot, The

upon many other -placess which if he had done, and lived ta 
write thofe Relations, feeing, as he did, or fhould, fuch ‘variety 
of Countrie.'

But undoubtedly, if hehad been con- 
tinued in life to have written them , there might have been made 
very good Ufe ofhis Obfervations 5 for, ashe€ was a very Parti- 
cmar, fo was he without queftion avery Fazthful Relator of 
things he &w 5 he ever difclaiming that bold liberty which divers 
Travellers have, and dotake, dy peaking and writzug any thing 
they. cafe of remote parts, whem hey cannot eafily be coztrp- 

" -« taking a Pride in their ftigned Relations, to over-epedk 

ings; being refolved in thjs cafe 2 
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Not owly things to do, but or’-do 5 
Speaking, writing all, and mare too. 


I, therefore for my part, believing this Kelator to be none gf 


thoie, have taken fome things from his truft and credit in this my 
following Difcourfe; And becaufe he could for live tq give 
an account unto the world of his own Travels, I fhall here by, 
the way make fome litle difcovery of his footiteps and flitrimsup 
and down, to and fro, with fomething befides of him, an his 
long peregrinations, to fatisfie very many yet living, who, if 
they fhall pleafe to read this Difcourfe, may recall that man once 
moreinto their remembrance,. who while he lived was 1ikeE@ 
perpetual motion, and therefore now dead fhould not beguite 
torgotten. 

In the year 1612. he fhipe himfelf from Loxzdon for Conftan- 
tizople; now called bythe Turks Stombale, where hg took {pe- 
cial] notice of all things there moft obfervable.. In which place 
he found very great refpec&t and encouragement {from Sir Pagl 
Pinder, then and there Embafladour, to, whofe Honfe, he had 
free and welcam accefs whenfoever he pleafed. Being, there 
for fome time, h¢ took his eoppartunities te view, divers parts in 
Grecia 3 and in the He/efport, took fpecial notice of thofe twa 
Caftles directly oppofed to each other, called Seftos and -dbydos, 
which ftand on the feyeral banks that bound that very narrow 
Seas which Places A4&#fexs makes famous in his very antient Po- 
em of Hero and Leander. 

He defired much to fee where thofe feven Churches:fometimes 
famous in Afa the .Lefs ftood; but fince rheir fin fo darkned 
their light, and God removed, their Cazdiefticks from them ‘Gas 
before he threatned | thofe Places lie fao.in the dark, .that 
it cannot be well difcovered where they once were : Onl 
Smyraais farrougat this prefent day for Trade, but nat Reeligzonw 5 
and Kpbhefas ahd fomeothers of them oe their names.. ftill, 
though they left and loft their Faith and profeflion ofiruth with 


the reft.. : 
He faw what yet remains of the Ruins of lometimes greac 


Troy, but 
Jane Seges eft nbi Troja fuat---- 
That placd which was once {9 populous as ifvithad been fow’n 
wich People, 
And feeded thuz., had after borz 
Millions of mem, now's fow'n with Cor”z. And 


Ou, amrperzere Ruina, tne very Ruins of that place-are al- 
moft all gone to Ruine : The moft obfervable ching 
theré 
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there yet remaining, is part of an exceeding great Hoxfe, whichis 
continued by Tradition to have been fometimes a part of the fa- 
mous Palacé of great Kipg Priamus. ' 

From Smyrva he found a Paflage to Alexandria in Agypt 3 
ZB gypt,that is called by fome, in regard of the Plenty it produ- 
éeth, the Graxary or store-houfe of the World. And in Egypt near 
(ran-Cairo (antiently called Asemphis) he obferved what re- 
mains of the once fam’d Pyramids. -Returning thenee back to 
Alexagdria with one Englifhman more, they found a pafs by 
Seaw Jatta, antiently called Joppa, and there they met fome 
others going to Jerufalem, whichis about twenty Englifh miles 
diftant from Joppa, whence they departed together towards 
F8rufalem, and found it a very folitary , rocky , uncomfor- 
tabte way,. full of danger, by reafon of the wild Arabes, who 
keep about thofe Paflages to make poor Travellers their prey 
and fpoyl. But they came fafe to Ferufafew, tow inhabited by 
Turks, and that place called bythem Cxtts 3 where he told 
me, that himfelf and his Companioml were courteoully re- 
ceived by the Father Guardian of the Convent of Francifcan 
Friars that keep theirrefidence in Jerufalew, and by fome of 
them were-met.at the Gate of the City, where they were com- 
pelled by the Turkifh Souldiers who keep thofe Gates (as all 
others that bear the name of Chriftians are) at their firft com- 
ing thither to redeem their heads by paying. each of them. the 
value of five fhillings, before they could have admittance into 
that place 5 which they kad no fooner'entred, but they were 
prefently carried by thofe Framcifcazs which met them fo their 
Convent 3 and thenthefirftthing they didtoor for them, they 
wafhed their feet, then fet fome comfortable ‘refe&ion before 
them, andafter went in-Procef/fzor about a little Cloyfter they 
had, praifing God that he had broug}’ in -afety soe two Vo- 
taries Casthey called them) tovificthat oly Place. A dayor 
two: after they accompaniedthem to Bethlehem, the place of our 
Bléfed Saviour’s Bixth, about five Englifly miles diftant from 
Jerufalem and in the way betwixt thofe two places fhewed them 
aRock, on which, (as they faid_.) the Bleffed Virgin fate down, 
as fhe went on a time betwixt. Ferujalese and. Bethlehem, to

From Sidoxz they gota paflage by Sea unto Alexandretta, now 
called Scazderoon (in vhe extreameft bettom of the AlvedAerra- 
wear Sea) which ts one of the unwholfomeft places in the world 5 
where I have often heard thatno ftranger (that was born far 
from it) comes to continue there for the {pace of one moneth, 
but is fire eo meet with a ficknefs, which very often proves 
mortal. Ac this place his Englifh Companion left him, and 
turhed his face towards Exgland, and he prefently took his way 
fowards Aleppo in Syr#a, about feventy miles ormore diftant 
from Sca#dérooz, which is,as much renowned for wholfomnefs, 
as the place before-named for bcing unwholfome s and therefore 
itis called, fweet-air'd Aleppo. Here he being kindly received 
ay the Exglifh Conful, ttayed.a timeto gain the company of a 
Caravan, which confifts of a great mixt multitude of people 
from divers parts, which getand keep toge mer travelling thoie 
parts, for fear of the incurfions and vidoxences by Thieves and 
Aturtherers, which they would undoubtedly meet withali. if 
they trevelled fingle, or but few together. Wich thefe he after 
fet forwards towards, and to that Cicy arnciently Called Nixivehb 
in Affyria, Which we find in the Prophetic of Joreh was fome- 
thmes agereat and extellent City of three dayes journey, Jonah 3. 3. 
bur now fo exceedingly lefien’d and ledg’d imobl{curicy, thac 
paffengers crlanot fay of it, This was Nixivebs, which now hath 
ite she =oaeche changed, and is called Avozel.

From hence they journied 
afterwards to Camdahor, the firft Province North Eaft under 
the fubjection of the Great Azoghol, and {fo to Lahore, the chief 


eft_City but one belonging to that great Empire; aplace, as 1 


have been often told by Tow: Coryat and others, of very grea 
trade, weelth, and delight, lying more temperately out of the 
Parching Sun than any other of his great .Cities dn: And:tn 
this City he wanted not Company 3 norafterwards to 4g , 
Atoghol’s Metropolis or chief City. FY lest 

And here itis very obfervable that from Lahore to Agra itis 
four hundred Englifh miles, and that the Country betwixt bath 
thefe great Cities is rich, even pleafant and flat, aCampan.-, 
and the rode-way on both fides a]l this long diftance planted 
with great Trees-which are all the year cloathed with leaves, 
exceeding beneficial unto Travellers for the fhade they afford 
theur in thofe hot Climes. This very much extended.Jength of 
way ‘twixt thefetwo places , is called by Travellers the Long 
Walk, very full of V#Hages and Towns for Paflengers every where 
to find Provifion. ; 

At 4gra our Traveller made anhalt, being there lovingly re- 
ceived in the Exglifh Fadfory, where he ftayd till he had gotten, 
tohis Turki/h and Aforifco or drabian Languages, fome gdod 
knowledge in the Perfiaz and Indostan Tongues, in which ftud 
he was alwayes very apt, and in littletime fhewed much profi- 
ciency. The firftof thofe two, the Perfraz, isthe more quaint 5 
the other, the Indzanz, the vulgar Lamguage {fpokenin EaS¥-India: 
In both thefe he fuddenly got fuch a knowledge and maftery, 
that it did exceedingly afterwards advantage him in his Travels 
up and down the: “ogel’s Territory 5 he wearing alwayestke 
Habit of that Natior; and {peaking their Lazczage. 

In the firft of thefe, the Perffaz Tongue, he made afterwards 
an Oratioz to the Great Avogol, bringing in that Story of the 
Queen of Sheba, 1 Kings 10..

wrote thus in his behalf unto Sir Heary Wottow, then andthere

upon fmall round iron hearths,which they carry with them when 
they journey from place to place, making ufe of them in their 
Tents.{c¢ fhould feem to be an ancient Cuftom in the Eaft,as may 
yl igi by that Precedent of sarah when fhe entertained the An+ 
gels, who found her inher Tent, She toskfine meal,and did knead 
st; ‘and made Cakes thereof upon the hearth, Gen. 18. 6. a 
Totheiy Bread they have great abundance of all other good 
Proevifion, as of Butter (beating their Cream into a fubftance 
like unto a thick Oyl,for in that hot Clwate they can never make* 
tt hard.) which though foft, yet it is very {weet and good. They 
have Cheefe likewife in plenty, by reafgn of their great number 
of Kine,and Sheep, and Goats. Befides, they havea Beaft ve- 
ry large, having af{mooth thick skin without hair, calleda 
felo, which gives good milk; the flefh of them is like 
but neither fo toothfom nor wholfom. Thefe Bxffeloes are 
much-employed in casrying large skin» ef water (for they are 
.very ftrong Beafts) which. hang.on both fides of them, unto Fa- 
milies that want it : their Hides make the moft firm and excel- 
lent Buff. | 
_ ‘They have no want of Venifon of divers kinds, as Red-Deer, 
Fallow-Deer, Elks (which are very large, and ftrong,and fierce 
Creatures) Antilops, Kids, @c. but hele Deer are no where 
imparked, the whole Empire being (as it were) a Forreft for 
them; fora man can travel no way but he fhall here and there 
feof them. But becaufe they are every man’s Game that will 
make them fo, they donot multiply to do them much hurt, ei+ 
ther in their Corn, or other places. 
Tothefe they have great ftore of Hares, and they have plenty 
of Fowls wild and tame, as abundance of Hens, Geefe, Ducks, 
Pigeons , Turtle-Doves, Partridges, Peacocks, Quails, and 
many other fingular good Fowl. They have variety of Fifhs 
allwhich by reafon of their Plenty, andbecaufe many of the 
Natives eat no kind of Flefh atall, nor of any thing that hath 
or may have life 3 and thofe that feed on fuch things, eat not 
ffeely of any of thofe living Creatures,they are all bought ther 
at fuch eafie ratés,asif they werenot worththe valuing. They 
dg not cut their Chickens when they be little to make Capons, 
and therefore they have no Creatures of that name, but men,’ 
their Eunuch?,called there Cogees or Capons intheir Language : 
fo made, when they be very young, and then deprived of all 
thar might after provoke jealoufie, end thereforethey 2re put to 
be attendants on their women, the great men of that Nation 
mteping many of them, a foft, tender people, tever Spado, as 
Juvexal cals one of them, *that never come to haveany Hair on 
tocir Faces. , 
‘But to return again to their Provifions, the Beeves ofthat 
Gountrey difier from ours, in ghat they are none of them ‘Yer 
luré’e: and thofe they have, have eachof them a grezt bunc 
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of grifly ficth which growsupon the meeting of their thoulders. 
The fieth of their Beeves is much whiter than the flefh of ou 
and very fweet, tender and good. Their Sheep ates from ours 
by.their great flefhy Bob-tails, which,fevered from their bodies 
are very ponderous.

Their Fruits are every way anfwerabletothe reft, the Coun 
tr, abounding in Musk-Melons (very much better, becaufe 
ey are better digefted there by the heat of the Sun, than thefe 
with us. .) They have many Water-Melons, a very choice good 
Eruie;-and fome of them as big .as ous ordinary Pompions, 
and in fhape likethem; the fubftance within this Fruit is G on-' 
gy, but exceeding tender and well-tafted, of a colour within 
equally mixed with red and white, and within that an excel- 
lent cooling and pleafing liquor. Here are likewife ftore of 
Pome-granats, Pome-citrons; here are Limons and Oranges, 
bute I never found any there fo od as I have feen elfwhere.

ard here a {trong Argument that may further, and moft ia. 
fallibly fhew the goodnefs of their Soil, fhall not efcape my 
Pen, moft apparent in this, That when the Ground there hath, 
been deftitute of Rain nine months together, and Isoks all of it 
like the barren Sands inthe Defarts of Arabia, where there is 
not one {pire of green Grafs to be found ; within a few days after 
thofe fat enriching fhowers begin to fall, the face of the Earth 
there (as it were by a new Reiurre€tion) is fo revived, and 
throughout fo renewed, as that it is prefently covered all over 
‘with a pure green Mantle. And moreover, to confirm that 

which before I obferved concerning the goodnefs of that Soil, 
among{t many hundred Acres of Corn of divers kinds I have 
there beheld, I neyer faw any but what was very rich and 
good, ftanding as thick ofi. the Groundasthe Land could well 
bear it. ‘ " | 

They till their Ground with Oxen and Foot-Ploughs, their 
Sced-time is Afay, and the beginning of Fuxe, they taking their 
time to difpatch allthat work before that long Rairy feafon 
comes 5 2nd though the Ground then hath béen all the time 
we named before without any fufficient moyfture by fhowers, 
or otherwife, to fupple and make it more fit for Tillage, yet the 
<20ul there is fuch a brittle fat mould (which they fow year 
after year) as that they can very eafily rill ir. “ Their Harve 
isin November and December, the molt temperate months of all 
that year. 

Their Ground ‘is not enclofed, unlefs fome finall quantity 
near Towns and Villages,which ftand fcattered up and downrbrs 
vaft Empire very thick, though, for want of the true names, not 
inferted.in the Map. : 

They mow not their Grafs (as we) to make Hay, but cuit 
off the ground, either green, or withered, as they have occak-

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..:.They.fow Tobacco in abundance, and they take it too, very 
rmouch 3. -but after a ftrange way much different from us: for firft, 
they have little.Earthen Pots, fhaped like our fmall Flower- 
pats, having anarrow neck, and an epenround top, eut ofthe 
belly-of which comes a finall fpout, to the lower part of which 
Spout they. fillthe Pot with water; then, putting their Zpbagco 
joofein thetop, and*a burning coal upon it, they, having firft 
fafeged a very {mall ftrait hollow Cané or Reed (not bigger than 
_.;tmaH Arrow). within thar fpout, a yardor ell long,. the Pog 
ftanding .on.the’ground , draw that fmoak into their mauths 
'Which firft falls upon the Superficies of the water, and much dif- 
colours it. “And this way of taking their Tobacce, they believe, 
‘pakes.it much more cont and wholfem.-.‘ The TJobacco, which 
‘prowsthere, is doubtlefS in the Plant as good asin any other 
Place of the world, but they know not how to cure and or- 
der it, like thofe in the Weft-Indies, to make it fo rich and 

{trong. : +. 
. “The Countrey is beautified with many. Woods and Groves of 
Trees, in which thofe winged Chorifters make fweet Mufick. 
In thofe'Woods fome. excellent Hawks make their neftss and 
there are very often to be feen great flocks of Parakeetoes, or 
little: Parrats,, who have their breeding and lodging amongft 
thofe Melancholy:Shades.: And (inthe number of many. other 
Greatures covered with Feathers.) there are fome very little 
Birds lefs chanour Wrens, who are exceeding pretty, for their 
neat fhape, and'their covering, with moft curious parti-colour’d 
Feathers, full of variety of little fpots. I have feen there many 
"of; thofe rare Creatures kept together in large Cages, who pleafe 
the Eye with their curious Colours, and the Ear with their va- 
riety of: pleafant.Notes. The Woods and Groves in the Sou- 
thermoft parts of. Izdoftan, have greae {tore of wild Apes, and’ 
Monkeys,. and Baboons in them ; fome of which I have feen as 
high as our talleft Greyhounds, which live among the. Treés,and 
climb them at pleafure. Thofe Apes, exc. are very terrible to 
thofe little Birds, -which make their Nefts in thofe. Woods .and 
therefore Naturé hath ponte them this fubtilty (10, preferye 
their young ones. from thofe Creatures which would otherwife 
deftrey them) to build their Nefts in the twigs, and the urmofk, 
boughs of thofe Trees, where fume of them ‘hang like little 
Furfe-nets; to which thofe Apes.and Monkeys, bethey never fo 
little-and light, canngt come to hurt them. - a 
Hélides their Woods, they have great variety of fair goodly 
Treeésthat ftand hereiand:there fingle, but I never faw any there 
Géth. _kinds of ‘Frees which Ezgland affords.

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be afcribedinparte to the fatnefS ofthat Soil, Some of their 
‘Tregs have leavs upon them as broad as Bucklers,others are part- 
ed tmall like our Fernor Brakes, as the Tamerine Tree, which 
bears Cods {fomewhat like our Beans, 1n which whenthe Fruit is 
ripe, thereis a very well tafted pulp, though ic be fowr, moft 
wholfom to openthe hody, and tocooland cleanfe the blood. te 

There jis one very greatand fair Tree growing in that Soil, of 
{pecial obfervation, out of whott Branches or great, Arnis graye 
ditcle Sprigs downward till they take Root (as they wfil cer< 
tainly do if they be let alone) and taking Root, at léngth 
prove ftrong fupporters unto thofe large Branches that yield 
them. Whence itcomesto pafs, that thofe Trees in time (their 
{trong and far-extended Ams being in many placesthus fupport- 
ed) grow toa very great height, and extend themfelves to fuch’ 
an incredible breadth, they growing round every way, as that 
hundreds of men may thade themfelves under one of them at 
any time 5; therather, becaufe thefe, as. all other Trees in thofe 
Southern parts of Faft-Indéa Cas particularly Iobferved before} 
{till. keep on their green Coats. Q 

For their Flowers, they are for the generality like unto 
painted Weeds, which, though theircolour be excellent, they 
rather delight the eye than affect the {mell;for not many of them, 
except Rofes,agnd fome few kinds more, are any whit fragrant : 
Amongft them that are,there .is one white Flower, like to Spa- 
nifh Jeffamin Gif it be not the fame) which is exceedingly well 
fented,of which they make a moft excellent pure {weet Oil, with 
which they anoint their heads, and other parts of their bodies 5 
which makes the company of thofe that do fo very favoury 
and {weet. 

This Empire is watereg,with many goodly Rivers (as they are 
exprefied inthe Map_) thetwo principal are -izdus and Ganges 5 
w here this thing is very obfervable (for they fay there, that itis 
very true) that ong pint of the water of Gazges wejgheth tefs 
by one ounce than any other water in that*whole great Monar- 
chy- Andtherefore (they fay_) chat the Azvogol, wherefoever he 
is, hath water brought him fromthat River; that he may drink 
thereof, by fome appointed for chat fervice, whoare continyal- 
dy cither going toit, or coming from ita: The water is brought 
unto the Kingin fine Copper Jars, exceNenrly well tin’d on the 
infide, and fealed up when they are delivered to the Water- 
bearers for the King’s ufe3 two of which Jars,every one carries, 
hanging upor?Slings fitted for the Porter’s fhoulders. 

Befides their Rivers,they have ftore of Wells fed with Springs: 
and tochefe, they have many Ponds, which’ they call Tezames, 
fome of them exceeding large, fill’’d-with water when that:abun- 
alance of Fram falls Cof which more hereafter. ) 

Phat mottancient and innocent Drink of the World, Weaver, 
is the common drink of Eaft-Iuzdia 5 it is far more pleaf&nc 
and {weer than our waters and muitneedsbe fo, becaufe in al} 

hor 
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hot Countries it is more ratified, better digefted , and freed 
from its rawnefs by the heat of the Sun, and thérefore in thofe 
parts it is more defired ofall that come thither, though they ne- 
ver made-it their drink before, than any other liquor , and 
apreeth better with mens bodies.. Sometimes they boyl the 

ater there with fome wholfom Seeds; and after drink ‘# cold, 
and then: it is, by much, more cold after an heat. ( Like unto 
forme men, who have fhewed formerly mnch zeal and heat for 
‘good, and afterward become more chil and cold than ever they 
ere before.) Sometimes we mingle our water there. with the 
juice of ‘Limons and Sugar, which makes an exceeding pleafant 
dtmk, which wecall there Sherbet. — 

_ Some fmalk quantity of Wine, brit not common, is made 
‘ary ‘them; they call it Rask, diftilled from Sugar, anda 
fpicy rinde of a Tree called Fagra 5 it is very wholfom, iftaken 
very moderately. - Sui ee 

- Many of the people thera, who are-ftri@t in their Religion, 
drink no Wine atall; but they ufe a Liquor more wWholfom than 
pleafantr, they call Coffee; made by 4 black Seed boyld in water, 

‘which turnes it almoft into the fame colour, but doth very little 
alter the tarre of the water; notwithftanding it is very good 
to help Digeftion, to quicken the Spirits, andtocleanfe the

Phere is yet another help for thof that forbear Wine, by an 
Hiérb they have’, called Beetle, or Panne, in fhape fomewhat 
like an’ Ivy-leaf, but more tenders they chew-it" wich an hard - 
Nut, fomewhat like a Nutmeg, (but not in tafte Hike that) and 
a vety little pure white lime amongft the léaves, ahd when they 
‘have fucked’ down the juice, put forth the reft. Ie hath ( as 
they fay; ‘and I believe very much of it) many rare qualities 5 
for it preferves the Teeth, ftrengthetts the Stomack, comforts 
the Brain, and it cures or prevents a tainted Breath. - This lam 
fure of, that fuch is the pleafing fmell of this Beetle, being chew- 
ing in % clofe room, that thebreath of him fo chéwing 1€ fills ic" 
wjthaverypleaGngfavour, 

This Empire fyrther affords very excellent good Horfe, :curi- 
oufly made, high metl’d, and well managed by the Natives. 
Befides their own, they have many of ‘the Perf , Tartariamy 
and Arabian breed, which have the nante to be‘the choife ones 
of the World.

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The Dromedary is called by the Prophet Jeremy, Jer.2.43, the 
Swift Dromedary, the reafon may be, becaufe rhefe , like the

and fo travelling rid ground apace; or serar6 at a pinch, or 
timeof nced, they will carry aman exceeding far without reft. 
and bute with a very litthk food-~ 

' They have fome Rhizocerots , but they are not common, 
which are very large fquare Beafts; bigger than the largeft-Oxen,. 
Exglund affords; their fkins without hair, lye in great wrthkles- 
upon their necks, breafts and backs, which doth not make them 
feem lovely unto the beholders. They havevery ftrong, buf 
fhort Horns, growing uponvery firm bones, that lye over their 
Noftrilss they grow upwards, towards the top of their head, 
every one of thefe Creatures being fortified with one of thems 
and that enough to make them foterrible, that they are fhuan’d 
by other , though very large Creatures. With thefe Horns 
¢€ from which thofe Creagures have their Names) are made yery 
excellent Cups, which ( as is conceived ) give fome virtue un- 
to the ligucr putinto them, if it ftand any whit long in thofe. 
Cups. 

Ana now to conclude with the largeft and the-moft intelli- 
gent € as we fhall hereafter fhew) of all the fenfible Creatures 
the Earth produceth, the Elephant, of which this vaft Monar-_ 
chy hath abundafice; and of them, the 4Z@gol is Matter of many 
thoufandss and his Nobles , and all menof .quality befides, in 
thofe large Territories, have more or lefs ofthem. But of thefe 
much fhall be fpoken in my fixt Section. 

I obferved before, that the Inhabitants of this Empire did 
carry moft of their burthens upon the backs of their Beafts 5 and. 
iq a fpecial mannerethis pgople employ their Camels and Droe- 
ntedaries for tHis ufe, to carry their Merchandizes from place to 
piace : and therefore I fhall let my Reader {ee -

other Commodities are, which are brenght 
into this Emprre. 


He moft Staple Commodities of this Empire are Zdico 

and Cotton Wool; of that Wool they mxkedivers farzs ot 

Callico , which had that name (as F fuppofe ) from Caazcxt, 

not far Trom Goze, where that kind of Cloth was firft bought by 
the Portugals. ; 

For the,Spices brought hither bythe Faft-India Fleet they 


are ‘had more Southerly, from the IMlands of Sumatra, from Fa- 
wa 
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Ya major and minor, from the Molxccoes, and from other places 
thertabouts: In which, as in the Adolucco Wlands , and thole 
other parts'too from whence the richeft Spices come, the Low- 
Gountry Merchants have got fuch footing, and fucha particulat 
‘intereft.-that our Englifh Factors there (for the prefent) buy 
thofe Cammodities ;.as we fometimes do ‘buy Provifidns and 
Gorhmicdities here at thome, out of the engroffing -Huckfters 
hands =: So that our Englifh in thofe parts have a free Trade for 
‘0°'‘kind of Spice, but for that, which is one of the loweft 
prized, namely, Pepper, which they fetch from Bastamz. Which 
more general Trade of the Dutch, thev have formerly gained at 
ad: Wery vaft -expence , by fortifying »nemfelves there, in the 
yplaces where-ever they fettle 5 -and then ftandin >» Upon their 
‘Guard, put a kind of force upon the Natives to fell them their 
€om ities. | . 
_-What the carriage of that people hath formerly been in thofe 
parts towards our Engiifh, (where their Swords bath been longeft) 


is fufficiently made known by other Pens : This I may conclude . 


from their example ( and I would they wete fingular and alone 
-in it ) that when a people will not be ordered by that Royal 
Liew, which commands us, Matth.7.12- To do nothing, bxt 
sphat we would be content to fiffer 3 as to do nothing unto others, but 
‘what we would be well content to fiffer from others: Buton the 
cuhtrary. when they meafure things, not by the ftrait and even 
Rule quity, but by the crooked and oblique Line of Power, 
arming their Injuftice todo what they pleafe, becanfe they can 
do what they will: This. caufeth many to make vety bold with 
fod in cafés that feem to give advantage unto their high 
thoughts and Commodities : For what evil cannot Ambition and 
Covetoufnefs do, when they are bacxt with an Arbitrary and 
unlintted Power here below, ifthey be not checkt by a fttonger 
Arm from above Whence we fee it often come to pafs, that 
when the Laws of Natureand Nations, yea*of Gad himfelf, lye 


in the “way of their profit, or earthly advantages ( what-ever. 


their fufferings «or lofs be afterward) they either fpurn them 
thence, or elfe tread and trample upon them at pleafure, to com-+ 
pafs their ends for the prefent. This Ican fy of the Dutch 
( fomething from my own knowledge , but more from there- 
port of others.)- thar whenI lived in thofe parts, and we Englith 
there wer®@more for number than they, and confequently could 
recgive no-burt from them, wethere ufed them ag Neighbours 
and Brethren; but inother places, wherethey had the hike ad- 
v ot e of us, they dealt with us neither like Chriftiansnor 
‘ But I will not hege any Jonger digrefs, bur return

he Indico we bring thence, is a good, anda rich Commo» 

- Ye is there made of lictlé leaves, not bigger than those 

on our Goof-berry bufhes , and the thrubs that bear thofe1 
Ee : . are 
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are about their bignefs. ‘Thefe leaves they flip off from the fman 
branches of thofe bufhes, which grow with round and full heads 
without pricks. The leaves thus ftripp’d off, are laid in grea 
heaps together certain dayes, till they have been ina hot fweat 5 
then are they removed, arid put into very great and deep Veflel 
fill’d With afufficient quantity of water ro fteep them in, where 
they leave their blew. tin¢tare with their fubf{tance; this done, 
the watcr'is drain’d out into other exceeding broad, but very 


‘fhallow Veflels, or Vats; made of Plaifter (liketothat we calif 


Piaittér of Parzs)} which will keepin all the Liquor till the hak 
Sun in fhort time extracts the moifture fromits and then what 
mainsin the bottome, is @ Cream about one quarter of aninch 
thick, which fuddenly becomes hard anddry, and that issour 
Indico, thebeft fort whereof comes from Bazz, near unto Agra, 
and a coarfer fort is madeat Czrkeefe, not far from Amadamaz 5 
about which two places, are a very great nu nber of thofe fhrubs 
planted, which'bear thdfe leaves. 

For their Cottoz-wooll, they fow feed; and very large quanti- 
tics of Groundin Eaft-Ivdiaarethus feeded. It grows ug like 
finall Rofe-bufhes, and then puts forth many yellow bloHoone 5 
thofe afterward falling off, there remain little Cods, about the 
bignefs ofa Man’s Thumb, in which the fubftance at farft is moift 
and yellow 5 butas they ripen, they {well bigger, till they break 
their :Govering, and after, in fhort time, that within them be- 
comes Wool, as white as Snow, and then they gather it. Amongft 
that Wool they find feeds to fow again as they have occafion’s 
but thofe fhrubs bear that Wool three or four years ere they 
fupplant them: Of this Cottoxz-wool.they make divers: forts of 
white Cloth (as before lobferved) fome broad; fome narrow, 
{ome coarle, fome hnne,and very fine indeed ; for fome that I have 
feen there I believe wasas fine as our pureft Lawn. Mutch of 
the coarfer fort of that Cloth they dye into Colours,.or elf {tain 
init .variety of welF-thaped and well-colovred Flowers or Fi- 
gures. which are fo fixed inthe Cleth, thatno water can wafh 
them out. ‘That pretty Art of {taining, or prirting fixing thefe 
vartety of Coloursinthat white Cloth, the People of 4fa have, 
engroiied to. themfelves , where the moft curious Piztadaes ure 
made; whither neighbouring, as well as more remote Nations, 
bring.their Monies to fetch them thence. 

In @ecaz, which bounds upon the Azogol’s Tcrritoties South, 
¢ the Princes whereofare Tributaries unto him. ) there are~many: 
Diamond-BRocks, in whkichare found thofe moft pretious of all 
other Stones 3. and'they are to be fold in this,Empire , and .con- 
{quently tobe had by thofe who have {kill to buy the, o wad. 
Monéy-to pay for them. But as allthe Stonesin Eaft-Ims iaare 
not pretious, fo thofe that are, the Natives know very well maa 
to value. 

‘But further, forthe.Merchandizing Commodities the Azogor & 
Pirpvirices aftord, thereis Mufk (by reafon of their abundsence 

of 
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of Mufk-Cars) to be had in good quantity 3 and there are Be- 
fi r ftones : which are not focalled from any Beaft of that name, . 
sut chey grow inche maws of Goats, which when they obferve 
to grow excceding lean , they kill them, and find rhofe ftones 
Jn therg-s-4ind if they did not fo, that {tone inthem would make 
‘an end of them. By which we may obferve, how that pre- 
tious Bezar ftone, that proves matty times fuch a Cotdial, and 
Prefervative tothe Life of Man, is deftructive and mortal un- 
to the poor Creature trom whence ivis taken : Like that pre- 
&ious Word of God, that may proceed from the Lips of him 
that hath a lean Scul, and may do othgrs good, but himfelf no- 
thing but mifchief. The greateft number of thofe Goats, from 
Whence thoie Bezars are taken, feed on the Mountains of Lar 
in the Pe:ffeazs Territories, the Weftern-Bound (as before) of 
the Afogol’s great Empire. 
They have fome fore of Silk heres but the greateft quaatity 
of that rich Commodity, that any place inthe whole World 
‘affords, comes out of Georgia, a Province belonging unto the 
King of Perfiz. Thole Georgians and Armenians, (both under 
the Cominand of the Perfian King) are by profeffion Chriftians, 
like thofe of the Greek Church. And the 4b¢ff/izs, under the 
Commind of Preffer Joh, are in profeffion Chriftians like- 
wife, but thefe 4b¢f/zms circumcife their Males before they bap- 
tize thern. Alafs poor People! who for want of better inftru- 
&ien cannot know what*they fhould, and therefore kzow zor 
what theydo. A\lthofle Armenians, Georgians, and Abiffsys, (as 
I have it from others, but can relate fomething of it out of my 
own knowledge) even all of them fee Chrift but in the dark, 
and by reafon of the general ignorance that is in them, cannot 
know God asthey ought in Jefus Chrit. Thefe arethe differ- 
ent cafes of mang which profefs Chrift in the World; fome 
carnot know him, fome care not to know him, and fome will 
not kiow him; Amongft the firft of thefe, they all may be 
ranked whom I but now named, as many others of the Greck, 
and thofé that profefs Chriftianity in Ruffian Churches, with 
many-inany others of the Romith , who have the Truths of 
Ged fealed up in an unknown Tongue, to keep, and to conti- 
mue them in ignorance 3; who inftead of the two Breafts of 
tne. Church, the Law and the Gofpel, are fed with mouldy 
and finnowed Traditionss and their cafe being fo, our Chari- 
ty’ towards them “may lead us thus far, to believe that they 
would do better, if they knew better; and this may fpcak 
muckhyr their etcufe. But whar Plea canbe made for us of this 
Wan&-% that Do xot what we Know 5 or if we be ignorant, it is be- 
caufe we will be fo 5 not becaufe we cannot know, but Bbecaufe

or ftrip’d in party-colours ; but the beft of them for richnefs and 
goodnefs come net near thofe which are made in the parts of 
Italy. 

Many curious Boxes, Trunks, Standifhes, Carpets, with 
other excellent Manufactures, may be therehad. “They have 
medicinal Drugs , and-amongft them very much Caja grow 
ing there.inCanes. They have Gums well fented, and much 
Lignun Aloes, which burnt, yields a perfume better than any 
one thing in the world’ that Iever fmelled. They havégreat 
{tore of Gum-lac , of which they make their hard Wax 5 ang 
that Gum likewife they there imploy for many other neat ufes, 
The Earth there yield# good Minerals of Lead, Iron, Copper, 
Brafs,* and (they fay) they have Silver-Mines too5 which. if 
true ) they need not open, being fo enriched from other Na- 
tions of Exrope, and other parts, who yearly bring thither grear 
quantities of Silver to purchafe their Commodities. Which }] 
colleé& from our Englith Trade there >» for, thougk we vent 
fome quantity of our Wollen Cloth, with fome other things we 
carry thither, yet the greateft part by far of Commodities 
brought thence, are caught bythe Silver hook. And this is the 
way to make any Nationof the world rich, to bring, and leave 
Silver in it, and totake away Commodities. : And. as all Ri- 
vers run into the Sea, fo many Silver Streams runinto this Mo- 
narchy, and there {tay 3 the People of any Natio: being there 
very welcome that bring in their B#fion, and.carry away the 
others Merchandizes 5; but it is look’d on as a Crime that 
is not eafily anfwered , to tranfport any quantity of Silver 
thence. 

The Coyn, or Bullion, brought thither from any place, is 
prefently melted and refined, and the Asogol’s Stamp Cwhich 
is his Name, and Titles, in Perfian Characters) put upon ir. 
The Coyn there is more pure than in any other part of the world, 
being ( as they report ) made of pure Silver, without any 
Allays fo that in the Spanifh Money , the“pureft of all Ewrope, 
there is fome drofs. 

They call their pieces of Money, Roopees = of which there are 
fome of divers values, the meaneft worth two fhillings and’ 
ahree pence, and the beft two fhillings and nine pence {terling. 
By thefe they count their Eftates and Payments. They have 
another Coyn of inferiour value in Guzarat, called Atazoodies, 
about twelve pence fterling; both the former, and thefe, are 
made io halfs} and fome few in quarters; fo cae three pence is 
the leaft piece of filver current in thofe Countrics,and very few of 
them to be feen. That which paffeth up°and down ’ 
chang¢under this rate, is Brafsor Copper Money, whic they. 
call Pices; whereof three, or thereabouts, countervail a Pe anv, 
T hofe Pzces are made fo maffieand thick, as that the bafer’sne- 
tal of which they are made, put to other ufes, is well-nigh 
werth the Silver they are rated at. Their Silver Coyn 

is 
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is made either round or fquare, but {% thick, as rhat it never 
breaks nor wears out. They have pure Gold-Coyn likewiite, 


iome pieces of great valuc; but thefe are not very ordinarily feen ' 


aumongift thei. 

I have how done with this Section, whereinI have related 
anuch of the Commodities, Riches, as before of che Provifions 
aad Pleafures which are to b| foundin that vaft Monaschy, and 
I ganceives nothing but what’ Truth will juftifie. And now left 
that place [ have defcrib’d, thould fegm ro be an earthly Para- 
dife; [ muft acquaint my Reader, that the Contents there found 
By fuch as have lived in thote parts, are four’d and fauc’d with 
many unplealing things; which he muft needs know, when he 
takes notice 


SECTION FV. 


Of the Difcommoditics, Inconveniences, and Annoyances, 
that are to be found or met withall zn this Empire. 


. S the Poets feigned that the Garden of the Hefferides 
Ve ‘(wherein were Trees that bare Golden Apples) was guard- 
ed bya Serpent: So there are ftings here, as well as fruits; all 
coufidered together may got unfitly be refembled by thofe Lo- 
culrsmention’d , Rev.9. 7, 8, 10. verfes, Who had the Faces of 
Mten, and the Hair of Women, and Crowxs asof Gold on their 
Heads; batthey had too, the Teeth of Lyons, and thetayls of Scor- 
pions, and there were ftings inthofée tayls. Here are many things to 
content and pleafe the enjoyers of them, to nmake their life more 
cinfortable ; bur withall here are Téeth to tear, and {tings to 
kill : All put together, are nothing but a mixture made up 
(as indeed all earthly things are ) of good and bad 5 of bitter 
and {weet ; of what contents, and of what contents noc. 

The Annoyagces of thefe Countries are, firft many harmful! 
beafts of prey,, #s Lyons, Tygers, Wolves, Jackalls., with 
others $ thofe Jackalls feein to be wild Doggs, who in great com- 
panies run up and down in the filent night, much dilquieting 
the peace thereof, by their molt hideous noyfle. Thofe moft 
ravenous Creatures will noc fuffer aMantoreit quietly in his 
Grave, for if his Body benor buryed very deep, they will dig 
1im thence, and bury as much of him again as they can confume 
in their hungry bellies. In their Puivers are many Crocodiles, 

"= Latet angurs in herbajon the Land,not a few over-grown 
Snaky with othes vencmous and pernicious Creatures. Jo our 
Hades there we often fee Lizards, thaped like unt6 Crocodiles, 
of a fad green colour, and but little Creatures, the fcar bi whom 

refenes its (C]E molt to the Eye, «for [ do vot know that they are 
hortfal. There are many Scorpions to be feen, which are 
: Bbib 2 ofren- 
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oftentimes felt, which creep intotheir houfes efpectally' in that 

time ofthe Rains, whofe ftinging is moft fenfible, and deadly, 

if the Patient have not prefenrly fome oy! that is made of Scor . 

pions, to annoint the part affed&ted, which is a fudden anda cer- 

taincure. Bucif the mancan get the Scorpion that ffung him, 

(as fometimes they do) the aylie fubftance it affords,beinig ‘Ocutem 

in pieces,.fuddenly applyed, is a prefenthelp. The fting oF 

the Scorpion may bea very fit refemblance of the fting of Death, 
che bicternefs and anguifhevhereof nothing can af{wage and cure * 
fo well, asa ferious confideration, and a continual application of 

the thoughts of dying. Kacilé contemnit omnia, qui cogitat fe fem- 

per moriturum, that mali may trample upon every thing, whofe 

meditations are taken up with the thoughts of his Change. He 

cannot dye but well, who dyes daily; daily in his preparations 

for death, though he dyenot prefently. 

The Scorpions are infhape like unto our Cra-fifhes, and not 
bigger, and look black like them, before they are boyled. They 
have a little round tay! which turns up,and lyes ufuallyupon their, 
backs, at the end whereof istheir fting, which they donot put 
in,and let out oftheir bodies,as other venemous creatures do,but | 
it alwayes appearsin their tayls ready to ftrike 5 it as very fharp 
and hard, and not long, but crooked like the talon of an Hawk. 

The abundance of Flyes (like thofe fwarms in Egypt, Exod. 
8.21.) in thofe parts did likewife very much amnoy us: for in 
the heat of the day their numberlefs pumber was fuch, as that 
ve could not be quiet in any place for them, they being ready 
to fly into our Cupps, and to cover our Meat as foon as it was 
placed on the Table 5 and therefore we bad alwayes fome of the’ 
Natives we kept there, who were our Servants, to ftand round. 
about us on pupofewhile we were eating, with Napkins to fright 
them away. And as in the day one kind of ordinary oe 
troubled us; fo in the night we were likewife very much dif- 

uieted with another fort called A#:/queetoes, like our Gnats, bue- 

ome-what lef’, and in that feafon we were very much troubled 
with Chinches, another fort of little troublefome and. offenfive 
creatures, like little T#kes: and thefe annoyed us two wayes 3 
as farft by their biting and ftinging, and then by their ftink- 
From all which we were by far more free when we lodged in 
Tents ( asthere we did much) than when we abode in Houfes 5 
wherein great Cities and Towns, (to add.unto the difquigts 
I before named |) there were fuch an abundance of large hungry 
Ratts, .that fome of us were bittenin the night as we lay in our 
beds, either on our Toes or Fingers, or on the tips of our Fars, 
or onthe tops of our Nofes, or in any part dé our Bodies !.clides 
which.they could get into their Mouths. ; 

The winds in thofe parts (as I obferved before |) whith.they 


‘callthe A/oxt foore , blow conftantly one way, altering bu: few 


points, {fix months Southerly, 2nd fx months Northerly. ‘he 
months of April, May, and the beginning of Fuze, till the Rain 
falls, 
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falls,ake fo extremly hot,as that the wind when it blows but gent- 
ly, receives fuch hear from the parched ground, that the reficcti- 


on thereofis ready to blifter a Man’s Face that receives the breath + 


of ic. Andif God did not provide for thofe parts, by fendiny a 
breeze, or breath, or {mall gale of wind daily, which fome-what 
tempers that hot fulphureous Air, there wereno living in that 
Torrid Zone for us Englifh_ who have been ufed to breathe ina 
rempé@race,Climate ; and, notwith{tanding that benefir, the Air 
in tht place is fo hot to us Englifh, that we fhould be every day 
{tewed in our own moifture, bur that we ftir very little inthe 
heat of theday, and have cloathing ¢bout us as thin as we can 
makeit. Andnomarvel, for the colde{t day in the whole year 
at noon (unle(s it be inthe time when thofe Rains fall) is hotter 
there then the hotteft day in Exgland. 

Yet I have there obferved moft ftrange and fudden changes 
of heat and cold within few hours, as in Novewsber and Decezber 
the moft temperate moaths of their year Cas before) and thenat 
.mid-night the Air was fo exceeding frefh and cold, thatit would 
produce a thin Ice onthe water,and then as we lay in our Tents, 
we would have been very glad ofthe warmth of a Rugg upon us, 
and the noon of that following day would be fo extream hot, as 
that it was troublefom then to keep on the thinneft cloathing. 

_ Sometimestherc, the wind blows very high in thofe hot and 
dry feafons, not long before the Rain begins to fall, raifing u 
into the Aira very great height, thick Clouds of Duft and Sand, 
which ap pear like dark Clouds full of moifture,but they deceive 
like the brook in Job, Job 6.15. that hath no water init. Thete 
dry fhowers (which Almighty God threatensto fend amonga 
eople asan heavy judgement, Dext.28.24. When he will make 
the Rainof a Land powder and duft) moft grievoully annoy all 
thofe amongft whom they fall, enough to finite them all with 
a prefent blindnefe; filling their Eyes, Ears, Nofttils, and their 
‘Mouths are not free if they be not alfo well guarded; fearch- 
ing every place as wéll within as without our Tents or Houfes, fo 
that these isnot a little key-hole, of any Trunk or Cabinet, if 
"it be not covered, but receives fome of that duft into it, the duft 
‘farced to find a lodging any where, every where, being fo driven 
and forced, asitis, by the extream violence of the wind. 


But there is no place nor Country under Heaven, nor yet ever - 


hath been, withous fome difcommodities. The Gurdex of Edex 
gd a Serpent init., Gen.3. He that made all things by his Ab- 
«lute Command, hath fo mixed and tempered, and ordered 
all ghings here below by his infinite Wifdom, that either too 
curch Heat, ortoo much Colds; either the barrennefs of the 
Soy! or the unwholfomnef% of the Air, or fome thing elfe, mi- 
nit matter of exception more or lefS againft evety place, that 
the Sonsof Men might hence learn, that there is ne true and 
perf c-content to be found in any Kingdom,bat in that of Heaven: 
Eor while wearce here, trouble and peace, mourning and joy, 
comfort 
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comfort and difcontent, come all of them by courfes und fuccef- 
cefltons 5 to chat there isno weeding up of thofe Tares, no re- 

- moving of thofe Annoyances from the Lite of Man. 

And fo having obferved what is Truth, and what is enough 
ty be faid uf the Inconveniences and Annoyances. as well as 
of che Commodities and Contentmentrs which are tove round 
in thie patts, I come now to {peak of the People that inhabit 
there. And becaufe many particulars will necefflarily fall with: 
inthe compals of this parr of my Obfervatious , which would: 
more weary my Reader f they fhould be prefented unto*him

Of the Inbabitants oft Fafi-India, who they are 5° Of their 


neoft excellent Ingenuity expreffed by their curious Ma- 
nufaGinres, their Markcts at: Home to buy: and fell in, 
and their Trade abroad , 


7~q~He Inhabitants in general of Indoftax were all anciently’ 
Gentiles, called in general Hindoes, belonging to that 
very great number of thofe which are called Heathens, which 
take up almoft two thirds of the number of the People who in- 
“habit the face.of the whole Earth.. But of this more hereafter. 
There are fome Jews ( but they are not many_) here and there’ 
icatrered and loft as it were, in thofe other great numbers of 
People; the greate{t company of Jews now to be'found together 
in any one place of the world (Cas I have been made to believe 
from the obfervation of others.) areto be fees at Grand Cairo in 
Eeypt, whither they are returned, and where fetled, to take tHeir 
All of their fore-Fathers Flcfh-pots. For the Inhabitants ef Eafé- 
India ever fince they were fubdued by Tamwberlain, they bave 
been mixed with A¢ahumetaus, which though they be by farr 
in refpeét of their number Jefs than thofe Pagans, yet they bear’ 
all the (way, and command all in thofe Countries. 

There are befides thefe, € now become as it were Natives 
there .) a great number of Perfrazs and Targars ( who are MMa- 
bumetans by Religion) that there inhabit, very many of whick 
the Afogol keeps tor Souldiers to ferveon Horie-back, callec 
there Haddees: There are of both thefe many daring, ftour, 
hardy and valiant Men. For the Perfiams, there are of themfmary 
comely Perfons, not fo {wart as thofe ot Eaft- India. . Butk ~ 
dartars ¥ have there fcen , Cand I have feen many of them: ).they 
are mor to be commended for their Vaiour than Beaury.5 
iqnare, our, {trong People, haying platter Faces,and flat Noses. 
There aye many Armenians, and fome Abiffizs amongft varie 
| ; who 
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Who wear rhe Livery of Chrift, in being called Chriftians, the 
yreateft part of whofe Chriftianiry lies in their Name. ‘Thofe 
Arn: fians there make fome wine to fell, of Raifons, Sugar,and 
Qaher ingre lients, that is {trong and heady, and luicious, tafted 
fe0.> °° many Chriftians that come thither, as by thofe toc 
that make it. Of the green Grapes there, though they, have 
«mndance and they great, and good, yet they make 
“Wine afall : The Mahumetans Cin wbedience to a Precept of 
Miahbyrrets which forbids Wine) neithe: make, nor drink it 5 and 
ethersare not iuifered there to make,it of thofe green Grapes, 
for tear Cas [ fuppofe) they fhould maxc, and drink too much 
OF ir. 

Fo thofel have named of other Nutions, (thar are to be Gen 
1 Eaft-India) there are befides tome few almoft of every people 
in .4fiz, and many Europeans of divers parts (that ufc to ftir 
from their own fires) to be found among{t them; and among 
that great’ varicty of People and Nations thereto be obferved, 4 
have taken {pecial notice of divers Chincfaas, and Japanefaas 
there, andthof I have feen of them, for the generality, arca 
people of mo large ftaturc, with little eyes, and nofes fomthing 
flatted 3 de tribus Capillis, with afew black hairs that ftand {cat- 
tered on their upper lips which make them as handfome beards 
x6 are to be feen cn our Hares, or Cats. 

There are fome Jews here Cas before I obferved) whofe ftub- 
bornnefs and Rebellion, Yong ago, caufed Almighty God to 
threaten them, that they fhould be after fifted, and f{cattcrur® 

-among all the Nations of the World. 

Thofe ancient Satyrifts, Perfizs, and Juvenal, aftcy that mot 
horrid act committed by them in Crucifying gur Blefled Saviour 
Cthough not in rcefpeét unto that moft grucl action, far they were 
Heathens) yetthay callthem Verpos, that is,circeumcited, Worms, 
vermin. Tacites atter givesthema moft unfavery Epithete, cal- 
Ming them feterxtes Judeos, ftinking Jews. Marcus the Emperour 
obicrving them well, concluded that they were a gencration of 
men worfe than fevages or Canibals,to be even the wortt of men, 
is if they were the very refute and dregs of mankind. 

How ulual is that Proverb, that when men are fulpected to do 
others.if¢ thantiney thotdicd, to anfwer, what, azz Jew, that I 

foil da ja, avd-for Thave obferved fomthing to this purpote, 
frG-nthe people of £aft-India, whoare very valiant at tongue- 

edits. tThougn novto with their weapons Cas you will hear after- 
ward: that ovopie,U lay, who havea very smbic but a bafe qua-' 
lity 2 paiatnc at. angi mifcaliine one another sand their Janguage 
"ts, Ree benitets that thoy can call a sian sf, ty. 0 07 
Soy Bie things tacone words but wicn they come to ceil him, 

S¥orthey Milicall, patcico Jew, thev bclicve Cas IT havé been of- 
ten, tala, that they can ¢€G no higher 3 cite. ming that, be ve.all 
otntr ivime, the iighelt name of*obloguy. . 

Tote de belicve, Coceauf the Lord hath promi§% ir) thar 

he 
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he will find atime to call home this people again to himfelf, 
when they thall receive honour above all the contempt they 
have been long under 5 after they fhall fee with forrow, and with 
the eye of fitch, Him, whom their Fore-fathers, dt of igno- 
rance,, and detpitc, and unbelicf pierced. 

ey the Stature of the Natives of Eaft-India,they are like us, 
but generally very ftrei; yor 1 never obferved nor heard of 
any crooked perion amorgit them : And one reafon may be; pe-! 
caufe they never lace nory girt in their Bodies; and when they 
fleep, they accuftom therafelves to ftretch out their Bodies a 
their full length, withouv any thing toraife up their heads. And 
fircher, among many other. things I took fpecial notice of there, 
I never obferved any deformed Perfon , nor Ideot or narural 
Fool, in rhote Paxts. 

Now for the Complexion of this People, they are all of them 
of a fad itawney or Olive-colour 5 their Jair black as,a Raven, 
very harfh, but not curl’d. They like not a man or woman, 
that is very white or fair, becaufe that Cas they fay) is the colour 
of Lepers, common amongft them. Moft of the Afahumetans, 
except the Afoolaes (which are their Priefts) or thofé which are 
very old and retired, and have (as it were) given the World 
quite over, keep their chins continually bare, but fuffer the haii- 
on their upper lipps to grow very long 5 and they keep it in itS 
natural colour , by combing it continually with black-lead 
Combs, till they be of good yearss but afterward, when Time 
‘rath fo {mowed upon them, that they can-nolonger keep in nor 
conceal their gray hairs, they ufe the Rafor Casthey did) no - 
more, but let the hair of their chins grow long and Jarge, which 
makes many gray-beards amongft them, and I conccive that there 
are of thofe many Old mene 

And further, it isthe manner of the Mahumxtans to fhave all 
the hair from off their Heads, referving only. cne lock on the 
Crownofthem, for AZahomet to pull them uf to Heaven wjth (as 
they fondly conceit). The Hiwdoes fhave their Heads Jikewile, 
but cut alleff; and both of them fhave thus, and that very often;: 
but however their baldnefs appears not at all ,becaufe their Heads ‘ 
are continually covered with a Shafh, or a wreath of narrow Cal- 
lico-Cloth, many times wrap’d about then, Cuftially for their 
colour white or red) which they never pull, off; as we-do oy? 
Hats in Complements. Their much and often fhaving makes 
many excellent Barbers amongit them, who befides their Sciflers— 
‘and Pafors, ufe a little Inftrument about the length of a fhort 
Bodkin, very fharp, made like a Chize), buts10% broader #t the 
cutting cnd than the fhank of a fix-pesny nail, with whic. 
pare and clenfe the nails ontheir fingers and tocs. Evcry Paghe 
carries alijvays about him a round Looking-glafs made of fect 
about ehccompafs of a large trencher-platc, made fomwhathgl- : 
low, and-Kecpt by them exceeding clean and fleek, fo that jt will 
reprefcnt tre Face of him that beholds it on the convex fide very 

wcll.

They 
makg: likewile excellent Carpetts of their Cotton-wooll, in fine 
mingled colours, fome of them moire thanthree yards broad, 
and of a greatlength. Some other richer Carpets they make all 

t Silk, to artificially mixed, as that they livelily reprefent thoic 
flotvers, and figures made inthem. The ground of fome other 
of their rich Carpets is Silver or Gold, about which are fuch 
liken flowers, and figureg (as before I named) moft excellenrly 
and orderly diipofed throughout the whole work. 

Their skill is likewife exquifite in making of Cabinets, or 
Boxes, or Trunks, or Standifhes, curioufly wrought, within, 
and without ; inlaid with Elephants tooth, or Mother of Pear). 
cx Ebony, or Tortoyfe-fhell, or Wyre 5 they make excellent 
Cups, and other things of Agate, afd Cornclian 5 and curious 
they are incuttig all manner of ftones, Diamonds as well as 
others. A 

They paint Staves, or Bed-fteads, or Chefts of Boxes, or 
Fruit-dithes, or large Chargers,extream neatly;which,when they 
'bé not inlaid (as béfore) they cover the wood Cfirft being hand- 
famly tern’d) with a thick Gum, then put their Paint on, moft 
artificially made of liquid filver, or gold,or other lively colours, 


which they ufe.; and after make it much more beautitul with a- 


very clear varnifh put upon it. 
~ They are excellent at Limning, and will coppy out any Pi- 
‘ctyre they fec tothe life = for confirmation of which take this 
inftafice 3 It happened that my Lord Embafladour vifiting the 
Moge.on a time, as he did often, prefentcd him with a curi- 
Soy] at frnall oval Pidturt done to the lite in Exgland.. The 
pitt was tnuch pleafed withit, but toldthe Embafiadour wath- 
aul, ‘that haply he fuppofed that there was nevera bre in bis

Within few days after made, and broughe and laid before the 
Fanti dadour , in the prefepce af the King 5 the Ee mbafladewr 
viewing them long, cither out of Courtthip to pleate the Kise 

or elf unable tomake — difference ‘twixt tle Pictures being al 
exquilitly done, took one of them which was new made, for. 
that which he had formesly prefented, and did after profefs that 
he did not flatter, buc miftake in that choice. The truth is, 
that the Natives of that Monarchy are the beit Apes for imi*atit 
on inthe world, fo full of ingenuity that they will make any 
new thing by pattern, how hard foever it {cemto be done 3 and 
therefore it is no marvel, if the Natives there make Shooes, 
and Boots, and Clothes, and Linen, ané Bands and Caffs of our 
Englifh Fafhion, which are all of them very much different 
from their Fafhions and Habits, and yet make them all exceeding 
neatly. ; 

They have Markets, which they call Bazars, te fell and buy 
their Commodities in all their great Townstwice every day, 2 
little before, and an hour after Sun-rifing inthe morning, and {@ 
a little before and a little after Sun-fet at night. The other parts 
of the day being too hot for thofe gyeat confluences of peaple 


-ta meet togethers and thofe are the feafons we Englifh-men 
‘there make ufe of, to ride abroad and take the air, the reft. of 


the day weufually fpend in our houfes. The people there fell 
almoft all their Provéfions, as very many other things, by 
weight. Z 
For the foreign Trade of this people, it is ufually once a year 
into the Red Sea toa City called Atoha in Arana the happy, about 
thirty leagues from the mouth of it 5 It is a principal A¢art.for alF 
Indian Commodities, but the Staple and moft principat there 
vented istheir Cotten-cloth, cither white, or ftained, and their 
Cotten-wooll. Hitherthey come trom Grawzd Cazro in Feypt, as 
from many other parts of the Turks Dominions, to trafiqne 5 hi- 
ther they come from Treffer ‘fohbus Count:y which lyes on the 
“other fide of the Arabian Gulf (for fo the Red Sea is there eal- 
Jed) and not above fourteen leagues over at the City Aioba, ~ = 
The Ship or Juxk Cfor fo it is called) that wfually goes from 
Surat to Moha@is of an exceeding great burden, fome of them IT 
believe fourteen or fifteen hundred Tuns, or more, but thofe 
huge Veffels are very ill built, like an over-y; own Liter, 
and fhort, but made exceeding big, on purpofe to waft FE ssien= 
gerg forward and backward: which are Mahometans ‘who >" 
purpafe t's vifit Adahomets Sepulchre, at Aedizanecr Afecha, ‘rut 
many mies beyond Afoha. The Paficngers, and others in that 


moft capa ious Veftel that went and returned that year 1 lett F*- 
) - , dia, 
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dis, (as we were credibly told) amounted to the numbeft of fe- 
venteen hundred. Thofe Mahumetans that have vifited Aj@he- 
stets Sepulchre, are ever after called Hoggees, or holy men. 

Fis Juvrk bound from Sxrat to the Red-Sea, as fhe hath many 
people in ber, fo hath fhe good Ordnance, but thofe Navigators 
know uot wellhow toufe them for their defence. She begins 
her Voyage about the*rwentieth of Adarch , and fipifhezh Te, 
a ourtheend of September toitowing-t ‘The Voyage is but fhort 
and might cafily be made in lefs thaw fhree moneths, but the 
‘Shipris very tlow, and ill-built to abide toul weather ; and in the 
long feafon of the rain, anda little befere and after it, the winds 
upon thofe Coaits are commonly fo violent, that there is no 
coming but with much hazard intothe Indian Sea. This Ship re- 
turning is ufually worth (as I have heard it taithfully reported, 
andif my credit giventothat report make ma wot to abufe my 
Readers) two hundred thoufand pounds Sterlizg, and moft of it 
brought back in good Gold apd Silvers ome fine Chawlets they 
bring with them home likewife. But that huge mafs of wealth 
thus brought home into I#dia, is another efpecial thing, and 
might have been added tothat I {fpake of before towards the 
continual erriching of this great Monarchy: where, inthe next 
piace I fhall {peak

Of the care and skill of this people in keeping and mana- 
ging their excellent good Horfes 5 Of their Elephants 
and their ordering and managing thenz,; And bow the 
people ride aud are carried up and down from place to 


place. 


He Souldiery here, and fo many of the Gentry, and better 
fort of the people, who live at Court, fhew excellent 

good skill in riding and managing of their well turn’d, high me- 
tal’d, choice Horfes; which are excellent good at mounting up, 
bounding and curvetting, and when they run them at their full 
Twifteft fpecd will {top them at a foots breadth 5 for the fcantling 
of thofe creatures, they are in proportion like ours, but excel- 
eee well eyed, headed, limn’d 5 for their colours, there are 
foing of them Raven-black, but many more‘of them white, cu- 
riolttly Dapled 4 amd a very great number Pied and {potted all 
over,sand ,there are fomeof other bright colours. But it is a 
ugial cuftceim thefe amongft Gallants who ride upen the*bright- 
colaured herfes, to have their legs and lower parts of their-bel- 
lie and brea{ts died into a Saffron colour (of which tne4 have 
much there) which makes them‘look as if they had {to@4 in fome 
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Dyars Vat, juftto fuchan height of their bod. 

‘The hair upon their Horits (whom they keep plump and fr) 
is very thort, foft, and lyes fleck upon them + and bwonder net 
ac it, they are kept fo daintily 3 every Horfe being allowed ai * 
to drets and feed him, and torun by him when he igrode torth, 
and thisis all his work. . . 

Fey tye not down their horfe-heads when they fiand (til Cas 
we do) with halcers, bue secure cach horfe by two rope, £1- 
ned to their hind-fect, which ropes are fomwhat long.to be tak-: 
ed down behind them in Tents, or other places wherein they 
are kept. 

They cut grafs for them green or withered on the carth as 
they have occafionto uft it, never mowing their ground and ma-, 
king Hay as we doj But that which keeps their horfes in heart, 
and in fleth, is rkx; Provender they eat, which is a kind ef round 
grain they call Dowza, fomwhat bigger than our Tares3 which 
they give not untothem dry, but boil’d, and mingled with tome 
coarfe Sugar amongft it 3 and whenit is cold give it them, made 
up in round balls, which they put into their mouths. asif they 
cramb’d them; and tometimes they put a little Butter into thefe 
balls to {cour their bodies. 

Their choice good horfes are valued there at as dear if not an 
higher rate, thanthote we efteem moft of in Exglawd are prized 
withus. They make excellent Saddles, and fome of them of 
great value, adorned» ith handfom and rich trapings, all of them 
very ealie both tor the horfe, and his rider. They manage their 
hortes with fcrong fhatfies, whofereinsand head-{talls are made 
fuitable to their Saddles and Trappings, 

The Elephants inthis vaft Monarchy are very numerous, and 
though they be the largeft, andthat by far, ofall] the Creatures 
the earth brings forth 5 yet are they fo tractable, unlefs at fome 
times when the Males are mad (of which more.nfterward) as that 
a boy of twelve years oldis able torule the biggeit of them, in_ 
which we may.ina fpecial manner read a Corament on that‘truth 
which tells us how that the Lordhath put the fear of man upon 
all the creatures bere below. ~ tie <2 

But for the Elephants (I have begunto {peak of ) they are very. 
huge vaft over-grown Creatures, fome of whom, which I have 

feen, I conccive at the leaft twelve foot high 5; but there are 
among{t them (as they fay) fourteen or fifteen foot a = cight: 
The colour of themall is black; their skins thick, and fmootbh 
,without hairs they have full eyes, but not proportionable, 
their great bodiessthey have ears like our Oxen, but net ex 
ceeding large, and thofe ears edged (as it rvere) about with 2 
fhort hair-fringe 5 and at the end of their tails (which are fende 
and not very long) there grows fome hair likewife an‘l ali hoon 
their cyc; lids 5 but ne where cl{c about their bodies. 

Tha feet of the Elephants look like the trunks of {mall c

cut: {quacc off from their roots; round about which ehiccass 
thick, ano hort, and broadclaws grewing. ‘SSme 
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Some that write of them have abufed the world with this pra- 
dition that they have no joynts ip their legs, and therefore ftand 
when ghey fleep againft treés to hold them yp: whichis, al] very 
falf:, for they lye down and arife again at their pleafurg, as 
Other bea:rs do. | oe 

Bict motion is not fwift, a walking rather than a- pace, 
about three miles at the maftan hour; but of all beats tha} car- 

,burdens they are moft fure OF foor, for they never fall, nor 
yet ftumble to endanger their Rider. . | _s . 

Fhey are moft docile creatures, and of allthofe we agcqunt 
meerly fenfible come neereft unto reafon. - . 

Lipfius in his Epiftles Cext. 1. Epi/?. §0. out of his obfervation 
from others, writes more of themthan I cy, confirm, or any, 
I ‘perfwade my felf , believe 5 yet man; things moft re- 
markable, which feem indeed to be atts of | rather than 
fenfe, Thave obferved in them: for inftance, an Elephant will 
do any thing his Keeper commands him, as if he bid him to af- 
fright a man, he will make towards him asif he meant to tread 
him into pieces,but when he is come at him do him no hut at alls 
fo if he would have him, to abufe or to difgrace a man, he.will 
take dirt, gy duft, or kennel-water into his Trunk, and dath it 
on his face. ° ee 

Their Trunks are grifly Snouts of a great length, hanging 
down betwixt their Jong teeth, which teeth nature hath given 
them for their defence, otherwife they are of little ufe to them. 
In*their Trunks they have fuch .marvellous {trength, that _,by 
them they can do very much mifchief: for if they {trike an Horfe, 
er Camel, or any other the like beaft withthem (as fometimes 
they do when as they are mad) they will fo break their bones, as 
that they will {poil, nay kill them at one blow sand much more a 
man, if he chance tocome in their way. ae 

Thofe Trunks ,of the Elephants are to them as an hand by 
which they feed themfelves, and make great ufe of them other- 
«wife upon all occafions: tor with thofe Trunks they tear off- 
boughs from trecs, by winding them about them; and after, with 
them, put boughsénto their mouths, and eat the tendereft parts 
of them. Withthefe they pull up green corn Cif they be fuffer- 

ed) and grafs by the roots, and then againft their legs beat off 

the earth and duft that hangs about them, before they eat there- 

tof. _ deal with fedgs, or weeds, which they find in the 

water, firft wathing off the dirt which hangs on the roots there- 
and then down they go into their vaft bellies. 

“Ihe Elephants dclight.much to bathe themfelves in water3a0 
whith,. when theyefind depth enough, they {wim as wellasany 

ther <creatures. for 
f jbleryed béforc , that the male Elephants when they 

eb lafty are fometimes mad for their females, byt in 
's chme.again intempers; before which time they arg fo mif- 
‘chievpus, that they will {trike any thing, but thei weepers, 
that 
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that comes in their way 3 and their ftrength is fuch (as before I 
obferv’d) that there is no blow they give which lights either up- 
“on men or beaft, but carries death withit. At thofe times to 
prevent mifchief they are kept apart from company, fetttr’d 
with {trong chains unto Trees 5 but if by chance in their phren- 
fie they get loofe (as forfietimes they do) they will make atter 
every thing they fee ftir, jn which gafe they have no meanst 
ftop them intheir violent courfe, but by firing of Crackers*ma¢tz 
of Gun-powder, whofe fparkling, and noife makes them to {tand 
{till and tremble. Whenthofe creatures are in that mad diffem- 
per, they fweat much, which makes their favour exceeding rank 
and filthy like that ill fmell of a Boar when he is fatting ‘in his 
Stye, but, by mué4, more {trong and more offenfive than thar.° 
An Englift. Me chant there , of good credit upon his own 
knowledg, reported this thing which follows, and is very ob- 
fervable, of an Elephant in 4d/wer (the place then of the Azogols 
refidence) 3 who being brought often threugh the Bazar or Mar- 
ket place, a woman who ufually fat thereto fell herbs, was wont 
to give this great Elephant an handful, as he many times paffed 
by 5 this Elephant after, being mad, brake his fetters, and took 
his way through that Bazar; the people being all of-them much 
affrighted, made hafte to fecure themfelves by getting out of his 
way, amongft whom was this Herb-woman, who, for fear and 
hafte, forgot her Jittle Child which the had brought thither; the 
Elephant came to the place where this woman ufually fate, ftopt, 
and feeing a little Child lying there about her herbs, took it up 
gently with his Trunk, not doing it the leaft harm, and prefent- 
ly after laid it down upon the ftall of an houfe that was hard by3 
and then proceeded on in his furious courfe. Acofta, a Jefuir, 
relates the like of an Elephant in Goa from his own experience. 
- The Elephant, though Ht be vaft, and terrible, yea and cru- 
eltoo, when he is fet to do mifchief, or wh€n he is mad 5 yet 
-otherwife is a tame.gentle Creature, fo that the dread of this 
huge beaft, mdft appears to the eyes. But*notwithftanding his 
terriblenefs, I once there fawa Creature compared with an Ele- 
phant , not much bigger than a {mall Fiflt cOmpared witha 
Whale, boldly to encounter one of them. The occafion by: 
which this fo came to pafs offers it felfthus - that year I went for 
_Eaft-India, the Merchants here Cas from the ae of Exgland, 
in whofe name they ient all their Prefents) 9 many other 
things, then fent the AZogol fome great Englifh Maftives, and fome 
‘darge Irifh Greyhounds, inalltothe number of eight, difpe: ~~~ 
in our feveral Ships; one of thofe high fpirited Maftives n* our 
Voyage thither, upon a day feeing a great Shoal or compan 
Porpifces (before efcribed) mounting up above the.wav®@s; ana 
coming teward that Ship wherein he was, fuddenlv fept se me 
board totencounter with them, before any did tal:e netic of 
that fierse creature: to prevent that engagemenw wherein lie 
was irrece verably loft, the Ship then having fuch a frefh gale of 
wide, 
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wind, chat fllee could not fuddenly flack her courfe, whereby 


that poor creature might have been preterved. Another, pne of 
he frith Greyhounds had his head fhor off in our fight. Vhe 
Ylange was the deftrudtion of four more of them; only two of 
the Maft ‘cs camealive to Eaft- India, and they were carried up, 
zach of tnemdrawnin alittle Coach, when I went upt@ the 
mbatilador, that he migtt-+refent. them to the Afogol. The 
of thefe two, inour way thither. upon a time breaking 
ote, fell upon a very large Elephanvuefiat was hard by as, faft- 
ring his teeth in the Elephants Trunk, and kept his hold there 
1 good while, which made that huge Deaft excremely to roars 
and though the Elephant did {wing the Maftive up and down 
above ground many times (as not fe.ling kis weight) that he 
might throw him off; yet he could not fudaynlwdo it, but ac 
laft freeing himfelf fromthe dog by throwing him a .good {pace 
from him, there came a Mungril Curr of that Countrey towards 
our Maftive, who thett loft this his moft unequal match, fell up- 
eon that dog and kill’d him, by which means we recovered our 
Maitive ag:in into our cuftody, he having not received any ap- 
parent hurts; by which we may fee how much Courage and 
Mettle there is in thofe right fierce Maftives. | 

Fhis itory pleafed the Atego! very much when the dogs were 
prefented to him, and he allowed eachof them four attendants 
of thofe Natives to wait uponthem, who byturns twoand two 
together carried them upsand down with him in Palazkees, (after 
defcribed) to which they weretied, and the othertwo went by 
them, fanningthe Flies from off them 5; and the King caufed'a 
pair of filver tongs to be made on purpofe, that with them 
when he pleafed, he might feed thofe dogs with his own hand. 
But this {tory by the way. 

Fhe Azegol hath many of his great Elephants train’d uP for the 
war,who carry each of them one iron Gun, about five foot long, 
lying upon a (trong, frame of wood, made fquaxe that is fitted_ 
‘toa thick broad Pannel faftned about him, with very {trong and 
broad Girfes or Girts. The Gun like an Hatquebufs hath a piece 
of iron like a Mysket-reft faftned on the fides thereof, made Joofe 
te plav upand down. Thebottom of thatIron Reft fo fixed, 
islong, tobe let through that frarhe of wood on the forcfide, 
and fora be kevedinat the bottom. Atthe four corners of this 
frame are troall flags of filk, with fundry devices painted on 
them, putuponlittle neat coloured ftaves; upop the neck of 

lephant fits a ‘man roguide him, and within the*frame a 

Gunner, to make his fhot as he finds occafion. The Piece thus 
Ounfed, carries a bulletabout the bignefs of a Tennis Ball.

.. The-Elephants are all governed with a fmall rod of fteel about 
half-a. yard long, made fharp onthe lower end, and towards 
that end there is an hook returned, like a Fifh-hook, 1 at is very 
fasp likewife ; by which their Riders ficting on their necks; pull 
them backs or prick them farw — t their pleafure. 
- Dhefe vaft Creaturest, though the Countrey beexce 
fruitful, and all provimens in it cheap, yet by reafonof their 
huge bulk, if they wellbe kept and fed, are very chargeable in 
keepiug 3 they are kept ufuially underthe fhade of great Trees, 
where by a {trong chainof iron upon one of their hind-legs 
they fatten. chem. And as they ftand, the abundance of Fhies 
vex them,anda the 'efore with their fore-feet they make duft,(the 
ground ufually Being verydry) and withtheir Trunk caft the 
duft about their bodies to drive away thofe Flies from them. — 
The King allows every one of thofé great male-Elephants 
four femals, whichin their language they call their wives.. Thefe 
brutes (as they fay). will not endure any to behold them. when, 
they are. coupling together; which may condemn many who 
callthemfelves men and women, but have fo loft afl modefty, 
that they are not afhamed when they commit any act of filthinefs, 2a 
they are not afhamed,neither canthey blufh. The Female Elephants 
(asthey further fay) carry their young, one whole year ere 
they bring them forth 5 ce years-expire ere they come:to 
their full growth 5 and they fulfill the accuftomed ‘age of men 
ere they die. - And laftly, notwithftanding the great Number. 
there of thofe vaft Creatures, and the exceffive charge in keep- 


ing them well, they value them at exceeding high rates, 


For this people, ‘when as_they journey from'place to place;the 
men of the inferiour fort go all on foot, their ,women that can- 
not fotravel, ride on little Oxen, inured to carry burdens, or 
on Affes, which carry their littlé children with thems che wo- 
men like the men aftride. Others that are of better quality ride 
on Horfes, Mules, Camels, Dromedaries,of elfe in flight Coaches 
with two wheels covered on the top and ‘back-end, but the 
fore-part and fides open, unlefs they carry women. Thef 
Coaches will carry four perfons befide the driver, but two may 
lie at eafe, and at length in them upon quilts, thar lie in rhe bo-, 
dy ofthem, upheld by girt-web, with which they are bottom'd, 
which makes them by far more eafie. "Thefe Coaches are ca 
red for men of quality with fome thing thatis coftly+ mu; 
our Exglifb broad cloth that is died red, is there bought frot 
and:imployed for that ufe. At the back-end of this: Coacn 
have a oe bolfter, that reacheth both fides, ffuffted with- 
Cowen-w6ol,. and covered with Velvet or Sattin, oy7with fo. 
Othef thirlg thatisrich. Thefe Coaches.are drawn Oxen,i ne 
yoke w Coach ; fomeof: which Oxen have the# thoré homs/ 
neatly tipped with filver plate, and fome others with brafs — 
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they haveeach of thema fine Collar of large round bells, tome 
of chem made of Silver. They are pared and futed as.eur 
Coach-horfes for ftature and colour; maift of them ‘thus tmploy- 
ed.are white, aad fome pide, or fpotted all over with -feveral: 
colours. “Fhey are guided with finall cords ;which go through 
the parting of their Noftrils, and fo twixt their horns into*the: 
€cach-mans hand, who by tHefe reftrainsthem. when, and guides 
them how he pleafeth 5 and when he would have them go on, 
pricks them forward with a fmall and fiicit ftaff he keeps in His 
hand pointed like a goad. Thefe Oxen there, are very neatly 
made, flender, ftrait-limb’d and not very large, but naturally 
very nimble, and by daily ufe made fo fitto perform that la- 
-bour, (being kept well fhod) as that they go trventy,miles a day 
and more, with good fpeed. They keepthofe xe Yor this fer- 
vice, as their horfes,. well-dreffed, and fo well fee, that they be 
plumpand fat, and confequently very handfom to. behold. 
Themen there of the greateft rank and quality, ride fome- 
etimes inthofe Coaches, and fometimes on their curious Horfes, 
and fometimes on their brave Elephants, but however they are 
carried, they have their horfes, which wait upon them when they 
go abroad, that they may beftride them when they pleafe. “And 
other times they, ride on mens fhoulders, in aiflight thing they 
calf a Palankee, made fomewhat like a Couch or. ftanding Pallar, 
covered witha Canopy, wherein a man may lie at his full length, 
as many of thofe Grandees do, when they are removed from 
placeto place, giving.themfelves up to eafe, and over unto thofe 
fing which follow its and while théy are thus carried,they make 
the fhoulders and joints of thofe that feel their heavy weight, to 
bow and buckleunder their burdens. This as it {ould feem was 
‘am ancient, but a bafe effeminacy fometimes ufed in Rome. Fuve- 
zalin his firft Satyre,defcribing a fat Lawyer thus carried.

Of their nwmer ws Armies, [heir Amumnition for war ; 
How theytade themfelves with weapons 5 How terribly 


they appear, yet how pufillanimous, and low-{pirited 
they are. 


A ] Here firft, fortheir numerous Armies, it will appear to 
\ be no ftrange thing, if we confider the Great AMogol to 
be what he is, an overgrown Prince, (as before-defcribed) inthe 
vaft extent of his large Terrftories, being like a huge Pike in 2 
great Pond, that preys upenallhis neighbours, who therefore 
purchafe, and keep his favour by very great Prefents given him 
by way of homage, anda fubmifs acknowledgment of his mighty 
Power. And befides, the Azogol isa Mafter of unknown tr¢a- 
fure, having Silver, as ‘tis written of Solowow, 1 Kings 10.27. 
like ftones in the firects. And certainly in far greater abun- 
dance than ever St/omoz had. Though Imuft tell my Reader, 
that all metals there, are’ not filver and gold, nor all {tones 
precious. Now he thatcan command what treafure he will, 
imay likewife command what men he pleafe, as the Afogol. dotk 
befideshi owt people. Many Perftams and Tartars (befoxe {po- 
ken of) very valiantemen, ._who ferve him as Squldiers on horfe- 
back, and fothe major part by far, whether Natives, or ftran- 
gers, are mounted tor his fervice in his wars. : | 
_ Hence ic is that the Armies there confift of incredible multi- 
tudes; they talk of fome which have exceeded that mighty 
Hoft which Zerah King of £thiopia brought againjt King Afa, 
2 Chron. 14.9. but they having not well learned that horzid 
- bloody. art of war, .as the Exropeans have, and wanting 
manders, and other Officers to manage their great Companies, 
are not fo {fkilful to deftroy, as otherwife they night pez 
phrafemoft properly and fitly applycdunto fayage, ‘1nd abvura 
and brutth, and unreafonable men, to the Encnves of’ 
and ef his Church by the Prophet Ezek 21. 31.) Where 
mighty God threatens that he mzll dezver them into the kana of 
brutifh men, and skilfut to deftroy.

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The-Weapons they ufé in their Wars are, Bows and Arrows, 
Swords and Bu klers , fhort Lances having excellent good 
fteel-heads, and fhort pieces like unto Carbines, befides thofe 
carried upon Elephants (before defcribed ) fome Foot-men in 
their Wars carry thofe lefler Guns,.with Bowsand Arrows. 
Swords and Bucklers, and they are excellent Marks-nien: They 
make good Gun-powder for théir own ufe, and fire their Guns 
‘appear el. or Touch-wood. ‘Their, Swords are made crooked 
like Falchons, and are very fharp 5 but for. want of skill in thofe 
that temper them, will eafily break, but notbend. And there-. 
fore we fell at good rates our Englifh Sword-blads that will bow, 
and become ftraitagain. They have (and they fay that for ma- 
ny generations paft have had) great Ordnanc though they fel- 
dom make ufe of them in their Wars. _ 

Their warlike Mufick are fome Kettle-drums carried on horfe- 
back, with long wind Inftruments, which make not Mufick, but 
noife, {6 harfh and unpleafing, that it is enough to fright away 
their enemies. * 

. Fhey fay, that intheir Military engagements, they make at 
the firft véry furious onfets, which are too violent long to con- 
tinue, for the Scale quickly decides the controverfie, when that 
fide which happens firft to be worfted,and to be put into dif- 
order, knows better to Run thanto sient apain. tc Pilea: 

There are fome of the Afogols own Subjects which are -men of 
courage 5 thofe of note among the Mahometans are called Balo- 
ches, ene ee adjoyning unto the Kirigdom of Per, 
‘fpoken of before) and there are others calléd Patans ; takin 
their denomination froma Province of that name inthe King- 
dom of: Bexgala. Thefe will look an enemy, boldly in the face, 
and maintain with their lives, their reputation and valour. 
Amongft the mara Sects of Hisdoos or.Gentiles (after fpoken of G 
which are fubject to this King, there is but one race of fighters 
cated Rafhboots , 2 number of which live by {poil-, who- in 
‘Troops farprize poor Paffengers, for the iioft par’ murther- 
ing, thofe shout they et under their power. Thefe excepted, 
the reft of the Afogols Natives, for the generality of them, had 
rather eat than quarrel, and rather quarrel thah fight. I fay 
quarrel, for I have feveral times obierved there, that whentwor 
of -thenr, Ainve been both well armed, and havé moft fhamefully 
abufed one another, in bafer language than I can. exprefs, yet 

‘ft not draw their weapons, in’ conclufion, when one of them 

hath*taught the other by the'throat, and forcéd him up againft 
2 _ the fufferer would cry out pitioufly, and the ftanders 
Sy Would admire the othes for his valour, faying, Sha-Abas3 a 
| bial (pecclf amongft them relating to the late King’of Per- 
‘alled = a-Abas, a Prince much renowned for valour ;~apd 
| any nmandid a Some they thought gallantly, they, cryed 
46as,-as Tnuch astofay it‘was done aswell as the Pesfian 
could have done it. eo fers = 
: Ddd -: Yet 
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Yet, however the people here in general are cowardly, they 
appear men of very terrible afpects, having great long Mufta- 
cheo’s upon their upper Lips, their Chins continually kept bare 
by the Rafor, which makesthem all to look like uhe¢Pictures of 
our old Britains; or like thofe our rude Painters daub upon 
chathes, and call them the Nine-worthies. And further, to 
make them the more formidable,: they will appear on horfe-back 
as if they were furroynded with an Armory, or carrying un 
whole Armory aboutthem, thus appointed; At their left'ades 
{words hanging on belts, underthem fheaves of many arrows 5 
ontheir left fhoulders broad Bucklers faftned, and upon their 
backs fmall Guns.liketo Carbins fixed likewile 5 at their right 
fides Bowsh nging incaf€s, and Lances (about two yards and an 
half long) hakein’,in loops near their f{tirrups (whenthey carry 
them not in their Hands) ; yet for all this Harnefs the moft of them 
are like thofe Ephramites, Pflal. 78.9. Who being armed, and 
carrying bows, turned their heads in the day of battel. For they 
dare not look a manof courage inthe face, though they be thus 
fortified, with fuch variety of Weapons for their defence. Nay, 
aman of refolution will beat one of thefé out of all his weapons, 
with a fmall Stick or Cane. Sothat I fhall do the Natives of 
that Country no wrong, if I fay of them, that they are fola £z- 
bidive fortes, mott {trongand valiant intheir bafe lufts, and not 
otherwife. 

The bafe Cowardice of which people, hath made the gréat 
Atogol fometimes to ufethis Proverb, that one Portugal would 
beat three of his people 5 and Cbecaufe the Englifh-there ha¥e 
many times prevailed much at Sea againft thofe Portugals) he 
would further add, that on Englifh-man would beat three 
Portugals. : 

The truth is, that the Portugals, cfpecially, thofe which are 
born inthofe Indian Colonies, moft of them a mix’d feed begot- 
ten upon thofe, Natives, are a very low, peor-fpirited pésple, 
called therefore Gallina’s delt Mar,'The Hens of theSea. | 

One notable inftanceto prove this sit happened that the Ead- 
India Company had a very little Pinnace, they called the Coafter, 
which they kept in thofe parts for difcoverics 3 mann’d fhe Was 
Dut with tenmen, and had only one fmall Murdering- piece with- 
inher. She upon a time met with a Portugal Sh5p, . cher 
towards Orwos, which had one hundred and thirty men aboard 
her, and Guns anfwerable to her Burden, and Company 3 CC. 
petty Pinnace came up with her , difcharged her murde*itg- 
picce, which flew one of her chief Officers 5 aipon which. with- 
out any further refiftance, fhe prefently {trook her Sally, ari 
yiclded. Oue Englifh prefently commanded fcr Guuners: end 
fjome other of Ifer Chief Officers, to come aboard tiem Ce 
amngsliatcly they did, and there kept them bound 431 they pra 
taken what they pleafcd out of their Ship, and then ict theo 
go, being moft defervedly ufed in thag their futicring, they being 
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utrarg fone tkories of valiant Portugals before I leave them, | 
sncdthote you fhallhave from fome of that Nation themfelves, 
Misoua wé not feldom met in fzdi2, 2nd would there beg reliet 
of uss but Lnever knew any come to us upon thofe terms, but 
7 de would excufe his poverry thus, that he was challenged 
ento the ticld, and there in firgle corabat had fairly {lain a man 3 
how thac he durtt not return again any more into the Portugal 
Colonics, for fear of the Law, and it was that which put him 
ac prefentinto tliat fad exigent to ask relief, and this was their 
uliyal pleathere 3 Ww henintruthand in deed, vt diddclieve them 
to be tuch pitiful wretches, or men of fuch a *trange refolution, 
asehut, as it was written of one called Pijand ‘they would be 
made co tear their own thadows. 

However, upon this accouat there came upon a timeat my firlt 
coming into Zvdéz, unto the Factory at Svrat, where I then was, 
a mott valiant Portugal (if you will give him leave to tell his 
own fiory, and believe it when he hath done) who firft for his 
perfou Was a Quantus tantus, tantillus, a very poor, little dwar- 
ih man, whote perfon promifed as little valour as any that I ever 
faw, though I know that high courage is not tyed to an huge 
bulk, for Cif ftories abufe usnot) Alexander the Great was but a 
little mans but what evex Alexander was, 1 am fure, that this 
was a poor little thing 5 but however he told us, that he was by 

‘birth an Hidalgo, which tignifies m Spanith the Son of fome bo- 
dy, or noordinary man, but a Gentleman of Spaim, and that he 
came from thence as a Companion to the King of Spaizs Vice- 
roy, {ent to Goa, and himfelf was called the Knight with the 
Golden Rapier, and that fuddenly after his coming to Goa, he 
was honourably «envited into the field, there to fight a fingle 
Combat with avery gallant man of that place, but he foon left 
him there dead; and having done fo, the Viceroy prevented 
him witb a pardon for that tact, before he ask’d it, but willing 
kim withall, now he had becn fufficiently tryed, to confine his 
Rapicr to itsfcabbard. But he told us further, that he could 
not lengaficr live quietly acre, but was provcked againbya 
man of high relolution, untoa fecond encounter, when he had 
the ime f&ecet as before, in killing his Adverfary. The Viceroy 
_ngyw Was very angry with him, but upon much intreaty, as he 

_ pardoned hima fecond time 5 upon the receit-of which fa- 

vouwhe told us that he was then refolved to throw away his Ra- 

into a Religious Houfe, and there to rcmain the re- 

| dueof his, davs, a Coxucttado or Penitent. But the Viceroy 
eeu rng ke long without hts Company 3 and therefore to gain 

Ge, eft¢red him again into his former favour: But for himfefhe 
was ftillic ur bappy (the fame of his great valour beiag {pread 
abroad ) As that he could nof long enjoy that peace, and quict, 
whith he now -fo much dered, but received a third Challenge 
from 
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trom avery gallant, and very valiant man, as he deferib’d him. a 
main big enough to beat a Golfah 3and then he further told ug, 
thac his honour wasever more dear unto him than hig life; and 
therefore notwithftanding the lofs of the Viceroys favour, and 
kat clf might happen’, he entred the Lifts with hims and 
though he found him the ftouteft adverfary that ever he oppofed- 
yetafter a long conflict this little Knighe kill’d chat gi cat, 
and left him there dead likewile = which done, He (nor daring to 
return any more unto Go.) told us, that he came naked ottt of 
the field aswethenfaw him withno ornaments (fafiure you) 
about him, fitto make hima Viceroys companion, nor any Wea- 
pon fit to D.1b hidj Knight of the Golden Rapier. He further 
added, thatvae w snow refolved not to live any longer among({t 
the Chriftians , put that he defired to live amongft the Englifh ; 
but when we replyed that we were Chriftians, he cried Jefe Ata- 
via ! aswondring at it, and furthestold us, that he never heard 
fo before. 

Whenthis Rhadomantadift had ended his perillous ftorv, it 
was dinnertime, andthe Merchants bid him to fit down with us 
andeat, and fo he did, where certainly he laid about him more 
valiantly than ever he had done before in the field, giving our 
meat many a gut, and eating, asif he had been more than half 
ftarved. He continued with us there for fome few days, and af- 
ter, when his hunger was well fatisfied, and his fpirits well re- 
trefhed, he beganto take fome exception againtt his place at the 
Table, becaufe he eat at the lower end thereof, faying, thatthe 
company there were but Factors, Servants, but he was a Gen- 
tleman, and therefore his due place was higher at the board, but 
then corrected himielf,fay ing,that it was not to be much confider- 
ed where he fate, for his place made the upper end ofthe Table 
where ever he was placed: and fuddenly after; this Dow Quixot 
being weary of his dftay with us(though he was but tos Well 
ufed) and having a great mindto ramble further, told oun Com- 
pany, that he being an Hidalgo, it wasvery difhonousable for 
him to take entertainment upon the terms he‘had its and theie-: 
fore dcfired us to make a little Purfe for him, on’ which he wovld 
live as long as he could, andsthen creep into fome Defert place, 
and there repent and dye. And now our great Gheft. havin 
{pent all his humour, and told us ail his Drearn, naa-nis defire 
granted in fome moncy that was given to him; and fo we parted 
with our Knight Errant, who lived longe: than he toldus 
would live. For half a year after I took notice of him at the Ago- 
coals Court, andthere Pleave him. 

~ [will now fhortly relate a ftory of ‘Another of his Natieno Cand. 
Ido believe, as good a Gentleman as himfclf ) whoc J hi. felt 
Antezio de latalla. Ve happened, that a little be*>5re sur G- 
ming thence, my Lord Embatladour going from fas ovgh hivife 
to dine at the Englith Factory in s#rat, and I waiting* on him, 
there appeared then to us a walking Skeleton, moft mifernbly 
clothed, 
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élothed , the pooreft, and leaneft Creature: that ever: mine 
Eyes beheld, who faintly begg"d of him fomevelief, telling< 
~C what was true) that he was almoft quite: ftarv’d; the 
Awmbafladour pittied and relieved him, and, as we retura’d 
back, found this poor Creature eating wirh fo: much. gfer- 
dinefs, as if he could not, have been fatisfied: ‘He was then 
willed to,come to our Houfe, and hedid fo, and there was 
‘fed, and heartned up again, and then, when he was ¢Othe to 
himéelf, told us, that he had endured there abundance of mifery, 
which, ashe acknowledged, did moft juftly befall him, becaufé 
he had there renounced his Religion, and become a Aahometan, . 
which, when he had done, no care was taken of him there, 
(for thty regard not a Man that willnot be dponftagt in his Relt 
gion, believing, that if that Bond cannot ee shim, nothing 
will.) He-told us further, that he was very forry that he had 
fo done, and defired apaflage for England, which was granted 
him ; andhe was put unto me as my Servant, and therefore I 
 Gtted him with Clothés,&c. fit fer histufn, but afterward gwe 
- beifig at Sea) he would often curfe and ban, andcry out, O Mel 
ventura! Qhis hardhap! and thatof all the -miferies which he 
had endured , this was the greateft; that he, an Hidalgo, a 
Gentleman of Spaiz, fhould live to become a Servant, and which 
was worfe, toferve an Heretick. I would, when I heard this of 
him (for he fpake not foto me) tell him of it, and further mind 
hith of that moft fad condition in: which we found him, how 
that he had ftarv’d to death, if cur pitty in the relief he found 
from us, had nor even then prevented it. He would reply, 
that he knew vor whathe faid 3 telling me, that his. many mife- 
ries had turn’d his Brains: ¢ Notto beftowany more Ink and 
Paper on him) we brought him afterward to Plimweouth, and 
immediately afteg.qur arrive there, he defored his Liberty,which 
was eafily grantedhim, and fromthence (having fome Money 
givea him, more than he deferved) took his courfe 5 whither, 
I cannot tell, neither need my Reader defire to know. And 
therefore I wilfreturn again, as fwift as meditation or thought 
pe og me, ufito Eaft-india, where! fhall in the next place 
pea 
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Of dur fafe and fecure living amongSt the Natives there, 
af gwwe do not prowuoke thes. Of their faithfulnefs n7t0 
- thefe that cniertain them as Servants: Foér how lissle 
‘swey jerce, and yet how diligent they are, &c. 
Vay firit for out Living itt Eaft-India, ie is with as rauoli 


freedom and fafety in our Journies and Tents, when-we 
travels 
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_ travels in our Houfes when we are moft fix’d, as if we were in an 


Army of Banners appointed for our Guard 5 or as if the Vines 
and Fig-trees under which we there fit were oug own. 

But there are Spoilers fometimes met with-all in thofe Pro- 
vinces, that live by their Swords and Bows, having nothing for 
thelr fubfiftance ( becaute they will take no other courfe ) but 
what they get by rapine and {poil; of whom fome-what more 
afterward. . 

And now by the way for thofe Villains who thus live, ( where- 
ever they be) and thofe fturdy Rogues who are next to them 
inguilt, by eating upthe Bread of the Poor, having able limbs 
tocarry them thet they may beg from Houfe to Houfe, and 
Hands to rective Alms but none to labours; both'thefe being 
the very vermm a _ thole Common-wealths , wherein they are 
fuffered to breathe, it were vcry well if fuch of thefe as have not 
deferved to be cut off by the Hand of Juftice, were all ferved 
as Philip King of Adacedox dealt with two Rogues, alteruz é 
Macedonia fugere, alterum perléqui jufit. ‘He made one of them 
to whip the other our of his Country, and fohe was rid of both 
of them. ‘ oa aat 

But to return tothe place from whence I amnow diercficd. I 
travelled from S#rat with four Englith-men more, and about 
twenty of the Natives in our Company, we beginning our jour- 
ney the firlt of Fav.towards Sir Thomas Row.at the Azogol’s Cou rt, 
then above four hundred miles diftan¢from Surat. We had Gx 
Wagons drawn with Oxen in, our Company, laden with rich 
Englifh Goods (the principal parte whereof was Englifh broad . 
Cloth) affign’d to an Englith Merchant at the Court, and fome 
ether Carriages wg had, of all which we made a ‘ring every 
yightnear fome large Town or Village, where we refolved tG 
ftay, and pitched our Ejuts within that Circle, fome of us watch- 
ing, and the Natives with us, every night’; we went on that 
long journey very fafely, only in fome places where therewsvas 
airy fufpicion of danger, we hada Guard of Horfe appdéinted 
to go with us for our defence, by the Commandeof Su/tak Caroon 
then Prince, and now King, Cwho had his Revenew cut of thofe | 
parts we then travelled thorough) who fent aFoot-man, that 
continually kept us company, with his Letters to commanda 
Company of Souldiers that were Horfe-men, to guard us where. 
he thought good 3 who as they did not expect, fo thew would 
take no recompence for their pains, though we freely offered # 
them.. “ But the Providence of God did {0 order it, that though 
we had their Company in feveral places, we never had neéd of 
their help for our defence. The truth is, that the Peoplerhere 
in genera} are very civil,,and we never had any afizonts dor ill 
ufage fromthem , if we did not firft provoke them. 

: But if we did, they would not well bearit, for wice inne 
Week, at my firlt coming to Surat, the whole Tuwn iyenezal 
were in an uproar, and furrounded ovr Houfe there, both tinyes: 
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fome of Gur Englih provok'd thote Natives to ftir again{ft us, bie 
by our fpeedy Addrefics unto the Governour of thar place, we 
‘excufing the faule of chofe that miniftred the occafion of their 
difcontent, they being newly come thither, and alcogether un- 
acquainted with theic cuftoms, he prgfently conimanded that 
wild Atlembly to depare tromour Houle , and foimmediatcly 
they did, we receiving no hurt at all from any of therm. 
~ When my Lord Armbafladour at firft arrived at Surat, fo it 
wasy that an Englifh Cook he carryed withhim, the very firft. 
day of his coming thither, found a way toan Armenian Chri- 
ftians Hoyfe, who fold Wine, which in that place, they call 
Armenian Wine. But (by the way) I do beligve that there was 
fcarce another in that populous City of that "Trade: the 
greater fhame for thofe whofoever they be that,fuffer fo many 
unneceiiary Tipling Houfes (in the places where they have 
power tqreftrain them,) which are the Devils nurfery, the very 
Tents wherein Sathan dwells , where Almighty God receives 
abundance of difhonour, Drunkennefs being a fin which hath 
Handsand Fingers to draw allother fins untoit; For a Drunk- 
ard candoany thing, or be any thing but good. That Arme- 
nian Wine I[ {peak of is made of Raifons of-the Sun and Sugar, 
wahic:neother things put and boyl’din water : which Wine, 
when itis cipe and clear, isin Colour like to our A¢#fcadels, plea- 
fant enough tothetafte, but heavy andheady. The Cook had 
luis Head quickly over-frdighted with it, and then ftaggering 
home-ward, in his way met the Governours Brother of S#rat, as 
he was riding to his Houfe : the Cook madea ftand, ftaying him- 
feif up upon his Sword and Scabbard, and cry’d out to the Go- 
wernours Brother , Now thou Heathex Dog ! He not underftand- 
ing his toul Language,replyed civillyin his own, Ca-ca-ta3 which 
tignifies, What fyyeft thou? the Cook anfwered him with his 
Eveord and Scabbard, with which he ftrook at him, but wasim- 
‘medigtely {cized onby his followers, and by them difarm’d and 
carryed.to Prifons; the Ambaffadour had prefent intelligence of 
thee mifbehaviotfr ef his drunken fervant, and immediately fent 
word unto the °Governour’s Brother, that he was not come 
thither to patronize any difarderly perfon, and therefore defir’d 
him to do with him what he pleafed, upon which he prefently 
‘fent nim homes noe doing himtheleaft hurt. But before I leave 
abis Story, it will not be amifs to enquire who was the Heathexz 
Ww gat this time, whether the debaucht drunken Cook who call’d 
himélifa Chriftian, or that fober and temperate Adahometanz who 
wirs tus affrontech 
Ix our journey towardsthe Court (after we had been in our 
wa aboufevcn'dayes from S#rat) -we refted ata pjact called 
Evaat, where many of the Inhabitants offered to guard us and 
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natszebut thcy would do it, atid in the Morning exp&éted and 
.a ked fomething of us, by wayof recompence. One of our 
; E -2 Company 
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Company (who bed beemin baje-fadee a year or two betore) 

coltl chemin, that what they had done they did without our de- 

fire, and therefore they fhould have nothing from us, but 

tome il Language which he then gave them. We fet forward 

m the Morning according to our wonted cuttom, they foltow- 

edalter us, co the numberat the leaft of three hundred Men, 

(tor che place was great and populous) and when w¢ we re gone 

about 2 mile fromechat, Town, ttopped our carriages 5 he or our: 
Company who told them they fhould have no recompence,’ was 

prefently ready to fhoot at chem with his Mufker, which made 

them allto bend eheir Bowsat us: butl happily and fuddenly 

{tepping im prevented his firing at them, and their fhooring 

atus; Whieh if I had not by Gods good Providence donc, but 

we had madly, engaged a grear multitude, there could not have 
been le($ expected in che fad iflue thereof, than the lofs of all 

our livesand goods. But having a little Parlee with them, for 

the value of three fhilfings of Englifh: money given among!t, 
them, they were all quieted and contented, and immediatcly 

left us, wifhing us a good journey. 

After this, when we had gone foiward about twenty dayes 
journey, (which daily Remoovs were but fhortby resfon of our 
heavy carriages, and the heat of rhe weather ) irhepned, that. 
another of our Company, a young GentJeman about twenty 
yearsold, the Brother of a Barer ot - agland, behaved ‘imielf 
{oill, as that we teared it would have brought very much of 
chicf on us. : 

This young man being vers unruly at Lene, and fo many 
others that have been well born, when their tricrsts new not 
what to do withthem, have been ierr to Lafi-Inarz, baat fi 
they might make their own.Graves :7 the Sex, m tn ir pyflage 
thither; or elfe havc Graves maae for then. om the Jodiar there, 
whenthey comethere.

arrived. , 

kare inour way towards that Court, it thus happened,thar

whips ftung worfe than Scorpions. For ofany punifbments that 


carry moft difgrace in them, asthat people think, ong is tobe . 


beaten with that whip, wherewithall they {trike theif beafts 5 
theether té be beaten (and thisthey efteem th? moje difgraceful 
punifhment of the two | about the head with fhooes. But this 
{tranger (being whipt as before) came up and complained to me; 
but to make him amends, that frantick young man (mad with 
rage, and he knew notewherefore) prefently followed him, and 
being come up clofe to him, difcharg’d his Piftol laden with a 
brace of bullets diredtly at his body, which bullets, by the fpe- 
cial guidance of the hand of God, fo flew, that they did the 
poor man no great hurt; only one of them firft tearing his coat, 
briifed all the knuckles of his left hand, and the other brake his 
bow which he carried in the fame hand. We prefently difarmed 
our young Bedlam, till he might return again to his wits. But 
our greateft bufinefs, was how to pacifie the other man, whom he 
had thus injured ; I prefently gave hima Roopee, in our nfoney 
two fhillings and nine pence 5 hethanked me for it, and would 
have taken it with his right, but f defired him totake it with his 
maim ’d Hand, and fo he Sid: and could clinch it very well, which 
Ewas gladof. Then we did fhew (as we had caufe) all the dit 
like we could againft that defperate x& of him, from whom he re- 
ceived his hurt, selling him, that we were all {trangers, and for 
our parts.had done him no wrongat alls and therefore hoped 
‘that ye mould nof be made any way to fuffer for the faults of 
anothes: and we further told him, that if he would be quict till 
ave came up tothe Court, he fhould have all the fatisfaction he 
could defire. He to!d us, that we were good men, and had 
done him no wrong, andth-#h* eouldtill then reft contented 5 
buthe did net fo, for abou. two hours after we met with a great 
'man of tat Country, havinga mighty train with him, (as aj] the 
Grandces there have when they travel, of whom more after: 
ward) : He prefaitly went towards him, that to him he might 
make his complaint 5 and fo did, telling him, that he was the 
Prince’s {Urvant, why he came tous, and how he had been ufcd 
by us, fhewing him his hahd and his other breaches. The great 
mad replicd, that it was not well done of us, but he kadnothing 


todo with its; andf{o departed onhbisway. That night after. we. 


‘cane to a fireng large Town, and placing our felves gn thentide 
© its he didavhat he could (as we imagined) toraifé up that 
People againft us, fome of them coming about us to vicw us, as 
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we conceived, but putting on the beft confidence we could, and 
ftanding then upon our guard, and all of ug watching that migh, 
but Cina esti nae by the good providence of God, whe 
kept us mall our journey, we here felt none of that mifehic€ 
we feared; but earlyin she morning quietly departed withmx 
the leaft moleftation. After which,, with a little money, anda 
great many good words, we fo quietedthis man, that wencver 
er heard any more cemplaining from him. . So that (as bttere” 
Lobferved) we were not at any time in any dangers of fuffering 
by that people, bur fome of our own Nation were the procurmg 
caufes of! it. | 
- Before I obfenyed , that for the generality of this 
they have vary low and timorous fpirits, but there are fome I 
named in my laft Section, who are ftout daring men, as the Ba- 
loches, Patans, and Rafhboots, who, as they have the honour 
above ail the reft of the people in thof¢ large Provinces to be 
accounted valiant; fo, as occafion is offered, they will thew 
themfelves fo to be: and therefore they are much hired as 
Convoys to fecure Mens Perfons and Goods, from place 
to place. .: 
. bor thofe Provinces , they are not without Mountains of 
prey, and Tabernacles of Robbers, as David and Fob fpeak ; 
where defperate men keep in fome Woods and Deferts,which are 
not far from great road-ways, moft frequented and ufeds and 
thers, like the wild 4rabes,in Compamtes,meet and {poil, andde- 
{troy poor Paffengers, when they expect them nots it being 
the curfed manner of thofe Spoilers, if they prevail againftthem 
whom they furprife, to kill them before they rifle thems; and 
therefore the Orit thing heard: from them is, Ator, mor, ser, 
that is, Kill, kill, kill, whichthey all {peak out as loud asthey 
can. Wewere often told of them as we travelled fometimes in 
the night, by reafon of the extream heat of the day (after sve 
had taken leave of the King, and fo were journeying towards. 
Surat) that we fhould meet with thofe cruel villains 5 but, 
through Gods mercy, we were never indanger of them but. 
once ; and that was about midnight, neer a large Cit called | 
Bredera; but we being a competent number of Englifh-mea 
together , about twenty 5 and all of us refolved to fell ow 
lives at as dear arate as we could, and having twice fo mary ij“ 
dian fervants with us, which arevery nimbic. with cher Bowe 
and Arrows, we with our Piftols and Carbins, which sng ar 
fently difcharged amongft them, and our Indians plying them 
with their Arrows, made them fuddenly toorgreat; we rece#- 
ving little hurt from themsbut after tkis,we made no more night- 
marche’. . . ; | 
Thofe IndiansI named before, are fO faithful to’ their traits 
unt® whomfoever they engage, to the Englifh'as well as 
to any other, that if they be at any time afiaufted, they wall 
rather dye in their defence, than farfake them at their need. 
ie 
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So that fam very contident, ifan Englifh Merchant fhould tra- 
Veaiaione witha very great creafure in Gold,- and Jewels (both, 
or cither) froin Sarat, to Labor, which is more than one thou- 
fand Envlith miles, and take thofe Indian fervants only for his 
company, and guard, and all they kngw what he carried with > 
him, He paying themthcir, Wages, they would be fo far from 
injuring him of the leaft peny of his wealth, that whofoever be- 
fides fhould attempt his fpoiling, muft make a way through their 
blood, betore they fhould be able to doit. : 

Here is a great and good example of faithfulnefs; and it is 
very true. But I much doubt, that if a great Indian Recolors: 
I mean a Native of that Countrey , fhould come Sor Exgland 
with jike treafure , with a défire to pafs through this whole 
Nation , and fhould for his more fafe paflage take a guard 
of Sword-men here, and pay them well for their fervice, 
they might lye under fuch a {trong tentation, as might make 
themto fpoil the Egyptian, by fhartning his journey, dividin 
his fubftance, and by difpofing fo of his perfon, that it fhoul 
never tell tales. 

But for that people, as their faithfulnefs is very remarkable, 
fo is their diligence very exemplary likewife 5 for they keep 
continually within the call of their Mafters, and will not at any 
time depart thence without fpecial leave. And the plenty of 
all Provilions being very great throughout the whole Monarchy, 
they ferve at very lowrates, which I never knew them to raife, 
not requiring more than five fhillmgs Sterlizg every new Moon, 
paid the next day after its Change, which is all the recompence 
they dodefire, or expe& from their Mafters, to provide them- 
{elves with all necefiaries

and for this do as good fervice , as if they had ten times as 
much wages. ~ 

*¥ hey ftandto be hired inthe Bazar or Market-place, an an- 
cicnt cuftom; as may appear, Afat. 20. 3. where fome of them 
‘may be at all timgs had. 

But it is their manncr, whenthey are hired to receive-advance-+ 
money, that 1s, ome moneths pay before hand, and to have their 
pay thusin hand every mencth fo long as they ferve 5 and fo ho- 
neft they arc, that if they be bidden to provide themfelves of 
otHer Mafters, they wiil fcerve out the time for which they have 
received ody, to an hour before, they depart. - 

* Now thci@ who are fo cxadl in performing their duty by their 
Faithfuliiefs and diligence, muft be exactly paid their Salary 
at 
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atthe time they expect iv, otherwife they will be ready to quit 
their ferviee, as ore of them whom we thus hircd, Ictt usas we 
were travelling up tothe Court 3 the reafon, becaufe, our money’ 
was almoft quite gone (though we were fupplied again a day or. 
twoafter) and we couldamot punétually pay him at his day, as 
we had formerly done. This fellow led one of our Camels, 
and had been with us two moneths betore 3 but, upan_this 
little failing him, weuld needs leave us: but before he de- 
parted he made a fpeech to his Camel, telling him, that he 
hadled him thus long, and had during that time lived by him 5 
but nov’ our money (as he fuppofed) quite failing, he told him 
that he mult be gone, defiring God to blefs him 3 and that he 
might have ome other to lead him that might not be lefs care- 
ful of him than he had been. So he took leave of his Camel, 
though not of.us, and departed. All the reft of his company 
were perfwaded to continue with us, and had their pay a day or 
twoafter ; and-fo we proceeded on our journey, and {0 fhalll 
farther in this Difeourfe. And now I have fpoken fomthing of 
the people, I fhall {peak .

Of their buildings in Villages, Towns, and Cities 5 How 
their Houfes are furnifbed ; Of their Sarra’s or Houfes 
for the entertainment of P affengers 5 Of their Tents, 
Heels, and of their places of pleafure, &c. ; 


Obferved before the richnefs of their Soil. and how thofe 
. Provinces are watered by many goodly Rivers, fed wrh 
abundance of Springs 3 and how their Fields are clothed, with 
very much plenty of Corn of divers kind , fold there at 
fuch low rates that every one may there cat bread without - 
{carcenefs. : 
Now Icome to take noticc_of their Buildings; and here I 
muft tell my Reader, that this People are not much taken or 
infected with that plague of Building (asthe Italiano call fr) ° 
withing the love of it as a Curfe to poiiets the thoughts of then 
they moft hate 5 and therefore, as the ftonesiin Izdza are not: 
all precidus, fo the Houfes there are not at all Palaces 5 the poor 
there cannot crcc&t for their dwellings tair Piles,-andthe Gran- 
dees do not cover theie heads under tueh curious Roofs, as ma- 
ny of the Europeans do5 The reafon, firft, becaufe alkthe 
great men there live a great part of the year, Gin which their 
Moineths are more temperate, as trom the middle of September. 
to the middeft of Aprzl) in Tents, Pavilions, oy moveable h:r 
bitations, which according to their tancies,changing they remove 
froms 
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from place to place, chauging cheir air as c.tiunasuey pleait 
And fecondiy, beewufe albthe vrewt mea there bavethaie Pene- 
onsand whole tubbitence troricthe King, whieh they l cid unun 
very fickic and uncertain terms 3 eras Mew arc leuled Upon, aa 
eontinucd unco them by the King’s tuygur, fo are thes wilcted 
wud tofrby histrown.

For their buildings in Cities and Towne, there we fome cf 
them hand{fom, ochers fain, fuch as are inhabited by Merchants, 
and none of them very defpicable. 

They build their hoates low, not above two ftorics,and many 
of their cops flac and thick, which heep cit the violence of the 
heat; andthole flac tops, fupported with ftrong Vimber, and 
coated over witha plafter (like that we call platter ot Pap ) 
keep them dry in the tine of the Rains. 

Zhofe broad Varrafes, or Hat Roots, fome of then: lofty, are 
places where many people may fiand Cand fo they often do ) 
early inthe morning, and in the evening late, Hike Camclionsjro 
draw, and drink in freth air 5 and they are made after this tafhi- 
on, for protpect, as well as pleafure. 

Thofe houfes of two ftorics, have many of them very laige 
upper rooms, which have many double doors in the inies of

Mott ot the houfes within the City are of brick, and very many 
of Thea ridged and covered with Tiles. ‘ 
Bur for their houfes in their Aldcas or Villages, which ftand 
very thick in thar Country, they are generally very .poor and 
hale Ad! thote Countrgy-dwellings are fet up clofe together 5 
For IL never obierved any houfe thereto ftand fingle, and alone. 
Some uf their howes in thofe villages are made with earthen- 
walls, mingled withdtraw, fet up immediatly after'cheit Rains, | 
nid having 2 long featon after to dry them throughly, {tand_ firm, 
andio gutumues; they are buile low, and many ot them flat: 
buc tor’she generality of thofe Country-Villages, the Cottages 
inthem ar inife: ably poor, little, and bafe, fothatas they are 
buile with a very little charge, fer up with fiicks rather chan 
‘Timber, ifthey chance to fire (as many times they do) for a 
very little they may be re-edified. 
Thote who inhabir the Countrey-Villages, are called Coolees. 
Thete till the ground, and breed up Cattel, and other things for 
provilion, as Hens, @c. thefe, they who plant the Sugar, the 
Cocten-wool, and Indico. @¢.-----for their Trades and Manu- 
fuctures they are kept in Cities and Towns,about which are their 
choiceft fruits planted. In their Citics and Towns, without their 
dwellings, bur fixt tothem, are pend-houfes where they fhew 
and {ell their provifions, as bread, and flower-cakes made up 
with Sugar, and fruits, and other things; and there they, fhew 
their manutaétures, and ctler Comnrodities, fome of which they 
-arrv twice every day to fellinthe Bazar or Market, 


I faw two houles of the Afogol’s,one at Alandoa,the other at A- 
wadaver, whieh appeared large & ftately,built of excellent ftone 
welt iquared and put together, cach of them taking up a large 
compats of grouud ; but we could never tee how they were coh- 
trived within, becaufe there are none admitted, itrangers or 
others, to havea fight of thofe houics, while the King’s wivcs 
and women are thcre, which muft not befeen by any ber by 
himfelf, andd&ys fervants the Eunuchs. , 

The Asogol’: Falace Royalis at dgra his Afgtxopolis Cot which 
more Afterward) but for the pretent I fhall takea Neele notice, 
ofa very curious Grot Ifaw kelonging to his heufe at Afamcha, 
which {tood -a {mail diftance frony it, for the building of which 
there wasa way made into a firm Rock, which fhewed it teks on 
the fide of an Hille Canopied over with part of that Rock. “te 
was a placé that had much beauty in it by raifon of the curious 
workmanfhip bef{towed on its and much pleafure by reafon of 
its coolnets. 

. That City Atlavdoa {peak of, is G@tuated upon a very high 
mountiin, the top whereof is flat, and plain, and {pacious. 
From all partsthat lie about it but one 5 the afcent is very high, 
anéfteep; andthe way to us feemed cxcecding Jonx, for we 
were twu whole days climbing ep the Hill, with,our “Cariares,. 
which we gotup with very much difheulty 5 not, tar from the 
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botrom of witich Hill, we lodged ara great town called Acha- 
barspore, where we lerricd over a broad River (as wedid dn 
other places ) tor fl oblerved no bridges made there over any of 
thear Rivers where-their high-ways le.That Hillon which AZan- 
dos {tands, is (tuck round (as it were) with fair trees, thar keep 

their diftanse fo one trom and below the érher.that there is mach 
delight in beholding them cither from the bottom or top of that 

Hill. é 

In ghofe vaff and far extended Woods,there are Lions, Tygres, 
and other beafts of Prey, and many wild Elephants.-’ We lay 
one night itr that wood with our Carriages,and thofe Liows came 
abouc us dilcovering themtelves by their Roaring; but we keep- 
lag @ very good fire all night, they came not neer encagh to hurt 
etrher otrtelycs,orcattel. Phote crucl Beatts are night-walkers 
for inthe day they appear not. 

After when (through Gods moitt gracious affiftance) we had 
overcome thofe difficulties amd dangers we came into a plain 
and even Countrey3in which cravelling a few dayes more,we firft 
metavich my Lord Ainbailador inarching towards AZandoa with 
that great King, with whom I then {étled, and continued with 
him, til! he 'was returned home. ; 

We were in our journey to the Court from the beginning of 
January, vill the end of Afarch, we retting a whilé at Brawmpore, 
which is a very fpacious and populousCity ,;where wehad aFacto- 
ry--And after that, we were violently detained in our journy ‘by 
Saltaz Caroonthe Prince, whom we met in his march towards 
Brazpore,& avery marvelous great retinue with him.The reafon 
why he interrupted us in our courfe was,that hé might fee the 
Pretents we had for his Father the King 5 but we having com- 
mand fromthe Ambafladorto tell him,that we durft not open 
them, till we came to the King, we mof{t humbly craved his par- 
dan to (pare us ir thats; fo prefenting him with a pair of Rich 

_G] wes Cchough they be things they wear net in thofe hot Coun- 
tries J'and a rich embroidered bag for perfume ¢which amongtft 
many Gther thiggs of che like kind were brought fromExglazd to 
bé given away for Prefents)after that he had carried us back three 

ays Journy,he let us go,taking further order for our fate convoy. 

And now Reader, thoy maiit fuppofe us almoft fetled in 
Adziucdoa, the place then of the Afogol’s refidence, not much in- 
babited before we came thither, having more ruins by far about 

Jit, han ftanding-houfes. But amongt{t the Piles of building 
thatched iil upy thetv heads above Ruin, there were not a few 
unmeguertcd Mflolquits, or A/ahomctan Churches 3 yet I ob- 
ferved, that thoughihe people whe attended the King there, 
were marveHoudly ilrcigi.cned for room, wherein they might 
difpate oir very great numbers of moft excellent hortes, ~which 
were now ac that place, they would fnot make ttables cf_any 
cf thof@Chyrches, though before that time, they hag bsen-tor- 
taken, 2nd o'rie of utc. 
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One of thofe deferted Mofquits, with fome large Tomb near 
it, botk vaulted over head (which fhall be after defcribed) 
were the beft places there to be gotten for my Lord Ambafla- 
dour and his Company to lodge and be in, we carrying our 
bedding, and all things appertaining thereto, all neceffaries be- 
longing to our Kitchin,” and every thing ‘befide for bodily ufe, 
from plgce to place, as we occajionally removed. Here we 
ftayed with the Afogol from the middle of April, tili rhe twenti- 
eth of September following, and then began our progrefs with 
him, tue yards the City Amadavar. 

Our abiding place at Afandoa, was very near one‘of the fides 
of thacvalt Wildernefs, out of which,fome of thofe wild beafts 
oft-times in the night came about our habitation, and feldom 
teturned back without a Sheep, or a Goat, or a Kid, fome of 
which we always kept about us for our provifion. And it was 
a wonderful great mercy, thofe furious, and ravening, and 
hunger-bie Creatures, did not make théir prey fometimes in the 
dark and filent nights, while we were fleeping, on fome of our’ 
bodies, the fore-part of our dwelling ftanding upon pillars 5 and 
there was nothing in thofe open diftances, that had any ftrength 
in itto keep them from us. 

One night, early in the Evening, there was a great Lion 
which we faw,came into our Yard, (though our Yard was com- 

afied about with a ftone-wall, that was not low.) And my 

ord Ambaffadour having a little white neat Shock, that ran 
out barking at hint, the Lion prefently {napt him up,leapt again 
over the wall, and away he went. 

But fora ravening and roaring Lion, as I believe that he can- 
not be made tame whenheis old; yet certainly he nay be bred 
tame, being kepr*full, and high fed. For the Asegol, at my 
being there, hada very great Lion (I often faw_) which went up 
and down, amongft the people that frequentec: his Court, gent- 
ly as a dog, and never did hurt;only he had fome Keepers which | 
did continually wait upon him. - 

For thofe wild and cruel Beafts,one of our Englifh-men' watch- 
ing ina tree by night,(that ftood not far from our dwelling) with 
a fire-lock charg’d with fome {mall bullets,fhot a Tigre,and kil’d 
him f{tone-dead,as he was coming towards us.It wasa large beaft, 
higher than an Irifh-Greyhound,with grizled hair,a long heads& 
fharp and fhort picked ears,having a mouth fil’d with cruel tecths 
atter which (we ufually keeping 2 little fire without our houfe 
everyni hr)werce not fo much troubled; with thofe night-walkers. 

Now to return to that from which Iam occafionally digref- 
fed, told you betore what their buildings are. * And now for 
the furniture that the greateft men have in them, it is Curta fr- 
pellex, very little; they being not beautified with hangings, nor 
wich any thing befides to line their walls 5; but where they are 
beft-ad*xrned, they are kept very, white, and fet offywitii a liteie 
neat pai ang and nothing elfe;for they have no Chi trs,no {tools} 

nor ' 
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bor:Couches, nor Tables, nor Beds , enclofed with ‘Canapies, 


or Chitains, in any of their Rooms. And the trutk — ¢hat if: 


they had.them,-the. extream heat there would forbid ghe ufe of 
many of them,..all their bravery is upon their Floors,’ all which 
are made-ccven with fine Earth or Plaifter, on which they fpread 


their .moft excellent Carpets intheir Tents; as-well as in their* 
dwelling -houfes.,. laying fome coarfe thing under to Psa Se 
: ne ae ot: A 

ds 


them.; on which they fit (as Taylors on their fhop-boards) when 
they. meet together, putting off their fhoe<s (which they -ufual- 
ly wear as{lippers and their feet bare in them) when thex come 
to tread upon thofe foft Pavements, and keeping thepmoff till 
they remove thence, this helps tokeep cool theje fee and js 
very pleafant in thofe hot. Countries. On thofe C:a pets they 
{leep inthe night time, or elfe upon an hard Quilt, ordying up- 
ona flight and low Bed-ftead they call a Cot, bottomed with 
broad Girt-web made of Cotten-wool.* But where-ever they lye, 
they ftreteh themfelvesoout at their full length when they goto 
fleep, ufually upon theimbacks, without any Pillow; or Bolfter, to 
raicup their heads. : Very many of the meanef' fort of people 
Cas Lhave often obferved) a thus {tretched out to take their reft 
upon the’ ground, in the dry feafon of the year, with a white 
Callica-cloth fpread all over them, which makes them to appear 


like fo many:dead corpfesilaid forth for burial. This lying fo 


eeven,and at length with their bodies thus éxtendéd, may be'one 
reafon -why. the people ‘there -are all fo ftraight Jimn d, ha- 
ving. pone: crooked amongft then; and another, becaufe they 
never girt, nor lace in their bodies.Cas before was obferved). 
Same of thofe flight ‘Bed-fteads, © they ¢all Cots, in'their ftanding 
houfes hang by ropes, a little above ground, which are fattned to 
the fourcorners thereof, moved gently upand down, by . their 
fervants, to lull them afleep. et _ a 
Mate hey ‘have. ne Inns in thofe parts for the entertainment of 
ftrangers.5 but in fome gréat ‘Towns large Houfes they call Sar- 
raas very fubftanvially built, with sbrick; or‘ {tone, where any 
Paflengers may,find houfe-room ‘and ufe it without any recom- 
ptnce 5 but theréis nothing to ‘be ‘had befide room, all other 
things they muft provide and bring. with them, as when they 
lodge in Tents. - : _é Ee 
Amongft their Buildings 1 muft take {pecial notice of their 
WVells ‘arid’ Fankes, upon both which in very many places they 
“beftow™ exceeding much coft in ftone-work 5 for their Welis 
which are fed with Springs, they make them round, but very 
wide andlarge. They are wrought'up with firm {tones laid in 
fine PJaifter 5 they ufually cover thofe Wells with a building 
over-head, and with Oxen draw water out of them, which rifeth 
up “in many fmall Buckets, whereof fome are always going 
down, others continually coming up, and emptying themfelves, 
introugks, or little me made to receive, and convey. the wa- 
bx whither jhey pleafe. aoe 
. ene : EF f&f 2 Their 
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Their Tanks are made in low places, and many of them very 
deep ard large Cone mile, and fome of them much more in com- 
pafs.) madé round or four-fquare, or in more {quares, about 
which thefe is a low ftone-wall, that hath many doors init, and 
within that wall fteps, made one below the other round about it, 

that_go downto the botgom thereof, (which is paved likewife) = 

thoté fteps are made of well {Quaved lafting ftone, laid firm, 
Rnd eeven in very good order,for people that have not plenty of 
water otherwife, to gg down andtake it. Thefe great recepta- 
cles of water, are made neer places that are very populous 3 4lld 
when thatlong feafon of rain (before {poken of ) comes, imme- 
diately kefore which time, they clenfe them, that the water may 
be more tisar, aad wholfom. They hold water all the dry fea- 
fon of the year. . : 

For their places of pleafure, they are intheir Groves, where 
their curious Fruit-trees (before defcribed) grow ; but efpecially 
in their Gardens, wherein they plant little Vineyards that afford 
marvellous fair and fweet Grapes, whieh they cut green, for 
their eating, or make Raifonsofthem. But for Wine, they make 
none, becaufe their Asahomet. forbids the drinkingtherecf~ Ia 
thofe Gardens likewife, they have many Pome-granat-trees, 
withall other of the choiceft fruits and flowers their Country 
affords; to which Nature daily yields fuch a fupply, as thar 
there is beauty to be feen in thofe Trees, and Plants, and that 
continually. In the middle of thofe Gardens, they have f4ych 
Wells (as before are defcribed) thetops whereof ftand a good 
deal higher than the planted ground, whichlyes eeven, ane Gar 
below them, from whence water is conveyed in narrow open 
paflages, (they knowing not the ufe of Leaden-Pipes) to all the 
parts of them inthe dry feafon of the year. Inthofe Gardens 
likewife they have little rovnd Tanks to bathe in; whofe fides 
and bottoms are made firm and fmooth with that plaidter before 
named; they are filld by aquae-du&s from thole’ Wells, and thty 
can empty them when they pleafe, as well'as fllthem. . The 
water that is conveyed intothofe {mall Tanks, ufually rurs dowm 
broad ftone Fables, that have many hollows raade in them, lite 
to fcollop-fhells, which water in its paflage makes fuch a pretty 
murmure, ashelpstotye their fenfes with the bonds of fleep, ia 
the’ hot feafons of the day when they conftantly keep their 
houfes, and then they lye down neér them on-thcir Carpets, te 
belull’dafleep. Thofe bathing places are within, or v¢ry near 
their Garden-houfes, which ufually are by far more neat, than 
any other of their dwelling- 

In fach a Garden-houfe, with all thofe accommodations about 
it, my Lord Embafiadour lay with his eompany at S#rat, the latt 
three moneths before he lefc Eafi- Indra. : 

And further, in thofe hor feafons of the day 5; the people of 
better Guality lying or ficting ontheir Carpets,or Pallats have £r- 
vants flancing about them, who continually bearithe air updr 
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them with Flabelle’s, or Fans, of ftifined leather, which keeps 
qn the Hyes from annoying them, and cool therm -as they-lye. 
Thus taking a eafe, they call for Barbers, whovery gently 
e@ripe thefr arms, and fhoulders, and other parts, they can in 
any meafure grafp, and they ftrike likewife very foftly thofe 
parts with the fides of their hands 5 it is very pleafing as they- 
do it, and caufeth their blood to ftir in their veins 5 «it is there- 
fore very much ufed in thofe parts, to fuch as do not heat their 
blogd by bodily motion. 

Fortheir paftimes within doors, they have Cards,. pat much 
different from ours in the figures made inthem,- an4 in their 
greater number of fuits. Thofe Cards I have often &en 5 and 
have been more often told, that they have very good skill in 
that moft innocent and ingenious game we call Chefie, 

They delight themfelves fometimes with*the Company of 
Mountebanks, and Juglers. For their Mountebanks 5 they keep 
venemots Snakes in Bafkets, and wil fuffer themfelves to be 
bitten or ftung by thems; which part thus bitten, or {tung, pre- 
femly fwells, andimmediately after that, they cure themfelves 
again by Oyls and Powders, which they apply unto the place, 
and then offer to fell them unto the people itanding by. 

Their Juglers are the cunningft that ever I faw, to do ftrange 
things by fleight of hand, as in this trick I fhall here name: 
where I have obfervedthemto lay down {cuttles or broadopen 
Wicker-bafkets upon the ground, three or four one uponano- 
ther, all which appeared empty, as they laid-them down 5 but 
taking them up again one after the other, in the bottom ofthem 
there would appear, three or four living Turtle-doves - which 
they would cover again with the fame Scuttles, and toffing and 
turning themas they took them off, and up the fecond time, 
none of thofe pretty creatures were to be feenanymore. But 
how they firft cénveyed them thither, and how after thence, we 
ceuld not pofflibly difcover. 

Fértheir Paftimes abroad they have Hawks‘of divers kinds, 

reatef and lefs, and Partridges, and other choice Fowl great 
ifore to fly ac They have Hares, and Antilops, with other 

ild Beaftsto hunt, and thefenot afew. Their dogs far chafe 
are made fomwhat like oyr Grey-hounds, but much lefs, who 
never open inthe purfute of their game. They hunt likewife 
Leopards train’d up and made fit for their fport, who by 
leaping {eize on that they purfue:but by reafon of the heat ofthe 
Country , thofe {ports are not there much ufed? The Asogol 
when he hunts, carries Hawks and Dogs, and all things befide 
with him, to make him paftime; that if one fport fail, he may 
be pleafed with another. 

Fhey fay, that they havea curious Device to take wild fowls 
that ufé the water 3 into which a fellow goes, with a fow| ofthat 
kind he defires to catch, whof skin is {tuffed fo artHiclally, as 
tiat witha n‘>ifc he counterfcits that fowl], itappears bealive, 
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the man keer all hisbody but head under water, on whichte 
_fa{tehs that counterfeit fowl to ftand fore-right on the rep. 

thereof, and thus coming among(t them, he Diese them (as 
they fay) by their legs under water at his pleafure. ‘But this } 
-have only by tradition. 

For other paftimes abroad, this] gm fure of, that when the 
weatheéé is more temperate, they fhoor much intheir Bows, and 
are very excellent Marks-men, fomewhat like thofe left-handed 
men f{poken of Judg. 20. 16. And with their Guns in which 
they fhent fingle bullets ( for they have not the ufe of fmall- 
fhot) they are fomwhat long intaking their aim, but they will 
come ver y-meer the mark. 

Other delight themfelves very much in managing their excel- 
lent Horfes; But fo fhall not I delight my Reader, if I dwell 
too long in particilars. And therefore having fpoken of their 
Buildings, I thallnow invite him, though not to eat, or tafte. 
yet totake notice

Of their Diet, their’.Cookery in dreffing it, bc. 


Nd though this Country affords very much variety of ex- 

f -cellent good Provifions, yet the. Mahometans feed not 

freely on any flefh, but on that which is ftrange, and forbidden 
€of the Hindoos Diet I fhall fpeak afterwards) : but forthe Ma- 

hometans they are a people,asI conceive,not much given totheir 
Palate 3; but are very careful.of, and temperate in their Diet, 
as having learn’dby experience, that full bellies do. more op- 

prefs, than ftrengthen the body, that too mucfkof the Creature 
doth not comfort but-deftroy Nature 5 It bein}; a tried trugh, 
that Gluttony reacheth, and kills thofeé whom {words camnéc 
touch. All Diteafes of the body for the moft part being con- 

tracted toit by Surfeits, in on kinde or other 5 afd therefore the%y 
keep themfelves toa thin Diet, and eat not to pamper and pleafy 
their Appetite, but to fatisfie and fupport nature, which is con- 
tented with a little every where, but with lefsin hot Countries, 

where mens digeftion of food is not fo quick afid good § this he-- 
ing further a tried truth, that thofe bodies are mot ftrongyactive, 
and healthy, Which are moft temperate. 

Therefore though they have abundance of flefh and fowl, and 
have fifh too, yet are they temperate inall of them. For-Swines 
flcfh, it * an abomination unto the Mahometans; and therefore 
they teuchitnot. And for other kind of ficth, they eat very 
hitt]>o#® them alonc, to make their full meals of them, for they 
drcfs ndtkind of flcfhin great pieces, or whole joynts, mor {carce 
anv of t" =: fowls whole. a E : 
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For boyling of flefh in Avater, or baking or roaft = amy ficth, 
aye pieces of Cookery ar Tobferved well) they knowoor 5 Sut 
they ftewall their ficfh as their Kid and other Venifon, &c. cut 
into tippets, or flices, or little parts, tq which they put Onjons, 
and Herbs, and Roots , and Ginger, ( which they take there 
green out of the earth) apd other Spices , with fome butter 
which ingredix nts when as they are well proportioned, make a 
Food that & exceedingly pleafing to all Palats , at their firft ta- 
{tingthereof moftfavoury Meat, haply tnat very difh which 
Jacob made for his Father Zaac, when he got tht | leffing, 
Cen. 27. es 

With their flefh and herbs, ec. they fometimes.2ew Hens 
ané other Foul cut in pieces, which is like that the sp.zzards 
callan Oleo, but more troothfome. 

But their great common ftanding difh there is Rice, which 
they boy! with more Art than we: for they boy] the grain fo as 
that ic i8 full, and ptump,-and tender, but not broken in 
boyling ; they put to ita little green Ginger, artd Pepper, and 
Butter, and this is the ordinary way of their dreffing it, and 
{o “tis very good. 

Sometimes they boy] pieces of flefh, or Hens, and other Fowl 
cut in pieces in their Rice, which difh they call Pillaws as they 
order it, they make it a very excellent, and a very well-tafted 
Food. 

Once my Lord Ambafladour had an Entertainment there by 
Afaph Chan, who invited him to dinner (and this was the only re- 
{pect inthat kind he ever had , while he was in Eaft-India ) 
That 4faph Chaz was a Man made by his great Alliances, the 
greatclt Subject and Favourite in allthat Empires for his Sifter 
Was the Afogol’s molt beloved Wife, and his Daughter was mar- 
ried unto Sultan Caroon the Prince, and very much beloved by 
him, but of alltgefe , more afterward. 

This 4faph Chaz entertained my Lord Ambatlador in a very 
‘{pacigus and g very beautiful Tent, where none of his fol- 
lowers bcfida; my felf, faw, or tafted of that Entertainment. 

That Tent was kept full ofa very pleafant Perfume 3;in which 
ents the King and Grandees there take very much delight. The 
floor of the Tent was firft,covered all over with very rich and 
Jasge Carpets, which were covered again in the places where 

> er ftoods with other good Carpets, made of {titch’d 
Leatncr, to preferve them which were richer 5 and thefe were 
covered again with pure white and fine Callice Cluthes, andall 
thefe covered with very many difhes of Silver, but for the 
greatgy pure of chofe Silver difhes they were nor Jarger than our 
largeft trancher- plates, the brims of all ofthem gilt. 

We fate in that large Room as it wereina Triangic3, The 


-Ambafladouron Afaph Chan's right hand a good diftance ¥reun 


him, and ?ny (lf below 3 all of, uson the ground, a3 tgey there 
a dé when ‘as they eat, with our Faces looking ea F'to the 
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other, onexof us had his fev'eral mefs. The AmB (-. 
fadotir had osore difhes by ten, and Llefs by ten, than our cu- 
tertituer had, yet for my part Lhad fifty difhes. They were 
allice before us atonce, and little paths left berwixt them, that 
orr entertainers fervants ( for onely they waited ) might come 
and réath them to us one after another, and fo they did. Sothat 
Lunated of ‘all fet before me, and of moft did but tafte, though 
all of them tafted very well. 

Now of the provifion it felf, for our larger difhes, they were 
filled whh Rice, drefled (as before defcrib’d..)) And rhis Rice 
was preléatcerd tous, fome ofit white, in its own proper colour, 
fome of i1fMade yellow with Saffron, and fome of it was made 
green, and foine of it put into a purplecolour, but by what 
ingredient { know not, but this] amfure, that it all tafted very 
well: And with Rice thus ordered, feveral of our difhes were 
furnifhed, and very many more of them with fleth of feveral 
kinds, and with Hens, .and with other fort of Fowl] cut in pieces. 
as before I obferved in their Ivdian Cookery. 

To thefe we had many Jellies, and Culicess Rice ground to 
flower, and then boyled, and after fweetned with Sugar-Candy 
and Rofe-Water to be eatencold. The flower of Rice mingled 
with {weet Almonds, made as fmall as they could, and with’ 
foine of the moft flefhy parts of Hens ftewed withit, and after 
the flefi-o beaten into pieces, that it could not be difcern’d, all 
made fweet with Rofe-Water and Sigar-Candy , and fentéd 
with Amber-Greece ; this wasanother of our difhes, and a moft 
luf{cious one, which the Portugals call Afamgce Real, Food fora 
King. Many other difhes we had, made up in Cakes of feveral 
forms, of the fineft pf the wheat-flower, mingled with Almonds 
and Sugar-Candy, whereof.fome were fented, and fomenor. 
Tothefe Potatoes excellently well drefied, and to them divers 
Sallads, and the curious fruits of that Country fome preferved 
in Sugar, and gtherg raw, and tothefe many P_oots’candie. 
Almonds blanched, Raifonsof the Sun, Prunella. and I know 
not what, of all enough to make up thatwnren ber of dithes 
before named; and with thefe quelque chofe, was that entertair- 
vient made up. aaa 

And it was better a great deal, shan if it had confifted of 
full and heaped up difhes, fuch as are fometimgs amongft us pre 
vided, for great and profufe entertainments. Our Bread 
very good and excclient Wlheat,made up very white and hignt,in 
round Gakes; and for our Drink, fome of it was brew’'d for 
ought I know, ever fince Noah his Flood, that, good innocent 
svater, being all the Drink there commonly ufed ( as before ) 
sadin thofe hoe Climates Cit being better ‘digefted there than 
ia ansrother parts) it Is very tweet, and allavcs thir(t better 
thaaaty other Liquor can, and therefore better pieafeth, and 
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plage was better than spéesws, that famous Epreure of Rowe, 
wieh all his Witty Glutrony ( for fo Paterculas calls it, 7g-ne0f2 
Gela,) coullbeave made withall provifions had from the Earth 
and Air, and Sea. 

My Lord Anibaffadour obferved nor that uncafie.way oL 
fitting at hfs meat, but as inhis own Houle had Tables und 
Chairs, &c. Served he was altogether in Plate , and had an 
Englith, and Indian Cook to drets hisdyet, which warvery 
plentiful, and cheap likewife , {Uthat by reaton of the¢sstat va- 
riety of provifions there, his weckly account for his HouG-keep- 
ing came but to little. 

The me:ner fort of people there eat Rice boyled with their 
yreen-Ginger and alittle Pepper, after which they put Butter 
into it, which is their principal difh, and but feldom eaten by 
them: But their ordinary Food is made (nor of the flowr of 
eWheat ) but of acoarfe welltafted Grain, made up in round 
broad and thick Cakes, which they bake upon their thin iron 
plates ( before fpoken of ) which they carry withthem, when 
as they travel from place to place 3 when they have bak’d 
thofe Cakes , they put a little Butter on them: And doubt- 
lef$ the poor people find this avery hearty Food, for they who 
live mo{t upon it, are as {trong as they could be, if they had their 
diet out of the King’s Kitchin. Ifhall here fay no more of this, 
but proceed to {peak.

OF the Civilities of this People, Of their Coneplements, 
und oftheir #1abits. 


Na here.the People in general (as betore was obferved ) 

are as ci! t6 Strangers as to their own Country-men3; for 

trey ufe when they meet one another, or when they meet 

{trangers, to bow their Heads, or tolaytheir right Handson 

their Breafts, and to bow théir Bodies as they pafs, faluting them 
rurrher with many well-wifhes. : 

Lney-ufe pot to uncover their Heads at aJl, as we doinour 
Salutes, (from which cuftom of ours, the Jarks borrow this 
imprecation for their Enemies, wifhiug their Souls no ofere reft 
after death thama Chriftians hat hath, which isalwayes ftirred ) 
but the meaner fart, inftefd of uncovering their Heads gp their 
Superiours, ufe thefe abje&t-Ceremonics, by putting their met 

WJand ro the Earth, and then laying it ontheir Heads3 or >y al- 
ling dowe on their Knees, and then bowing their Heads 4o the 
“arth 3 both -ignifying, that thofe unto whom they 4;%w thefe 
G ££ ~ = S SEVEs 
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severences, 2nd refpedcts, may treac or trample on then aT 
they a id ‘ : 
“When we vilit the people there of better quality, they entér- 
tain us With much humanity 5 firtt rifing up to us, they bow their 
Bodies , and chen entréat us to fit with chem on their Carpets, 
where they are free in their difcourfe,which we ufually exchange 
‘with’ hem by an Interpreter. tf*we have any bufinefs with 
them, they recurn very civil and fair Anfwers, and for our 
further entercainmeM give us Beetle or Punzeto chew, ( before 
{poken af ) 

{In ctigarnear, and more cloie and hearry Salutes, they do not 
joyn Hantizas we, but do that which is hateful tothe Spazsard, 
and not acall im ule withus; for they take one another by the 
Chin, or Beard, and cry Bolba, whichis, Father 3 or B#j, which 
is, Brother: Ang this appears to be a very ancient Cemple- 
ment, for thus Joab long ago taluted 4wafa, 2 Sam. 20.9. But 
this they doin love, not,aS foab did there, in Treachery. 

In their Complements they exprefs many good wifhes to one 
another, as Salawz Allacum, God give you health; the rep!y. 
Allacum Salam, Thefame health God give you. And Greb-a 
Newmoas, I with you the prayersof the poor. And Tere gree gree 
kee Bulla doore, which made-Englith {peaks thus, I with one 
good to’come unto you after another, every Gra, (whichisa 
ipace of time a little more thana quarter of anhour); and they 
have inanmy more Complements like thefe, handfome, and fig- 
nificant. As inferiour people (who have their dependance on 
others ) ufe to fay unto them, Leat your Bread and Salt, ( as 
much to fay ) Iam your Servant, I live by you, and you may 
do withme, ortome, what you pleafe. oe, 

Now asthis People of Eaft- India are civil intheir fpeeches, {7 
are they civilly clad ; for there are none who wear their own fkin 
alone ior their covering , as very many in theeweftern India do. 

For the Habits of this People, from the, highe{ to the 
loweft, they are all madeof the fame fathidn, which they A= 
ver alter norchange; their, Coats fitting clofetc their.Bodies 
unto their Wattes, then hanging down Joofe a litfle below their 
Knees, the lower part of them fitting fome-what til] , thofe clo.2 
Coats are faftned unto both their Shoulders, with flips made 
ofthe fame Cloth,which,for the generality,are ail made of coarf- 
er, or finer white Callico 3 and inlike manner are they faftnec 
to their Wafte , on both fides thereof, which Coats Lo... 
double over their Breafts, are faftned by like flips of Cloth, that 
are putcthick from their left Arm-holes to their middle; The 
fleeves of thofe Coats are madelonz, and foma@what clofe to 
their Arms, that they may ruttle, efpécially from their EtBows 
totheir Wrifts. Under this Coat they ufually wear’ another 
Nleightone, made of the fame Cloth, but fhorter than the other, 
ae a isall they commonly wear upon the upper par of their 
aodies.. ‘ut fome of the greater fort in the cooler ftafons of the’ 
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da’ there, will flip on lod{e Coats over the-otHer, made either 
of quilted Silk, or Calliq , or of our E_ lith rretebrogd- 
cfoth ( for that is the colour they moft love.) Under their 
Cats theychave long Breeches like unto Brifh-troufes, made ufu- . 
ally of the fame cloth, which come to their Anckles, and ruffid . 
on the fimall of their ‘legs. For their feet, they keep them (ag 
was before obferved) alway§$ bare in their fhooes. 

Some ofe their Grandees makes their Coats and Breeches ot 
ftriped Taffata of feveral colours, or of fSme other filk ftuff all 
of the fame colour, or of flight cloth of Silver or Gald, all 
made inthat Country. But pure white and fine Calimgo-laune, 
(which they there make likewife) is for the moft partthe height 
of all their bravery 5 the collars, and fome othr parts of their 
upper coats, being fet off with fome neat ftitching. 

Upon their heads they weara long wreath of cloth, about 
half a yard broad, ufually white, but fometimes of other co- 
lours. Whichclicoth worn for their head-covering, is fometimes 
inter-woven in fpaces with threds of coloured filk, or filver, or 
gold ; and when not fo, one end of that wreath of cloth worn 
by Gallants is ufually thus inter-woven 3 and fo put upon their 
heads, thar its gaynefs may appear. This head-covering of 
theirs, they call a Shafh, whichincirclestheir heads many times, 
ard doth mervelloufly defend them from the violenée of the 
Sun. And _ becaufe this covering muft needs keep their heads 
hat, they provide for this, as well as they can, by-aaving the 
hair continually from offthem. And they have girdles made of 
the fame wreaths of cloth for thesbetter fort; thus inter-woven, 
which come twice at leaft about them, made very trim with that 
kind of weaving, efpecially on both ends, which hang down di- 
rectly before them. 

And thus have I prefented a Mahometan there in his proper 
drefs whofe habit will more vifibly appear together inthe Afo- 
gois Picture, pc_crayedand after put intothis difcourfe. 

New forthé Matiometan women, (beeauft I had never fight 
of thofe of the greateft quality) I cannot give fuch an account 
of them in refpectof the Habits. For thefe, unlefs they be dif- 
lxonef{t, or poor, come not abroad 3 but for the fafhion of their 
Garments, they “do not differ much from thofe the men wear, 
for they wear Cdats, and Breeches one very like the other, on- 
rv womerr bind their long hair with Phillets, which hang down 
behind ‘They wear likewife upon their heads Mantles or 
Vails ( ufually made. of white Callico, or of their. Pintado’s) 
which hang down over their other Garments. - Further, the 
women have theirEars boared, not only intheir flaps, but round 
about them, whereinthey wear very little Pendants 5 thofe of 
the richet fort are made of flat, narrow and thin pieves Of Gold 
or Silver 3 thofe worn by the apie fort made of Brafs, or fron 
kept bright, fo that all are im the fame fafhion ; they beftow fome. 
work upon the edges and ends of thofe Pendants. :. €@And thofe 
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womer bave the tower part of their left Noftrils piex dy 
whereinthey wear’ wPing (when the, pleafe) of Gold, or 

ver, or of {ome other bafer Metals. Thofe Rings of Gold have 
little Pearls faftned to éné end of them, and thar Pearl is dritd 
‘shrough, that both ends of the ring may meet in it. And 
Aoubriefs, the women df the greateit quality (though I faw x 
nor) are bedeck’d with many rich Jewels. This Ihave obferved 
in toric of thofe of the better fort 1 there faw, that they did 
Wear great broad horiow Rings of Gold enamel'd5 and fome 
made -——s wer, or Brafs, upon their wrifts, and upon the imallh 
of their to take offand ons; two or three of them upon 
each Arm, and Leg, which make a tinkling noife, very proba- 
bly fuch Ornaments as the Jewith women were threatned for, 
Vaiah 3. where Almighty God tells them, that be would take 
away their tinkling Ornaments about their feet, the Bracelets, anc 
the Ornanents of their lees, their Rings, and Nofe-jewels. 

For my Lord Embatiadour, ard his Company, we ali kepe 
to our Englifh Habits, made as light and coolas poflibly we 
could have them. , His waiters in red Taffata Cloaks guarded 
with green Taffata, which they always wore when they went 
abroad with him, my felf ina long black Caflock 5; -and the co- 
lours and fafhion of our garments were {fo different from theirs, 
that we needed not, wherefoever we were, to invite fpectatsrs 
to take notice of us. . 

And now, the Conftancy there obferved by the Natives of 
both fexes, in keeping totheir old fafhions in their Habits, ex- 
ampledto them by their Predécefiors in many foregoing Gene- 
rations, and by them ftill continued, is the great praile of this 
people, as the commendation of every Nation inthe Woric al- 
mott, befides ours,*{till conftant to their ancient fafhions ui toeir 
Apparel. 


SECTION XII. 
Of their Language, their Books, their Learning, Sc. 


cs i H E Language of this Empire“ mcan the Vulgar, bears 
the name of it, andis called Indoftan s*°it hath ‘much ait 
nity with the Perfian, and Arabian Tongues: but the snawitan tsa 
f{moother Language, and more eafie tobe pronounced than the 
other, a*Language which Is very fignificant, and fpeaks much 
few words; They write it (aswe)to the rightt hand. | +s ex- 
prefied by Jatters, which are very nfuch different from thofe 
Alphabets by which the Perfian and Arabian Tongues «re form- 
ed. The Perfian there is fpoken as their more caaint and, 
Court-tongue. The Arabian is their learned Language, both 
written backward to the left hand like the Hebrew, from whence’ 

they 
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fhs Borrrow many wordi, which come t@ near it. asthat he 
whd isa good Critick in fhe Hebrew may wery wel Butts at the 
meaning of much in both thofe Languages. The Perfian isa 
Language,-as if ic confifted all of Guttyral letters (as fome ja 
the Hebrew Alphabet are called) filling the mouth in the pro- 
nunciation of them; for asthe words iAthat Language ar 
of fenfe, f in their fpeakio’s they are full of found. 

Forthe katin and Greek, by which there hath beer 14 much 
knowledg conveyed into the World, thef are as ighprant of, 
therm both, as ifthey had never been ; ‘and this may be ovr great’ 
seafon why there isfo little learning amongftthem. ~ ~~ th 
people them{tlves, they are men of very ftrong reaion, and 
will fpeak ex rexata, upon any offered occafidh, very exceed- 
ing well; and doubtlefsthey area people of fuch ftrong Capa- 
cities, that, were there literature amongft them, they might be 
the Authors of many excellent works; but as the cafe ftands 
with them, all chat is there attainable towards Learning, is but 
to readand write. c% 

And here by the way let me infert this, that I never faw: any 
Idiot or natural Fool, nor any deformed perfor amongft them, 
in any of thofe parts. . 

For Logick and Rhetorick which are fo inftrumental, the 
fif{tto enlarge, and the {econd to polifh difcourfes, they have 
none but whatis Natural. They fay, that they write fome wit- 
ty.Poems, and compofe many handfom Annals and Stories of 
their own, and other adjacent Countrics. Hig”

Their Books are not many, andthofe are Manufcripts. ‘That 
rare and happy iyvention of Printing, which hath been the ad- 
vancement of % much learning within Chriftcndom, is not 

hown Withoe. it. 

They haye heard of ariflotle, whom they call dps, and 
tave fome of his Books (as they fay) inthe Arabian Tongue, in 
athich Language (they fiuther fay) they have many Books writ- 
ten by Avicenva, that ancient Phyfitian, who was born in Sa- 
marchandia, on of the moft fam’d places within the ‘Tartarian 
Emoire, the Cavwntry (as they believe) where Tamberlaim, the 
Mogols zi.cat Ancg{tor, drew his firft breath. 

Some parts or fragments they have of the old Teftament 5 of 
which more, when fhall come to fpeak of their Religion. «| 

Many amoneft them profefs themfelvs to have great skill in 

judicial Aftrology, that great Cheat, which hath been very an- 
ci¢ntly, and often put upon (as the Sacred Story wit h:) the 
people utabiting the Eaft, and South parts ofthe World. ‘I

ten fal! to be as tguc as whatthey torctold. 

Yet notwithftanding the truth of thefe premifcs, the great

The commer Difeafes of that Countrey are Bloody-Fluxes, 
with others that come not toblood, Hot-Fevers, Calenture., 
which feize on and fire the head and brain, more than other 
parts. Thefe, many times put our men at Sea into very high di- 
ftempers , cfpecially while they are under Ie Torrid Zoney 
which makes the poor creatures vifited withthem, Getimes 
to conceit the fpacious Sea and Waves thereitrto be great Fie}ds 
fullof Haycocks; andif they were not fometimes happily pre- 
vented, would lcap over- board totumble intkem. 

For ordinary Agues, fuch as are fo common amony us, and 
for thofé. ~wo torments rather than difeafes when they, are rele 
in extremity) the Gout and the Stone, they have the,happinefs 
to ve ignorant of them. 

But fom.etimes they are vifited with an inflammation,or an cx- 

trcam

welland fick, and dead in twelve hours. Asoug Surgeon (who 
wasthere all the Phytician we had, and he led the way) falling 
fick at mid-day, and the following mid-night dead. And there 
were three more that followed him, one intmediately after 
the other, who made as much hafte to the Grave ashe had done, 
and the reft went after them, withfh that {pace of rime (I named’ 
before.) And ( as before I obferved ) all thofe that dyed in 
our Family of this Peftilence, had rheir Bodies fet all on fire by 
it, fo foon as they were firft vifiteds and when they were dy- 
ing, and dead, broad fpots of a black and blew colour ap- 
peared on their Breafts; andtheir flefh was made fo.extreme 
hot by their mofthigh diftemper, that we who furvived, could 
{carce endure to keep our hands upon it. 

It was a molt fadtime. a fery Tryal indeed.- But fuch is the 
govudnefs of Almighty God, that he makes the mNferies of Men 
here , Aut tolerabiles, aut breves, either fufferable, or fhores 
fo that if the thing impofed be extreme heavy to be born , it 
continues not long, as this moft grievous vifitation, moft violent 
for thetime, likea mighty ftorm, and then blown away. For 
here the-mercy of God fuddenly. féept zz, betwixt the living and 
the dead; fothat~+ifot onely in our Family, but alfo inthat.greac 
City, the-Plagu’- was {tayed. 

“Alleour Fagy.ty [ my Lord Ambaff ~ onély excepted ]} 
were vifited v_itqh this ficknefs5 and-weall, who through Gods 
he and good g¢{s out-lived it, had many great blifters, fill’d 
with a thick yellaw‘watery fubftance , that arofe upon many 
parts of our bodiea, wHich when they brake, did even burn and 
«corrode our fkins. -zsit ran down upon them. . 

- ; had a Calenture before at Alamdoa, which 
brought me even into the very Jaws of Death, from whence 
it pleafed God then to refcue and deliver me, whfch amongft 
thoufands and willions oftmercies more received from him, hath, 
and {ball for evef give me cqaufe to [peak good of his Name. 

There are very few Englifh which come thith bytehave 
feane violgnt ficknefs, which if they efcape, and live temperate- 
ly, they utpally enjoy very much health afterward. But Deash 

_made many breaches unto my Lord Ambafliador’s Famjy,for-of' 
four and twenty Waiters,belides his Secretary and my felf,there

TY feul Difeafe.is too common in thofe hot Climates, 
avhere te people thac have it are much more affected with,the 
‘rroubye ittrings, than with the fin or fhame thereof. 

Th people in Eaff-Ivaia live up to our greateft Ages; but 
without all queition they have more old people than we; a 
thing nct :o be wonderedat, if weconfider the great Tempe- 

rancz of that people in general in their eating and drinking. 

But to proceed. The Hzadooes or Heathens there begin their 
year the firltday of Atarch. The Mahometans begin theirs, the 
tenth, at the very inftaat as the Aftroiogers there ghefs that 
the Sun enters inta Aries, their year as ours is divided into 
twelve Moneths, or rather into thirteen Moons, for according 
to them they make many payments. They diftinguifh their 
time in a much different manner from us, dividing ‘the day into 
four, and the night into as many parts, which they call Pores; 
which again they fubdivide each of them into eight parts, 
which thev call Grees ; meafured according tothe ancient cu- 
ftom, by water -dropping out of one veflel into another, by 
which there alwayes {tands a Man appointed for that fervice, 
to turntiat veffel up again whénit is all dropped out, and then 
to {trike with an hammer (upon the brim of a concave piece of 
Metal, like the inner part of a large Platter, hanging bythe 
brim ona wire) the numbcr of thofe Pores, and Grees as they 
pafs. It hath a deep found, and may be heard very far 5 but 
thefe are not common amongf{t them. Neitiser have they any 
Clocks, or Sun} ia!s , to fhew them further khow their time 
pafleth. 

We lived there fome part ofour time a little wyt!.in, o: under 
the Tropick of Cancer, and then the Sun was our Zenith, or Ve 
ticle at noon-day directly over our heads,7 at hfs return to his 
Northern bounds (of which Ihave fpoktn {:nething before. 
The Sun-rifing there, was about fix hours in «+ Merning beforg 
its appearing here, fo that itistwelveof the ~ 

_when itis but fix withus. We had the Sun there above the Ho- 
rizon in December, when the dayes are fhorteft near eleven 
hours; dnd in Je when they are at their fulleft length, fome- 
what more than thirteen hours; which long Abfénce of the Sun 
there from, te face of the Earth, was very advantagious, co 
cool the Earth and Air. I proceed to fpeak

IN ‘thing which may more challenge a due and defervea -om- 
mendation, than thofe things which are Morally arid 24:67 ally 
fos and many of thefe may be drawn out to life, from the ex- 
amples of great numbers amongtt that people. :

one word in their Language, ( thoughit be very copious) and 
that word is Aef?, for a drunkard, anda wead-man. Which 
fhews their hatred of drunken diftempers 3 for none of the people 
there, are at any time feen drunk, (though th¢y might find li- 
quor enough to do it) but the veny offal and dreggs of that 
people, and thefe rarely, or very feldom. 
And here I fha\ infert another moft needful particular to my 
ent purpofes which deferves a moft high * commendation to 
uc yiven unto enat people in general , how poor and mean 
foevyer they be , @nd-that is, the great exemplary care they ma- 
nifeft in their pycty fo their Parents, that, notwithftanding they 
ferve for very liatle’ ( 4s I obferved before ) but five fhillings 
a Moon for thei livelyhood and fubfiftence; yet, if 
tecir Paverts bE.. want, they will impart atthe leaft half of 
thatline 9 werewards/’their_necefiaries, choofing rather to want 
themfelves,then that their Narents fhould fuffer need. 

_ For the Afahomctans (_wholive much upon the Jabours,of the 
Hindooes, kzcping tnemunder, becaufe they formerly conquer-

epee now I come to fpeak of their Religion, I fhall firft take 

notice of the A4ahometan Religion there profeffed. That 
of the Hizdoos or Heathexs fhall find a place wherein I may {peak 
of it afterwards. ; 

But firft ofthe Asahometan Religion, becaufe the Great Asogol 
with his Grawdees, and allother of quality about him are A“%4- 
hometans 3; which Religion ( if itdeferve that name) took its 
firft Rife, and began to be profeffed in the world about the year 
of Chrift 620, as hath been obferved by many Writers. | 

«The Ring-leader to it, and chief Founder of it was A2Zahowmet, 
an Arabian by Birth, born (asis faid)} inavery obfcure place, 
and of very mean and low Parestage. but a Mar—ali’d with 
alf sxbtilty and Craft 3 who, ( as they write }-4fter that he had 
much enriched himfelf by Wives, came to be the Commander 
of a Company of 4rabianz Kolunteers that followed Heraclius 
the Emperour in his Perfiaz Warrss but not long after, himfelf 
and Souldiers, falling firft into Mutiny, and. afterthat to Re- 
bellion, which was an excellent preparativé to put an inno- 
vation er chamge.on Religion, and his Souldiers {tanding clofe 
‘unto him, be bizlelf, with the help of Sergiv-, a Chriftian by 
psofeffion, dDu=z an Heretical Nefforian M4-vk , and of Abdala a 
Jew, compofefl a Religion that hath nothing in it, or that fa- 
vours of noththg fo much, as of rude Ignorance, and moft

Thefe Adoolaas are they which joyn tuofe of that Religion in 
marriages and thefeé imploy much of their time as Scriveners 
to’do bufinefles ‘for others; or to teach their young Children to 
write and read ser language in written hand, for (as betore) 
mney havenc Prit ng. “Lhofe Afoolaas are more diftinguifhed 
‘tom the WNVMahometans by their Beards (which they 
-wear IShg) then by any other of their habits. Their Calling 
‘zains, and gives them very much reverence and eftgem aimongtit 
the People; asamiwther ferte of Priefts there have, of.an high 
order ow rank, wheachlive much retired 5 but when they appear 
ancey sre molt highly revtrenced 5 they are called Scass who 
‘lert¥e ‘heraiclves trom Asahomet.

(which they ufe not in their Churches) puts the moft devout in 
mindof the hours of their devotion, thofe Priefts being ex- 
ceedingly zealous to promote the caufe, andto keep up the ho- 
nour of their Atahomet, as the men of Ephefzs fometime were = 
when they feared that the credit of their Baggage.Diama was 
like to be called into queftion, they took up a Cry which conti- 
nucd for the tface of two hours, Crying out with one voice 
Great 7s Diana of the Epheftans, Acts 19. 24. i 
Butto revere 9~%in ta thafe Mahometan Priefts, who out of 
zearuo fo often prociaim their Mahomet. Tom Coryat upon a 
time having heardtheir Afoolams often (as before) {o to cry, got 
him upon an high place dire@ly oppofite to one of thofe Priefts 
and contradiéted him thus: ‘La alla illa alla, Hafaret Eefa Ben- 
alla, that is, No God, but one God, awd the Lord Chrift the So 
of God, and further added that Atahomet was an Impofte: = -_ad 
all this he {pake in their-own language as leud as poéfiib:v he 
could, in the cers of many Mahometans heard it. “Bue 
whether Ccircumft confidered) the zéal, or difcretion 74. 
our Pilgrim were more herg tobe conimended, I leave tothe 
judgment of my Reader. That he did fo, Iamfare, and I for- 
ther belicve how that bold’ attempt of his, ifLit 1ad been a@ed 
in many other places of Afta, would have caft £im his life wit 
as much torture as cruelty could be. ented. But he vweae 
nere taken for a mad-man, and folct alone. 
Haply the rather, becaufe every om here hath liberty to 
“profefs his own Religion freely, and, it ne pleafe, may araue 
againit theirs, without fear of an ingwifition ‘as Tow Cory it did 
at anotier time with a Afoolaa, andthe Qucttion was, V- hich of 
thefe two wasthe Mufsleman or true Believer > after much kez 
Cu files, Tore Coryat thus diftinguifhed, that himntoléva6 
Orthodox Mufslemam or truc tnic-believer, the .%ook-a the 
pudo Alufilewan ov falfe truc believer 5 which diftineticn, i£-1 
had not thy ught it would have thade my Reader {mile had-been 
here or: 
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“The Mahormetans havea fee form of prayerein the Arahian 
argue, wot underftood by many of tle common people, yer 
repeated by them as wellas by the Agoolaas : they likewifle r¢-~ 
see the Names of God and of the’r AZahomet certain times 
every day upon Beads, like rhe mifs-led Papifts, who feeni to 
regard more the Number, chenthe weight of prayers. : 

Bur for ghe carriage of that people in their devotions, hefore 
they gointo their Churches they wafh their feet, and eiitring, 
into them put off their fhooes. As they-begin their devotions 
they ftop their cars, and fix their eyes, that nothing may diyerr 
their thoughts; thenin a foft and ftill voice they utter their 
prayers, wherein are many words moft fignificantly expreffing 
the Omnipotency, and Greatnefs, and Eternity, and other At- 
tributes of God. Many words likewife that feemto exprefs 
much humiliation, they-confefling in divers fubmiflive geftures, 
their own unworthinefs, when they pray cafting themfelves low 
upon their Face fundry times; cad then acknowledg that they 
are burdensto the Earth, and poyfon to the Air, and the like, 
being fo confounded and afham’d as that they feem not to dare 
fo much as.to liftup their eyes towards Heaven 5 but after all 
this, comfort themfelves in the mercies of God, through the 
mediation of Mahewxet. . 

Ff this people could as well conclude, as they can begin and 
continue their prayers, in refpe@ o€ their exvreffions, and tar- 
riages in them, they might find comfort} butche concluhsm of 
their devotions marrs all. | 

Yet this, for their commendation -¢ who.doubtlefs, if they 
knew better would pray better) that what dive?fions, and im- 
pediments foever they have arifing either frem pleafure or pro- 
fit the Mahometans pray five times a day.

wher itwas.oui ‘and tke promife not fulfilled, the Mahome- 

tans ¢aciided thet their Fore-fathers mif-took the time of the 

provil! of lis coming; and therefore refolve to wait for the 

ace, nyainthment of it one thoufand years more. In tke mean 

acy deo io reverence that place where the body of dtebe- 

tid’ upg, that whofoever hath been there (zs there a 

gwezs ich tiock yearly thither in Pilgrimage) are fsx ever af: 
tere: a, sand cf:ecmed Uogeces, which fignifies ‘Ten. 
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And here the ching being rightly and férioutly eonfider cds is- 
isavery great fhame tht a Mahometan fhould pray five times. 
every day, that Pagans and Heathens fhould be very, Srequei-. 

-in their devotions, and Chriftians (who only can hope for 4906 
aniwers in prayer) fo negligent in that great prevailing duty. 
Fora Mahometan to pray five times every day, what diverfions 
focver he fathto hinder him, and for a Chriftianto let any thing 
interrupt his devotion 5 fora Mahometan to pray five timesa 
day, and for one that is calleda Chriftian not to pray (fome be- 
licving themfelves above this and other Ofdinances) five times 
ina weck, a moneth, a year ! 

But this will admit lef$ caufe of wonder if we confider how 
that many bearing the Names of Chriftians cannot pray at all, 
thof [ mean whichare prophane and filthy, and who live asif 
there were no God to hear, or to judg, and no Hell to punifh. 
Such as thefe can but babble, they cannot pray, for they blaf- 

heme the Name of God, whiletkey may think they adore it. 

I fhall add here a fhort {tory 5 It happened that I once having 
fome difcourfe with a Mahometan of good quality, and fpexk- 
ing with him about his frequent praying, I told him that if him- 
felf, and others of his profeffion who did belicve it asa duty to 
pray fo ‘Often, could conclude their Petitions in the Name of 
\clits Chrift, they might find much comfort in thofe their fre- 
quent performances, in that great duty : He anfwered, that I 
need:d net to trouble my felt with that, for they found as great 
comfort as they could defire in what they did. And prefently 
he would needs. infer this Relation. 

There was (faid he) a moft devout Mufsleman who had his 
habitation ina great City where Adahomet was zealoufly pro- 
felled, that man for many years together {pent his whole day it 
the Atofqxit, or Church; in the mean time, he minding 40. cuc 
world at all, became fo poor that he had nothing left to bry 
bread for his famil 73 vet,notwithftanding his pour comlition,he 
was refolved ftill taypiy nis devotions : andina morning (wher 
he perceived that there was nothing at all Jeftefor the further 
fabfittence of himfelf and houfhold) took a folesn leave of his 
wife and children, refolving for his partto go ind pray and dy¢ 
in the Mofquit, leaving his family Gf no came) to famin 
at home. But that very day he put onthis3 “ ‘tion, there 
cameto his houfe in his abfence a very beautiful -yUung man (as 
he appeared tobe) who brought and yavc <mto-his wife a very 
good quantity of Gold bound up in. a white iNapkin, teYing 
her, that God had now remembred her uusvand, andft 4 him 
his pay: for his conftant pains taken.in his devotions’ w'thall 
charging her not to fend for her husband, fo. though he had 

fich a folemn leave of her that morning, yet he Yrou le 

‘ome hone to her again that nights and fo he oe 

‘her. Tl« woman prefently bought in fome neceflarics for fier 
houle: ~ shey had caten up all before), and firthe ade fome 
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good provifion tot her husband again{t, d:is confing home inerhe: 
-vening (for fo he did) 5 and finding all his tamily very cheertul 
add mersy, his wife prefently told him, that there had bec a 
27h a one there (as before deferibed) 2nd Icft to much gold bt- 
hind him, with chat fore-mentioned meflage delivered with ir. 
Her husband prefently replcdthat it wasthe Angel Gzbri fent 
from God (for the Mahometans fpeak much of that Angel) and 
he further added, that him{Clf had nothing to bring home unto. 
her bur a little grett, or fand, which he took up in his way 
homeward, and bound it in his girdle, which he prefently open- 
ing to fhew her, iewasall turn’d into precious ftones, which 
amounted untoa very great valucinmoney. The teventh part 
of Which, as of his gold likewift, he prefently yave ro the poor, 
(for, faid he, a Mufsleman is very charitable) and then interr’d, 
thac if we do not neglect God, God will net forget ass bur 
when we ftand moft in negd of help will tupply us. Unto 
Which conclufion we may ali Tubicribe, leaving the premifes 
which are laid down in that ftory, unto thofe that dare be- 
lieve them. 

The Mahometans fay. that they have the Books of Azvofes, but 
they have very much corrupted that ttory; in afcribing that to 
Yaweael which is faid of Ifzac, Gen. 22. as if hwrael fhould have 
been facrificed, not Daac,Cof which more afterward). Tehey 
fay, that they have the Book of Buazzds Plalms+_-2d fome Wri- 
tings of Solemwow, withother parecls ot ne Old “Feitaments 
which,if {o,f believe are made much to vary from their Original. 

They {peak very much in the honour of Afsofes whom they 
call Afoofa Caline-Alla ~ Alofés, the publifher of the mind of God. 
So of Abraham whom they call Ihrahi« Carine Alla, Abraham the 
honovred or friend of God. ; 

So of Ghwael whom they call I/zal, The Sacrifice of God. 
Soof Facvb, whom they call 4cobh, The ble ffine of God. So of 

Jofeph, wica.a they call Fefoff, The bctrowe 4dfor God. Soof 
Davin, whom they call Daheed, The lover, end praifer of God. 
So of Sélewen, whom they call Selywonv, The wifdom of Gods; all 
expreticdy as the former, in fhort Arabian words, which they 
{ing in Dittics e nto their particular remembrances. 

And, by the way, many of the Mahemctans there are called 
by the name: ~ x20fa, or Ibrahins, or Ural, or Acob, or Ecfoff,, 
ar Dahood, or Selyvz0n = (0 othersare called Mahuud, or Chaan, 
which fignifics~ilie Moon 3. or Friffa, which fignifies a Star, ec. 
And hey calf the? womes by the names of Flowers on Fruits 
of the Country,.orby the names of Spices or Odours, or of 
Pearls st precious Stones, orclfe by other names of pretty or 
pleaf = fignification. As Fob named one of his daughters emrrrzah, 
wh sigaifies, Clear asthe day 5 the fecond Kezszh, which 
mm. pleatant, es Caff7az or {weet Spice.

Taat there is not one ainong the Mahometans (of ay," under-, 
ftanding) which'at any time mentions the name of our bic!=2 
Saviour called there Hazaret Eefa,the Lord Chrift,but he makes 
mientien of it with high reverence and refpe@. For they fay of 
Chrift that'"ue was a good man, and a juft, that he lived without 
fiz, that hedid great@ér miracles then ever any before or fince 
him3nay further they call him Rha-how-Alla,the breath of God, 
buthow he fhould.be the Son of God, they cannot conceive, 
and therefore cannot believe. 

Perhaps the Sdtinians firft took that their opinion from thefe, 
which bids them to have every thingthey reccive as truth, to 
be cleared up.untp them by the ftrength of Reafon, asif there 
were no need of the exercife of Faith. 

Andtruly (I muft needs confefs) that,to believe the Incar- 
nation of the Son of God, is one of the hardeft and ereateft 
tasks for Faith toencounter withall, that God fhould be made 
a’Man, that thisMan Chrift fhould beborn of a Virgin, that 
Life fhould {pring from Death3and that from Contempt and 
Scorn, l riumph,and Victory fhould come,e*c.But Chriftians muft 
bind up Atitiictr thoughts, asto thefe, in that excellent medi- 
tation of Pzcus Atirandula , faying, Adirandam Dei Incarnati- 
nem, Ke. enncerning that admirable, and wonderful Incar- 
natiouw Of Chsicrne on of God, I fhall not fay much 3g ic. be- 
ing fufficient for me, as for all others that look for benefit by 
Chrift, to believe, that he was begotten, and that he was 
born.

{trict Penances which many of this people for the prefept volun- 
tarily undergo, far exceed all thofe the Romanifts boaft of; for 
inftance, there are {ome who live alone upon the tops, of Hills 
(which are clothed or coveress with trees, and ftand remote 
from any Company) andthere fpend the whole time_of their 
following livesin Contemplation, ftirring not at allfrom the 
places they firft fixon, but ad requiftta zature, crying out con- 
tinually in thefe or the like expreffions, Alla Achabar, &c. that. 
is, God Almighty look upon me, I love thee, Fieve fot the 
world, but I love thee,-andI do all this for thy fake; look up- 
on me, God Almighty. — 

Theie, .after they thus retire, never fuji :cthe Frazer or: 
ferstocome again upon their heads, and they let their Nails 
grow like unto Birds Claws, As it was written of Nebuchaduez- 
sar, Dan. 4. whenhe was driven out from the fociety of men. 

. This people after their: retirement, will chufe rather to famifh 
then t-> ftir from their Cells : and therefore they are relieved by 
the S.havity of othérs, whotake careto fendthem fome very 
mean covering for their bodies (for it muft befuch, otherwife 
they. will acc acceps of it.) when they ftand in need thereof, 
‘and tomething for -their bodily fultenance, .which muft be of 
their coarfer foud, otherwife they will not take it; and no more

may bein fafery. 

Others make Wells and Tanks for the pukJick benefit ; Or 
majntain fervants, which continually attend upon road-ways 
that are much travelled, and there offer unto Paffengers water 
for themfelves and beafts, which water they *bring thither in 
great skins hanging upon the back of their Buttelos 5 which as it 
is freely given, fo it muft be freely taken by all thofe, who defire 
to refrefh themfelves by it. 

There are fome which build rich Monuments to’preferve the 
memories of thofe whom they have efteemed eminent for their 
aulterity ard holinefs: thefe they call Peres or Saizts, amongtt 
whom fome of thofe ( before-mentioned ) help to fill their 
Wember, who fequelter themfelves from the world (as they 
think) and {pend their life alone uponthe tops of Hilfs, or. in 
other obfcure corngrs.

The Mahometans, who have moft Wives, and Women, are 
molt jealous; and their jealoufie fuch, as that they will nor fuf- 
fer the Brothers, or Fathers of theis Wives, to come to them, or 
to have any {peech with them, -except it be in their prefence. 
And a contirtmed cuftom by this ref{traint hath made it odious for 
fuch Women,as have the reputation of honefty, tobe feen at any 
time by any Man, befides their.own Hufbands, or ly thofe be- 
fore named. and by them but very feldom. But if they difhonour 
their Huf{bands beds, or being unmarryed are found incontinent 
and filrhy- profeffling Chaftiry 5 ratherthan they fhall want the 

7 ~ puni theie own Brothers hands will be firfta- 
gain{t them totake away their lives, and for fo doing, fhallbe 
commended, but not queftiontd. 

‘The Women there ofthe greater quality,have Eunuchs inftead 
of mento wait upon them, who in their minority are deprived 
of all that might provoke jealoufie.

Womenthere, have a very great happinefs, above alli have - 


heard of,in their eafie bringing forth of Children into the world3 
for there it is a thing very common, for Women great with 
Child, one day ‘to ride, carrying their Infants in their Bodies, 
and the next day toride again, carrying them intheir Arms. 

How thofe of the greater quality, order their little Children 
whenthey are very young, Icould not obferve, but thofe of the 
‘meaner fort keep them naked for fome years after they are born, 
covering them onely, and that but fometimes,with flight Callico- 
Mantles. . 

The Mohometans ( as I have before obferved) who pleafe 
fo to do, may take to themfelves each four Wives 3 and that filthy 
liberty given unto them by.their flefhly Aézhomet, allows theming 
it. QV have heard of tome in this Nation ot late times. who have 
been married here to morethan fo many at cnee Lut rnaravicls- 
ednefs here is not Casamongft them) committed’by a Law, but 
by Law made Capital, and fo punifhed. 

The eldeft Son they have by any oftheir married Wives, hath 
a prerogative above allthe reft, whom their other Children call 
Bucida, by their great Brother. And fo much oftheir Marriages, of 
them Children, and of their Births. inthe next place, I fhall {peak

. have left the world ;and after that time is pafled over nm 
foolifh women, {fo long as they furvive, very often in the year, 
obferve fet days to renew their mourning for their deceafed 
friends; 4nd as a people without hope, bedew the g-aves of 
their husbands, as wf other their near relations, with abundance 
of (feemingly ) affectionate tearss as if they were like shofe 
mourning women mentioned Fer. 9. 17. who feemed tro have 
tears at command; andtherefore were hired to mourn and weep 
in their folemnJamentations. 

And whenthey thus lamentover their dead, they will often 
put this queftion to their deaf and dead Carkafles, Why they 
would die? they having fuch loving wives, fuch loving tricends, 
and many other comforts: as if it, had been in their powcr to 
have refcued themielves from that modft impartial Wounding 
hand of death. , 

Which carriage ef theirs deferves nothing but cenfuresand 
pity 5 though,ifit be not Theatrical, we may much wonder at it, 
and fay of it, as it was faid of the mourning in the fldor of Atad, 
Gen.5c. 11 That zt is a grievous mourning 5 Or, 4s the srourming 
of Hadadrimuzon in the valley of Afegiddon, Zech. 12.11. if we 
take thoie lamentations only ina literal fence. ; : 

Butnow. er. oncerning their places of Burial, many Mla- 
hometans ot the greateft quality in their life-time provide fair 
Sepulchres tor themfelves and nearefts friends, compafiing with 
afirm wall a good circuit of ground near fome Tank, (before 
fpoken of ) about which they delight to bury their dead s or elfe 
they clofe in, a pace for thisufe, near fprings of water, that 
may make pleafant fountains, near which they erect litrie Niof- 
quits, or Churches, andncar them Tombs built round, or four- 
fquare, or in fix, or cight iquares, with round Weul ‘sor Ca- 
nopics of ftoric over-head , all which are execcllently. well 
wrought, andcrectedupon-Pillars, or elie mad¢ cloie tu be en- 
tered by doors every way, under which the bodies of their 
dead lye interred. The reft of that ground thus circled in, they 
piant with Fruit-treess and further fettherein all their choiceit 
flowers, as if they would make Elyfian field «  gasthe Poets 
dream’d of ) whereintheir fouls might tak¢repofe. 

There arc many goodly Monuments which arerichly ador- 
ned, built (as before was obferved) to the memory, of fug't as 
they have cefteemed Peres, or Saints (of whom they have alarge 
Kalender) in which are Lamps continually burniug sattenazdby , 
votarics, unto whom they allow Penfions for the maintainng & 
thofe lights, and many Ctranfported there with wild d2vor .p 
ually refort to thofe Monuments, there tocontem: = .the ng 
pincels thofe Peres Cas they imagine) now enjov. 

-And certainly of all the places that Empire affords, there are 

none ' 
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none thay minifter more delight, than fome offthcir Burying 
staces doi neither do they beftow fo much coft, nor fhew fo 
mech {kilt in Architecture in any other Structures as in thefe. 
Now amongtt many very fair Piles there dedicated tothe re- 
membrance of their dead, the moft famous one is at Secamdra, a 
Village three miles from 4era; it was begun by Achsbar-fhathe 
late 7fogols Father, who there lies buried; and finifhed by his 
Son, who fince was laidup befide him. ‘Whe materials of that 
moft ftately Sepulchre are Marble of divers colours, the ftones 
fo clofely cemented together, that it appears to be but one con- 
tinued ftone, built high liké a Pyramis with many curiofities 
about it, and a fair Mofquit by it; the Garden wherein it f{tands 
very large planted (as before) and compafied about with a wall 
of Marble : this moft fumptuous Pile of allthe Structures that 
vaft Monarchy affords, is moft admired by ftrangers. Tow Co- 
ryat had a moft exact view thereof, and fo have many other 
Englifh-men had, all which have ffoken very great things 


of it.

they agree with others inthe world, aboutthe firft Roots 
Mankind Adam and Eve:and the firft of them they call 
-_Babba Adam, or” Adamah, Father Adams; andthe fecond ftam- 
ma Havah, wiother Eve. And from Adaw they call a man, 
* Adazs3i. 
For" Adam they further fay, that when his wife was tempted 

to cat the forbidden fruit, fhe took it and chaw’d it, and then 
fwallowcd it downs; but, when her husband was {wallowing it, 
the hand of God ftop’d it in his Throat, and from hence (they 
fay) that eyery, nran hath there an hollow bunch which women, 

have not. 

The names they give to diftinguifh one man from another are.

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curious Manufattures, or the Cloath and Stal which -his Em- 
pire attords. a 

_¢ This people marry into, and confequently fill keep in their 
ayn Tribes, Scéts, Occupations, and Profeflions. For imtance, 
all Bravsins (which are their Pricfts, the Sons of all which are 
Vriefig, likewift) are married to Brawins daughters; foa Mer- 
chants fon Mmarrics a Merchants daughter 5 and fo men of {«<veral 
‘Vrades marry tothé fame Trade. Thus a Coolee C who is a 
Tiller of the Ground). marries hisfon to a Coolees daughter 5 
and foin all other proteffions they keep themfelves to their own 
Tribes and Trades, not mixing with any other 5 by which means 
they never advanee themfelves higher than they were at farft. 

They take but one wife, and of her they are not fo fea ful 
and jealous as the Mahometans are of their feveral wives and 
women, for they fuffer their wives to go abroad whither they 
pleafe. They are married very Young about fix , or feven 
vears old, their Parents nfaking Matches for them, wholay hold 
of every opportunity to beftow their Children.Becaufe confin’d 
to their own Tribes, they havenot fuch variety of choice as 
otherwifé they might have; and when they attain tothe age 
of thirteen, or fourteen, or fifteen years at the moft, they bed 
together. 

Their Marriages are folemnized (as thofe ot the Mahometans) 
with muc!. company, and noifes but with this difference, that 
both the- cou; ride openly on horfe-back, and for the 
moft part, tney are {fo little, that fome go on their horfe fides ta 
holdthem up from falling. They are bedeck’d, or ftrewed all 
over their cloathing, withthe choice flowers of that Country, 
faftned in order all_about their Garments. 

For their Habitsthey differ very little from the Mahomctans, 
but are very like them civilly clad, but many of their. wonicn 
were Rings on their Toes; and therefore go pare foot. They 
wear likewife broad Rings of Brafs, or better mee 2, Bpon their 
Wrifts, and {mall of sheir Legs, totake off and on. * . Z 

They have generally (I mean the Women) the flaps, -or trips 
of their cars, boared when they are young; ‘which holes daily 
extended and made wider, by things put and kept in them for 
that purpofe, at laft become fo large, as_that they will hold 
Rings Chollowed onthe out-fide like Pullies)sor their fleth ta 
teft inthat are as broad in their circumfererfce, fomeor them (FE 


.dare fay) as little Sawcers. But though thofe fafhions of theirs 


feem very ftrange at firft fight, yet sbey keep fo conftant! 
them, dsto all their other habits, withoutany.alteration that 
their general and continual wearing Of them males them tc feem 
lefs {trange unto others which behold them. 

And for their Diet very many of them (as the Bania‘s .1 ge- 
néral (which area very {tric Se&) will cat of nor that o F- 
had, or may have life. Andthefe live upon Frerbs, and vis, 
and Bread and Milk. and Butter ~ and Chi-efe, and Sweet- 

meats, - 


ee 
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meats, of whichthey have many made very goud by reafon of 

heir great: wbundance of Sugar. Osxhers amon, ft them will ear 
tifh, bue of no living thing elf. “Vhe Rafhboots will cat, 
Swines-fleth, which is moft hateful to the Mahomerans, fome- 
will cat of one kind of tlefb.fome of anotner(of all very fparing); 
but all the Hindoo’s in general abftain trom Bef, out of an high 


and ov~-r-excellent efteem they have of Kine; and theretore’ 


give the Afogol yearly, befides his other e3 actions, great faums 
of money asa ranfom for thofe Creatures; whence it comesto 
pafe, that amongft other good provifions, we meet there but 
with little Beef. 

As the Mahometans bury: fo the Hindoos in general (not 
belié¢éving the Refurrection of the Flefh_) burnthe bodies of their 
dead near fome Rivers Cif they may with convenience) wherein 
they {ow their afhes. 

And there are another Scct, or fort of Heathens, living 
among{t them, called Perfees which do neither: of thc{e 5 of 
whom, and how they beftow the bodies f theirdead, yo u thall 
hear afterward. 

The Widows of thefe Hindoos (firft mentioned) tuch as have 
lived to keep company with their Husbands, for (as beforc) 
there is ufually a good fpace of time ’twixt their wedding and 
bedding. The WidousC(I fay) who have their Husbands fepa- 
rated fromthem by death, whenthey are very young, marry 
notagain 5 but whether, or no, thisbe generally opierved by 
them all, [know not 5; but thisI am fine of, that munmediately 
after their Husbands aredead, they cut their hair, and {pend all 
their life following as creatures negle&ted both by themiclvcs, 
and others; whence tobe free from fhame, fome of them are 
aMfmbitious to dye with honour (as they efte@m it) when their 
ficry love carries them to the flames (as they think) of Martyr- 
dion, moft willingly following the dead bodies of their Huf-— 
bands untq che fire, and there embracing them, are burnt 
«vith them. — 

A bette¥ agreement in death than that ef Eteocles and Poly- 
vices, the two Theban brothers, of whom it is faid, that they 
were fuch dcadly cnemies while they were alive, that after, 
when both their bodies were burnt together in the fame ficry 
Pile, the flame parted and would not mix in one, of which 
Statiws thus:

when fhe comes to the Pile;, which immediatcly afta- turns her, 
into afhes - yetfhe who is once thus refolved, never ftarts back 
from her firft firm andfetled refolution, but goes on finging to 
her death, having taken fome intoxicating thing toturn or di- 
fturb her brains; and then, cometo the place where fhe wil 
needs dye, fhe fettles her felf prefently in the middeft of that 
combuftible fubftagce provided to difpatch her, which’ fuel is 
placed in a round fhallow trench, about two foot deep, made 
for that purpofe near fome River, or other water (as before) 
and though fhe have no bonds but her own {trong affections to 
tye her.unto thafe flames, yet fhe never offers to {tir out ofthem. 

Andthus, fhe being joyfully accompanied unto the place of 
her dying by her Parents and ofhe friends; and when all is fit- 
ted for this helhifh facrifice, and the fire begins to burn, all 
which are there prefent fhout, and make a continued noife fo 
long as they obferve hereto ftir, that the fereeches of that poor 
tortured creature may not be heard. Wot:muchunl  thecu- 


ftom of the Ammonites, who, when they made. child 
pafs through the fire to’ Molech , caufed certain rets 5 or 


Drums to found, that their cries might nat be heasd, whence 
the place was. called Tophet. 

Now, after their bodies are quite confumed, and lie mixed 
together”in afhes, and thofe afhes begin to grow cold, fome of 
them are gatrrered up by thenheareteiieads, and kept by-them 
as choice Relicks ; the re{t are immediately fowen by the ftan- 
ders by, upon the adjacent River, or water. 

But for thofe poor filly fouls, who fing themfelves into the 
extremity of mifery , and thus madly go out of the world, 
through one fire ifitto another, through flames that will not la& 
long into everlafting burningssand do it not out of neceffity, Eat 
choice, led hereunto by their tempter and murderer, and con- 
fequently become fo injurious. and mercilefetq themfcivts 5. 
certainly they “deferye much pity from otHers, wh6 know nor, 
how to pity themfetwes. For emo miferior milero nom miferante 
feipjuzz. There are none fo cruel as thofe, witich are cruel, and 
pitilefs to themfelves. But though (I fay) there’are fome which 
thusthrow away their own lives 5 yet if we confider thofe Hin- 
doos in general we may further take noticé

vive them moncy, or fomethiny elle, to forbear that Cas they 
comecived) Cruclty. 

As tor themiclves C I mean a great number of thein ) they 
will not deprive the moft ulclels, and moit offenulive Creatures 
of Lifes not Snakes, and other venomous thiegs that may kill 
them, faying, that icischel: mature todo hurt, and they cannor 
helpit : bue as foc thenelves they further tay, that God hath 
given them Keafon to thun thote Creacures , but not liberty to 
deitroy then. 

And in ordertothis them conceit, the Bevéazs ¢ Whoare the 
moft tender-hearted in this cafe of allthac pecple) have Spztties 
Cas they fay > on purpote to recover lame Birds and Beatts. , 

Some ground for this their tendernefs haply proceeds from 
this confideration s, thacthey cannot pive Life tothe meancft of 
tke fenlible Creatures, and therefore think that.sbey may not 
take the Lives of anyof them: for the pooreft worm which 
crawleth upon the face of the Earth, tavz lita vivit. quam dn- 
gelas, ( asone of the Anctents fpeaks _) live for she prefcot as 
much asthe Angels, and canngt be willing to part with that 
Life, and therefore they imagine that it 1s moit injurious by vio- 
lence to take it. 

But Cas I conceive) the moft principal caufe why they 
thus forbear to take the lives of inferiour Creatures, proceeds 
tromtheir obedience unto a precept given them by one of their 
principal, and moft highly efteemed Prophets and Law-givers 
they call Bream 5 athers they have in very nigh efteem, and the 
name ofone of them is Rev, of another Perwiffar. Tam ignorant 
ofthe names ofethers, and I concefve that nfy Reader will not 
much careto krow them. But for him they call Brewraw, they 
Shave reccived (as they fay.) many precepts, which they are 
careful to obferve. and the firft of them, This . 

thou thait not kill any living Creature whatfoeucr it be, having 
"Lift in the jame , for thou art aCreature, and fo #s it; thow ari 
'anducd with Life, and jo is zt 5 thou {halt not therefore {pill the Life 
of ate of thy feilow-Creaturc: that live. ; 

Other Frecepts Cthey fry) were delivered unto them by

Now all chofe particulars are obferved by them \-ith much 
ftrictnefs 5 and fome of themare very good, having the inipref= 
flion of Goduponthem, but that icruple they make iu forbear- 
ine the lives ofthe Crearures made for mens ufe, thews how thac 
they have their dwellings in the dark, which makes them hy 
reulon of their blindnets, co deny unto themfelves that libert y; 
and Soveraignty which Almighry God hath given unto Man ever 
the Beafrsof the Field, the owls of the dir, andthe Fifhes of the 
See, appotnted tor his Pood, given unto him tor his fervice and 
iwtenanee, toferve him, and to teed him, but not ta make 
havock and {poil of them. 

However, thetendernets of that people over inteniour Crea- 
tures, {hat hone day rite upin judgement againft all thofe who 
make no teruple at ailin taking the Lives, not of fenfible Crea- 
turts, bate len, not legally to fatishe good and known 
Laws, but violently to pleafe their cruell und barbsrous 
Cutts.

This is moft truc as in natural, and moral, £ In fpiritual 
things: For as Knowicdge foftens and fwectens Men’. anners,. 
fo it enricheth their Minds 5 which Knowledge is certainly a mioift 
divine , a very excellent thing, otherwife our firft Par. 
would never have been fo ambitious‘ of it. This makes a Man 
here to live twicc, or to injoy here . double Lite in refpcad of 
himthatwantsit. But for this Knowfkedgce, it certcinls muft be 
eitecemed. better , or worfe, by how much the obiect of this 
Kaurowledge is worte, or better. INow the bett chic’: of. this 
Moowledge is a right Underftanding, and Know ae of : 
God. which that people wants. 7 

Now tonching this pcople, they aie a'tagethes I Norant nf 
(SEG. 
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God, as they ought to know him 5 and they have no learning 
ianongit them, but as muchas enables them to write and to read 
What they. have written; and they having no infight into the 
reafons and caufes of things (I mean the ruder fort, both of the 
Mahometans and Gentiles) when they obferve things which are 
not very ordinary, as wherthey fee any Eclipfes, but efpeci- 
ally of she ,;Moon(Chaply fome of them facrificing tohher, and 
ealling her the Queen of Heaven, as thote Idolaters did, 
Fer.n4.18.) they makea very great ftir and noilfe, bemoaning 
her much, which helps (as they conceive) to free, and bring 
her out of ic. Javexal obferving that,cuftom ( which appears 
to be very ancient among the Heathens) reproves a very Eraw-

ling “clamorous Woman in his fixth Satyre thus, 


Ux, leboranti poterit fuecurrere Lune, 


that fhe made noife cnough to delivtr the Moon out of an 
Eclipfe. 

Their ignorance ini this, as in many-many other things, is 
much to be pitied : as the knowledg and learning of many 
others, which (by their not improving of it) isto them as the 
Letters which @Vriah fometimes carried againft himfelf; it con- 
demns the bearer. _ 

But though the Hindoos, or Heathens there, have no learn- 
ing 5 yet they want not ofinions: for their divided hearts are 
there diftraéted into four-fcore agd four feveral Sects, each dif- 
fering from others, very much in opinion about their irreligion 3 
which might filla man, even full of wonder, that doth not con- 
fider, how that Satan, who is the author divifion, is the feducer 
of them all. 

Thof many Sects Cas I conceive among them ) confift of 
peeple there of feveral Trades, Occupations, and Conditions 
of Life; which feveral forts of people (as before I obferved) 
marry intg their own Tribes 3 and fo unite and scsi together 
amongft themfcives, that they havt® not much correfpondency 
with any other eer Thefe without doubt have feveral ways 
of worfhip within themfelves, which makes them fo feparate 
from others, as. that they will not eat with any, but thofe of 
their own Tribes. ; 

‘The illiterate Pricfts of all that people for the gegerality of 
them are called Bramins, who derive themfelves from Brason, 
whoa (they fay) was one ‘of the firft_ men that irihabited the . 
World 3 and, after the fii of that firft World brought the 
Flood, the race of that Braaon (whofe very name they highly 
reverence) was Continued in Brevraw, who Cas they fay) out- 
li eedthaédeluge, and is honoured by them likewife as one of 
heir ‘cphcets and Law-givers. ; 

‘Phole Bramini (as I conceiye) are they, whichth¢ ancient- 
fraries call Brachssans., put with this difference , that thefe 
3 Brachmans 
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crachsames Were accounted learned men, for the,-carning o} 

thote times wherein they lived: But thefe Brawn are avery 

Lilly. tottitl, aud an ignorant fort of people; who are fo incon- 

trant in their Principles, as thar they fcarce know what the par- 
ticulaisare which they hold and maintain as truths. 

As anciently amongft the Jews, their Prieft-hood is heredi- 
tary ;fofall thofe Brazins Sons are Priefts, and they all trike the 
Daughter: of Braxtins to be their Wives. COf which fomthing 
before.) : 

They have little Churches they call Pagods, {tanding near, 
or under their green Tyees, built round; but as their anciens 
Brachwans were faid not to endure , thefe, on the contrary 

have Images in their Pagods made in monftrous fhapes, buecfol 
whatend they havethem, I know not. 

Now, from the manner of thofe Heathens, which I beliewe 
hath been for many-many years retained in their Idolatrou: 
I conceive that the Jews long ago borrowed that un: 
om of worfhipping God in Groves, or unde 


worfthips 5 
warrantable cult 
green Ticcs. 

Both men and women before they go to their devotion: 
(which are very frequently performed) wafh their podies, anc 
keep off all their cloaths, but the covering of modefty, till they 
have done s led hereunto by a Precept (as they fay) comman- 
ded ther: ta be perform’d by their Law-giver Brezmaw, which 
requires them daily to obferve their times of devotion exprefied 
by thcir wafhings, and worfhippings, and prayerto God 3 which 
muft be all done with purity of hearts. 

And it is the manner of this people before they take theis 
food to wafh.thcir, bodies 5 then Cwhich I much obferved while 
we lived in Tents) they make_a little Circle upon the grouna, 
which they feemto confecrate 3 after which they fit down with- 
inthat compafs,, and eat whatthey have provided 5 andif an 
come within that Circle before they havg ended, their meal, 
they prefently quit the place, an leave their food kzhind 
them. 

That outward wafhing (as this people think) avails very much 
totheir cleanfing from fin, not unlike the Pharifees, who wert 
all for the out-fide of Religion , and would not eat with un- 
wafkhen hands, Aszark, 7.2-. unlefs they wafhed themf{elycsupto 
the Elbows(as Ti heophylad obferves)shence thofe Windoos afcribe 
4 certain divinity unto Rivers, but above all to that famous Ri~ 
ver Ganges, whither they fleck daily in troops, that thergcney 
may wath them felves 3 and the nearer they can come to the head 
of that, River, the more virtue they believe is in the water. 
After they have thus wafhed, they throw pieces of Gold, or 
Silver Caceording to their devotion and ability) intothat River, 
armdio depart from it. ; 

- Thus Reader thou kaft fomewhat of the 'carriages OF is 
ptepicin lite. WNowafter death fomeof the.n talk-of ga Saree 
ve 
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Helds Ciuc’ as che Poets dream’d of ) ro which their fouls muft 
aafs over at Styx, or deherow, and there take new bodies. 
Orhers of them chink that ere long the World will have an end, 
afer which they fhall live here again pn anew earth. Some 
other wild conceivings of this people follow attcrward. 

Some Brayzins have told me that they acknowledge one God,, 
whom they defcribe with a thoufand eyes,with a choufitnd hands, 
and as many feet,that thereby they may exprefs his power,as be- 
ing all eye to fee, and all toot to follew, and all hand to timite of- 
tenders. The confidcration whereof makes that people very ex- 
act in the performances of all moral duties, following clofe ro 
the light of Nacure in their dealings with mer mott carctully 
obférving that Royal Law, in doing nothing to others, bur what 
they would be well contented to fufter from others, 

Thofe Brawins talk of two books. which not long after the 
Creation, when the World began to be peopled, (rl.ey fay) were 
delivered by Almighty God to Braxor i betore fpoken of ) : one 
of which Books (they fay) Containing very high, and fecret, 
and my fterious things was fealed up, and might not be opened 4 
the other to be read, but only by the Braveexs,or Pricfits. And 
this Book, thusto be read, came after (as they turther fay > into 
the hands of Brewsaw Cot whom likewile fomthing before > und 
by him it was communicated unto Raw, and Perwzijjar, two orher 
fam’d Prophets amongit them, which thote Heathemeds like- 
wile exceedingly magoitie , as they do tome others. whole 
names Ihave net. Naw that Bogk which they call the shefier, 
orthe Book of their written word, hath beentran{cribed in all 
ages ever fince by the Bravwns, out of which they dclives ise: 
cepts untothe people. 

They (ay that chere ate teven. Orbs, above which is the feat 
of God = and that God knows not {mall and petty things, oii 
he do, regards them not. 

They ftrther believe that there are Devils, bne fo fettorest 
and bound in chains, as that they cannot hurt them. 

I obferved betoge the tenderncls and ferupre, which its in vary 
many of that people intaking the lives of any infcriour, and 
meerly fenfible, yea and of hurtful creaturestoo. And thofe 
which are molt tender-hearted in this cafe arc calicd Banians, 
whoare by far mote numerous than any other of thofe Indian 
Sects; andthefe hold Pythagoras his Afctempfychofts, as a prime 
Article of their Faith. Which that untaught people come up 
very near unte, thinking that all the fouls, both of rhen and wo- 
men after they leave their bodies make their repofe in other™ 
Creatures, and rhote Souls Cas they imagine) are beit lodged 
thae go into Kine, which Gu their opiuies) are the beitof all 
fenfible cxeatures s and therctore (as betere ) they give yearly 
large : Tr moncy unto the Alogol to redeem j;them trom 
Maughter. Andthis people turther conceit, that Me,Souls of: 
the wicked ‘gq imte vile Creatures, as the Souls of Gluttcns 
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and Wyrunkards into Swine. So the Souls of the Vpluptuous 
and incontinent into Monkies and Apes. Thus the Souls of the’ 
Furious, Kevengetul, Cruel People, into Lions, Wolves, Tygres, 
other bealts of prey. Se the Souls of rhe Envious into Serpent, 
and {oiaco other Creatures according to peoples qualitics and 
difpotitions, while they lived fuccefiively from one to another 
of the fame kind, ad infinitum tor ever and ever. by'confe- 
quence they believing the immortality ‘of the World. And 
upon thar fame mad and groundlefs phanfie, probably they ‘fur- 
ther belicve, thar the Souls of Froward, Peevifh, and Teachy 
Women go into Wafpss and that there is nevera filly Fly, but 
Cif they may be credited) carries about it fome Souls Chaply 
they think of light Women) and-will not be perfwaded out of 
their wild conceivings, fo incorrigible are their fottfh errours, 

The day of reft which thofe Hindoos obferve as a Sabbath 
is Fhurfday, as the Mahometans Friday, Many Feftiyals they 
have which they keep fotemnly, and Pilgrimages, the moft fa- 
mous bricfly {poken of before in thofe fhort defcriptions of Na- 
grajot, and Syba, obferved in my firft Section. : 

Now there are a race of other Heathens (I named before) 
living amongtt thofe Hindoos, which in many things differ very 
much trom them: they are called Perfees, who Casthey fav) 
originally came out of Perfiaz, about that time Mabomet and his 
follower: ave Laws to the Pesfians, and impofed a new Religi- 
ononthems which thefe Perfees not’enduring left their Coun- 
crv, and came and fetled themfelves in Eaft-India, mthe Pro- 
vince of Guzarat, where the moft part of them ftill continue 
-though there are fome of them likewife in other parts of India) 
isut where-cver they live they confine themfelves ftrictly to their 
own Tribe, or Sect. - 

For their Habits, they are clawlikethe other people of that 
Empires; butthgy fhave not their hair clofe as‘<he other do, but 
fuiler their beardsto grow long. ee: 

Their profeflion is for the generality all kinds of Husbaadry, 
Lcpleying themfelv@s very much in Sowing. and Setting of 
ldc:bs 3 in Pianting and Drefling of Vines, and Palmeeto, or 
Teddy-Vrees, asin Planting and Husbanding all other Trees 
bearing fruit sand indeed they are a very induftrious people, and 
bare very many of the Hindoos (as before I cibferved \.and they 
do all very well in doing fo, and in this a due, and deferved 
commeniation beings unto them. For, . 

Liiere is. Coudition whatfoever can priviledge a folded | 
arm. @ur tats Varents before theinfall were put into the Gar- 
din of Eden io drefs it. Certainly,'if idlenefs had been better 
thaniabeur, they had never been commanded'to do work, bute 
they mutt labour in their eftate ofinnocency, becauie tacy wcre 
happy, -adimich more we in our tinful loftettate © .wemay 
bed. ot. ft: law given bcfore the Law, tha? wan fhouit cat 
Lrecd by the jweat of his brows, and it is a Gcfpel-precept too 
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that be, who willnot work, fhould noty. , 1 he fluggard defireth and 
hath nothing Caith Solomon_) becaute he doth nothing but defite 5° 
and theretore his defires do him no zood, becaxfe Bis bands re~ 
fufe to labour. Viat body therefore wgll dcterves tO pine and 
ftarve without pity , when two able Hands cannét feed one 
Mouth. 

Butefurther, for thofe Perfces 5 they ufe their liberry in meats 
and dvinks, to take of them what they “pleafe ; but becaufe 
they would nor give offence, cither to the Mahometans, or Ba- 
nians, or other Hindouos amongft whom they live, they abftain 
from eating Becf, or Swines tle ih. 

It istheir ufual manner to cat alone, as tor e~cry one of them 
to drink in his own Cup 53 and this is a means Cas they think) to 
keep themfclves more pure, tor if they thould cat with others, 
they are afraid chatrhey might participate of lome uncleannefs 
by them, 

Alas poor Creatures, thut do not at all underftand them- 
felves, and thcir molt miferadsle condition: for to them that are. 
defiled, and unbelieving 15 nothing pure. 

Yet L obferved before, the Mahometans and Gentiles there 
are very ftfict in this particular 5 fo that they will not eat with 
apy mixt company, aud many of the Gentiles not eat with one 
another... And this hath been an ancient cuftom among Hea- 
thens. JZtisfeid, Gen. 42. 32. that the Egyptians might not .eat 
bread with the Hebrews , for that was an abomination to the 
Fe yptians. 

For thofe Perfees 5 furtherthey believe that there is but one 
God, who madeall things, and hatha Soveraign power overall. 
They talk much of Lwezfer, and of other evil fpirits, but they 
fay, that thofc and all Devils befides are kept fo under, and in 
aw by two good Angels, th have powcr over them, as that 
they cannot hurt or do the lealt mifchief, without their leave, 
and licentc, 2 ; 

Ae, many of the Hindoos a (cribe to much unto water (as be- 
fore) 6 thefe toetye : and the reafonm of it. this, becaufe they 
hawe had this teadition trom many ages and generations paft, 
%hat their great Law-giver, whom they call Zertooft was rapt 
up into Heaven, and there had fire delivered unto him, which 
he brougbt downthencc 5 and hc ever after commanded his fol- 
Yoworsto worthip it and fo they dos and further, they loveany 
thu & chat refembles firc, as the Sun and Moon 3 and therefore, 

hen they pray inthe day time they look towards*the Sun, and 
fo towards the Meon in the r night-devotions, and from that fo 
over-high citecm they haye of firc, they keep fires continually 
buraing in their #syrearces, or Temples in Lamps fed wrth Oyl, 
whick are always attended by their Pricfts; andthey talk of 
many of :hite which have burned without extingipfhment fram . 
Snany rorczoing gencraticns. 

And, by the évey, that wild ae 
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their Zertooft did fetch fire from Heaven 1s as certainly true, 
thac ancient Fiction ana F able of Promethews, that he did ftez 
fice thence. 

But to proceed: their Priefts they call Daroos, or Harboods 
above botl. which, they have a Chief, or High-Prieft, they ca 
the Deffoor, who not oftenappearsppenly, but, whenhe dott 
he meets aith much Reverence and Refpe& given unto;shim b 
the common people, and fo do thofe other Church-men whic 
are his inferiours : untoall which they allow free maintenance 
for their more comfortable fubfiftance. 

Thofe Church-men by their Law are commanded to dwe 
near, aud to abide much in their Eggarees, or Temples, to giv 
advice, or direction to any that fhallrepair unto them for it 
They obferve divers Feafts, and immediately after each of then 
a Fait follows. . 

That living fenfible Creature, which they firft behold ever 
Morning (that is good:and ferviceable) is to them (as the 
fay ) a Remembrancer all the day after, to draw up thei 
thoughts in Thankf-giving unto Almighty God, who hath mad 
“tuch good Creatures for mans ufe and fervice. i 

There are good things (as I have been informed ) in thas 
Book :of their Religion delivered them in precepts, which 
ties Law-giver hath left untothem for the direction of theirs 

INES. - 
. Asfirtt, To have fhame ana fear ever prefent with then, which 
will reftrain, and keep them fromthe committing of many evils. 

Secondly, Whex they undertake any thing, ferionfly to confider 
meee be Syn or bad, commanded or forbiddenthem. — 

irdly, Yo keep their Hearts and Eyes frou covetin . 
that zs ae thers, ee their Hands from hee any. xan one 

Fourthly, Tohaveacare alwayt ww fpeak the Truth, 

Fifthly, To beksown onely iz their own bufinefles, and not toen- 
quire into, and to bufit themfelves 1m other mens matters. 

Ali which are goad moral precepts: butthey hav 
which marrsand fpoifs all rhe roe. and that is ais ee pias 
penalties they can be threatned withall, : 

Sixthly, Not to entertain, or believe any other Law be 
which es delivered unto thenz by their Fate-oiter: eae 

This pcople take but one Wife 5 which kath liberr: 

Wives ob ihe Hindoos,to goabroad. They a ee Se as 
Wives, or Hufbands without the advice of their Church-men 
and when they cometo be married, they ftand fome diftanc 
one frou the other, there being two: Church-men prefent, one 
in the behalf-of the Man, and in behalf of the Woman the other 
The firit of thefe afks the Woman, whether or no the will have 
that Manto be her Hufband 5 and the other afks&the Man pbc 
ther or no he will have that Waman to be his- Wife ed they 
sothconfenting, the Priefts bring them together and joyn eed 
Havds, praying that they may livein Unity aindsLove together 5 
and 


the party deceafeel confifted of allthe Four Elements, he defires that 
everyone of thene may now take his part, And.this is the form 
they ufe, when they there thus difpofe of the bodies of their 
dead. Which'being there fo left in that open place, are prefent- 
-ly laid bare by the Fowls of the Air, whoin fhort time after pick 
all their ficth*tlear from their bones,by confequence their flefhly 
part having no qther Scpulchres, Graves, or Tombs , but the 
oo ~ gesof thofe ravenous Fowls. And when upon 
thi “occafion they enterthat round ftage of Mortality, the bare 
elctons they there find, which have parted with all their fleth, 
ure by thofe bearers of the dead caft-into that deep round pit, 
where they mix promifcuonflly together, and fo make‘room for 
other dead bodies. : : : 
But now that my Reader may not conceive that I have en- 
deavoured in fome of thefe ftrange Relations to write anew 
‘Romcace,t would have himto think,that for mypart I do belitve 
thaethere is very much of trueh in the particulars I have infert- 
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ed, if titere be any credit to be given to fome men of much inte- 
oracy chat lived amongft them, who made it a great part of their 
bulinets tc, befacistied in many of the particulars here {poken of, 
or if L might cruft mine own Eyesand Ears that faw and heard 
much of it-which could have enabled me to have written a great 
deal more concerning the Rites, Ceremonies, Cuftoms, wild con- 
ceivings, aud mad Idolatries of this people, as of the Hindoos 
{poken of before, if 1 durft have thrown_ away more time upon 
them 5 all which would have made my Judicious Reader thus 
to have concluded with me, that thofe Mahometans ‘and 
Heathens ground very many of their Opinions upon Cuftom, 
Tradition, and Phantfie, not Reafon, much lefs upon fafe 
Rules that might lead them into, and after keepthem in, the 
way of Truth. They efteeming it a very great boldnefs, a 
very bigh Prefumption, to be wifer intheir Religionthen their 
Fore-fathers were (as many of the more ignorant fort of Papii{ts 
will often fay, though it be dire¢tly againft themfelves }) and 
therefore are defiroustodo, andto believe as their Anceftors 
have before them; to fare as they have fared , and as they 
baye iped to fpeed; though they perifh everlaftingly with 
them, never confidering of, or ruminating on thofe things which 
they hold and maintain for truthss being like unto unclea 
Beatts, which chew not the Cudd. -

fore for his moft general Title he is called the Great AZogol,. 
as the chief of the circumcifed, or chief of the*circumcifion.

original Hiftories: much differ, and therefcre I cannot de> 
termineit; but,in this, all chat write of him agree, that he ha’ 
ving got together very many huge multitudes of Men, madé 
very ercat Conquetts in the Soutlk-Eaft paits of the World, 
not oney On Bajazct the Emperour of the Turks , but alfo in 
Faft-Indi., and elfe-where ; for, What cannot force by musi 


tudes do ? This Yamberlain in their Stories 1s called assy 


Yismur,or the great Prince and Emperour.  Tzzar, Who (ae they 
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fay) toware's his end, either bysan burt _received in his Thigh, 
Or 
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or ‘elfe -by -an unhappy fall from his’ Horfé, which made him 
hale to his Grave, was ever after that called d7#ur lang, ov 
Timur the lame, trom whence he is corruptly in our Stories 
named Zamsberlane. The late Afogol, at whofe Court we 
lived , was the ninth-in a direct line, from that his great 
Anceftor. “y — 

And mow that my Reader may fee the Great Adogol ina Por- 
traiture (which was taken from a Picture of hts drawn tothe 
life >.

SECTION XXIII. 


Of the Mogol’s Policy in his Government, exerci fed by 
himself and Subjiautes. 


Wd it is that indeed , which isthe worft of all] Govern-

uolo> fic jubeo, or thns will [have it x and if any there be fo far 
difcontenttd as to m'ke any the leaft quefiion at what he‘doth, 
he hath a far ftronger argument {till in readine{s, than all the 
force of Logick can make, and that is very many thoufands of 
men, that are ftout and able Souldicrs, whom he kecps conti- 
nually in arms, and pay, thar can make any thing good, which 
he fhall pleafe to command. 

There are no Laws tor Government kept in that Empire upon 
record (for ought I could ever learn) toregulate Governours 
there inthe adminiftration of Juftice, bur what are written in 
the breaft of that King and his Subftirutess and therctore they 
often take liberty to procéed how they pleafe, in punifhing the 
Offender rather than the offence 5 mens perfons more than their 
Crimes , egrotum potins quam morbune. 

Yetever they pretend to proceed in their ways of judica- 
ture Cwhich is the right progrefs in judgement) fecundum allega- 
ta & probata, by proofs and not by prefumptions. a 

The great ogo! willfit himfelf as Judge, in any matters cf 
confequemce that happen near unto him. And there areno 
Malefactors that lie mere than one nifht in prifon sand many 
times not at all, forif the party,offending be apprehended early 
inthe day, heis immediately brough . before him that muft be 
his Judge, by whom he is prefently either acquitted or con- 
demned 3 if ke be ‘enced to be whipt, he hath his pay- 
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ten,) where he received that fentence. If condemned to die, 
he is prefently Qwhich asl apprchend it is a very hard courfe, 
though ufed anciently wmong the Jews) carried from his fen- 
tence to his execution. which is done ufually inthe Bazas, or 
Market-place. And this round and guick Ju‘tice Keeps the 
people there in fuch order and aw, as that there are not many 
executions.

[have been told by fome, who were eye-wisnefles (whom I 
date credit, andtherefore 1 dare relate it) of {trange kinds of 
death executed by the command of the King of ‘apaz upon his 
fubjects : where fone are crucified or nail’d to a Crofs : others 
rather roafted, than burntto death 3 Thus, there is a flake fer 
up, and ‘a Circle of fir@at a pretty diftance, made round about 
ic 3 the condemned perfon being naked, is fo faftned to that

TItold you be¢tore thai there ure fome Mountebanks 
there, whichkcep great Snakes to fhew tiicks with them$ one 
of thole fellows was prefently called for to bring his Snakesto 
do that execution, whocame to the place where that wretched 
Creature was appointed to dye, and found him there all naked 
Cexcept g little covering before) andtrembling. Then fudden- 
ly the Mountebank (having firft angred and provoked the vene- 
mous creatures ) put one of them to his Thigh, which prefently 
twin‘d it telf about that part, eill it came near his Groin, and 
there bit him till blood followed, the other was faftned-to the 
out-fide of his other Thigh, twining about it (for thofe Snakes 
thus kept, are long and flender) and there bit him likewife 5 not- 
with{tanding, the wretch kept upon his feet near a quarter of 
an hour, befofe waicn ime the Snakes were taken from him;

ZS hat King never futte.-s any of his Vicegerests to tarry long 
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in one place of Government, bur removes them wfaally Caffrer 
they have exercifed that Power, which was givenunto them in 
place, forone year) unto fome other place of Governinent, ré- 
mote fromthe former, wherein they exercife their power : and 
this thar King doth, that thofe, which be his Subftirutes, may 
notin any place grow popular. 

[ ‘told you before that this people are very neat fha- 
ving themfelves fo often, as that they feel the Rafor almoft 
every day; but when that King fends any of ‘them unto any 

lace of Government, or upon any other imployment, they 
cut not their hair at all, till they return again into his prefence 5 
as if they defired not to appear beautiful, or to give themfelves 
any content in this while they live out of the Kings fight s and 
therctore the King, as foon as he fees them, bids, them cut 
their hair. 

When the Afogol by Letters fends his Commandsto any of his 
Governours, thofe Papers afe entertain’d with as much refpect 
as if himfelf were prefent3; for the Governour having inrelli- 
gence that fuch Letters arecome near him, himfelf with ather 
inferiour .Officers ride. forth to meet the Patamear, or Meflenger 
that brings them 5 and as foonas he fees thofe Letters he alights 
from his horfe, falls downon the earth, and then takes them 
from the Mefienger and’ lays them on his head, whereon he 
binds them faft, and then returning to his: place af publiek 
meeting, for difpatch ofcbufinefies, he reads them, and anfwers 
their contents with all care and diligence. 

The King oft times in his own perfon, and fo his Subftitutes 
appointed Governours for Provinces and Cities, Judge in all 
matters Criminal that concern Life and Death. There are 
°other Officers to affift them, which aré called Cx#t-walls (whofe 
‘Office is like that of our Sheriffs in Exgland_) and thefe have ma- 
ny fubftitutes under them, whofe bufinefs it is to apprehend, 
and to bring before thefe Judges fuch asgare to be tried for things 
Criminal, °r Capital, where the offender (as before) knows 
pretently what will become of him. And thofe Officers wait 
likewife on other Judges there, whichare called Cadees, who 
only meddle with Contracts and Debts and’ other bufineffes of 
this nature “twixt man and man. Now thefe Officers arreft 
Debtors, and bring them before thofe Judges, andtheir Sureties 
tc, bound as withrus in Contracts, confirmed (as before ) under 
heir hands and {cals3 and if they give not content unto thofe 

which complain of them, they will imprifon their perfons, 
»where they thall find and feel the weight of fetterss nay, many 
times they wik {cil their Perfons, their Wives and Children in- 
to bondage, when they cannat fatisfie their debts; And the cu- 
{fom of that Country bears with fiich hard and pitilef$ courfes, 
fugh as was complain’d of by the pei Widow unto the Pso-. 
fiuct Elifha,; ~vho when her-husaiand was dead; and {he not able 
fo pay, the Creditor came and took hr twe fons tobe bona- 
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he Afeve¥ looked to be preicnted with tome thing, or other, 
When my Lord Embatladour came to big:, ane it he jaw him 
often empty handed, he was not welcomes; and therefore the 
fuaft-India Company werg Wont every year to fond many paru- 
eular chings unto him, in the name of the King of Eagland, 
-that-were given him vt teveral times, eipeeially then when the 
Fembadladoar had any 4cqueit unto him, which made a very fair 
Way unto it. g : 
Amongtt many other things, when my Lord Embatiadour 
firft wene thicher, che Comipany tent the Asevo/ an Envlith 
Coach, and Harnets tor tour Horfts, 2nd an able Coach-mian, 
to fute and manayve fome of his exccilent Hories, thar they 
might be made fit tor thar fervice. WVhe Coach thev iene was 
lined within with Criniton Chivua Vel vet, Which When the Ato.ol 
took notice oft, He told the Embatiadour that he wondred the 
King of Fxeland would trouble himfeltf to much, asto fend un- 
to Chize tor Velvet tolinea Couch tor him, in regard that he 
had been informed, that the Englifh King had much better 
Velvet nearer home, tor fuch, or any other ufes. x 
And immediately atrer, the Azogol cauted that Coach 
to be taken all to picces, and to have another made by it, 
for Cas betore) they are a people that will make any new 
thing by a pattern; and when his new Coach was made 
according to the pattern, his work men firft purting the Englith 
Coach togcther, did fo with that they nad new mades then 
pulling out allthe Chzvz Velvet which was inthe Eneglitl Coach, 
there was inthe room thereof putavery rich Stufi, the ground 
Silver , wrought all over in {paces with varicty of flowers of 
filk, excellently well firited for their colours, and cut fhort 
like a Pluth, and if fread of the braf-nails thet were farft in it, 
there were nails of filver put in their slaces. And the Coach, 
which his own Work-men made was lined and feated hkewite 
witha richer (tuft than te former.,the ground of it gold,mingled 
like the other With tl flowers, andthe nails Glver and double 
gilt s and after having Horfes anti. {s fitted for~both his 
Coaches, He rode fometimes in them, and contracted with the 
Englifh-coach-man to ferve him, whom he made very fine, by 
rich velts he gave him, allowing hima very great Pcnfion 5 be- 
fides, he never carried him in any of thofe Coaches, but he gave 
him the reward of ten poundsat the leaft, Which had raifed 
Coach-man unto a very great Eftate, bad not death prevented 
it, andthat immediately after he was fetled in that xreae fervice. 
. The Eajt-Indza Company fent other Preicnots for that King, 
as excellent Pictures which pleaicd rhe Niogal Ve. sich, cipe-

with fhamre, give ye. They looked to ke prefented with fome- 
thing, when our Factors had any cfpecial occation to repair un- 
tothem, and ifthe particular thing they tlen prefented did hot 
like them well, they would detire to have it exchanged for 
fomething ele, haply they having never heard of out good 
und modeft proverb, that 2 wan muft not look into the month of 
a given Horfe, Anditisa very poor thing indeed which is freely 
given, and is not worth the taking. 

The Afogo! fometimes by his Firwauns, or Letters Patents. 
will grant {ome particular things unto fingle, or divers perfons, 
and prefently after will contradict thofe Grants by erher Let- 
ters, cxcufing himfelf thus, That he is a great,°and an abfolute 
King; andtherefore nuft not be tied unto any thing, which it 
he were, he faid, that he wasa tlave,eand nor a tree-man: Yet 
what he promifed was ufualy enjoyed, although he would not 
be eticd tw u certain performance of his promife. Therefore 
there can-be =o dealing with this King upon very fure terms, 
who wiil (fy and unfay, promife and deny. Yet we Englifh- 
mendid noe at all fufler by that inconftancy of his, but there 
found a free Tradc, a peaceable refidence, anda very good 
efteem with that King and People; and much the better £as I con- 
cdive ) by reafon of thes prudchce of my Lord Embaftadour, 
who was there Cin fome fenfe) like Jofeph in the Court of Phéa- 
raoh 3 for whofe fakeall his Nation there, {cemed to fare the 
better.

At Noonhe thews 

hinvelf in another place like the former, on the South-fide 5 and 

a little before Sun-fer, inalike place, on the Weft-fide of his 

Houle, or Tent : but as foonas the Sun forfakes the Hemifphear, 

hé leaves his people ‘uthered in and vut with Drums and Wind- 
inftPements, and ch’ peoples acclamations. ; 

At both which times likewife very great numbers of his 
people allemble together to prefent themfelves before 
Andat any of theit three times, he that hatha fuit to the King, 
or defires Juftice at his hands, be he Poor, or Rich, if he hold 
up a Petitiontobe fcen, fhall be heard and anfwered. 

And between feven and nine of the Clock at night, he fits 
within Houle, or Tent, more privatcly in a fpacious place, cal- 
led his Goozaleu#z, or bathing-houfe made brighr, like day by 
abundance of lights, and here the King fits mounted upon a 
itately Throne, where His Nobles and fuch as are favoured by 
him ftand about him: others find admittance to, butby fpecial

Palace, afcended by divers fteps, which are covered with plate 
of filver, upon the top of which afcent ftand four Lions upon 
pedeftals Cof curioufly coloured Marble) which Lions are all 
made of Maflie filver, fome part of them giided with gonxl, 
and befet with precious {tones. Thofe Lions fupport a Canops* 
of pure gold; under which the Azogol fits, whenas he appears 
in his greateft {tate and glory- 

For the beauty of that Court 5 it confifts notin gay and gorgi- 
ous apparel, for the Country is fo-hot, that they cannot endure 
any thing that is very warm, or-mafiic 5 or rich about them. 
Tke Mogol himfelf forthe moft-Sart Is covered witha garment’ 
(as betore defcribed) made of ‘pur2, white, and fine Callics 
laun€®, and fo are His Nobles 5s which garments are wathzd

ted. Vowhich purpole I was long fincetola by a Gentleman of 

-honour, fent us a Companion co che old Earl of Nottzrehbam, 
When fe was imployed as an exeraordinary Embailadour by 
King ‘James, to contirm the peace made “ewixe hin telf and the 
King of spaéx, which tmbatladour had «a very great many 
Geytiemenin bis train, inas rich clothing as V@lvets and Silks 
could inake 5 bute then there did appear many a great Don, or 
Grandee inthe Spavifm Court, in along black bays Cloak and 
Catlack, which had one Hatband of Diamonds, which was of 
more werth by far, than all the bravery of the Ambailadors 
many Followers.

For Diamonds (which 
of allotherare accounted molt precious {tones ) they are found 
in Decaz Cwhere the Rocks are, out of which they are digged) 
the Princes whereof are the next Neighboursand Tributaries to 
the great Afogol, andthey pay himas Tribute many Diamonts 
yearly:; and further, he Kath the refutal of all thofe rich ftones 
they tell, he having Gold and Silyerin the greateft abundance, 
(and that will purchafée any thing but heaven)& he wil pait with 
any mony for any Gems befide,that are precious and great,whe- 
ther Rubies, or any other ftones of value,  WOfar rich Pearls. 
~ And his Grandees follow him inthattancy : for one of his 
great Lords gave our Merchants there, twelve hundred pounds 
{tecling for one Pearl which was brought out of Exgland. The 
Peart wat fhaped like a Pear, very large; beaytitul, and ori- 
ent, and fo tts price deferved it fhould be ~

The tiritot Afach,the Afegol begins a royal Feaft, like that 
Which dbajweras made inthe third year of his Reign, Efth. 1. 
wherein be thewed the rickes of his glorious Kingdom. This feaft 
the Amgelnakes, is called che Novroos, that fignines Nine-days : 
Which time it continues, co ufherin the new year, which begins 
With the ALusumetanws there, the tenth day of Afarch. 

Againit which Feaft, the Nobles a@emble themfelves toge- 
ther at thac Court in their greatch Pomp,prefenting their King 
wich great gites, “and he requiting them again with Princely re- 
wards : at which rime I being in his prefence, beheld moft im- 
mente and incredible riches, to my amazement, in Gold, Pear)s, 
Precious ftones, Jewels, and many other glittering vanities. 
‘Chis Featt is ufually kept by the Azogo? while he is in his Pro- 
vrefs, wd lodgesin Vents. 

Whether his Dict at this time-be greater than ordinary I 
kocw not 5 for he always €atsin private amongft his Women, 
Where none but his own Family fee him while he is cating 5 
Which Family of his confitts of his’ Wives, and Chiidren, and 
Women: and Funuchs, and his Boys 3 and none but thefe abide 
and lodge in the Kings Houtes, or Tents, and therefore how. 
his Tab:.: is fpread, Lcould never know 5 but doubtlefs he hath 
of all thofe varieties that Emprre afiords, if he fo pleafe. His 
food (they fay) is ferved in unto him in Vefiels of Gold,which 
covered and brought unto him by his Eunuchs,after it is proved 
by his Tatters, he eats, not at any ict times of the day, but he 
hath provilion ready all times, and calls for it when he is 


hungry, and never but then. - 


The tirft of Septeazber Cwhich was the late Afogol’s birth- 
day) he retaining an ancient yearly Cuftom, was, in the prc- 
fence of his chief Grandees, weighed ina Balance 3; the Gere- 
mony was performed within his Houfe.or Tent,in a fair {pacious 
Room , whercinto nGne were ‘admitted but by f{pecial ‘leave. 
The Scales in which he was thus weighed were plated with 
Gold, and fo the beamon which they hung, by-great Chains 
made likewite of that moft precicus Metal, the King fitting in 
one af them was weighed firft againtt filver’ Coin,. which im- 
mediately after was diftributed among the poor; then was he 
weighed again{ft Gold ; after that again{t Jewels (as they fay. 
bat lobteivéd (being prefent there with my Lord Ambaflador) 
that he avas weighed againft threc feveral things, laid in filkene 
Bays en the contrary Scale. WhenI fave himin'the Balance, I 
thouphe on Belhazzar, who was found too sight, Daw. 5:27: 
By his weight Cof which his Phyficians yearly keep an emact 
aecount) they prefume to guef -or tits prefent eftate of his. 
body, of which they {peak flatteéring!y However they think v1 
to be. 
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_eWhenthe Afegolis thus weighed, he cafts about amohg the 
frande cs bw thin picces of filver, and ,fome of Gold,-made like 
flosvers Gl that Countrey, und fome of them are miade hke 
Clowes, ami fome like Nutmegs, but very thin and hollow. 
Then he drinks to his Noblesin his Roynl wine Cas that of A- 
hbufuerwvs iscalled, Efth.t-. 7-) who pledge his health: at which 
folemngey he drank to my*Lord Ambatiadour, in a Cup 6 fF 
Gold mott curioutly enameled, and fet all over the outlide with 
foncs, (which were {mall Rubies, Turketles, and Emeralds) 
witt. Cover, or Plate, co fec in itin, both of pure Gold, the 
brims of which plate, and the cover were enameled, and 
fete with ftoues as the other, and all cthefe together weighed 
twenty and four ounces of our Englifh weighrs,* which he then 
gaveunto my Lord Ambafladour, whom he ever ufed with 
very much refpect, and would moreover often ask him, why he 
did not defire {ome good, and great gifts at his hands, be beinga 
vreat King, andable tagiveig 5 the Embatfladour would reply, 
That he came not thither to beg any thing of him; all that he 
defired, was chat his Countr¢ey-men the Englifh might have a 
freé, (ate, and peaceable trade in’ his Dominions: The JAZegol 
would anttver that he was bound in honour tw afford them that, 
we coming trom the furthermoft parts of the world to trade 
there; and would oftenbidthe Ambaffadourtoask torhething 
‘or himfelt, who to thts would anfwer,that it that King knew not 
better to give, then he knew tp ask, he muft have:norhin 
from him. Upon thefeterms they continually both ftood, rs 
that inconclufiun the Embaffadowr had no gift from him, but 
that before-mentioned, befidesan horfe or two, and fometimes 
a Veft, orupper Garment, madeof flight Cloth of Gold,which 
the Azegol would firft put upon hisown bi-k: and * give it 
zo the Embaffadour. But the Afogol ( if he had fo pleafed) 
might have beitowed on him fome great Princely gift, and 
fourd no greater mifS of it, than there would beof a Glafs of 
water taken out of a great Fountain. Now although the Azsogol 
had @ach infinite Treafurc ... ve; he could find room to ftore up 
more {till : the desires of a covétots heart being fo unfatiable, 
as that it never knows when it hath enough : being like a bot- 
tomlefs purfe that cannever be fillds; forthe more it hath, the 
more {till it covets. ‘ 
See-an mage hereof in dlewacon, who being will’d by Cre- 
Ges togointohis Treafure-houfe, and there take as much Gold 
as himfclf could carry away 5 provided for that pnrpofe a 
long Garment that was double down to his ankles, and great 
boots, and fill7d them both; nay , he ftuffed his mouth, and 
tied wedges of Gold to tae locks of his head, and doubtliefs, 
but for killing himfelt, he would have fill’d his skull and bowels 
thesewith. Here wasanbeare (ct upon Gold, and Gold over- 
lading an heart: tor the man‘{towing fo much about him, as that 
qe could not ftir with it, forfeited what. he might have had, 
Nan 2 and 
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and was turned out of the Treafury, as:poor and empty as.he_

Ow what he doth, and how he behaves himfelf among 
N his houfe-full of Wives and Women cannot be known, 
and therefore nét related 5 but when he fhews himf€lf (as be- 
farg) thrice openly to. hjs people,.every day, he had always 
fomething or, other prefented béfore him to make him {port, 
and to give him prefent content. «| * > 8 ee 
., As fometimes he delighted‘himfelfin feeing Horfes ridden, 
the Nativesthere (asbefore), beingvery excellent intheir well- 
enenneing of them. Spmetimes he iba hia great Elephants 
fight. .And‘at other timeshe\ pleafed himielf in feeing wreft- 
fing, or dauncing, or jugling, and what.eMe he liked. - ° 
eAndjt happened that ,Cbut a few years before our abode 
there) a Juggler of Bexgala (a Kingdom famous for Witches, 
and men of that profeflion) brought .an Ape before the King 
Cwho was ever greedy to pleafe himféelf, with Novelties) pro- 
fefling that he would dq; many ftrange feats : The. Avogol was 
ready prefently.20.make a trial of Ke -and forthwith called 
fome eh about him: (which he was cgniccived to keep for fuch 
ufeasIdarenof¢ name, ) and plucking a Ring from-his finger 
gave it one of them to hide,’ that he gee ca make a trial,whe- 


ther. or no the Apé could find it out 5 who prefently wént to 


the boy thathadit. The Avogol_made fome furthtr trials like 
this, where the Apeérdid bis -parras péefore.,.«And befSre the 
Ape was taken out of his prefence , this f{trange, and unex- 
pected thing following came into the King’s thaught. There 
are (faid he) many difputes in the World about that true Pro- 
phet which fhould come into the World. . We, faid the Azogol, 
are. for Mahomet. The Perfians magnifie Mortis Hale (but 
they are Mahometans for Religion likewife..) The Hisdoos, ot 
Heathens there, have many whom they highly extol and 
magnifies as Bremaw, and Brawon, and Ham, and Permifsar , 
the Parfees are for Zertooft, the Jewsfor Adofes, the Chriltians 
for Cirift; and he added three «nore whofe names I have not, 
who make up the number of twelve, who have all their seve- 
ral followers in that part of the Would,and then he caufed tc) ofe 
twelve Names to be written in twejve féveral Scrolls, and put 

toze- 
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together, toiccifthe Ape could draw Got the Name of the 
true Prophet, chisdone, the Ape ‘put hispaw amongf{t them,:end 
pull’d forth the Name of Chiifk, The Atogol a tecond ume, 
eauted cltafe owelve Names to be written aywmin twelve other 
Scrolls and Characters, and put toyether 5; when the Apeas be- 
fore pulldtoith the Name of Chrift. 

Then Atihobet-Chan, agreat Nobleman of chat Court aod 
in high favour with the King, faid, that i was lome inepolture 
Of the Chriltiuns (though there were nonethar did bear thac : 

Namechere prefent) and defired chac he wight make a thir 3 i 
trials which yranced, he put Luc eleven of thule names rope- 
ther, referving the yame of Chrift in his hands the Ape fearch- 
ing as betore, pull’d forth his paw empty, and lo cwice, or 
thrice cogether, che King demanding a reafou fos this, was an- 
{wered, that haply che ching he looked tor was not there ; he 
was bid to fearch for it, and then putting out thoie cleven 
names ene atterthe oeher, ina fceeming indignation rent them, 
thentunniog to Afahobet-Chan caught him by the hand where the 
Wame of Chrift was concestfed, which delivercd, he opened the 
Séroll, and to held it up tohe King, but did wor tear itas the 
formes upon whichthe 4dgo/ rook the Ape.and gave his Keeper 
a good Pention for to keep him near about him, ealling him the 
Divining Ape,and this was all that followed upon this 4dinirable 
thing, cxeept the great wondcr and amazement of that people. 
~ There was one fome ygars fisce wrote this fiory (but fome- 
what varied from that E have here related) in a little printed 
Pamphlet, and told his Reader thatl had often feen that Ape 
while { lived in thofe parts,which particular he thould have left 
out; but forthe Relation it felt, I belictc it was fo, becaute it 
hath been often confirmed there in it% et porte, WC By divers 
(ons, who knew noé one another, and were ditlering in Keli- 
greed inthe (tory,and in all the circumitances thereof. 
Gow for the difpofition of that BKing.tr gver s&eeined unto me 
to becomvoted ofextreams ; tor fomenimes he was barbaroutly

For his cruelties;he put one of his women to a mites able death,

Thaa vreat King would be often overcome by Wine, yet (as 
ifthe meant to appropriate that fin to himiclf) would funifb- 
others with very much teveriry, who were thus diftempered. 

Sometimes for little, Or no faults, the A#oge/ would caufé men 
tobe molt feverely whipt, ull they were almoft readyro die 
under the rodswhich after chey muft kifs in thankfulnedis. 

He caufed one of his turvants of the higher rankto be very 
much whipt for breaking a Chzzu-Cup, he was commanded to 
keep tafe, and then fent him into Chzva, Cwhich is a marvellous 
diftance from thence ) to bny anotker. 

Sometimes in other of his mad dittempers he would condemn 
mento fervitude, or diimember, or .elfe put them to death, as 
facrifices to his will and paffion, not.juftice. Sothat it might be 
faid of him, g#ando sale nemo pejus, chat when he did. wickedly 
none coulddes worfe, asif it had been true of him which was 
{fpoken ot that monfter Nero obferved before, who was called | 
Lutum fanguine maceratun,Dirt foaked in blood. - 

For his good attions, he diderelievg continually many pocr 
people; and not feldom would fhew many expreflions of duty 
and {trong affe&tionto his Mother then living, fo that he who 
efteemed the whole world as his Vaflals would help to carry 
her ina Palankee ypon his fhoulders. 

The szoge?woutd often vifit the Cells of thofe he efteemed re-. 
ligious men, whofe Perfonshe efteemed facred, as if they had 
been Demigods. 

And he would fperk moft refpectively of our bleffed Savi- 
our Chriftsbut his Parentage,hig poverty,and nis crofs did {i con- 
found his thoughts, that he kpew-iret whar to think of them. 

Laftly,the Azogol is very free and noble unto ai. thofe which fall 
into, and abide in his affection, - which brings menow to fpeak

men. ‘Now forthofe Penfions, which are fo exceeding great, _ 
the Afegol in his far extended Monarchy allows yearly pay - 
{or onc Million of Horfe; and for every Horfe and Man 
about eigitcen p.n.inds fterling per avn, whichis exactly paid 
cves ¥ 
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every year, raiftd from Land, and -othéer Commodities which 
chat Empire affords and appointed for that purpote. Now- 
fome of the Afege!’s mof{t beloved Nobles have the pay of fix 
thoufand horfe; and there are others (at the leaft twenry in his 
Empire) which have the pay of 5000 horfe, exceeding large 


ee eee. 


Pentions above the revenue of any other Subjects in the whele- 


World, they amounting unto more than one hundredthoufand 
pounds yearly unto a particular man. Now others have the 
pare vt four thoufand horfe,; others of three, or two, or one 


thoufand horfe, and to downwards and thefe by their propor-* 


tions, are appointed cto have hortes always in readinefs well 
mann’d, anc otherwite appointed tor the Kings fervice, fo thar 
he who haththe pay of five, or fix thoufand, mutt always have 
one thowland in readinels, or more, according to the Kings 
need of them, and to in proportion all the reit which enables 
them ona fudden to make up the number, at the leaft of two 
hundred thoufand hore, off which number, they have always 
at hand one hundred thoutand to wait upon the King wherefo- 
ever he is. : 

‘There are very many private men in Cities and Towns, who 
are Mercliants, or Vrades-mien that are very rich: but it 1s not 
fate tor them that are fo, fo to appear, left that they fhould be 
wafed as fill’d Sponges. : 

But there is never a Subject in that Empire, who hathLand of 
itheritance, which he may call*his owns but they are al) Te- 
nants at the willof their King, having no other title to that 
they enjoy belides the Kings favour, which is by far more eafily 
loft than gotten 3 It is true,that the King advanceth many there, 
unto many great honours, and allows them Gas before) marvel- 
lous great revenues 5 hut no Son there¢ enjoy’s citner the Titles, 
or Means of his Father that hath had Pentions from that King, 
for the King takes potieffion of all when they are dead, appoint- 
ing their Children fome competent means-for their fubfiftence, 

—qwhichthe fhall not exceed, if.they fall not into the Kings af- 
fectich as their Fathers did; wherefore many great menin this 
Empire live up to-the height of their means 5 and therefore 
havea very pumcrous train, a very great retinuc to attend up- 
on them, which makes them to appear like Princes , rather 
than Subjects. 

Yet this their neccflary dependance on ticir King binds 
shem, unto fiich bafe fubjection , as that they will yield with 
readineis unti) any of his unreafonablie and willfel commands. 
As Plutarch writes of the Souldiers of Sczpio, Nullus eff horunt, 
Gui WOR COM{CERSé turrz JSeguct 7% mraire Precipaturis ft, fe juffere, 
There was never a one in hes Army, by his own report, that 
nwanld not fora word of his mouth, have goneupinte a Tower 
arai catk hintlelt thence head-long into the Sea: arid’ thus the 
people here*will do any thing the King commands them to do; 
fo that if he b drthe Father to lay hands of violence “pan hic 
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Son, or the Son uver his.Father, they will do it, rather than ? 
_ the will of the King {Hiould be difobeyed. | Thus forgetting Na- 
ture, rather than Subjection. . ‘ 
And this tye of theirs (I fay) upon the Kings favour makes all 
his Subjects moft fervile flatterers, for they will commend any 
of-his actions, though they be nothing but cruelry 3fo any 
ot his {pecches , though nothing but folly. _And_ when the’ 
King its and {peaks to any of his people publickly, there is, 
not a word falls from him that is not writtenby fome Scrivi  ~ 
or Scribes, that ftand round about him. | 
In the year 1618. when we lived at that Court, there ap- 
peared at once in the moncth of Novewber in their Hemifphear 
two great Blazing-{tars, the one of them North, the other 
South, which unufual fight appeared theré for the {pace of one 
moneth. One of thofe itrange Comets in the North, appeared 
like a long blazing-torch, or Launce fired at the upper ends the 
other inthe South, was reund like’a pot boiling out fire. The 
Adogol confulted with his flattering Aftrologers, who fpake of 
thefe Comets unto the King, as Dal fometimes did of Nebu- 
chatdnezzars dream, Dan. 4.19.. a4 Lord, the dream is to then 
that hate thee, and the interpretatidn thereof unto thie enensies. 
For his Aftysiogers told him that he needed not trouble bimfelf 
with thé thought thereof, for it concerned other places and 
people, not him nor his. But not long after this, their feafon 
of Rain, (before fpoken of) witich was never known to fail til 
then, failed them 3 and this caufed fuch a famine and niortality 
in the South parts of his Empire, that it did very much un- 
people it: and in the Northern part thereof (whither the Azegol 
then repaired) histhird Son S#itan Caroagz railed, and kept toge- 
ther very great rortes, and ftood upon his guard, and would not 
disband, till his Father had delivered his eldc{t Son Sultan Coobfe- 
roo into his hands. And how, when he had him in his powex he 
ufed him, you fhall after hear. . 
Inthe mean time, take one admirable example of atvery g-ofs 
flatterer , but a great Favorite of that King, svho was ‘fhoted 
above others of that Nationto bea great. neglecter of God, be- 
lieving it Religion enough to pleafe the Azsogol his Matter. This 
man wasa Souldier of an approved vajour : But upon atime he 
fitting in dalliance with onc of his woinen, fie, pluckt an hair 
from his breaft (which grew about his Nipple) in wantonnef, 
without the leaft thought of doing him hurt. But the little 
wound, that {mall and unparalle’d inftrument of death made 
prefently began to fefter, and in fhort time after became a Can-- 
ker incurable; in fine, when he faw that he niufi pecds dye, he 
uttered.thefe words, which are worth the remembring of all 
that fhait ever hear them, faying : : ; 
Who.wou!d uot have thought but that I, who have keen fo laug- 
bréd a Souldier, fhould have dyed in the face of mine Enemy, either 
by .a Sworil,or a Launce, or an Arrvew, or a Bullet, or by fome fuch 
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infirkment of death: But now (though “4 late) I aut forc’d to 
confefs that there is a great God above, whojé Majefty Ihave evtr 
Wdefpifed, that xeeds mo bigger Lauuce than an hair to kill ax Atheift, 
or a defpifer of his Adajefity. And fo, defiring that thofe his laft 
words might be told unto the King his Mafter, he died. 

The ogo! never advanceth any, but he gives hima ncw 

name $ and this of fome pretty fignification 5; as Pharoah did 
unto Jofep4, when he made him great in his Court, Gew. 41. 45- 
he Acew names (Ifay) that the AZogol gives unto thofe head- 
vancesand favours, are fignificant. As Afaph Chan, The gather-~ 
ing, or rich Lord; whofe Sifter the A#Zegol married, and fhe was 
his moft beloved Wife: and her Brothers qaarvellous great 
riches, anfwered his name 3 for he died worth many Millions (as 
I have been credibly informed) the greateft Subject CI believe) 
for wealth that ever the World had. So another of the Azogols 
Grandees was called Atahobet-Chan, The beloved Lord. Ano- 
ther Chan-Fahan, The Lord of my heart. Another Chaz-Allaaw, 
The Lord of the World. Another Chan-Channa, The Lord of 
Lords. He calfed his chief Phvfician Atocrob-Chan, The Lord 
of my health; and many cther names, like thefe, his Grandees 
had, which at my being there belonged to his moft numerous 
Court. 7 ' 
° And further for their Titles of honour there, all the Kings 
Children are called Su#ltaxs, or Princes; his Daughters S#/ta- 
#a’s,or Princeffes 5 the next title is Nabob, equivalent to a Duke; 
the next Chazza , a double Lord, or Earls the next.Chayz, a 
Lord. So Aéirfa fignifies a Knight, that hath been a General, 
or Commander in the Wars 3; Umbra, a Captain 3 Hadde, a Ca- 
valier, or Souldier on horfe-back : who have allallowed them 
means by the King (as before) proportionabie forthe fupports 
of their Honours, and Titles, and Names. 

His Officers of State are his Treafurers, which receive his re- 
venwes in his feveral Provinces, and taKeccare*for the payment 
of bis great Penfions, which, when they are dut, are paid with- 
out any delay ‘There his chief Eunuchs (which command the 
re{t of them) take-care for the ordering of his Houfe, and are 
Stewards and Controulers of it 5 his Secretaries, the Mafters of 
his Elephants; and the Mafters of his Tents are other of his 
great Officers 5 and foare the keepers of his Ward-robe, who 
are entrufted with his Plate and Jewels. To thefe I may add 
thofe which take care of his Cuftoms for Goods brought into his 
Empire, as for commodities carriedthence. But. thefe are not 
many, becaufe his Sea-ports are but few. The Cuftoms paid in 
his Ports are wot’ high, that {trangers ot ail Nations may have 
the greater encouragement to Trade thefe with him. But ashe 
exjipects money from all ftrangers that Trade there. .Soitisa 
faalt he willnot pardon (as before) for any to carry ary quanti. 
ty of filver~thence. He hath other Offtcers that fpread -over 
his Empire, toxcxact monies out of all the labours ofthat people, 
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who make che curio, manufactures. So that hke agreat Tree 

Ire receives MOurifhmetc from every, even the leaft BR pots thar 
grow under his fhadow 5 and thercfore though his Peniions are 
exceeding great Cas before_)5 they are norhing compsrable to his 
much greater revenues. 

By reafon of that Countrics immpderate heat, our Englifh- 
claath is not fit to make Habirs for that people = thag of it which 
is fold there, is moft of it toy colour Red 5 and this they imploy 
for the moft part ta make coverings tor their bliephanr, and 
Horfis, andto coveriheir Cqaches, the King hinitelf taking a 
very greac part thereof; whete payments are very goo, only 
the Merchant myft get the hands of fome of his clict Oticers 
to his Bill, appointed tor fuch difpatches, which are obcaineea as 
foonas defirea. And this che King doth to prevent the aluics 
of parricular, and tingle perfons. ; 

Aud oow ti:at Imav prefent my Reader with the further glo- 
ry of this greac King, L,ihall lead him where he may take 
a view, 


SECTION XXVITI. 
Of the Mogols Leskar, or Camusp Royal, &c. 
W Hich indeed is very glorious,as all muft confefs,who have 


feen the infinite number of Tents , or Pavilions there 
pitched together , whichin a Plain make a fhew egqualtoa mofit 
ipacious and glorious City. Thefe Tems, I fay,when they are al- 
togethef ,cover 1ucn a great quantity of ground, that I beliewe it. 
is five Englifh-miles at the leaft, from onc Gde of themto the 
other, very beautiful to behold from fome Hill, where they may 
be all {een at once. 

They write of Xerxes, that when from fucn a place he took a 
view of his very numerous Aymy,. confifting at the icaft of.three 
hundred thoufand men,-se wept, faying, «pat in lefs than tne 
compas of one hundred years, not one Of that great mighty 
Hoft would be alive. Andto fee fuch a coin pany tnen together 
of all forts of people CandI fhall give a good, reafon prefently 
why I bclieve that mixt company of men, women audchildren 
riay make up fuch an huge number, as before Inamed, if not 
excced it) and to confider that death will feize upon them «ei 
within fuch a {pace of time, andthat the fecond death hath fuch 
a power over them, is athing of more fad confidera.ion. 

Now co make it apptar that the,nuniber of people-of all forts 
is fo exccicding great, which-here gct and keep together ii -he 
Mugols Leskar, or Camp Royals firft there are ene hundica 
thowiand Souldiers, whick always wait about that King (as be- 
fore obferved) and all his Grandees have a very great tram ot 

tol- 
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tullowers and fervants to attend then: there, and {© haveal) 
other men according to their feveral qualities; and all thefe 
carry thejr Wives and Childern, and whole family with them, 
which muft needs amount to a very exceeding great num| <r. 
And further ro demonftrate this 3 when that King removes fron: 
one place co another, torthe fpace of twelve hours, a breed 
patiage iscontinually fill’d with Pailengers, and Flephants, and 
Horfes, and Dromedaries, and Camels, and Coaches, arid Afles, 
and Oxen, Con which the meaner fort of men and wemen with 
little children, ride) fo full as they may well pafs one by thé 
other. Now in fuch a broad pafiage, and in fuch a long time, a 
very great number of people, the company continually moving 
on forward, may pats. 

Thus this people moving on from place to place, it may be 
faidofthem, what Salutaz {peaks of Ifrael, whiie they were in 
their journy tothe land of promife, that it was Awmbulans Refpub- 
fica, a walking Commonwealth. And therefore that ancient 
people ot God were called Hebrews, which tignified Pafltngers : 
their dwelling foin Tents: fignified thus much to all the people 
of God in all fucceeding ages, thathererhcy dwell in moveable 
Rabitations, having no continuing City here, but they muft look, 


for one, and that is above. 


The Tents pitch’d in that Leskzr, or Camp Royal, are for the 
moft part white, like the cloathing of thofe which ovan them. 
But the Afocols Tentsareted, reared up upon poles, higher b 
much than the other. They are placed in the middett of the 
Camp, where they take up a very large compafs of ground, 
and may be feen every way, andthey mutt needs be very great 
to afford room in them, for h'mfelf, his Wives, Children,.Wo- 
men, Eunuchs, cc. . 

Irethe fore-tront, or outsard part, or Court within his Tent, 
there is avery laree room for accefs to him, ‘twixt feven ang 
nine’ of the clock at nifht , which ( as before }) js called his 
Goozulcad: 

His Tents are encompafied rowne with Cazats, which are like 
our Screexs tq fold up togethers; thofe Cazats arc about ten 
foot high, made of narrow {trong Callico, and lined with the 
fame, {ftitiened at every breadth with a Cane; but they are 
{trongeft lincd op their out-fide by a very great company of 


_arm’d Souldiers , that keep clofe about them night and day. 


“{ he Tents of his great Men are likewife large, placed round 
about his. All of them throughout the whole Leskar reared up 
tin fucha due and conftant order, that when we remave from 


' place to place. We can go as direétly to thofe moveable dwel- 


lings, as if we continucd ftill in fixed and f{tanding habftations. 
tak:ng our dircction trom feveral ftreets and Bazars,. o Market 


_ places, every onc pitched upon every removealike, upon fuch, 


of tuch a fide‘of the Kings Tents, as if they had not been at all 


removed. 
Ovoa _- The. 
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bike Afogel (which. J thould have oblerved betore) hath to 
sanuec hi weabe dr, and comicquently fo much power, by reafon of his 
marvellous great multitudes of fighti.g men, which he always 
beeps in Arms, Commandjng at all times as many of them as he 
plesuerhisthat asthe Moabites truly faid of Mraclwhile they had 
Aindvhey God tighting with them, and tor them)1o it may be 
fur oot hing Git God reftrain him not) That his huge Companies 
arcabletto Lekup all that are round about hi, avthe Oxe licketh 
pp the srafs of the field, Numb. 22. 4. 
‘0 Whenthact mighry King removes trom once place to another, 
he caufeth Lrums to be beat about midnight, which is a lignal 
token of his removing. He removes nor far at one time 5 
fometimes ten miles, but ufually a lefs diftance , according 
ro the bett convenience he may have for waters; there being 
fich an intinite company of Men, and other Creatures, whofe 
drink is water, that in a little time it may be as truely faid 
of them, as it was of that mighty Hott of Sevnacheribh that 
Aflycian Monarch , Efay 37. 25. Uhat they are able to drink 
“ap Rivers. 

But when the place he removed to afforded plenty-of good 
water, he would ufually ftay there three or four ‘days, or 
mores and +fien he thus refted in his Progiefs, would 20 
abroad to find out paitimes 5 to Which end he always carricc, 
with him divers kinds of Hawks, and Dogs, and Leopards, 
which Cas betore) they train upto hune withall; and being this 
provided for variety of fports, would Hy at any thing inthe Air, 
or {cize on any Creature he defired to take onthe Earth. 

The Afogol, when he was at Atlazdoa Cwhich was invironed 
with, great Woods as betore was obferved ) fometimes with 
foric of his Granaces, antda very great company betide of Ver-' 
fian and Tartarian horfe-men, hic Souldicrs (which are ftout 
daring men) would attempt to take _ op wild-d#lephagars 
found in thefe Woods - whichhe took in ttrong toyls made for 
that purpofe, wWhichzaxen, were mann‘d, and made tit for his 
fervice. In which huntingthey likewife purfued on horictback 
Lions, and othcr wild bealts, and kill’ fomeot them with their 
Bows, and Carbines, and Launces. : 

[ waiting upon my Lord Embafiadour two years, and part of 
athird, andtravelling with him in Progrefs with rhat King, in 
the moft temperate moneths there, twixt Septes#ber and April. 
were in one of our Progrefles twixt Afamdoa and Amadavut 
ninetcen days, making but fhort journeys in a Wildernick, - 
where (by a very great company fent before us, to make 
thofc paflages and places fit to receiyvc us) a way was cut out 
and mace cven, broad enough tor our convenient paflage, and 

“iis the places where we pitched our Tents, a great conioafs 
of grodnd ‘rid, and made plain for them, by grubbing a nuwwn= 
bcp of Trees and Buti«s 3 yet there we went as rtadily to our 
‘Lents (tiie fame oracr being ftd] oebferved inthe pitching ot 

then. > 
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them) as we did, when they were fetup inthe Plains. But that 
which here fceemed unto me to be moft {trange, was,-that not- 
withitanding our marvellgus great company of:-men, women, 
and children there rogether, that muft all bé fed, and the ve- 
ry great number of other creatures which did ¢at Corn, .as we 
never there wanted water ¢ fo we had fo niany Victuallers With~ 
us, and fo ,much Provifion continually brought in unto us,:.that 
we never felt there the want of any thing befide, but had it at :as 
low-rates asin other places. ane 

The Atogols Wives and Women, whefias they are removed 
from place to place, are carried in Coaches (fuch as were before 
deferibed) made up clofe, or in Palankees onemens fhoulders, 
or elf on Elephants in pretty Receptacles,furrounded with cur- 
tains, Which ftand up like low and little Turrets on their backs ; 
and fome of the meaner fort ride in Cradles, hanging on the 
fides of, Dromedaries., all covered clofe , amd attended by 
Eunuchs, who have many Souldiersg which go before them to 
clear the way as they pafs, they taking it very illif any (though 
they cannot fee them) prefume fo muchas to look towardsthem; 
and therefore, though I could never fee any of them, I thall 
herc take the liberty to fpeak fomewhat I have heard and 
cio believe

his Children, &c. | | 


‘Hom f conceive to ke Women of good feature, though 
fet thes caloux Yeny fwart, which that people may 
call Beauty, ic being thecomplexior Or them all, asthe Crow 
thinks his bird faireft 5 but (as before.):1 never obferved any 
crooked or deformi perfon of cither {ex amongft them: For 
the honefty of thofe great Mens Wives and Women, there is 
fuch a quick. eye of jegtoufie continually over them, that they 
are made fo by fofce, tnough (as they fay _) they are never much 
regarded by thofe great onesafter the very firft, and prime of 
their youth is patt. ‘ 
For that great Monarch the AZgogol, in the choice of his Wives 
and Women, he was guided more by his eye and phanfie,: than 
28 any refpect had co his Honour; for he took not the 
maughters of néighbouring -Princes, but of his own Subjects 
anda there preferr’d that, which he looked upon as beauty, in. 
forge any thing elfc. | 
“He was marricd to four Wives, and had Concubines, and Wo- 
men befide Call which were at his commatad) cnough to make a 
their number « full thoufand ( as they there confidently af- 
firm d.) 
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firm’d.) And that he might raife up, his beaftly and unnatura 
lufts, evento the very height, he k¢pt boyes as before, ce. 

His moft beloved Wife ( when I lived at his Court ). he called: 
Noor-Atahal, which fignified, The Light of the Conrt; and tothe 
other of his Wives and Women, which he molt loved, he gave 

«new Names untothem , and fuch Names as he moft fancied. 

For his Wife I firft named, he took her out of the duft, from 
avery mean sagen! 3 but however, fhe made fuch a through 
Conqueft on his Affections,that fhe engrofied almoft all his Lave, 
did what fhe pleafed in the Government of that Empire, where 
fhe advanced her Brother Afaph-Chan, and other her neareft 
Relations, to the greateft places of Command and Honour, and 
Profit in that vaft Monarchy. 

Her Brother 4faph-Chaz was prefently made one of the Stars of 
the firft Magnitude that fhined in that Indian Court; and, when 
he had once gotten, fo kept the Aéego/'s Favour by the affiftance 


‘of his Sifter Noor-Alabal, that: by the Penfions given, and many 


Offices beftowed on him, he heaped up a mafsof Treafure above 
all belief (as before) , and married his Daughter unto Sx/taxz 
Carcom, who is now King. 7 

The Afogol of all hisfo many Wives and Concubines had but 
fix Childress, ve Sons and one Daughter. The Names he gave 
his Children, and others, were Namesthat proceeded trons. 
Coenfel (as he imagined )-:ather than Chance. His eldeft Son 
was called Saltax Coobfurroo, which fignified the Prince withthe 
good Face, his Perfonand Beauty anfwered his Namc; for he 
wasa Prince of avery se prefence. is fecond Son he cal- 
led S#ltan Perum, Prince of the Plezades, or of the fwect influ- 
ences ofthe Pleiades. His third Son ( now King ) though that 
great dignity was never intended to him by his Father, was called 
Sxltan Caroom, or, The Prince of Founty. His. fevrth, Sxitaxz 
Shahar, or, The PrinceefFame. _ aft Son was e1- 
led by him Sultan TufF., Tun inthe Perfian Tongue, fignifies a 
Throne; and he was iidmed fo by the King his Father; becsnfe 
the firft hour he fat peaceably on his Throne. there was News 
brought him ofthat Sons Birth. 

Yet the firft Son of that King, which he hath:by any of his 
married Wives, by Prerogative of Birth, inhefitsthat Empire, 
the eldeft Son of every Man (as before ) is called:there (the great 
Brother.) And he that inherits that Monarchy, doth not openly 
flaughter his younger Brothers, as the Vurks dos yet it is ob- 
ferved, that few younger Brothers of thofe Yxdos fan Kings have 
long furvived their Fathers. 

Yet notwithftanding that long continued cuftom there far 
the eldeft Son co fucceed the Father in that great Empire ; Acha-- 
bar Sha , Father of that late ‘King, upon high and jut difplea- 
fure taken againft his Son,for clivbing up unto the bed of Anarkelee, 
his Fath<rs moft beloved Wife ( whote name figaified the Ker- 
nel of a Pomegranate )-and for orher bafe adtions of bis, which 
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ftirred up his Fathers high difpleafure againit hina, refolved ro , 
break thar ancicnt cultoOms and therefore often in bjy life tinge 
‘protefted, that not he, bi EF his Grand-child: g#/taz Cuvbiurroo, 
whom he alwayes kept in his Court, fhould fuccced him jn 
that Empire. o ae : 

And now, by the way, the. manner'of that dAchabarsha 
his death (as they report it in Zvdia) is worthy obfervation. 
Phat wicked King was wont often to give unto fome of his 
Nobles Cwhou upon tecret difpleature he meantto dcftroy ) 
Pits: prepared wieh Poyfon, that fhoukd prefencly put them 
int ircurable diteafes. But the laft time he went about to pra- 
tile that bloody Treachery, he dyed himfclf ky his own inftru- 

rentot ceach: for then having two Pillsin his Hand, the one 
very likerheorher, the one Cordéalior himtelf, the other Corro- 
fever, tor one of his Grandees he meant to purge, and flattering 
him wish many profiers of Courtchle before he gave vim the 

Piil, thac he might fwallow ir downy the better; at laft havi-g 
hel. chem bothin the palm ci tis Hand long, by a miftake ram. 
tir: poyroned Pill hinvlelf, and yawethim the other, which vil 
put the King immediately intoa mortal tlux of blood, which in 
tew dayes put anendto his life in his City Lahore.

Achabar Sha thus dead, Sxultax Coobfurroo his Grand-Child, 
then aged about twenty years, took his opportunity at the firft 
bound, and afcended the Regal Throne at Lahore, where bya 
general Acclamation of that very great and populous City he 
was pronounced, and acknowledged King. His Father «the 
late Afoge!). xe +s thus acknowledged at 4gra. Two great Ar- 
imfs wert prec | . and met;together to decide the 
Controterfic : andthe géncrality ofhe veoplé within that Em- 
pire, thinking it meet that the Father fhield be*King before the 
Son, clave by fgx ntore to him thenta b's Son, by which means 
Salt22 Corblurgoo Was defeated and taken Prifoner, anda very 
great many af venue C allants with him, whereof his Father im- 
mediately after étulec te beimpaled, or put upon S-akes (that 
moft cruel and rermenting death) etght hundred in two feveral 
ranks in oneday, watngur the Ciry Lahore, and hen carried his 
Son moft difgracetyi'y through tnew, bidding him to bchola the 
ween in chow hetrufted. Wis Sontoid him, thic he thould have 
fied him fo, and fpared the othey, who did nothing in that 

ion bur upon tis Cqgmmands his Father replyca, that he 
could ferve hintfo prefently Githgfo pleaf-< 5 5 his Son will'd and 
Cctired him foto do, telling his Father that he hac so joy asi 
to live, atterthe beholdiny of farmainy gallant mes aead. ~TNot- 
svich{tendiny, the King {pared his Life, «alting him into Prifon, 
where his Eyeswere fealed up, ( by fomething put before aca 

whic 
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which might not betakenof) for th. fpace of three years; after 
Whichtime, that feal wastaken away, that he might with free- 
dom enjoy the Light, though not‘eis Liberty. And after his 
Father had taken him our of Prifon, he kept him alwayes near 
about him, but witha very {trong Guard upon him; fo that he 
fellowing the King ‘his Father in his Progrefles, we fometimes 
faw him. ~ And once he called my Lord Ambaffadour tohim ag 
we pafied by him, afking him many Queftions, as how far di- 
{tant our Country was from them, and what we brought thither, 
and what wecarryed thence, and how the King his Father had 
ufed him fince his arrive there; whether or no he had not beftow- 
ed upon him fome great gifts. The Ambaffadour told him,that his 
bufinefS there was to obtain a free Trade for his Nation the Eno- 
hifh 5 and that being granted him, he had reward enough. The 
Prince replyed,that this could not be denyed us,we coming fo far 
to trade there with him; and the Prince further afked him, How 
long he had beenthere, the Ambaffadouf told him, About two 
years 3 the Prince replyed again, that it was a very great fhame 
for the Succeflor of Tazzberlane, who had fuch infinite Riches, to 
fuffer a Man of his quality to come fo far untohim, and to live 
fo long about him, and nottogive him fome Royal Gift; and 
he further ited, that for himfelf he wasa Prifoner, and there- 
fore could do Hinrno good, but would pray for him, and fo he 

départed. 

For that Pringe, he was # Gentleman of avery lovely pre- 
fence and fine carriage, fo exceedingly beloved of the common 
people, that, as Sxetonins writes of Tztzs, he was Amor & Deli- 
cia, &c. the very loveand delight of them. Aged then about 
thirty and five years. He was a Man who contented himfelf 
with one Wife, which with all love and care accompanied him ' 
in all his {treights, and therefore he avould never rake any Wife 
but her felf, though the Liberty * admijeof 
Plurality. 

It was generdlly bereved tobe the intent of his Father (for 
he would often prefage fo ) te make this ek his firft=born his 
Succeffor , though for the prefent out of fofne jealoufie ¢ he 
being fo much beloved of the peop! ) hed wed him his 
Liberty. 

His ees Love, brings upon him the extrgam hatred of his 
Brother Caroom , the AZogol’s third Son. wndthen lived in very 
great Pomp and_ Splendor at that Court, aiming at that Em- 
pire : to which end he put many jealoufies into his Father’s Head 
(now grownin years) concerning his Brother Coobfurroo, aad 
thac his Father might live more fecure, and out of all prefaut 
fearof im, if he fo pleafed s-upon Which infinuations, partly, 
py torce, (as I obferved before) and, partly, by intreaty of 
Friendé about the King, he was bythe King put into the’Crucal 
Haard-oF his Brother Cavoows ; who told his Father that he woul! 
have both his Eyes upon him, afid further fo provide, Sl he 
: “s ould 
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fhould never have caufé to fear himany more; and he wasag 
good as his word: for, prefcntly after he had gotten poficifion of 
him ( though his Father hid pivenhim as great a charge as pof- 

ibly he could to ufe him well, and to keep him honourably, and 
by no means to hurthim, which was all peomifed by Caroom 


to be faithfully obferved ) be caufed his Second Brother, S#ffaz' 


Parveen, tobe peyfoned 5 and, notlong atter that, ef{trangled 
that mott gallane Prince his eldeft Brother : which did fo trouble 
his Father, that the grief thereof (as ic was ftrongly believed) 
fhortned hisdayes; who not long after this (much againft his 
mind) made room for that Murderer tofucceed him in that 
Empire, who lay’dthe foundation of his high Advancement, in 
the Blood of his Brothers 5 and rather then he would have mif- 
fed it, would certainly have made a way through the Blood of his 
Father likewife : All Laws of honcity,and of Nature were by him 
thrown down, trampled under foot, torgottenand made void, 
to compafS and gain his moft unjuft ends; asit herefolved tro 
prattife that Language which Polyzzces out of the height of Am- 
bition fpake inthe Tragedy,

new our Loves, and herewithdo certifie you, thar I have fer: 
forth my Féraaeunes throughout all my Countries to this.cffea, 
That if'any Englith Ships or Merchants fhall arrive in any of my 
Porrs, my People thal) permitand futfer them to do what the 
pleale, freely in their Merchandizing-Cauteés, aiding and affiftin 
thei inall occation of injuries chat fhall be offered them,thar the 
leat caute of difcourtelic be not done unto them 5 that they may 
beas free, or freer then my own People. 

And as now, and formerly, I have received from you divers 
Tokens of your Love; fo I fhall {till defire your mindfulnefs 
of me by fome Novelties from your Countries, as an argument of 
friendibip betwixt us, for fuchis the cuftom of Princes here. 

And tor your Merchants,I have given exprefs Order through all 

iny Dominions, to futferthemtobuy, {cll, wantport, and carry 
away wa theic pleafure, without the lett or hinderance of un 
perfon Wha foever all fiich Goods and Merchandizes as they fhall 
dcliretobuy 3; and tet tts “ny Letter as fully fatishie you in de- 
fired Peace and Love, as ifis1y own Son had been Mefienger to ra- 
tifie che fame. _ 

And ifany in my Countries,ygot fearmg God,nor obeying their 
King, or any other void of Religion, fhould¢ndeavour to bean 
Tottrument to break this League of Friendfhip, I would fend my 
Sam (/fanxCaroom# aSouldier approved inthe Wars, tocut him 
off, that no obf{tacle may hinder the continuance, and inereale of 
our Attections. 

Here are likewife thé Goxplemch _ wo orner Letters of later 
Arte sent hore by Sir" Ltiumas Row, whereof thz firft doth thuz begiz:

There was one of that Order, in Goa ( a-City of the Portyya/, 
lyingin the fkirts of-I#zdia_) of very much Fame and Renown 
called FJeronymv Kaviere, fent for by Achabar-Sha, the late 
Kings Father, in the year 1596. to argue before him the Do- 
ctrine of Chriftianity : there being alWayes prefent & 2400]az, 
sor Mahometan Prieft; and a Third Perfon, who followed no 
precife Rule, but what the Light of Nature meerly led him fo; 
and thefe two were to obtain what they could. againft his

The j fuitin the Azogol’s own Language (which was a great 
‘advantage to him } began,to fpeak firft of the Creation, arfd 
lisen of the Fali of Man: igiwhichthe Mahometans agree with us. 

Then he laid: down divers grounds. to. bottom his reafonings

That Manby Creation was tmadea moft Excellent Creature, 
indued with the Light of Reafon, which no other fublunary 
Creature befides himfelf had; then, 

fT nat Man thus endueds~muft have fome Rule or Law to walk 
by, which he could not prefcribe unto himfelf, and therefore 
it muft be given BLU fram._above. se * 

That this Law vias hrit.given urtosMan from God, and aiYer- 
ward confirmed by Prophets fent into the World, in divers Ages, 
from God. Sef « ‘ ee ha 

That this Lawthus delivered muf{t needs be one Law, inal} 
things agreeing init felf. Andfodidingt the Law of ALahoniet. 

That this Law thus delivered was moit°tomformable to right 
fon; And fo was not the Law of Atahomet. 

That Man fall’n from God by fin, was not able to recover 
himfelf fromthat Fall; and therefore it was neceflary that ther2 
fhould be one, more than a Man,to doit for him, andthatthat 
One could not be Atahovweet. : ae. 

That this One was Chrift, God as well asMans; God to-fa- 
tisfic (the Mahometans themlelvess confefling that Chrift Was 
the- breath of God), and Manto {fuffer death as he did. ‘ 

Phat Chrift the Son of God coming intothe World, about 
that great Work of fatisfying Gods anger againft Man for fins 
it. was meceflary that he fhould live a poor and laboriows hfe 

here 
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That the teigned , toolifh, and ridiculous miracles, which 
the$ fay were done by Atshomet, were nothing comparable to 
the Miracles done by Chriit, who ( as the Mahometans con- 
tels) did greater Miracles than ever were done before or 
fince hin. 

Phat there wasa great deal of difference in the manner of 
promulgating the Gofpel of Chrift, into the worlds and the in- 
traducing of the Laws of ALahomet. 

That Chrift hath purchated Heaven for all that believe in 
him, and that Hellis prepared for allothers that do not rely on 
him, and on him alone,tor Salvation. eee 
° Thete'were many more particulars befidesthef, which that 
Jeronymo Xuveere \aid down before jhe AZogol, to ground his ar- 
sfuments on : Which that King heard patiently, at feveral urhes 
during the {pace ofone yearand a halt; but at Jaft hefent him 
away back again to Goa hondurably , with fome good gifts 
beftowed on him, telling him, as Felzx did, after he had rea- 
fored before him, that he would call for him again when he had a 
‘convenient time, Atts24.25. Which time orfeafon, neither of 
them both ever found atterward. 

\Phefe ticalars, which.jlhave here inferred Cwith many 
more 5 [ might haveadded to thems; pon-eaH which, that 
FJeronywzo.Xavecre enlarged himfelf befure ihe Azogol in his ar- 
gaings before Jim) .were given ‘unto mic in Latine by Fran- 
cifeo Corfé, avotiter Jefuit rclident at that Court, while I was 
there, and lofigbefore that me. And further I have been 
there told by other people profeiiing Chriftianity in that Em- 
pire, thatthere was fucha Difpute there heldj and for my part 
I debelieve ir. © 

‘For that Fraxcifco Cort 3he wasa Florentine by birth, aged 
about fifty years, who Cif he were indecd what he feemed 
to-be¥y was aman of afevere life, yet of a fair and an affable 
dijpofition : He \ived at that Court, asan Agent for the Rortu- 
-‘Baiss and had get only fice accefs unto that King, bute Jd-en- 
couragemcnut and help by hifts, which he fometimes beftwwed 
on hin. ae a 

When this Jcfuit came firftto be acquainted with my Lord 
Amtafiadour, -+he told him that they were both by profeffi- 

on 
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on Chriftians, though there was a vaft difference betwixt them 
in their profeffing of it. And ashe thould not go about to re- 
concile the Embeffadour tothem : So herold him thatit woule 
be labour in vainif he fhould attempt to-reconcile him to us. 
Only he defired, thar there might be a fair correfpondency be- 
twaxtthem, but no'diiputes. And further, his defire was that 
thofe wide differences *twixt the Church of Rome and us$ mighr 
not be made there to appears that Chrift might not feém by thote 
differences to be divided amongft men profeffling Chriftfanity, 
which, might have been a very main Obftacle, and_ hinderance 
unto his great Defign and endeavour, for which he was fent 
thither. toconvyert people unto Chriftianity there. Tellingm 
Lord Embafiadour further, that he fhoul@ be ready tedgfor 
him all good offices of love and fervice there, and fo he was. 

Aftcr his firfe acquaintance, he vifited us often, ufually once 
aweek. And as thofe of that fociety, in other parts of the 
world are very great intelligencers :{o Was he there, knowing 
all news which was ftirring and might be had, which he com- 
municated unto us. 

And he would tell us many {tories befides 5 one of which, if 
true, is very remarkable. And it was thus; There are ‘a race 
of peopls jn Eaft-India, the men of which race have (Cif he 
told us tfue) therrrightlegs extraordinary great and mifhapen,, 
their left legs are like other mens. Now he told us, that they 
were the pofterity of. thofes whoeftamped S' Thomas the 
Apoftle to death, come thither to preach the Gofpel ; and that 
ever fince the men of that raée have, and only they of that 
Nation, that great deformity upon them. Some few peoplel 
have there {cen of whomthis ftory is told, but whether that 
deformity be like Geheza’s Jeprofie, hereditary 3 and if fo, whe- 
ther ie fell upon that people upon the occafion before-named, I 
am yct to learn. 

The Jcfuits tn Batt-Ivdia (for he was not alonethere) have 
liberty tro convert any they can work upon; unto Chriftianicy, 
ec. The Aztegol hath thus far declared, thatit fhall be lawful 

or any one, periwaded foin confcience, to becOme a Chriftian, 
and that he {ould not by fo duing loie is favour. , 

Lipon which,! have one thing,here to infert, which I had there 
by report GS et { was bid to believe it and reportit fora truth) 
concerning 2 Gentleman of guality, and afervant of the great 
Atogel, who upon fome conviction wrought upon him (as thev¥ 
fay) would necdsbe Baptized and become a Chriftian, The 
King hearing of this Convert fent for him, andat firft witirma- 
ny ‘cPchreats commanded him to renounce thet his new pro- 
teflon’? the man replied,that he was moft willing to fuffer an 
thing ia that caufe, which the King could inflic. 

The Afogol then beganto deal with him another way, ask- 
king why he thought himfclf wifer then his Fore-fathers, who. 
lived and dicd Mahometans; and further added many pro- 
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mifts ot richesand honour, if he would rcturn to his Mahome- 
tilm, he vreplicdagain, as they fay Cfor I have all thisby, Traditi- 
ony thache would nor accept of any thing inthe world, foto 
do: TheAfego!l wondring at his conftancy told him, that if he 
vould have frighted, or bought him, out offhis new profecfiion, 
he would have made himanexample for all waverers 5 but now, 
he pereeived chat his refolucion indeed was to be a Chriftian, 
and he bid him fo continue, and with 2 rcward difcharged him. 

Thelate Atogo! about the beginning of his reign,caufed a Tem- 
ple to be built in Agra,his chict Cicy,tor the Jctuits, wherein two 
of his younger Brothers Sons were folemnly Baptized, and de- 
livered into their hands to be trained up in Chriltianity. The 
young Gentlemen, growing to fome ftature (after they had had 
their tuition for fome years) defired them to provide them Wives 
out of Chriftendom fitting their Birth 5 in which -having not fud- 
den content, they gave up their Crucifixes again into the Je- 
fuits hands, andtolettthem. Who had thefe conjectures upon 
this their revolt, thae cither the King their Uncle caufed them 
to be Baptized, to make chem more odious to the Mahometans, 
being fo near of his bloods; or elfe, it was his plot to get them 
beautiful Wives out of Exrope, which himfelf meant to take if 
he had liked them. 

The Jefuit I latt named Francisco. Corft, upon a time Cat our be- 
ing there) having his héufe, amongft very many more confumed 
by a fuddetifire, it fo was that his wooden Crofs, fet ona Pole 
near the fide of his houfe, was not Cas he faid) confumed. Up- 
on which he prefently repaired to that Court, carricd that Crofs 
with him, andtold the King thereof. The Prince Sultan Ca- 
roov (who was no favourer of the. Chriftians) being then pre- 

‘ent, and hearing himtalk how his Crofs was preferved, derided 
him, faying, that it was one of his fabulous miracles 5 and fur- 
ther addct,s that he would. havea fire prefently-made before the 
King, whereinto he would have that Cro scale; dnd if it con- 
famednets his Father, himfelf, and allthe pedple there would 
prefently” becogic Chiiftianss but jf it did, himifclt fhould be 
burnt with it. The Jcefuit not willing to put himfelf upon fo 
fudden and {q hotatrial, antwered that he durft not tempt God, 

~ who was not tyed to times 5 and it might be that Almighty God, 
would never (hevw that people that infinite favour to make them 
Chriftians, or if He had fuch a great mercy for them in ftore, it 

“aright be that thetime ef manifefting it, was not yet come 3 and 
ti.crefore if he fhould now fubmit to that trial, and Almighty 

-God wot picafe to fhew a further anda prefent miracle, -his Reli- 
gion would futte prejudicethere for evcr after 5 and therefore 
ae refuted. : 

it ihourd fcem that the Jcfuits there do excecdingly cxto1 tne 
Wir avery, which I have gathered from poor peopiethere,Na-. 
tivesef t. at Country, who have oftenasked Alms of me, whtn 
Miifvcd abroadeamonett then 3 and whereas onc hath defired 
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mero give him fome relief for Chrifts fake, there are many who 
have begged it forthe Virgin Afury’s fake. 

Well known it issthat the Jefuits there,who hke the Pharifees, 
Matr.23.25. That would compas Sea vnd Land to muke one Pré- 
felyte, have fent into Chriftendom many large reports of their 
great Converfions of Infidels in Eafé-Ivdia. But all thefe boatt- 
ings are hut reports 5 the truth ts, that they have there {pilt the 
precious water of Baptifmupon fome few Faces, working upon 
the necefliry of fome poor men, Who for want of means, which 
they givethem, are contentedto wear Crucifixes 5 but for want 
of knowledge in the Dottrine of Chriftianity are only in Name 
Chriftians. So,that the Jefuits Congregations there are yery 
thin, confifting of fome Italians, which the Adogol entertains by 
great pay given them ) to cut his Diamonds > and other ric} 
Stones; Andof other European {trangers which come thirher ; 
and fome few others of the Natives, before mentioned. So rhar 
in one word I fhall {peak this more of tne Jefuits in Eajt-India, 
that they have there Templam, but not Ecclefiam. 

When I lived in thofe parts it was my earneft defire and dai) 
prayer, to have put my weak hands unto that moft acceptable, 
but hard labour of wathing Moors,that the Name of Jefus Chrift 
might have been there enlarged (if God had pleafed to honour 
me fo far) by my endeavours. But there are three main and 
apparent obftacles (befides thofe which do not appear) that hin- 
derthe fettlement and growtheof Chriftianity in thofe parts. 
Firft, The liberty of the Mahometan Religion given the people 
there incafeof Marriage. Secdéndly, The moft debauch’d lives 
of many coming thither, or living amongft them who profefs 
themfelves Chriftians, per quorum latera patitur Evangelium, by 
whom the Gofpel of Jefus Chrift is tcandalized, and exceeding-" 
ly fuffers. And laftly, The hearts of that people are fo con- 
firmed and hardned. in their own evil old ways, ‘thesr cars fa 
fealed up, theireyes fo blinded with unbeliefand darknefs, that 
only he, who hath the Key of David that fits whennea wean 
open, and opens when no man_can fhut, can open to thert the door 


of life.
